nature,  who  with  infallible  purpose  thou  rulest 
.oyer  the  destinies  of  the  individual  and  of  peoples, 
and  who  with  thy  laws  of  love  and  brotherhood 
giveth  to  men  the  universal  redemption,  behold 
us  to-day  in  profound  adoration. 

We  thank  thee  for  having  brought  us  here  to- 
day in  this  sacred  hall  to  the  aims  of  our  glorious 
city,  to  begin  our  governmental  duties. 

Knowing  that  all  authority  and  intelligence 
comes  from  the  Almighty,  and  that  it  is  useless 
to  guard  the  city  unless  God  is  our  guide;  that  it 
is  useless  to  try  to  build  on  a  weak  foundation 
without  the  assistance  of  God;  we  implore  thy 
benediction,  O  Lord,  so  that  all  our  efforts  and 
energy  may  always  be  consecrated  for  the  good 
of  the  people  of  this  community  and  to  thy  honor 
and  glory. 

Bless,  0  Lord,  this  city,  which  is  the  cradle  of 
art,  and  let  it  keep  up  with  all  civil  progress.  Bless 
every  order  and  class  -of  citizens,  because  from 
their  mutual  cooperation  may  rise  the  social 
equilibrium  in  their  observance  of  the  laws. 

Bless  also,  O  Lord,  the  illustrious  head  of  this 
administration  and  grant  that  with  the  help  of  his 
Council  he  may  be  able  to  direct  his  work  with 
icharity  and  justice.

The  roll  of  councilors-elect  was  called,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  three  councilors-elect,  John  J. 
Attridge,  Walter  L.  Collins  and  James  A.  Watson, 
were  present.  The  oath  of  office  was  administered 
to  them  by  Mayor  Fitzgerald. 


MAYOR  FITZGERALD'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Mayor,  Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald,  then  de- 
livered his  address  to  the  City  Council,  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council, — To-day  marks 
the  completion  of  the  third  year  of  my  adminis- 
tration. The  members  of  your  honorable  body, 
with  the  exception  of  your  recently  elected  fellow 
member,   Mr.   James  A.  Watson,   are  reasonably 


familiar  with  the  varied  task.s  and  duties  which, 
during  my  term  of  office  thus  far,  have  devolved 
upon  me  as  chief  magistrate  of  the  city.  Permit 
me,  at  this  time,  to  express  to  you  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  cooperation  which  has 
characterized  your  honorable  body  in  the  perform- 
ance of  our  common  duties.  In  entering  upon 
this  fourth  year  of  my  term  as  chief  magistrate, 
I  find  it  gratifying  to  look  back  over  the  record 
of  ths  past  three  years.  To  enter  into  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  things  accomplished  is  not  my 
purpose;  the  mere  enumeration  of  them  making  a 
list  too  long  for  consideration  in  a  hmited  time.  I 
deem  it  imperative,  however,  that  I  should  render 
to  the  gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  a  general  and 
succinct  statement  of  the  city's  financial  condition, 
with  such  observations  as  seem  proper  at  this 
particular  time. 

A  glance  at  the  financial  statement  in  the  ap- 
pendices will  show  a  gratifying  decrease  in  the  debt 
issued  for  purely  city,  county  and  water  purposes. 
The  only  increase  has  been  in  the  Rapid  Transit 
Debt,  and  as  this  debt  is  liquidated  by  payments 
from  the  public  service  corporations  using  the  sub- 
ways it  can  be  eliminated  from  the  burden  which 
the  citizens  are  called  upon  to  bear.  Our  borrow- 
ing capacity  for  the  present  year  amounts  to  the 
very  generous  sum  of  .$4,136,490.67.  It  is  my  be- 
lief that  we  should  make  an  early  start  in  the 
consideration  of  the  many  and  varied  problems 
that  this  money  is  available  for  so  that  the  present 
generation,  for  whom  this  money  is  wisely  set 
aside,  may  be  able  to,  partake  of  the  blessings 
which  may  be  provided  through  its  expenditure. 

Public  Health. 
The  first  consideration  of  the  chief  executive  of 
a  city  should  be  the  health  of  those  committed 
to  his  care.  While  everything  which  could  have 
been  desired  has  not  been  found  possible  of  im- 
mediate accomplishment,  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  during  the  past  year  has  been  con- 
spicuously energetic,  with  the  result  that  the  health 
of  the  city  is  better  guarded  now  than  it  has  been 
at  any  previous  time  in-its  history.  The  number 
of  sanitary  inspectors  has  been  increased  from 
seventeen  in  1910  to  thirty-four,  thus  securing 
greater  efficiency  by  the  creation  of  smaller  in- 
spection districts.  The  work  of  milk  inspection 
has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  trained  veteri- 
narian, and  a  division  of  child  hygiene  has  been 
organized  and  has  .iiist  completed  the  most  ex- 
haustive physical  examination  of  school  children 
ever  made  by  any  city.  This  di-vdsion  has,  during 
the  past  summer,  through .  a  corps  of  trained 
nurses,  effected  a  notable  reduction  in  infant  mor- 
taUty.  Another  corps  of  nurses  has  not  only 
acted  as  a  safeguard  against  the  ravages  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  but  has  saved  the  city  thousands 
of  dollars  which  would  otherwise  be  spent  in  the 
construction  and  the  maintenance  of  costly  hospi- 
tals. The  City  Hospital  has  completed  many 
notable  improvements,  among  them  the  fireproofing 
of  the  administration  building  and  the  medical  and 
surgical  pavilions,  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
•$60,000  was  made;  $24,000  has  been  spent  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  X-Ray  Clinic  and  the  Ortho- 
pedic Department;  the  mortuary  building  has  been 
enlarged  and  improved  at  an  expense  of  ,$37,000, 
and  electrical  machinery  has  been  installed  in 
addition  to  the  wiring  and  fireproofing  of  the 
engine  room  at  a  cost  of  .$50,000,  In  two  of  the 
buildings  an  automatic  sprinkler  s.vstem  has  been 
installed  and  plans  have  been  made  for  the  further 
extension  of  the  system  to  other  portions  of  the 
hospital.  The  ambulance  service  has  been  im- 
proved  by  the  addition  of  auto  ambulances,  and  it 
is  intended  to  replace  the  horse-drawn  vehicles 
as  rapidly  as  possible.  In  proportion  to  popula- 
tion, Boston  has  done  more  for  the  checking  of 
tuberculosis  than  any  other  city  in  the  world.  A 
distinct  advance  in  this  work  will  be  marked  by 
the  erection  of  a  children's  hospital,  now  under 
way,  for  which  $50,000  was  appropriated  last  year, 
while  the  Second  Ward  building,  which  is  to  provide 
for  women  able  to  be  out  of  doors,  has  been  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  $100,000,  The  estabhshment 
of  convenience  stations  throughout  the  city  under 
appropriations  totaling  8100,000  is  another  evi- 
dence of  an  enlightened  poUcy  in  the  field  of 
sanitation. 

_„;      Playgrounds  and  Recreation. 
It  is  with  a  full  appreciation   of  the  value   of 
recreation,  not  only  as  the  basis  of  health  but  for 
its  beneficent  effect  upon  the  morals  of  the  com-

munity,  that  I  have  consistently  and  steadily 
promoted  the  establishment  of  new  playgrounds  in 
various  sections  of  the  city.  That  conduct  only  is 
praiseworthy  which  hastens  the  time  when  every 
man'  able  and  willing  to  work  shall  be  rewarded  for 
his  labor,  not  only  with  a  loaf  of  bread  but  with 
hours  of  fruitful  leisure.  Daily  life  for  all  the 
people  should  be  made  decent,  rational  and  pro- 
gressive. The  list  of  playgrounds  which  have  been 
provided  for,  constructed  or  repaired  during  the 
recent  administration  is  a  long  one.  It  includes 
playgrounds  in  East  Boston,  Charlestown,  South 
End,  Roxbury  Crossing  district,  Mt.  Ida  district, 
Forest  Hills,  Dorchester  and  Brighton.  The  ac- 
ceptance of  Governor's  Island  from  the  National 
Government  and  the  grading  and  the  planting  of 
its  surface  will,  when  the  new  wharf  is  built, 
convert  this  historic  site  into  a  harbor  play- 
ground with  possibilities  scarcely  excelled  by  those 
of  Belle  Isle,  at  Detroit.  I  have  also  impressed 
upon  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners  and 
the  public  generally  the  importance  of  a  more 
extended  use  of  the  Charles  River  Basin.  Im- 
provements in  line  with  my  recommendations 
may  be  expected.  All-the-year-round  baths  and 
gymnasiums  have  been  opened  at  Paris  street. 
East  Boston,  and  Curtis  Hall,  Jamaica  Plain,  and 
a  similar  establishment  will  soon  be  opened  in 
Charlestown;  while  the  South  Boston  municipal 
building  and  gymnasium  is  nearing  completion. 
The  L  street  bath  has  been  remodeled  and  ex- 
tended; a  new  beach  bath  opened  at  Freeport 
street,  Dorchester,  and  a  new  brick  bath  house 
has  been  erected  at  Dewey  Beach,  Charlestown. 
Under  the  general  head  of  recreation,  attention  is 
called  to  the  zoological  garden  at  Franklin  Park, 
where  the  bears  and  the  birds  already  attract 
thousands  daily,  and  to  the  aquariuna  at  iVIarine 
Park,  which  has  become  an  object  of  the  keenest 
interest  for  recreation  seekers  from  all  parts  of  the 
metropolitan  city.  The  "safe  and  sane"  Fourth 
received  a  strong  impetus  from  my  efforts  in  1910, 
and  the  public  celebration  of  all  the  holidays  this 
year  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  special  director  and 
an  advisory  committee  of  citizens,  a  change  that 
has  been  widely  commended. 

The  public  celebration  of  Christmas  and  New 
Year's  under  the  direction  of  the  city  officials  was 
an  interesting  event  of  the  year  just  past.  The 
success  of  this  new  form  of  celebration  was  so  com- 
plete as  to  warrant  the  hope  that  it  will  become 
a  permanent  feature  of  our  city  life.  Fifty  thou- 
sand persons  gathered  on  Boston  Common  around 
an  immense  tree,  illuminated  with  thousands  of 
electric  lights,  and  enjoyed  a  Yuletide  concert  and 
choral  singing  by  members  of  the  various  church 
choirs. 

Transportation  and  Traffic. 

For  years  past  I  have  given  much  thought  to  the 
question  of  transportation  and  the  circulation  of 
traffic.  The  effect  upon  the  development  of  the 
city  as  a  whole  and  of  particular  sections  is  well 
known.  I  have  been  particularly  interested  in 
the  development  of  the  Park  square  section,  and 
have  constantly  advocated  the  extension  of  Arling- 
ton street  in  a  broad  sweep  from  Castle  square 
to   the   Charles  River  Basin.     Only  part  of   this 

Elan  has  been  realized;  but  the  signs  of  life  visi- 
le in  a  district  that  has  remained  stagnant  and 
almost  deserted  for  a  number  of  j^ears  offer  encour- 
agement to  those  who  believe  that  Boston  is  not 
doomed  forever  to  the  task  of  trying  to  transact, 
as  Mayor  Collins  said,  all  its  business  on  one 
square  mile  of  territory.  The  bills  for  the  widen- 
ing and  the  extension  of  Pleasant  street  and  Avery 
street  furnish  further  evidence  of  a  constructive 
policy  in  the  improvement  of  this  section  of  the 
city.  The  widening  of  St.  James  avenue,  which 
would  connect  Copley  square  and  Park  square  by  a 
magnificent  boulevard,  is  an  improvement  calling 
for  serious  consideration.  In  the  meantime,  the 
suburban  districts  have  been  by  no  means  neglected, 
as  is  shown  by  such  street  improvements  as  those 
on  Norfolk  street,  Dorchester;  Old  Colony  road, 
South  Boston;  Harvard  avenue,  Brighton;  Union 
Park  street,  and  many  others.  At  the  recent 
state  election  the  voters  of  the  city  accepted  by  a 
large  majority  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature 
last  year  which  provides  for  the  expenditure  of 
$2,500,000  for  the  laying  out,  widening,  exten- 
sion and  construction  of  new  streets,  the  amount 
to  be  expended  in  any  one  year  being  limited 
to  $500,000.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  60 
per  cent  of  the  amount  available  each  year  must 
be  expended  exclusively  on  the  construction  of 
streets  in  the  suburban  sections  of  the  city. 


Besides  laying  out  a  program  for  surface  com- 
munication I  have  strongly  supported  the  move- 
ment for  subway  extension,  with  the  result  that 
the  most  reasonable  expectations  have  been  real- 
ized. The  Dorchester  Subway,  the  subway  to 
Harvard  square,  the  West  End  extension  of  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel  and  the  Boylston  Street  Sub- 
way are  now  approved  even  by  the  near-sighted 
persons  who  objected  to  them  in  the  beginning. 
New  elevated  stations  at  Rowe's  Wharf,  at  Dover 
Street  and  at  Green  street,  Jamaica  Plain,  with 
the  multitude  of  new  surface  lines,  transfer  privi- 
leges, improvements  in  the  night  service,  and 
extra  ticket  takers  for  theater  patrons,  demonstrate 
a  keen  interest  on  the  part  of  the  city's  chief 
magistrate  in  the  details  of  the  great  system  which 
allows  a  half  million  people  a  day  to  pass  without 
undue  congestion  through  the  narrow  streets  of 
Boston.  With  a  view  to  making  possible  the 
opening  of  thoroughfares  and  boulevards  where 
needed,  without  excessive  cost,  I  have  secured  the 
passage  by  the  Legislature  of  the  so-called  Excess 
Condemnation  Act,  which  was  afterwards  approved 
by  the  voters  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  meas- 
ure, it  is  confidently  expected,  will  make  possible 
the  cutting  of  a  great  highway  from  the  North  to  the 
South  Station,  an  improvement  long  desired  by 
the  teaming  interests;  or  permit  the  construction 
of  the  streets  which  have  been  recently  proposed 
connecting  Harvard  Bridge  with  the  North  vSta- 
tion  and  by  a  southward  extension  of  Cambridge 
street  making  the  connection  with  Scollay  square. 
It  also  offers  a  solution  of  the  problem  of  our  con- 
gested business  district  by  providing  for  a  new 
main  traffic  artery  to  extend  from  Huntington 
avenue,  at  Exeter  street,  to  Franklin  street,  as 
proposed  by  Mr.  Laurence  Minot  in  a  recent 
address  before  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate 
Exchange.  Nor  have  problems  of  local  trans- 
portation alone  claimed  my  attention.  On  the 
water  side  new  connections  have  been  secured 
through  the  establishment  of  the  Hamburg  line 
of  steamers  from  Boston,  and  should  the  pro- 
jected lines  between  Boston  and  Norway,  the 
Texas  and  other  lines  be  secured  during  the  com- 
ing year  a  record  will  be  made  in  our  port  develop- 
ment. The  creation  of  a  board  of  directors  with 
an  adequate  appropriation  for  carrying  out  the 
work  of  port  development  was  in  compliance  with 
my  frequently  repeated  demands  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  dock  board. 

Public  Safety. 

The  safety  of  the  city,  owing  to  the  all  too  large 
number  of  houses  of  frame  construction,  has  always 
been  a  subject  of  grave  concern.  With  the  dariger 
of  fire  in  mind,  I  have  constantly  argued  against 
the  erection  of  "three  deckers "  without  proper 
safeguards  in  residential  districts,  and  have  at 
least  succeeded  in  creating  a  wholesome  public 
sentiment  against  them.  My  attempts  by  means 
of  legislation  to  reduce  the  fire  hazard  in  these 
sections  have  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a 
Metropolitan  Fire  Hazard  Commission,  whose 
recent  report  embodied  the  suggestions  I  had 
advanced  for  reforms.  To  supplement  the  pre- 
ventive measures  proposed,  I  have  given  my  atten- 
tion to  the  installation  of  auto  fire  apparatus  and  to 
the  development  of  a  high  pressure  fire  system, 
which  not  only  affords  a  greater  protection  to  the 
business  district  but  will,  to  some  extent,  release 
apparatus  for  the  residential  quarters.  A  new 
fire  station  has  been  built  at  Oak  square,  Brighton; 
the  new  fireboat  is  doing  a  splendid  service,  and 
a  system  of  mutual  aid  has  been  developed  and 
put  into  operation  among  the  cities  and  towns  in 
the  metropolitan  district.  Seven  new  auto  fire 
trucks  and  four  chiefs'  autos  have  been  added  to 
the  equipment  of  the  Fire  Department  and  are  now 
in  active  operation  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the 
city.  The  fire  alarm  service  has  been  greatly 
improved,  and  118  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been 
installed  in  different  sections  of  the  city  where  they 
were  most  needed;  and  the  School  Committee  has 
been  asked  to  cooperate  in  directing  the  public  to 
the  location  of  all  fire  alarm  boxes  by  means  of 
exercises  in  the  schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  community  was  shocked 
by  the  collapse  of  several  buildings  under  construc- 
tion, resulting  in  the  serious  injury  of  workmen 
employed  on  them.  A  rigid  investigation  into  the 
causes  of  these  accidents  has  resulted  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  an  ordinance  designed  to  prevent  the 
construction  of  buildings  by  incompetent  or  inex- 
perienced persons.  With  the  passage  of  that 
ordinance  by  the  City  Council,  in  a  new  draft,  last 
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Monday,  no  person  may  engage  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  until  his  knowledge  of  building  construc- 
tion has  been  demonstrated,  and  he  has  been 
licensed  by  the  Building  Commissioner.  In  the 
Building  Department  the  number  of  inspectors 
has  l)een  increased,  and  a  system  of  fees  introduced 
which  makes  the  department  to  some  extent  self- 
supporting.  Just  as  soon  as  the  money  is  avail- 
able the  Building  Commissioner  will  carry  out 
the  recommendations  contained  in  the  recent  report 
of  the  Finance  Commission  on  this  department. 
These  include  the  appointment  of  a  construction 
engineer  familiar  with  modern  steel  and  reinforced 
concrete  construction,  and  of  a  supervisor  of  con- 
struction and  an  assistant.  A  further  recommenda- 
tion provides  that  hereafter  all  appointees  from  the 
civil  service  lists  shall  be  personally  examined 
by  the  Building  Commissioner  as  to  their  qual- 
ifications and  practical  experience. 

Education. 

As  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  public  schools  I 
have  interested  myself  in  educational  questions, 
laying  strong  emphasis  on  the  practical  side  of 
school  work.  The  present  superintendent,  Dr. 
Dyer,  is  in  sympathy  with  my  ^dews  on  industrial 
and  vocational  training,  especially  in  the  establish- 
ment of  continuation  schools  and  part  time  schools 
for  working  boys  and  girls  up  to  the  age  of  eighteen, 
It  was  in  pursuance  of  this  policy  that  the  Evening 
Commercial  High  School  in  Dorchester  was  estab- 
lished at  my  suggestion.  Motion  picture  outfits 
should  be  installed  in  schools  of  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city.  Geography,  history  and  other 
studies  can  be  much  more  effectively  taught  in 
motion  pictures  than  in  any  other  way.  Through 
the  proposed  installation  of  motion  picture  appa- 
ratus the  people  could  be  taught  the  value  of 
mental  and  bodily  development.  The  pictures 
could  show  schools  at  work,  nurses  among  the 
poor,  bathing  facilities  of  the  city,  gymnastic 
events,  bad  housing  conditions,  disease,  danger 
of  bad  milk,  and  impurities  in  food  products. 

Social  centers,  established  this  year  upon  my 
petition  of  last  year,  should  be  increased  in  number 
so  that  every  section  of  the  city  may  have  the 
benefit  of  them.  In  cooperation  with  the  School 
Committee  there  has  been  developed  a  program 
of  lectures,  concerts,  club  meetings,  discussions 
and  similar  exercises,  which  will  give  the  citizens 
access,  out  of  the  regular  school  hours,  to  splendid 
buildings,  the  restriction  of  which  to  the  use  of 
children  during  a  short  period  of  the  day  has 
always  been  to  progressive  thinkers  a  puzzle  and 
a  reproach. 

School  halls  and  buildings  should  be  the  theaters 
of  the  people.  Dramatic  performances  of  the 
best  kind  should  be  encoui'aged  among  school 
children.  The  Shakespearean  performances  of  the 
Ben  Greet  Company  show  that  it  is  possible  to 
present  the  great  dramas  without  elaborate  scenery. 
I  think  the  time  is  coming  when  the  study  of 
classical  plays  will  take  the  form  of  stage  presenta- 
tion. 

The  movement  for  a  well  merited  increase  in 
teachers'  salaries  received  from  the  outset  my 
hearty  support.  As  regards  the  general  subject  of 
education,  I  am  assiu-ed  that  the  framers  of  the 
school  curriculum  will  in  future  give  a  larger  recog- 
nition to  the  Spanish  language,  which  is  the  means 
of  communication  with  more  than  three-fourths  of 
the  people  dwelling  to  the  south  of  this  country  on 
the  American  continent.  With  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  the  port  of  Boston  ivill  occupy  a 
powerful  position  with  relation  to  the  enormous 
trade  possibilities  certain  to  result  in  the  com- 
mercial and  industrial  development  of  South 
America.  The  nearness  of  that  event  emphasizes 
the  immediate  necessity  of  a  vigorous  poUcy  on 
the  part  of  the  school  authorities  with  regard  to 
the  teaching  of  the  Spanish  and  the  Portuguese 
languages. 

The  educational  value  of  the  public  library 
is  generally  recognized  and  our  Boston  library 
is  becoming  more  and  more  an  adjunct  to  the 
school  system  and  other  agencies  of  instruction. 
As  a  means  for  spreading  this  propaganda  of  en- 
lightenment the  branch  library  is  highly  regarded. 
During  my  administration  five  such  branch  libra- 
ries have  been  provided;  namely,  those  in  Jamaica 
Plain,  North  End,  Charlestown,  East  Boston  and 
South  Boston.  Additional  branch  libraries  should 
be  established  so  that  people  who  cannot  afford 
the  time  or  car  fare  to  visit  the  central  library  may 
have    proper    facilities    for   securing    information. 


This  year  it  is  my  intention  to  urge  the  construc- 
tion of  branch  libraries  in  the  Faneuil  and  Andrew 
square  districts. 

Work  to  be  Accomplished. 

The  immediate  instruments  which  any  head  of 
a  great  city  must  use  to  carry  out  his  plans  are 
the  city  departments.  At  the  beginning  of  rny 
term  I  found  a  lack  of  co-ordination,  and  in 
some  cases  a  certain  degree  of  friction  due  to 
the  splitting  up  of  the  city  work  among  a  great 
number  of  departments.  One  of  the  first  acts 
of  my  administration  was  the  consolidation  of 
the  engineering,  street  and  water  departments,  so 
that  all  matters  relating  to  street  work,  sanita- 
tion, sewers,  water  supply,  bridges,  ferries,  the 
removal  of  refuse,  and  engineering  problems 
come  under  the  control  of  a  single  officer  who 
must  be  an  engineer  in  good  standing.  For  more 
than  a  year  I  have  advocated  a  similar  con- 
solidation of  the  park  and  recreation  departments. 
The  ordinance  affecting  this  merger  has  just 
passed  the  City  Council.  In  my  own  office  there 
has  been  placed  a  bureau  of  information,  which 
serves  as  a  clearing  house  for  the  thousand  and 
one  complaints  that  pour  in  upon  the  chief  magis- 
trate, and  offers  a  convenient  means  for  the 
investigation  of  such  matters  as  are  brought  up 
in  the  town  meetings  which  I  organized,  or  the 
meetings  of  the  local  improvement  societies,  in 
which  I  am  a  firm  believer. 

A  finely  conceived  plan  for  the  improvement 
and  the  ornamentation  of  Copley  square  is  now 
before  you.  This,  I  know,  will  receive  your  most 
serious  consideration,  and  I  hope  for  the  fullest 
investigation  and  a  final  solution  of  this  problem. 

With  a  desire  of  providing  a  fitting  memorial  to 
one  of  Boston's  greatest  sons,  the  City  Council,  on 
my  recommendation,  has  appropriated  .$20,000  for 
a  monument  to  Wendell  Phillips.  A  most  fascinat- 
ing scheme  of  the  Art  Commission  for  the  creation 
of  a  mall  on  the  Charles  street  side  of  the  Public 
Garden  with  recesses  for  statues  of  famous  men  is 
now  awaiting  your  indorsement. 

Among  the  public  buildings  which  will  testify 
to  the  progressive  character  of  the  present~admm- 
istration,  the  most  conspicuous  will  be  the  City 
Hall  Annex.  It  will  house  a  number  of  depart- 
ments now  scattered  in  rented  ciuarters  in  different 
parts  of  the  city,  and  will  provide  decent  accom- 
modations for  others  which  are  now  occupying 
cramped,  unsanitary  and  out-of-the-way  rooms  in 
the  old  City  Hall.  It  is  also  proposed  as  part  of  a 
general  architectural  scheme  for  the  improvement 
of  the  City  Hall  property  to  prepare  plans  for  an 
office  building  wing,  which  will  also  provide  head- 
quarters for  Station  2,  to  be  erected  on  the  site  of 
the  Registry  of  Deeds.  This  new  wing  would  pro- 
vide aclditional  floor  space  equal  to  about  one- 
half  of  the  City  Hall  exten.sion  now  under  construc- 
tion, and  would  accommodate  several  departments 
as  yet  not  properly  provided  for. 

A  municipal  building  in  South  Boston  will  soon 
be  completed  and  a  similar  building  is  about  to 
be  erected  in  the  crowded  section  of  Ward  7.  The 
completion  of  the  district  court  and  police  station 
in  East  Boston,  which  was  begun  by  Mayor  Hib- 
bard,  has  also  devolved  upon  the  present  adminis- 
tration. These  municipal  buildings,  including  halls 
for  public  meetings,  gymnasiums,  shower  baths, 
and  branch  libraries,  cannot  fail  to  be  powerful 
correctives  of  the  evils  that  follow  the  congestion 
of  the  tenement  districts,  while  at  the  same  time 
they  will  serve  as  a  forum  for  the  consideration 
of  questions  of  local  and  general  interest. 

With  the  biiilding  of  the  Cambridge  Bridge  a 
new  standard  was  set  up  for  bridge  construction 
in  this  city.  I  have  always  recognized  the  im- 
portance of  suitable  treatment  of  these  rieces- 
sary  structures  and  have  procured  appropriations 
for  new  bridges  over  the  Mystic  river  and  Chelsea 
creek,  and  have  cooperated  with  the  Metropolitan 
officials  in  furthering  the  plans  of  Mr.  Larz  Ander- 
son for  a  bridge  to  be  erected  in  memory  of  bis 
father  over  the  Charles  river  between  Harvard 
College  and  the  Stadium. 

Recognizing  that  the  city  is  the  largest  em- 
ployer of  labor  within  its  own  borders,  I  have 
considered  the  question  of  wages  from  the  point 
of  view  of  modern  progressive  ideas.  I  have 
favored  the  union  scale  for  mechanics  and  laborers 
and  a  standardization  of  wages,  as  far  as  may  be, 
for  employees  in  the  different  departments;  and 
it  is  my  intention  to  pvit  the  laborers  in  the  city 
service  on  a  S2.50  per  day  basis  in  a  very  short 
time. 
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In  common  with  everyone  conversant  with  tlie 
situation,  I  am  aware  that  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  metropolitan  district  are  worlcing  at  cross 
purposes  in  many  matters,  and  in  others,  simply 
because  of  a  lacli  of  a  few  trifling  links  which  would 
bring  them  into  sympathetic  activity,  are  wasting 
energy  and  resources.  I  have  repeatedly  pointed 
out  the  absurdity  of  twenty  different  fire  depart- 
ments for  as'  many  neighboring  cities  and  towns 
which  are  really  part  of  one  greater  city,  with  no 
more  distinction  among  its  divisions  and  no  less 
risk  of  the  spread  of  a  conflagration  than  exists 
among  the  sections  of  a  singlsdarge  city.  A  metro- 
politan plan,  which  would  provide  for  local  initia- 
tive and  satisfy  local  pride,  while  effecting  the 
desired  results,  has  not  yet  been  evolved. 

Recommendations. 

While  we  have  made  tremendous  advances  in 
fnaterial  prosperity  during  the  past  half  century, 
the  gain  has  been  far  greater  in  the  mental  and 
moral  perspective  of  the  average  citizen.  Con- 
ditions that  satisfied  the  ordinary  citizens  of  twenty- 
five  years  ago  would  not  be  tolerated  now.  We 
have  become  a  nation  of  thinking  men  and  women 
who  demand  real  development,  who  will  not  be 
satisfied  with  half-way  measures.  The  fact  that 
the  majority  of  the  people  are  but  half  educated, 
that  tens  of  thousands  are  half  fed,  that  thousands 
of  children  are  without  playground  space  and  com- 
pelled to  play  in  streets  crowded  with  automobiles 
running  like  locomotives,  that  widows  left  with 
groups  of  children  must  go  out  to  work  for  a 
pittance  with  nobody  to  look  out  for  those  left  at 
home, — these  are  facts  which  are  familiar  to  all  of 
vis  and  the  consideration  of  them  must  be  humane. 
It  is  nonsense  to  say  that  the  poverty  which  exists 
in  a  big  city  like  ours,  for  which  the  individual 
who  suffers  is  not  responsible,  is  not  under  the 
control  of  society,  and  we,  as  public  officials,  must 
recognize  our  obligations  in  the  matter. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  in  force  a  laborers' 
pension  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1911, 
under  the  provisions  of  which  it  is  possible  to  retire, 
on  half  pay,  common  laborers  who  are  seventy 
years  of  age,  or  from  sixty  to  seventy  years  of 
age,  if  incapacitated.  Feeling  that  the  present 
act  was  not  broad  enough  in  its  scope,  as  it  applies 
to  Common  laborers  only,  an  amended  pension  bill 
has  been,  at  my  request,  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature this  year.  The  amendments  proposed  will 
make  it  possible  to  retire  the  skilled  laborers, 
mechanics  and  craftsmen  in  the  city  labor  service 
in  addition  to  those  laborers  now  provided  for. 
The  terrors  of  unemployment  can  be  best  reine- 
died  by  insurance,  while  pensions  should  be  granted 
to  widows  with  families.  In  passing  upon  the 
innumerable  petitions  for  salary  increases,  which 
every  mayor  receives,  I  have  kept  in  mind  the 
increased  cost  of  living  which  falls  upon  the  city 
employee  as  well  as  the  citizens  in  general,  and 
while  I  have  striven  to  avoid  an  excessive  generosity 
I  have  leaned  toward  a  liberal  rather  than  a  par- 
simonious policy,  always  with  the  rights  of  the 
taxpayer  in  mind,  as  the  tax  rate  of  $16.40  oh  the 
thousand  shows. 

Buildings  for  social  activity,  to  be  known  as  the 

Eeople's  clubhouses  or  social  centers,  should  be 
uilt  in  every  section  of  the  city.  These  buildlhgs 
should  also  be  the  headquarters  for  the  different 
city  officials  In  particular  sections.  At  the  present 
time,  building,  sanitary,  health,  police,  fire,  plumb- 
ing, medical  and  other  officials  enter  the  houses 
in  the  various  parts  of  the  city,  and  though  their 
work  is  inter-related  there  is  not  such  harmony 
as  should  characterize  the  work  of  officials  respon- 
sible to  a  common  employer.  Because  of  this 
inter-relation  it  is  important  that  the  agencies 
dealing  with  the  public  business  should  be  care- 
fully co-ordinated.  All  the  agencies  which  the 
city  employs  should  be  closely  related  to  one 
another.  All  the  work  of  the  city  should  be 
woven  into  an  harmonious  whole.  Employment 
agencies  maintained  at  slight  public  expense  could 
be  established  in  the.se  people's  clubhouses.  I  am 
also  heartily  in  favor  of  a  free  legal  aid  bureau 
and  shall  do  all  I  can  to  establish  one.  The 
charter  should  be  amended  so  that  each  particular 
section  should  be  represented  in  the  City  Council 
and  the  School  Committee.  A  membership  of 
twelve  in  each  body  would  do  this,  and  one  official 
from  each  body  should  be  compelled  to  be  in 
attendance  two  hours  an  evening,  two  evenings  a 
^Veek,  and  on  one  afternoon  a  week  for  three  hours. 
There  should  also  be  open  district  meetings  once 
a  month  for  general  discussion,  at  which  these  two 
officials  should  be  present.     In  this  way  it  would 


be  possible  for  the  people  of  each  community  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  city  affairs,  not  only  for 
the  purpose  of  making  complaint,  but  offering 
suggestions  in  regard  to  the  many  and  varied 
problems  that  concern  each  neighborhood. 

-Conclusion. 

It  may  be  asked  whether,  in  the  prosecution  of 
a  comprehensive  scheme  of  municipal  development 
such  as  I  have  undertaken,  I  have  not  rushed 
ahead  without  regard  for  the  responsibilities  iih- 
posed  upon  me  as  the  controller  of  the  municipal 
treasury.  The  official  figures,  however,  which  are 
readily  obtainable  do  not  justify  the  suspicion  df 
extravagance.  The  tax  rates  have  been  ten  cehts 
lower  than  those  of  the  previous  administratioSn, 
and  tlie  city  tax  rate  has  been  lower  during  the 
past  three  years  than  in  any  previous  year  back 
to  1904.  The  debt  situation  shows  a  remarkable 
change;  the  increase  has  been  moderate  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  most  of  my  predecessors. 
During  the  years  1902,  1903,  1904  and  1905, 
for  example,  the  debt  never  increased  less  than 
$4,000,000  in  any  single  year,  and  in  one  year 
rose  to  nearly  .$7,000,000.  Under  the  present 
administration  the  debt  issued  for  city,  county 
and  water  purposes  shows  a  decrease  for  the 
three  ^  years  passed  amounting  to  $678,'730.53. 
This  is,  I  believe,  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  city  when  this  has  been  achieved.  One  reason 
for  this  is  that  I  have  carried  to  an  unprecedented 
extent  the  so-called  "pay  as  you  go"  policy. 
The  low  tax  rate  becomes  all  the  more  credit- 
able when  we  consider  that  during  the  last  three 
years  the  city  has  expended  out  of  the  tax  levy- 
over  $1,300,000  for  land  and  buildings  for  schools, 
every  cent  of  which  would  in  former  administra- 
tions have  been  provided  by  loans.  The  City 
Hall  Annex,  representing  an  expenditure  of 
$800,000,  will  be  built  from  tax  money,  and  a  list 
of  improvements  of  like  nature,  for  all  of  which 
the  city  would  formerly  have  borrowed  the  neces- 
sary funds,  foots  up  the  striking  total  of  $3,600,000 
in  less  than  three  years;  furthermore,  we  begin  the 
coming  year  with  a  balance  of  $500,000.  These 
items  include  such  substantial  and  varied  public 
conveniences  as  streets,  libraries,  playgrounds, 
municipal  buildings,  cemeteries,  baths,  sewers, 
sanitary  stations,  ferry  landings  and  a  ferryboat, 
fire  houses  and  apparatus,  in  addition  to  the  schools 
and  the  City  Hall  Annex,  which  have  already  beeti 
mentioned.  Nearly  all  the  improvements  effected 
may  be  regarded  as  investments  from  which  the 
citizens  will  draw  large  profits  in  improved 
health,  pleasure,  convenience,  or  educational, 
commercial  and  industrial  opportunities.  Far 
more  than  the  average  foresight,  power  of  con- 
ception and  efficiency  in  execution  must  be 
accorded  to  the  public  officials  who  are  able  to 
spread  before  the  people  a  record  of  this  char- 
acter without  appreciable  waste  of  their  resources 
or  additions  to  their  burdens. 

I  realize  as  well  as  any  member  of  this  body  the 
impossibility  of  bringing  about,  by  further  taxation 
upon  real  estate,  all  the  improvements  that  I  sug- 
gest. These  things  can  be  accomplished,  however, 
and  the  happiness  of  thousands  increased  by  the 
imposition  of  a  moderate  tax  on  incomes.  I  am 
a  thorough  beUever  in  the  income  tax.  From 
each  according  to  his  ability,  to  each  according 
to  his  need,  should  be  the  watchword  of  the  hour 
among  those  called  to  public  responsibility. 

Some  few  evenings  ago,  in  reading  a  book  of 
poems,  I  ran  across  a  few  lines  which  point  the 
path  of  duty  to  public  officials  more  eloquently 
than  any  language  I  could  employ.  I  will  close 
by  repeating  them: 

"If  through  all  the  life-long  day 
We've  eased  no  heart  by  yea  or  nay; 

If  through  it  all 
We've  nothing  done  that  we  can  trace 
That  brought  the  sunshine  to  a  face; 

No  act,  most  small. 
That  helped  some  soul  and  nothing  cost. 
Then  count  that  day  as  worst  than  lost. 

"But  if  we  sit  down  at  set  of  sun 
And  count  the  things  that  we  have  done. 

And,  counting,  find 
One  self-denying  act,  one  word 
That  eased  the  heart  of  him  who  heard; 

One  glance  most  kind 
That  fell  like  sunshine  where  it  went, 
Then  we  may  count  that  day  well  spent."

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CITY    COUNCIL. 


At  the  conclusion  of  his  formal  address,  Mayor 
Fitzgerald  said: 

Before  retiring,  I  want  to  take  advantage  of  this 
occasion  to  thank  Mayor  Hart  for  his  presence  here 
this  morning.  (Applause.)  Whether  in  sunshine 
or  in  rain,  he  is  always  present  at  these  inaugural 
gatherings.  In  fact,  I  cannot  recall  a  time  that  I 
have  been  here  when  he  has  not  been  present.  I 
wish  to  say  to  him  personally  that  I  am  thankful 
to  him  for  his  presence,  and  I  wish  to  say  to  you, 
sir,  that  I  think  I  express  the  sentiments  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  and  I  know  I  express  the 
sentiments  of  all  the  citizens  of  Boston,  when  I  say 
I  trust  that  you  may  be  spared  to  us  for  many 
years  to  come.  (Applause.)  I  regret  that  the 
condition  of  ex-Mayor  Green  is  such  that  he  has 
not  been  able  to  come  here  to-day.  He  was  here 
last  year,  but  since  that  time  has  had  a  very  severe 
illness.  I  know  it  is  because  of  that  that  he  is  not 
here  this  morning  to  honor  the  city  with  his  pres- 
ence.    (Applause.) 

The  Mayor  began  his  address  at  11.13  a.  m.  and 
finished  reading  it  at  11.38  a.  m.,  at  which  time  the 
Mayor  and  suite  retired,  leaving  the  City  Council 
in  session. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— The  Council  will 
be  in  order.  The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll  to  ascer- 
tain the  presence  of  a  quorum. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll,  and  all  but  Coun. 
Coulthurst  were  found  to  be  present. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE — A  quorum  is  in 
attendance.  The  Chair  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the 
Council. 


ELECTION   OF  PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  Council  do  now  proceed  in  accordance 
with  law  to  the  election  of  a  President  for  1913. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Clerk  called  the  roll,  each  member  being 
asked,  when  his  name  was  called,  to  express  his 
choice  tor  President  of  the  City  Council  for  1913, 
and  Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley,  Collins 
and  McDonald  voted  for  Thomas  J.  Kenny. 

When  Coun.  Smith's  name  was  called  he  said: 

Mr.  Chairman,  ever  since  I  entered  this  body 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— The  Chair  would 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  roll  is  being 
called  no  discussion  is  in  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — No  discussion  is  intended,  Mr. 
Chairman.  I  simply  wished  to  give  an  explana- 
tion of  my  vote. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE — By  unanimous  con- 
sent that  may,  of  course,  be  allowed,  but  it  is  rather 
against  parliamentary  rules.  The  Chair  would 
prefer  that  the  gentlem'an  would  not  speak  now. 

Coun.  SMITH— If  the  Chair  prefers  that  there 
shall  be  no  remarks,  I  shall  yield  to  the  Chair. 

Coun.Smithvotedfor  John  J.  Attridge,  and  Coun. 
Watson  for  Timothy  J.  Buckley,  for  President. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— -By  your  votes 
Coun.  Kenny  has  five  votes,  Coun.  Attridge  one 
vote  and  Coun.  Buckley  one  vote,  and  it  would 
appear  that  Coun.  Kenny  is  elected  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— If  there  is  no 
objection,  the  gentleman  may  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  having  voted 
for  another  gentleman  than  the  one  who  has  been 
chosen  by  this  body  as  presiding  officer  for  the 
ensuing  year,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  give  my 
reasons  to  this  body  and  to  explain  to  the  public 
generally  my  vote,  and  before  I  take  my  seat  I 
propose  to  change  my  vote  on  presiding  officer. 
I  shall  be  brief,  Mr.  President,  and  shall  ask  the 
Council  to  bear  with  me.  I  have  contested  ciuite 
vigorously  for  the  past  twelve  weeks  or  more  for 
election  to  this  body.  I  was  opposed  by  tre- 
mendous interests,  and  succeeded  notwithstand- 
ing that  opposition.  During  my  canvass  I  repeat- 
edly informed  the  public  that  I  was  opposed  to 
interference  in  fcity  affairs  by  the  two  political 
machines  now  in  existence  in  this  city,  the  Munic- 
ipal League  of  Boston  and  the  Good  Government 
Association.  The  Citizens'  Municipal  League 
opposed  my  candidacy,  as  did  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association.  I  was  vilified  by  representatives 
of  those  organizations  individually  and  through 
their  representatives  in  the  Press.  I  said  a  number 
of  times  on  the  stump  that  if  I  were  elected  to  the 
City  Council  I  would  emphasize  my  opposition  to 
their  interference  in  city  affairs  in  every  way 
possible,  every  honorable  way.  To-day,  while  I 
have  not  voted  as  yet  for  the  gentleman  who  has 


been  chosen  as  presiding  officer  of  this  body,  I 
want  to  inform  him  and  the  other  members  of 
this  body  that  I  have  every  confidence  in  his 
integrity  and  in  his  ability  to  carry  out  the  duties 
of  that  office;  that,  while  I  did  not  vote  for  him 
for  that  office,  it  was  not  against  him  that  I  voted, 
but  against  the  element  that  previously  had 
selected  him  as  one  of  the  candidates  for  the 
office.  I  believe  that  the  gentleman  has  outgrown 
the  influence  that  that  organization  had  with 
him  in  the  past,  if  it  had  any,  and  it  may  be  that 
it  had  none.  "The  Good  Government  Association 
of  Boston  and  the  Municipal  League  by  my 
election  to  the  City  Council  have  received  notice 
from  the  people  of  Boston  that  they  are  no  longer 
to  interfere  with  matters  that  pertain  to  the  good 
of  all.  Mr.  President,  I  wish  at  this  time  to  say 
one  word  further  and  I  am  done.  I  was  elected  in 
opposition  to  the  control  of  the  affairs  of  Boston 
by  an  unseen  power.  I  was  elected  to  this  office 
by  the  people,  as  a  protest  against  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  ruling  Boston.  I  was  elected  to 
this  body  by  my  friends  and  supporters  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  I  would  protest  when- 
ever I  coidd  do  so  properly  against  this  city  being 
ruled  by  intimidation,  if  I  may  say  so,  —  ruled  by 
intimidation  on  the  part  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, a  body  which,  while  it  has  or  had  had 
tremendous  influence  in  this  body,  controlling 
practically  every  movement  and  in  many  cases 
tying  the  hands  of  the  chief  executive  of  this  city, 
I  think  now  finds  its  influence  waning.  I  might 
believe  in  the  Finance  Commission,  Mr.  President, 
if  the  City  of  Boston,  through  its  Mayor,  the  chief 
executive,  could  suggest  at  least  one  member  of 
that  Board.  Having  said  what  I  desire  to  say,  and 
thanking  the  members  for  this  opportunity  to  make 
this  statement,  I  now  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
change  my  vote  from  my  good  friend  Timothy 
J.  Buckley  to  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Kenny.     (Applause.) 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— If  thers  is  no  ob- 
.jection  the  councilor  will  be  allowed  to  change  his 
vote.     Tlie  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  Clerk  called  Coun.  Watson's  name,  and  the 
councilor  voted  for  Thomas  .J.  Kenny  for  President. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  Chairman,  having  voted  for 
the  man  who  has  so  ably  filled  the  office  of  President 
of  this  body  during  the  last  year,  having  done  what 
I  think  is  right  in  respect  to  office  holders,  who,  if 
they  have  done  their  work  faithfully  and  ably, 
should  receive  a  re-election,  I  now  move  you,  sir, 
that  we  make  the  election  of  Coun.  Kenny  as 
President  of  this  body  unanimous. 

Chairman  BALLA.NTYNE— Does  the  coun- 
cilor wish  to  change  his  vote? 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to 
do  an  equivalent  thing  to  making  the  election 
unanimous.  In  other  words,  I  would  like  to  change 
my  vote. 

The  Clerk  called  Coun.  Smith's  name,  and  he 
voted  for  Thomas  J.  Kenny  for  President. 

Chairman  BALLAN'TYNE— Coun.  Kenny  is  the 
unanimous  choice  of  this  Council  for  the  year  1913. 
(Applause.)  The  Chair  will  at  this  time  appoint 
Coun.  Attridge  and  Collins  as  a  committee  to  es- 
cort the  President-elect  to  the  chair.     (Applause.) 

The  gentlemen  designated  performed  the  duty 
assignee!. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE,  in  welcoming  Presi- 
dent Kenny  to  the  chair,  said: 

Mr.  President,  it  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure 
that  I  welcome  you  to  this  high  office  and  present 
you  with  the  emblem  of  your  authority  (handing 
gavel  to  President  Kenny). 

President  KENNY — Gentlemen  of  the  City 
Council,  I  shall  not  have  performed  my  first  duty 
until  I  have  expressed  to  you  my  thanks  for  the  dis- 
tinguished honor  your  acjion  has  conferred  in 
inviting  me  to  preside  over  your  deliberations  for  the 
next  year.  I  shall  try  to  discharge  the  functions 
devolving  upon  me  and  to  do  my  best,  to  preside 
faithfully  and  impartially,  at  all  times  endeavoring 
to  declare  your  will.  I  shall  probably  err  at  times, 
but  I  know  I  may  rely  upon  your  kindly  indulgence 
and  assistance.  'The  service  which  we  are  to  perform 
here  is  a  highly  responsible  one.  It  affects  and  con- 
cerns the  entire  citizenship  of  Boston  and  the  expend- 
iture of  millions  of  dollars  derived  from  the  people 
by  taxation.  Let  us,  therefore,  enter  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  all  matters  dispassionately  and  fear- 
lessly, with  the  strong  desire  and  aim  to  safeguard 
and  protect  the  interests  of  our  city,  which  we  all 
love  and  of  which  we  are  all  .justly  proud,  so  that 
we  may  in  the  end  merit  and  receive  the  great 
reward  of  the  commendation  of  our  fellow  citizens, 
"Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servants." 
(Applause.)

A   QUESTION   OF  PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  question  upon 
which  the  councilor  desires  to  be  heard  affect  his 
standing  as  a  member  of  the  Council? 

Coun.  SMITH — It  does,  Mr.  President. 

President  KENNY — Proceed. 

Coun,  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  press  yester- 
day quite  generally  quoted  the  Mayor  to  the  effect 
that  I  had  withdrawn  from  his  proposal  to  discuss 
the  lighting  contract.  That  statement,  if  the 
Mayor  was  properly  recorded,  is  absolutely  false. 
The  luncheon  to  which  he  referred  occurred  at  about 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  He  made  no  intima- 
tion to  me  or  to  anyone  else  at  the  table  that  I 
know  of,  that  he  desired  to  discuss  the  question. 
If  he  had,  I  should  have  gladly  canceled  a  previous 
engagement  and  been  present  to  discuss  the  matter. 
Rather  than  there  being  any  such  avoiding  of  a 
discussion  by  me,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  May,or 
himself  has  avoided  coming  to  this  body  in  answer 
to  an  order  passed  by  us  two  months  ago  asking 
him  to  appear  and  give  us  certain  facts  in  regard 
to  the  lighting  apparatus  now  used  on  the  streets. 
So,  rather  than  my  avoiding  discussion,  it  is  the 
Mayor  himself  who  is  avoiding  the  discussion. 
Not  only  that,  but  in  the  address  he  has  just  de- 
livered to  us,  this  voluminous  address  which 
touches  upon  almost  every  subject  in  the  city  and 
some  outside,  he  has  not  in  any  way  referred  to  the 
lighting  contract,  for  which  he  joined  this  body  in 
authorizing  the  borrowing  of  S300,000  over  a  year 
and  a  half  ago,  which  he  sent  one  of  his  commis- 
sioners abroad  to  investigate,  and  on  which  all  the 
experts  agreed  in  recommending  certain  changes  to 
him.  I  just  want  to  set  the  matter  right  in  this 
body — the  fact  that  I  did  not  avoid  the  discussion, 
but  that  it  is  his  Honor  the  Mayor  who  has  avoided 
discussion  of  the  question,  not  only  in  his  address  of 
to-day  but  in  iiis  disregard  of  an  order  passed  by 
this  body  over  two  months  ago  asking  him  to  ap- 
pear at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  and  answer 
certain  questions  in  regard  to  lighting.  It  is 
curious  that  a  subject  of  such  great  importance  to 
the  city  should  not  receive  his  Honor's  attention 
either  in  his  address  or  in  his  answer  to  this  body. 
His  Honor  has  at  his  command  greater  means  of 
publicity  than  a  member  of  this  body,  and  if  he 
made  these  statements  to  the  press  that  he  is 
reported  to  have  made  it  certainly  does  a  great  in- 
justice to  a  member  of  this  body,  because  a  member 
here  cannot  get  the  same  amount  of  publicity.  I 
cannot  reply  to  the  imputation  which  his  Honor 
has  put  upon  me  and  have  it  given  the  same  pub- 
licity that  has  been  given  to  what  he  has  said. 
Before  leaving  this  subject — and  this  is  the  last 
word — I  would  say  that  his  Honor  was  also  re- 
ported to  have  said  in  that  same  interview  that  the 
automatic  lighting  apparatus  had  all  failed  in  the 
recent  storm,  that  all  the  automatic  lighting  ap- 
paratus with  which  experiments  were  being  made 
on  the  streets  of  this  city  had  failed  in  the  recent 
storm.  1  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
public  generally  to  the  fact  that  there  has  not  been 
a  piece  of  automatic  lighting  apparatus  on  the 
streets  of  this  city  since  the  first  of  November,  and 
that  even  previous  to  that  there  had  not  been  an 
honest  attempt  to  investigate  the  merits  of  these 
different  pieces  of  apparatus.  The  only  automatic 
lighting  apparatus  with  which  experiments  have 
been  carried  on  with  as  many  .'is  fifty  pieces  in  this 
city  is  the  Momand  pressure  lighting  device.  Of 
the  Shaw  clock,  which  is  used  ( liroughout  the  city 
of  Newton,  the  lighting  department  has  only  h.ad 
two  devices  on  the  street  during  the  winter  of 
1911-12,   the  period  in  which  they  ought  to  be 
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tested,  and  has  had  only  one  Holtzman  and  two 
automatics.  There  has  not  been  a  fair  test  made 
of  these  automatic  devices,  not  a  single  fair  test 
since  November  1,  and  yet  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
makes  that  charge,  that  they  have  all  failed  in  the 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield  for  a  moment 

Coun.  SMITH— Gladly. 

Coun.  WATSON — In  view  of  the  fact  that  no 
other  member  has  seen  fit  to  rise  here  and  state 
what  the  JIayor  did  say  in  the  absence  of  Coun. 
Smith  on  Saturday,  I  will  say  it  is  only  fair  to 
state  that  the  Mayor  did  not  say  that  all  the 
lights  went  out.  He  said  merely  that  80  per  cent 
of  them  went  out  in  the  late  storm. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  thank  the  gentleman.  Not 
being  present,  naturally  I  did  not  know  what  the 
exact  words  used  were.  But  in  conclusion  I  will 
say  that  the  Mayor  does  an  injustice  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  if  he  makes  such  statements  as 
he  is  reported  to  have  made  through  the  Press  on 
Sunday.  If  he  wishes  to  discuss  the  lighting 
situation,  the  proper  place  is  before  this  body,  in 


answer  to  an  order  passed  two  months  ago,  or  in 
his  inaugural  address,  where  he  has  failed  to  dis- 
cuss it — or  in  some  other  manner  that  will  bring 
it  properly  before  the  body.

Dear  Sir, —  Replying  to  the  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  the  27th  ultimo  requesting  the 
Superintendent  of  Markets  to  report  as  to  the 
expense  of  estabUshing  additional  public  markets 
in  such  locaUties  as  South  Boston,  East  Boston 
and  the  vicinity  of  Castle  square,  there  are  certain 
necessary  details  without  which  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  make  a  satisfactory  reply. 

In  such  a  building  there  should  be  sufficient 
space  allotted  to  the  farmer  and  producers  as 
would  give  the  consumer  an  opportunity  to  deal 
directly  with  him  without  the  intervention  of  the 
middleman,  as  well  as  to  provide  space  for  dealers 
in  other  lines  for  supplying  food.  The  experience 
of  the  department  in  the  summer  of  1912,  when  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Bureau  of  Information 
five  hundred  (500)  circulars  requesting  a  reply 
were  sent  to  farmers  within  a  radius  of  thirty-five 
(35)  miles  of  Boston  and  covering  seventy  (70) 
different  cities  and  towns,  in  which  the  sug- 
gestion was  made  that  his  Honor  Mayor  Fitz- 
gerald would  provide  an  opportunity  for  the 
farmer  to  dispose  of  portions  of  his  supplies  direct 
to  the  consumer  in  the  residential  part  of  the  city, 
did  not  meet  with  a  favorable  response.  Less 
than  sixty  (60)  written  replies  were  returned  and 
interviews  with  a  large  number  who  had  not 
returned  replies  did  not  find  a  single  instance 
where  the  subject  was  favorably  considered. 
There  are  on  the  registry  in  the  superintendent's 
office  the  names  of  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  farmers 
in  this  area,  and  if  it  is  deemed  advisable  a  copy 
of  the  inclosed  circular  might  be  mailed  to  each 
of  them  which  might  result  in  a  more  favorable 
response. 

There  is  also  the  expense  of  providing  a  loca- 
tion; the  construction  of  the  building  under  such 
requirements  as  would  be  made  by  the  Building 
Department  and  the  Board  of   Health,   matters 


with  which  I  am  not  familiar  and  could  not  give 
an  opinion  until  after  these  suggestions  were 
determined. 

In  my  opinion  a  building  not  less  than  one 
hundred  (100)  by  seventy  (70)  feet  would  be 
required  to  provide  space  for  thirty  (30)  dealers, 
allowing  to  each  a  space  of  eight  (8)  by  ten  (10) 
or  twelve  (12)  feet  after  taking  out  the  necessary 
space  for  tlie  several  passageways. 

It  seems  to  me  that  these  buildings  should  not 
be  any  less  in  dimensions  and  if  farmers  were  to 
occupy  space  to  sell  from  their  wagons  in  place 
of  taking  space  in  the  building  a  larger  area  would 
be  necessary.

By  recent  action  of  the  City  Council  the  Super- 
intendent of  Markets  has  been  directed  to  ascer- 
tain the  expense  of  establishing  markets  under 
the  control  of  the  city  in  South  Boston,  East 
Boston  and  the  vicinity  of  Castle  square. 

It  is  believed  that  such  markets  would  enable 
the  farmer  and  producer  to  come  in  closer  contact 
with  the  consumer,  thereby  giving  the  farmer  a 
better  opportunity  of  disposing  of  his  produce  and 
enabling  the  consumer  to  purchase  his  supplies  at 
a  less  cost  than  he  is  now  able  to  do,  when  the 
retail  dealer  is  compellecl  to  purchase  a  large 
portion  of  his  supplies  from  the  so-called  middle- 
man and  then  distribute  them  to  the  consumer. 

To  carry  out  these  suggestions  there  should  be 
a  certain  space  allotted  to  the  farmer  which  he 
could  occupy  at  a  nominal  expense  in  connection 
with  other  persons  who  might  have  spaces  in  the 
same  building,  and  in  order  to  know  how  large  a 
building  would  be  necessary  it  would  be  advisable 
to  learn  how  many  farmers  would  be  willing  to 
agree  to  go  to  these  several  locations  to  dispose  of 
their  produce  at  retail  to  such  consumers  as  might 
wish  to  purchase  the  same.

Dear  Sir, — I  would  again  bring  to  your  attention 
the  work  of  soil  renovation  on  Boston  Common, 
which  has  been  suspended  since  last  summer, 
owing  to  lack  of  funds. 

As  a  direct  outcome  of  this  suspension  all  of 
our  plans,  previously  arranged,  for  the  continua- 
tion of  this  soil  renovation  were  necessarily 
abandoned. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  urgently  recom- 
mend that  the  first  money  available  from  the 
Parkman  Fund  income  be  appropriated  for  this 
use.  This  will  enable  us  to  again  take  up  our 
work  which  has  been  interrupted,  and  continue 
our  plans  to  completion. 

Previous  letters  at  different  periods  of  1912 
have  shown  the  need  of  increased  appropriation. 
We  did  not  obtain  the  full  amount  of  our  last 
request,  and  the  money  placed  at  our  disposal 
($25,000)  was  hardly  sufficient  to  cover  the 
amount  of  the  contract  then  in  operation. 

As  stated  in  our  letter  of  July  17,  1912,  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000)  at  this  time  would  mean  the  completion 
of  soil  improvement  over  a  possibly  large  area  and 
mean  the  success  we  contemplated  when  the  work 
was  begun.  We  are  very  much  handicapped  by 
this  present  abandonment  of  work  and  trust  it 
will  not  last  much  longer.

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flying  cage  whereby  light  can  be  obtained  in  the 
basement  under  the  cage.

We  are  unable  to  approve  of  these  additions  to 
the  contract  because  the  money  appropriated  for 
the  Zoological  Garden  and  Aquarium  has  been  all 
taken  up  by  contracts  already  let. 

Unless  some  further  appropriation  from  the 
Parkman  Fund  is  made,  ail  work  outside  of  these 
contracts  will  have  to  be  suspended  at  once.

NEW   POLICE   STATION,   DIVISION   11. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

In  submitting  the  annual  estimates  of  the 
Police  Department  the  commissioner  calls  attention 
to  the  need  of  a  new  police  station  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  section  covered  by  Division  11.  He 
says: 

"Police  Division  11  has  a  population  of  more 
than  one  hundred  thousand  persons.  From  north 
to  south  it  is  about  four  miles  long,  and  for  the 
greater  part  of  its  length  is  from  one  to  two  miles 
wide.  The  main  station  is  at  Field's  Corner,  and 
the  large  and  populous  territory  in  the  central  and 
southern  parts  of  the  division  is  now  policed  by 
means  of  four  sub-stations,  situated,  respectively, 
at  Neponset,  Dorchester  Lower  Mills,  Morton 
street  and  Mattapan.  This  method  is  detri- 
rnental  to  proper  jjolice  organization  and  dis- 
cipline and  fails  to  give  to  the  public  the  best 
results  of  police  expenditure.  I  consider  it  of 
great  importance  to  that  large  section  of  the  city 
which  is  filling  so  rapidly  with  houses  and  in- 
habitants that  a  new  police  division  should  be  set 
off  from  the  southern  part  of  Division  11." 

I  recommend,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  loan  order  appropriating  the  sum 
of  $40,000  for  New  Police  Station,  Dorchester,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Police  Commissioner.

I  transmit  herewith  a  letter  from  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, dated  September  6,  1912,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  for  an  isolated  fireproof  build- 
ing  for  the   fire   alarm   headquarters.      The   Fire 
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Commissioner  states  that  a  suitable  building  could 
be  erected  for  $225,000,  and  I  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  loan  order,  appro- 
priating this  sum,  to  be  expended  for  New  Fire 
Alarm  Station.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  informed  that  Charles  street, 
below  the  street  level,  has  been  settled  upon  as  the 
site  for  the  new  high  pressure  pumping  plant. 
In  this  connection  I  would  again  urge  upon  your 
Honor  the  necessity  of  an  isolated  fireproof  build- 
ing for  the  fire  alarm  headquarters  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  erection  of  this  building  in  connection 
with  the  erection  of  the  high  pressure  pumping 
plant  could  be  made  at  a  much  less  cost  than  if 
built  independently.  As  before  stated  to  you, 
this  branch,  although  in  a  supposedly  fireproof 
building,  is  surrounded  by  some  of  the  worst  fire 
.hazards  in  the  city.  On  the  opposite  side  of 
Bristol  street  are  lumber  and  planing  mills,  wood- 
working and  carpenter  shops  and  cabinetmakers. 
Nearly  the  whole  block  from  Bristol  street  south 
is  used  for  lumber  yards  or  for  some  business 
equally  hazardous. 

The  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  in 
their  report  on  the  City  of  Boston  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  say: 

"The  headquarters  apparatus,  although  in  a 
building  of  fireproof  construction,  is  not  properly 
protected  and  the  room  contains  much  unneces- 
sary woodwork.  The  building  is  in  a  hazardous 
district,  as  was  well  illustrated  during  the  past 
year  when  a  lumber  yard  and  several  nearby 
buildings  were  burned.  A  fire  alarm  headquarters 
should  preferably  be  out  of  the  zone  of  possible 
conflagration,  in  a  fireproof  building  containing 
no  woodwork,  and  be  provided  with  every  possible 
safeguard  against  any  contingency  even  remotely 
Hable  to  interrupt  the  service." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Preven- 
tion of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  under 
date  of  September,  1911,  .says: 

"The  fire  alarm  branch  of  the  department, 
while  not  the  most  modern,  is,  nevertheless, 
efficient.  The  building  where  the  headquarters 
is  located,  and  in  which  the  fire  alarm  branch  is 
installed,  is  in  a  bad  fire  district,  threatening  the 
possible  disablement  of  the  system  in  case  of  con- 
flagration there.  The  building  is  of  fireproof  con- 
struction and  equipped  with  a  water  curtain,  but 
there  is  considerable  woodwork  used  inside  the 
building  which  should  be  removed  so  far  as  it  is 
practicable  to  do  so." 

The  committee  appointed  by  your  Honor 
reports  as  follows: 

"The  uninterrupted  operation  of  this  depart- 
ment is  a  very  vital  part  of  the  fire  organization. 
The  building  in  which  the  central  office  apparatus 
is  located  and  in  which  is  centered  all  the  depart- 
ment's electrical  means  of  communication  is  the 
headquarters  building  on  Bristol  street.  This 
building  is  of  generally  fireproof  construction,  but 
is  wrongly  placed,  is  on  a  narrow  street,  has  an 
excessive  exposure  hazard  and  contains  much 
unnecessary  woodwork.  Should  this  building  be 
gutted  by  fire  the  city  would  be  entirely  without 
fire  alarm  service,  all  the  incoming  box  circuits, 
the  outgoing  tapper  and  gong  circuits  and  the 
department  telephone  system  centering  here. 

"A  still  further  danger  lies  in  the  fact  that  all 
the  cables  of  the  fire  alarm  and  telephone  circuits 
are  brought  into  the  building  at  one  point. 
Within  the  past  year  a  slight  fire  in  or  near  the 
manhole  dangerously  threatened  to  disrupt  all 
arteries  of  communication. 

"The  general  set-up  and  construction  of  the 
operating  office  is  out  of  date  and  seriously  at 
fault.  Some  of  the  operating  apparatus  is  obsolete 
and  should  be  removed.  Some  should  be  replaced 
by  more  modern  machinery.  The  defects  are 
being  remedied  to  a  certain  extent,  but  we  be-  ■ 
lieve  that  the  plant  can  never  be  brought  up  to 
the  best  modern  practice  without  a  removal  to 
another  building. 

"We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  as  soon  aa 
it, is  pos.sible  to  do  so  a  one-story  and  basement 
structure  of  absolute  fireproof  construction,  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  fire  alarm  operating  serv- 
ice, should  be  built  on  a  location  where  freedom 
from  future  exposure  hazard  is  assured." 


The  recent  case  of  the  destruction  of  the  central 
telegraph  station  of  London,  as  stated ,  by  the 
newspapers,  shows  the  dangerous  condition  that 
liiay  arise  in  case  of  a  serious  conflagration  in  the 
vicinity  of  fire  headquarters.  A  building  erected 
now  should  be  planned  large  enough  to  take  care 
of  the  city  for  the  next  thirty  years.  While  I 
have  no  actual  figures  submitted,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  sum  of  $225,000  would  more  than  cover 
every  expenditure.    It  would  be  divided  as  follows: 

Equipment  of  building $125,000  00 

Laying  of  extra  cable  to  connect 25,000  00 

Cost  of  building 75,000  00 


S225,000  00 


These  are  maximum  figures.

On  April  25,  1913,  a  delegation  representing  the 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  make  a  .iourney 
to  the  Latin-American  countries,  preliminary^  to 
the  opening  up  of  the  Panama  Canal,  returning 
about  July  28.  The  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal 
is  the  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  the 
Latin-American  countries,  and  that  community 
which  takes  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  affairs^  of 
the  countries  concerned  will  reap  the  most  lasting 
benefits.  1  deem  it  important,  therefore,  that  the 
City  of  Boston  should  cooperate  with  the  splendid 
efforts  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  send  two 
of  its  brightest  boys,  selected  on  account  of  merit 
and  proficiency  in  the  Spanish  language  and 
kindred  subjects,  to  accompany  this  excursion. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companjdng  order  transferring  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ($2,400)  from  the 
Reserve  Fund,  when  made,  to  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  boys  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  trip.

Dear  Sir, — Your  letter  of  February  7,  in  regard 
to  the  purchase  of  the  Tenean  Beach  propertj', 
was  duly  received.  As  I  told  you  in  our  interview 
a  short  time  ago,  we  do  not  care  to  name  a  price 
for  the  property,  as  we  do  not  wish  to  sell  it,  it 
being  a  part  of  a  large  block  of  waterfront  for 
which  we  are  preparing  plans  for  development  on 
a  broad  commercial  basis. 

As  j'ou  knon^  the  waterfront  of  Boston  in  pri- 
vate hands  is  of  comparatively  small  extent,  and 
to  take  any  more  of  it  away  from  possible  com- 
mercial development  would,  I  think,  be  detrimental 
to  the  business  interests  of  that  section  of  the 
city.  This  property  has  a  deep  water  frontage  on 
the  Neponset  river  below  all  bridges,  and  is  adjacent 
to  the  freight  yard  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad,  between  Pope's  Hill  Station 
and  the  Neponset  Station.  As  I  stated  to  you, 
we  have  given  the  use  of  the  beach  to  the  Bath 
Department  at  merely  a  nominal  rental,  and  we 
would  be  verj-  glad  to  have  you  continue  there  at 
the  same  rental,  pro^^ded  you  would  either  pay 
the  taxes  on  the  property  occupied  or  arrange  with 
the  as.sessors  to  exempt  that  portion  while  used 
for  public  purposes,  until  such  time  as  we  desire 
it  for  commercial  development.

Dear  Sir, — There  is  nothing  new  to  be  added  in 
regard  to  the  question  of  your  power  and  authority 
as  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  establish  and 


fix  rates  of  toll  on  the  East  Boston  ferries.  As  I 
WTOte  you  on  the  4th  of  April,  1912,  though  the 
question  is  not  free  from  doubt,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  you  have  such  authority  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  in  the  conduct  of  the  administrative 
and  executive  business  of  the  city. 

The  East  Boston  Ferry  was  purchased  under  the 
authority  of  chapter  1.5.5  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1869.  At  that  time  the  executive  and  administra- 
tive business  of  the  city  was  conducted  either  by 
the  City  Council  or  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 
There  has,  however,  been  an  evolution  of  legisla- 
tion relating  to  the  administration  of  cities.  In 
the  recent  case  of  Galhgan  ».  Leonard,  204  Mass. 
202,  the  Court  recognizes  this  change  in  the 
method  of  conducting  the  business  of  a  city. 
The  Court  says: 

"In  most  of  the  early  city  charters  the  mayor 
was  scarcely  more  than  an  official  figure-head, 
having  few  substantial  powers  bej'ond  those  of  an 
alderman.  Experience  seemed  to  demonstrate  the 
necessity  of  clothing  the  mayor  with  greater 
power.   ... 

"Legislative  restriction  of  the  powers  of  boards 
of  aldermen  and  city  councils  and  an  increase  of 
those  of  the  mayor  has  continued  to  grow  until  by 
the  city  charters  enacted  recently  the  mayor  is 
the  one  executive  officer.   .   .  . 

"He  is  responsible  directly  to  all  the  people  and 
is  possessed  of  large  administrative  functions. 
The  city  council  has  been  gradually  shorn  of  many 
duties  at  first  vested  in  it.  While  generally  the 
mayor  has  become  in  substance  as  well  as  name 
the  executive  representative  of  the  municipality, 
the  city  council  has  been  clothed  only  with  the 
powers  of  a  deliberative  body  and  not  of  an 
executive  board." 

A  common-sense  interpretation  of  the  statutes 
and  ordinances  requires  a  recognition  of  this 
principle  and  shows  the  legislative  intent  to  be 
that  the  City  Council  is  to  surrender  to  the  Mayor 
certain  functions  which  it  formerly  had. 

By  virtue  of  section  6  of  chapter  266  of  1885,  the 
executive  powers  of  the  city  and  all  the  executive 
powers  vested  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  were 
transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Mayor,  to  be  exer- 
cised through  the  several  officers  and  boards  of 
the  citj'  in  their  respective  departments  under  his 
general  super^dsion  and  control.  Such  officers  and 
boards  have  the  entire  care,  custody  and  manage- 
ment of  aU  the  property  of  the  city  and  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  all  the  executive  and  adminis- 
trative business. 

The  City  of  Boston  operates  the  East  Boston 
ferries  in  its  private  and  proprietary  capacity  as 
an  ordinary  common  carrier.  The  city  is  selling 
transportation.  These  are  the  reasons  why  the 
municipal  corporation  is  liable  for  accidents  occur- 
ring on  these  ferries. 

The  fixing  of  tolls  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
prior  to  this  statute  was  done  by  them  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  ferry  business  as  the  administrative 
and  executive  body  having  charge  thereof. 

The  Comniissioner  of  Public  Works  now  has  the 
care  and  management  of  the  ferries  owned  by  the 
city  as  successor  to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
in  whom  this  care  and  management  was  formerly 
reposed.

I  respectfully  submit  herewith,  for  consideration 
by  your  honorable  body,  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
various  improvements  which  have  been  urged 
upon  me  during  the  past  year.  The  total  amount 
of  these  improvements  is  just  a  little  less  than  the 
borrowing  capacity  of  the  city,  but  I  felt  that  I 
should  submit  all  of  them  so  that  the  City  Council 
may  put  itself  in  possession  of  the  jnost  complete 
information  in  regard  to  the  needs  of  the  city 
as  early  as  possible.

Report  of  Budget  Committee,  1913. 
To  the  Executive  Committee: 

The  Budget  Committee  of  the  Municipal 
Athletic  Association  submits  the  following  report 
as  a  result  of  careful. consideration  of  last  year's 
activities  and  the  needs  of  this  year.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  following  be  sub- 
mitted to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  with  request  for 
an  appropriation  from  the  city  to  cover  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  conducting  the  specified  activities 
during  the  city  year  1913. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  for  1912  was  $4,000. 
The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  demoristrated 
the  importance  of  increasing  the  activities  in 
some  respects  in  justice  to  the  boys  and  girls  and 
young  people  of  the  city.  The  proposed  extension 
of  activities  does  not  go  beyond  actual  needs 
and  makes  absolutely  necessary  the  increase 
which  is  requested  unless  the  city  is  to  neglect 
the  opportunity  to  promote  the  physical  welfare 
of  its  young  people  and  fail  to  follow  up  the 
advantage  now  gained. 

Summer  Athletics  for  Boys. — The  1912  allowance 
was  $800.  Eleven  meets  were  conducted  inside 
that  allowance  with  a  total  of  1,548  entries  during 
July  and  August.  For  1913  there  should  be  one 
meet  in  each  principal  district  of  the  city,  with 
semi-final  and  final  meets,  a  total  of  22  or  23  meets, 
in  cooperation  with  the  ]?ark  Department,  as  last 
summer. 

Baseball  for  Boys  and  Young  Men. — The  1912 
estimate  was  $800,  which  was  found  inadequate, 
and  had  to  be  increased  to  $1,800.  One  league  of 
older  boys  was  conducted  with  weekly  games  and 
general  satisfaction.  Smaller  boys  and  young  men 
could  not  be  cared  for.  For  1913  there  should  be 
two  boys'  leagues  and  one  league  for  young  men 
in  order  to  meet  demands  in  this  popular  sport, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Park  Department,  as 
last  summer. 

Gymnastic  Competitions,  All-^ound  Efficiency 
Tests,  etc. —  The  1912  allowance  was  $500.  The 
expenses  were  kept  under  that  amount.  For  1913 
the  natural  development  of  the  same  activities 
calls  for  an  increase.  This  part  of  the  Municipal 
Athletic  Association  program  is  largely  educational 
and  a  very  desirable  factor  for  public  welfare. 

Winter  Athletics  for  Boys  and  Young  Men. —  A 
plan  is  being  worked  out  with  the  Evening  Centers 
of  the  School  Department  for  a  series  of  indoor 
athletic  meets  similar  to  the  summer  meets. 

Swimming,  Indoor  and  Outdoor. —  For  1912  the 
allowance  was  $800,  which  was  not  exceeded.  For 
1913  the  same  amount  will  be  sufficient,  based 
upon  a  continuance  of  last  year's  cooperation  with 
the  Bath  Department. 

Walks  and  Hikes. —  The  success  of  this  new 
activity  justifies  the  requested  increase  for  1913. 
These  park  walks  and  cross-country  hikes  have 
brought  into  the  city  a  form  of  outdoor  recreation 
heretofore  neglected,  and  they  have  become  in- 
creasingly popular,  carefully  supervised  and  are 
devoid  of  objectionable  features.  The  Municipal 
Athletic  Association  assumed  charge  of  this  activity 
in  October  and  has  carried  it  on  since  that  time  in 
cooperation  with  the  Park  Department. 

Basket  Ball. —  There  was  no  allowance  for  basket 
ball  during  1912.  For  1913  a  small  allowance  is 
requested,  to  be  used  mainly  for  prizes  and  trophies. 

Skating  and  Ice  Sports. —  For  1912  there  was  no 
allowance  for  this  purpose.  The  growing  popu- 
larity of  hockey  and  the  value  of  ice  activities  in 
general  warrants  a  request  for  a  small  allowance 
for  1913,  mainly  for  prizes  and  trophies. 

(Numerous  requests  were  received  by  the  Munici- 
pal Athletic  Association  to  take  up  basket  ball  and 
hockey  sufficient  to  indicate  a  popular  need  in 
these  directions.) 

Tennis. — ■  It  was  not  found  feasible  to  do  any- 
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UiiiiK  iii  c;(jmiuclioii  with  tennis  durinR  1912.  It  is 
desirable,  however,  tliat  such  worl<  be  clone  in  1913. 
The  same  allowance  is  asked  as  last  year. 

PubiicUy. —  For  1912  the  allowance  was  .S300. 
The  increase  in  activities  calls  for  a  similar  increase 
in  this  necessary  item. 

The  Budset  Committee  recommends  that  the 
city  be  asked  to  appropriate  .$8,100  to  be  expended 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Municipal  Athletic  Associa- 
tion during  the  municipal  year  191.3-14  in  the 
conduct  of  the  following  activities:

APPROPRIATION  BILL,   1913-1914. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Alayor,  February  15,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

In  accordance  with  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  1  transmit  herewith  the  estimates  of 
the  several  departments  for  the  year  191.3-1914, 


together  with  a  list  of  the  appropriations  which  I 
recomniend.  I  also  transmit  for  your  information 
the  basis  of  estimate  prepared  by  the  City  Auditor, 
which  includes  the  amount  that  can  be  raised 
within  the  tax  limit  for  the  current  expenditures 
of  the  city  and  an  estimate  of  the  income  for  the 
present  year. 

The  sum  total  of  all  the  estimates  to  be  met  by 
taxation  within  the  tax  limit  is  $15,450,775.  The 
total  of  the  estimates  submitted  by  county  officials, 
including  the  Penal  In.stitutions  Department,  is 
$1,538,778.  I  recommend  a  reduction  of  $1,2.34,968 
in  the  e.stimates  within  the  tax  limit,  and  $102,868 
in  the  estimates  for  the  county  departments. 

The  total  amount  recommended  for  city  and 
county  expenditures  is  $15,658,717.  The  city 
and  county  debt  requirements  total  $5,268,475.69, 
making  the  total  amount  recommended  for  appro- 
priation .$20,927,192,69. 

Owing  to  the  addition  of  20  cents  to  the  School 
Committee  expenditures  the  past  two  years, 
without  any  increase  in  the  $10.55  per  thousand 
allowed  by  law,  the  amount  available  for  other 
departments  has  been  reduced  $288,000.  Then 
again,  the  increase  of  salary  allowed  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Police  Department  will  run 
for  twelve  months  as  against  eight  months  last 
year,  with  the  result  that  there  will  remain  available 
for  appropriation,  if  the  budget  is  adopted  in  its 
present  form,  but  $246,189  as  against  $691,481.10 
in  1912,  and  $1,140,844.40  in  1911. 

In  the  estimates  which  I  have  submitted  I  have 
made  allowance  for  increasing  the  pay  of  laborers 
to  $2.50  a  day  in  a  very  short  time.  With  proper 
care  on  the  part  of  the  heads  of  departments  the 
amounts  approved  by  me  will  also  allow  for 
increasing  the  pay  of  many  employees  other  than 
the  labor  force,  but  because  of  the  large  increase 
in  school  expenditures  mentioned  above,  many 
.deserving  increases  cannot  be  made  this  year. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments may  be  depended  upon  to  exercise  the  best 
of  .judgment  in  making  the  increases. 

In  addition  to  the  items  mentioned  above 
various  other  improvements  have  been  carried 
out,  such  as  new  municipal  buildings,  engine 
houses,  baths,  convenience  stations,  libraries  and 
gymnasiums,  which  require  large  sums  for  their 
maintenance,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  addi- 
tional expenditures  can  be  met  within  the  appro- 
priations submitted. 

I  append  for  your  careful  consideration  a  table 
showing  a  comparison  of  the  amounts  available 
for  city  and  school  expenses  for  three  years.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payments  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  4S8  of  the 
Acts  of  1895  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the 
income  from  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations  herein- 
after specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining 
in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  January

Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily  money  to 
meet  the  appropriations  aforesaid,  the  City  Treas- 
urer issue  and  sell,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts  as  he  may  deem  best,  notes  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston,  not  exceeding

CITY   COUNCIL   RULES. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  submitted  the  following: 

The    special    committee    appointed    to    prepare 

rules  for  the  government  of  the  City  Council  for 

the  current  year  report  herewith  the  accompanying 

draft. 

Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  shall  be 
held  on  every  Monday  at  three  o'clock  p.  m. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president 
at  his  discretion,  and  by  the  city  clerk  for  the 
purpose  only  of  drawing  jurors. 

President. 

Rule  2.  The  president"  of  the  council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  wliich  the  council  shall  have 
adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order,  and, 
a  quorum  being  present,  shall  proceed  with  the 
regular  order  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president  the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall 
preside  as  temporary  president  or  until  a  presiding 
officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  3.  The  president  shall  preserve  decorum 
and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any  member 
may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  and, 
when  properly  seconded,  no  other  business, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table, 
shall  be  in  order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has 
been  decided.  The  question  shall  be  put  as 
follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by 
a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative 
unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  4.  The  president  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved, 
unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous 
in  its  nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and 
fixing  times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  5.  The  president  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  without  debate, 
decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business 
to  be  acted  upon. 
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Rule  7.  The  president  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and,  when 
any  member  so  requests,  shall  cause  the  vote  to 
be  taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  com- 
mittees, fill  all  vacancies  therein,  and  designate 
the  rank  of  the  members  thereof. 

Rule  9.  When  the  president  of  the  council  or 
the  president  pro  tempore  shall  desire  to  vacate 
the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but 
such  substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond  an 
adjournment. 

Motions. 

Rule  10.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  if  the  president  shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike 
out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be 
admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Rule  13.  When  an  order  or  resolution  relates 
to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and 
reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the 
city  council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon 
presentation,  be  referred  to  such  committee. 
When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and 
different  committees  are  proposed,  the  motions 
shall  be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order  or  resolu- 
tion, which  is  referred  to  a  committee,  shall  be 
given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon,  provided  he  so 
requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  order  or  before 
final  action  by  the  committee. 

Rule  14.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the 
president  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by 
unanimous  consent. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the 
following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained,  and 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged : 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition,  or 
pending  a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that  motion, 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take 
from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Readings. 
Rule  17.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolu- 
tion shall,  unless  rejected,  have  two  several 
readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same 
session,  unless  objection  is  made,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  money 
presented  to,  or  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of, 
the  council,  shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final 
action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second  reading 
immediately  follows  the  first  reading  the  docu- 
ment may  be  read  by  its  title  only;  provided, 
that  all  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or 
restrictions  on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land 
other  than  school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the 
purchase  of  land  other  than  tor  school  purposes, 
and  all  loans  voted  by  the  city  council  shall  require 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city 
council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate 
readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of 
said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  after  the  first. 

Reconsideration . 

Rule  18.  When  a  vote  has  been  passed  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  at  the 
same  meeting,  or  he  may  give  notice  to  the  clerk, 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  adjournment  of 
any  meeting  except  the  final  meeting,  of  his 
intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  at  the  next 
regular  meeting;  in  which  case  the  clerk  shall 
retain  possession  of  the  papers  until  the  next 
regular  meeting.  No  member  shall  speak  for  more 
than  ten  minutes  on  a  motion  to  reconsider. 

Rule  19.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered, 


and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless 
it  has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration; 
nor  shall  any  reconsideration  be  had  upon  the 
following  motions: 

To  adjourn. 

The  previous  question. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

To  take  from  the  table. 

To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table 
or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such 
action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion 
to  reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members. 

Rule  20.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak 
shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is 
recognized,  and  in  speaking  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall  con- 
fine himself  to  the  question  and  avoid  personalities. 
Any  meiuber  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges 
in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon 
the  character  of  another  member  shall  make  an 
apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting  when  the 
offence  is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeeding 
regular  meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be 
named  by  the  president,  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate 
until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  21.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who 
has  not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member 
speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted 
by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  serve  on  any  committee, 
where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned, 
distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  where  he  is  not  excluded 
by  interest,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  council 
for  special  reason  shall  excuse  him.  Application 
to  be  so  excused  on  any  question  must  be  made 
before  the  council  is  di^dded,  or  before  the  calling 
of  the  yeas  and  nays;  and  such  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Standing  Committees. 

Rule  24.  The  following  standing  committees  of 
the  council,  and  all  other  committees,  unless 
specially  directed  by  the  council,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  members  of  the 
council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations,  to  consist 
of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  such  appropriation  orders  as  may  be 
submitted  to  the  council  from  time  to  time. 

3.  A  committee  on  Branch  Libraries,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council. 

4.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or 
neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  They  shall  report 
annually  a  list  of  the  claims  awarded  or  approved 
by  them,  and  the  amount  of  money  awarded  or 
paid  in  settlement  thereof. 

5.  A  committee  on  County  Accounts,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council. 

6.  A  committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  all 
the  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  applications  for  expenditure  which 
involve  a  loan. 

7.  A  committee  on  Fire  Hazard,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council. 

9.  A  committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council,  who  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  appear  before  the  com- 
mittees of  the  General  Court  and  represent  the 
interests  of  the  city;  provided,  said  committee 
shall  not  appear  unless  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
city  council,  and  shall  not,  unless  directed  so  to  do 
by  the  city  council,  oppose  any  legislation  peti- 
tioned tor  by  the  preceding  city  council. 

10.  A  committee  on  Ordinances,  to  consist  of 
all  the  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  ordinances  or  orders  concerning  ordi- 
nances. 

11.  A  committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  concerning  the  Parkman 
property  or  the  expenditure  of  the  income  from 
the  Parkman  Fund. 
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12.  A  committee  on  Printing,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  who  shall  have  the  charge 
of  all  printing,  advertising  or  publishing  ordered 
by  the  city  council,  as  one  of  its  contingent  or 
incidental  expenses,  and  the  supply  of  all  station- 
ery or  binding  for  the  same  purpose.  The  com- 
mittee shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  to  be  printed 
of  any  document  printed  as  above,  the  minimum, 
however,  to  be  four  hundred;  and  they  shall  have 
the  right  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
care,  custody  and  distribution  of  all  documents, 
books,  pamphlets  and  maps  by  the  city  messenger. 

13.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  relating  to  public  lands. 

14.  A  committee  on  Soldiers'  Relief,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council  who'shall  determine 
the  amount  of  aid  to  be  allowed  to  soldiers  and 
sailors  and  their  families  and  submit  a  schedule  of 
the  same  to  the  city  council  monthly. 

Order  of  Business. 
Rule  25.    At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers,  etc. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Spectators. 

Rule  26.  No  person,  except  a  member  of  the 
council,  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  of 
any  member  while  the  council  is  in  session. 

Rule  27.  No  person,  excepting  heads  of  depart- 
ments, officials  connected  with  the  city  council, 
and  reporters,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anteroom  or 
upon  the  floor  of  the  council  chamber  while  the 
council  is  in  session.  Spectators  will  be  allowed 
in  the  gallery  of  the  council  chamber  when  the 
council  is  in  session,  and  no  one  will  be  admitted 
to  said  gallery  after  the  seats  are  occupied.  The 
city  messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Burial  Grounds. 
Rule  28.  No  permission  for  the  use  of  land  for 
the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted  until  a  public 
hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the  city  council, 
after  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  abutters, 
on  the  application  for  such  permission. 

Smoking  in  the  Council  Chamber. 
Rule  29.     No  smoking  shaU  be  allowed  in  the 
council  chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session. 

Meetings. 
Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof, 
be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four  hours 
from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed  the 
notices  or  despatched  them  by  special  messenger. 

Form  of  Votes. 
Rule  31.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression 
shall  be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of  com- 
mand, and  the  form  shall'  be  "Resolved"  for 
everything  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts  or 
purposes. 

Transfers. 
■Rule  32.  Every  application  for  an  appro- 
priation to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall  be 
referred  to  the  executive  committee  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be 
made  until  the  said  committee  have  reported 
thereon. 

Amendment  and  Suspension. 

Rule  33.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be 
altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repealed  at  any 
time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  city  council  present  and  voting 
thereon. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  adopting  the  rules. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  have  before 
the  Committee  on  Rules  an  order,  which  was 
introduced  in  the  last  City  Government,  asking 
that  comhiittees  of  the  whole  hold  their  meetings 
in  public  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  have 
stenographic  reports  taken  of  its  meetings.  All 
of  us  in  this  room,  members  of  the  Council,  with 


the  exception  of  two,  were  elected  with  the  indorse- 
ment of  the  Good  Government  Association.  The 
thing  I  asked  for  in  the  order  I  have  referred  to, 
gentlemen,  is  exactly  the  thing  that  the  Good 
Government  Association  most  stands  for.  In  a 
document  issued  December  11,  190B,  they  particu- 
larly mention  that  very  thing,  and  in  their  publica- 
tion called  City  Affairs,  issued  in  .June,  1905, 
on  the  next  to  the  last  page,  they  stand  for  exactly 
that  same  order.  They  have  not  criticised  this 
body;  it  may  be  because  all  the  members  of  this 
body  with  the  exception  of  two  were  indorsed  by 
the  Good  Government  Association.  They  did 
severely  criticise  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
its  methods  in  holding  committee  meetings  with- 
out allowing  the  public  to  be  present.  In  proof 
of  that  statement,  let  me  read  from  City  Affairs^ 
issued  by  the  Good  Government  Association  in 
June,  1905.  The  article  is  headed,  "Committee 
on  Public  Improvements.  Amount  of  time  spent 
in  open  session.  Public  business  should  be 
transacted  in  public."     It  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Boston  Board  of  Aldermen  has  among  its 
Committees  one  called  the  Committee  on  Public 
Improvement,  consisting  of  the  whole  Board  of 
thirteen  members.  This  Committee  of  the  Whole 
sits  in  secret.  _  Ordinarily,  after  the  transaction 
of  routine-  business  in  the  open  Board," — the 
gentlemen  will  please  note  how  closely  this  follows 
the  proceedings  in  this  body, — "a  motion  is 
made  to  adjourn  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair; 
upon  the  passage  of  this  motion,  the  members 
pass  into  another  room,  from  which  the  public 
is  excluded,  and  there  sit  as  the  Committee  on 
PubUo  Improvements.  Practically  all  important 
matters  coming  before  the  Board  are  referred 
to  this  Committee.  According  to  the  usual 
course,  such  matters  are  referred  without  pre- 
liminary discussion  on  the  merits;  they  are  then 
discussed  in  the  privacy  of  the  Committee  room; 
and  when  the  Committee  reports  in  the  open 
Board  action  is  taken  witliout  debate.  "The 
effeci;  of  this  procedure  is  to  take  out  of  the  open 
meetings  into  a  secret  session  the  discussion  of 
public  affairs  at  which  the  people  have  a  right 
to  be  present." 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  a  question  through  the  Chair. 

President  KENNY — If  the  councilor  will  yield. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  shall  be  very  glad  to  do  so, 
Mr.  President. 

•  Coun.  WATSON— I  would  like  to  ask  if  the 
Press  are  barred  from  these  executive  meetings? 
Are  the  Press  barred'? 

Coun.  SMITH — From  all  committees  except 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Barred  from  all  except  that 
one? 

Coun.  SMITH— So  I  understand.  I  should 
like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  methods 
followed  in  the  old  body  in  regard  to  committees 
are  exactly  the  same  as  in  this  body.  You  have 
heard  the  procedure  here  to-day,  when  matters 
have  been  read  and  have  been  referred  to  com- 
mittee. We  then  go  into  the  other  room  and 
discuss  these  matters,  pass  judgment  on  them, 
and  come  back  here  and  report  and  act  upon 
them,  usually  without  debate.  This  article  goes 
on:  "The  Board  of  Aldermen  has  its  own  sub- 
committees, to  which,  as  well  as  to  the  joint 
committees  of  the  Board  and  the  Common  Council, 
matters  may  be  referred,  and  in  which  all  measures 
may  have  informal  and  private  discussion  so  far 
as  such  procedure  is  expedient.  After  being 
reported  by  these  Committees,  all  measures  of 
sufficient  importance  to  be  discussed  b.v  the  whole 
Board  should  be  so  discussed  in  public  session." 
So  you  see  this  applies  to  our  procedure  as  well 
as  that  of  the  old  Board.  You  will  remember, 
for  instance,  on  the  ten-year  contract  for  disposal 
of  city  waste,  involving  over  a  million  dollars, 
this  Board  did  not  discuss  that  matter  with  one 
single  sentence.  With  the  exception  of  the 
remarks  I  made,  which  were  brief,  and  which 
were  written  out,  this  body  had  not  one  word  to 
say  in  public  in  regard  to  that  ten-year  contract. 
That  is  only  a  sample  of  other  important  matters. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  make  a  statement,  if  the  gentleman  will 
permit. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  shall  be  very  glad  to  do  so. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  beUeve 
that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  last  year  when 
that  was  before  us  will  show  that  Coun.  Hale 
and  myself  discussed  the  contract, 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to 
stand  corrected  if  I  have  made  a  mistake.     The 
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article  goes  on  to  say:  "It  is  the  right  of  the 
public  to  have  this  course  pursued.  The  'Voter' 
recently  said:  'Secret  discussions  of  public  affairs 
are  usually  more  helpful  to  private  than  public 
interests.  Servants  of  the  people  behind  closed 
doors,  safe  from  the  inquisitiveness  of  those  whose 
interests  they  are  sworn  to  defend,  are  more  sus- 
ceptible to  infection  by  the  easy-money  microbe 
than  those  working  in  the  light  of  publicity.  Cor- 
rupt legislation  is  not  conceived  in  the  open.  It 
thrives  behind  closed  doors.'  The  practice  here 
criticised  has  been  discussed  in  the  Board  itself; 
and  it  has  been  pointed  out  in  debate  that  the 
practice  of  doing  business  in  the  Committee  on 
Public  Improvements  gives  the  opportunity  to 
avoid  responsibility  for  votes;  that  it  permits 
lobbying  and  '  that  personal  solicitation  often 
effective  among  politicians  which  promotes  deals 
and  induces  a  perverted  vote ' ;  and  that  it  kills 
the  incentive  to  debate,  because  it  is  impossible 
to  change  by  open  argument  a  vote  which  has 
been  pledged  in  private.  It  is  no  argument  to 
say  in  reply  that  these  abuses  might  exist  if 
there  were  no  Committee  on  Public  Improve- 
ments. Nor  is  it  a  reply  to  say  that  even  under 
the  present  practice,  debate  and  roU-calls  may 
be  forced  in  the  open  Board.  The  necessary 
tendency  of  the  system  is  to  encourage  bad  legis- 
lative methods  and  prevent  pubUc  discussion, 
and  the  continuance  of  the  system  is  in  defiance 
of  the  rights  of  the  prople."  That  might  sound, 
gentlemen,  rather  strange  as  coming  from  the 
Good  Government  Association  if  it  were  applied 
to  the  present  Board.  It  was  applied  to  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen  when  they  did  not  have  a 
majority  in  this  Council,  and  I  say  it  is  just  as 
applicable  to-day  to  us  as  it  was  then  to  them. 
The  article  goes  on:  "The  upper  house  of  Con- 
gress, which  has  to  consider  matters  of  foreign 
relations,  and  others  of  the  most  far-reaching 
importance,  sometimes  goes  into  executive  session 
as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  but  only  upon  rare 
occasions,  and  upon  extraordinary  matters.  It  is 
not  the  practice  of  the  upper  house  of  our  Legisla- 
ture to  hold  executive  sessions  of  the  whole  body. 
Is  the  business  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  so  much 
more  important  than  that  of  the  United  States 
or  the  Massachusetts  Senate?  We  do  not  believe 
that  there  is  occasion  for  any  executive  session 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  But  the  present 
practice  goes  far  beyond  what  could  in  any  body 
be  justified  by  a  parliamentary  necessity  for  execu- 
tive session.  What  then  is  the  reason  for  this 
extraordinary  secrecy?"  This  secrecy  applies  just 
as  much  to  this  body  as  it  did  to  the  old  Board  of 
Aldermen.  "Is  our  Board  of  Aldermen  not  capa- 
ble of  transacting  business  by  parUamentary  meth- 
ods? It  may  be  that  the  frankness  of  language  and 
the  freedom  ^  of  manners  which  are  permissible 
in  the  committee  room  are  more  congenial  to  the 
tastes  of  the  Board  than  the  stiffness  of  parlia- 
mentary forms;  but  this  is  a  matter  in  which 
their  constituents  have  rights.  The  abuse  has 
flourished  too  long.  It  can  be  remedied  only  by 
the  force  of  public  opinion.  Mr.  Linehan's  voice 
has  recently  been  raised  in  protest  against" 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  will  the  gentle- 
man yield  for  a  moment? 

President  KENNY — Does  Coun.  Smith  yield 
to  Coun.  Watson? 

Coun.  SMITH— I  shall  be  very  glad  to  yield 
for  a  question  or  for  a  moderate  statement,  a 
statement  for  a  moderate  length  of  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
ask  the  gentleman  a  question,  and  I  prefer  to  ask 
it  directly  rather  than  through  the  Chair.  It 
would  take  but  a  minute  or  two  of  his  time.  I 
understand  that  he  is  reading  from  a  document  of 
the  Good  Government  Association  of  some  years 
ago,  three  or  four  years  ago. 

Coun.  SMITH— June,  1905. 

Coun.  WATSON — June,  1905.  I  was  wondering 
if  he  Icnew  that  the  Good  Government  Association 
of  Boston  did.  not  practice  what  they  preach.  I 
would  like  to  inform  the  Council  and  the  gentle- 
man who  preceded  me  that  when  I  was  a  candi- 
date for  this  office  this  last  fall,  the  office  to  which 
1  was  elected,  when  I  received  a  mandate  from  the 
Good  Government  Association  to  appear  before 
tliem,  I  went  to  their  secretary  and  asked  him 
whether  if  I  appeared,  to  answer  the  questions  of 
their  Publicity  Committee,  I  would  be  allowed  to 
bring  with  me  a  stenographer  or  a  friend  who  might 
verify  what  I  answered  to  their  questions.  That 
request  was  refused.  I  think  if  the  Good  Govern- 
raont  Association  has  anything  to  say  regarding 
publicity  and  fair  play  for  everybody,  their  posi- 


tion in  this  year,  1913,  might  be  referred  to,  rather 
than  sometiiing  which  they  recommended  about 
seven  years  ago  which  is  contrary  to  their  position 
in  respect  to  fairness  and  publicity  at  their  hear- 
ings at  the  present  time.    I  am  through. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  reading 
this  not  so  much  as  an  attack  on  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  as  simply  showing  that  the  Good 
Government  Association  stands  for  the  very  order 
I  have  put  in  here  asking  that  our  committee 
rneetings  be  in  public.  I  have  voiced  the  expres- 
sion of  opinion  of  the  president  of  the  United  Im- 
provement Associations  of  a  year  ago,  Mr.  Ewing, 
in  that  request.  It  is  a  moderate  request — that 
we  open  our  m.eetings  to  the  public.  Is  there  any 
reason  under  the  sun  why  we  cannot  sit  right  here 
in  our  Chamber  and  go  into  executive  session? 
Why  cannot  we  sit  here,  with  people  free  to  come 
into  the  galleries  and  be  present?  If  you  say  that 
a  stenographer  is  an  extra  cost,  well  and  good,  do 
away  with  the  stenographer;  but,  at  any  rate, 
allow  the  public  to  come  in  and  understand  how 
their  representatives  stand  on  the  various  matters 
that  come  before  them.  Let  them  come  in  here 
and  see  for  themselves,  Mr.  President,  how  you 
*  stand  and  how  I  stand  on  the  questions  coming 
before  us.  It  is  a  perfectly  fair  request  and  was 
indorsed  by  most  of  the  members  of  this  body 
when  running  for  election.  The  article  goes  on 
to  say:"  Mr.  Linehan's  voice  has  recently  been 
raised  in  protest  against  it;  we  hope  that  the 
alderma,n  will  stick  to  his  point,  will  show  that  his 
attack  is  not  based,  as  is  intimated,  upon  mere 
personal  grievance,  and  will  help  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  voters  to  the  evil." 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information,  to  ask  on  what  motion 
the  councilor  is  talking? 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  understands 
that  the  pending  matter  is  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  and  that  the  question  is  upon 
the  adoption  of  the  rules.  The  gentleman  is  talk- 
ing on  that  question. 

Coun.  COULTHURSI?- Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  the  gentleman  if  he  is  talking  in  opposition  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  rules,  or  if  he  has  in  mind 
some  order  that  he  intends  to  present  or  has 
presented? 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  member,  who  may  not  have  been 
present  at  the  meeting,  I  will  say  that  at  one  of 
the  last  meetings  of  the  old  Council  I  introduced 
an  order,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  which  committee  has  just  reported  to  this 
body.  That  order  provided  that  our  committees 
should  all  be  open  to  the  pubhc  in  their  meetings, 
and  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee should  be  taken  down  in  shorthand.  I  am 
now  talking  against  the  adoption  of  the  rules 
presented  by  the  committee,  which,  like  the  rules 
of  last  year,  recommend  closed  committee  meet- 
ings instead  of  open  committee  meetings.  The 
conclusion  of  the  article  is  as  follows:  "When  the 
people  make  it  known  that  they  wish  their  busi- 
ness to  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  usage  of 
parliamentary  bodies,  and  with  every  dictate  of 
public  policy,  where  they  themselves  can  see  and 
hear,  then  the  abuse  will  be  remedied."  That  is 
the  conclusion  of  the  article  in  City  Affairs.  I 
would  like  to  move,  instead  of  adopting  the  rules 
reported  by  the  committee  as  they  now  stand, 
that  the  order  I  introduced,  asking  that  committee 
meetings  be  held  in  public  and  that  the  records 
of  the  Executive  Committee  be  taken  by  a 
stenographer,  be  substituted  in  the  proper  place 
in  the  rules. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  second  that 
motion. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  vote  with  the  councilor  on  this  order,  but 
I  think  that  the  expense  of  a  stenographer  will  be 
very  large,  and,  while  I  am  perfectly  w-illing  to 
see  the  stenographer  make  all  the  money  he  should 
I  think  if  the  public  is  allowed  to  go  into  those 
meetings  it  will  be  sufficient.  We  have  to  bear 
in  mind  the  expense,  and  if  the  stenographic  part 
is  omitted  and  the  public  is  simply  allowed  to  be 
present,  I  would  like  to  vote  with  the  gentleman 
on  his  motion. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state  at 
this  time  that  the  adoption  of  the  rules  is  necessary 
in  order  to  perform  public  business  here,  but  that 
later  in  the  day  or  at  the  next  meeting,  or  at  any 
subsequent  meeting,  the  rules  as  adopted  to-day 
may  be  amended.  The  member  from  Ward  1 1 
(Coun.  Smith)  will  not  be  precluded  from  offering 
these  amendments  at  any  time. 
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Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
inquire  what  becomes  of  the  order  referred  to  the 
Rules  Committee? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
Committee  on  Rules  submits  these  rules  to-day 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  Council  to  do  busi- 
ness. The  order  presented  by  the  councilor  on 
my  right  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  and 
will  be  given  further  consideration.  That  com- 
mittee consists  of  only  three  members,  and  the 
majority  of  the  committee  which  met  thought  it 
would  be  better  to  have  that  matter  reported  upon 
later  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for 
further  consideration.  The  report  to-day  is  simply 
to  allow  the  Council  to  do  business,  it  being  neces- 
sary to  adopt  some  rules. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  a  motion 
is  in  order  I  would  like  to  move  that  the  rules  as 
submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  to-day  be 
the  rules  of  this  Council  until  the  next  meeting. 
By  that  time  we  can,  perhaps,  decide  on  some 
course  of  action. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state, 
Coun.  Watson,  that  the  order  now  pending  is 
the  draft  of  rules  reported  by  the  committee.  If 
we  adopt  those  rules  at  this  time  it  simply  means 
from  report,  that  they  wUl  stand  until  they  are 
altered,  changed  or  modified. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  suggestion  made  by  the  Chair,  that  the  coun- 
cilor can  get  around  this  matter,  having  his  say 
and  having  a  vote  on  amending  the  rules  at  the 
next  meeting,  if  he  so  desires,  I  move  the  accept- 
ance of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  am 
afraid  if  we  adopt  these  rules  as  reported,  there 
may  be  some  provision  in  them  that  requires  a 
two-thirds  or  three-fourths  vote  for  amendment. 
I  should  like  to  be  informed  on  that  question.  Do 
not  the  rules  require  a  two-thirds  vote  for  subse- 
quent amendment? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  if  the 
rules  are  adopted  as  reported  by  the  committee  a 
two-thirds  vote  will  be  required  to  amend  the  rule. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Out  of  fairness  to  the 
member  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Smith)  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  who  were  not  on  the 
committee,  I  think  some  such  motion  as  that  sug- 
gested by  Coun.  Watson  should  be  adopted  to 
temporarily  bridge  over  until  the  matter  which 
has  been  referred  to  by  Coun.  Smith  has  been 
acted  upon  by  the  committee.  So  I  move  that  we 
accept  the  rules  for  this  meeting. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  are  we  not 
working  under  last  year's  rules,  according  to  a 
motion  passed  at  the  last  meeting,  until  the  new 
rules  are  adopted? 

President  IvENNY — ^We  are,  with  the  exception 
of  one  rule.  No.  33. 

Coun.  BLTCKLEY — Is  it,  then,  absolutely  nec- 
essary to  adopt  the  rules  to-day,  if  that  is  so? 

President  KENNY — In  order  to  appoint  com- 
mittees and  allow  business  to  proceed,  it  is  neces- 
sary. Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  The 
question  is  on  Coun.  Coulthurst's  motion,  that 
the  rules  be  adopted  temporarily,  or  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  motion  was  declared  lost,  4  to  4,  and  the 
question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  rules  as 
reported  by  the  committee. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to 
move  an  amendment,  that  all  committee  meetings 
shall  be  held  in  public. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  say  that 
he  cannot  at  this  time  receive  that  amendment  in 
the  way  in  which  it  is  offered.  It  must  be  in 
writing  and  must  specifically  set  forth  what  rule  is 
amended. 

Coun.  SMITH — Will  the  Chair  grant  time  for 
the  writing  of  that  amendment? 

President  KENNY— Certainly. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  if  the 
matter  is  open  to  debate,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
in  a  quandary.  I  am  absolutely  undecided  as  to 
what  view  to  take  on  the  matter,  in  the  first  place, 
and  my  indecision  is  further  strengthened  by  the 
statement  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  that  the  committee  that  has  made  up  these 
rules  has  not  yet  made  up  its  mind  on  the  proposition 
submitted  by  Coun.  Smith.  I  do  not  think  it  is 
wise  for  us  to  absolutely  commit  ourselves  on  the 
proposition  now  before  us,  the  adoption  of  the  rules 
as  presented,  if  we  are  thereby  to  deprive  a  majority 
of  a  chance  to  say  something  on  the  matter  that 
he  has  brought  up.  I  think  the  cornmittee  ought 
to  make  some  suggestion  for  the  modification  of  its 
report  and  that  the  rules  should  not  now  be  adopted 


in  their  entirety  as  presented  without  giving  some 
chance  for  the  adoption  of  such  an  amendment 
as  has  been  referred  to. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules,  with  the 
exception  of  Rule  33,  be  accepted.  I  offer  that  as 
an  amendment. 

President  KENNY — Is  that  satisfactory  to  the 
councilor? 

Coun.  SMITH — It  is,  and  I  will  withdraw  any 
attempt  to  revise  the  rules  as  submitted. 

President  KENNY — Then  the  question  is  on 
the  motion  of  Coun.  Watson,  that  the  original 
rules  as  reported  by  the  committee  here  to-day, 
with  the  exception  of  Rule  33,  be  adopted. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  not  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ment. I  am  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  rules 
as  presented  by  the  committee,  and  the  order  as 
presented  by  the  councilor  on  my  right  (Coun. 
Smith),  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
on  Rules,  will  be  given  due  consideration  at  the 
next  meeting  and  at  a  very  early  date  will  be  re- 
ported to  this  body.  The  committee  will  at  the 
next  meeting  report  either  in  favor  of  its  passage 
or  rejection,  or  reference  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. I  hope  that  the  rules  will  be  adopted 
to-day  in  order  to  allow  the  Council  to  do  business 
and  I  hope  that  they  will  be  adopted  as  presented 
by  the  committee. 

President  KENNY — The  question  is  on  the 
amendment  offered  by  Coun.  Watson. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  trust  that  the 
rules  will  be  adopted  to-day,  only  wishing  to  re- 
serve the  right  to  have  this  order  which  I  have 
referred  to,  which  has  been  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee, taken  up  on  its  merits  and  decided  by  a 
majority  vote.  That  is  only  fair  play,  it  seems  to 
me.  I  should  like  to  urge  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  on  Coun.  Coulthurst's  amendment.  It  seems 
to  me  that  that  is  the  best  way  to  deal  with  the 
matter. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  rule  that 
that  motion  is  not  in  order.  The  motion  that  the 
councilor  offers,  asking  reconsideration  of  the 
motion  made  by  Coun.  Coulthurst,  the  Chair  rules 
is  not  in  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  amend  Rule  24  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the 
first  paragraph,  after  the  words  "shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,"  the  words,  "and  all  meetings 
shall  be  held  in  pubUc, "  so  that  the  rule  as 
amended  will  read: 

"The  following  standing  committees  of  the 
Council,  and  all  other  committees,  unless  speciall  y 
directed  by  the  Council,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  and  all  meetings  shall  be  held  in  public. " 

President  KENNY — The  question  is  on  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  offered  by  Coun. 
Smith. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
amendment  as  offered  by  the  Councilor  on  my 
right  (Coun.  Smith)  is  practically  the  order  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee  on  Rules.  I  have  no 
desire  to  shut  off  debate  on  that  order  and  have  no 
desire  to  deprive  the  member  of  a  fair  vote  on  the 
question.  I  certainly  have  no  desire  to  stand  in  the 
way  of 'a  majority  vote  deciding  this  question.  1 
think  we  all  ought  to  have  a  little  time  to  consider 
this  very  important  matter  before  we  cast  a  vote 
upon  it  to-day,  and  if  the  councilor  will  be  satis- 
fied with  the  suggestion  I  will  waive  my  objections 
to  the  amendment  of  the  councilor  opposite  and 
vote  for  the  adoption  of  the  rules  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Rule  3.3,  that  leaving  open  a  chance  to  dis- 
cuss this  matter  later  and  pass  it  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  very 
glad  to  withdraw  the  amendment. 

Coun.  Watson's  motion,  that  the  rules  be 
adopted  with  the  exception  of  Rule  33,  was  carried 
unanimously. 

SOLDIERS'  RELIEF. 

Coun.  McDonald,  for  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers'  Relief,  submitted  a  report  recommending 
the  passage  of  an  order  for  the  payment  of  aid  to 
soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  month  of  February. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


SEATS  ON  BOSTON  COMMON. 
Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— 'That  his 
Honor   the   Mayor   be   requested   to   consider   the 
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advisability  of  recommending  an  appropriation 
of  a  sum  sufficient  to  provide  seats  for  tfie  public 
on  the  Common  at  the  Parkman  Memorial  Band- 
stand. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund, 
when  appointed. 


PAYMENT  TO  THOMAS  THORNTON. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  a  order— That 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  23  of  the  Acts  of 
1913  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Thomas  Thorn- 
ton, an  employee  of  the  Parlt  Department,  who  was 
injured  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  said  sum  to  be 
charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  when 
appointed.

(Coun.  Buckley  sent  two  orders  to  the  Clerk  to 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  before  these 
orders  are  read  I  want  to  state  that  I  present  them 
at  the  request  of  Representative  Giblin  of  East 
Boston. 

The  orders  were  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direet  the  proper  department  to  place  a  clock 
at  Wood  Island  Park,  East  Boston,  in  some  con- 
spicuous position,  for  the  benefit  of  the  patrons  of 
said  park. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  ask  the  officials  of  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  & 
Lynn  Railroad  Company  to  keep  the  railroad 
station  at  Orient  Heights  open  all  night  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  when 
appointed. 


INCREASE  OF  WAGES  FOR  LABORERS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  all  day 
laborers,  male  or  female,  now  employed,  or  here- 
after employed,  in  any  department  of  the  city,  be 
paid  25  cents  per  day  more  than  the  wages  now 
paid  for  the  same  position. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances,  when  appointed. 
^  Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  a  recon- 
sideration of  that  reference.  It  has  seemed  to 
some  of  us  sitting  here  and  listening  to  the  list  of 
appropriations  and  loans  sent  in  by  the  Mayor 
like  a  very  happy  Christmas.  The  loans  and 
appropriations  he  has  suggested  to  this  body  eat 
up  the  entire  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  and 
total  184,600,000,  if  my  figures  are  correct.  In 
all  those  subjects  treated  of  he  has  entirely  for- 
gotten the  man  who  is  working  in  this  city  for 
•12.25  a  day  and  to  whom  he  has  promised  for 
almost  a  year  an  increase  in  pay.  He  has  sug- 
gested to  this  body  $4,600,000  worth  of  loans  and 
appropriations  and  has  never  once  suggested  an 
increase  of  pay  for  the  men  to  whom  he  has  been 
promising  an  increase  for  about  a  year.  He  has 
been  sending  to  us  from  time  to  time  increases  of 
pay,  and  more  than  half  of  that  amount  has  been 
for   men    earning   more    than    $1,000    a   year   in 


the  city.  In  other  words,  he  has  taken  care  of 
the  highly-paid  city  employee  and  has  entirely 
neglected  the  $2.25  a  day  man.  He  has  taken 
care  of  every  section  of  the  city,  with  buildings, 
parks  and  playgrounds,  and  what  not,  and  has 
entirely  forgotten  the  man  employed  by  the  city, 
to  whom  he  has  been  promising  more  than  $2.25 
a  day.  It  is  with  these  employees  in  mind  that  I 
have  offered  this  order.  An  ordinance  of  this 
kind,  mind  you,  is  not  forbidden  under  the  city 
charter.  A  clause  of  the  city  charter  forbids 
us  to  ask  for  an  increase  of  pay  or  to  dabble  in  the 
salaries  paid  by  the  different  departments;  it  does 
not,  however,  forbid  us  from  passing  an  ordi- 
riance  on  this  subject.  In  looking  over  the 
list  of  men  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
men  and  women,  you  will  find  that  the  different 
departments  on  May  1  of  last  year  had  a  total  of 
2,450  employees  earning  less  than  $2.50  a.  day. 
Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  of 
these  earn  $2.25  a  day,  168  day  laborers  em- 
ployed by  the  city  earn  less  than  .?2.25  a  day; 
and  it  is  the  purpose  of  my  ordinance  to  take  care 
not  only  of  the  men  but  of  the  women  employed 
at  less  than  $2.50  a  day.  The  necessary  expense 
to  the  city  of  increasing  the  pay  of  these  employees 
by  2.5  cents  each  would  be  ,$183,750.  We  have  been 
juggling  with  millions,  we  have  been  talking  about 
loans  and  appropriations  totaling  $4,600,000. 
We  have  considered  a  single  item  for  one  play- 
ground of  more  than  $100,000,  the  Mt.  Ida  Play- 
ground; and  I  ask  you  whether  it  is  more  import- 
ant that  Mt.  Ida  have  $100,000  for  apparatus  or 
that  city  laborers,  many  of  whom  have  families 
dependent  upon  them,  shall  get  an  extra  25  cents 
a  day?  Those  are  the  men  and  women  on  the 
border  line.  Many  of  those  families  are  on  the 
border  line.  Twenty-five  cents  a  day  more  or 
less  means  a  great  deal  to  them.  It  means  the 
necessities  of  Ufe.  We  are  very  prodigal  with  our 
loans  and  appropriations,  but  we  are  overlooking 
these  employees.  Last  year  this  body  appro- 
priated $165,000  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  firemen 
and  policemen,  and  that  amount  was  for  only  a 
part  of  the  year.  The  increase  in  pay  in  the 
Fire  and  Police  Departments  amounts  to  about 
$200,000  a  year,  roughly.  This  body  increased 
the  burden  upon  the  citizens  $200,000  a  year  for 
that  purpose,  and  it  will  take  much  less  than  that 
amount  to  raise  25  cents  a  day  the  pay  of  these 
poor  laborers  who  are  getting  less  than  $2.50  a 
day.  They  are  the  people  who  really  need  the 
money.  The  police  and  firemen  all  get  $1,100  a 
year  or  more.  Those  men  do  not  need  it  in  com- 
parison with  the  man  who  is  getting  less  than 
$2.50  a  day.  So  I  plead  with  this  body  to  seriously 
consider  the  ordinance.  I  do  not,  of  course,  ask 
you  to  take  any  action  on  it  to-day,  but  1  think 
the  body  ought  in  the  near  future  to  seriously 
consider  an  ordinance  of  this  kind,  taking  care  in 
this  way  of  the  men  and  women  employed  by  this 
city  at  less  than  $2.50  a  day. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  with- 
draw his  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference? 

Coun.  SMITH— I  shall  be  glad  to  do  so  after 
this  statement  of  fact.  I  am  willing  that  it  should 
be  referred  to  the  committee. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  when  appointed. 


ACCEPTANCE   OF   MALCOLM   STREET. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  presented  a  petition 
signed  by  William  G.  Fisher  et  al.,  asking  that 
Malcolm  street  be  laid  out  as  a  public  highway. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  Coun.  BAL- 
LANTYNE offered  an  order- That  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  lay  out  Malcolm  street, 
Ward  23,  as  a  public  highway. 

Passed. 


PAVING   OF   PARKER   STREET,   ETC. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  cause  Parker 
street,  between  Station  and  Tremont  streets, 
Gurney  street,  between  Tremont  and  Parker 
streets,  to  be  paved  with  wood  blocks,  also  to 
place  edgestones  on  Gurney  street. 

Passed. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  UNCLAIMED  BAGGAGE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
a  special  committee,  to  consist  of  two  members  of 
the  Council,  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  petitions  for  leave  to  sell  unclaimed 
baggage,  and  said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  the  examination  in  each  case  required  by  law. 

Passed. 


RESOLVES  CONCERNING  CITY  CHARTER. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  In  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council 
the  new  city  charter  has  worked  well  since  going 
into  operatioii,  and  no  substantial  changes  should 
be  made  in  said  charter  until  at  least  one  complete 
mayoralty  term  has  been  finished  under  the 
existing  provisions. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters  of  the  City  Council  be  directed  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs 
of  the  Legislature  and  oppose  any  change  in  the 
charter. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  when 
appointed. 


ORDERS  PRESENTED  FOR  COUN.  WATSON. 

(Coun.  Coulthurst  sent  two  orders  to  the  Clerk 
to  read.) 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  Coun. 
Watson  was  unable  to  remain  and  asked  me  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy  to  offer  for  him  the  following 
two  orders. 

The  orders  were  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
answer  the  following  questions  at  his  earliest 
convenience,  viz.: 

Has  a  general  order  been  issued  relative  to  the 
enforcement  of  chapter  489,  Acts  of  1912,  a  bill  to 
prohibit  false  and  misleading  advertisements? 

If  so,  how  many  convictions  has  been  obtained 
under  this  act,  and  how  many  prosecutions  has 
there  been  made  under  this  statute  by  the  Police 
Department? 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  is 
hereby  requested  by  the  City  Council  to  direct 
the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  to  prohibit  any 
physician  attending  the  City  Hospital  from  testify- 
ing as  an  expert  in  any  court  or  in  any  hearing  in 
this  Commonwealth,  except  for  the  patient  or  the 
injured  party. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  when 
appointed. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  WATSON  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  was  obliged  to  leave  the 
Chamber  to  go  to  the  Superior  Court  to  say  a 
word  in  behalf  of  an  unfortunate,  and  in  con- 
sequence of  that  fact  I  had  Coun.  Coulthurst 
introduce  two  orders  for  me,  which  I  desire  to 
explain  to  the  Council  my  reason  for  offering. 
One  order  was • 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  say  to  the 
councilor  that  the  orders  to  which  he  has  referred 
have  both  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  consists  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council,  and  that  the  gentleman  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  go  into  the  merits  of  them  with  all 
the  members  of  the  Council  in  the  meeting  of  the 
committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  appreciate  that  fact,  Mr. 
President,  but,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  matters 
before  the  Executive  Committee  do  not  always 
appear  in  the  Press,  the  attitude  and  position  of 
the  member  offering  the  measures  not  being 
explained,  I  desire  to  explain  my  reasons  for 
introducing  both  of  these  orders.  I  will  do  so 
briefly. 

President  KENNY — The  gentleman  may  pro- 
ceed. 

Coun.  WATSON — One  order  calls  upon  the 
Police  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  furnish  this  body  with  certain  informa- 
tion— that  is,  what  he  has  done  regarding  prosecu- 
tion or  attempt  at  prosecution  under  chapter  489 
of  the  Acts  of  1912,  dated  April  12,  1912,  nearly 
one  year  ago.  It  also  asks,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  that  the  Police  Commissioner  inform 
this  body  at  his  convenience  if  he  has  ever  sent 
out  a  general  order  regarding  this  legislation.  It 
is  unfortunate,  Mr.  President,  that  I  am  obliged 
to  go  into  this  and  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council. 
I  promise  that  at  future  meetings  I  will  not. discuss 
matters  at  any  length,  in  return  for  the  oppor- 


tunity to  make  this  short  statement.  The  bill 
that  I  have  reference  to  is  a  bill  relative  to  untrue 
and  misleading  advertising,  chapter  489  of  the 
Acts  of  1912,  a  bill  which,  through  the  efforts  of 
the  late  Representative  Foley  of  Ward  20,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  your  humble  servant 
and  others,  was  secured  from  the  Massachusetts 
I^egislature  of  that  year.  It  was  to  prohibit,  if 
possible,  by  legislation,  the  robbing  of  the  public 
through  crooked  advertising.  Mr.  President  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Council,  I  can  say,  I  believe 
without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  more  people, 
and  people  who  cannot  afford  it,  are  robbed  by 
certain  unscrupulous  dealers  of  Boston  through 
inisleading  advertising  than  are  robbed  by  the 
pickpockets  and  highwaymen  in  the  same  time. 
My  reason  for  offering  that  order,  which  embodies 
the  questions  I  have  asked  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, is  to  find  out  whether  or  not  on  this 
important  matter  he  has  sent  out  a  general  order. 
He  sends  out  a  general  order  for  small  things,  but 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  he  has  paid  no 
attention  whatever  to  this  big  matter.  I  do  not 
believe  there  are  ten  policemen  of  the  eleven 
hundred  or  more  in  service  in  the  City  of  Boston 
to-day  who  know  that  there  is  such  an  act  on  the 
blue  book.  In  regard  to  the  other  order  I  will  be 
much  more  brief.  It  is  an  act  to  prohibit  doctors 
who  attend  at  the  City  Hospital  from  taking 
advantage  of  the  data  at  hand,  data  regarding 
accidents  to  people  who  go  there  for  care  because 
of  injuries  brought  about  by  public  service  cor- 
porations. Because  these  doctors  have  access  to 
these  private  records  and  data  they  are  engaged 
by  the  great  public  service  corporations  doing 
business  in  this  Commonwealth.  The  doctors 
ha.ve  access  to  these  records,  and  some  of  them  in 
fact  have  them  in  their  libraries  and  in  the  hands 
of  their  secretaries  verbatim,  showing  a  history  of 
every  accident  that  takes  place  because  of  the 
fault  of  the  public  service  corporations.  That  is 
my  reason,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  for 
offering  these  two  orders — one  asking  information 
from  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  the  other 
asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  City 
Hospital  Trustees  to  do  a  certain  thing.  I  thank 
the  Council  for  this  opportunity. 

The  two  orders  referred  to  were  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  when  appointed. 


CLOSING   OF   STREETS   FOR   PARADE. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That  the 
Police  Commissioner  be  authorized  to  close  to 
travel  by  vehicles,  except  fire,  police,  hospital  and 
mail  wagons,  such  streets  as  may  be  required  Mon- 
day, February  24,  1913,  for  parade  of  Garment 
Workers'  District  Council,  said  parade  to  start  at 
8.45  o'clock  a.  m.,  from  Kneeland  street  to 
Harrison  avenue,  to  Chauncy,  to  Summer,  to 
Washington,  to  Hanover  street,  to  Tremont  row, 
tO'  Tremont  to  Boylston  street,  to  Park  square, 
to  Pleasant,  to  Washington,  to  Dover  street,  to 
Harrison  avenue,  to  Broadway  Extension,  to 
Washington  and  Kneeland  streets. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  when 
appointed. 


BUNKER  HILL   DAY   COMMITTEE. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That  a 
special  committee,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
Council,  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  program  for 
the  celebration  of  June  17. 

Passed. 


FOOTBRIDGE,  WOODLAWN  AVENUE. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  this  Board  as  to 
the  kind  and  size  of  a  footbridge,  exclusive  'of 
approaches,  that  might  be  constructed  at  a  cost 
not  to  exceed  $.5,000,  over  the  tracks  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  connect- 
ing Woodlawn  avenue  extended  with  the  proposed 
playground.

My  dear  Sir, — Your  letter  of  January  29  to  the 
County  Savings  Bank  should  have  had  an  earlier 
answer,  but  I  had  mislaid  it.  In  answer  to  your 
first  question  would  say  that  we  always  ascertain 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  before 
making  a  loan.  Our  method  is  to  have  two  mem- 
bers of  our  committee  visit  the  property  and  make 
their  independent  valuation,  and  we  loan  60  per 
cent  upon  the  valuation  as  determined  by  the  two 
members  of  the  committee';  except  in  the  center  of 
the  city  and  in  the  North  End,  however,  if  their 
valuation  should  exceed  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  property  we  should  probably  liinit  our  loan  to 
60  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation.  In  other 
words,  we  use  the  assessors'  valuation  not  as  a 
guide  in  making  loans,  but  as  a  check  against 
making  too  large  a  loan. 

Second.  I  have  answered  the  same  in  my 
answer  to  the  first. 

Third.    Have  no  suggestions.

Dear  Mr.  Smith, — Repljing  to  your  favor  of  the 
29th  inst.,  addressed  to  jil.  F.  Whiton,  as  vice- 
president  of  this  institution  I  would  make  answer 
to  the  questions  in  your  letter  as  follows: 

Answer  to  question  No.  1.  Any  bank  placing 
mortgages  on  property  outside  of  its  own  town 
must  be  more  or  less  governed  on  the  value  of  the 
property  to  be  mortgaged  bj^  the  assessed  value  of 
it.  While  we  fully  realize  that  it  is  under  the 
present  system  of  assessment  dangerous  to  place 
very  much  faith  upon  the  assessment,  it  neverthe- 
less does  to  a  certain  extent  influence  the  opinion 
of  the  Investment  Committee  with  regard  to  the 
real  value  of  the  property. 

Answer  to  question  No.  2.  On  January  15, 
1895,  we  placed  a  mortgage  of  S6,000  upon  a 
piece  of  property  on  Humboldt  avenue,  Roxbury. 
It  was  assessed  for  811,517  and  on  April  20,  1898, 
we  made  an  additional  loan  upon  the  same  property 
of  S2.000, —  the  assessed  value  at  that  time  being 
$13,300, —  thus  making  our  total  loan  of  S8,000  a 
trifle  over  60  per  cent  of  the  then  assessed  value  of 
the  property.  Our  people  at  that  time  assumed 
that  assessors  were  wise  enough  not  to  assess  to 
the  full  value  of  any  estate.  In  1908,  realizing 
that  the  values  in  this  vicinity  were  rapidly  decreas- 
ing, I  had  the  S2,000  loan  paid  and  in  1909  the 
assessment  of  the  property  was  reduced  to  312,900. 
The  value  still  decreasing  we  urged  the  mortgagor 
to  still  further  reduce  this .  loan,  which  he  was 
unable  to  do,  and  a  few  weeks  ago  we  foreclosed 
our  first  mortgage  of  S6.000  without  having  a 
single  bid  for  the  property  and  we  have  it  on  our 
hands  at- the  present  time.  The  estate  for  the 
year  1912  is  assessed,  building,  S6,600.  land,  So, 400, 
making  a  total  assessment  of  S12,000,  and  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  our  claim  is  simply  for 
S6,000  and  accrued  interest  and  taxes,  and  that 
the  property  is  in  very  good  condition,  we  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  as  yet  a  bid  of  more  than 
$6,000  for  this  place.         '      ' 

I  contend  that  the  assessors  in  this  vicinity 
should  have  reduced  the  valuation  of  this  property 
to  at  least  $10,000.  and  I  assure  you  that  we  should 
bevery  glad  to  sell  at  that  price.  It  appears  to  me 
evident  that  the  assessors  are  desirous  or  obliged  in 
order  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down  to  continue  assess- 
ments far  above  the  real  value  of  the  property 
assessed. 

Answer  to  question  No.  3.  I  do  not  know  that  I 
have  any  particular  suggestions  to  make  in  the 
method  of  assessing  Boston  property  other  than 
to  reiterate  what  I  have  before  stated  that  I  do 
not  believe  it  wise  for  any  estate  to  be  assessed 
to  its  full  value.  I  believe  it  is  misleading  to 
mortgagees  and  purchasers  of  properties.  I 
believe  that  the  owners  of  real  estate  are  about 
equally  divided  between  those  who  wish  to  have 
the  full  or  even  a  fictitious  value  placed  upon  their 
properties  in  order  that  they  may  sell  or  mortgage 
same  for  an  amount  in  excess  of  its  true  value, 
and  the  party  who  wishes  to  have  his  property 
assessed  far  below  the  real  value  in  order  that  his 
taxes  may  be  low.  In  order  to  strike  a  happy 
medium  and  protect  all  the  parties,  I  believe  that 


an  assessment  which  is  not  up  to  the  full  value  of 
the  property  is  more  equitable  and  just. 

Trusting  these  answers  may  seem  to  you  reason- 
able, I  am.

Dear  Sir, — Your  favor  of  Januarj'  29  came  duly 
to  hand.  In  a,nswer  to  the  same  I  do  so  with  a 
realization  that  my  knowledge  of  real  values,  as 
compared  with  assessed  values  of  Boston  proper- 
ties, is  necessarily  limited. 

In  answer  to  your  first  question  I  would  say 
that  we  place  considerable  weight,  in  determining 
the  value  of  a  piece  of  property,  on  the  amount  of 
the  assessed  value.  This  does  not  mean  that  we 
believe  the  property  in  question  to  be  worth  what 
it  is  assessed  for,  because  there  are  certain  sections 
in  Boston  where  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  prop- 
erty will  not  sell  for  75  per  cent  of  the  amount 
upon  which  the  owners  pay  taxes.  In  those  sec- 
tions we  consider  the  real  value  to  be  about  three- 
quarters  of  the  assessed  value,  and  then  determine 
on  a  loan  not  exceeding  60  per  cent  of  this  last 
amount. 

Where  property  has  depreciated  to  the  extent 
it  has  in  some  sections  of  Boston  I  see  no  good 
reason  for  maintaining  the  old  assessed  values, 
which,  as  stated  above,  are  far  in  excess  of  what 
the  property  would  sell  for.  I  presume  the  owners 
of  the  equity  would  object  to  a  radical  reduction, 
which  W'ould  make  it  appear  that  their  properties 
were  less  valuable;  but  it  would  seem  to  me  that 
if  any  radical  change  is  to  be  made  in  the  methods 
of  assessing  property,  one  of  those  changes  ought 
to  be  the  reduction  of  assessed  values  in  certain 
parts  of  the  South  End  and  other  sections  of  the 
city,  where  it  is  well  known  that  property  will  not 
sell  for  anything  like  its  present  assessed  value.

Dear  Sir, —  We  beg  to  acknowledge  yours  of  the 
29th  ult.,  and  ask  you  to  excuse  the  delay  in  answer- 
ing, which  was  unavoidable. 

In  reply  to  your  first  question  it  is  our  rule 
always  to  ask  for  the  assessed  valuation,  but  expe- 
rience has  taught  us  not  to  depend  too  much  upon 
it.  For  instance,  this  iiank  held  a  loan  on  45 
Brighton  avenue  for  $11,000.  This  loan  was  in- 
creased from  $8,000  to  $11,000,  depending  more 
or  less  upon  assessed  valuation,  which  at  that  time 
was  $19,900.  The  assessment  has  since  been 
reduced  to  817,400,  but  at  the  time  we  foreclosed 
the  propertj'  in  the  fall  of  1911,  we  found  it  impos- 
sible to  get  an  offer  of  $12,000.  Finally  we  sold 
it  for  $11,500,  taking  a  mortgage  for  the  full  amount 
with  payments  of  S250  on  the  principal  every  six 
months. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  very  much  of  the  resident 
property,  that  is,  three  miles  and  over  from  the 
State  House,  is  overvalued  by  the  assessors,  and 
from  notices  of  sales  in  the  papers,  and  general 
informa-tion  picked  up  from  the  brokers,  we  think 
the  inside  business  property  is  undervalued  by 
the  assessors.  In  this  last  we  have  had  no  practical 
experience,  as  this  is  a  small  bank,  and  confines 
itself  largely  to  resident  loans. 

In  reply  to  your  third  question  it  is  hardly  in 
order  for  a  person  of  my  experience  to  make  any 
suggestions,  except  that  one  man  of  ability  be  put 
in  charge  to  go  into  the  matter  thoroughly,  and 
see  that  those  under  him  correct  these  errors  if 
they  are  proven  to  be  such.

During  the  past  year  our  bank  has  sold  three 
parcels  of  Boston  real  estate,  assessed  for  §28,100, 
for  $19,500  cash. 

Third.  Will  you  be  good  enough  to  suggest  any 
changes  in  assessing  methods  in  Boston  that  you 
think  would  be  helpful. 

I  think  it  would  be  beneficial  in  many  ways  if 
values  in  Boston  and  numerous  other  places  were 
reduced  even  if  the  tax  rate  was  increased.

The  matter  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  SMITH  said: 

Mr.  President — I  ask  reconsideration  of  the  refer- 
ence  of  the   order  introduced  by  me   asking  his 


Honor  the  Mayor  to  appear  before  the  Council 
and  answer  certain  questions  as  to  assessment 
values. 

President  KENNY — The  question  is  on  Coun. 
Smith's  motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  Uke  to 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  certain  facts 
bearing  upon  this  order  which  seem  to  me  to  be 
of  some  weight  and  to  call  for  immediate  action. 
The  first  case  given  is  of  interest,  because  usually 
when  a  property  is  mortgaged  for  more  than  it 
is  sold  for  the  real  estate  men  and  the  community 
generally  are  incUned.to  say,  "That  is  some  of 
our  Hebrew  friends,"  and  "it  is  usually  put  on 
that  ground,  that  they  are  the  only  class  in  the 
community  who  act  in  that  way  and  who  are 
benefiting  by  a  large  appraisal  of  property  and  a 
low  sale  v.<ilue.  In  this  case  the  property  referred 
to  is  at  the  corner  of  Bay  State  road  and  Raleigh 
street,  property  assessed  'for  $113,000.  That  prop- 
erty was  owned  by  Mr.  E,  V.  R.  Thayer,  president 
of  the  Merchant's  National  Bank.  He  sold  in 
October  of  this  last  year  to  Mr.  Sewall  H.  Fessen- 
den.  The  sale  figure  is  of  interest.  Mr.  Fessenden 
went  to  Mr.  Stockton  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hospital  Life  and  got  a  first  mortgage  on  that 
property  for  $65,000.  Probably  Mr.  Stockton 
based  some  of  his  opinion  in  granting  that  mort- 
gage on  the  assessed  value  of  .$113,000.  This 
first  mortgage  of  $05,000  Mr.  Fessenden  then  took 
down  to  Mr.  Thaj^er.  Putting  $5,000  into  his 
own  pocket,  he  paid  the  purchase  price  of  $60,000. 
Iii  other  words,  you  have  an  actual  sale  of  prop- 
erty assessed  for  $113,000  for  $60,000,  and  you 
have  ^    first    mortgage    taken   by    some    reliable 

geople  in  this  town  at  $65,000 — and  I  believe  all 
[ebraic  connections  are  cut  out.  Here  is  a  prop- 
erty on  Claxton  street,  out  in  Dorchester.  'This 
lot  is  typical  of  the  surrounding  lots.  It  is  one  of 
many.  The  property  is  owned  by  the  Wards, 
who  own  the  island  where  the  incinerating  is  going 
on.  The  property  is  cut  up  into  small  lots,  approx- 
imately appraised  at  $1,400  'apiece.  One  of  these 
lots  sold  this  last  month  for  $750.  That  is  the 
general  sale  figure  out  there,  $750  for  lots  appnaised 
for  $1,400.  Ward's  property  almost  surrounds 
Franklin  Field.  Then  there  is  77  ICilby  street, 
down  in  the  insurance  district.  The  Boston 
Mutual  Life  Company  bought  that  property  for 
$65,000,  and  it  is  appraised  for  $85,000.  I 
would  like  to  state  to  the  Council  that  here  are 
two  bargains  in  real  estate,  also.  One  is  appraised 
at  $5,700,  numbered  1115  Newark  street;  I  will 
sell  it  gladly  for  $3,000.  Here  is  property  on 
Waverly  .street,  between  Western  and  Lincoln 
streets,  twenty-six  lots,  assessed  for  814,000.  I  am 
authorized  to  offer  to  anybody — assessors,  coun- 
cilors or  anybody — the  property  for  $7,000,  just 
half  the  assessed  value.  I  claim  that  these  facts 
demand  immediate  action;  that  we  ought  not  to  be 
referring  these  matters  constantly.  I  claim  that 
this  Council  has  power  to  deal  with  assessments. 
I  think  the  Boston  Herald  is  doing  'good  work  in 
its  editorial  columns,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  members  of  the  Council  are  asleep 
to  the  powers  held  by  the  Council.  '  We  have 
the  power  to  change  the  system  of  assessment 
and  the  facts  call  for  immediate  action.  I 
think  we  are  asleep  to  the  fact  that  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  has  absolutely  no  right  under 
the  charter  to  increase  salaries.  When  he  comes 
out,  as  he  has  in  the  budget,  and  gives  a  certain 
increased  appropriation  for  a  department  and  saj'S 
that  is  to  be  spent  for  salaries,  he  is  exceeding  his 
authority.  He  has  no  right  to  say  how  that  money 
shall  go.  In  fact,  when  we  make  that  appro- 
priation there  is  nothing  binding  on  the  department 
in  the  matter  of  spencUng  it  for  salaries.  The 
department  can  spend  it  for  machine  oil,  for  any- 
thing under  the  sun  in  connection  with  the  running 
of  the  department.  That  is  why  I  introduced  my 
order  to-day  asking  for  an  ordinance  making  it 
sure  that  money  will  be  spent  to  increase  the  pay 
of  certain  underpaid  employees  of  the  city.  'The 
late  Corporation  Counsel  Babson,  a  man  whom 
there  was  no  greater  authority  on  municipal  law, 
gave  a  written  opinion  to  the  effect  that  after  we 
passed  an  appropriation  for  a  department  we  had 
no  further  control  over  the  appropriation  than 
to  see  that  it  was  honestly  sjpent;  and  when  the 
Mayor  comes  in  with  additional  appropriations 
over  last  year  and  says  cert.ain  amounts  are  to  be 
spent  for  salaries,  they  do  not  necessarily  go  to 
salaries  or  to  anything  else.  There  is  nothing 
binding,  requiring  the  money  to  be  applied  to 
salaries.  That  is  why  I  brought  in  my  ordinance 
to-day.     And  so  in  the  matter  of  assessing,  I  ask 
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that  we  deal  with  that  subject.  Here  is  a  mortgage 
taken  by  the  Lowell  Institution  for  Savings  for 
$9,000  on  property  located  at  15-17  Endicott 
street.  The  property  is  assessed,  gentlemen,  for 
.S10,.500,  and  the  Lowell  Institute  for  Savings, 
acting  under  the  60  per  cent  clause,  loans  $9,000 
on  that  property.  I  desire  to  call  the  members' 
attention  to  the  letters  I  have  put  in  to-day,  under 
another  order,  where  institutions  and  savings 
banks  say  franldy  that  they  do  not  consider  the 
assessments  in  various  sections,  giving  specific 
examples  of  how  they  have  loaned  money  on  less 
than  60  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  and  have 
had  to  take  the  property  under  foreclosure.  That 
is  the  way  sa's'ings  banks  surrounding  us  in  Boston 
are  criticising  our  assessments.  Isn't  it  time  that 
we  did  something  about  it?  All  I  am  asking  for 
is  that  we  have  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
subject.  Certainly  the  Coiincil  has  the  authority 
to  investigate.  I  am  making  it  possible  for  the 
Chair  to  appoint  members  of  the  committee  as 
he  pleases.  He  can  appoint  members  antagonistic 
to  any  change.  But  certainly  it  seems  to  me  it 
is  time  to  act,  without  postponing  this  matter 
indefinitely.  Here  is  another  letter  that  gives 
facts.  I  will  not  give  the  name  of  the  man  from 
whom  it  comes,  but  it  is  as  follows: 

(Quoting  letter,  which  it  was  subsequently 
decided  should  be  kept  out  of  the  records.) 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  gentleman,  through  the  Chair,  to  kindly  give 
the  name  of  the  sender  of  the  letter  he  is  reading 
from,  if  he  will  do  so.  That  is  simply  an  evidence 
of  good  faith,  of  course. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
putting  in  letters  here  constantly  at  every  meeting 
in  connection  with  which  it  has  seemed  to  me 
that  the  writers  would  have  no  ob.iection  to  their 
names  being  known.  I  think  before  I  close  this 
letter  you  will  see  that  there  may  be  some  objection 
to  giving  the  writer's  name.  If  the  councilor  will 
pardon  me,  before  I  get  through  I  think  he  will  see 
the  reason. 

Coun.  WATSON — If  the  name  is  not  given,  I 
should  certainly  have  to  consider  it  as  I  would 
consider  an  anonymous  circular,  giving  no  credence 
to  it. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  shaU  be  glad,  before  leaving 
the  Chamber,  to  satisfy  the  councilor  personally 
as  to  the  name  of  the  person.  I  will  show  the  letter 
to  him  personally. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Did  I  understand  the 
gentleman  correctly  in  reading  the  letter  to  say 
that  the  writer  was  giving  to  the  City  Council  his 
opinion? 

Coun.  SMITH — -This  is  in  answer  to  a  circular 
letter. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— May  I  ask  whether 
you  asked  him  to  write  and  give  the  City  Council 
his  opinion? 

Coun.  SMITH — This  is  in  answer  to  a  circular 
letter. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— May  I  ask  whether 
you  asked  him  to  write  and  give  the  City  Council 
his  opinion?     Is  that  put  correctly? 

Coun.  SMITH — This  letter  is  an  answer  to  a 
circular  letter  that  I  sent  out  December  23,  which 
is  in  the  minutes  of  the  Council.  This  is  a  letter 
in  answer  to  that.  (Continuing  the  reading  of  letter 
above  quoted.) 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  T  would  like 
to  m.ake  a  motion  at  this  time. 

President  KENNY — A  motion  is  not  in  order 
at  this  time.    The  gentleman-  still  has  the  floor. 

Coun.  WATSON— If  the  gentleman  would  yield 
to  me  for  a  moment,  I  think  perhaps  I  can  make  a 
suggestion. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  answer  questions,  but  I  prefer  not  to  yield  for 
a  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  I  would  ask  a  question 
through  the  Chair.  I  would  ask  the  gentleman 
from  the  Back  Bay,  first,  does  he  intend  to  give 
the  name  of  the  signer  of  that  communication? 
And,  if  he  answers  in  the  negative,  I  desire  to  serve 
notice  on  him  that  I  will  move  to  .strike  it  from  the 
records.  I  am  opposed  to  anonymous  circulars 
or  letters. 

Coun.  SMITH— Well,  I  will  not  refuse  to  give 
the  name  of  the  party  writing  the  letter.  In  fact, 
I  specifically  offered  to  give  the  name  to  the  coun- 
cilor. If  he  desires  it  stricken  from  the  record, 
that  is  immaterial  to  me,  because  these  things  have 
been  piling  up  so  that  I  think  there  are  now  more 
than  a  hundred  of  them  before  the  Council,  and 
one  more  or  less  will  make  no  difference.  I  prefer 
not  to  give  the  gentleman's  name  publicly,  because 


the  gentleman  gives  specific  facts.  If  the  member 
doubts  the  facts,  he  can  check  them  off.  But  that 
anybody  should  be  held  responsible  for  those  facts 
is  another  matter.  I  want  to  be  frank  with  the 
Council.  I  want  to  teU  them  now  that  if  there  is 
not  some  action  by  this  body  within  a  reasonable 
length  of  time  1  have  several  courses  of  action  open 
to  me,  and  I  want  to  tell  the  Council  what  those 
courses  of  action  arei  so  that  there  will  not  be  any 
misunderstanding. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  suggest 
that  the  question  is  on  reconsideration  of  the 
reference.  The  gentleman  has  had  the  floor  for 
thirteen  minutes  and  is  now  departing  onto 
another  subject,  which  does  not  involve  the  ques- 
tion of  reconsideration. 

Coun.  SMITH — ^Mr.  President,  I  am  asking  for 
immediate  consideration  instead  of  reference  of 
this  matter,  and  1  am  willing  to  tell  the  Council 
why  I  want  immediate  action,  because  if  I  should 
take  the  savings  banks  in  this  town  and  find  out 
the  loans  they  have  made  on  property  and  publish 
that,  and  the  public  should  see  how  the  loans  com- 
pare with  the  assessed  value,  it  might  bring  dis- 
astrous results.  I  ask  the  Council  to  act  at  once, 
instead  of  forcing  me  to  take  that  position.  For 
instance,  I  can  mention  several  savings  banks  in 
connection  with  this  matter,  but  I  am  going  to 
wait  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  If  I  should 
take  up  those  savings  banks  and  name  the  property 
on  which  they  hold  mortgages  and  then  show 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  and  the  amount 
that  they  have  loaned  upon  it,  there  might  be  runs 
on  the  savings  banks.  There  is  not  a  man  here 
who  does  not  realize  that  fact.  I  will  not  stand 
responsible  for  a  run  on  any  savings  bank  when 
the  Council  has  refused  to  take  action  on  an  impor- 
tant matter  like  this  for  months  and  months. 
I  hold  this  body  responsible.  We  have  the  power 
to  act.  We  are  asked  simply  to  name  a  committee 
and  to  consider  the  subject,  and  if  I  am  forced 
within  a  reasonable  length  of  time  to  go  to  the 
length  of  giving  the  loans  that  have  been  made  by 
savings  banks,  showing  how  they  compare  with 
the  assessed  values,  I  think  the  results  might  be 
disagreeable.  There  is  another  reason  why  I 
want  to  see  reasonably  prompt  recognition  of 
the  importance  of  this  matter  and  action  upon  it. 
I  have  a  lawyer  now  who  will  be  very  glad  to  take 
all  cases  of  over  assessment  sent  to  him  and  appeal 
them  to  the  court.  Every  man  here  knows 
v/ithout  further  argument  that  those  cases  can 
be  brought  by  the  hundreds — ^yes,  by  the  thou- 
sands. In  the  suburban  districts — South  Boston, 
Roxbury,  Dorchester,  Brighton,  West  Roxbury — 
you  can  take  them  by  whole  streets;  and  if  the 
owners  see  fit,  free  of  charge,  to  appeal  to  the  courts 
from  the  figures  given  by  the  assessors,  I  will  not 
stand  responsible  for  the  results.  I  simply  say 
that  if  the  Council  does  not  see  fit  to  act  within  a 
reasonable  length  of  time,  these  methods  are  open 
to  me.     I  thank  vou. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  is  unfortu- 
nate that  on  my  second  day  in  the  Council  I 
should  feel  called  upon  to  talk  so  much.  It  is 
no  particular  hardship  upon  me,  but  it  may  lead  to 
opinions  being  expressed  upon  my  action  here 
to-day.  The  councilor  has  shown  to  me  a  letter 
stating  certain  criticisms.  I  will  not  give  the 
name  of  the  man  who  signed  that  letter  without 
his  permission.  Neither  will  the  Press  know  it 
from  me.  But  I  will  tell  the  Council  and  the  Press 
that  the  signer  of  the  letter  never  paid  to  the 
gentleman  the  courtesy  of  signing  it  in  ink,  and 
that  makes  it  all  the  more  unimportant,  when 
added  to  the  fact  that  it  appears  here  in  our 
records  as  an  anonymous  letter.  If  that  man  sent 
the  letter  in  good  faith  and  wants  to  stand  back 
of  his  statements,  or  had  any  consideration  for 
the  gentleman,  any  great  consideration,  he  would 
have  honored  him  at  least  with  a  signed  signature 
to  the  letter,  which  the  letter  did  not  contain — that 
is,  a  signature  in  ink.  I  am  going  to  move,  there- 
fore, not  intending  any  disrespect  to  the  gentleman, 
to  strike  out  the  letter  read  by  him,  because  it 
is  an  anonymous  communication.  I  make  that  as 
amotion,  if  it  is  in  order. 

President  ICENNY — The  question  first  comes 
on  reconsideration.  The  motion  which  has  been 
suggested  by  Coun.  Watson,  to  strike  out  the 
letter,  is  not  in  order  at  this  time.  After  acting 
upon  the  question  of  reconsideration,  the 'councilor's 
motion  will  be  in  order. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  was  lost, 
and  the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  now  make 
again  the  motion  that  I  made  a  moment  ago — that 
the  letter  read  by  Coun.  Smith,  the  anonymous 
letter,  be  stricken  from  the  record,  foT  the  reasons 
that  I  submitted  prior  to  this  Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  ,  I  have  no 
objection  to  that.  As  I  have  said,  there  are 
approximately  one  hundred  cases  in  here  now, 
and  I  think  one  more  or  less  will  not  matter.  I 
would  rather  keep  faith  with  what  I  think  would 
be  the  intention  of  the  writer  of  this  letter. 

President  KENNY — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  letter  will  be  stricken  from  the  record.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
sure  but  what  my  fellow  councilor  from  Roxbury 
introduced  this  into  the  Coimcil  in  order  to  draw 
my  fire.  I  may  be  wrong:  but  I  think  the  resolu- 
tion should  be  defeated  for  several  reasons.  It 
states  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  no  sub- 
stantial change  should  be  made  in  the  city  charter. 
It  is  a  question  what  the  gentleman  may  mean  by 
the  word  "substantial."  If  he  means,  as  he  sug- 
gested in  executive  session,  no  change  whatsoever, 
then  I  am  more  strongly  opposed  to  the  resolution. 
I  was  elected  to  this  body,  I  believe,  on  a  platform 
that  called  for  a  revision  of  the  charter.  I  am 
inclined  to  believe  that  my  election  meant  a 
radical  revision  in  the  charter,  because  the  fire  of 
the  reform  element,  the  Finance  Commission  and 
the  Good  Government  Association  and  all  the 
high-brows,  w^as  directed  at  me.  I,  in  face  of  all 
this,  declared  myself  more  strongly  at  each  meet- 
ing in  favor  of  a  revision  of  the  charter.  I  realize 
that  a  revision  of  the  charter  in  its  entirety  would 
be  out  of  the  question,  but  I  do  believe  that  this 
body,  through  its  Legislative  Committee,  could 
appear  at  the  Legislature  in  favor  of  some  minor 
changes    which,    in    my    opinion,    are    necessary, 
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proper  and  justifiable.  I  have  in  mind  the  ques- 
tion of  the  number  of  names  necessary  in  order 
that  one  may  be  a  candidate  for  the  City  Council. 
I  know  that  the  requirement  of  5,000  names 
upon  a  petition  in  order  to  be  a  candidate  is 
practically  prohibitive  excepting  in  certain  cases. 
In  mj'  particular  case  it  was  hardship,  but  because 
of  concUtions  as  they  existed  I  succeeded  in  getting 
25,000  certified  names,  fortunately.  Other  candi- 
dates, just  as  able  perhaps  as  I  and  just  as  much 
entitled  to  become  candidates  as  I,  fell  down 
because  of  not  receiring  the  necessarj'  number  of 
signatures.  I  think  it  is  un-American  and  unfair 
to  have  a  charter  continue  for  Boston  that  ■nill 
deny  to  the  average  man  an  opportunity  to  seek 
the  suffrage  of  his  fellow  citizens.  Therefore,  I 
am  strongly  in  favor  of  reducing  the  names  neces- 
sary in  order  to  be  a  candidate  for  this  ofBce  that 
I  now  hold  from  5,000  to  1,000.  The  Press  of 
Boston,  even  the  reform  papers,  the  organs  of  the 
Good  Government  Association,  the  Herald  and 
Traveler,  have  had  editorial  statements  that  I 
have  read  favoring  the  proposition  of  cutting 
dow^n  the  number  of  signatures  necessary.  There- 
fore, that  does  not  come  from  one  side  of  the 
political  arena  alone,  but  I  am  arguing  from  the 
standpoint  of  both  sides  on  that  matter.  As  to 
the  question  of  a  larger  body — why,  gentlemen, 
there  is  not  a  member  of  this  body  who  can  prop- 
erly attend  to  his  duties  and  obey  the  reasonable 
demands  of  his  constituents  as  things  are  to-day. 
You  know  it,  j'ou  cannot  deny  it  if  you  are  fair, 
and  you  will  not  deny  it,  I  believe.  Therefore,  I 
favor  a  larger  body.  But  I  am  not  trying  to  foist 
on  to  this  Council  my  "^dews.  I  am  merely  telling 
how  I  stand  on  the  proposition  and  telling  how 
I  think  the  people  feel  in  regard  to  it — that  in  one 
particular,  anyway,  the  number  of  names  necessary 
to  allow  a  man  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  City 
Council — that  number  should  be  less  than  5,000. 
I  trust  that  the  resolution  will  not  pass.  I  trust 
that  the  councilor  will  be  reasonable  and  will 
bear  in  mind  that  many  men  just  as  able  and 
just  as  honest  as  he  and  I  will  desire  to  become 
candidates  in  the  future,  and  should  not  be  pro- 
hibited from  becoming  candidates  because  of  the 
large  number  of  names  that  they  will  have  to 
obtain.  I  trust  that  the  resolution  as  read  will 
not  pass. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  the  coun- 
cilor who  has  just  preceded  me  very  well  says,  the 
point  turns  on  whether  a  substantial  change  is 
to  be  made  or  not.  I  believe  that  of  the  twenty- 
seven  bills  now  before  the  Legislature  not  one 
incorporates  a  change  that  I  have  very  much  at 
heart.  Consequently  I  am  willing  to  vote  for  this 
resolution.  But  I  am  willing  to  state,  as  a  matter 
of  preferential  voting,  that  if  we  could  have  a 
change  in  the  charter  that  would  ^es^llt  in  preferen- 
tial voting  in  the  election  of  a  Mayor  and  Council, 
I  would  be  very  strongly  in  favor  of  such  a  change. 
I  believe  that  the  present  method  is  not  the  proper 
method  for  electing  a  ilayor  or  Council,  but  that 
the  proper  way  to  have  an  election  which  will 
represent  the  wishes  of  the  people  is  through  the 
preferential  system.  I  believe  that  is  borne  out 
by  statistics.  I  believe  if  we  should  have  the 
preferential  method,  such  as  is  used  in  Spokane, 
Duluth,  Grand  Junction  and  Pueblo,  and  such  as 
is  advocated  by  the  Mayor  of  Seattle,  it  would  be 
a  better  method  and  would  result  in  better  repre- 
sentation of  the  people.  I  am  also  strongly  opposed 
to  5,000  signatures,  although  I  would  not  say 
at-this  point  that  I  don't  care  whether  the  number 
is  1,000  or  not,  because  I  think  it  is  entirely 
beside  the  point.  What  I  think  is  really  important 
is  that  we  should  entirely  change  our  method  of 
electing  a  City  Council  and  a  Mayor,  adopting  the 
preferential  system.  If  there  were  such  a  bill 
before  the  Legislature  I  should  favor  a  change  in 
that  direction,  but,  as  I  say,  out  of  all  the  bills 
before  the  Legislature  there  is  not  one  of  that  kind. 
I  shall,  therefore,  vote  for  this  resolution,  but  in 
doing  so  I  want  to  qualify  my  vote  in  that  way. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  see 
the  consistency  of  my  friend  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Chamber,  who  says  he  does  not  care  whether 
we  cut  down  from  5,000  to  1,000  the  number  of 
signatures.     Did  I  understand  him  correctly? 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  number  of 
signatures  necessary  is  entirely  immaterial  to  me, 
because  if  we  should  have  the  preferential  method 
that  would  not  enter  into  it  at  all.  In  Spokane 
it  takes  only  twenty-five  names  to  get  on  the  ballot. 
So  I  do  not  consider  the  number  of  names  impor- 
tant. I  consider  that  the  whole  method  of  election 
'is  the  important  thing. 


The  resolution  was  declared  adopted.  Coun. 
WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  yeas  6,  nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Collins, 
Kenny,  McDonald,  Smith — 6. 

Nays — Coun.  Buckley,  Watson — 2. 

(11)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  asking 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  answer  certain  ques- 
tions concerning  the  enforcement  of  chapter  489, 
Acts  of  1912 — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(12)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  be  authorized  to  close  certain 
streets  for  parade  on  Monday,  February  24 — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted ;    order  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

(13)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  to-day)  authorizing  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Companj-  to  lease  portions  of  subway 
land  at  the  corner  of  Canal,  Causewaj'  and  Haver- 
hill streets — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
vote  in  the  negative  on  this,  because  there  has 
been  no  evidence  presented  to  the  Council  as  to 
how  many  other  parcels  of  land  lie  in  exactly 
this  same  relation.  We  may  be  establishing  a 
precedent  for  a  great  many  parcels  of  land.  Where 
the  Elevated  Road  has  no  right  to  use  land  for 
other  than  Elevated  Road  purposes,  to  allow  it  to 
use  it  for  business  purposes  seems  to  me  a  danger- 
ous precedence.  If  that  applies  to  any  other 
parcels  of  land — and  the  Council  has  no  evidence 
that  it  does  not — I  think  it  would  be  a  most 
dangerous  precedent,  and  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  it.  1  should  be  very  glad  to  have  it  lie 
over  for  a  week  and  to  have  some  real  estate 
expert — a  member  of  the  Transit  Commission  or 
someone  conversant  with  the  facts — give  us 
some  evidence  on  the  subject.  I  think  we  are 
acting  very  much  in  the  dark.  This  matter 
came  to  the  Public  Lands  Committee  last  year 
and  we  held  a  very  slim  meeting.  It  was  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  and  Coun.  Ballantyne  and  myself 
were  present.  I  said  then  that  I  was  opposed  to  it, 
and  to  my  mind  this  reference  from  the  committee 
has  very  little  weight.  We  had  nobody  appear 
before  the  committee  in  regard  to  the  matter. 
We  did  send  word  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
he  said  that  legally  we  had  the  right  to  do  it,  but, 
of  course,  he  did  not  advise  one  way  or  the  other 
in  regard  to  it.  While  I  am  not  opposed  to  giving 
the  Elevated  Road  all  the  rights  it  ought  to  enjoy, 
and  making  its  burdens  as  hght  as  possible,  never- 
theless I  think  that  we  may  be  estabhshing  a 
precedent  here.  We  have  no  knowledire  to  show- 
that  this  does  not  apply  to  other  pieces  of  land 
in  town. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
mj'self  to  examine  into  the  order  a  little  more 
carefuUjr  and  to  find  out  whether,  in  my  opinion, 
it  does  establish  a  precedent,  whether  there  are 
other  analogous  cases  to  which  the  Council  would 
be  committed  by  the  passage  of  this  order.  For 
that  reason,  simply  that  1  may  look  into  the  matter, 
I  would  move  that  the  order  be  assigned  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
be  the  last  member  of  this  Board  to  vote  this 
privilege  to  the  Boston  Elevated  or  any  other 
corporation  or  private  individual  in  Boston  if  I 
thought  it  was  establishing  a  precedent  in  con- 
nection with  land  in  other  sections  of  the  city. 
This  matter  came  before  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  a  number  of  weeks  ago  and  was  under  con- 
sideration by  the  committee.  The  committee 
finally  reported,  recommending  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  think  every  member  of 
the  Council  has  had  ample  time  to  make  such 
inquiry  as  he  wished  to  make  in  regard  to  the  order. 
I  have. made  some  inquiry,  and  personally  1  am 
perfectly  satisfied  that  there  is  no  other  piece  of 
property  under  control  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Road  to  which  the  conditions  there  apply.  As  1 
understand  it,  this  property  is  leased  from  the 
Transit  Commission  for  transportation  purposes 
only,  and  they  ask  at  present  the  right  to  sub- 
let "it  for  business  purposes  until  such  time  as  it  is 
required  for  transportation  purposes.  With  refer- 
ence to  other  locations,  I  will  say  that  I  understand, 
on  what  I  consider  to  be  good  authority,  that  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railroad  owns  the  fee  in  every 
one  of  these  other  locations,  that  w-hile  it  may 
have   started  to   take  the  property  by  eminent 
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domain  it  lias  in  every  case  talcen  a  deed  from 
the  owner  of  the  property,  and  tlierefore  is  liolding 
the  fee  and  can  do  as  it  pleases  with  any  part  of  it. 
From  the  information  I  have  received,  and  from 
the  statement  made  by  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
no  harm  can  come  from  the  Council's  voting  for 
this  order,  and  I  am  prepared  to  vote  for  it  to-day. 

The  motion  to  assign  to  the  next  meeting  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  while  I 
know  I  am  out  of  order  in  asking  the  question 
at  this  time,  I  would  like  to  ask  if  it  will  do  any 
harm  if  this  is  put  over  for  a  week  or  two  weeks? 

-Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  1  have 
no  further  information  than  that  they  are  anxious 
to  have  this  done  in  order  to  make  a  contract. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  1  would  like 
to  know  also,  in  order  that  I  may  understand  the 
fact  and  may  vote  understandingly,  what  business 
is  to  be  carried  on  there  and  how  much  land  is  to 
be  sublet?  The  councilor  did  not  tell  us  that, 
and  I  would  like  to  know  the  fact,  so  that  I  may 
vote  right. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— The  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  has  no  further  information  than  what 
is  contained  in  the  order.  It  is  land  on  Canal, 
Causeway  and  Haverhill  streets.

SPANISH   LANGUAGE,   HIGH   SCHOOLS. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  a.sk  the  School 
Committee  to  add  the  Spanish  language  as  an 
elective  study  in  all  the  high  schools  of  Bo.ston, 
including  the  evening  high  schools. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  offer  this 
order  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Spanish  language 
is  becoming  so  important  a  language  for  our 
young  people,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  a  very 
short  time  the  Panama  Canal  will  be  opened, 
bringing  the  South  American  ports  so  much  nearer 
to  the  United  States,  and  of  necessity  we  will  be 
doing  a  great  deal  of  business  with  those  ports. 
In  addition,  we  own  Porto  Rico,  control  Cuba, 
and  own  the  Philippines.  It  seems  that  all  the 
countries  that  are  coming  under  the  control  of  the 
United  States  are  Spanish  countries  and  that  we 
ought  to  have  Spanish  as  an  elective  study  in  the 
schools.  This  order  is  not  introduced  for  the  pur- 
pose of  dictating  to  the  School  Committee,  but 
simply  in  order  that  the  matter  may  be  brought 
home  to  them  in  such  a  manner  that  they  will 
perhaps  more  thoroughly  look  into  it  and  see  the 
necessity  for  the  introduction  of  the  study  of 
Spanish  into  the  high  schools.

WASHINGTON   STREET.

EXTENSION   OF   BUILDING   LIMITS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
question  of  extension  of  building  limits  be  actively 
considered  by  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  a 
final  report  made  to  this  body  not  later  than  Mav 
1,  1013. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  will  detain 
the  Council  but  a  moment.  This  matter  has  been 
before  us  actively  for  two  years.  It  is  extremely 
important  to  the  city,  because  of  the  fire  hazard, 
and  it  seems  to  me  only  reasonable  that  a  com- 
mittee should  be  appointed  to  act  upon  this  matter 
within  the  time  specified.  I  have  here  facts  show- 
ing the  character  of  buildings  which  have  been 
going  up  in  Dorchester,  and  such  as  I  have  seen 
myself  since  we  began  debating  this  subject. 
I  think  we  must  all  appreciate  the  evils  of  some 
of  this  third-class  construction  as  the  necessity 
for  extending  of  building  limits.  I  wish  to  give 
just  one  case.  There  are  three  apartment  houses, 
each  a  three-flat  apartment  house,  and  all  alike, 
at  Nos.  40  and  42  Wentworth  street  and  No.  77 
Torrey  street,  Dorchester.  They  are  all  alike  — 
wooden  three-flatters,  approximately  53  by  25 
feet,  built  within  a  year.  That  is,  they  have  been 
built  since  this  matter  was  discussed  by  this  Coun- 
cil. If  you  go  into  the  basement  of  the  houses  you 
will  find  that  the  only  supports  or  lally  columns 
in  the  cellar  are  spruce  2  by  4,  which  give  no  support 
to  the  floor  and  have  no  caps  at  the  top.  They  are 
set  directly  on  the  cellar  floor,  and,  instead  of 
supporting  beams,  support  three  pieces  of  2  by  4 
laid  fiat,  one  on  top  of  the  other.  This  excuse 
for  a  beam,  this  so-called  middle  beam,  does  not 
rest  on  the  foundation  walls  at  its  end.  Then 
the  ceiling  of  the  cellar,  instead  of  ineeting  the 
walls  at  the  sides,  does  not  meet  by  a  foot  or  18 
inches,  and  there  is  a  space  of  a  toot  or  so  all 
around  where  the  beams  and  laths  show,  are  ex- 
posed. In  case  of  a  fire  starting  in  the  basement, 
it  could  very  easily  burn  out  those  2  by  4  supports 
and  go  up  through  the  walls  of  the  building  like  a 
flue,  because  it  is  all  exposed.  It  would  prove  a 
veritable  fire  shop  for  any  fireman  who  might  go 
in  after  the  fire  started.  The  whole  building 
might  go,  as  there  would  be  no  adequate  support. 
This  excuse  for  a  beam  or  support  that  I  have 
referred  to,  as  I  say,  does  not  rest  on  the  walls, 
and  a  fire  might  easily  burn  right  through  and  let 
the  floor  down.  Such  construction  affords  the 
best  possible  transmission  for  fire.  I  ask  if  it  is 
fair  to  the  firemen  to  ask  them  to  submit  them- 
selves to  that  sort  of  thing  in  case  of  a  fire?  That 
sort  of  thing  is  legal  to-day,  but  if  wo  should 
establish  building  limits  farther  out  we  will  pre- 
vent that  sort  of  thing.  Such  buildings  have 
been  going  up  in  the  past  and  since  we  have  had 
this  subject  under  consideration  and  it  is  about 
time  that  there  was  some  action  on  our  part.  I 
very  much  hope  the  order  will  pass. 

The  order    was    referred    to  the  Committee  on

cornice  in  the  exterior  of  the  City  Hall  Annex. 

I  understand  that  Mr.  Cummings  appeared 
before  your  honorable  body  at  the  meeting  of 
February  17,  and  for  that  reason  I  presume  that 
the  members  are  familiar  with  the  details  of  the 
request. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  loan  order  appropriating  the  sum 
of  thirty-four  thousand  dollars  (.?34,000),  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Buildings,  for  City  Hall  Annex, 
Substitution  of  Limestone  for  Artificial  Stone.

Dear  Sir, — We  respectfully  suggest  that  an 
order  be  introduced  into  the  City  Council  for  an 
appropriation  of  834,000  for  the  substitution  of 
genuine  Bedford  Indiana  limestone  in  place '  of 
artificial  stone  as  specified.  In  the  construction  of 
the  pilaster  caps,  column  capitals  and  cornice 
in  the  exterior  of  the  City  Hall  Annex. 

As  builders  we  believe  that  this  substitution 
should  be  made,  not  only  for  the  reason  that  the 
exterior  of  the  building  may  be  consistently  kept 
of  a  first-class  building  stone  of  uniform  color  and 
texture,  thus  enhancing  the  appearance  of  the 
structure,  but  also  for  the  reason  that  if  artificial 
stone  is  used  it  will  not  weather  the  same  as  genuine 
stone,  and  in  our  opinion  will  unquestionably 
injure  the  appearance  of  the  building. 

There  is  another  and  still  more  vital  reason 
involved  which  is  of  a  constructional  nature.  To 
con.struct  the  cornice  of  this  building  in  real  stone 
would  be  far  better  than  of  artificial  stone  as 
detailed,  as  the  construction  in  real  stone  is  perma- 
nently self-supporting  and  in  accordance  with  the 
best  known  practice. 

The  designing  of  this  portion  of  the  building  in 
artificial  stone  was  made  necessary  from  the  stand- 
point of  economy  in  order  that  the  building  could 
be  constructed  within  the  available  appropriation. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  City  of  Boston  will 
approve  of  the  use  of  this  imitation  stone  in  this 
particular  connection,  providing  this  matter  is 
thoroughly  investigated,  and  this  is  all  that  we  ask. 
We  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  opinion  of  well 
knowTi  architects  and  experts  might  be  secured, 
such  as  Shepley,  Rutan  &  Coolidge,  architects, 
Boston;  Parker,  Thomas  &  Rice,  architects,  Boston; 
C.  H.  Blackhall,  architect,  Boston,  or  the  Art 
Commission.

"Ordered,  That  the  police  commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  answ-er 
the  following  questions  at  his  earliest  convenience, 
viz.: 

"Has  a  general  order  been  issued  relative  to  the 
enforcement  of  chapter  486,  Acts  of  1912,  a  bill  to 
prohibit  false  and  misleading  advertisements? 

"If  so,  how  many  convictions  have  been  obtained 
and  how  many  prosecutions  have  been  made  under 
this  statute  by  the  Police  Department?"

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  from  your  office  a 
copy  of  a  request  of  the  City  Council  to  be  informed 
as  to  whether  or  not  a  general  order  has  been 
issued  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  chapter  489, 
Acts  of  1912,  and,  if  so,  as  to  the  number  of  prose- 
cutions and  convictions  under  the  statute. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  no  such  general  order 
has  been  issued,  general  orders  consisting  almost 
exclusively  of  announcements  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  such  of  the  Police  Commissioner's  acts  as 
are  of  particular  departmental  importance,  such 
as  appointments,  resignations,  promotions,  retire- 
ments, transfers,  the  results  of  trials,  etc.  Divi- 
sion commanders  learn  of  new  statutes  by  means  of 
copies  of  the  acts  with  which  they  are  furnished. 
I  know  of  no  prosecutions  under  this  statute, 
which  relates  to  misrepresentation  of  the  value, 
quality,  origin,  etc.,  of  goods  offered  for  sale 
and  lilfe  many  other  statutes  is  so  dependent  for 
enforcement  upon  technical  knowledge  which 
the  police  do  not  possess  and  remote  research 
which  without  neglecting  their  general  duties  they 
cannot  undertake,  that  it  is  only  upon  complaints 
from  persons  who  are  aggrieved,  who  have  knowl- 
edge of  the  subject  and  can  give  information  as 
to  necessary  evidence  that  practical  police  action 
can  be  taken.  Such  complaints  always  receive 
attention.

President  KENNY — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  hearings  are  in  private  there  is 
no  opportunity  for  a  member  of  this  body  to  com- 
municate to  the  public  at  large  the  fact  that  certain 
officials  are  derelict  in  their  duty.  I  consider  it 
my  duty  at  this  time  to  state,  in  connection  with 
the  order  passed  at  the  last  meeting,  a  reply  to 
which  from  the  Police  Commissioner  has  been  just 
transmitted  with  a  message  from  our  honorable 
president,  who  is  also  Acting  Mayor,  that  the  City 
of   Boston,    because   of   the   non-enforcement   of 


chapter  496  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  has  been  respon- 
sible for  the  milking  of  the  public,  citizens  of 
Boston,  people  who  purchase  in  our  stores,  of  more 
money  than  the  thieves  have  got  in  the  last  five 
years.  I  think  it  is  an  outrage  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston,  who  is  paid  out  of  the 
taxpayers'  money  of  the  cit}^  and  who  is  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  replies  to  this  body  that  no  gen- 
eral order  has  ever  been  sent  out  regarding  the 
most  important  piece  of  legislation  that  has  been 
on  the  statute  books  for  a  year.  It  is  unfortunate. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  I  should  seem  to  seek  pub- 
licity— I  do  not  wish  it,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that 
I  should  get  it — by  calling  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  the  fact  that  a  police  commissioner  who 
is  very  particular  about  prohibiting  men  who  are 
making  a  living  on  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  theaters 
from  selling  tickets,  persecuting  and  prosecuting 
them,  should  not  send  out  a  general  order  to  his 
subordinates  regarding  the  conduct  of  a  certain 
crooked  element  in  our  community.  I  say  now 
that,  God  wilUng,  I  trust  that  we  may  have  in  the 
future  a  police  commissioner  who  will  be  amenable 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  who  will  not  sit  as 
an  autocrat  in  his  chair  in  Pembertou  square.

ENGINE   HOUSE,    MASON   STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  19,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — By  your  order  of  January  27,  1913, 
I  am  requested  to  inform  you  whether  the  end  of 
Mason  street  running  into  Tremont  street  could  be 
taken  by  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  fire 
engine  station,  and  if  so  whether  the  city  would 
have  to  pay  the  abutters  for  a  reversion  in  fee. 

A  reply  to  this  inquiry  has  involved  a  careful 
examination  of  the  records  of  the  town  and  of  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  back  for  more  than  100  years 
and  the  result  of  this  examination  leaves  the  situa- 
tion not  entirely  free  from  doubt. 

Boston  Common  in  the  early  days  extended 
across  Common  street,  now  Tremont  street,  and 
probably  included  all  the  land  on  the  easterly  side 
of  that  street  between  West  street  and  the  south- 
erly line  of  that  portion  of  Mason  street  which  runs 
westerly  into  Tremont  street,  and  extended  easterly 
as  far  as  that  portion  of  Mason  street  which  runs 
in  a  northerly  and  southerly  direction. 

In  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the  town  passed  May 
24,  1811,  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
having  divided  this  land  into  suitable  lots,  sold 
them  at  public  auction.  At  this  sale  John  Lowell 
was  the  purchaser  of  the  lot  at  the  northerly  cor-- 
ner  of  Tremont  and  Mason  streets,  said  lot  being 
described  in  the  deed  given  to  him  as  bounded 
westerly  on  Common  street  29  feet,  southerly  on 
a  street  leading  from  Common  street  to  Mason 
street  70  feet,  easterly  on  Mason  street  21  feet 
and  northerly  on  an  adjoining  lot,  sold  at  the  same 
time  to  another  purchaser,  71  feet.  The  "street 
leading  from  Common  street  to  Mason  street"  is 
the  street  in  question  and  was  laid  out  over  the 
extreme  southerly  part  of  the  Common,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  land  on  the  south- 
erly corner  of  Tremont  and  Mason  streets,  then 
belonging  to  John  Amory,  is  described  in  deeds 
made  prior  to  the  conveyance  to  Lowell  as  bound- 
ing northerly  or  northeasterly  on  the  Common. 

The  deed  to  John  Lowell,  above  mentioned,  if 
made  at  the  present  time,  would  undoubtedly 
carry  the  fee  to  the  middle  of  the  street,  and  al- 
though the  rule  by  which  the  mention  of  a  way  as 
a  boundary  in  a  conveyance  of  land  is  presumed  to 
mean  the  middle  of  the  way,  if  the  way  belongs  to 
the  grantor,  has  been  declared  in  the  case  of 
Crocker  v.  Cotting,  166  Mass.  183,  to  be  not  an 
absolute  rule  of  law  irrespective  of  manifest  inten- 
tion, but  merely  a  principle  of  interpretation 
adopted  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  the  true 
meaning  of  the  words  used,  there  seems  to  be 
nothing  in  the  circumstances  connected  with  the 
deed  from  the  town  to  Lowell  which  would  indicate 
any  intention  on  the  part  of  the  town  to  confine  its 
grant  to  the  northerly  side  of  the  way. 

In  October  of  the  same  year,  1811,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving  the  lines  of  this  portion  of 
Mason  street  by  making  them  run  at  right  angles 
with  Tremont  street,  an  arrangement  was  made  by 
the  selectmen  with  Mr.  Lowell  and  Mr.  John 
Amory,  the  owner  of  the  lot  on  the  southerly  cor- 
ner, by  which  Mr.  Lowell  threw  into  the  street  a 
triangular  parcel  measuring  2  J  feet  on  Tremont 
street  and  received  in  return  a  similar  parcel 
measuring  SJ-  feet  on  Mason  street  in  the  rear  of 
his  lot,  and  Mr.  Amory  was  allowed  to  take  into 
his  lot  a  triangular  parcel  measuring  2./  feet  on 
Tremont  street,  giving  in  the  rear  a  similar  parcel 
measuring  5.;  feet  on  Mason  street.  In  pursuance 
of  tliis  arrangement  the  direction  of  the  street 
was  altered  by  vote  of  the  selectmen  October  2, 
1811,  so  that  it  should  run  at  right  angles  with 
Tremont  street,  but  preserving  its  former  width  of 
30  feet. 

The  effect  of  these  alterations,  whatever  may  be 
the  rule  as  to  bounding  by  the  middle  of  the  way, 
was  to  leave  in  the  former  owners,  and  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  the  fee  in  the  triangular  parcels 
thrown  into  the  street,  subject  only  to  the  public 
easement  for  street  purposes. 
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In  addition  to  whatever  title  to  the  fee  in  the 
street  the  Lowell  estate  might  have  acquired  by 
the  deed  from  the  town,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
conveyance  carried  with  it  the  right  to  use  the 
street  to  its  entire  width  for  all  the  purposes  of  a 
way,  and  that  in  case  of  a  discontinuance  of  the 
street  as  a  public  way,  these  private  rights  would 
be  revived  for  the  benefit  of  the  present  and 
future  owners  of  the  Lowell  lot. 

As  to  the  Araory  lot  on  the  opposite  or  southerly 
corner,  I  cannot  find  that  the  owners,  except  as  to 
small  triangular  parcel  thrown  into  the  street  in 
1811,  have  any  rights  beyond  those  enjoyed  by  the 
general  public,  and  it  is  probable  that,  although 
they  would  suffer  a  very  considerable  damage  by 
the  discontinuance  of  this  street  and  its  occupation 
by  a  building,  they  would  be  without  remedy 
against  the  city. 

Some  intimation  as  to  the  extent  of  the  damage 
which  would  be  caused  by  depriving  it  of  the 
advantages  which  it  enjoys  as  a  corner  lot  can  be 
had  from  the  fact  that  its  present  assessed  valua- 
tion exceeds  that  of  the  adjoining  lot  on  the  south 
by  $34  per  square  foot. 

Should  the  street  be  discontinued  as  a  public  way, 
the  land  therein  could  be  taken  by  right  of  eminent 
domain  for  a  fire  engine  station  or  for  any  other 
municipal  piu'pose,  and  in  case  of  such  discon- 
tinuance and  taking  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
owners  of  the  Lowell  lot  could  probably  recover 
idamages  against  the  city  for  the  value  of  the  fee 
of  one-half  the  street,  and  certainly  for  the  loss 
of  their  private  rights  of  way.  The  amount  of 
such  damage  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  but  un- 
doubtedly it  would  be  very  large.

HOSPITAL   BUILDING,   CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASES. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 
410-416  Tremont  Building, 

February  28,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  On  January  18,  1913,  the  City 
Council  referred  to  the  Finance  Commission  for 
investigation,  with  instructions  to  report  not  later 
than  March  1,  1913,  communications  from  the 
City  Hospital  Trustees  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
new  building  for  contagious  diseases,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $297,800. 

The  commission  has  heard  the  statements  of 
Doctors  Shattuck  and  Gay  of  the  City  Hospital 
staff,  and  has  received  communications  from  the 
trustees  through  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital. 
Doctor  McColIom;  but  the  commission  thinks 
that  further  time  might  be  taken  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain the  facts  in  the  case.  The  commission  has 
engaged  Dr.  M.  Victor  Saflord  of  the  United 
States  Marine  Hospital  Service  and  he  is  now 
making  for  the  commission  an  investigation  of  the 
existing  facilities  for  taking  care  of  persons  having 
contagious  diseases.  His  report  will  probably 
be  submitted  to  the  commission  within  the  next 
two  weeks,  and  after  the  receipt  of  the  report  the 
commission  will  make  its  report  to  the  City  Council 
as  quickly  as  possible.

HEARING  AT  THREE  O'CLOCK. 

President  KENNY  called  up  No.  1,  viz.: 
1.  On  petition  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  for  approval  of  the 
proposed  relocation  of  the  Crescent  Avenue 
Station  to  a  point  immediately  south  of  the  Colum- 
bia Road  Bridge. 


A  communication  was  received  objecting  to  said 
relocation,  as  follows: 

The  Ernest  M.  Skinner  Company, 

Boston,  March  1,  1913. 
Mr.  James  Donovan, 
City  Clerk: 

Dear  Sir, — The  undersigned,  president  of  The 
Ernest  M.  Skinner  Company,  located  at  Crescent 
avenue,  Dorchester,  Mass.,  will  be  unable  to  be 
present  at  the  hearing  on  Monday  next,  regarding 
the  removal  of  the  Crescent  Avenue  Station  to 
another  locality,  and  so  I  am  taking  this  oppor- 
tunity to  state  the  case  as  it  seems  to  us. 

We  located  our  business  and  built  our  building 
here  at  Crescent  avenue  on  account  of  its  proximity 
here  at  the  station.  We  are  about  to  increase 
our  plant  to  more  than  double  its  present  propor- 
tions. The  removal  of  this  station  will  mean  little 
less  than  disaster  to  us,  as  people  we  deal  with 
will  not  go  to  a  place  that  is  inconvenient  to  reach. 

We  employ  about  sixty  (60)  men,  many  of 
whom  would  find  it  impossible  to  meet  the  working 
hours  if  the  station  were  removed  one-half  a  mile 
away. 

There  is  no  way  to  get  from  the  present  station 
to  the  proposed  station  without  going  a  very 
roundabout  way,  and  on  account  of  the  Skinner 
Company  and  its  employees  I  want  to  protest  as 
strongly  as  possible  against  this  move.  In  addition 
to  the  inconvenience  it  would  cause  to  ourselves 
it  takes  the  station  away  from  a  large  center  of 
population,  and  makes  it  necessary  for  them  to 
walk  about  one-half  mile  from  center  in  place  of 
the  walk  from  one  to  five  minutes.  It  would  result 
in  throwing  the  greater  portion  of  the  traffic  to  the 
trolley  company.  It  would  be  certainly  out  of 
the  question  to  use  the  railway  in  any  way  what- 
ever in  the  means  of   coming  to  and  from  Boston. 

I  hope  the  petition  will  not  be  allowed.  I  would 
just  as  soon  have  the  station  removed  altogether 
as  to  place  it  where  they  propose.  It  amounts  to 
the  same  thing  as  far  as  we  are  concerned. 

An  inspection  of  these  premises  will  make  the 
facts  as  I  here  state  them  perfectly  evident.

3.  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
six  thousand  dollars  (.$6,000)  from  the  Reserve 
Fund,  when  made,  to  a  special  appropriation,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners,  for  Parkman  House,  Repairs  and 
Furnishings.

RULES. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  submitted  a  report  on  order  (referred  Jan- 
uary 27)  that  committee  meetings  be  held  in  pub- 
lic and  that  stenographic  reports  be  taken  of 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee — that  the 
order  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


ORDINANCE   REPORT. 

Coun.  COULTHURST,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  a  report  on  ordinance 
(referred  January  27)  relative  to  the  height  and 
weight  of  firemen — that  the  ordinance  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  the 
committee  has  considered  this  matter  and,  after 
hearing  from  various  parties  in  interest,  has 
decided  that  perhaps  a  wrong  was  done  the  j'oung 
men  wlio  had  passed  the  civil  service  examination 
at  the  time  when  last  year  we  adopted  the  ordi- 
nance limiting  the  height  of  firemen  to  5  feet  7 
inches  and  the  weight  to  140  pounds.  It  seems 
that  there  were  fifty  odd  young  men  on  the  list 
averaging  considerably  over  5  feet  6  inches  in 
height,  who  had  passed  the  examination  credibly, 
and  the  committee  decided  that  a  hardship  had 
been  done  those  young  men,  who  had  acted  in 
good  faith  in  taking  the  examination,  by  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  as  it  had  gone  through. 
Therefore,  the  committee  has  reported  this 
amendment,  which  allows  the  Fire  Commissioner 
to  appoint  any  of  these  young  men  who  had 
already  passed  the  examination  and  who  are  still 
eligible  to  the  Fire  Department. 

Coun.  WATSON~Mr.  President,  this  is  an 
opportunity  for  somebody  to  make  a  campaign 
speech  or  two.  It  is  not  necessary  in  my  case. 
I  want  to  say  that  1  have  no  apology  to  offer  for 
my  vote  on  this  proposition.  Had  1  been  a  member 
of  the  Council  last  year  I  should  never  have  voted 
for  the  5  foot  7  regulation.  I  am  glad  the  councilor 
who  preceded  me  has  seen  the  light,  and  has  seen 
the  error  of  his  way,  and  believe  to-day  the 
ordinance  should  be  amended.  I  trust  that  the 
ordinance  as  reported  will  pass. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  take 
great  pleasure  in  voting  for  the  adoption  of  this 
amendment  to  the  ordinance.  I  stand  here  to- 
day as  I  did  a  year  ago  when  the  matter  was 
before  the  Council.  I  think  we  did  an  injustice 
to  many  young  men  in  Boston,  not  only  those  on 
the  list  at  that  time,  but  a  great  many  of  our 
young  men  generally,  in  limiting  the  height  to 
5  feet  7.  I  stood  for  a  lower  standard,  and  I  stand 
for  it  to-day.  I  want  to  repeat  what  I  said  in  the 
Council  a  year  ago,  that  we  can  pick  out  just  as 
good  firemen  under  5  feet  7  as  many  that  are  much 
over  that,  and  I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  voting 
for  the  amendment  which  is  offered. 

The  ordinance  was  passed. 


HEIGHT   OF   FIREMEN. 

Coun.  McDonald  offered  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Height  of  Firemen. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1912  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking;  out  the  word  "seven"  and 
inserting  tlie  word  "six"  in  place  thereof,  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  "forty"  and  inserting 
the  words  "thirty-five"  in  place  thereof,  so  that 
said  ordinance  will  read  as  follows: 

Any  person  five  feet  six  inches  or  more  in  height 
and  weighing  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  pounds  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment 
as  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  provided  that  such  person  meets  the  other 
requirements  necessary  for  such  appointment. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 


COMMITTEE   HEARINGS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  several  committees  of  the  City  Council  be 
authorized  to  give  hearings  at  their  discretion  on 


matters  referred  to  them,  the  expense  of  the  same 
and  the  expense  of  hearings  which  may  be  given 
by  the  City  Council  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses. 
Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


EXTENSION   OF   CIVIL   SERVICE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  indorses  the  passage  of  House  Bill  No.' 
319,  entitled  "An  Act  to  E.xtend  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Laws  to  the  Collection  and  Treasury  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Boston." 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  send  a  copy  of 
the  foregoing  resolution  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Metropolitan  Affairs  and  to  the  Clerks 
of  the   Senate   and   House   of   Representatives. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


WORK   AT    CHARLESTOWN    NAVY   YARD. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  respectfully  requests  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  utilize  the  resources  of  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard  for  construction  work,  and  to  provide  the 
necessary   appliances  for  the   same. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  recommends 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  the  advisability  of 
building  at  the  Charlestown  Navy  Y^ard  one  of 
the  new  fuel  ships  authorized  by  Congress,  and 
to  provide  employment  for  the  workmen  in  the 
yard  either  by  the  construction  or  repair  of  ships, 
or  such  other  work  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
upbuilding  of  the  United  States  Navy. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  send  a  copy  of 
the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
United  States  Navy. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON-^Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration  of  the  reference  and  I  will  then 
move  a  suspension  of  all  rules  in  order  that  the 
matter  may  go  upon  its  passage  at  this  time. 

Reconsideration  was  refused. 


COST   OF   BUILDING   PLANS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  as  soon  as  possible  the  cost  of 
plans  and  estimates  for  a  municipal  building  in 
Roslindale. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  reconsider- 
ation of  the  reference.  I  have  put  in  this  order 
because  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee  to-day  deal- 
ing with  this  subject  we  decided  not  to  report 
back  to  this  body  the  .155,000  order  asking  for  plans 
for  a  municipal  building  in  Roslindale,  the  West 
Roxbury  section.  Personally  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  municipal  building  in  Roslindale  should  be 
on  the  same  footing  as  the  Centre  street  widening. 
We  referred  the  Centre  street  widening  to  the 
Street  Commissioners,  and  it  seems  only  common 
decency  and  fairness  to  refer  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  the  municipal  building  in  Roslindale 
to  another  public  department,  the  Public  Buildings 
Department,  so  that  we  may  obtain  plans  and 
specifications  from  Mr.  Fish  in  regard  to  that 
building  as  we  will  from  the  Street  Commissioners 
in  regard  to  the  Centre  street  widening.  These 
two  improvements  are,  of  course,  needed.  1  think 
the  majority  of  the  Council  realize  that  they  are 
needed  in  that  section.  It  is  an  open  question  which 
one  is  more  needed,  but  certainly  this  body  ought 
not  to  stand  in  the  way  of  treating  the  two  matters 
fairly.  I  trust  that,  instead  of  having  this  matter 
referred  to  a  committee,  it  will  be  taken  up  at  the 
present  time.  It  the  Committee  on  Finance  had 
had  any  definite  days  of  meeting  and  we  had  known 
when  the  .$5,000  appropriation  for  the  Roslindale 
building  would  be  dealt  with,  I  would  not  Iiave 
introduced  this  order,  but  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee's meetings  are  indefinite,  and  I  could  obtain 
no  definite  promise  as  to  when  the  next  meeting 
would  be.  Consequently  it  seemed  to  me  only 
fair  to  introduce  this  order.     1  trust  that,  instead 
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of  having  it  consigned  to  a  committee  where  it 
may  rest  indefinitely,  reconsideration  will  prevail 
so  that  it  may  be  put  upon  its  passage  to-day. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  wish 
to  correct  a  little  error  which  1  think  the  councilor 
on  my  right  has  made  in  stating  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  to-day  refused  to  report  back 
the  order  for  S-5,000  for  plans  and  specifications 
for  a  new  municipal  building  in  the  Roslindale 
district.  I  may  be  wrong,  but  I  fail  to  remember 
the  committee  taking  any  action  whatever  upon 
the  order  for  85,000.  A  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance  was  called  to-daj'  for  a  special 
purpose.  That  purpose  was  to  decide  whether  or 
not  a  public  hearing  should  be  given  to  the  resi- 
dents of  Roslindale  and  the  West  Roxbury  section 
to  consider  the  different  improvements  before  that 
committee  at  the  present  time.  That  was  the 
only  object  for  which  that  meeting  was  called 
to-day.  That  was  perfectly  understood  by  the 
councilor  who  resides  in  that  section,  and  it  was 
so  understood  by  the  Clerk  of  Committees.  But 
he  failed  to  send  out  the  call  in  the  way  in 
which  it  was  given  to  him,  so  that  the  meeting 
was  simply  called  as  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance.  That  matter  was  discussed 
before  the  committee  and  the  councilor  from 
that  district  very  generously  agreed  to  abide  by 
that  purpose  for  which  the  meeting  was  called, 
very  gladly  agreeing  to  have  that  matter  lie 
over  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee. 
The  question  was  asked  as  to  when  that  commit- 
tee would  meet,  and  as  chairman  of  the  committee 
1  stated  to  the  councilor  on  my  right  that  1  would 
call  -that  meeting  at  the  very  first  opportunity, 
that  we  would  be  busy  for  a  few  days  with  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  but  at  the  very 
first  opportunity  1  could  get  to  do  so  I  would  call 
the  Committee  on  Finance  together.  The  gentle- 
man then  said  that  if  that  committee  was  to  be 
called  very  soon  he  would  gladly  withdraw  his 
motion.  If  any  other  member  of  the  committee 
knows  of  any  other  action  taken  on  that  order 
to-day,  it  was  at  a  time  when  I  was  not  present, 
and  I  do  not  remember  leaving  the  room  during 
a  session  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  have 
very  much  at  heart  the  passage  of  the  appropriation 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  during  the  latter  part 
of  last  year  providing  §5,000  for  investigation  of 
a  site  and  preparation  of  plans  for  a  municipal 
building  for  Roslindale.  I  have  been  in  confer- 
ence with  the  committees  of  the  various  organiza- 
tions out  in  Roslindale  interested  in  this  matter, 
and  would  frankly  state  that  the  whole  district 
is  aroused  and  is  watching  the  proceedings  of  this 
Council  with  a  great  deal  of  interest.  I  caine  to 
the  last  session  of  the  .Council  when  the  committees 
were  announced.  I  was  not  in  the  best  of  health 
and  it  was  with  great  difScultj'  that  I  got  in  here, 
but  1  did  it  for  the  specific  purpose  of  trying  to 
arrange  w'ith  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  for  an  immediate  hearing  upon  this  propo- 
sition that  S5,000  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 
The  chairman  frankly  told  me  that  he  would  order 
a  committee  meeting  at  any  time  when  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  directed  him  to  do  so  in  writing. 
I  realized  that  it  would  be  very  impolitic  for  me 
to  attempt  that  sort  of  action,  'especially  in  the 
first  part  of  the  session.  I  don't  think  it  has  ever 
been  done  in  the  history  of  the  Council.  But  he 
made  a  proposition  to  me  w'hich  I  accepted — 
namely,  that  he  would  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  to-day  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  granting  a  public  hearing  upon  this 
proposition  and  also  upon  another  proposition 
pending  before  us,  the  widening  of  Centre  street. 
West  Roxbury.  To  that  proposition  I  assented, 
as  the  best  I  could  get.  Since  that  time  I  have 
been  in  conference  with  the  people  interested  in 
both  propositions.  They  realize  that  such  a  hear- 
ing would  not  be  advantageous,  that  both  parties 
would  be  represented,  there  would  be  a  lot  of  noise 
and  clamor,  and  that  perhaps  neither  proposition 
would  receive  consideration  by  this  Council.  When 
the  committee  met  to-day  the  chairman  put  it 
up  to  me  that  I  had  agreed  to  the  fact  that  this 
committee  meeting  was  called  for  a  special  purpose. 
As  a  matter  of  truth  and  good  faith  I  had  to  agree 
with  him,  and,  inasmuch  as  he  still  maintained 
his  attitude,  that  he  did  not  think  it  advisable 
to  consider  in  committee  anything  except  the 
special  matter  for  the  committee,  I  had  as  a  matter 
of  good  faith  to  consent  to  this  matter  going  over 
again  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance.     The  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  has 


now  jumped  into  the  breach  and  is  trying  to  force 
this  thing  through  or  complicate  it  in  some  way 
by  an  order  calling  for  a  report  from  Superintendent 
Fish  as  to  the  cost.  That  is  not  what  the  people 
out  in  Roslindale  want.  What  they  want  is  this 
appropriation  of  S5,000  so  that  adequate  plans 
may  be  made  and  an  adequate  investigation  of 
the  matter  may  be  carried  out.  A  superficial 
report  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings would  be  of  no  value  whatsoever.  I  want 
to  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  that  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  I  shall 
insist  as  far  as  I  am  able  that  the  committee  shall 
consider  seriously  this  proposition  of  passing  the 
Mayor's  appropriation.  I  <;ould  not  in  good  faith 
insist  upon  its  being  considered  to-day  in  the 
committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  Coun. 
Ballantyne  has  said,  I  moved  in  the  Committee  on 
Finance  that  the  appropriation  of  So, 000  for  plans 
for  a  municipal  building  in  Roslindale  be  reported 
back  "Ought  to  pass."  The  report  is  lacking,  it 
goes  without  saying.  In  other  words,  the  Finance 
Committee  did  not  see  fit  to  send  back  the  pro- 
vision for  So, 000  to  this  body,  did  not  see  fit  to  re- 
port back  "  Ought  to  pass. ' '  I  knew  nothing  about 
the  committee  being  called  for  any  special  purpose. 
I  was  no  party  to  any  agreement,  and  I  will  say 
that,  as  representing  the  citizens  of  this  city  and 
not  of  any  district,  I  always  have  been  in  con- 
ference with  parties  from  Roslindale.  I  also  have 
sounded  public  opinion  there  and  find  that  what 
the  people  of  Roslindale  want  more  than  anything 
else  is  results.  They  don't  want  to  be  battledored 
and  shuttlecocked  around  from  one  thing  to  an- 
other, from  one  committee  to  another,  told  this  and 
that  by  members  of  this  body.  They  want  results. 
If  the  Committee  on  Finance  has  no  definite  day 
for  meeting,  if  it  is  not  ready  to  pass  this  S5,000 
appropriation,  then  I  ask  this  Council  to  put  the 
municipal  building  in  Roslindale  on  the  same  foot- 
ing as  Centre  street,  to  ask  another  department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  for  a  report  on  the  municipal 
building  just  as  we  have  already  asked  one  depart- 
ment for  a  report  on  Centre  street.  If  that  is  not 
fair  play  as  between  the  people  of  Roslindale,  the 
two  parties  asking  for  these  two  improvements,  I 
miss  my  guess.  We  have  already  asked  one  depart- 
ment to  give  us  specifications  and  estimates  for 
Centre  street;  now  let  us  ask  another  department 
for  specifications  and  estimates  on  the  Roslindale 
municipal  building.  I  hope  this  will  pass  to-day. 
We  have  no  knowledge  of  when  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee will  meet.  I  asked  the  chairman  if  they 
would  have  a  meeting  within  two  iveeks,  and  said 
in  that  case  I  would  withdraw  my  motion,  and  he 
first  said  they  would  meet  within  two  weeks  and 
then  at  the  suggestion  of  the  President  withdrew 
that  promise  and  said,  he  would  not  promise  when 
they  would  have  another  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance.  Now,  I  have  been  voted  down  in  this 
body.  A  majority  of  the  votes  are  against  me. 
Well  and  good.  Realizing  that,  I  come  in  and  ask 
that  another  department  of  the  City  of  Boston  re- 
port on  this  matter,  just  as  we  have  already  asked 
one  department  to  report  on  the  Centre  street 
widening.  I  think  that  is  only  justice  to  the  people 
of  Roslindale. 

Coun.  B.ALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
gentleman  from  the  West  Roxbury  district  (Coun. 
Coulthurst)  is  perfectly  correct  in  the  statements 
he  has  made  in  regard  to  the  calling  of  the  meeting. 
The  only  mistake  made  was  by  the  Clerk  of  Com- 
mittees in  issuing  the  order  for  the  call.  He  was 
instructed  to  call  the  meeting  of  the  committee  for 
a  special  purpose.  He  failed  to  make  that  special 
call.  I  told  every  member  of  the  Council  with 
whom  I  came  in  contact — I  did  not  happen  to 
meet  the- councilor  on  my  right  (Coun.  Smith) — 
that  that  meeting  was  called  for  that  special  pur- 
pose, and  that  no  action  would  be  taken  on  any 
loan  orders  before  that  committee  at  that  time. 
In  order  to  keep  good  faith  with  the  other  members 
of  the  committee  I  could  take  no  other  stand  than 
I  have  to-day.  I  have  told  the  members  that  that 
meeting  was  called  for  that  purpose  and  that 
no  action  would  be  taken  on  that  order  or  any  other 
order  from  any  other  part  of  the  city.  I  am  just 
as  much  interested  in  the  West  Roxburj'  section 
aS  any  other  member.  I  believe  all  the  improve- 
ments they  ask  for  are  very  meritorious,  and  were 
it  in  the  power  of  the  Council  this  year  to  appro- 
priate all  the  money  for  all  the  improvements  there 
is  nobody  who  would  be  more  glad  to  so  vote  than  I. 
But  w'hen  we  face  at  the  present  time  a  borrowing 
capacity  of  little  more  than  S4, 000, 000,  and  the 
City  Council  has  always  considered  it  never  safe 
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to  leave  the  city  without  half  or  three-quarters  of  a 
million,  which  would  reduce  the  amount  to  three 
millions  and  a  half  at  most,  and  when  we  have  now 
before  us  orders,  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions of  the  Mayor  amounting  to  nearly 
$8,000,000,  is  it  not  right  that  we  should  exercise 
the  very  greatest  care  in  the  selection  of  the  most 
meritorious  improvements  in  expending  the  small 
amount  that  we  have  available?  1  do  not  like  to 
contradict  the  statement  of  the  councilor  on  the 
right,  but  would  like  to  ask  him  to  answer  one 
question,  if  he  will  do  so.  That  is,  whether  or  not 
he  did  finally  withdraw  his  motion  in  the  Committee 
on  Finance  to-day? 

Coun.  SMITH— I  did  not.  I  said  I  would 
gladly  withdraw  it  if  he  would  make  a  promise  that 
the  Committee  on  Finance  would  meet  within 
two  weeks.  That  seemed  a  moderate  length  of 
time,  especially  as  this  $5,000  is  an  appropriation 
and  not  a  loan,  and  we  do  not  have  to  consider 
it  with  reference  to  the  other  matters  he  has 
mentioned.     It  is  an  appropriation,  and  not  a  loan. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  have  not 
finished  the  answer. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
asked  a  question  and  got  the  answer.  I  have  not 
yielded  the  floor.  I  asked  the  gentleman  a  question 
and  he  has  answered.  I  should  like  to  ask  another 
question. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  ITnder  Cushing's  Manual  I  under- 
stand that  when  a  member  yields  the  floor  to 
another  member  he  yields  it  for  all  time. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  did  not  yield  the 
floor.  I  simply  said  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman  a  question.  I  asked  the  question  and 
I  got  an  answer. 

President  IlENNY- The  Chair  would  state  that 
he  understood,  or  rather  assumed,  that  when  the 
councilor  had  taken  his  seat  he  had  yielded  the 
floor. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  yielded  for  a  ques- 
tion, simply  for  an  answer  to  a  question. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President. 

President  KENNY— Couif.  Smith,  I  would  like 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  councilor  who  now  has 
the  floor  to  the  fact  that  he  has  used  about  all  his 
time  on  the  question  before  the  body. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  1  did  not 
realize  that  there  was  a  time  limit. 

President  IvENNY — Under  the  rules  there 
is  ten  minutes  allowed  to  any  one  member  on 
.this  question — uot  ten  minutes  for  the  entire 
Council,  but  ten  minutes  to  one  member.  That 
is  the  limit  of  time  on  a  motion  to  reconsider. 
That  is  the  rule. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  1  would  like 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat  to  the  fact  that  the  order  I  have 
now  put  in  has  nothing  to  do  with  a  $10,000  or  a 
$5,000  appropriation.  It  is  simply  that  Mr. 
Fish,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  make 
a  report  similar  to  the  report  that  the  Street 
Commissioners  have  been  asked  to  make  in  regard 
to  Centre  street. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
say  that  I  have  not  mentioned  the  order  before  the 
Council,  have  taken  no  notice  of  it  whatever. 
I  talked  upon  the  business  that  was  transacted  by 
the  Committee  on  Finance  to-day.  I  have  asked 
the  councilor  on  my  right  one  question  and  I 
would  like  to  ask  him  another.  While  you  were 
at  that  meeting  to-day,  was  there  any  vote  taken 
on  this  appropriation  of  $5,000  in  connection  with 
the  Roslindale  Municipal  Building? 

President  KENNY — Does  the  councilor  yield 
the  floor  now? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Simply  for  a  question. 
I  do  not  give  up  the  floor. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  will  answer  the 
question  very  gladly.  There  was  no  vote  taken; 
the  motion  was  not  even  entertained. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Then,  that  satisfies 
me.     The  question  is  answered. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  does  the  gentle- 
man desire  a  full  answer  or  only  a  partial  answer? 

President  KENNY — Coun.  Ballantyne  now  has 
the  floor. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  question  of  Coun.  Ballantyne. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — I  have  no  objection  to 
a  question. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  simply  desire 
to  ask  him  whether  he  wishes  a  full  answer  or  a 
partial  answer  to  his  question,  because  I  have  been 
cut  off  in  the  midst  of  my  answer? 


Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I 
think  I  got  a  full  answer  to  my  question.  I  asked 
whether  or  not  any  vote  was  taken  and  the  gentle- 
man said  "no."  I  don't  know  as  I  will  press  the 
question  any  further.  I  simply  arose  to  correct 
an  error  of  the  councilor  when  he  said  the  com- 
mittee had  refused  to  press  that  order,  meaning 
that  they  had  rejected  it  or  taken  a  vote  on  the 
question.  I  know  there  was  no  vote  taken  while 
I  was  present  at  that  meeting. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  refused, 
yeas  3,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Buckley,  Smith,  Watson — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Collins, 
Coulthurst,  Kenny,  McDonald — ^6. 


CONFIRMATION   OF  ASSISTANT 

ASSESSORS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  a  resolution — That  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  strongly  favors 
confirmation  by  some  state  authority  of  the 
Mayor's  appointees  to  the  positions  of  assistant 
assessors. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference.  It  is  necessary  to  say 
that  I  have  to  do  this,  because  when  things-  once 
get  to  committees  they  are  never  returned.  There 
are  two  bills  before  the  Legislature  now.  One  of 
them  asks  for  confirmation  of  the  Mayor's  appoint- 
ees as  assistant  assessors  by  the  Tax  Commissioner; 
the  other  bill  asks  for  confirmation  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners.  I  have  phrased  this  reso- 
lution so  that  either  one  of  these  bills  is  acceptable 
under  the  order,  my  only  request  being  that  we 
favor  some  check  upon  the  Mayor  in  his  appoint- 
ments of  assistant  assessors.  It  is  immaterial  to 
me  whether  the  confirmation  is  by  the  Tax  Com- 
missioner or  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
I  think  it  would  be  more  logical  to  have  the  Civil 
Service^  Commission,  because  they  already  ratify 
the  principal  assessors  when  appointed  by  the 
Mayor.  I  trust  that  this  resolution  may  be  put  upon 
its  passage  to-day,  because  the  two  bills  are  before 
the  Legislature  for  consideration  in  committee, 
and  if  the  body  has  any  opinion  I  trust  that  it  will 
be  made  evident  to-day,  that  the  resolution  will 
be  either  turned  down  or  passed.  I  hope  the  body 
will  pass  it.  I  know  that  there  is  criticism  of  the 
assistant  assessors  here  in  Boston;  I  know  that  the 
Real  Estate  Exchange  is  sponsor  for  one  of  these 
bills  in  the  Legislature,  and  I  trust  that  this  body 
can  bring  itself  to  the  point  of  action  to-day  upon 
this  matter.  If,  however,  you  see  fit  to  refer  it  to 
committee,  I  would  say  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee is  so  congested  now  that  there  is  no  possible 
hope  of  digging  out  in  three  meetings.  I  would 
beg  to  stand  corrected  by  the  chairman  if  that  is 
a  mis-statement.  I  trust  that  this  resolution  will 
be  put  on  its  passage  to-day. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  must  take 
issue  with  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his 
seat  in  the  matter  of  the  criticism  he  says  there 
is  regarding  the  assistant  assessors.  If  there  was 
not  criticism  of  the  assistant  assessors  of  Boston 
I  should  say  they  were  inefficient.  The  fact  that 
there  is  criticism  shows  that  they  are  of  some 
value  and  are  doing  pretty  good  work.  For  the 
same  reason  I  am  inchned  to  think  that  the  gentle- 
man who  has  just  taken  his  seat  is  doing  good 
work,  because  of  the  tremendous  criticism  that  is 
being  metered  out  to  him.  I  will  be  only  too  glad 
to  vote  in  favor  of  returning  this  resolution  of  his 
to  the  body  with  the  recommendation  "Ought  not 
to  pass,"  because  I  know  that  the  assessors,  princi- 
pals and  assistants,  while  they  err,  as  all  good  men 
do,  are  just  as  good  a  body  of  men  in  their  particu- 
lar line  as  can  be  got  in  Boston.  I,  for  one,  do 
not  think  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  are 
any  more  honest  or  any  more  competent  to  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  assessors  or  assistant 
assessors  than  the  principal  assessors  are.  "The 
gentleman  has  said  that  he  figures  out  that  this 
order  will  lie  in  the  Executive  Committee.  I  will 
assure  him — and  I  think  I  can  put  with  that  the 
assurance  of  three  or  four  besides  myself — that 
this  resolution  will  be  reported  back  to-day,  and 
I  anticipate  that  the  report  will  be  "Ought  not  to 
pass,"  by  a  vote  of  about  eight  to  one. 


MARCH    3,    1913. 
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Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  after  that  as- 
surance by  the  councilor  on  the  other  side  I  shall 
very  gladly  withdraw  my  request  for  recon- 
sideration. I  trust  that  the  resolution  will  be 
reported  back  to-day,  no  matter  what  the  form  of 
the  report  may  be. 

The  resolution  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

BUCKLEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Statistics  Department  be  authorized,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Rules,  to  prepare 
and  have  printed  the  Municipal  Register  for  1913, 
and  that  the  Clerk  of  Committees  be  authorized 
to  prepare  and  have  printed  a  pocket  edition  of 
the  organization  of  the  city  government  and 
heads  of  departments;  the  expense  thus  incurred 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City 
Documents.

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference  of  the  order  I  have  just 
presented.  The  order  refers  to  three  parcels  of 
property.  Nos.  9-11  Cornhill,  assessed  for 
$74,000,  sold  in  May  of  this  year  to  the  Municipal 
Real  Estate  Trust  for  $96,000;  No.  451  Wash- 
ington street,  assessed  for  $405,000,  sold  in  April, 
1912,  for  .$5.50,000;  No.  1  South  Market  street, 
corner  of    Merchants  row,  assessed  for  $180,000, 


sold  in  February,  1913,  for  .'5216,000.  In  other 
words,  these  three  parcels  of  property — all  down- 
town parcels,  you  will  note — were  assessed  for 
$659,000  and  sold  for  .$862,000,  a  difference  of 
.$203,000.  I  ask  the  gentlemen  from  the  subur- 
ban districts  here  to  figure  out  how  many  parcels 
of  little  homes,  how  many  $5,000  and  $10,000 
parcels  of  land  and  buildings  in  their  suburban 
districts  it  would  take  to  make  up  $203,000? 
There  is  $203,000  lost  as  taxable  property  to  the 
citizens  of  this  town.  Just  figure  up  how  many 
buildings  it  will  take  in  your  district  and  then 
go  out  and  figure  up  how  much  those  same  build- 
ings are  overassessed  at  the  present  time,  and 
then  sit  down,  when  you  are  away  from  this  body 
and  out  of  the  antagonism  which  you  have  for 
me  personally,  and  figure  up  whether  that  is  a 
winning  proposition  for  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
overassess  the  home  in  the  suburban  district  and 
underassess  only  three  parcels  of  real  estate 
in  downtown  Boston  $203,000.  Is  it  hard  common 
sense?  Isn't  it  time  that  this  body,  acting  in 
behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  whole  city,  acting 
in  behalf  of  the  voters  of  the  city,  took  some 
cognizance  of  the  assessments  in  this  town?  That 
is  a  subject  fundamental  to  our  government; 
it  is  the  only  source  of  revenue  we  have,  prac- 
tically. More  and  more  personal  taxes  are  being 
abated;  more  and  more  the  burden  in  this  city 
is  falling  upon  the  real  estate,  land  and  buildings; 
and  it  seems  to  me  high  time  that  the  elected  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  took  some  action  on  the 
inequalities  of  assessments  which  exist  to-day. 
The  situation  to  which  I  am  referring  in  connec- 
tion with  these  three  pieces  of  property  exists 
over  large  areas  of  the  downtown  sections  of 
Boston.  It  foots  up  to  millions  and  millions  of 
dollars  in  assessed  value  that  is  being  lost.  We 
have  got  to  have  the  money  to  run  the  city,  and 
so  those  values  are  placed  out  upon  the  residential 
district.     They  are  placed ■ 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
ask  the  gentleman  a  question,  through  the  Chair, 
if  the  gentleman  will  yield  for  a  moment. 

Coun.  SMITH— Very  gladly. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  a  ques- 
tion and  at  the  same  time  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  when  I  said  I 
would  yield  the  floor  I  meant  that  I  would  yield 
for  a  question. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  pro- 
pose to  take  the  gentleman's  time. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
gentleman  is  entitled  to  the  floor  at  this  time  for  a 
question  only. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  will  be  glad  to 
jdeld  for  a  statement,  but  I  would  ask  the  gentle- 
man to  limit  it  as  much  as  the  Chair  limits  me 
in  my  statement. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  rule  that  the 
gentleman  should  confine  himself  to  a  question. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  will  take 
only  one  minute.  It  is  unfortunate  that  I  should 
have  to  differ  with  the  Chair  in  regard  to  Cushing's 
Manual. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  yield? 

Coun.  SMITH — Very  gladly,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  question 
I  desire  to  ask  is  this:  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
gentleman  is  a  part  of  the  Good  Government 
Association  representation  in  this  body,  has  he 
paid  the  same  attention  to  presenting  the  facts 
to  that  body  for  their  consideration  and  in  advising 
them  to  report  upon  the  matter  to  the  public  in 
general  as  to  this  body? 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  presume  that 
question  will  apply  equally  to  the  Finance  Cora- 
mission,  and  I  beg  to  say  that  in  April,  1911,  this 
body  passed  unanimously  an  order  asking  the 
Finance  Commission  to  pass  some  criticism  on  the 
assessing  system  of  this  town  as  compared  with 
other  assessing  systems  in  large  cities,  and  that 
we  have  not  yet  received  one  word  from  the  Finance 
Commission. 

President  KENNY — The  question  is  on  Coun. 
Smith's  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  drawn 
the  fire  of  the  gentleman,  who  in  all  probability 
will  be  indorsed  for  re-election  next  year  by  the 
Good  Government  Association  of  Boston  and  will 
in  all  probability  be  supported  by  the  members 
of  the  Finance  Commission.  He  has  admitted 
to  this  Council,  and  through  the  Council  to  the 
public,  that  the  Finance  Commission  has  not  done 
its  duty  by  this  Council  because  of  the  denial  of 
a  request  made  by  him.  It  only  satisfies  me  of 
what   I   have   been   contending   for  years,   for   at 
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least  four  years,  that  the  Finance  Commission  ot 
Boston  is  not  representative  and  is  not  there  for 
the  best  good  of  the  greatest  number.  I  am 
delighted  with  what  Mr.  Smith  has  said. ,  I 
admire  him  for  his  courage,  but  I  also  feel  for  him 
often  because  of  his  not  being  in  touch  with 
Gushing,  because  if  he  was  in  touch  with 
Cushings'  Manual  regarding  the  conduct  of  public 
meetings  he  perhaps  would  make  a  great  deal 
more 

President  KENNY — ^The  member  must  not 
indulge  in  personalities. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  it  is  very  friendly- 
educational,  Mr.  President.      (Laughter.) 

President  KENNY — Coun.  Watson  has  the 
floor. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  want  to  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  am  delighted  that  to-day  a  member  of  this 
body  has  admitted  that  the  Finance  Commission 
is  derelict  in  its  duty. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  have  but  one 
word  to  say  —  that  my  only  duty  here  is  not  to 
represent  the  Finance  Commission  or  the  Good 
Government  Association,  but  I  understand  that 
I  was  elected  by  the  citizens  of  this  town  to  repre- 
sent them,  and  when  1  bring  before  this  body  the 
inequalities  that  I  have  during  the  last  three  months 
and  find  the  body  absolutely  cold  to  the  proposi- 
tion, I  am  tempted  to  agree  with  the  councilor 
on  the  other  side  of  the  chamber  in  some  of  his 
scathing  remarks. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  to  refer  this  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  when  the  gentleman  who  preceded 
me  talks  about  the  Council  being  cold,  I  simply 
wish  to  say  that  we  have  given  three  or  four  hours 
of  our  time  at  every  executive  meeting  for  the  last 
three  months  listening  to  the  assessors  denying 
the  statements  that  the  gentleman  has  been  making 
here  in  public,  and  he  has  so  clogged  up  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  that  we  cannot  do  anything  else. 
Mr.  Folsom  is  coming  up  to-day  and  wants  to  be 
heard,  so  that  the  assessors  can  clear  the  decks  and 
go  ahead  and  do  their  duty.  Mr.  Folsom  has  shown 
that  the  statements  made  by  the  gentleman  are 
absolutely  untrue,  and  that  has  not  been  contra- 
dicted by  the  gentleman.  We  have  listened  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  Mr.  Fol- 
som, saying  that  the  statements  the  gentleman 
made  were  absolutely  untrue,  and  the  gentle- 
man has  not  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  or  of  the  City  Council  substantiated 
the  statements  he  made  here  or  showed  the  City 
Council  that  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Folsom 
were  not  true.  If  these  three  parcels  of  land 
he  talks  about  are  the  same  as  the  other  parcels 
put  in  here,  in  regard  to  which  the  assessors  say 
that  the  statements  the  gentleman  has  made  are 
absolutely  untrue,  we  should  get  some  better 
evidence  than  we  are  getting  here  or  should  not 
tolerate  having  our  time  taken  up  with  these 
foolish  propositions. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  instead  of  my 
clogging  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee,  it 
was  the  committee  itself  that  called  Mr.  Folsom 
before  it.  I  voted  for  it  simply  out  of  deference 
to  the  members  and  the  assessors,  but  it  was  not  I 
who  suggested  having  Mr.  Folsom  come  before 
the  committee.  It  was  some  other  member, 
and  the  vote  went  through  with  my  approval 
simply  because  I  wanted  the  assessors  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  fair  and  full  statement  of 
the  case.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Council  has  not 
seen  fit  to  give  a  public  hearing  on  this  question, 
which  is  fundamental.  Why  don't  you  treat  this 
like  other  questions  that  come  before  you?  Why 
not  let  the  people  come  in  here  at  a  public  hearing 
and  hear  what  they  have  to  say?  I  warrant, 
if  I  bring  these  cases  in  from  now  until  the  end  of 
my  term,  you  will  find  the  assessors  ready  to  come 
in  and  confute  my  statements,  and  I  warrant 
you  that  I  will  not  from  this  time  forth  have  any- 
thing to  say  to  the  assessors  at  those  meetings. 
But  something  is  wrong  with  the  system,  and  the 
public  know  it.  The  assessors  can  come  in  and 
state  their  case  but  we  all  know  that  there  is  some- 
thing wrong.  I  would  like  to  see  this  threshed 
out  in  a  public  hearing,  the  same  as  is  given  on 
other  public  questions.  That  is  only  fair.  Other- 
wise we  have  only  their  word.  In  fact,  if  this 
body  treated  this  question  like  other  public  ques- 
tions, we  wouldn't  even  have  to  have  a  public 
hearing.  You  could  talk  to  any  real  estate  man 
whom  you  might  meet  and  would  get  facts  to  show 
you  that  something  was  wrong.  The  president 
of  the  body  stated  at  the  first  meeting  when  I 
introduced  one  of  these  orders  that  he  knew  cases 


of  over-assessment  just  as  gross  as  the  cases  of 
under-assessment.  I  quoted  at  the  time,  and  when 
we  left  the  Chamber  Coun.  Ballantyne  told  me 
that  he  knew  of  exaggerated  eases  of  over-assess- 
ment in  the  Roxbury  district.  Every  member 
of  the  body  knows  that  what  I  am  stating  is  right — 
that  whether  the  exact  facts  I  state  are  exactly 
correct  or  not,  broadly  speaking  what  I  state  is 
right.  Every  member  knows  that  whole  districts 
of  the  town  are  over-assessed,  and  have  been 
over-assessed  for  ten  or  fifteen  years,  and  that 
other  districts  are  just  as  grossly  under-assessed. 
When  any  system  brings  about  those  results  it  is 
a  criticism  of  the  system  as  well  as  of  the  results 
themselves.  All  I  ask  is  to  have  three  members 
appointed  by  the  Chair  —  antagonistic  to  me  if 
you  desire  —  to  investigate  the  system  we  are 
using  in  Boston  and  compare  it  with  other  systems. 
It  is  in  itself  a  criticism  of  the  system  that  the 
assessors  feel  it  their  bounden  dut.v  to  criticise 
and  attack  every  statement  I  make.  Why  are 
they  so  anxious  to  squelch  every  statement?  I 
don't  imagine  you  gentlemen  will  change  your 
attitude.  You  are  too  frozen  in  it  to  change. 
You  will  not  even  thaw  out  when  the  spring  comes. 
But  that  will  not  stop  my  bringing  in  cases,  and 
the  people  of  the  town  can  judge  whether  the 
Council  is  open-minded  in  dealing  with  the  facts 
or  antagonistic  for  personal  reasons. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  was 
unable  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  at  which  Secretary  Folsom  and  Mr. 
Smith  engaged  in  a  discussion  of  these  various 
charges  that  the  councilor  has  brought  against  the 
assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston.  But  I  did  at  my 
home  read  the  first  printed  volume  of  those  hear- 
ings, and  my  mind  was  open  when  I  read  that 
volume  and  is  open  at  the  present  time.  So  far  as 
I  am  personally  concerned,  if  I  were  satisfied  that 
the  gentleman's  information  was  accurate  or  was 
at  all  anywhere  near  the  truth  as  to  the  cases  he 
has  presented,  I  would  be  only  too  glad  to  join 
with  him  in  some  effort  in  this  body  to  rectify  the 
situation;  but  a  careful  and  unbiased  perusal  of 
the  statements  made  in  committee  by  Coun.  Smith 
and  Mr.  Folsom  did  not  convince  me  that  there 
was  sufficient  accuracy  in  the  charges  brought  by 
the  councilor  to  justify  any  action  on  our  part. 
Coun.  Smith  stated  some  time  ago  that  he  proposed 
to  present  at  the  succeeding ,  meetings  of  the 
Council  various  items  of  under  or  over  assessments, 
and  that  he  would  present  them  to  us  from  time  to 
time,  as  he  has  been  doing,  and  at  that  time  I 
wanted  to  put  them  all  on  the  table  until  he  had 
got  through  with  his  list,  when  we  could  consider 
all  the  matters  fully  and  try  to  determine  whether 

,  or  not  there  was  any  basis  for  the  statements  he 
has  made.  I  believe  there  is  over-valuation  and 
vmder-valuation  in  this  city  by  the  assessors.  I 
am  not  satisfied  for  a  moment  that  the  Board  of 
Assessors  is  perfect.  I  am  not  satisfied  with  the 
method  of  appointing  assessors  or  assistant  asses- 
sors. I  have  in  mind  particularly  three  assistant 
assessors  appointed  by  the  present  Mayor,  neither 
one  of  whom  I  consider  competent  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion. But  I  don't  think  that  we  have  at  the 
present  time,  so  far.as  I  can  find  out,  sufficient  facts 
to  justify  us  in  giving  a  public  hearing  or  in  taking 
this  matter  up  to  a  department  of  the  city  that  is 
not  under  our  control  in  any  way  for  investigation 
or  i'(jnsideration.  We  are  a  distinct  branch  of  the 
government.  The  Board  of  Assessors  are  a  part 
of  the  executive  function.  The  investigation  of 
that  department  should  be  made,  if  by  anybody, 
by  the  Mayor  and  by  the  Mayor  alone.  We  have 
no  control  over  the  Board  of  Assessors.  We  could 
not  originate  an  appropriation  to  start  an  inves- 
tigation and  are  not  in  a  position,  so  far  as  I  can 
see  it,  to  take  any  action,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that,  in  my  unbiased  opinion,  the  charges  that 
the  councilor  has  made  and  that  have  received 
consideration  in  executive  committee,  as  set  forth 
in  that  first  volume,  were  not  substantiated. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  can  hardly  ex- 

•  press  to  this  body  my  appreciation  of  the  fair 
statement  that  the  councilor  on  the  other  side  has 
just  made.  No  matter  how  hard-shelled  you  are 
and  how  accustomed  to  being  kicked  around  this 
body,  it  really  does  give  one  a  touch  of  gratitude  to 
have  a  man  get  up  and  state  his  mind  fairly  and 
squarely  here  and  not  simply  sit  here  and  vote  in  a 
prejudiced,  biased  manner.  While  it  may  riot  be 
quite  parliamentary  and  according  to  Gushing,  I 
want  to  thank  the  councilor  who  has  just  sat  down. 
Differences  of  opinion  I  can  always  excuse.  In 
fact,  a  man  who  differs  with  me  is  probably  right,  I 
will  put  it  that  strong.     But  when  a  man  differs 
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with  me  because  he  is  prejudiced  from  some  out- 
side source,  or  from  a  personal  motive,  when  at  the 
same  time  he  is  supposed  to  represent  here  the 
citizens  of  this  town,  it  seems  to  me  he  is  derelict 
in  duty.  I  shall  be  glad  to  bring  these  cases  before 
the  Council  indefinitely,  if  the  Council  does  not 
think  I  have  presented  facts  enough.  Haven't  I 
presented  facts  enough  to  warrant  the  councilors 
themselves  in  going  out  and  questioning  some  real 
estate  man  as  to  what  the  facts  are?  Go  out  and 
purchase  a  piece  of  property  yourselves  and  see 
whether  you  are  guided  in  the  purchase  by  the 
assessed  value.  Investigate  for  yourselves.  Don't 
take  my  word  for  it.  I  am  not  a  real  estate  man.  I 
was  guided  in  some  of  the  facts  presented  to  me  by 
real  estate  men.  But  I  beg  of  you  to  investigate 
for  yourselves  and  then  treat  the  matter  as  the  last 
councilor  who  spoke  has,  without  prejudice. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  was  lost,

SALARY   OF   JAIL   PHYSICIAN. 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirteen. 
An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Salary  of  the  Physician 

at  the  Jail. 
Be  it  ordained,  etc.: 

Section  one  of  chapter  four  of  the  revised  regula- 
tions of  1898,  as  amended  by  chapter  four  of  the 
regulations  of  1903.  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  words  "eighteen  himdred 
dollars"  the  words  "the  physician  connected  with 
the  jail,  appointed  by  the  sheriff,  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars," so  that  said  section  shaU  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  chief  officer  connected  with  the 
county  jail  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars;  the  physician  connected  with 
the  jail,  appointed  by  the  sheriff,  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars; the  steward  and  the  first  inside  officer  and 
the  clerk,  each  not  exceeding  thirteen  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars;  the  second  and  third  inside 
officers,  each  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  the  other  regularly  employed  officers, 
each  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars;  the 
watchmen  and  other  necessary  assistants,  each  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars.

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  we  are  encouraging  by  this  order  simply  a 
stampede  for  South  Boston  on  Evacuation  Day, 
that  the  employees  of  the  city  will  be  encouraged 
to  take  part  in  the  parade,  tempted  by  half  a 
daj-'s  pay  to  participate.  I,  for  one,  am  heartily 
in  sympathy  with  the  celebration  in  South  Boston. 
I  think  it  commemorates  a  day  that  ought  to  be 
commemorated  in  the  most  public  manner  pos- 
sible. But  I  have  seen  no  estimate  of  just  how 
much  money  this  will  take.  We  have  not  had 
submitted  to  us  by  the  heads  of  departments  a 
statement  showing  how  many  men  are  going  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  privilege.  I  think,  on 
the  whole,  without  any  information  as  to  how 
much  I  am  voting  for,  that  I  will  vote  against  this. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — Mr.  President,  I  would 
inform  the  councilor  that  this  is  an  annual  order, 
only  including  those  who  actually  participate  in 
the  parade.  They  are  members  of  organizations 
and  do  not  comprise  a  large  number.  The  heads 
of  the  different  departments  know  just  who  they 
are.  The  order  simply  covers  the  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  members  of  the  militia  and  organiza- 
tions of  that  sort.     That  is  all  it  includes. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  misunder- 
stood the  order.  I  understood  that  there  were 
marching  clubs  and  that  it  would  include  all  the 
marching  clubs,  and  that  the  member  of  a  depart- 
ment might  join  a  club  for  a  day  only,  something 
of  that  sort.  If  it  only  includes  what  the  coun- 
cilor on  the  other  side  has  said,  I  will  gladly  with- 
draw any  opposition. 

The  order  was  passed. 

(10)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that  the 
City  Council  committees  be  authorized  to  give 
hearings  at  their  discretion  on  matters  referred 
to  them — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(11)  Report  on  resolves  and  order  (referred

Couii.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  two  years  ago  I 
voted  against  an  order  similar  to  this  introduced 
by  the  then  Coun.  Curley.  I  have  no  objection 
to  calling  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
to  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  as  a  proper  place 
for  constructing  ships,  but  the  tone  of  these  resolu- 
tions seems  to  imply  that  we  have  looked  into  the 
subject  and  recommend  it  with  some  degree  of 
knowledge.  Now,  1  do  not  even  know  whether 
the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  can  build  two  ships 
at  once.  1  am  strongly  in  favor,  of  course,  of 
having  the  Navy  Department  use  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard  all  it  can.  But  I  think,  on  the  whole, 
I  will  vote  against  these  resolutions,  because  they 
seem  to  imply  that  we  know  something  about  the 
matter,  whereas  I  don't  know  anything  about  it. 
For  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  send 
resolutions  in  such  terms  as  these  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  seems  to  me  entirely  presumptuous. 

The  re.solutions  and  order  were  passed.

Over  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  certain  highway  in  the 
City  of  Boston  known  as  Ashland  street,  which 
crosses  over  the  railroad  of  the  Boston  &  Provi- 
dence Railroad  Corporation,  The  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  lessee, 
near  the  boundary  of  the  former  town  of  Hyde 
Park,  and  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  said  city  and 
the  directors  of  said  railroad  companies  are  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  security  and 
convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  be 
made  in  a  bridge  at  such  crossing  by  which  the 
bridge  shall  be  widened,  and  have  agreed  as  to  the 
alteration  which  shall  be  made; 

Now,  Therefore,  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  I.,  section  41, 
this  agreement  in  writing  is  made  and  signed  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Mayor  thereof 
duly  authorized  and  in  behalf  of  said  railroad  com- 
panies by  their  presidents  thereto  duly  authorized, 
specifying  the  manner  and  limits  within  which  the 
alteration  shall  be  made,  by  whom  the  work  shall 
be  done,  the  general  method  of  construction,  and 
how  the  cost  shall  be  borne. 

The  said  bridge  known  as  Ashland  Street  Bridge 
shall  be  altered  at  and  near  the  point  where  it 
crosses  above  the  said  railroad,  as  follows: 

By  widening  said  bridge  from  the  southerly  side 
thereof  as  it  exists  to-day,  southerly  about  8  feet 
to  the  southerly  line  of  said  highway  (as  the  same 
was  laid  out  50  feet  wide  in  September,  1856,  by 
the  county  commissioners  of  Norfolk  County,  as 
described  in  their  records,  page  464,  volume  7).

To  make  Boylston  place  uniform  at  its  present 
width  would  mean  the  cutting  off  of  about  10  feet 
of  the  Walker  building,  one  of  the  modern  struc- 
tures on  Boylston  street.  The  place  would  then 
be  but  about  30  feet  wide,  not  sufficient,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  for  the  uses  which  would 
be  made  of  it  as  a  through  way.

LIBRARY  IN  EAST  BOSTON.

I  beg  to  transmit  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees, 
under  date  of  February  25,  in  relation  to  a  branch 
library  building  in  East  Boston,  together  with 
sketch  plans  and  estimate  and  a  copy  of  a  letter 
from  the  architect.  The  architect  estimates  the 
cost  of  the  building,  including  his  commission,  at 
$74,200.  The  Board  has  already  secured  a  parcel 
of  land  at  $20,500.  On  December  18,  1911,  the 
City  Council  passed  an  appropriation  for  $50,000 
for  a  library  in  East  Bo.ston.  Deducting  from  this 
amount  the  cost  of  the  land  and  commission  there 
remains  $29,500,  and  the  chairman  states  that 
in  order  to  properly  construct  and  equip  the 
building  an  appropriation  of  .$49,700  should  be 
made. 

I  desire,  therefore,  to  withdraw  the  loan  order 
for  $25,000  recommended  by  me  at  the  meeting 
of  February  17,  1913,  and  to  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following  loan  order  appropriating 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Library 
Trustees  and  added  to  the  appropriation  for 
Library,  East  Boston.

Dear  Sir, — The  trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  herewith  sketch 
plans  and  an  estimate  for  the  construction  of  a 
branch  library  building  in  East  Boston,  and  a 
copy  of  a  letter  from  the  architect  with  reference 
thereto.  The  architect  estimates  the  cost  of  the 
building,  including  his  commission,  as  $74,200, 
to  which  there  must  be  added  for  equipment  and 
furniture  the  sum  of  $5,000,  the  same  sum  which 
was  added  to  the  cost  of  the  North  End  Branch 
and  the  cost  of  the  Charlestown  Branch  for  similar 
purposes. 

The  cost  of  the  land  which  we  have  procured 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  is  $20,500,  includ- 
ing commission  to  the  real  estate  expert  from  the 
Mayor's  department.  We  have  an  appropria- 
tion of  $50,000.  Taking  the  cost  of  the  land  and 
commission  from  this,  we  have  left  $29,500.  It 
will  be  necessary,  therefore,  in  order  to  construct 
and  equip  the  building,  that  an  appropriation 
should  be  made  of  $49,700. 

The  estimates  are  for  a  building  of  the  size 
which  was  contemplated  by  us  in  a  letter  trans- 
mitted to  the  Mayor  when  he  approved  the  taking 
of  the  land,  and  for  a  building  which  is  suitable 
for  the  needs  of  East  Boston. 

If  the  building  should  be  constructed  in  second- 
class  construction  the  cost  would  be  reduced,  so 
the  architect  advises  us,  about  $5,000.  We 
earnestly  recommend,  however,  first-class  con- 
struction, which  was  what  was  used  in  the  North 
End  Branch  and  the  Charlestown  Branch. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention 
the  imperative  need  of  a  branch  library  building 
in  East  Boston  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
The  branch  is  now  accommodated  in  an  old  school- 
house,  having  been  compelled  to  accept  such 
accommodation  because  it  was  driven  out  of  its 
old  quarters  which  were  torn  down  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  building.  The  situation  is 
almost  unbelievable  in  a  building  occupied  for 
library  purposes  in  a  city  like  Boston.  The  cellar 
is  flooded  at  high  water  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  janitor  to  bail  the  water  out  with 
a  pail  in  order  to  get  a  furnace  fire.  It  is  wet  and 
unsanitary  all  the  time.  The  building  is  old, 
dilapidated  and  miserable,  unhealthy  and  unlivable 
for  the  people  who  work  there  and  for  those  who 
have  occasion  to  use  it.  All  of  this  we  know  from 
our  personal  examination  of  the  premises.  It  is 
now  more  than  a  year  .since  the  appropriation  of 
$50,000  was  made  for  this  branch.  Difficulties 
in  the  matter  of  a  selection  of  a  site  and  beyond 
our  control  have  postponed  the  matter  for  all  this 
time,  and  the  children  and  people  who  were 
suffering  for  the  want  of  a  branch  library  building 
when  the  appropriation  was  made,  and  for  some 
time  before,  are  still  suffering.     It  is  a  reproach 
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to   the   city  that  this  condition   of   affairs  should 

exist,  and  "we  earnestly  invite  the  cooperation  of 

yourself  and  the  Cits'  Council  for  such  necessary 

appropriation    as    will    enable    us    to    proceed    to 

remedy  this  condition  as  speedily  as  possible.

CITY   HOSPITAL   IMPROVEMENTS. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 
410-416  Tremont  Building, 
Boston,  March  12,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  your  request  for  a  report 
by  the  Finance  Commission  on  the  expediency 
of  appropriating  $297,800  for  improvements  in 
the  South  Department  of  the  City  Hospital,^  as 
recommended  by  the  president  of  the  City  Hospital 
trustees  in  various  communications  which  are 
attached  to  the  message  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
recommending  that  the  City  Council  appropriate 
the  said  sum,  the  commission  submits  the  following: 
1.  The  investigation  made  by  the  commission 
and  the  report  submitted  to  the  commission  by 
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Dr.  M.  Victor  Saiford  of  the  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  Service  have  convinced  the  commission 
that  there  is  a  pressing  necessity  for  additional 
accommodations  for  persons  affected  with  con- 
tagious diseases. 

2.  The  report  of  Doctor  Safford  indicates  that 
the  expenditure  of  the  sum  requested  would  result 
only  in  providing  a  ternporary  makeshift,  that  all 
the  land  included  in  the  present  City  Hospital 
site  will  soon  be  required  for  general  hospital 
purposes,  and  that  steps  should  now  be  taken  to 
establish  an  independent  contagious  diseases 
hospital  elsewhere. 

3.  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  commission  is  not 
ready  at  present  to  recommend  to  the  City  Council 
the  appropriation  of  .$297, 800  for  the  extension 
of  the  contagious  diseases  hospital  plant,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  president  of  the  City  Hospital 
Trustees;  but,  believing  that  the  problem  requires 
further  study  on  the  part  of  the  hospital  trustees, 
the  commission  has  submitted  the  report  of  Doctor 
Safford  to  the  trustees  with  the  request  that  they 
study  the  report  and  inform  the  commission 
whether  it  would  be  better  to  proceed  with  the 
execution  of  the  plan  already  devised  by  the  City 
Hospital  Trustees,  or  to  make  such  changes  in  the 
existing  plant  as  are  recommended  by  Doctor 
Safford  in  his  report,  with  the  intention  of  taking 
steps  immediately  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
contagious  diseases  hospital  located  outside  of  the 
present  City  Hospital  site. 

The  commission  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  no  action  be  taken  at  present  by  the 
City  Council  on  the  proposed  appropriation  of 
$297,800,  but  that  action  be  deferred  until  the 
cornmission  has  had  opportunity  to  study  the  report 
which  it  has  requested  from  the  City  Hospital 
Trustees.

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred February  3)  for  loan  of  $125,000  for  munici- 
pal building,  Charlestown — that  the  order  ought 
to  pass. 

"The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order, 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
much  in  favor  of  this  order  and  I  want  to  thank  the 
Council  for  its  fairness  in  recommending  it.  But 
my  colleague  seems  to  be  absent.  Of  course,  he 
comes  from  Chariest  own  and  may  possibly  be  here 
later.  If  there  is  any  way  of  recording  him  without 
his  presence  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  nice  thing  to 
do. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state  that 
if  the  councilor  comes  in  during  the  meeting  he  may 
by  unanimous  consent  be  recorded. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— All  right. 

(Coun.  McDonald  was  later  recorded  as  in  favor 
of  this  order  and  of  the  South  Boston  police  station 
and  the  sewerage  order.) 

The  order  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  8, 
nays  0.     Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for  final  action. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  3)  for  $400,000  for  sewerage 
works,  Charles  River  Basin — that  the  order  ought 
to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  read  once  and  passed, 
yeas  8,  nays  0.  Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for 
final  action. 

(4)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  3)  for  $45,000  for  improvement 
of  Copley  square — that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass,  without  prejudice. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  when  this  mat- 
ter was  considered  in  the  Committee  on  Finance  I 
discussed  with  the  other  members  the  question  of 
eliminating  from  the  report  the  words  "without 
prejudice."  I  reserved  the  right  at  that  time  to 
state  my  position  regarding  it.  I  want  to  say  at 
this  time  that  I  am  opposed  to  the  appropriation; 
therefore  I  am  prejudiced.  If  the  appropriation 
comes  in  again  this  year  I  intend  to  cast  my  vote 
in  the  same  way,  unless  something  much  more 
important  than  I  have  already  seen  is  shown  me 
which  causes  me  to  change  my  opinion. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected. 

(5)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  3)  for  .$85,000  for  improvement 
of  Commonwealth  avenue — that  the  order  ought 
not  to  pass,  without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  declared  accepted. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  early  last  year 
the  entire  Council,  with  possibly  one  or  two 
exceptions,  went  out  to  view  this  proposed  im- 
provement of  Commonwealth  avenue.  At  the 
outset  it  must  be  said  that  this  is  not  an  improve- 
ment for  Ward  11.  While  the  improvement  lies 
within  Ward  11,  it  is  in  effect  an  improvement 
for  the  benefit  of  the  out-of-town  districts,  because 
convenience  in  getting  to  and  from  town  over  this 
thoroughfare,  this  radial  highway,  is  a  benefit  to 
the  out-of-town  districts.  Ward  11  can  get  along 
very  well  if  there  is  not  a  cent  spent  there,  but 
this  will  benefit  the  people  of  the  out-of-town 
wards,  Brighton,  AUston  and  even  beyond.  The 
plan  as  drawn  up  and  suggested  is  the  plan  of  the 
Park  Commissioners.  It  calls  for  the  improve- 
ment from  Massachusetts  avenue  out  to  the  three 
corners,  for  the  widening  of  a  bridge  across  the 
Fenway,  and  for  two  roadways  the  entire  distance 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  the  three  corners. 
In  other  words,  that  would  allow  travel  from 
Arlington  street  as  far  as  the  three  corners  to  be 
so  regulated  that  in  getting  in  town  one  roadway 
could  be  used  and  in  getting  out  of  town  the 
opposite  roadway.  Such  an  improvement  is 
necessary  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  facilitat- 
ing traffic  but  of  absolute  necessity  to-day.  On 
May  15,  1911,  Coun.  McDonald  offered  this 
order,  which  was  passed  unanimously: 

"Whereas,  The  present  regulations  governing 
automobile  traffic  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  be- 
tween Arlington  street  and  the  Ericsson  monu- 
ment, cause  the  lives  and  property  of  many 
persons  to  be  endangered;  therefore,  be  it 

"Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
direct  the  Park  Commission  to  give  a  public 
hearing  to  the  remonstrants  against  said  regula- 
tions." 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  at  that  time  Coun. 
McDonald   said: 

"I  hope  that  this  Council  will  see  fit  to  pass  this 
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resolution  and  order,  and  that  the  Park  Commis- 
sion will  at  least  grant  a  hearing  to  the  remon- 
strants and  to  the  people  who  are  vitally  inter- 
ested with  a  view  to  preventing  in  the  future  a 
recurrence  of  accidents  at  this  point." 

In  the  first  part  of  his  remarks  he  suggested  that 
he  had  taken  the  matter  up  because  of  the  activity 
which  the  Boston  Post  brought  to  bear  on  the 
subject.  The  Post,  as  the  Council  may  remember, 
had  plans  of  the  danger  point.  It  also  had  letters 
from  remonstrants  against  the  regulations  and 
altogether  made  a  very  excellent  case.  I  think 
the  Council  recognized  that  when  it  passed  the 
order  unanimou.sly.  I,  for  one,  trust  that  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  when  we  have  more  money 
than  we  will  have  later  in  the  year,  we  will  not 
turn  down  this  much  needed  improvement.  It 
is  needed  for  the  out-of-town  district  and  it  will 
be  cheaper  to  go  ahead  and  complete  the  improve- 
ment at  the  present  time  than  it  will  be  later. 
The  subway  being  built  there  has  offered  a  quan- 
tity of  cheap  filling  for  the  new  bridge,  and  this 
will  not  occur  again.  Either  we  must  let  that 
park,  upon  which  the  city  has  been  to  great  expense, 
lie  in  an  unsightly  condition  for  some  time  to  come, 
or  else  we  must  go  ahead  and  enlarge  the  bridge. 
I  trust  that  the  Council  will  consider  the  action  of 
the  finance  committee  and  will  pass  this  loan. 

The  order  was  declared  rejected.  Conn.  SMITH 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  declared  rejected,  the  vote  on  its 
passage  being  yeas  3,  nays  4: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,    Buckley,    Smith — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Ballantyne,  Collins,  Kenny, 
Watson — 4. 

(6)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  February  3)  for  $400,000  for  sewerage 
works — that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  rejected. 


QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  quei- 
tion  of  personal  privilege. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  matter  which  the 
gentleman  desires  to  discuss  affect  his  standing  as  a 
member  of  this  body? 

Coun.  SMITH— It  does,  Mr.  President,  de- 
cidedly. 

President  KENNY— Proceed. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  the  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  made  the 
statement — and  I  believe  the  statement  was  in 
typewritten  form — that  I  was  not  honest  or  con- 
scientious. Such  a  statement  by  any  member  of 
the  government  about  a  member  of  this  body  is 
serious.  It  would  warrant  severe  criticism;  it 
would  even  warrant  action.  I,  on  my  part,  am  not 
going  to  ask  for  either,  for  the  simple  rea.son  that 
Mr.  Folsom  is  a  sick  man.  His  criticism  of  me  may 
tfave  been  prompted  partly  by  his  sickness.  Fur- 
thermore, because  I  am  absolutely  sure  that  his 
criticism  of  me  was  not  the  sentiment  of  his  Board. 
I  am  not  at  this  time  going  to  run  over  the  facts 
or  figures  which  he  gave  you,  except  to  say  that 
from  my  point  of  view  they  furnish  the  most 
artistic  set  of  quibbles  that  I  have  ever  been 
privileged  to  look  over.  He  deals  entirely  with 
petty  points.  On  one  of  these  petty  points,  the 
publication  of  maps,  which  I  favored  in  a  letter  to 
him,  he  directly,  in  the  presence  of  the  full  com- 
mittee, picked  up  that  letter  and,  purporting  to 
read  from  it,  misquoted  that  letter,  and  when  the 
letter  was  passed  around  among  the  members  of 
the  committee  it  was  seen  that  he  had  deliberately 
misquoted  the  letter  which  I  had  sent  to  him  and 
which  was  a  matter  of  record  before  the  Council. 
Again,  he  has  not  in  any  way  an.swered  the  ques- 
tion which  I  asked  concerning  Plea.sant  street: 
Why  were  certain  properties  on  Pleasant  street,  all 
of  them  confined  to  the  line  of  taking  as  laid  down 
by  the  Street  Commissioners,  raised,  and  no  others 
raised?  And  why,  in  addition,  were  some  of  the 
properties  on  that  line  of  taking  omitted  from  the 
figures?  Perhaps  the  case  he  dwelt  on  longest  was 
the  purchase  by  the  Weld  estate  in  Jamaica  Plain, 
and  he  went  to  the  trouble  of  bringing  in  a  map  to 
show  you  of  that  property.  It  is  curious  that  for 
thirty-five  years  that  .special  wedge-shaped  piece 
entering  the  Weld  estate  had  been  a  bone  of  con- 
tention between  the  owner  of  the  Weld  estate  and 
the  owner  of  it,  and  that  at  any  time  within  that 
thirty-five  years  the   owner  could   have  sold  for 


twice  the  assessment  at  least,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  old  Mr.  Weld  died  that  the  heirs  could  come 
to  a  settlement.  But  the  assessors  must  have 
known  for  at  least  thirty-five  years  that  that  land 
was  worth  more  than  it  was  assessed  for. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  ask 
the  gentleman  to  allow  me  to  ask  him  a  question 
through  the  Chair. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  yield 
for  a  question? 

Coun.  SMITH— Very  gladly. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  if  he  will 
kindly  touch  on  the  question  of  140  Ferdinand 
street,  which  I  believe  is  one  of  the  properties 
he  cites  in  this  controversy  with  the  Assessing 
Department.  We  found,  or  it  was  found,  that 
there  was  no  140  Ferdinand  street  such  as  he 
referred  to.  I  would  like  to  ask  him  to  explain  his 
reference  to  140  Ferdinand  street  when  there 
was  no  140  Ferdinand  street.  I  do  not  desire  to 
take  any  advantage  of  the  member  but  that  is  one 
of  the  glaring  features  that  shows  me  that  there  is  a 
mistake  somewhere.  I  want  to  see  if  he  has  made 
the  mistake.  If  not,  I  wish  to  have  him  set  right 
in  the  matter. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  unfortunately  I 
have  no  notes  here.  I  did  not  think  that  the 
Council  would  care  this  afternoon,  when  we  are 
anxious  to  get  away  early,  to  go  into  details.  I 
will  say,  however,  that  the  Paine  Furniture  Com- 
pany, unless  I  am  grossly  misinformed,  was 
assessed  as  fronting  on  Ferdinand  street — isn't 
that  the  estate? — instead  of  on  Canal  street,  which 
it  really  did  face  upon. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  merely  want  to  suggest 
that  Canal  street  is  in  the  North  End  and  Ferdinand 
street  in  the  South  End.  I  guess  he  has  the  places 
mixed. 

Coun.  SMITH— Well,  as  I  have  stated  before, 
the  councilor  has  me  at  a  disadvantage  to-day,  as 
I  have  no  notes  here  whatever.  I  shall  be  very 
glad  to  look  that  up. 

Coun.  WATSON — Then  I  withdraw  my  ques- 
tion. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  will  cite  only  one  other  case, 
and  that  is  the  case  of  my  own  house,  because  that 
is  such  a  glaring  case.  There  the  secretary  of  the 
Board  quibbles,  tries  to  give  the  impression  that 
I  have  cited  my  house  as  the  entire  lot  on  which 
it  is  built,  when  really  it  is  only  on  a  quarter  of 
the  lot.  The  facts  are — and  I  think  I  know  the 
facts  about  my  own  house — that  the  lot  runs 
through  from  Mount  Vernon  street  to  Lynde 
street  at  the  width  of  two  houses.  If  the  Council 
is  to  be  fair  with  the  matters  I  have  brought  up 
it  ought  to  bring  in  the  owners.  The  owner  in 
this  special  case,  where  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
says  I  am  misquoting,  happens  to  be  a  former 
member  of  our  body,  Matthew  Hale,  now  the 
owner  of  the  Journal.  He  was  the  purchaser  of 
that  lot.  At  the  time  he  purchased  it,  about 
three  years  ago,  it  had  on  it  a  wooden  house.  He 
did  purchase  at  $16,000  and  it  was  assessed  for  30 
per  cent  approximately  less  than  that. 

I  am  citing  a  case  that  Secretary  Folsom  says 
I  am  wrong  about,  and  I  am  asking  this  body,  if  it 
is  going  to  weigh  the  matter  fairly,  as  it  does  other 
public  questions,  to  call  in  as  witnesses  the  owners 
of  these  properties.  If  the  Council  will  take  the 
trouble  even  in  this  one  case  to  call  in  the  owner, 
who  was  a  member  of  this  body  until  recently, 
and  ask  for  the  facts,  I  think  we  will  get  the  facts 
as  straight  as  we  would  either  from  Mr.  Folsom  or 
from  myself.  The  facts  are  absolutely  as  I  have 
given  them,  and  show  an  under-assessment  of  that 
particular  property  which  is  typical  of  that  neigh- 
borhood. In  closing,  I  will  say  that  I  do  not  want 
to  detain  the  Council  to-day.  Mr.  Folsom  has 
said  that  I  am  not  honest.  I  am  not  going  to  ask 
for  any  action  to  be  taken  against  Mr.  Folsom, 
but  I  am  going  to  show  that  I  am  honest  by  favor- 
ing what  Mr.  Folsom  has  himself  recommended 
one  year  ago  to  this  body.  He  then  recommended 
the  adoption  of  maps  for  assessing  purposes.  The 
suggestion  in  regard  to  maps  was  made  by  Mr. 
Lawson  Purdy  to  this  bod.v  the  preceding  year, 
and  Mr.  Folsom  at  that  time  favored  it.  He 
came  before  the  hearings  on  the  budget  and  favored 
it  also;  and  I  am  going  to  introduce  later  in  the 
meeting  loan  orders  asking  for  sums  of  money  suffi- 
cient to  have  maps  issued  for  various  wards, 
separately,  showing  the  assessed  value  of  property 
in  those  wards.  That  is  what  Mr.  Folsom  himself 
recommended,  I  suppose  speaking  for  the  Board. 
It  is  what  Mr.  Lawson  Purdy  recommends  and

what  is  done  in  New  York.  I  am  going  to  ask  tliis 
Council  to  be  fair  in  the  matter  and  to  consider 
that  matter  at  some  future  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  on  its  merits. 


ROPING   OFF   OF   STREETS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That 
the  City  Messenger  be  authorized  to  rope  ofi  such 
streets  as  the  Police  Commissioner  may  designate 
for  the  following  events: 

On  Saturday,  April  12,  1913,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Union  Park  street  and  Harrison  avenue,  for  the 
ten-mile  road  race  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Cathedral  Catholic  Young  Men's  Association, 
and  on  Saturday,  April  19,  191.3,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Chestnut  avenue  and  Centre  street,  for  the  ten- 
mile  race  under  the  auspices  of  the  Acme  Athletic 
Association.

AUTHORITY   ON   FIRE   PREVENTION 

LAWS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Fire 
Hazard  Committee  already  appointed  by  the 
Chair  be  requested  to  report  on  whether  the  Board 
of  Appeal  tends  to  split  authority  on  building 
matters,  and  if  so,  whether  this  causes  lax  enforce- 
ment of  fire  prevention  laws. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Hazard. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  re- 
consideration of  that  reference  in  order  to  bring 
in  evidence  a  letter  I  have  on  the  subject.  There 
is  a  Fire  Hazard  Committee  of  the  Council  but  I 
don't  think  it  has  been  very  active.  I  do  know, 
however,  that  there  is  such  a  committee.  This 
subject  was  called  to  my  attention  because  the 
Board  of  Appeal  has  granted  certain  changes  in 
public  buildings  from  what  would  have  been 
allowed  by  the  Fire  Commissioner.  A  difference 
of  opinion  arises  on  that  subject  and  it  causes  the 
Fire  Commissioner  to  sometimes  take  the  attitude, 
"What  is  the  use?  If  I  make  a  ruling  on  a  certain 
public  building  it  will  be  over-ridden  by  the  Board 
of  Appeal."  So  I  have  introduced  this  order.  I 
think  it  will  properly  come  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Fire  Hazard  Committee.  Here  is  a  letter 
in  regard  to  the  Arena,  from  31  Beacon  street. 
I  will  say  before  I  read  the  entire  letter  that  it  is 
signed  by  William  Atkinson: 

In  re  Arena. 

February  20,  1913. 

It  is  stated  that  there  were  6,000  persons  at  the 
Harvard-Princeton  match  on  February  15. 

The  seating  capacity  of  the  Boston  Theater  is 
2,848;  Opera  House,  2,718:  Symphony  Hall,  2,569. 

I  tried  two  of  the  exit  doors  on  that  evening, 
after  the  game  had  begun,  and  found  them  locked. 
This  is  against  the  law.  (Sections  93  and  107, 
chapter  550,  1907.)  The  seats  and  their  sup- 
ports are  not  fireproof  as  law  requires  (Section 
105,  ibid.),  but  are  of  wood.  (Allowed  by  Board 
of  Appeal  against  protest  of  Building  (Commis- 
sioner.) 


A  portion  of  the  space  under  the  seats  is  oc- 
cupied by  lockers  and  dressing  rooms.  This 
constitutes  a  bad  fire  hazard.  These  were  put 
in  against  the  protest  of  Building  Commissioner 
overruled  by  Board  of  Appeal.  The  exit 
doors  at  west  end  do  not  open  out  as  required  by 
law  (Section  93,  ibid.),  but  slide  sideways.  These 
exits  lead  through  the  machinery  room  and  are 
not  proper  exits.  There  are  signs  prohibiting 
smoking,  but  there  was  plenty  of  smoking  going 
on  the  night  I  was  there  (February  15).  To 
ray  mind  there  exists  in  this  building  conditions 
for  another  Iroquois  Theater  catastrophe.  In  this 
opinion  I  am  upheld  by  Mr.  F.  E.  Cabot  of  the 
Boston  Board  of  Underwriters.  There  are  no 
exits  on  the  south  side  fronting  the  Boston  & 
Providence  Railroad. 

The  building  could  be  made  safe,  and  ought  to 
be  if  it  is  to  be  continued  to  be  allowed  to  do 
business.     Otherwise  its  license  should  be  revoked. 

In  looking  about  the  city  for  other  instances  of 
this  kind,  I  find  that  they  appear  in  considerable 
number.  Any  member  of  the  Council  can  walk 
down  Court  street  when  we  adjourn  and  look  at 
the  hole  where  Austin  &  Stone's  theater  used  to 
be.  Just  at  the  back  side  of  that  break  in  the 
buildings  you  can  see  the  old  Howard  theater, 
and  if  you  will  note,  not  even  taking  a  step  out  of 
your  way,  you  can  see  that  the  exits  and  egresses 
to  the  first  and  second  galleries,  I  think  they  are, 
are  wooden  stairs  upheld  by  small  pieces  of  joists 
at  the  present  time.  If  there  should  be  even  a  cry 
of  fire  in  the  theater  and  a  rush  for  those  stairs, 
I  cannot  possible  see  how  they  would  stand  the 
weight,  let  alone  the  danger  from  the  stairs  being 
burnt.  I  simply  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  hoping  that  there  will  be  prompt  action. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  withdrawn  and 
the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Hazard. 


LOAN  FOR  HIGHWAYS. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order— That  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000) 
be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  Highways, 
Making  of,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393 
of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  upon  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  that  reference  simply  for  the  purpose 
of  saying  a  word  or  two.  Last  year  I  put  in  an  order 
for  $200,000,  in  addition  to  the  Mayor's  order  of 
$300,000,  for  the  construction  of  highways.  Last 
year  the  citizens  of  Boston  voted  in  favor  of  a 
substantial  sum  of  money,  $500,000,  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  construction  of  new  highways.  I 
have  been  of  the  opinion  since  I  have  been  in  the 
city  government  that  the  expenditure  for  the  con- 
struction of  highways,  being  a  recurrent  expense  in 
our  city,  should  if  possible  come  from  the  tax  lavy. 
I  have  looked  over  the  Auditor's  figures  to  see  the 
state  of  our  finances  this  year,  and  I  cannot  see 
how  any  substantial  sum  can  come  forthwith  from 
the  tax  rate.  The  Mayor  has  already  sent  to  the 
City  Council  an  order  for  $300,000  for  the  con- 
struction of  highways.  In  my  opinion  this  is 
frightfully  insufficient.  Only  a  few  minutes  ago, 
to-day,  I  voted  against  an  order,  without  prejudice, 
on  the  Commonwealth  avenue  proposition.  There 
are  many  street  improvements  which  must  be  made 
in  the  City  of  Boston  which  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary, and  my  vote  on  the  Commonwealth  avenue 
proposition  was  simply  in  order  to  delay  so  that  the 
Council  might  look  at  the  entire  highway  question 
of  the  City  of  Boston  from  a  broad  standpoint, 
having  in  view  the  necessities  of  the  whole  city  as 
they  are  to  be  dealt  with,  with  the  limited  amount 
of  money  at  our  disposal.  In  my  opinion  the 
primary  thing  is,  first,  to  take  care  of  the  sewerage 
system  and  the  highways  of  the  city,  because  those 
both  strike  at  the  health  of  the  community.  For 
that  reason  I  have  offered  this  order,  knowing  that 
the  Committee  on  Finance  will  give  it  due  con- 
sideration, I  hope  within  a  short  time,  and  favorable 
consideration.  I  now  withdraw  the  motion  to  re- 
consider. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.  > 
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INVITATION    TO    DOCTOR    FRIEDMANN. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
trustees  of  the  Consumptives'  Hospital  and  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Infirmary  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  invite  Dr.  Fried- 
rich  Franz  Friedmann  of  Germany  to  visit  this 
city,  at  his  earliest  convenience,  for  the  purpose 
of  administering  his  treatment  for  the  relief  and 
cure  of  tuberculosis. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


UNION   MUSICIANS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Music  Department  be  requested  to  draw  its  con- 
tract for  musicians  so  as  not  to  exclude  the  mem- 
bers of  any  union. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  recon- 
sideration simply  to  get  in  certain  evidence.  At 
the  time  when  the  budget  was  under  consideration 
by  the  Committee  on  Appropriation  I  asked  the 
head  of  the  Music  Department  to  send  me  in  a 
copy  of  their  contract.  He  has  not  done  so  as  yet, 
and  I  do  not  want  to  press  the  matter  until  it 
comes  in.  At  the  same  time,  it  has  been  brought 
to  my  attention  that  the  International  Musical 
and  Theatrical  Union,  Incorporated,  of  which  I 
have  the  by-laws  here,  which  has  a  lodge  in  this 
city,  is  discriminated  against  in  the  form  of  con- 
tract used  in  our  Music  Department.  Of  course, 
I  imagine  the  Music  Department  itself  does  not 
realize  the  fact.  I  do  not  feel  that  it  would  care 
to  establish  a  closed  shop  for  any  one  union.  I 
would  like  to  submit  this  booklet  in  evidence. 
I  withdraw  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


ARBITRATION     OF     GARMENT     TRADES 
STRIKE. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ask  the  strikers  and 
employers  in  the  garment  trades  to  submit  their 
differences  for  arbitration  to  the  following  com- 
mittee; Louis  D.  Brandeis,  Max  Mitchell,  Bernard 
J.  Rothwell. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SOLDIERS'   RELIEF. 

Coun.  McDonald,  for  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers'  Relief,  submitted  a  report  recommending 
the  passage  of  an  order  for  the  payment  of  aid  to 
soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  month  of  March. 

Report  accepted ;  order  passed. 


ACCEPTANCE  OF  PENSION  ACT. 

Coun.  McDonald  offered  an  order— That 
chapter  136,  Acts  of  1913,  entitled  "An  Act  To 
Authorize  the  Payment  of  a  Pension  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  the  Widow  of  Jeremiah  J.  Lehan"  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted  by  the  City 
Council. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PENSION   FOR   MRS.   LEHAN. 

Coun.  McDonald  offered  an  order — That  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  136, 
Acts  of  1913,  there  be  allowed  and  paid  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  ten  years  to  Lucy  A.  Lehan, 
widow  of  Jeremiah  J.  Lehan,  a  police  officer 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  died  while  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty,  an  annuity  of  three  hundred 
dollars  for  the  support  of  herself  and  throe  minor 
children  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  or 
thereafter  for  the  benefit  of  all  or  any  one  of  her 
three  minor  children  so  long  as  any  one  of  them 
remains  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  the  amounts 
paid  under  authority  of  this  order  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Police  Department, 
Pensions.

SMITH  offered  an  order — That  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Council  did  not  understand 
that  the  head  of  the  Park  Department  and  the 
Recreation  Department,  provided  for  by  the  new 
Consolidation  Ordinance,  were  to  be  obliged  to 
take  civil  service  examination,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  requirement  of  such  examination 
might  deter  the  Mayor  from  appointing  experts 
from  a  distance  who  would  not  care  to  take  such 
examination,  we  respectfully  petition  the  commis- 
sioners that  they  make  a  ruling  that  such  examina- 
tions are  not  necessary  for  appointees  to  those  two 
positions. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


COST  OF  WEST  ROXBURY  PARKWAY. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  the  Park 
Commissioners  be  requested  to  make  plans  and 
submit  an  estimate  for  construction  of  West 
Roxbury  Parkway,  stating  what  amount  will  be 
necessary  to  make  a  beginning  between  Centre 
street   to   Beech   street. 

Passed. 


A   CITY   NEWSPAPER. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Chair 
be  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to 
investigate  the  subject  of  city  newspaper. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference  in  order  that  I  may  get 
in  evidence.  I  have  here  a  copy  of  the  Los  Angeles 
statute  on  this  subject,  parts  of  which  I  would 
like  to  have  incorporated  in  our  minutes.  I 
would  like  to  have  printed  the  section  as  to  the 
appointment  of  the  commission,  also  the  section 
as  to  free  distribution,  those  being  small  sections, 
and  a  longer  section  providing  for  allotment  of 
space  in  tiie  newspapers.  I  will  not  trouble  the 
Council  to  put  in  the  larger  part  of  the  statute, 
but  simply  these  small  parts  that  I  mention. 

The  Council  voted  that  the  sections  mentioned 
might  be  included  in  the  minutes,  and  they  are  as 
follows ; 

"Sect.  2.  Said  Commissioners  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  Council,  said  confirmation  by  the  Council 
to  be  by  ordinance  subject  to  the  referendum 
provisions  of  the  City  Charter.  Said  Commis- 
sioners, or  any  of  them,  shall  be  subject  to  removal 
at  any  time  on  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  said  approval 
by  the  Council  to  be  by  ordinance  subject  to 
the  referendum  provisions  of  the  City  Charter. 
In  case  a  referendum  petition  is  filed  on  any  ordi- 
nance, confirming  an  appointment  as  aforesaid, 
the  Mayor  may  appoint  the  commissioner  whose 
appointment  has  been  subjected  to  referendum 
proceedings,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Commis- 
sion until  the  determination  of  the  referendum 
proceedings,  unless  prior  to  that  time  the  term 
expires.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the 
Municipal  Newspaper  Commission  shall  be  four 
years,  beginning  January  first,  1912.  If  any 
vacancy  occurs  the  Mayor  shall,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Council,  as  aforesaid,  fill  the 
same    by  appointment  for  the  unexpired    term." 

"Sect.  4.  ...  To  any  subscriber  one  cent  per 
copy,  delivered  by  mail,  payable  at  least  six  months 
in  advance.  Copies  of  the  current  issue  shall  be 
kept  at  the  office  of  the  Municipal  Newspaper 
Commission,  and  single  copies  given  free  to  any 
registered  voter  or  taxpayer  of  the  city  who  makes 
application  in   person    at  the  office    and    receipts 
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therefor.  In  addition  to  the  sale  and  distribu- 
tion above  provided  for,  the  Commission  shall 
make  such  further  free  distribution  of  the  paper 
among  the  voters,  taxpayers,  and  residents  of  the 
city  as  the  financial  resources  of  the  department 
will  allow,  such  distribution  to  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  widest  possible  distribu- 
tion of  the  paper  among  the  persons  enumerated. 
Said  paper  may  be  sold  at  the  price  of  not  less  than 
ten  cents  per  hundred  to  news  agents  for  purposes 
of  resale. 

"Sect.  5.     ...     F.     In    every    issue    of    said 
Municipal   Newspaper  forty-five  square  inches  of 
reading  matter  space,   or  as  near  thereto  as  the 
physical    makeup    of    the    paper    will   reasonably 
permit,  shall  be  set  side  for  the  free  use  of  each 
political  organization  that  at  either  the  last  general 
state  election,  not  a  primary  election,   or  at  the 
last  primary  nominating  city  election  immediately 
preceding  a  general  municipal  election,  polled  more 
than  3  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  cast  in  the  city, 
the  only  restriction  on  the  matter  published  by 
said    political    organizations    in    their    respective 
spaces  being  that  it   shall  be  matter  lawful  for 
newspaper   publication   and   shall   have  .  reference 
to  public  affairs  or  public  men.     On  similar  terms, 
the  Mayor  or  any  member  of  the  City  Council 
may  have  the  use  of  twenty  square  inches  of  space 
in  said  newspaper.     On  similar  terms,   also,   any 
independent  candidate  for  city  office,  whose  nom- 
inating petition  has  been  properly  filed,  and  who  is 
not  the    candidate  of     any   political   organization 
having  the  use  of  space  in  said  paper  as  aforesaid, 
may  obtain  the  use  of  five  square  inches  of  space 
in  any  or  all  of  the  issues  of  said  paper  during  the 
pendency  of  his  said  independent  candidacy,  by 
paying   therefor   in    advance    regular    advertising 
charges,   and   if   at   the   ensuing   election   it   shall 
appear  that  he  has  received  three  per  cent  of  the 
total  vote   cast  for  the   office  for  which   he  is   a 
candidate,  the  money  so  paid  by  him  for  space 
shall   be   refunded   to   him.     Two    or   more   such 
independent  candidates  may  by  mutual  agreement 
combine  their  several  alloted  spaces  for  joint  use, 
provided  that  the  total  of  said  combined  spaces 
shall  not  exceed  forty-five  square  inches  in  any  one 
such     combination     of     spaces.     The     Municipal 
Newspaper  Commission  shall  determine  in  accord- 
ance with  the  facts  in  each  case  the  right  of  any 
political  organization  to  the  use  of  space  as  afore- 
said, but  any  political  organization  may  establish 
the  fact  that  it  has  polled  three  per  cent  of  the 
total  vote   cast  in  the  city,   as   aforesaid,  in  the 
following  manner,  to  wit:  by  filing  with  the  City 
Clerk  at  any  time  within  five  days  prior  to  the 
election    a   list    of   the    candidates   nominated    or 
supported    by    said    organization    together    with 
the  written  consent  of  the  said  candidates  that  the  ■ 
votes    cast  for  them  shall  be  credited  to  the  said 
organization   for  the   purpose   of   establishing   its 
right  to  control  said  space  in  said  newspaper,  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  votes  cast  for  said  candidates 
shall  thereupon  be  counted  as  having  been  polled  ' 
by   said    political    organization.      Any    candidate 
may  sign  to  have  his  vote  credited  to  more  than 
one  political  organization,  in  which  case  the  votes 
for  such  candidate  shall  be  divided  equally  between 
the  political  organizations  the  candidate  may  have 
specified  in  writing.     Any   political   organization, 
irrespective  of  the  vote  it  may  have  polled,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  use  of  forty-five  square  inches  of 
space   in   said   newspaper   as   aforesaid,   until   the 
ensuing    general    municipal    election,    by    filing    a 
petition   therefor,    signed    by    5   per    cent    of   the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  who  have  not  signed 
any    other    similar    petition    within    two    years, 
provided  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Municipal 
Newspaper  Commission  such  petition  is  not  filed 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  for  a  political  organiza- 
tion  already   having  use  of  space  in  said  paper, 
as  aforesaid,  additional  space  imder  another  name, 
and    that    the    political    organization    filing    such 
petition  is  distinctly  a  different  political  organiza- 
tion from  and  opposed  to  the  political  organiza- 
tions  already   having   use   of   said   space   in   said 
newspaper.     Any    such     petition    shall     conform 
substantially  to  the   form  for  petition  described 
in  Section  198b  of  the  City  Charter.     Should  any 
state   or   national   party  be   entitled  to  space,  as 
aforesaid,  as  a  county  organization,  it  shall  receive 
space  as  a  county  organization  but  not  otherwise, 
it  being  the  intention  that  no  political  party  shall 
receive  more  than  one  allotment  of  space,  regard- 
less of  the  subdivisions  of  its  organization.     Each 
political  organization  entitled  to  space  in  said  paper 
shall  appoint  its  own  press  agent,  who  shall  furnish 
to  the  general  manager  of  the  paper  the  matter 


to  be  printed  in  the  space  alloted  his  organization. 
Each  such  press  agent  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
official  governing  committee  of  his  organization 
or  by  a  committee  named  in  the  petition  for  space 
above  provided  for.  Should  any  poUtical  organi- 
zation entitled  to  space  in  said  paper,  as  aforesaid, 
fail  to  use  said  space,  the  Municipal  Newspaper 
Commission  may  appoint  a  special  press  agent  to 
fill  said  space  with  matter  written  from  the  stand- 
point of  such  political  organization.  Whenever, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Municipal  Newspaper 
Commission,  the  work  of  any  of  said  press  agents  is 
of  a  high  standard  of  excellence,  judged  by  the 
standards  of  professional  newspaper  worki  the 
Commission  may  pay  such  press  agent  or  agents 
a  reasonable  sum  for  their  work,  provided  that 
no  distinction  of  any  kind  shall  be  drawn  because 
of  the  political  opinions  represented." 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  withdrawn  and  the 
order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

United  Improvement  Association, 

Boston,  March  6,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  The  United  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation, at  its  monthly  meeting  held  on  March  5, 
voted  to  send  the  following  reply  to  the  order  of 
the  City  Council  of  November  18,  1912,  request- 
ing that  the  United  Improvement  Association, 
with  other  civic  bodies,  be  requested  to  express 
an  opinion  on  the  desirability  of  introducing  in 
Boston  the  so-called  Somers  System  of  assessing 
real  estate : 

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  answer  to  your  order  of  Novem- 
ber 18,  1912,  requesting  that  the  United  Improve- 
ment Association  among  other  civic  bodies  be 
requested  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  desira- 
bility of  introducing  in  Boston  the  so-called  Somers 
System  of  assessing  real  estate,  we  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  opinion: 

That  it  would  be  ill  advised  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  introduce  this  system.  That,  not- 
withstanding the  criticism  of  our  Board  of  Asses- 
sors, we  believe,  after  an  impartial  investigation, 
that  our  Board,  though  working  under  the  dis- 
advantage of  having  too  much  work  and  a  dearth 
of  funds  to  study  some  of  the  best  things  that 
have  been  found  to  work  well  in  other  cities,  have 
done  very  well.  We  find  further  that  their  books 
are  open  to  the  public  and  the  assessment  of  each 
piece  of  property  can  be  viewed  by  the  general 
public  in  this  city  much  better  than  in  almost 
every  other  large  city. 

We  also  find  that  the  field  book  with  maps  used 
in  New  York  City,  as  described  by  Mr.  Lawson 
Purdy  of  New  York  in  his  address  before  the 
Mayor,  City  Council,  Finance  Commission, 
assessors,  and  other  heads  of  departments  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  on  February  1,  1912  (City  Docu- 


ment 149,  1911,  paragraphs  40  and  47),  would  be 
a  most  admirable  thing  for  the  City  of  Boston  to 
adopt  for  the  use  of  its  Board  of  Assessors  if  the 
cost  was  not  prohibitive.  But  before  this  asso- 
ciation gives  its  unqualified  indorsement  to  the 
providing  of  this  book  it  would  want  to  know, 
and  the  public  of  Boston  would  want  to  know,  its 
cost;  and  therefore  this  association  suggests  that 
the  City  Council  pass  an  order  requesting  the 
Mayor  to  ask  the  head  of  the  Surveying  Division 
to  answer  the  following  questions: 

1.  Whether,  in  order  to  make  plans  similar  to 
those  used  in  New  York,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
make  a  new  survey  of  the  whole  city,  and,  if  not,  of 
what  part  of  the  city  it  would  be  necessary  to 
make  a  survey? 

2.  What  would  be  the  probable  cost  of  making 
such  a  survey  and  the  cost  of  the  plans? 

This  association  also  suggests  that  the  City 
Council  pass  the  necessary  ordinance  to  oblige  the 
Building  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
furnish  the  assessors  with  the  information  upon 
each  application  for  a  building  permit  containing 
the  builder's  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  proposed 
building,  and  the  opinion  of  the  building  inspector 
of  the  district  as  to  the  value  of  the  building  when 
finished.

Dear  Sir, —  In  1911,  in  connection  with  the  pur- 
chase by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany of  Boston  from  the  trustees  of  Boston  Col- 
lege of  the  old  Boston  College  athletic  field  lying 
between  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Norfolk  ave- 
nue, the  city  released  to  Boston  College,  by  deed 
dated  June  22,  1911,  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds, 
Book  3558,  page  227,  a  strip  of  land  extending 
across  the  parcel  which  had  been  taken  by  the  city 
for  a  street,  reserving,  however,  the  right  to  main- 
tain and  repair  the  existing  sewerage  works  in 
said  strip  of  land.  I  refer  to  the  City  Record  for 
June  3,  1911,  page  447,  and  for  June  24,  1911, 
page  495,  for  the  proceedings  in  the  City  Council 
regarding  this  matter. 

Only  a  small  part  of  this  strip  of  land  at  the 
Norfolk  avenue  end  was  on  land  of  the  trustees  of 
Boston  College.     The  remainder   was   upon  land 
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of  George  Morgan  Browne,  who,  by  deed  dated 
June  18,  1898,  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Book 
2537,  page  126,  sold  the  remainder  of  tliis  strip  up 
to  Norfolk  avenue  to  the  city  for  $300.  The 
Edison  Company  has  since  acquired  the  remain- 
ing land  of  Browne,  so  that  it  owns  the  land  on 
both  sides  of  this  strip  on  Norfolk  avenue.

IMPROVEMENT,    FIRE   SIGNAL   SERVICE.

18,  on  the  need  of  improvement  in  the  city's  fire 
signal  service.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  inclosing  you  herewith  a  copy 
of  a  report  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  Branch  in  answer  to  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission.  This  will  give  you  the 
details  covered  generally  in  my  letter  to  you, 
dated  March  18,  1913,  on  the  same  subject. 

I  will  say  further  that  yesterday  I  went  over 
with  Mr.  Blackall,  the  architect  of  the  high 
pressure  pumping  station,  the  consideration  of 
plans  by  which  the  fire  alarm  station  could  be 
made  part  of  the  pumping  station.  I  find  that 
the  fire  alarm  station  could  be  added  to  the  pump- 
ing station  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $75,000 
as  originally  estimated  by  this  department,  arid 
in  all  probability  this  amount  could  be  scaled  in 
the  actual  working  out  of  the  plans.  I  find  that 
under  these  plans  there  is  more  than  enough  room 
to  take  care  of  the  requirements  of  a  fire  alarm 
station.  'The  original  estimate  for  equipment  of 
.■$125, 000  was  made  upon  the  basis  that  a  reputable 
fire  alarm  equipment  manufacturing  concern 
would  guarantee  to  do  it  for  this  price.  This, 
therefore,  disposes  of  the  statement  of  the  Finance 
Commission  that  $225,000  would  be  insufficient 
to  erect  an  underground  station  in  Charles  street. 

As  the  Fire  Department  has  never  seriously  or 
ofiScially  considered  placing  the  station  above 
ground  in  Charles  street  or  in  the  Fenway,  the 
figures  of  $325,000  and  $315,000,  respectively,  for 
these  two  sites  are  disposed  of. 


In  addition,  I  am  informed  f^y  tlie  architect  that 
the  fire  alarm  station  and  the  high  pressure  pump- 
ing station  being  erected  together  would  probably 
cost  from  $75,000  to  .$100,000  less  than  if  they 
were  erected  separately. 

Rented  Quarters. 
If  it  was  decided  to  erect  a  fire  alarm  station, 
an  additional  saving  to  the  city  would  be  the  use 
of  two  floors  of  the  present  building  by  the  fire 
alarm  repair  shop  and  storeroom,  for  which  we 
are  now  paying  an  annual  rental  of  $2,000.  There- 
fore, this  question  should  be  left  until  the  question 
of  a  new  fire  alarm  station  is  settled. 

Emergency  Repairs. 
There  is  no  question  but  what  automobiles  used 
in  this  branch  would  be  an  improvement,  and  in 
my  report  to  you,  dated  February  1,  I  have 
included  the  motorization  of  this  branch  in  the 
general  motorization  proposition.

Regarding  the  report  of  the  engineers  employed 
by  the  Finance  Commission  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing: 

In  his  communication  of  March  11,  1913,  to  the 
commission,  Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson,  consulting 
engineer,  states  that  Mr.  Eugene  W.  Godfrey,  the 
investigator, ' '  had  considerable  personal  knowledge 
of  the  fire  alarm  equipment  of  the  City  of  Boston 
previous  to  his  undertaking  the  investigation." 

That  statement  is  a  mistake,  as  Mr.  Godfrey 
acknowledged  when  he  started  his  investigation 
that  he  knew  practically  nothing  of  fire  alarm 
matters  but  must  depend  upon  me,  in  a  large 
measure,  to  give  him  all  the  information  possible. 

On  page  2  of  Mr.  Godfrey's  report  the  second 
question  to  be  considered  was:  "If  the  fire  signal 
station  on  Bristol  street  should  be  made  useless  by 
fire,  what  temporary  arrangements  for  fire  signal 
service  could  be  made,  and  at  what  cost  approx- 
imately?" 

By  careful  reading  of  the  report  I  find  that  this 
question  has  been  practically  ignored.  Sugges- 
tions are  made  for  a  temporary  service  to  be  estab- 
lished elsewhere  in  case  the  station  is  temporarily 
abandoned,  but  losing  fire  headquarters  by  fire 
has  not  been  considered. 

On  page  3,  regarding  the  fire  starting  in  the 
lumber  yard  of  Blacker  &  Shepard,  August  9,  1910, 
the  statement  is  made  that  the  fire  was  an  exceed- 
ingly severe  one.  There  is  no  doubt  about  that, 
but  it  was  a  local  one,  not  a  conflagration,  and 
when  the  fire  started  all  apparatus  was  in  quarters. 
There  were  no  other  fires  for  about  one  and  a  half 
hours  after  the  fire  was  first  discovered,  therefore 
no  interruptions  to  cause  the  fire-fighting  force  to 
be  weakened. 

There  was  no  severe  test  of  the  fireproof  quali- 
ties of  the  present  headquarters  building  because 
the  department  prevented  the  flames  from  reaching 
that  far.  Later  in  the  evening  a  large  fire  occurred 
downtown,  but  practically  no  apparatus  was 
taken  from  the  first  fire,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
breaking  out  of  the  downtown  fire,  the  first  fire 
was  under  control. 

The  statement  that  the  first  alarm  of  the  fire 
was  rung  in  by  an  official  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  that  a  general  alarm  was  immediately  re- 
quested by  him  is  incorrect;  but  even  if  it  were 
true,  the  fire  alarm  operators  would  rightly  q\ies- 
tion  such  an  order,  because  general  alarms  can  only 
be  ordered  by  the  commanding  officer  at  a  fire. 
There  was  undoubtedly  some  confusion  in  the 
fire  alarm  office  that  night,  but  considering  the 
severe  strain  under  w^hich  the  operators  w^ere 
working,  with  alarms,  telegraph  and  telephone 
messages  and  verbal  orders,  they  did  remarkably 
well.  They  received  and  transmitted  seven 
alarms  in  thirteen  minutes,  and  the  fire  apparatus 
was  mobilized  in  an  extremely  quick  time. 

Under  the  heading  "Fire  Signal  System"  the 
statement  made  concerning  cables  is  correct,  and 
too  piuch  emphasis  cannot  be  made  regarding  the 
fact  that  something  should  be  done  at  once  to 
relieve  the  main  cables  in  the  downtown  districts. 
It  was  the  custom  in  the  past  to  make  test  posts 
of  wood,  but  during  the  past  year  iron  posts  have 
been  used. 
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Present  Headquarters  Building. 

It  is  practicable  to  remove  practically  all  wood- 
work from  the  present  headquarters  building  and 
by  putting  shutters  on  the  windows  there  is  no 
doubt  but  what  the  building  would  offer  considera- 
ble resistance  to  a  fire,  but  in  a  conflagration  I  am 
still  of  the  opinion  that  the  building  would  be 
destroyed.  Equipping  the  building  on  the  south- 
erly side  of  Bristol  street  with  sprinklers  and  fire 
curtains  would  undoubtedly  do  much  toward 
checking  a  fire,  and  possibly  the  owners,  if  the 
suggestion  were  made  to  them,  might  see  the  ad- 
vantage in  having  these  improvements  made. 

The  suggestion  that  a  duplicate  telephone 
equipment  be  installed  in  some  place  such  as  the 
new  City  Hall  Annex,  to  be  used  in  case  of  the 
temporary  abandonment  of  fire  headquarters, 
seems  to  me  a  useless  expense.  The  report  regard- 
ing an  auxiliary  station  is  not  quite  clear  to  me. 

I  am  not  quite  sure  whether  Mr.  Godfrey  means 
that  a  cable  should  be  run  from  present  head- 
quarters to  the  proposed  auxiliary  station  or  that 
loops  should  be  run  from  the  nearest  cables.  I 
also  cannot  understand  whether  it  is  intended  to 
make  a  combination  automatic  and  manual  equip- 
ment in  the  present  station  or  that  the  auxiliary 
station  be  equipped  to  operate  the  system  tempo- 
rarily. If  the  latter,  no  appropriation  has  been 
considered  for  cables. 

The  matter  concerning  an  auxiliary  station  has 
been  considered  many  times  since  the  fire  of 
August  9,  1910,  and  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion 
among  experts  whose  opinions  have  been  sought 
that  an  auxiliary  station  should  not  be  built  and 
maintained . 

Transmission  System. 

The  statement  "that  a  break  of  one  of  the  sixty- 
one  conductor  cables  would  put  out  of  commission 
the  entire  signal  system  of  the  districts  served  for 
an  indefinite  period,  a  condition  equally  as  serious 
as  if  headquarters  had  been  destroyed,"  is  very 
misleading.  In  case  of  such  a  break  temporary 
service  could  be  quickly  resumed  by  grounding 
the  conductors  at  the  nearest  point. 

Admitting  that  there  is  more  or  less  hazard  in 
using  test  posts  the  danger  of  losing  one  by  any 
ordinary  fire  is  so  small  that  in  my  opinion  it  is 
hardly  worth  considering. 

It  is  the  usual  practice  in  fire  alarm  systems  to 
use  the  test  posts  in  order  to  locate  faults  quickly, 
and  in  my  judgment  there  should  be  many  more 
installed.     Iron  posts,  however,  should  be  used. 

The  statement  that  signoi  boxes  in  the  down- 
town district  are  frequently  out  of  commission 
because  of  faulty  cables  is  incorrect,  and  our 
records  show  that  "with  one  exception  no  box  has 
failed  to  work  w'hen  pulled  for  a  fire  for  the  past 
three  years.  In  that  one  case  no  delaj'  was  caused 
because  a  telephone  message  was  received  for  the 
same  fire.  We  have  had,  however,  numerous 
open  circuits  and  there  have  been  many  times 
when  boxes,  especially  in  the  suburban  districts, 
have  been  out  of  commission,  sometimes  for  hours. 

The  existence  of  a  number  of  street  fire  alarm 
signal  boxes  on  one  circuit  very  seldom  complicates 
the  receiving  of  fire  alarm  signals.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  boxes  are  so  interlaced  on  different  circuits 
that  it  is  a  rare  occurrence  when  two  boxes  on 
the  same  circuit  conflict.  The  records  in  this 
office  fail  to  show  any  serious  delays  in  the  trans- 
mission of  alarms. 

Boxes  of  the  succession,  noninterfering  type 
are  recommended  in  the  report.  This  type  of 
box  prevents  any  interference  when  two  or  more 
boxes  on  the  same  circuit  are  pulled  together,  but 
there  are  some  features  regarcUag  the  box  now  in 
use  that  are  better  than  the  succession  type. 
Because  of  the  fact  that  very  little  confusion  has 
occurred,  due  to  mixed  alarms,  I  have  hesitated 
in  adopting  the  succession  box.  The  succession 
box  is  very  compUcated  and  it  requires  an  expert 
to  repair  one.  The  succession  box  is  key-wound, 
and  in  case  of  the  Gamewell  box,  if  pulled  on  an 
open  circuit,  is  liable  to  run  down.  After  correct- 
ing trouble  on  a  circuit  it  would  be  necessary  to 
test  all  boxes  on  the  circuit.  The  present  box  is 
self-winding  and  is  always  in  a  po.sitIon  to  operate. 
In  the  past  boxes  have  not  been  so  near  each  other 
that  it  has  been  possible  to  properly  interlace 
them  on  different  circuits. 

Because  of  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
boxes  it  has  been  necessary  to  consider  changes 
in  the  type  of  box  and  many  experiments  have 
been  made  on  succession  boxes. 

I  presume  that  the  suggestion  that  telephones 
be  installed  in  boxes  would  be  for  the  use  of  mem- 


bers of  the  Fire  Department  and  not  for  the  public, 
that  is,  that  the  telephone  be  substituted  for  the 
telegraph.  Under  present  conditions  this  would 
not  be  feasible  because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient 
wires  in  the  cables,  and  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  generators  now  in  use  are  not  suitable  for  the 
purpose. 

It  would  also  be  a  tremendous  expense  to  change 
all  the  boxes  in  the  city  to  accommodate  the 
telephone.  The  telegraph  as  at  present  used  is 
giving  excellent  service. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  sj^stem  at  present  in 
use  by  the  Police  Department  where,  instead  of 
having  one  central  station,  numerous  stations  are 
in  service,  be  adopted  by  the  Fire  Department, 
or,  in  other  words,  that  the  system  be  divided 
into  numerous  zones.  I  do  not  agree  with  Mr. 
Godfrey  in  this  matter,  except  that  in  case  of  a 
conflagration  probably  only  one  zone  would  be 
affected. 

The  conditions  in  the  Police  Department  can 
hardly  be  compared  to  conditions  in  the  Fire 
Department. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  one  in  charge  of  the  fire  alarm 
station  to  be  in  direct  communication  with  all 
the  department  boxes  and  stations.  In  case  of  a 
large  fire  all  sections  of  the  city  should  be  properly 
covered,  and  this  is  done  in  many  instances  by 
orders  from  the  fire  alarm  station.  If  the  system 
were  divided  into  zones  service  could  not  possibly 
be  as  efficient.  In  New  York  there  are  three 
fire  alarm  stations,  one  in  Manhattan,  one  in 
Brooklyn  and  the  Bronx  station,  while  in  Chicago 
there  are  tw-o. 

New  Fire  Signal  Station. 

A  new  station,  70  by  60  feet,  as  recommended  by 
you  would,  no  doubt,  be  of  sufficient  size  to  accom- 
modate all  the  apparatus  that  would  be  required. 
The  estimate  of  $125,000  for  a  new  equipment, 
I  am  assured,  is  large  enough  to  cover  the  cost. 
The  estimated  cost  of  S150,000  of  an  elevated 
structure  over  Charles  street  seems  to  me  as 
being  excessive,  but  I  do  not  know  that  you  have 
given  such  a  building  any  consideration.  It  was 
suggested  to  me  by  Mr.  Godfrey  that  Back  Bay 
Fens  might  be  a  suitable  place  to  erect  a  new 
station,  and  though  I  expressed  an  opinion  that 
Boston  Common  would  be  far  preferable,  I  did 
not  consider  the  Fenway  as  suitable,  but  thought 
the  latter  place  about  as  sacred  to  the  public  as  the 
former.  I  think  his  estimate  of  §125,000  for  a 
building  in  the  Fenway  is  very  excessive. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  state  that,  although  I 
believe  Mr.  Godfrey  to  be  strictly  honest  and 
conscientious,  I  do  not  believe  that  he  has  the 
experience  and  qualifications  to  make  an  expert 
report.  There  are  many  things  that  he  has 
recommended  that  should  be  seriously  considered, 
but  there  are  many  statements  made  through 
ignorance  of  existing  conditions.

SALARIES    OF    POLICE    MATRONS.

17,  recommending  that  the  salary  of  the  matrons 
attached  to  Police  Division  11,  Dorchester,  and 
Police  Division  13,  Jamaica  Plain,  be  increased 
from  two  hundred  dollars  to  three  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

For  the  reasons  given  in  the  letter  of  the  com- 
missioner I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order  authorizing  the  increase  of  salary.

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear  Sir, — A  police  station  house  matron  is 
required  to  live  near  the  station  house  at  which 
she  does  duty;  to  respond  at  once  day  or  night 
when  a  woman  is  arrested,  and  to  remain  with 
her  until  she  is  bailed  or  taken  to  court.  This 
often  involves  many   consecutive  hours  of  duty, 
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especially  when  arrests  are  made  on  Saturdays  or 
the  eves  of  holidays.  Under  the  statutes  the 
salaries  of  station  house  matrons  are  fixed  by  the 
City  Council.  I  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  salary  of  the  matron  attached  to  Police  Divi- 
sion 13,  Jamaica  Plain,  be  increased  from  two 
hundred  dollars  a  year  to  three  hundred  dollars. 
The  present  rate  was  established  twenty-seven 
years  ago  when  arrests  of  women  at  that  station 
ranged  from  ten  to  fifteen  annually;  they  now 
number  from  fifty  to  sixty,  and  conditions  are 
such  that  each  case  represents  additional  work 
done  by  the  matron.  For  similar  reasons  I 
recommend  a  like  increase,  namely,  from  two 
hundred  dollars  to  three  hundred  dollars  a  year, 
for  the  matron  attached  to  Police  Division  11, 
Dorchester.  As  the  salai'ies  originally  established 
by  the  City  Council  were  made  to  apply  to  station 
houses  and  not  to  individuals,  the  names  of 
particular  matrons  are  not  necessary.

CITY   FIRE   SIGNAL   SERVICE. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 
410-416  Tremont  Building, 

March  IS,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report  on  the  need  of 
improvement  in  the  city's  fire  signal  service. 

Since  the  fire  on  Albany  street  on  August  9, 
1910,  various  recommendations  have  been  made 
to  the  city  government  for  improvements  in  the 
fire  signal  service,  and  such  recommendations  have 
been  based  upon  the  assumed  necessity  of  a  new 
fire  signal  station  outside  of  the  present  fire  head- 
quarters on  Bristol  street.  After  the  appropria- 
tion had  been  made  for  a  new  fireproof  building 
at,  the  corner  of  Bristol  and  Albany  streets,  to  be 
used  as  a  Fire  Department  repair  shop,  the 
Finance  Commission  in  a  communication  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  dated  March  22,  1911, 
stated  that  in  its  opinion  a  new  fire  signal  station 
was  unnecessary,  in  which  opinion  Fire  Com- 
missioner Daly  concurred.  But  since  the  date 
of  the  Finance  Commission's  report  several  other 
investigating  bodies  have  made  reports  in  favor  of 
a  new  fire  signal  station,  and  on  February  14,  1913, 
the  Mayor  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  a  loan 
order  for  8225,000  for  a  new  fire  signal  station. 
Prior  to  the  date  of  this  loan  order,  to  wit,  on 
January  17,  1913,  the  Finance  Commission  had 
undertaken  a  new  investigation  of  the  entire 
subject,  through  Mr.  Eugene  W.  Godfrey,  an 
electrical  engineer  and  contractor  of  long  experi- 
ence, aided  by  Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson,  consulting 
engineer  for  the  commission.  They  have  made  a 
careful  investigation,  and  their  report,  a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  transmitted  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  should  be  given  serious  considera- 
tion. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission's engineers  that  the  amount  recommended 
by  the  Mayor  for  a  new  fire  signal  station,  namely, 
$225,000,  would  be  insufficient  even  for  an  rmder- 
ground  station  on  Charles  street.  In  their 
opinion  an  elevated  structure,  extending  across 
Charles  street,  would  cost  approximately  S325,000, 
including  equipment,  and  a  station,  with  equip- 
ment, placed  on  the  Back  Bay  Fens  on  land 
owned  by  the  city  would  cost  approximately 
$315,000.  It  also  appears  from  their  report  that 
there  is  no  need  of  spending  S315.000  or  more  for 
a  new  fire  signal  station,  as  the  Fire  Department 
headquarters,  in  which  the  existing  fire  signal 
station  is  located,  can  be  made  safe  by  eliminating 
the  woodwork,  by  putting  in  fireproof  materials, 
and  by  provicling  certain  additional  fire-fighting 
facilities,  the  entire  cost  of  which  would  be  $134,500, 
according  to  their  estimate.  It  appears,  there- 
fore, that  the  city  can  save  over  .S2S0,000  by 
adopting  the  plan  recommended  by  the  commis- 
sion's engineers,  and  that  it  can  at  the  same  time 
secure  adequate  protection  against  interruption 
of  the  fire  signal  service  from  fires  near  the  Fire 
Department  headquarters.  To  make  assurance 
doubly  sure  by  guarding  against  a  temporary 
interruption  of  the  service,  a  telephone  station 
could  be  installed  outside  of  Fire  Department 
headquarters,  by  means  of  wliich  .an  emergency 
fire  signal  service  could  be  maintained  until  the 


service  at  headquarters  could  be  resumed.  This 
emergency  service  would  entail  no  capital  charge 
on  the  city,  but  only  an  annual  payment,  not 
exceeding  $1,000,  to  the  telephone  company. 

The  commission's  engineers  discovered  dangerous 
defects  in  the  fire  signal  service,  which  impressed 
them  as  far  more  alarming  than  the  danger  of 
interruption  of  the  signal  service  by  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  department's  headquarters  through 
fire.  It  appears  that  the  transmission  system  in 
the  streets  is  seriously  defective,  particularly  in 
the  downtown  or  so-called  congested  values 
district,  and  that  the  system  in  any  district  may 
fail  at  the  most  critical  moment.  The  safety 
of  the  city  imperatively  demands  that  these 
defects  should  be  remedied  at  once. 

If  a  new  fire  signal  station  were  built,  the  defects 
in  the  transmission  system  would  also  ha'C'e  to  be 
remedied  and  the  total  cost  to  the  city  would  be 
approximately  $461,000  or  .$471,000,  according 
as  the  new  fire  signal  station  were  placed  on  the 
Back  Bay  Fens  on  land  owned  by  the  city  or  on 
Charles  street.  The  investigation  of  the  com- 
mission's engineers  has  shown,  however,  that  a 
new  fire  signal  station  is  not  necessary  and  that 
the  city  can  be  _  adequately  protected  by  the 
expenditure  of  $180,500,  or  at  least  $280,000  less 
than  the  expenditure  to  which  the  city  would  be 
committed  inevitably  if  a  new  fire  signal  station 
were  built. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  City  Council  reject  the  pending 
loan  order  for  $225,000  for  a  new  fire  signal  station. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  appro- 
priate .$180,500  for  improving  the  transmission 
lines  of  the  fire  signal  service  and  for  fireproofing 
the  present  Fire  Department  headquarters, 
$146,000  being  necessary  for  tne  first  item  and 
834,500  for  the  second. 

3.  That  the  appropriation  be  made  from  taxes 
and  not  by  loans,  as  the  improvements  are  in  the 
nature  of  repairs. 

4.  That  in  future  "succession"  type  street 
boxes  be  installed  instead  of  the  present  type  of 
boxes. 

5.  That  an  arrangement  be  made  with  the 
telephone  company  for  installing  a  telephone 
station  either  in  the  City  Hall  Annex  or  in  some 
fire  station,  to  serve  as  a  temporary  fire  signal 
station  in  the  event  of  a  temporary  interruption  of 
the  service  at  Fire  Department  headquarters, 
this  supplementary  service  requiring  no  capital 
investment,  and  only  an  annual  payment,  not 
exceeding  $1,000,  to  the  telephone  company.

Gentlemen, — On  Januarj'  17  the  commission 
instructed  me  to  undertake  an  investigation  of 
the  need  of  building:  a  new  fire  signal  station  to 
replace  the  present  station  on  Bristol  street. 

In  order  that  the  matter  of  electrical  equipment 
should  receive  a  more  adequate  investigation  than 
I  could  make,  authorization  was  given  by  the 
commission  to  secure  a  suitable  person  to  assist 
me,  and  under  such  authorization  I  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  Eugene  W.  Godfrey,  an  electrical 
engineer  and  contractor  of  long  experience  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  Mr.  Godfrey  had  a  considerable 
personal  knowledge  of  the  fire  alarm  equipmant 
of  the  City  of  Boston  previous  to  his  undertaking 
the  investigation.  He  has  made  the  larger  part 
of  the  practical  investigations  upon  which  the 
following  report  is  basecl,  and  the  opinions  and 
recommendations  regarding  electrical  matters 
are  largely  based  upon  information  furnished  by 
him.

Gentlemen, — We  the  undersigned  respectfully 
submit  herewith  the  report  of  our  investigation 
regarding  the  needs  for  a  new  fire  signal  station 
to  replace  the  present  station  on  Bristol  street, 
following  the  lines  indicated  by  the  following 
schedule  of  questions  submitted  to  us  by  the 
chairman  of  the  commission  before  the  beginning 
of  the  investigation.

Questions. 

1.  Is  the  fire  signal  station  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment  headquarters   sufficiently   protected 

(o)  Against  ordinary  fires  in  that  neighborhood? 

(b)  Against  any  extensive  fire  in  the  carpenter 
and  woodworking  shops  on  the  opposite  side  of 
Bristol  street,  or  on  either  side  of  or  in  the  rear  of 
the   Fire   Department  headquarters? 

(c)  Against  a  conflagration  originating  in  or 
extending  to  the  district  in  which  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment headquarters  is  situated? 

2.  If  the  fire  signal  station  on  Bristol  street 
should  be  made  useless  by  fire,  what  teniporary 
arrangements  for  fire  signal  service  could  be  made 
and  at  what   cost,   approximately, 

(a)  By  telephone  service? 

(6)  By  a  small  station  under  the  surface  of  the 
yard  between  the  Fire  Department  headquarters 
and  the  Fire  Department  repair  shop? 

3.  If  the  present  signal  station  is  unsafe,  and 
it  is  not  wise  to  depend  on  (a)  or  (b)  in  question  2, 
can  the  present  station  be  made  fireproof,  and, 
if  so,  how?  or  should  a  new  fire  signal  station  be 
built,  and,  if  so,  where,  and  what  would  the  cost 
be,  approximately? 

Fire  of  August  9,  1910. 

The  present  agitation  for  building  a  new  Fire 
Department  headquarters  seems  to  date  from 
the  fire  of  August  9,  1910,  which  destroyed  the 
lumber  yard  of  Blacker  &  Shepard  at  the  south- 
easterly corner  of  Dover  street  and  Albany  street. 
This  fire  destroyed  the  old  repair  shop  of  the  Fire 
Department,  together  with  several  adjoining 
buildings.  The  fire  was  an  exceedingly  severe  one 
and  in  the  opinion  of  competent  judges  was  a 
more  severe  test  of  the  fireproof  qualities  of  the 
present  headquarters  building  than  is  ever  again' 
likely  to  be  experienced.  Millions  of  feet  of  dry 
lumber  were  destroyed,  the  flames  being  driven 
by  an  easterly  wind  directly  toward  the  fire 
headquarters  building  without  the  medium  of 
walls  which  act  in  a  large  degree  to  prevent  the 
progress  of  fires.  The  first  alarm  for  this  fire  was 
rung  in  by  an  official  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
it  appears  that  a  general  alarm  was  immediately 
requested  by  him.  Because  the  operators  at 
headquarters  declined  to  recognize  the  authority 
of  this  official  to  order  a  general  alarm  and  on 
account  of  a  mix-up  of  signals  due  to  other  alarms 
coming  in  over  the  same  circuit,  valuable  time  was 
lost.  On  account  of  this  delay,  amounting  to 
approximately  four  minutes,  the  fire  obtained  such 
headway  as  to  render  its  control  more  difficult 
than  would  have  otherwise  been  the  case.  As  a 
result  of  this  fire  on  August  17  a  communication 
was  received  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  containing 
among  other  matters  a  suggestion  as  follows: 

"The  threatened  destruction  of  the  central 
station  of  the  fire  signal  system  has  suggested  the 
creation  of  a  reserve  duplicate  system  which  would 
maintain  the  necessary  connection  in  the  event 
of  any  disaster  to  the  central  station." 

The  matters  contained  in  the  Mayor's  letter 
were  investigated  by  the  Finance  Commission 
and  a  report  was  made  on  March  22,  1911,  in 
which  the  commission  stated  that  it  believed  an 
auxiliary  fire  signal  station  was  not  necessary. 
In  its  position  the  commission  was  sustained  by 
the  opinion  of  Fire  Commissioner  Daly. 

On  August  2.3,  1911,  a  special  commission  was 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  investigate  the  needs 
of  the  Fire  Department.  This  commission 
consisted  of  Francis  M.  Carroll,  chairman;  C.  H. 
Blackball,  representing  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce;  John  Decrow,  representing  the  United 
Improvement  Association,  and  William  H.  O'Brien, 
representing  the  Central  Labor  Union.  This 
commission  on  November  9,  1911,  reported  among 
other  matters  as  follows: 

"We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  as  .soon  as 
it  is  possible  to  do  so  a  one-story  and  basement 
structure  of  absolutely  fireproof  construction  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  fire  alarm  operating  serv- 
ice should  be  built  on  a  location  where  freedom 
from  future  exposure  hazard  is  assured.  The 
Charles  street  side  of  the  Common  offers  an  ideal 
location." 

The  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  in 
its  report  on  the  City  of  Boston,  dated  April, 
1911,  stated: 

"The  headquarters  apparatus,  although  in  a 
building  of  fireproof  construction,  is  not  properly 
constructed  and  the  room  contains  much  unneces- 
sary woodwork.     The  building  is  in  a  hazardous 


district,  as  was  well  illustrated  during  the  past 
year  when  a  lumber  yard  and  several  nearby 
buildings  were  burned.  A  fire  alarm  headquar- 
ters should  preferably  be  out  of  the  zone  of  possible 
conflagration  in  a  fireproof  building  containing 
no  woodwork  and  be  provided  with  every  possible 
safeguard  against  any  possible  contingency  even 
remotely  liable  to  interrupt  service." 

The  Committee  on  Fire  Protection  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  under  date  of  September, 
1911,  stated: 

"As  regards  the  Bost:<Jn  fire  headquarters,  the 
JDuilding  where  the  headquarters  is  located  and 
in  which  the  fire  alarm  branch  is  installed  is  in  a 
bad  fire  district  threatening  the  possible  disable- 
ment of  the  system  in  case  of  conflagration  there. 
The  building  is  of  fireproof  construction  and  is 
equipped  with  a  water  curtain,  but  there  is  con- 
siderable woodwork  used  inside  the  building  which 
should  be  removed  so  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  do 
so." 

On  September  6,  1912,  the  Fire  Commissioner 
sent  to  the  Mayor  a  letter  containing  the  opin- 
ions and  recommendations  of  the  authorities 
already  quoted  and  submitted  an  estimate  of 
$225,000  as  the  sum  necessary  to  build  a  suitable 
fire  signal  station,  with  necessary  connections 
and  equipment,  adjoining  the  proposed  high 
pressure  pumping  station  below  the  surface  of 
Charles  street,  between  the  Common  and  the 
^Public  Garden.  On  February  14,  1913,  the  com- 
missioner's letter  was  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Mayor,  together  with  a  recommen- 
dation for  the  passage  of  a  loan  order,  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  be  and  is  hereby 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  for  New  Fire  Alarm 
Station,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
for  said  amount." 

No  plans  of  the  proposed  structures  appear  to 
have  been  prepared,  but  as  the  commissioner's 
letter  states  that  "the  erection  of  this  building  in 
connection  with  the  high  pressure  pumping  plant 
could  be  made  at  a  much  less  cost  than  if  built 
independently,"  we  infer  that  the  commissioner's 
estimate  contemplated  an  underground  structure. 
Frorn  such  information  as  we  have  been  able  to 
obtain  we  conclude  that  an  underground  structure 
of  one  story  of  dimensions  approximately  70  feet 
by  60  feet  was  contemplated. 

Since  the  above  quoted  estimate  of  cost  was 
prepared  further  consideration  by  the  authorities 
of  the  Fire  Department  has  led  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  proposed  underground  structure  would 
not  furnish  sufficient  room  for  present  and  future 
needs,  and  we  find  that  an  elevated  structure  is 
believed  by  the  Fire  Department  officials  to  be 
more  suitable  for  their  needs. 

It  is  plain  that  any  advantages  on  account  of 
decreased  cost  of  construction,  on  account  of  build- 
ing in  connection  with  the  high  pressure  pumping 
station,  will  disappear  if  an  elevated  structure  is 
built. 

Consideration  has  also  been  given  by  the  Fire 
Department  officials  to  a  plan  for  the  removal  of 
the  signal  station  to  a  location  in  the  Back  Bay 
Fens  as  an  alternative  to  the  Charles  street  location. 

During  our  investigations  we  have  endeavored 
to  get  more  exact  information  regarding  the  actual 
present  conditions  of  the  details  of  the  fire  alarm 
system,  the  parts  thereof  from  which  interruption 
of  service  may  be  expected  and  the  actual  fire 
hazards  than  is  contained  in  the  generalities  of 
the  authorities  already  quoted.  Many  interviews 
have  been  held  with  officials  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, with  experts  in  the  manufacture  and  opera- 
tion of  fire  alarm  signal  apparatus,  with  manu- 
facturers of  fire-fighting  apparatus  and  fireproofing 
materials  and  with  other  interested  parties. 

From  the  information  given  by  the  above- 
mentioned  experts  we  have  in  a  large  measure  based 
the  opinions  given  in  this  report. 

Fire  Signal  System. 
The  present  fire  signal  system  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  composed  of  a  single  central  fire  alarm 
station  located  in  the  headquarters  building  on 
Bristol  street.  In  the  building  is  located  the  ap- 
paratus for  receiving  alarms  from  the  various  street 
boxes  and  sending  out  the  same  to  the  various 
district  station  houses.  From  the  headquarters 
building     cables    containing    the    metal    circuits 
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through  which  electrical  communication  is  main- 
tained with  the  district  stations  and  individual 
street  boxes  extend  through  the  various  districts 
of  the  city.  At  the  present  time  about  80  per  cent 
of  the  street  work  is  underground  and  20  per  cent 
on  poles  above  ground.  The  underground  cables 
occupy  ducts  in  conduits  of  various  public  service 
corporations  as  authorized  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  38,  section  14,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances. 
The  cables  of  the  underground  systems  are  made 
up  of  numbers  of  copper  circuit  wires  varying  in 
number  according  to  the  number  of  street  boxes 
and  telephones  in  the  district  served.  The  single 
cable  that  serves  the  downtown  section,  together 
with  Charlestown  and  East  Boston,  has  sixty-one 
separate  wires. 

In  the  overhead  districts  the  circuits  are  for  the 
greater  part  of  iron  wire,  although  there  is  also  a 
comparatively  small  amount  of  overhead  cable  of 
recent  construction.  There  are  no  duplicate  cables 
or  wires  in  the  downtown  portion  of  the  city.  Some 
duplicate  cables  are  now  being  laid  in  the  suburbs. 

The  underground  cables  are  broken  at  intervals 
of  approximately  300  feet  by  manholes  in  the  street 
and  there  is  also  a  system  of  testing  stations 
through  which  access  may  be  had  to  the  cables  for 
the  purpose  of  attaching  instruments  to  the  cables 
to  determine  if  the  various  circuits  are  w-orking 
properly  or  to  locate  breaks  that  occur  from  time 
to  time.  The  structures  that  protect  the  apparatus 
of  these  stations  except  in  eight  locations  are  of 
wooden  construction.  In  the  underground  dis- 
tricts these  stations  are  placed  in  posts  on  side- 
walks or  in  fire  houses.  In  the  overhead  districts 
they  are  in  boxes  attached  to  the  poles  carrying  the 
signal  wires.    There  are  at  present  1.50  such  stations. 

The  method  of  operation  in  case  of  fire  is  as 
follows:  An  alarm  is  rung  at  the  street  box  nearest 
the  fire  and  this  alarm,  with  the  number  of  the 
box  rung,  is  registered  by  the  recording  apparatus 
at  headquarters.  The  alarm  is  transmitted  from 
headquarters  to  the  proper  district  station  bj'  two 
methods,  first  by  the  tapper  apparatus  and  later 
by  the  gong  apparatus.  There  are  also  telephone 
connections  between  headquarters  and  the  district 
stations,  but  no  telephones  between  the  street 
boxes  and  headquarters.  There  is,  however,  in 
each  street  box  telegraph  apparatus  by  the  use  of 
which  a  telegraph  operator  can  communicate  with 
headquarters. 

The  system  seems  to  have  given  fairly  satisfac- 
tory service  in  the  past.  At  any  rate  there  has 
been  no  serious  damage  from  fire  that  can  be 
credited  to  inefficiency  of  -the  fire  alarm  system. 
The  system,  however,  does  not  seem  to  be  as 
efficient  as  some  other  more  modern  systems  that 
might  be  installed. 

The  operating  force  seems  to  be  efficient.  The 
present  superintendent  has  occupied  his  present 
position  about  two  years.  He  seems  to  have  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment and  he  has  accomplished  many  needed 
reforms  and  improvements  during  his  term  of 
office. 

Some  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  present  system 
with  suggestions  for  improvements  are  pointed  out 
in  the  following  paragraphs,  wnich  treat  in  detail 
of  the  various  integral  parts  of  the  system. 

Present  Headquarters  Building. 
The  present  headquarters  building  was  con- 
structed in  1893-94  and  is  located  on  the  northerly 
side  of  Bristol  street,  between  Albany  street  and 
Harrison  avenue.  The  station  is  very  substan- 
tially built,  with  heavy  walls  of  brick  and  with 
steei  and  terra  cotta  ceilings  and  roof.  The  build- 
ing was  intended  to  be  fireproof,  but  contains 
much  woodwork  which  is  imnecessary.  It  has 
wooden  floors,  window  frames  and  sashes  and 
several  wooden  partitions,  some  of  which  have 
been  installed  since  the  Albany  street  fire.  Between 
the  headquarters  building  and  Albany  street  on 
the  northerly  side  of  Bristol  street,  the  entire 
property  is  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  is 
used  for  Fire  Department  purposes,  the  present 
modern  fireproof  shops  of  the  department  being 
at  the  corner  of  Albany  street  and  Bristol  street. 
Immediately  back  of  fire  headquarters  is  a  fireproof 
building  containing  the  city  baths,  which  faces 
on  Dover  street.  Immediately  adjoining  fire 
headquarters,  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  building, 
is  a  three-story  building  of  second-class  construc- 
tion, occupied  by  the  fire  alarm  force  as  a  repair 
shop,  and  westerly  of  this  building  is  a  vacant  lot 
usually  occupied  for  the  storage  of  lumber.  On 
the  southerly  side  of  Bristol  street  is  a  large  brick 


building  of  second-class  construction,  which  con- 
tains a  large  number  of  small  manufacturing  bus- 
iness, many  of  which  have  woodworking  shops. 
This  building  constitut6;s  the  greatest  fire  hazard 
against  which  the  headquarters  building  must 
be  protected  in  order  that  there  may  not  be  any 
interruption  in  the  fire  alarm  service. 

It  is  practicable  to  remove  all  woodwork  from 
the  present  fire  headquarters  building  and  replace 
the  same  with  incombustible  material.  If  this  is 
done,  there  will  be  no  danger  of  the  destruction  of 
the  building  and  little  danger  to  the  apparatus 
contained  therein,  even  under  present  conditions. 
It  is  conceivable  that  a  fire  in  the  building  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Bristol  street  might  obtain  such 
headway,  with  a  wind  in  the  right  direction,  as 
to  cause  the  temporary  abandonment  of  fire  head- 
quarters. We  believe  that  such  a  contingency 
could  be  prevented  by  the  installation  in  the  fire 
headquarters  building  of  additional  equipment 
in  the  form  of  fireproof  shutters,  additional  ven- 
tilating apparatus,  and  water  guns  mounted  on 
the  roof  and  in  the  yard  near  the  building,  of 
sufficient  size  to  deliver  an  amount  of  water  that 
would  immediately  smother  any  fire  that  might 
develop  in  the  vicinity  of  the  structure.  If  such 
measures  were  taken,  we -believe  there  would  be 
very  slight  risk  of  even  temporary  interruption 
to  the^fire  signal  service.  As  an  extreme  precau- 
tion, however,  automatic  sprinklers  and  fire  cur- 
tains could  be  installed  in  the.  building  on  the 
southerlj'  side  of  Bristol  street.  Such  apparatus 
appears  to  be  extremely  efficient  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  fires,  and  we  are  informed  that 
several  incipient  fires  in  the  Reed  block,  a  similar 
building  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  building 
under  question,  have  been  smothered  by  its  own 
automatic  sprinkler  apparatus  before  the  fire 
apparatus  of  the  city  could  respond  to  the  alarm. 
It  would  appear  to  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
owners  of  the  buildings  on  the  southerly  side  of 
Bristol  street  to  install  such  apparatus.  The 
present  value  of  these  buildings  and  contents 
appears  to  be  about  .8200,000,  and  the  rate  for 
insurance  about  S4.50  per  hundred.  If  suitable 
apparatus  for  fire  protection  were  installed,  there 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  insurance  rates 
might  be  so  reduced  as  to  pay  for  the  entire  cost 
of  the  installation  in  a  few  years. 

We  find  also  that  it  would  be  possible  at  a  small 
expense  to  install  a  duplicate  telephone  equipment 
for  the  fire  signal  service  in  some  location  away 
from  Bristol  street,  for  example,  the  new  City 
Hall  Annex,  so  that  in  case  of  a  conflagration 
obliging  temporary  abandonment  of  fire  head- 
quarters, by  a  simple  throwing  of  a  switch  con- 
nections would  be  made  so  that  the  alarms  from 
the  street  boxes  would  be  registered  in  each  dis- 
trict fire  house  and  the  entire  telephone  system 
would  be  connected  with  the  new  location,  which 
could  be  utilized  as  fire  headquarters  during  the 
temporary  period  necessary.  The  yearly  cost  of 
such  service  from  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  would  be  about  .81,000  a 
year.  In  order  to  obtain  a  successful  operation  of 
such  a  telephone  system,  new  cables,  as  herein 
recommended,  would  be  necessary;  and  to  arrange 
this  telephone  system  so  that  alarms  could^  be 
received  from  the  street  signal  boxes  at  the  auxiliary 
headquarters  would  require  either  the  installation 
of  auxiliary  tapper  receiving  apparatus  in  the 
auxiliary  station  or  telephones  in  the  street  boxes. 
The  cost  of  tapper  apparatus  for  recei%dng  signals, 
sufficient  for  emergency  use,  would  be  about  .$8,000. 
For  a  complete  receiving  and  transmitting  equip- 
ment to  perform  temporarily  all  the  operations  of 
the  present  headquarters  apparatus  the  cost  would 
be  about  $30,000.  To  install  telephones  in  street 
boxes  would  require  a  new  tj^pe  of  box.  The 
succession  type  of  box,  hereinafter  described, 
would   accommodate  telephones. 

The  cost  of  making  necessary  changes  above 
enumerated  would  be  very  small  as  compared  with 
the  cost  of  the  removal  of  fire  headquarters  to  a 
new  location.  The  estimate  of  such  cost  will  be 
given  later. 

Transmission  System. 
The  first  cable  of  the  tmderground  portion  of 
the  system  was  installed  twenty  years  ago  and  is 
still  in  service.  It  serves  the  so-called  congested 
value  district  of  the  city  as  well  as  East  Boston 
and  Charlestown.  The  cable  carries  sixty-one 
individual  circuit  wires.  It  is  possible  that  a 
break  of  this  cable  would  put  out  of  commission 
the  entire  signal  system  of  the  districts  served  for

an  indefinite  period,  a  condition  equally  as  serious 
as  if  fire  headquarters  had  been  destroyed. 

To  add  to  the  hazard,  the  cable  is  carried  through 
a  number  of  the  testing  posts  already  mentioned, 
which,  except  in  one  case,  are  not  fireproof.  It  is 
conceivable  that  a  fire  near  one  of  these  testing 
posts  might  develop  such  a  degree  of  heat  as  to 
put  the  cable  out  of  commission,  by  destroying 
its  insulation  or  melting  its  soldered  connections, 
and  thereby  accomplish  the  same  result  as  if  the 
cable  were  broken  or  as  if  fire  headquarters  had 
been  destroyed.  The  insulation  resistance  of  the 
cable  is  very  low,  only  1,500  ohms  to  the  mile, 
whereas  the  standard  requirement  for  new  cable  is 
750,000,000  ohms.  Many  of  the  conductor  wires 
are  useless  and  in  some  streets  the  ducts  have 
settled  and  broken,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to 
remove  the  present  cables  or  insert  new  ones. 
Sections  of  cables  are  grounded  and  signal  boxes 
are  frequently  out  of  commission.  In  one  section 
in  the  downtown  district  several  boxes  have  been 
frequently  out  of  commission  for  hours. 

Other  forms  of  accident  might  accomplish  the 
same  result,  such  as  a  collision  with  a  testing  post 
by  a  falhng  wall,  or  an  automobile,  or  a  heavy 
truck. 

The  existence  of  a  number  of  street  filre  alarm 
signal  boxes  on  one  circuit  very  often  complicates 
the  receiving  of  fire  alarm  signals  at  headquartecs 
and  also  causes  delay  in  the  transmission  of  the 
signals  to  the  district  fire  houses.  It  very  fre- 
quently happens  that  a  fire  is  discovered  by  two 
or  more  persons  at  the  same  time.  Each  pulls 
in  an  alarm  on  the  box  nearest  to  him,  each  box 
being  on  the  same  circuit.  In  this  case  there  is 
such  an  interference  that  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine the  location  of  the  fire  and  delay  is  caused 
until  such  interference  has  been  straightened  out 
and  a  signal  alarm  is  properly  registered.  The 
same  contingency  is  likely  to  "happen  as  regards 
the  present  telephone  service  of  the  department, 
there  being  a  number  of  telephones  on  the  same 
circuit. 

The  impossibility  of  installing  telephone  service 
between  the  street  boxes  and  the  fire  headquarters 
to  supplement  the  tapper  system  is  on  account  of 
the  type  of  street  boxes  at  present  in  use,  which 
were  not  designed  to  accommodate  telephone 
apparatus.  The  cables  of  the  underground  system 
at  present  in  use  are  in  such  bad  condition  as  re- 
gards insulation  as  to  be  unsuitable  for  telephonic 
communication,  and  the  wires  of  the  overhead 
system  being  of  iron,  which  is  inferior  to  copper 
as  an  electrical  conductor,  are  not  smtable  for 
telephonic  communication. 

A  much  better  system  than  the  present  fire 
signal  system  is  the  system  at  present  in  use  in  the 
Police  Department,  where  each  street  box  and 
station  house  is  connected  with  headquarters  with 
an  independent  circuit  so  that  there  is  no  danger 
of  interruption  of  service.  This  system  also  allows 
the  tapper  and  the  telephone  to  be  operated  on  the 
same  circuit  without  interference.  On  account 
of  the  great  expense  involved  it  is  probably  not 
advisable  at  the  present  time  to  change  the  present 
fire  alarm  system  to  such  a  system  as  is  in  use  in 
the  Police  Department.  We  believe,  however, 
that  all  the  present  fire  alarm  districts  should  have 
duplicate  cables  and  that  the  street  boxes  should 
be  placed  alternately  oh  each  cable,  so  that  there 
could  be  no  possibility  of  throwing  the  entire 
signal  system  of  any  district  of  the  city  out  of 
operation  by  an  accident  to  a  single  cable. 

The  overhead  system  of  wires  should  be  replaced 
with  underground  cables  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
It  appears  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  many 
miles  of  overhead  wires  that  might  be  replaced  with 
underground  cables  in  ducts  at  present  ready  for 
their  reception,  the  neglect  to  do  the  work  being 
due  to  lack  of  sufficient  appropriations.  We 
believe  that  it  would  be  advisable  also  to  replace 
the  imperfect  portions  of  the  present  cables  with 
new  cables  as  rapidly  as  possible.  We  believe  the 
condition  of  the  present  street  cables  and  the  lack 
of  duplicate  cables  with  alternating  boxes  furnifyh 
a  fire  hazard  compared  with  which  the  hazard  from 
the  possible  destruction  of  the  existing  headquarters 
building  is  very  small. 

Interior  Fittings  and  Apparatus. 
The  apparatus  at  fire  headquarters  for  receiving 
and  transmitting  signals  was  installed  in  1894. 
Although  of  an  old  pattern,  it  seems  to  have  been 
maintained  in  excellent  condition.  Some  new 
apparatus  has  been  added  recently  and  all  wiring 
is  now   being  renewed  and  brought  up   to  date. 


The  cable  terminal  room,  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  headquarters  building,  is  to  be  fire- 
proofed  immediately  by  removing  all  woodwork 
and  substituting  cement  and  metal  and  by  install- 
ing fireproof  shutters  at  the  openings.  With  small 
additions  the  apparatus  can  be  made  perfectly 
adequate  for  service  for  a  long  term  in  the  future. 
The  installation  is  of  such  character,  however,  that 
it  probably  would  not  be  advisable,  or  even  possible, 
to  move  it  to  a  new  location,  and  a  new  station 
would  require  practically  a  complete  equipment 
of  new  apparatus.  The  great  expense  of  such  new 
apparatus,  estim.ited  by  the  officials  of  the  Fire 
Department  at  $125,000,  is  one  of  the  principal 
reasons  for  maintaining  the  fire  headquarters  in  its 
present  location  if  it  can  be  made  reasonably  safe. 


Street  Boxes. 

The  street  signal  boxes,  as  already  stated,  are 
of  an  old  type  and  are  not  suitable  for  the  installa-  . 
tion  of  telephone  systems.  It  is  doubtful  under 
the  present  system  of  connecting  several  boxes  on 
one  circuit  if  telephones  would  be  of  sufficient 
utility  to  justify  their  installation. 

There  has  been  developed  during  recent  years 
a  type  of  box  called  the  "succession"  box.  The 
apparatus  in  this  box  is  such  that  when  an  alarm 
is  rung  no  other  alarm  can  be  registered  at  head- 
quarters until  a  complete  record  has  been  registered 
from  the  first  box  pulled.  Alarms  from  other 
boxes  then  follow  in  order.  This  form  of  box  obvi- 
ates the  complications  which  arise  with  the  present 
system  when  two  or  more  alarms  on  the  same 
circuit  are  pulled  at  nearly  the  same  time.  The 
only  objection  raised  by  the  Fire  Department 
oflBcials  to  the  "succession"  box  is  that  it  requires 
periodical  winding.  We  do  not  regard  this  objec- 
tion as  a  serious  one,  as  the  district  chief  must 
visit  the  box  after  every  alarm  and  should  then 
wind  the  mechanism,  and  we  recommend  that 
boxes  of  that  type  be  adopted  for  future  installa- 
tions, complete  circuits  being  equipped  with  the 
same.  The  boxes  at  present  in  use  could  be  used 
for  additions  to  the  system  in  suitable  locations. 
The  price  for  the  new  type  of  box  is  approximately 
the  same  as  for  the  present  box,  $125  each. 

Cost  of  a  New  Fire  Signal  Station. 

1.  Proposed  Underground  Structure  on  Charles 
Street. 
The  estimate  of  $75,000  for  a  new  fire  signal 
station,  in  connection  with  the  proposed  high  pres- 
sure station  to  be  built  on  Charles  street,  was 
evidently  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  fire 
signal  station  would  be  placed  under  ground.  The 
estimate  of  $75,000  for  construction  seems  reason- 
able and  agrees  very  closely  with  our  own  estimate. 
This  amount  would  cover  the  construction  of  a 
building  approximately  70  feet  by  60  feet,  exterior 
dimensions.  As  already  stated,  it  seems  certain 
that  a  structure  of  this  size  would  not  be  of  suffi- 
cient capacity  to  meet  future  demands  on  this 
.service.  Our  estimate  of  the  cost  of  completing 
the  proposed  underground  structure  on  Charles 
street  is  somewhat  larger  than  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner's estimate  and  is  as  follows: 

Equipment  of  building $150,000 

Laying  of  extra  cable  to  connect 25,000 

Cost  of  building 75,000 


$250,000 


2.    Cost  of  an  Elevated  Structure  on  Charles  Street. 

If  an  elevated  structure  over  Charles  street  be 
built  with  sufficient  capacity  for  future  needs  of 
the  department,  the  sum  of  $75,000  would  not  be 
sufficient  for  its  construction.  While  it  is  not 
possible  for  us  to  make  a  close  estimate  of  the 
cost  without  the  aid  of  plans,  it  may  safely  be 
stated  that  the  cost  would  not  be  less  than  $1.50,000, 
and  that  the  total  cost,  including  equipment,  would 
be  ,$325,000,  as  follows:

Laying  extra  cable  to  connect 25,000

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3.     Fire  Signal  Station  in  Back  Bay  Fens. 
We  estimate  the  cost  of  an  elevated  fire  signal 
station  located  in  the   Back  Bay  Fens,   on  land 
owned  by  the  city,  as  follows:

New  apparatus 150,000 

Additional  cables  and  ducts 40,000

If  the  building  should  be  put  on  land  not  owned 
by  the  city,  this  estimate  would  have  to  be  increased 
considerably. 

Cost  of  Making  Present  Fire  Headquarters  Safe. 
Our  approximate  estimate  is  as  follows: 
Fireproofing  Headquarters  Building. 

Windows,  doors,  etc 821,000 

Floors,  partitions,  etc 8,000 

Fire  apparatus 2,500 

Ventilating  apparatus 3,000 

834,500 

Emergency  Repairs. 
The  emergency  repair  service  of  the  department 
is  seriously  handicapped  by  lack  of  proper  equip- 
ment. At  present  horse-drawn  wagons  are  em- 
ployed and  it  appears  to  be  the  custom  of  using  in 
this  service  some  of  the  worn-out  horses  that  are 
unfit  for  further  service  in  regular  Fire  Department 
duty.  As  a  result  it  is  sometimes  a  matter  of  hours 
before  interruptions  of  the  service,  in  parts  of  the 
city  remote  from  headquarters,  can  be  repaired. 
Better  equipment,  preferably  automobile  appara- 
tus, should  be  furnished. 

Rented  Quarters. 
The  Fire  Department  is  now  renting  quarters 
for  repair  shops,  storehouses,  and  similar  uses  in 
buildings  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  fire  head- 
quarters. The  rental  of  these  buildings  at  the 
present  time  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  $4,000  a 
year.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  advisable  for 
the  city  to  secure,  whenever  funds  are  available, 
some  of  the  buildings  in  the  neighborhood  of  fire 
headquarters,  which  at  the  present  time  constitute 
a  fire  hazard,  and  erect  upon  the  sites  of  these 
buildings  fireproof  structures  for  shops  and  storage 
purposes,  thereby  stopping  the  payment  of  rent 
and  securing  structures  that  would  answer  as  a 
barrier  to  prevent  any  damage  to  fire  headquarters 
in  case  of  a  conflagration. 

Conclusions. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
under  the  actual  conditions  existing  the  building 
of  a  new  fire  signal  station  in  some  place  where  the 
fire  hazard  is  less  than  at  the  present  location  is 
neither  necessary  nor  advisable.  It  would  be 
advisable  to  make  such  a  change  if  the  city  were 
possessed  of  unlimited  funds  for  all  purposes,  but 
it  is  not  advisable  under  existing  conditions.  We 
believe  that  the  changes  recommended  in  the 
cable  system  are  urgently  necessary  and  that 
money  should  be  appropriated  for  this  improve- 
ment at  an  early  date.  The  fact  that  no  serious 
conflagrations  have  been  caused  on  account  of 
the  condition  of  the  present  signal  service  is  on 
account  of  the  efficient  supervision  given  by  the 
force  in  charge,  coupled  with  the  element  of  good 
luck.  The  urgency  for  the  improvements  in  the 
cable  system  and  for  the  fireproofing  of  the  present 
headquarters  building  is  very  much  greater  than 
for  a  new  fire  signal  station,  located  outside  the 
present  headquarters. 

We  recommend  that  the  cables  of  the  signal 
transmission  service  be  improved,  as  hereinbefore 
suggested;  that  the  present  Fire  Department 
Headquarters  be  made  fireproof;  that  "succession" 
type  of  street  boxes  be  used  for  future  installa- 
tion instead  of  the  present  type  of  boxes,  the 
market  price  being  the  same,  and  that  a  supple- 
mentary telephone  system,  as  hereinbefore  sug- 
gested, be  installed  either  in  the  City  Hall  Annex 
or  in  some  fire  station,  this  involving  no  expense 
to  the  city  except  an  annual  payment  to  the 
telephone  company,  not  exceeding  .$1,000  In 
amount.  The  amounts  necessary  to  be  appro- 
priated for  these  improvements  are  estimated  to 
be  as  follows : 


(1)  Improvement  in  transmission  lines: 

Down-town 871,000 

Suburban 75,000 

$146,000 

(2)  Fireproofing  present  headquarters .. .       34,500 

Total 8180,500 

Our  answers  to  the  specific  questions  presented 
by  the  chairman  of  the  commission  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  present  fire  signal  station  is  sufficiently 
protected, 

(a)  Against  ordinary  fires  in  the  neighborhood, 
but  not  against 

(b)  Any  extensive  fires  in  the  carpenter  and 
wood-working  shops  on  the  opposite  side  of  Bristol 
street,  nor  against 

(e)  A  conflagration  originating  in  or  extending 
to  the  district  in  which  the  Fire  Department 
Headquarters  are  situated. 

2.  (a)  If  the  fire  signal  station  on  Bristol 
street  should  be  made  useless  by  fire,  an  auxiliary 
service  through  the  medium  of  the  telephone 
sy.stem,  which  would  be  nearly  as  reliable  as  the 
present  service,  could  be  installed  in  some  locality, 
for  example,  the  new  City  Hall  Annex;  and  be 
operated  at  an  annual  cost  of  approximately 
81,000. 

(b)  We  do  not  believe  that  it  would  be  advis- 
able to  attempt  the  construction  of  a  small  station 
under  the  present  yard  at  fire  headquarters  or  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  present  building. 

3.  The  present  station  can  be  made  fireproof, 
as  has  already  been  outlined,  and  the  total  cost 
would  be  approximately  .834,500,  as  already  stated.

COUN.   SMITH'S    MOTION    ON    SOMERS 
SYSTEM. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
call  up  the  order  submitted  by  Coun.  Hale  last 
year  which  provides  that  the  people  representing 
the  Somers  system  of  assessing  be  invitcid  to  give 
a  demonstration  in  this  city.  I  think  that  order 
is  now  before  the  Executive  Committee.  I  move 
to  recall  that  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  BALLANTYNE— What  is  the  par- 
ticular order? 

Coun.  SMITH— The  order  provides  that  the 
Somers  system  be  invited  to  give  a  demonstration 
of  its  methods  on  two  pieces  of  property  in  Boston, 
one  in  the  downtown  section  and  the  other  in  the 
out-of-town  section,  free  of  cost  to  the  city.  The 
importance  of  that  measure,  I  think,  has  been  borne 
in  upon  the  Council  of  late  by  the  examples  which 
have  been  given  of  assessing  in  this  city.  To  sum- 
marize those  I  would  like  to  put  in  these  figures, 
taken  from  Mr.  Folsom's  own  figures.  I  submit 
that  for  the  record,  and  would  also  like  to  put  in 
this  pamphlet  issued  by  real  estate  men  of  Dorches- 
ter, which  I  do  not  think  is  conclusive  at  all  but 
which  does  bear  upon  the  Assessing  Department 
as  showing  their  previous  training  and  preparation 
for  the  assessing  duties  of  the  city.  So  I  will  ask 
to  have  that  put  in  the  records  also.

Coun.  SMITH  (Continuing)— This  order  of 
Coun.  Hale's  entails  no  expense  upon  the  city. 
If  the  Somers  system  prople  are  not  willing  to  make 
a  demonstration  free,  the  order  does  not  prevail. 
I  understand,  however,  that  they  are  very  willing 
to  make  such  a  demonstration  free  of  charge  to 
the  city,  and  I  am  also  informed  privately  that  the 
Finance  Commission  would  on  its  part  w'elcome 
such  a  demonstration.  In  fact,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  never  had  an  opportimity  to  talk  with 
the  Somers  sj'stem  people  direct  and  would  welcome 
the  passage  of  this  order  and  the  demonstration 
which  would  follow.  The  demonstration  would 
be  only  as  to  the  Somers  system  and  not  as  to  the 
New  York  method;  but  the  two  are  very  similar, 
are  identical  in  essence.  I  trust  that  we  will  pass 
this  order  without  further  delay,  without  putting 
it  over  from  one  executive  meeting  to  another.  I 
trust  that  the  order  will  pass  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  trust 
that  the  order  will  not  be  recalled  from  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  is 
going  to  have  a  meeting  this  afternoon.  The 
councilor  can  have  the  matter  taken  up  in  execu- 
tive meeting  and  if  the  members  think  it  wise  to 
report  back  the  order  this  afternoon  they  can  do  so. 
Why  recall  it  now,  when  the  Executive  Committee 
has  got  the  order  and  can  act  upon  it  tliis  afternoon? 
I  did  not  know  the  order  was  there,  but  if  it  is 
there  it  can  be  acted  upon  and  reported  to-day 
if  we  wish.  I  am  not  going  to  vote  to  establish 
the  precedent  of  recalling  an  order  from  any  com- 
mittee when  it  can  be  acted  upon  to-day  by  that 
committee  without  delay,  and  I  hope  the  councilor's 
motion  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  COLLIN.S — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  see  the  necessity  of  recalling 
that  measure  from  the  Executive  Committee  at 
this  time.  As  the  councilor  just  rose  to  state,  we 
are  going  to  meet  to-day  and  w^e  can  have  brought 
before  us  the  order  introduced  by  Coun.  Hale  some 
months  ago.  Since  we  can  act  upon  it  in  the  meeting 
this  afternoon,  I  think  it  is  unnecessary  to  create 
this  precedent  suggested,  and  I  hope  the  motion 
will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  SMITH'S  motion  to  recall  the  order 
referred  to,  offered  by  Coun.  Hale,  from  the  Exec- 
utive. Committee,  was  declared  lost. 


SALARY   INCREASES. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  answer,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  following  ques- 
tions, in  accordance  with  chapter  7  of  the  charter: 

What  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  on  the  city  pay  rolls  during  the  present  admin- 
istration? 


What  has  been  the  total  amount  of  salaries  and 
wages  paid  by  the  city  for  each  of  the  last  five 
years? 

If  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  city  pay  roll 
under  the  present  administration,  what  percentage 
has  gone  to  employees  earning  SI, 000  or  more  per 
year? 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
reconsideration  of  that  reference. 

President  BALLANTYNE — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  because  there  is  considerable 
discussion  about  the  increase  in  pay  rolls.  Two 
or  three  papers  in  town  are  making  frequent  state- 
ments about  the  increase  in  the  pay  rolls  under 
the  present  administration.  Such  statements  are 
an  injustice  to  the  Mayor  if  they  are  not  true, 
and  it  is  only  fair  to  give  the  Mayor  an  oppor- 
tunity to  give  the  exact  figures  on  the  subject.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  pay  rolls  we  would  like  to  know,  I  think,  as  a 
City  Council,  what  proportion  of  that  increase 
has  gone  to  the  low-salaried  men  and  what  pro- 
portion to  the  high-salaried  men.  Most  of  us 
here  realize  that  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living 
has  necessitated  an  increase  in  wages  paid,  espe- 
cially to  the  lower  paid  men,  but  I  am  afraid  that 
the  increases  in  salaries  have  gone  largely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  higher  paid  men,  receiving  more 
than  SI, 000  a  year,  and  who  consequently  caimot 
be  said  to  be  on  the  danger  line.  While  I  am 
speaking  on  this  subject  I  would  like  to  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  Council,  although  it  is  not  strictly 
in  point,  the  fact  that  a  set  of  questions  was  directed 
to  the  Mayor  by  this  body  last  year  and  has  not  yet 
been  answered  by  the  Slayor,  although  he  could 
have  answ'ered  it  in  writing  at  any  subsequent 
meeting  or  sent  his  commissioner  here  to  answer. 
That  set  of  questions  was  on  the  lighting  contract 
and  the  Mayor  has  not  answered  as  yet,  in  absolute 
defiance  of  the  request  of  this  body  under  the 
charter  that  he  answer  within  one  week  or  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council.  At  no  time  has  he 
sent  a  written  reply,  appeared  here  himself,  or 
sent  his  commissioner,  as  the  charter  provides. 
Whether  the  IMayor  fears  to  give  us  the  facts  or 
whether  it  is  neglect  on  his  part,  we  certainly  ought 
to  know.  I  suggest  that  this  body  send  the  Mes- 
senger to  inform  the  Mayor  about  these  questions 
to-day.  I  will  not  put  that  in  the  form  of  a  defi- 
nite order,  because  I  think  it  may  be  due  to  an 
oversight  on  his  part  that  he  has  not  appeared. 
Consequently  I  will  give  him  the  courtesy  of  not 
putting  it  in  the  form  of  an  order.  I  simply  wish 
to  mention  this  in  connection  with  the  requests  in 
this  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
who  has  just  spoken  has,  I  think,  asked  the  ques- 
tion and  answered  it  at  the  same  moment.  He 
says  he  believes  that  a  majority  of  the  increases 
in  wages  during  the  5-ear  were  to  the  men  getting 
large  salaries  rather  than  to  those  getting  small 
salaries.  I  think  if  he  is  satisfied  of  that  this  order 
is  absolutely  unnecessary.  But  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  him  in  the  matter  of  the  large-salaried 
men  receiving  increases,  and  I  am  inclined  to  agree 
with  him  also  that  a  committee  might  be  appointed 
to  wait  upon  the  Alayor  and  ask  him  why  he  has 
not  answered  these  questions.  Arid  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  be  one  of  the  committee. 

President  BALLANTYNE— The  question  is  on 
reconsideration. 

Coun.  WATSON — And  I  am  going  to  talk  on 
reconsideration,  Mr.  President.  I  think  the  matter 
should  be  reconsidered  for  this  reason.  The  Mayor 
has  sent  in  a  budget  to  this  body  and  has  set 
dowm  certain  sums  for  each  of  the  departments, 
which  leaves  a  balance  of  §246,000  in  the  Reserve 
Fund.  The  councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Smith) 
knows  that  there  is  to  be  an  increase  for  the  men 
getting  .S2.25  a  day  in  a  very  short  time.  I  am 
satisfied  that  there  is.  If  that  happens,  it  takes 
away  8123,000  of  the  $246,000  Reserve  Fund.  I 
think  the  information  regarding  increases  of  pay, 
showing  whose  pay  has  been  increased,  can  easily 
be  found  by  looking  back  in  the  city  records. 
I  have  done  it  myself  and  am  satisfied  that  the 
bulk  of  the  increases  have  gone  to  the  men  receiv- 
ing large  salaries  rather  than  those  receiving  small 
salaries,  and  I  think  this  order  is  unnecessary. 

Reconsideration  was  lost.  Coun.  SMITH 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.

I  think  I  am  responsible  for  both  orders.  I  only 
wanted  to  open  up  the  subject  for  consideration. 
I  believe  it  is  important.  We  are  not  blazing  the 
way  in  this  field.  Los  Angeles  has  attemjjted 
this,  and  attempted  it  successfully.  Certainly 
no  memlDer  of  this  Council  will  doubt  that^  a 
newspaper  of  that  character  is  needed,  w;ith 
allotment  of  space  among  the  various  political 
parties.  The  editorials  are  not  confined,  but  the 
allotment  of  space  for  actual  news  is  restricted, 
and  under  that  system  you  are  sure  that  you  are 
getting  a  fair,  square  deal.  I  am  not  criticising 
the  papers  that  exist  to-day.  Naturally  they 
cannot  give  the  space  to  certain  parties  that  those 
parties  are  entitled  to,  as  a  matter  of  live  news 
interest,  because  of  the  ownership  of  the  papers 
and  because  of  the  advertising  interests.  It  is  not 
going  to  cost  So  very  much  to  make  this  effort  and 
it  is  going  to  result  in  the  people  of  this  city  know- 
ing more  of  the  real  news,  political  news,  than 
they  now  do,  and  getting  it  in  an  unbiased  form. 
I  trust  that  this  Council  will  at  least  go  to  the 
extent  of  investigating  the  subject.  You  are 
not  committing  yourselves  in  any  way  by  having 
the  Chair  appoint  a  committee,  but  you  are  being 
fair  to  the  subject,  a  subject  which  has  met  with 
the  approbation  of  Los  Angeles,  in  establishing 
the  committee.  I  trust  that  the  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Committee  will  be  reconsidered, 
and  that  a  majority  of  the  Council  will  vote 
against  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee.

Dear  Sir, — After  the  pubUc  announcement  of 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  on  March  15,  in 
regard  to  inviting  Dr.  Franz  Friedmann  of 
Germany  to  come  to  Boston  to  demonstrate  his 
treatment  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  tuberculosis,  a 
statement  setting  forth  the  position  of  the  trustees 
in  this  matter  was  issued  by  this  Board,  in  effect, 
that  they  felt  much  damage  had  been  done  to 
consumptives  all  over  the  United  States  by  reason

The  Pubho  Health  Department  of  the  United 
States  Government  and  the  Health  Department 
of  the  city  of  New  York  are  at  work  testing  out 
the  Friedmann  cure,  and  the  patients  who  have 
been  treated  by  Doctor  Friedmann  are  under 
expert  observation  to  ascertain  the  results  of  this 
treatment. 

For  the  reasons  given  by  the  trustees  in  their 
statement  sent  to  you  on  Friday,  March  21, 
together  with  the  statement  from  Doctor  Locke, 
giving  the  history  of  this  cure,  inclosed  therewith, 
your  trustees  beheve  it  is  not  wise  to  invite 
Doctor  Friedmann  to  come  to  Boston  at  this 
time.

STATEMENT    CONCERNING    APPROPRIA- 
TION  BILL. 

John  A.  Coulthurst,  Counselor  at  Law, 
6  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  April  2,  1913. 
Thomas  J.  Kenny,  Esq., 

President  of  City  Council: 

Dear  Mr.  President, — Although  I  was  unable 
through  illness  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  or  to  be  present  at  to- 
day's meeting,  I  a.sk  the  indulgence  of  my  col- 
leagues to  file  my  protest  against  the  standard  of 
public  expenditures  established  by  the  present  ad- 
ministration and  as  represented  in  the  annual 
budget. 

Last  year  I  dissented  from  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  inasmuch  as  there  was  a  sub- 
stantially larger  increase  in  current  expenditures 
than  in  income  to  the  city  from  taxes  and  other 
sources,  the  logical  and  necessary  result  would  be  a 
substantial  positive  increase  in  the  tax  rate  in  the 
near  future.  This  year  a  similar  condition  con- 
fronts the  city,  only  it  is  worse.  Personally  I 
believe  the  tax  rate  of  $16.50  to  be  a  reasonable 
and  proper  tax  for  the  taxpayers  and  wage  earners 
of  the  city  to  contribute  to  the  city  treasury.  I 
do  not  believe  that  a  $17  or  .$17.50  tax  rate  is 
necessary  or  justifiable.  The  standard  of  public 
expenditure  established  by  the  present  administra- 
tion is  leading  us  radically  to  one  or  the  other  of 
those  rates.  It  may  be  this  year — it  may  be  next 
year — it  may  be  the  year  after,  but  it  is  immediate 
and  positive. 

I  have  been  able  at  my  home  to  consider  the 
annual  estimates  of  the  heads  of  departments  and 


the  Mayor's  budget,  and  although  I  was  unable  to 
listen  to  the  oral  statements  of  heads  of  depart- 
ments before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  I 
have  been  able  to  form  a  pretty  clear  idea  of  present 
conditions.  The  people  of  Boston  at  large  are,  in 
my  opinion,  resting  in  a  state  of  false  security  when 
they  submit,  without  protesting,  to  Mayor  Fitz- 
gerald's expenditure  of  public  funds.  When  they 
wake  up  I  do  not  want  to  be  one  pubUc  official 
that  they  will  hold  responsible  for  the  extrava- 
gances of  the  present  administration.

BETTERMENT   ASSESSMENTS, 
BENNINGTON   STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Street  Laying-Out  Department, 

March  31,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  your  request  of  the 
15th  instant  for  a  report  on  the  petition  of  the 
Twenty-five  Associates  of  the  East  Boston 
Cricket  and  Football  Club  for  a  reduction  of 
betterment  assessments  levied  on  account  of  the 
widening  of  Bennington  street.  East  Boston,  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  submits  the 
following; 

The  making  of  the  Bennington  boulevard,  as  it 
is  called,  cost  the  city  $781,641.84.  On  account 
of  this  improvement  the  Board  assessed,  on  the 
property  benefited,  within  the  assessable  dis- 
tance, the  sum  of  $54,812.21. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  this  is  a  very  low 
assessment, — one  of  the  lowest  it  has  ever  made. 
Under  the  law  the  Board  might  have  determined 
the  benefit  to  be  50  per  cent  of  the  cost,  which, 
had  it  done  so,  would  have  made  an  assessment  of 
$.390,820.92,  instead  of  .$.54,812.21. 

In  making  the  assessment  so  low  the  Board 
had  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  property  was  of  a 
character  which  would  not  permit  of  anything 
like  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  being  levied.  The 
Board  believed  the  amount  fixed  to  be  the  actual 
benefit  to  the  property,  and,  in  its  opinion,  it  is 
an  amount  which  might  be  paid  without  any 
particular  hardship  to  those  who  are  to  pay  it. 
As  for  the  property  whose  owners  have  petitioned 
your  honorable  body  for  a  revision,  the  Board 
believes  that  it  received  a  particular  and  special 
benefit. 

Bennington  street  was  widened  and  laid  out 
under  special  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  years 
1897  and  1898.  The  varied  civic  and  business 
interests  of  the  district  urged  the  improvement, 
claiming  it  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  dis- 
trict. This  it  has  proved  to  be  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board. 

The  petitioner,  whose  case  is  before  you,  was 
paid  $4,826.49  for  land  taken  at  the  time  of  the 
widening. 

With  the  passage  of  chapter  537  of  the  Acts  of 
1912  the  Board  was  asked  to  revise  and  reduce  the 
Bennington  street  assessment.  It  did  not  think 
it  had  the  authority  to  consider  it.  The  act  says 
that  "the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  required 
to  reduce  the  betterments  charged  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Bennington  Boulevard."  It  might  be 
asked  now  if  anyone  has  authority  to  reduce  these 
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assessments.  The  Board  did  not  believe  it  could 
consider  itself  "the  City  of  Boston."  The  high- 
way act  specifically  states  that  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  may  revise  assessments,  but  it 
must  do  it,  if  at  all,  within  one  year  from  the  time 
when  the  assessments  were  levied.  The  Benning- 
ton street  assessments  were  levied  on  August  27, 
1908,  hence  no  revision  under  the  highway  act 
is  now  possible. 

Of  the  516  parcels  on  the  boulevard  which  were 
assessed  the  owners  of  177  parcels  have  paid  their 
assessments  in  full.  If  the  petitioner's  request 
should  be  granted  every  assessment  on  the  Line 
of  the  improvement  ought  -to  be  revised  and 
reduced,  as  there  is  as  much  merit  in  one  case  as 
in  another.  It  would  do  no  good  to  reduce  the 
assessments  of  the  177  who  have  paid  in  full 
because  there  is  no  provision  in  law  to  pay  back 
to  them  any  portion  of  the  money  they  have  paid 
into  the   city  treasury. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners these  assessments  ought  not  to  be  disturbed.

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  if  that  list  of  playgrounds  is  the  same  list  that 
was  in  the  original  order? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— It  is  the  same  list,  Mr. 
President.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  reports  for  the  committee  that  by  an 
agreement  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  this  list 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  by  the  Park 
Department  when  they  have  decided  how  this 
money  shall  be  expended,  that  that  will  be  done 
before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  and  will  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  members  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is  just 
as  well  to  have  the  understanding  in  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting.  As  I  understand  it — and  I  am  wil- 
ling to  stand  for  correction — the  Mayor  agrees 
to  submit  to  the  Council  a  list  of  the  playgrounds 
to  benefit  by  this  order,  with  the  benefits  speci- 
fied— that  is,  with  each  improvement  in  the  play- 
grounds specified,  with  the  understanding  that  if 
that  did  not  meet  with  our  approval  we  could 
turn  down  the  loan  order  on  the  second  reading. 
As  we  have  cut  the  amount  of  the  original  loan 
down  by  two-thirds,  it  becomes  important  to  see 
just  what  playgrounds  receive  the  benefit  from  this 
$100,000  and  in  what  amount;  and  I  shall  feel 
free  as  one  member  of  the  Council  to  vote  against 
the  second  reading  and  final  passage  if  I  find  cer- 


tain playgrounds  picked  out  and  all  the  money 
spent  on  them  to  the  neglect  of  other  playgrounds 
that  need  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
councilor  on  my  right  is  correct  as  to  the  final  dis- 
position of  this  order  of  8100,000  for  playgrounds. 
The  Mayor  has  made  that  agreement,  that  this 
matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  ap- 
proval, the  playgrounds  to  be  benefited  to  be 
submitted  before  the  second  reading  of  the  order 
to  the  Council  for  approval,  and  if  we  are  dissatis- 
fied it  is  understood  that  we  shall  reject  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  reserve  my 
rights  regarding  this  proposition  in  the  same  way 
as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11.  I,  too,  if  I  am  not 
satisfied  with  the  improvements  recommended  by 
the  Park  Commission,  will  at  the  next  meeting  vote 
against  the  order.

SALE   OF   LAND,   BRIGHTON. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  sell  at  a  price  not  less  than  fifty  cents  per  square 
foot  the  parcel  of  land  on  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  in 
the  Brighton  district,  containing  569,776  square 
feet,  more  or  less,  now  in  charge  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  and  known  as  the  ledge  lot, 
and  upon  such  sale  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
further  authorized,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  and  by  an  instrument  or  instruments  satis- 
factory to  the  Law  Department,  to  convey  said 
land  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands, 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  would  just  ask 
a  reconsideration  of  that  reference  in  order  to  make 
a  statement.  This  was  the  lot  that  was  discussed 
in  the  Finance  Committee  yesterday,  which  Com- 
missioner Rourke  wishes  to  sell.  At  present  it  is 
used  for  the  Street  Department,  and  if  it  is  sold  it 
will  leave  enough  money,  at  the  present  value  of 
land  in  that  vicinity,  to  build  the  incinerator  and 
purchase  the  new  lot  of  land  necessary  for  the  in- 
cinerator and  for  the  new  location  of  the  Street 
Department  yards. 

Reconsideration  was  refused  and  the  order 
stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 


CONDITION  OF  CHARLES  RIVER  WATER. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Board  of  Health  be  requested  to  carefully  investi- 
gate, and  confer  with  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
missioners, regarding  the  condition  of  the  water  in 
the  Charles  river  above  the  new  dam,  especially 
with  reference  to  allowing  change  of  water  by 
opening  the  locks  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  the  ques- 
tion came  on  its  passage. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order  because  of  the  condition  of  the 
water  in  the  basin  the  last  two  seasons.  It  re- 
sembles pea  soup  as  much  as  anything.  It  has 
prevented  bathing  on  the  beach  in  Cambridge 
and  in  the  floating  bath  houses  above  the  bridge 
on  the  Boston  side.  It  is  having  an  effect  other 
than  that  upon  the  bathing.  It  is  breeding 
mosquitoes  in  that  vicinity  in  very  large  numbers. 
The  lights  on  the  parkway  at  night  are  surrounded 
by  clouds  of  mosquitoes,  to  the  great  discomfort 
of  the  people  using  the  park.  You  cannot  sit 
on  a  bench  in  the  park  with  any  comfort.  These 
mosquitoes  in  turn  draw  spiders  which  are  build- 
ing webs  all  over  the  fences  and  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  houses  in  the  vicinity.  A  danger  to 
the  health  of  the  community  will  probably  follow 
these  other  dangers,  and  it  becomes  a  serious 
question.  We  at  one  time  in  this  Council  asked 
for  a  report  from  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commis- 
sion and  they  sent  us  a  statement  in  which  they 
advised  residents  of  Boston  not  to  swim  within 
500  feet  of  a  sewer — which,  of  course,  was  most 
instructive.  At  the  same  time  they  offered  no 
suggestions  about  how  to  change  the  conditions 
in  the  basin.  -They  did  make  a  statement  in  their 
first  report  that  it  was  impossible  to  open  the 
locks  and  let  in  water  from  the  harbor.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  went  down  there  to  see  the  situ- 
ation Christmas  Day  and  found  that  the  locks 
can  be  opened  perfectly  well.  They  open  like 
folding  doors  in  a  house,  rolling  back  into  the 
solid  material  of  the  dam,  and  the  water  could  be 
allowed  to  rush  out  from  the  river  at  low  tide  and 
new  water  from  the  harbor  could  be  allowed  to 
come  in.  In  that  way  that  vegetable  matter 
could  be  gotten  rid  of,  with  the  consequent  ill 
effects.  There  are  no  fish  in  the  basin,  so  it  can- 
noft  be  claimed  that  it  would  kill  the  animal  life 
in  the  basin.  Aside  from  the  mosquitoes  1  don't 
think  any  animal  life  would  be  destroyed.  It 
is  becoming  more  and  more  important  to  keep 
the  basin  clean  as  the  basin  is  becoming  more  and 
more  used.  It  is  being  more  used  for  boating  of 
all  kinds  and  for  swimming,  not  only  by  Boston 
but   by   Cambridge.     The   establishment   of   the 
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Tech  buildings  there  will  make  it  still  more  im- 
portant that  that  great  basin  should  be  kept  in 
perfect  condition.  The  national  gatherings  com- 
ing to  Boston  in  August  make  it  especially  im- 
portant that  the  water  in  the  basin  shall  be  kept 
clean  and  fresh,  so  that  visitors  may  not  carry 
away  a  bad  impression  about  our  city.  I  hope 
the  Health  Department  will  make  a  quick  report 
so  that  something  will  be  done  this  summer,  and 
also  that  the  Council  will  pass  the  order  without 
any  delay. 

The  order  was  passed. 


SHADE   TREES,   CHESTNUT   STREET. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Commissioners,  through  bis 
Honor  the  Mayor,-  be  requested  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  planting  of  shade  trees  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Chestnut  street,  W  ard  1 1 . 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


OPEN   COMMITTEE   MEETING. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
recall  from  the  Committee  on  Rules  the  order 
that  the  rules  be  so  changed  that  committee 
meetings  may  be  held  open  to  the  public,  as  the 
meetings  of  ~  this  body  are  now  held.  If  that 
motion  may  be  made,  I  would  like  to  speak  upon  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  to  meet  and  take  action  on  that  order  and 
report  back  later  to-day. 

Coun.  SMITH — Do  I  understand  that  that'is  to 
be  done  to-day? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Yes. 

Coun.  SMITH — The  reason  why  1  ask  that  is 
because  of  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee 
yesterday.  At  that  meeting  I  don't  think  we 
covered  ourselves  with  glory.  We  have  reported 
to  this  body  only  the  necessary  loans.  We  did, 
however,  at  that  meeting  pass  upon  five  addi- 
tional loans,  and  then,  after  having  voted  to 
report  them  to  this  body  we  reconsidered  our 
action  and  voted  not  to  report  them  to  this  body. 
I  presume  that  action  was  due  somewhat  to  the 
nature  of  the  day.  We  voted  for  two  playgrounds, 
a  street  widening  in  RosUndale,  a  municipal 
building  for  RosUndale,  and  the  purchase  of  the 
old  Jewish  Home.  Each  one  of  those,  as  it  turned 
out,  had  a  string  to  it.  I  presume  it  was  the 
same  trick  that  the  boys  were  playing  -on  the 
street  of  tying  a  string  to  something  desirable, 
and  when  somebody  started  to  take  hold  of  it 
pulling  it  away.  I  can  only  explain  the  action 
of  the  committee  in  one  of  two  ways — either, 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  public  were  not  at 
the  meeting,  we  felt  more  free  to  act  as  we  did, 
or  else  the  committee  were  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  the  day  and  were  merely  playing  April 
Fool  tricks.  But,  whichever  is  the  fact,  I  stand 
here  and  continue  to  argue  in  favor  of  open  meet- 
ings of  all  committees.  That  does  not  mean  to 
have  stenographic  notes  taken;  it  simply  means 
that  we  are  no  more  important  than  the  United 
States  Congress,  the  Legislature  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  the  cabinet  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  all  of  which  have  their  meetings  in  the 
open.  President  Wilson  has  inaugurated  the  prec- 
edent of  open  cabinet  meetings,  and  certainly 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  is  a  no  more  important 
body  than  the  three  I  have  mentioned.  It  is  very 
rare,  indeed,  for  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  or 
the  National  Congress  to  go  into  executive  session. 
Anybody  listening  to  the  proceedings  of  this 
Board,  sitting  here  as  we  are  now,  would  not 
realize  that  practically  all  the  business  of  the 
Board  is  done  in  private,  that  these  things  are 
referred  one  after  another  to  committees,  that  the 
whole  discussion  as  to  whether  they  are  advisable 
or  not  goes  on  in  the  committees  and  not  in  the 
open  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  that  when  matters 
are  reported  back  here  it  is  simply  a  question  of 
yes  or  no  and  taking  the  votes.  That  is  what 
happened  on  the  loans  that  have  just  been  re- 
ported to-day.  It  happened  on  those  five  loans 
that  we  discussed  at  some  length  yesterday  in  a 
meeting  of  three  and  one-half  hours  of  which  the 
public  knows  nothing.  Not  even  the  reporters 
were  present,  and  the  public  generally  know 
nothing  of  what  went  on  at  that  meeting.  We  did 
pass  those  loans,  and  then,  as  I  say,  we  played 


the  April  Fool  trick  and  pulled  them  back.  Ros- 
Undale got  its  municipal  building  and  Centre 
street  widening  at  about  the  same  time,  and  then, 
I  presume  due  to  the  character  of  the  day,  the 
committee  saw  fit  to  pull  the  string  and  pull  both 
improvements  back.  I  trust  that  the  committee 
ivill  report  to-day.  The  matter  has  laid  in  com- 
mittee since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  was  brought 
up  at  the  time  when  the  rules  were  first  introduced 
into  the  body,  and  I  certainly  trust  that  action 
will  be  taken  at  this  time. 

Coun.  Smith's  motion  to  recall  from  the 
Committee  on  Rules  the  order  referred  to  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  motion 
was  lost,  yeas  2,  nays  6,,  Coun.  Buckley  and 
Smith  voting  yea.

ANSWERS  TO   QUESTIONS. 

During  the  recess  Mr.  LOUIS  K.  ROURKE, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  Mr.  J. 
ALFRED  MITCHELL  appeared  before  the  Coun- 
cil to  answer,  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor,  questions  em- 
bodied in  orders  passed  by  the  Council  on  Decem- 
ber 27,  1912,  and  March  24,  1913,  respectively. 

Statement   bt   Mb.    LOUIS   K.   ROURKE. 

Mr.  ROURKE — Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen, 
on  December  27,  1912,  an  order  was  passed  by 
the  City  Council  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  answer  the  following  questions  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  in  accordance 
with  section  7  of  the  city  charter,  viz.: 

"1.  What  automatic  devices  have  been  tested 
since  the  SSOO.OOO  was  appropriated  in  1911,  and 
how  many  of  each? 

"2.  How  many  automatic  devices  were  tested 
on  inverted  lamps? 

"3.  How  many  automatic  devices  are  now 
installed? 

"4.  Have  you  refused  to  test  any  automatic 
devices  that  were  offered  to  the  city  free  of  expense, 
and  if  so,  why? 

"5.  Why  do  you  not  request  that  the  Rising 
Sun  Lighting  Company  install  and  test  various 
automatic  devices,  and  report  the  result  to  the 
city?" 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  delegated  me  to 
answer  these  questions.  The  first  question  is: 
"What  automatic  devices  have  been  tested  since 
the  S300,000  was  appropriated  in  1911,  and  how 
many  of  each?"  The  automatic  devices  for  gas 
lamps  which  have  been  tested  by  this  department 
are  as  follows: 

Horstmann  Brothers  &  Edgar,  Bath,  England,  24 

Kilchmann  &  Gaulis,  Wohlen,  Switzerland.  .  .  10 
Automatic  Gas  Lighting  Equipment  Company, 

Boston 6 

Automatic  Lighting  Company,  Boston 8 

P.  T.  Westenholz,  Copenhagen,  Denmark. ...  1 

"2.  How  many  automatic  devices  were  tested 
on  inverted  lamps?"  Twenty-eight  devices  have 
been  tested  on  inverted  lamps. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to 
ask  a  question  of  Mr.  Rourke. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— I  would  say  right 
here  that  this  hearing  is  the  same  as  if  it  were  held 
in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  that  under  sec- 
tion 7  of  the  charter  the  Mayor  is  supposed  to 
answer  all  questions  in  writing,  or  the  head  of  a 
department  who  appears  for  him  is  supposed  to 
answer  such  questions  as  are  submitted  in  writing. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  representing 
the  Mayor,  has  a  right  to  refuse  to  answer  any 
questions  put  unless  they  are  put  in  writing. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  SMITH.)  Mr.  Commissioner, 
could  you  separate  those  and  tell  us  how  many  were 
tested  on  inverted  lamps  and  how  many  on  up- 
right lamps?  A.  That  is  in  the  answer  to  question 
2:  "How  many  automatic  devices  were  tested  on 
inverted  lamps?"  "Twenty-eight  devices  have 
been  tested  on  inverted  lamps." 

Q.  Can  you  separate  those  into  the  different 
companies?     A.    Well,  let  me  see.     I  think  I  can, 
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roughly.  I  should  say  that  of  the  Automatic  there 
would  be  eight,  of  the  Automatic  Gas  Lighting, 
six,  maldng  fourteen,  six  of  the  Kilchmann,  making 
twenty,  and  about  eight  of  the  Horstmann.  I 
think  that  is  about  it.  Of  course,  that  is  from 
memory.  Tliat  is  in  answer  to  your  question  as  I 
remember  it. 

Question  3;  "How  many  automatic  deuces  are 
now  installed?"  Eleven  devices  are  now  in  opera- 
tion. That  was  on  .January  4  of  this  year.  There 
were  eleven  only  left  in  operation,  and  there  are,  I 
guess,  about  eight  still  left.  Question  4:  "Have 
you  refused  to  test  any  automatic  devices  that  were 
offered  to  the  city  free  of  expense,  and  if  so,  why?  " 
1  do  not  remember  ever  refusing  to  test  any  device. 
1  have  refused  to  test  an  excessive  number  of  any 
particular  device.  Th'at  is,  as  1  remetaber  it,  the 
Automatic  man  wanted  to  put  on  more  than  I  put 
on,  but  I  thought  the'  eight  I  had  of  his  showed 
deficiencies  enough  so  that  there  was  no  use  in 
going  any  further  with  them.  1  haven't  refused 
to  test  any  device.  Question  5:  "Why  do  you 
not  request  that  the  Rising  Sun  Lighting  Company 
install  and  test  various  automatic  devices,  and  re- 
port the  results  to  the  city?"  I  have  discussed 
that  question  several  times  with  them.  I  haven't 
any  right  to  order  them  to  do  any<euch  thing,  and, 
as  1  understand  it,  they  are  continually  experiment- 
ing, looking  for  a  successful  automatic  device, 
which  they  have  not  as  vet  discovered. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  SMITH.)  Might  I  ask  whether 
they  have  done  that  in  Boston  or  other  cities? 
A.  Well,  I  think  they  do  do  it  in  their  shops- in 
Philadelphia — not  on  the  streets,  however,  but  in 
the  laboratory. 

Q.  Of  those  twenty-eight  automatic  devices  that 
were  tested  on  inverted  lamps,  could  you  tell  us 
how  many  were  up  through  the  winter  season?  A. 
Why,  there  was  trouble  and  most  of  them  were 
taken  down.  I  think  they  were  all  taken  down 
but  the  Kilchmann  and  one  or  two  Horstmann,  1 
guess,  before  Christmas.  They  gave  out  with  the 
change  of  season. 

Q.  Well,  I  mean  the  preceding  winter,  not  this 
last  winter,  but  the  winter  of  1911-12.  A.  Well, 
I  don't  remember  how  many  went  through  that 
winter.  We  had  only  a  few.  I  think  we  had  only 
the  Horstmann  at  that  time.  Since  then  we  have 
put  up  the  Kilchmann  and  Automatic. 

Q.  There  were  how  many  of  the  Horstmann? 
I  have  forgotten.  A.  The  Horstmann,  twenty- 
four. 

Q.  In  the  winter  of  1911-12 — not  on  inverted 
lamps?  A.  No,  only  about  ten  or  twelve  on  the 
inverted.  Of  course,  the  Horstmann  clock  was 
made  for  an  upright  lamp  and  we  had  to  make 
some  changes  to  fit  the  inverted,  and  that,  in  my 
opinion,  was  what  made  the  clock  a  failure.  We 
haven't  had  the  results  on  the  automatic  device 
on  the  inverted  lamps  that  I  hoped  to  secure. 

There  being  no  further  questions,  Mr.  Rourke 
was  excused. 

Statement  by   Mr.   J.   ALFRED   MITCHELL. 

Mr.  MITCHELL — Mr.  President  and  gentle- 
men, the  Mayor  asked  pne  to  appear  before  you 
and  state  the  difficulties  in  connection  with  answer- 
ing this  order: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  answer,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council,  the  following  questions,  in  accordance 
with  chapter  7  of  the  charter: 

"What  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  on  the  city  pay  rolls  during  the  present 
administration? 

"What  has  been  the  total  amount  of  salaries 
and  wages  paid  by  the  city  for  each  of  the  last 
five  years? 

"If  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  city  pay 
roll  under  the  present  administration,  what  per- 
centage has  gone  to  employees  earning  $1,000  or 
more  per  year?" 

It  would  be  impossible  to  answer  that  in  a 
week,  and  I  think  it  might  take  several  weeks  to 
get  the  whole  information.  My  force  could  not 
do  it,  anyway.  It  is  too  busy  to  take  up  such 
a  job.  The  very  first  question  will  be  answered 
in  a  document  to  be  published  very  soon,  show- 
ing the  list  of  employees  the  first  of  May.  There 
will  be  a  comparative  table  in  there  for  all  the 
departments  for  seven  years,  showing  the  number 
on  the  first  of  May  of  each  year.  The  last  ques- 
tion would  necessitate  the  comparison  of  every 
name  on  all  the  pay  rolls  of  the  city  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  present  administration  and  up  to  the 
present  time.     All  wages  under  $1,000  a  year,  or 


under  $3  a  day,  require  no  approval.  There  is 
no  record  kept  of  those.  If  a  man  appears  with 
an  increase  in  pay  under  $3  a  day,  there  is  an 
inquiry  made  to  see  whether  that  is  all  right,  in 
the  department.  That  suffices;  we  let  it  go  at 
that.  If  it  is  $3  a  day  or  over,  the  Mayor  approves 
that  order.  That  would  be  practically  over  $1,000 
a  year.  But  to  find  out  all  that  information 
would  necessitate  going  through  every  pay  roll 
during  all  that  time  and  comparing  every  name. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  You  say  that  your 
force  could  not  do  this,  that  you  are  too  busy. 
What  would  it  cost  if  you  had  additional  help? 
A.  I  haven't  the  least,  idea.  Possibly  the  statis- 
tics people  could  do  it. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  expense,  roughly,  ap- 
proximately? $1,000?  A.  No,  not  $1,000,  but 
I  haven't  any  idea.  We  have  over  19,000  pay 
rolls  a  year,  weekly  and  monthly. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  McDONALD.)  I  suppose  it 
would  make  quite  a  job  to  go  over  19,000  pay 
rolls  a  year.  How  many  years?  A.  For  the 
present  adminstration,  four  years. 

Q.  About  75,000  pay  rolls?  A.  To  do  it 
correctly.  — 

Coun.  SMITH — I  don't  want  to  be  unreasonable 
about  this  thing,  but  it  does  seem  as  though  the 
Council  ought  to  be  able  to  learn  about  these 
matters.  I  don't  want  to  set  a  time  limit  on  it, 
but  it  does  seem  as  though  we  ought  to  be  able  to 
learn  what  we  are  paying  for  labor  in  this  city  and 
just  where  the  extra  payment,  if  there  is  an  extra 
payment,  is  going.  I  am  sorry  to  learn  that  the 
figures  are  so  hard  to  get,  but  it  seems  as  if  the 
Mayor  himself  might  like  to  know  how  much  he  is 
expending  for  labor.  It  must  be  that  we  can 
arrive  at  some  approximate  figures  of  what  the 
city  pay  roll  is  to-day  as  compared  with  the  last 
few  years,  and  if  there  is  an  increase  where  it  is 
going — whether  it  is  going  to  salaried  men  or  to 
day  laborers.  1  suggest,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the 
Mayor  be  given  three  weeks  more  to  prepare  the 
figures.  He  can  call  upon  the  Statistics  Depart- 
ment rather  than  upon  the  Auditing  Department. 
I  would  move  that  Mr.  Mitchell  be  excused  with 
thanks  and  that  the  Mayor  be  given  three  weeks 
in  which  to  produce  some  approximate  figures  at 
least. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  1  cannot 
really  see  the  value  of  the  information,  but  I  don't 
want  to  interfere  with  any  idea  or  any  plan  that 
the  councilor  has  got.  Why  can't  we  draw  an 
order  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  request 
or  order  the  Statistics  Department  to  get  this 
information,  if  they  can  do  so,  having  it  go  through 
in  that  way,  and  not  putting  the  burden  on  the 
Mayor  to  get  it?  Let  him  get  it  in  any  way  that 
he  wishes. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — All  those  increases  are 
published  in  the  City  Record,  as  1  understand  it. 
Why  should  not  the  member  of  the  Council  who 
wants  to  go  to  the  trouble  go  over  the  City  Records 
themselves  and  get  the  information? 

Coun.  WATSON— That  is  what  1  suggested 
at  the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  MITCHELL — In  the  case  of  quite  a  number 
of  employees,  the  increases  do  not  require  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  where  they  get  less  than  $3 
a  day. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  I  understand  that 
every  increase  is  known  to  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, isn't  it,  small  or  great?  A.  Every  increase 
that  requires  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  is  made 
known  to  the  Finance  Commission. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  McDONALD.)  Well,  doesn't 
the  civil  service  have  to  approve  the  pay  roll,  too? 
They  know.  A.  Thev  approve  them  every  week. 
Q.  (By  Coun.  BUCKLEY.)  Then  everything 
is  not  published  in  the  City  Record?  A.  No,  sir. 
The  first  question  is  in  regard  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  men.  That  is  published  in  print 
once  a  year,  and  the  salary  of  every  employee  is 
there. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  So  that  you  could 
compare  this  year's  pay  roll  book  with  last 
year's  pay  roll  book?     A.    Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Why  not  do  it?  A.  That  will  not  be  ready 
until  about  the  first  of  June,  prepared  for  the  first 
of  May,  a  comparative  statement.  I  think  there 
will  be  seven  years,  giving  the  number  of  employees 
in  each  department. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  don't  see  why  the  Statistics 
Department  could  not  compare  these  figures  in 
the  new  book  that  comes  out  May  1.  (Holding 
up  paper.)  Here  is  what  the  Statistics  Depart- 
ment has  done  at  one  day's  notice  for  me.     I  asked 
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them  for  wages  and  salaries  in  each  department, 
and  here  they  have  given  it  to  me  at  one  day's 
notice. 

Coun.  Mcdonald— That  would  only  take 
fifteen  minutes. 

Coun.  SMITH — The  only  difference  between 
that  and  what  is  asked  for  in  the  question  is — 
how  that  compares  vnth  preceding  years? 

Mr.  MITCHELL— That  would  not  answer  this 
last  question. 

Coun.  SMITH — That,  is  where  the  difficulty 
comes. 

Mr.  MITCHELL— There  isn't  much  difficulty 
about  the  other  two  questions,  but  the  difficulty 
conies  with  the  last  question:  "If  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  city  pay  roll  under  the  present 
administration,  what  percentage  has  gone  to 
employees  earning  SI, 000  or  more  per  year?" 
You  would  have  to  get  the  increases  of  all  the 
employees  during  all  this  administration.  That 
means  laborers  and  all,  and  there  may  be  men  in 
the  departments  increased  from  $2.25  to  S2.o0  a 
day.  There  is  no  record  kept  of  them.  Possibly 
the  departments  might  be  able  to  furnish  that. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  ATTRIDGE.)  I  desire  to  ask 
Mr.  Mitchell  if  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  for  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments  to  give  that 
iiiformation,  rather  than  himself?  A.  Oh,  much 
easier;  yes,  sir. 

C9un.  McDonald — what  is  the  matter  with 
passing  a  motion  extending  the  time  within  which 
the  Mayor  may  give  us  the  information? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  move  that  Mr. 
Mitchell  be  excused  and  that  the  Mayor  be  given 
further  time  to  answer  the  questions. 

It  was  voted  that  Mr.  Mitchell  be  excused  at 
this  point. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President 
at  five  minutes  past  six  p.  m. 


SUPPLEMENTARY  APPROPRIATION  LIST.

To  the  City  Council: 

I  beg  to  recommend  a  supplementary  list  of  ap- 
propriation orders,  to  which  I  caU  your  earnest 
attention.  Since  the  original  budget  was  sub- 
mitted I  have  been  convinced  by  many  of  the 
heads  of  departments  that  they  cannot  possibly 
carry  on  the  work  of  their  departments  within  the 
appropriation  recommended  by  me  and  approved 
by  the  City  Council.  It  is  my  intention  to  grant 
reasonable  increases  in  wages  in  many  of  the 
departments,  principally  laborers  from  S2.25  to 
§2.50  a  day,  and  I  am  informed  by  several  depart- 
ment heads  that  their  present  appropriations  will 
not  permit  of  this.  Inasmuch  as  I  cannot  issue  a 
general  order  instructing  that  this  be  done  until 
appropriations  are  made  which  will  permit  the 
departments  to  make  these  increases,  I  respect- 
fully recommend  these  additional  appropriations 
for  your  consideration. 

I  beg  to  transmit  herewith  letters  from  the 
Assessing,  Building,  Election,  Fire,  Health, 
Hospital,  Public  Buildings  and  Pubhc  Works  De- 
partments, setting  forth  their  reasons  for  the  addi- 
tional appropriations  recommended. 

The  supplementary  list  of  appropriation  orders 
is  as  follows:

Sir, — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Assessors, 
held  on  March  25,  1913,  it  was  voted  to  send  a 
communication  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  asking 
for  a  special  appropriation  of  S4,000  for  rebinding 
old  street,  tax  and  other  books  which  are  the 
property  of  this  department,  as  requested  by  vote 
of  December  19,  1912,  and  urge  that  immediate 
action  be  taken. 

Under  the  law  the  Assessing  Department  is 
obliged  to  keep  these  records  properly  bound,  and, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  within  a  short  time  we  shall 
be  obliged  to  move  these  books  to  the  new  building, 
it  is  extremely  important  that  the  work  be  started 
as  early  as  possible.  As  these  are  pubhc  records 
they  cannot  be  all  spared  at  one  time,  and  must 
be  sent  to  the  binder  in  small  lots  of,  perhaps, 
one  hundred  books  at  a  time. 

We  trust  that  j'ou  will  appreciate  the  urgency 
of  this  request  and  recommend  the  additional 
appropriation.

Dear  Sir, — ^We  respectfully  submit  that  the 
sum  of  $140,000  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
expenditures  of  the  Election  Department  for  the 
current  fiscal  year.  We  herein  inclose  a  statement 
showing  that  at  least  $147,000  will  be  required  by 
the  Election  Department. 

Deducting  from  the  expenses  of  the  Election  De- 
partment in  the  year  1912,  which  was  $1.59,528.07, 
the  sum  of  $17,000,  which  was  the  cost  of  the 
Presidential  primary  and  special  primary  and  elec- 
tion in  Ward  18,  leaves  the  sum  of  .S142, 528.07, 
which  would  have  been  required  if  there  had  been 
no  Presidential  primary  or  special  primar.y  and 
election  in  Ward  18.  This  year,  however,  we  have 
had  a  special  primary  and  election  in  Ward  3, 
and  will  h,ave  a  special  primary  and  election  in 
the  thirteenth  congressional  district,  which  includes 
Ward  25.  The  expense  of  these  may  rightfully  be 
called  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  current  fiscal 
year,  and  will  amount  to  $2,100. 

The  number  of  precincts  in  1912  was  221,  and 
in  1913  is  225.  The  expense  of  four  additional 
precincts  will  be  at  least  $720. 

By  reason  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  the  appropriation  for 
this  department  as  recommended  by  you  to  the 
Council,  I  would  say  that  this  department  can  be 
run  on  the  amount  of  money  allowed  by  you  in 
your  message  to  the  Council,  namely,  $1,895,767.56, 
but  the  necessary  amount  of  work  really  demanded 
could  not  be  carried  out. 

This  relates  especially  to  the  Fire  Alarm  Branch. 
The  amount  asked  for  for  this  branch  was  $46,000. 
This  amount  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  I  am 
asking  for  an  additional  amount  of  $31,000  as  a 
special  appropriation  to  provide  for  a  duplicate 
system  of  cables  for  the  congested  downtown  district, 
r  would  respectfully  recommend  that  in  order  to 
do  the  necessary  work  to  keep  the  fire  alarm 
branch  up  to  the  standard  that  at  least  $25,000  be 
restored  to  the  appropriation  for  this  department, 
and  that  in  addition  a  special  appropriation  of 
$31,000  be  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  instaUing 
a  duplicate  or  interchangeable  system  of  cables  in 
the  congested  downtown  district. 

I  would  say  that  the  regular  appropriation  does 
not  take  into  consideration  the  matter  of  motor 
apparatus  which  I  am  also  bringing  to  your  atten- 
tion in  the  annual  report.  Should  this  special 
appropriation  be  not  allowed,  at  least  $25,000  in 
addition  to  the  above  will  be  necessary  for  repairs 
and  supplies  for  the  present  engines,  hose  wagons 
and  ladder  trucks. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  whole  amount  of 
$50,000   which   was   taken  off   by   you  from  this 
department's  appropriation  should  be  returned.

Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Health  desires  to  direct 
your  attention  to  the  financial  situation  which 
confronts  it.  The  appropriation  of  $335,000  for 
the  current  fiscal  year,  which  was  recommended 
by  you  for  adoption  by  the  City  Council,  would 
necessitate  the  curtailment  of  many  of  the  activi- 
ties of  this  department.  A  number  of  faithful 
employees  would  be  denied  increases  in  salary  to 
which  they  are  justly  entitled,  and  the  Board  would 
not  be  in  a  position  to  employ  additional  assistants 
in  several  of  the  divisions  if  it  were  compelled  to 
live  within  this  amount.  The  Divisions  of  Vital 
Statistics,  Dairy  Inspection,  Child  Hygiene,  Bac- 
teriological Laboratory,  are  in  need  of  additional 
assistants,  and  they  should  be  supplied  if  the  work 
of  the  department  is  to  progress.  Four  new  con- 
venience stations  are  about  to  be  opened  for  use  by 
the  public,  which  will  entail  the  addition  of  a  num- 
ber of  new  employees,  and  will  require  a  substantial 
amount  for  maintenance. 

The  important  work  of  removing  neglected  build- 
ings, shacks  and  sheds  must  be  abandoned  unless 
we  obtain  funds  with  which  to  carry  it  forward, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  extensive  vaccination 
work  may  become  necessary  during  the  year,  since 
it  is  about  ten  years  that  a  general  vaccination  has 
taken  place  in  the  city. 

This  Board  therefore  earnestly  urges  that  an 
increase  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  be 
allowed  it  for  the  current  fiscal  year  in  order  that 
it  may  administer  the  workings  of  the  department 
in  a  proper  manner,  and  to  avert  the  necessity  of 
asking  for  an  additional  appropriation  at  the  close 
of  the  year.

Dear  Sir, — Regarding  the  matter  of  appropri- 
ation of  this  department  for  the  present  financial 
year,  which  is  now  being  considered  by  the  City 
Council  in  the  sum  of  $240,000,  I  wish  to  advise 
you  that  I  might  possibly  be  able  to  maintain  the 
department  this  year  with  that  amount  were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  the  maintenance  of  the  Ward 
S  gymnasium  building,  which  has  been  fitted  up 
with  shower  baths,  gymnasium  and  running  track, 
must  be  provided  for,  and  for  this  item  an  amount 
of  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars  will  be 
required. 

At  the  Quincy  Market  the  tenants  have  for  a 
considerable  time  been  put  to  great  inconvenience 
and  expense  to  their  furnishings,  caused  by  leaks 
from  roof,  and  last  year  I  was  able  to  repair  and 
make  tight  a  part  of  same,  but  there  is  still  con- 
siderable to  be  done  to  put  the  entire  roof  in  good 
condition;  also,  much  of  the  old  wooden  flooring 
in  market  is  badly  worn  and  I  desire  to  replace 
same  with  new  asphalt  flooring  which  is  more 
durable  and  sanitary.  This  matter  of  new  floor- 
ing also  applies  to  the  Faneuil  Hall  Market  build- 
ing, and  for  these  items  the  sum  of  three  thousand

$142,000  more  than  was  spent  by  the  department 
last  year. 

The  amount  allowed  the  Bridge  and  Ferry 
Division,  $580,000,  is  adequate  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  force  and  equipment  as  at  present, 
provides  for  the  installation  of  the  signal  lights  on 
bridges,  as  ordered  by  the  War  Department,  but 
does  not  provide  for  the  proposed  increases  in 
wages  of  employees  of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Divi- 
sion.    There    is    also    a    considerable    amount    of 


contract  work  to  be  done  on  the  bridges,  which  it 
will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  by  special  loan. 

The  amount  allowed  the  sewer  maintenance-  is 
ample  for  the  maintenance  of  the  sewer  system 
and  for  the  increase  of  wages  of  the  $2.25  laborers 
to  $2.50. 

The  amount  allowed  the  Highway  Division  is 
approximately  $114,000  more  than  was  spent  by 
this  division  last  year.  This  increase  will  take 
care  of  the  increased  cost  of  disposal  due  to  the 
new  refuse  disposal  contract,  and  also  of  the 
increase  in  the  wages  of  the  $2.25  laborers  in 
the  Highway  Division  to  $2.50.  This  will  leave 
us  approximately  the  same  amount  of  money  for 
paving  that  was  spent  last  year.

IMPROVEMENT  OF  ORCHARD  PARK. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  2,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  transmit  herewith  an  estimate  and  plan  for 
the  improvement  of  Orchard  Park,  submitted  to 
Mr.  D.  Henry  Sullivan,  chairman  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department,  by  Olmsted  Brothers, 
architects.  The  architect  makes  an  estimate  of  the 
general  improvements  and  also  special  features  for 
the  playground. 

This  matter  has  been  under  discussion  for  some 
months  and  I  would  urge  immediate  action  on  the 
part  of  your  honorable  body  so  that  the  improve- 
ments may  be  made  at  once.  This  park  lies  in  one 
of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  city  where  the  small 
children  are  much  in  need  of  playground  facilities 
and  I  trust  that  there  may  be  no  delay  in  passing 
the  accompanying  order  for  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  which  I  hereby  recommend  for  passage, 
from  the  Parkman  Fund,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sioners for  Orchard  Park,  Improvements.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  request  of 
January  10,  we  have  prepared  and  are  sending  you 
under  separate  cover  a  general  plan  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Orchard  Park. 

The  plan  suggests  the  inclosure  of  the  northerly 
portion  with  an  iron  picket  fence  3  feet  high,  and 
its  maintenance  in  neat  condition  as  a  resting 
place  for  residents  of  the  neighborhood.  The 
-turf  areas  should  be  improved  and  the  walks 
should  be  repaved  with  macadam,  having  a  sur- 
facing of  very  fine-screened  trap  rock,  all  properly 
crowned  and  drained. 

Since  the  abutters  on  the  northeasterly  boundary 
of  the  park  have  no  rights  of  access  through  it, 
as  we  are  informed  by  the  conveyancer  of  city 
property,  we  are  recommending  that  the  walk 
which  now  borders  the  park  on  this  side  be  re- 
located between  the  first  and  second  row  of  trees, 
and  that  a  board  fence  be  erected  along  the 
property  line,  against  which  there  may  be  planted 
a  shrubbery  border.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  use 
of  flowering  plants  in  this  park  would  be  advisable. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  southerly  portion  be 
inclosed  and  maintained  as  a  playground  for 
small  children,  but  we  recommend  this  only  on  the 
assumption  that  a  playground  supervisor  in  con- 
stant attendance  is  to  be  provided.  Unless  regular 
supervision  can  be  provided,  the  ground  should 
be  treated  similarly  to  the  other  part  of  the  park. 

We  suggest  that  the  existing  swimming  pool  be 
filled  in  with  gravel  and  sand  to  a  proper  depth 
and  be  used  as  a  wading  pool  for  little  children 
only  in  connection  with  the  playground,  but  unless 
or  until  supervision  is  provided  it  should  be  filled 
in  completely  and  grassed  over,  or  possibly  only 
boarded  over.  It  hardly  seems  wise  to  abandon 
entirely  a  structure  which  has  cost  a  considerable 
suin  of  money  and  which  it  may  prove  feasible 
to  use  at  some  future  time. 

The  discontinuance  of  pool  bathing  apparently 
makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  city  to  provide  other 
bathing  faciUties,  and  we  have  accordingly  indi- 
cated on  the  plan  a  bath  house  for  shower  bathing, 
in  which  can  be  installed  also  such  other  public 
toilet  conveniences  as  are  required  for  the  park 
and  neighborhood.  A  special  toilet  can  be  pro- 
vided in  the  northerly  end  of  this  bath  house, 
accessible  only  to  those  who  may  be  admitted  to 
the  playground.  The  location  shown  seems  to 
be  on  the  whole  the  most  advantageous  in  that  it 
makes  use  of  an  area  available  for  little  else. 
The  building  will  front  on  the  most  important 
street,  there  will  be  no  secluded  loitering  places 
near  the  women's  entrance,  and  although  serving 
certain  minor  park  purposes  the  building  will  not 
appear  to  be  a  park  structure,  as  in  its  major 
function  it  will  not  be. 

Should  future  conditions  warrant  the  change, 
the  present  sivimming  pool  could  be  roofed  over 
and  connected  with  the  bath  house  by  a  covered 
passage. 

If  it  be  decided  not  to  build  the  bath  house, 
then  toilets  should  be  provided  under  the  play- 
ground shelter  by  giving  the  floor  enough  eleva- 
tion (about  4  feet)  to  admit  side  light. 

The  plan  shows  such  an  arrangement,  but  if 
toilets  are  provided  in  a  bath  house,  the  floor  of  the 
shelter  should  be  almost  at  the  ground  level. 

We  inclose  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  carrying 
out  this  plan,  not  including  the  bath  house.

MONEY   FOR  ZOO   AND   AQUARIUM. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  2,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

At  the  meeting  of  your  honorable  body  held 
February  17,  1913,  I  recommended  an  appropria- 
tion of  S25,000  from  the  Parkman  Fund  for  Zoolog- 
ical Garden  and  Aquarium.  I  now  urge  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order  appropriating 
S25,000  from  the  Parkman  Fund  for  this  purpose 
and  trust  that  the  same  may  be  favorably  acted 
upon  at  the  meeting  to-day.  It  is  necessary  that 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  have 
additional  money  for  the  purchase  of  fish  and 
Aquarium  apparatus  and  more  birds  and  animals 
for  the  Zoo. 

I  understand  that  it  is  the  feeling  of  some 
members  of  the  committee  that  the  Parkman 
Fund  should  not  be  appropriated  until  the  fimds 
are  actually  in  the  treasury,  but  this  is  contrary 
to  the  practice  last  year  and  I  cannot  see  any 
reason  why  improvements  should  be  delayed 
on  this  account. 

.\t  the  meeting  of  February  13  I  recommended 
an  order  for  S5,000  for  plans  for  a  horticultural 
building.  At  the  present  time  thousands  of 
dollars'  worth  of  flowers  and  plants  of  all  descrip- 
tions are  stored  in  the  nurser.v  buildings  on  East 
Cottage  street,  out  of  sight  and  reach  of  the 
public.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  only  use  which 
the  public  gets  of  this  magnificent  display  is  for 
about  two  months  in  the  summer  in  the  Public 
Garden  and  the  city  ought  to  make  provisions 
for  a  display  of  twelve  months.  I  therefore  urge 
the  immediate  passage  of  the  order  for  plans  for 
a  horticultural  building  so  that  the  public  may, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  reap  the  benefits  which 
would  come  from  a  beautiful  horticultural  building. 

I  trust  also  that  the  appropriation  for  $50,000 
for    soil    renovation,     Boston    Common,     recom- 


mended by  me  February  17,  the  appropriation 
for  $4,000  for  seats  in  the  vicinity  of  the  band- 
stand on  the  Common,  recommended  by  me 
March  24,  and  the  appropriation  for  815,000 
for  fences  around  public  squares,  recommended 
by  me  at  the  meeting  of  March  24,  may  receive 
favorable  consideration  at  the  meeting  to-day.

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Dear  Sir, —  On  March  11  I  wrote  you  on  the 
part  of  the  Park  Commission  reminding  you  that 
all  the  funds  which  had  come  to  us  from  the  Park- 
man  Fund  to  that  date  had  been  expended  except 
such  as  we  had  to  retain  to  pay  for  contracts 
already  entered  upon.  We  urged  that  you  arrange 
with  the  Parkman  Fund  Committee  and  City 
Council  to  give  us  at  once  as  much  money  as  pos- 
sible for  the  purchase  of  fish  and  of  Aquarium 
apparatus  and  more  birds  and  animals  for  the  Zoo. 
The  commission  understands  that  the  Parkman 
Fund  Committee  intend  to  give  us  such  money 
as  is  actually  in  their  treasury,  being  some  810,000 
or  815,000  This,  of  course,  will  enable  us  to  cover 
immediate  needs  but  it  will  not  permit  us  to 
undertake  any  serious  new  work.  If  we  could 
now  know  what  funds  are  to  come  to  us  during 
the  calendar  year  we  could  plan  the  year's  work 
wisely,  although  there  would  be  no  present  need 
of  the  actual  money.  The  work  would  not  be 
accomphshed  or  have  to  be  paid  for  before  the 
necessary  income  had  accumulated.  We  under- 
stand that  the  plan  is  to  set  aside  S50,000  of  the 
income  for  the  improvement  of  the  Common.  We 
ask  if  you  cannot  arrange  with  the  Fund  Com- 
mittee that  the  remainder  of  the  income  for  the 
calendar  year  be  in  anticipation  voted  to  the  Park 
Commission  for  work  in  connection  with  the 
Aquarium  and  Zoo.  We  can  then  with  safety 
proceed  with  the  different  works  which  are  desir- 
able but  which  otherwise  must  be  abandoned 
until  the  money  is  actually  in  hand. 

Will  you  advance  this  matter  if  possible  on  the 
lines  that  we  suggest?

PARKMAN   FUND. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  February  17)  appropriating 
S5(),000  for  Boston  Common  and  Public  Garden, 
Irrigation  System — that  the  order  ought  to  pass; 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  result  of 
this  report  will  be  to  complete,  I  hope,  the  work 
of  rejuvenation  of  the  soil  on  Boston  Common. 
Your  last  year  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund  met 
and  agreed  that  this  work  should  be  started  at 
once,  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  When  the 
Committee  on  Parkman  Fund  met  the  other  day 
and  we  found  that  there  was  §50,000  on  hand, 
the  first  thing  we  believed  should  be  taken  care 
of  was  this  soil  rejuvenation,  wherefore  the  order 
which  I  have  just  submitted.  I  was  instructed  by 
the  committee,  as  its  chairman,  at  the  last  meet- 
ing that  at  least  $10,000  should  be  appropriated 
to  continue  the  work  of  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
I  believe  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium  have  done 
excellent  work,  particularly  in  humanizing  Frank- 
lin Park  and  City  Point.  But  in  my  opinion  at 
the  present  time,  until  we  know  just  about  what 
money  we  have  on  hand,  it  is  not  right  for  us, 
unless  an  emergency  arises,  to  pledge  the  entire 
income  of  the  fund  before  the  income  comes  into 
our  possession.  In  other  words,  there  may  be 
some  question  as  to  just  when  it  may  come  in. 
I  have  conferred  with  City  Auditor  Mitchell,  and 
he  tells  me  that  no  city  department  is  authorized 
or  justified  in  entering  into  a  contract  until  the 
funds  are  in  hand.  For  that  reason  we  make  a 
conservative  estimate  that  $10,000  is  on  hand 
to-day.  Something  more  than  that  has  come  in. 
I  hope  these  orders  when  they  come  before  the 
Council  in  their  regular  order  will  meet  the  appro- 
bation of  this  body. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  Chairman,  as  chairman  of 
the  Parkman  Fund  Committee  of  last  year  I 
heartily  approve  of  the  remarks  just  made  by 
the  councilor  across  the  room.  I  heartily  approve 
of  not  expending  the  income  until  after  it  comes 
into  our  possession.  But  this  is  a  trifle  off  the 
point.  As  to  this  $50,000,  I  am  pledged  to  vote 
for  it  after  my  statement  of  last  year.  I  under- 
stand that  a  large  portion  of  it  is  to  be  used  for 
grading  around  the  new  bandstand  and  putting 
in  new  walks,  and  I  arn  heartily  in  favor  of  that. 
That  part  of  it  that  is  to  be  used  for  soil  rejuve- 
nation I  do  not  approve  of,  although  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  to  vote  for  it.  I  think  perhaps  too 
much  money  has  been  spent;  that  the  method 
that  has  been  followed  is  wrong.  I  have  come  to 
that  conclusion.  But,  having  put  our  hands  to 
the  plough,  having  started  on  the  job,  I  am  will- 
ing to  see  it  through.  I  do  want  to  say,  however, 
that  when  Orchard  Park  is  improved  I  trust  that 
a  different  method  of  treating  the  soil  will  be 
adopted.  That  is  a  small  park  and  some  other 
method  can  be  used.  The  work  on  Boston  Com- 
mon has  not  been  in  accordance  with  the  advice 
of  the  United  States  Government;  it  is  at  variance 
with  a  great  many  authorities  on  soil  and  trees; 
and  I  trust  that  when  we  come  to  helping  Orchard 
Park,  which  can  be  helped  from  this  same  Park- 
man  Fund,  we  shall  do  it  by  a  different  method. 
However,  I  am  very  glad  to  vote  for  this  order, 
in  accordance  with  my  promise  of  last  year. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
for  this  appropriation  for  the  Common,  but  I  want 
to  go  on  record  now  as  being  opposed  to  any  more 
money  being  shoved  into  the  soil  on  Boston 
Common  after  this  money  has  been  appropriated. 
I  think  the  Parkman  Fund  is  being  used  very 
injudiciously.  I  went  through  the  Common  the 
other  day,  and  saw  the  bandstand  there  that  cost 
us  $50,000,  and  if  I  had  been  good  old  Mr.  Park- 
man  and  was  in  my  grave,  I  would  turn  over 
thirty  times  if  I  thought  $50,000  of  my  money  was 
spent  for  that  punk  bandstand.  I  intend  in  the 
future  to  reserve  my  vote  and  to  vote  against  any 
further  appropriation  for  more  improvements  on 


Boston  Common  out  of  that  fund  until  I  know 
how  the  work  is  to  be  done  and  pretty  nearly  how 
much  it  is  going  to  cost.  No  more  insolvent 
business  for  mine. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  just  a  word  for  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee. The  committee  was  assured  by  the 
Park  Department  that  this  $50,000  would  com- 
plete the  work  on  Boston  Common.  As  the  chair- 
man has  said,  this  was  practically  pledged  to  be 
spent  out  of  the  first  money  available  this  year. 
In  regard  to  the  other  appropriation  that  has  been 
reported  by  this  committee,  we  are  assured  by 
the  Park  Department  that  the  $10,000  we  propose 
to  give  to-day  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  them 
along  in  the  work  of  providing  fish,  birds  and 
animals  for  the  Aquarium  and  Zoo  for  a  month  or 
two;  and,  while  last  year  the  plan  %vas  adopted  of 
appropriating  money  from  the  Parkman  Fund 
before  it  was  earned,  I  do  not  think  that  is  a  very 
wise  plan.  I  hope  we  will  spend  the  money  this 
year  as  it  is  earned.  While  I  am  heartily  in  favor 
of  appropriating  enough  money  for  the  Zoo  and 
Aquarium  and  for  the  completion  of  Boston 
Common,  I  think  the  next  most  important  money 
to  come  out  of  that  fund  is  the  amount  necessary 
for  the  improvement  of  Orchard  Park.  There  is 
a  park  which  can  at  small  expense  be  made  a  very 
beautiful  spot,  and  for  a  number  of  years  it  has 
been  a  disgrace  to  any  community,  a  disgrace  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  sincerely  hope  that  before 
the  Parkman  Committee  meets  again  and  before 
action  is  taken  for  a  loan  for  that  purpose  every 
member  of  this  Council  will  visit  that  section  of 
the  city  and  familiarize  himself  with  the  condi- 
tions in  and  around  Orchard  Park.  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  the  orders  reported  by  the  committee 
and  hope  that  the  next  appropriation  wiU  be  for 
Orchard  Park. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  to  soil  re- 
juvenation I  think  we  will  all  agree  that  this  work 
has  been  carried  on  under  competent  direction. 
That  is  work  of  administration,  not  necessarily  of 
legislation.  As  the  gentleman  who  spoke  just  after 
me  remarked,  when  we  come  to  consider  the 
Orchard  Park  question  we  should  look  into  the 
method  that  should  be  adopted,  and  the  committee 
will  be  pleased  to  consider  that  question.  But 
after  all,  that  is  a  question  of  administration.  As 
to  the  necessity  for  the  rejuvenation  of  the  soil  on 
Boston  Common,  I  am  one  who  believes  that  it  is 
necessary.  I  also  firmly  believe  that,  were  it  not 
for  Boston  Common,  there  is  perhaps  grave  doubt 
whether  the  Parkman  Fund  would  have  been 
given  to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  that  work, 
having  been  started,  should  be  completed,  and  I 
hope  every  member  of  the  Council  will  be  recorded 
in  favor  of  the  proposition. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  went 
over  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  under  the 
rules. 

(2)  Reports  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  February  17)  appropriating 
$25,000  for  Zoological  Garden  and  Aquarium, 
recommending  passage  of  order  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  from 
the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  for  the  current 
year,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners,  for 
Zoological  Garden  and  Aquarium. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  would  like  to  ask  the  chair- 
man of  the  Parkman  Fund  Committee  two  ques- 
tions— first,  whether  the  $10,000  is  in  hand  now; 
and  second,  whether  he  knows  how  much  is  going 
to  be  asked  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  this  year? 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  answer 
to  the  first  question  is  this:  The  money  is  at  hand 
at  present.  In  answer  to  the  second  question  I 
would  say  that  the  former  superintendent  of  the 
Park  Department,  Mr.  Shea,  now  one  of  the  depu- 
ties of  the  new  department,  came  forward  and 
approved  the  Mayor's  request  for  $25,000  for  this 
purpose.  We  talked  the  situation  over  with  him, 
and  we  believed —  certainly,  I  did,  as  one  of  the 
members  of  that  committee — that  at  least  $25,000 
should  be  appropriated.  He  described  in  detail 
the  necessity  for  the  purchase  of  animals  for  the 
Zoo  and  fish  for  the  Aquarium,  and  the  only  dif- 
ficulty came  because  of  the  fact  that  we  did  not 
have  money  on  hand.  And  they  certainly  need, 
according  to  his  statement,  $25,000^  more,  and 
before  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee  1  hope 
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he  will  be  here.  I  shall  invite  him  to  give  in  detail 
about  how  much  money  he  expects  to  have  pro- 
vided from  the  Parkman  Fund  this  year  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  my  only  reason 
for  asking  the  last  question  was  this.  The  Park- 
man  Fund  was  left  not  to  burden  the  city  but  to 
help  the  city.  It  is  turning  out  to  be  a  burden 
rather  than  a  help  to  the  city.  I  was  not  here 
when  the  original  appropriations  were  made  for 
the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  I  voted  money  for  the 
^oo  and  the  Aquarium  last  year  because  the  job  had 
been  started.  But  we  have  got  to  a  point  now 
where  they  tell  us  it  will  take  $50,000  a  year  to 
maintain  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  In  other  words, 
the  cityis  saddled  with  a  permanent  expenditure  of 
$50,000  because  of  Mr.  Parkman's  generosity, 
something  which  he  never  intended.  We  have 
built  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium,  and  will  have  to 
stock  them,  of  course,  but  after  the  present  build- 
ings are  stocked  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  not 
building  any  more  buildings  which  will  create  an 
additional  expense  upon  the  city.  Fifty  thousand 
dollars  a  year  is  quite  enough.  The  city's  finances 
are  not  in  a  position  where  we  can  undertake  to 
enlarge  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  ad  infinitum,  sad- 
dling a  running  expense  on  the  city  in  excess  of 
S50,000;  and  1  should  hope  that  when  the  Park 
Commis.sioners  come  before  us  and  ask  for  addi- 
tional money  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  they  will 
specify  exactly  what  it  is  for,  whether  it  is  for  the 
stocking  of  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium — a  thing  of 
which  I  am  in  favor  now  that  we  have  gone  so — - 
far,  or  whether  it  is  for  new  construction. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to 
the  Zoo  and  Aquarium,  I  would  suggest  that  it  is 
unfortunate  that  the  member  was  not  a  member 
of  the  Council  in  1910,  so  that  he  might  have 
had  the  privilege  of  starting  these  two  improve- 
ments. In  my  opinion  the  Zoo  in  Franklin  Park 
has  humanized  the  park.  Years  ago  bicycle 
riding  brought  people  out  to  Franklin  Park  freely. 
To-day,  on  account  of  the  Zoo,  it  is  frequented 
by  large  numbers  of  people  every  day,  and  particu- 
larly on  Sunday.  In  other  words,  people  now 
use  Franklin  Park.  I  understand  that  the  same 
thing  is  true  as  the  result  of  the  establishment  of 
the  Aquarium  at  Marine  Park.  As  to  the  coun- 
cilor's suggestion  of  what  he  proposes  to  do  in 
the  future,  from  the  standpoint  of  maintenance, 
the  committee  will  be  pleased  to  consider  that 
question  when  it  comes  up. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  should  never 
have  voted,  if  I  were  a  member  of  the  body  in  which 
the  niatter  originally  came  up,  to  have  a  zoo  and 
aquarium.  If  I  were  to  favor  a  zoo,  I  should  wish 
to  have  it  in  the  interior  of  the  park,  so  as  to  draw 
people  into  the  park,  instead  of  having  it  located 
at  the  extreme  edge  which  is  most  frequented; 
and  I  should  never  have  voted  for  a  zoo  and  aqua- 
rium without  a  limit  to  the  expense.  Just  as 
we  ask  in  the  ease  of  libraries  and  municipal 
buildings  for  specifications,  how  much  they  are  to 
cost,  so  I  think  we  should  have  a  limit  put  on  a  zoo 
and  aquarium.  I  venture  to  say  that  we  have 
put  into  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  together  $350,000, 
and  I  don't  think  I  am  exceeding  the  actual  cost 
one  cent.  I  had  the  figures  definitely  in  mind 
last  year.  All  I  want  to  know  is,  where  the  expense 
is  going  to  end,  because  we  are  saddling  onto  the 
city  a  running  expense  for  those  buildings. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  feel  a  good 
deal  as  the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat 
feels  about  the  proposition,  and  I  want  to  go  a 
trifle  farther  than  he  goes.  I  know  of  many 
breathing  spots  in  thickly  populated  parts  of  the 
city  to-day  that  are  in  terrible  shape.  I  under- 
stand that  the  Parkman  Fund  income  can  be  used 
for  fixing  up  those  places,  and  I  think  we  ought  to 
go  a  little  slow  hereafter  in  appropriating  money  for 
the  Zoo  and  Aquarium,  using  it  instead  in  the 
thickly  populated  parts  of  the  city  where  there  are 
breathing  spots  not  in  use  at  all. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  should  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question.  Does  the 
gentleman  understand  that  the  income  of  the 
Parkman  Fund  can  only  be  used  for  the  parks 
or  playgrounds  in  existence  in  1888? 

Coun.  WATSON— I  do  well  know  that.  That 
was  told  to  me  by  the  same  party  who  told  the 
gentleman,  the  City  Auditor.  I  got  my  information 
from  the  same  place.  I  feel  that  if  there  is  any 
money  to  be  spent  for  breathing  spots,  we  ought 
to  think  of  the  populated  centers  where  people 
live  who  cannot  afford  to  give  the  five-cent  fares 
to  Franklin  Park  and  Marine  Park.     Let  us  think 


a  little  bit  of  the  thickly  populated  districts, 
where  the  people  do  not  have  automobiles  and 
carriages,  and  where  they  cannot  spend  the  time 
or  money  to  get  to  Franklin  Park  or  Marine  Park. 
I  think  we  ought  to  pass  a  resolution  calling  upon 
the  Parkman  Fund  Committee  to  go  slowly  in 
the  matter  of  any  further  appropriations  from  the 
Parkman  Fund  for  Franklin  Park  for  Zoo  purposes 
or  for  Marine  Park  for  Aquarium  purposes.  That 
is  my  position. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  laid 
over  under  the  rules  to  the  next  meeting.

The  reports  were  accepted,  and  the  orders  were 
laid  over  for  one  week  under  the  rules. 

Order  accepting  chapter  344  of  the  Acts  of  1913 
entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  Lamplighters  Light- 
ing the  Lamps  in  the  Streets,  Alleys,  Public 
Grounds  and  Parks  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

Order  that  Beacon  street  and  other  streets  be 
closed  on  June  9  for  the  parade  of  the  Fraternal 
Order  of  Eagles,  except  to  fire,  police,  hospital  and 
mail  wagons. 

Order  that  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sioners make  arrangements  for  the  planting  of 
shade  trees  on  the  southerly  side  of  Chestnut 
street.  Ward  11. 

Order  that  the  several  county  officers  be  author- 
ized to  grant  a  vacation,  without  loss  of  pay,  to  ail 
employees  who  are  members  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  on  the  days  of  the  annual  encamp- 
ment of  said  organization. 

Reports  severally  accepted;  orders  passed. 

(4)  Report  on  communication  from  Superin- 
tendent of  Markets  (referred  to-day)  asking  that 
the  market  house  be  kept  open  until  nine  o'clock 
Friday  evening,  April  18 — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Markets 
be  authorized  to  keep  open  Faneuil  Hall  Markets 
until  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  on  Friday,  April 
18,  1913. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(5)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  February  17)  transferring 
$8,100  for  Municipal  Athletic  Association — that 
the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 
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Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
say  that  the  reason  for  rejecting  that  order  is  the 
fact  that  the  Council  is  not  at  liberty  to  change  or 
reduce  a  transfer  order.  If  the  report  is  accepted 
and  this  order  rejected,  I  hold  in  my  hand  an  order 
requesting  the  Mayor  to  recommend  a  transfer  of 
$1,000. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected. 

In  connection  with  the  above  Coun.  BALLAN- 
TYNE offered  an  order: 

That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
recommend  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $1,000 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  a  special  appropriation 
for  Municipal  Athletic  Association. 

Passed. 

(6)  Report  on  order  (referred  March  15)  that 
the  Music  Department  be  requested  to  draw  a 
contract  for  musicians  so  as  not  to  exclude  the 
members  of  any  union — that  the  order  ought  not- 
to  pass. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  think  I  put 
in  the  order  upon  which  we  have  just  had  a  report 
"  Ought  not  to  pass."  I  trust  that  the  committee's 
decision  will  not  be  accepted,  but  that  an  oppor- 
turiity  will  be  given  to  the  members  of  this  union 
which  is  discriminated  against  to  appear  at  the 
Executive  Committee  next  week.  It  is  only  a 
matter  of  waiting  until  next  Monday.  I  think, 
as  a  matter  of  fairness,  we  should  not  allow  any 
department  of  the  city  to  so  draw  its  contract 
that  the  members  of  only  one  union  can  be  em- 
ployed. I  trust  that  the  committee's  report  will 
not  be  accepted. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  would 
not  object  to  allowing  the  representatives  of  any 
union  to  come  before  the  committee  and  state 
their  grievances,  if  they  have  any,  if  they  did  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  so.  I  contend  that 
there  is  only  one  union  of  musicians  in  Boston,  or 
Greater  Boston.  There  is  only  one  union  of  musi- 
cians this  side  of  New  York,  and  that  is  Protective 
Union  265,  with  2,000  members.  But  there  is 
an  organization  in  New  York  that  I  understand 
is  trying  to  stretch  out  into  Boston,  with  about 
twenty  members,  incompetent  men,  who  are  not 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  Musicians'  Union. 
Some  of  their  members  have  been  rejected  because 
of  the  fact  that  they  are  not  musicians,  and  they 
cannot  draw  salaries  for  playing  instruments  not 
only  in  a  band  or  in  an  orchestra  but  in  a  moving 
picture  show.  I  had  the  secretary  of  the  Musi- 
cians' Union  up  here  last  week,  and  he  waited 
until  half  past  six  to  come  before  the  committee 
and  tell  the  committee  the  condition  of  things. 
I  don't  think  we  ought  to  interfere  in  behalf  of  a 
small  body  of  men  coming  here  in  that  way, 
twenty  or  twenty-five  men  who  are  incompetent 
musicians,  as  they  tell  me.  The  Musicians'  Union 
tell  me  that  they  are  not  men  who  are  eligible  to 
join  their  organization.  They  control  every 
musician  outside  of  the  Mission  Church  Band  and 
bands  employed  who  are  not  eligible  to  join  their 
organization.  They  control  every  musician 
belonging  in  Greater  Boston,  with  the  exception 
of  these  twenty  or  twenty-five  men,  who  are 
incompetent. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  information.  I  know  the  Counc  il 
would  all  be  interested  in  knowing  what  musical 
instrument  the  councilor  on  my  left  plays,  if  he 
cares  to  answer. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  I  probably 
play  the  same  musical  instrument  that  he  plays. 
I  will  conclude  in  a  few  minutes,  because  I  want 
to  go  away  myself.  My  information  comes  from 
the  Musicians'  Union,  and  I  am  opposing  an  order 
which  says  that  there  is  another  Musicians ' 
Union  in  Boston  that  is  being  discriminated  against. 
We  have  had  a  lot  of  foolish  orders  put  in  here  in 
the  last  year  and  a  half,  but  in  my  opinion  this  is 
the  worst  I  have  ever  listened  to.  If  our  time  is 
going  to  be  taken  up  debating  and  discussing 
foolish  orders  that  haven't  any  backing  at  all,  we 
will  not  only  be  kept  here  until  after  seven  o'clock 
nights  but  will  be  unable  to  get  away  at  mid- 
night. I  trust  that  the  committee's  report  will 
be  accepted  and  that  our  time  will  not  be  taken 
up  with  a  lot  of  orders  such  as  this  one,  which 
tries  to  force  fifteen  or  twenty  incompetent  men 
onto  the  city's  pay  roll. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  believe  this 
matter  of  employing  musicians  is  the  same  as 
employing  laborers,  and  I  am  inclined  to  agree 
with  my  worthy  friend  opposite  when  he  says  that 
we  have  no  right  to  attempt  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  the  employment  of  labor.  For  that 
reason  I  intend  to  vote'  against  the  order.     But  I 


heard  the  question  asked  by  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  11  of  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown, 
what  instrument  he  played.  In  response  to  that 
question  I  am  going  to  assume  that  they  are  both 
soloists  on  the  cymbals.     (Laughter.) 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
rejected,  yeas  1,  nays  7,  Coun.  SMITH  voting 
yea. 

(7)  Report  on  order  (referred  February  1)  for 
enlargement  of  City  Record  publication — that  the 
order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;   order  rejected. 

(8)  Report  on  order  (referred  March  15)  that 
the  division  heads  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  be  exempt  from  civil  service  examina- 
tion— that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;    said  order  rejected. 

(9)  Report  on  resolve  (referred  March  3)  that 
the  Council  favors  confirmation  of  assistant  asses- 
sors by  some  state  authority — that  the  order  ought 
not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  and  the  question  came  on  the 
rejection  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  move  to  amend 
the  resolve  by  striking  out  the  words,  "some  state 
authority,"  and  inserting  the  words,  "  Civil  Service 
Commission." 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  resolution 
as  amended  was  passed. 

(9)  Report  on  report  of  Finance  Commission 
(referred  1912)  relative  to  overtime  and  traveling 
expenses — recommending  reference  of  the  same  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Report  accepted;    said  reference  ordered.

PLAYGROUND     FOR     CHARLESTOWN 
SCHOOL   CHILDREN. 

Coun.  McDonald  offered  an  order — That 
the  School  Committee  be  requested  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  so  that  the  school  play- 
ground at  the  corner  of  Adams  and  Chestnut 
streets,  Charlestown,  may  be  used  for  playground 
purposes  by  school  children  before  and  after  school 
hours  and  on  holidays  and  during  vacations. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  few  words  on  that  order.  There 
is  a  plot  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Adams  and  Chest- 
nut streets  owned  or  controlled  by  the  School 
Committee.  The  children  over  there  have  been 
in  the  habit  of  playing  in  this  playground,  and 
one  day  they  were  playing  baseball.  A  policeman 
came  along  and  arrested  four  or  five  little  boys 
and  said  the  authority  to  do  so  was  given  him  by 
the  School  Board  or  school  officials,  who  told  him 
to  keep  children  out  of  that  playground.  That 
is  the  statement  that  I  understand  he  made  in 
court.  The  playground  is  there  and  there  is 
apparatus  there  for  children  to  play  with.  The 
children  during  recess  are  permitted  to  go  out 
there.  It  is  a  grade  of  the  primary  school,  the 
schoolhouse  having  only  one  room,  and  the  children 
go  out  at  recess  and  use  this  playground.  After 
that  they  are  not  permitted  to  play  there,  I  under- 
stand. His  Honor  the  Mayor  at  one  time  requested 
Mr.  Pettigrew  to  get  apparatus  and  make  a  play- 
ground of  it.  The  condition  of  things  there  is  a 
disgrace,  and  something  should  be  done.  If  the 
playground  was  in  the  section  of  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  21  we  would  not  be  able  to  rest  here 
until  something  was  done.  I  trust  that  the  School 
Committee  will  open  it  up. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — Mr.  President,  I  am  also 
interested  in  that  matter.  It  is  a  matter  that  I 
have  taken  up  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  no  later 
than  a  week  ago.  He  has  been  trying  to  get  the 
School  Committee  to  open  the  playground  for 
over  a  year.  In  fact,  the  matter  was  taken  up  at 
the  town  meeting  in  Charlestown  a  year  ago,  the 
position  then  being  taken  that  the  playground 
should  be  opened.  But  I  don't  think  you  can 
make  any  impression  on  the  School  Committee. 
Of  course,  I  favor  the  order  going  through,  but  I 
want  the  Council  to  know  that  we  have  all  been 
working  there  for  a  considerable  time  and  have 
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been  doing  our  utmost  in  the  matter.     In  fact,  it 
was  even  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  JVIayor  a 
year  ago,  when  we  had  our  town  meeting  in  the 
Charlestown  High  School. 
The  order  was  passed. 


TAXATION  OF  RAILROAD  YARD. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  informed  that  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  is  taxed  on  its  entire  yard  in 
Ward  10  only  $2,508,700,  while  the  land  opposite 
on  Boylston  street  to  the  width  of  one  house  lot 
is  taxed  for  $2,908,100. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  these  figures 
1  have  footed  up  quickly,  while  Mr.  Watson  was 
playing  on  his  musical  instrument,  and  they  may 
be  inaccurate  to  the  extent  of  one  figure.  But 
they  are  taken  from  Mr.  Dilworth's  book  on 
assessing,  which  shows  that  the  Boston  &  Albany 
road  on  all  those  yards  lying  in  the  so-called  Back 
Bay  section  opposite  Boylston  street,  between 
Exeter  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue,  is  taxed 
$400,000  less  than  land  on  the  opposite  side  of 
Boylston  street  one  house  lot  in  width  is  taxed. 
The  land  on  one  side  of  the  street  is  just  as  valuable 
as  the  land  on  the  other  side.  They  have  acres 
of  land  there,  and  they  are  taxed  less  than  land 
one  house  lot  in  width  on  the  other  side  of  Boylston 
street.  It  seems  to  me  the  Mayor  ought  to  be 
informed  of  the  assessors'  figures  on  this  particular 
land,  because  there  is  a  great  discrepancy  here. 
It  is  no  attack  on  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  to 
ask  that  the  assessments  on  its  yards  be  increased. 
Its  freight  yards  there  are  a  nuisance,  and  the 
quicker  they  are  charged  the  full  value  on  them 
the  quicker  we  will  get  electrification  of  their 
lines.  It  is  certainly  fair  that  they  should  be 
taxed  as  much  as  the  owners  of  land  on  the  opposite 
side  of  Boylston  street.  The  discrepancy  of  half  a 
million  dollars  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  any 
method  I  know  of.  Perhaps  the  assessors  or  the 
Mayor  will  be  kind  enough  to  tell  us  how  this 
discrepancy  exists,  whereby  land  one  house  lot  in 
width  on  one  side  of  Boylston  street,  running  from 
Exeter  street,  is  taxed  $400,000  more  than  all  this 
land  in  the  Back  Bay  yards  of  the  railroad  is 
taxed  on  the  other  side  of  the  street.  How  in 
the  world  the  assessors  arrive  at  that  conclusion 
is  more  than  1  can  conceive.  They  are  simply 
encouraging  a  nuisance  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
retarding  electrification.  I  trust  that  the  order 
will  pass,  so  that  the  Mayor  may  know  the  exact 
figures. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state  at 
this  time  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chair,  this 
order  is  improperly  before  the  Council,  as  it  con- 
templates action  in  a  matter  entirely  outside  of 
our  province  and  with  which  we  have  no  concern. 
We  have  no  right  to  interfere  with  executive  func- 
tions. Therefore,  the  Chair  will  rule  the  order 
out  of  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— In  regard  to  the  ruling  of  the 
Chair,  Mr.  President,  I  would  say  that  the  order 
might  very  well  be  put  in  another  form.  1  am 
perfectly  willing,  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  to  put  it 
in  another  form,  but  simply  thought  1  would  put  it 
in  the  simplest  form  possible.  I  do  not  yet  under- 
stand the  ruling  of  the  Chair,  if  it  means  that  the

Mayor  cannot  be  informed  of  i 
exists  in  one  of  the  departments, 
understand  the  ruling. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion 
that  this  is  not  a  matter  that  ultimately  concerns 
the  Council.  It  is  not  a  matter  over  which  ulti- 
mately the  Council  has  any  power.  Therefore, 
the  Chair  rules  it  out  of  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  not  wishing  to 
debate  the  ruling  of  the  Chair 

President  KENNY — There  is  no  debate  in 
order 

Coun.  SMITH — I  appreciate  that 

President  KENNY — but  it  is  open  to  the 
councilor  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  appreciate  that.  I  would 
like  to  amend  the  order,  Mr.  President. 

President  KENNY — Very  well.  The  councilor 
will  put  in  a  new  order. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  answer  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council,  under  article  7  of  the  charter,  why 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  on  all  its  vards  in

As  long  as  the 
Executive  Committee  has  passed  upon  an  order 
somewhat  similar  to  this  to-day  1  think  it  would 
be  proper  if  we  should  pass  upon  this  here  to-day, 
and  I  trust  that  the  Council  will  do  so.  This  cuts 
out  all  reference  to  foreign  cities,  which  some  of 
the  councilors  objected  to,  and  cuts  out  all  reference 
to  our  misinformation  about  the  consolidation 
ordinance,  which  some  of  the  councilors  have  ob- 
jected to.

Gentlemen, — I  am  informed  that  in  the  esti- 
mates of  your  Board,  transmitted  to  the  Mayor, 
no  provision  is  made  for  enriching  the  soil  between 
Arlington  and  Dartmouth  streets  on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  for  resurfacing  and  reseeding  the 
lawns  from  Arlington  street  to  Massachusetts 
avenue,  or  for  the  establishment  of  lawn  hydrants, 
which  it  is  said  are  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the 
trees.  I  am  also  informed  that  your  superintend- 
ent has  made  an  estimate  that  to  properly  enrich 
the  soil  between  Arlington  and  Dartmouth  streets 
will  cost  315,875,  that  the  expense  of  resurfacing 
and  reseeding  the  lawns  will  amount  to  S8,050, 
and  that  the  expense  of  establishing  the  lawn 
hydrants  will  be  S4.277,  in  all  S28,802. 

Several  years  ago  when  the  four-row  scheme  of 
tree  planting  w'as  finall.v  adopted  the  soil  between 
Dartmouth  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue  was 
renewed  at  very  considerable  expense,  greater,  if 
my  memory  serves  me,  than  the  amount  of  the 
above  estimate,  but  practically  nothing  has  ever 


been  done  for  the  older  trees  between  Arlington 
and  Dartmouth  streets.  The  trees  on  this  part 
of  the  avenue  are  much  older  than  the  others  and 
have,  until  recentlj-,  presented  a  splendid  appear- 
ance in  spite  of  the  minimum  amount  of  encourage- 
ment they  have  received  in  the  way  of  enriching 
the  soil  and  supplying  water.  One  tree,  as  you 
know,  was  blown  down  this  winter  and  another 
came  very  near  going  and  if  the  trees  and  the 
lawns  on  this  famous  avenue  are  to  be  sacrificed 
through  parsimony  it  will  be  a  reproach  to  the 
city.  This  is  not  a  matter  that  can  be  put  off  for 
another  year  for  should  we  have  a  drought  next 
summer  the  results  would  be  disastrous. 

Some  may  saj'  that  this  is  a  matter  which  is  of 
interest  only  to  the  residents  of  Commonwealth 
avenue,  but  that  is  not  true.  A  large  percentage 
of  the  houses  on  the  avenue  are  closed  during  the 
time  that  the  trees  are  in  full  leaf.  The  trees 
must  be  saved  as  a  matter  of  civic  pride  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  who  line  the  central 
path  in  the  summer  months  and  on  whose  behalf 
doctors  and  ministers,  who  come  in  contact  with 
these  people,  advocated  the  four-row  plan. 

Your  Board  should  certainly  not  take  the 
responsibility  of  letting  this  matter  stand  over 
another  year.  If  the  Maj-or  and  City  Council 
refuse  you  the  funds  necessarj'  for  the  work,  theirs 
will  be  the  responsibilitj'  and  one  for  which  they 
will  have  to  answer.

Dear  Mr.  Corbett, — ■  The  Board  has  been  taking 
into  a  good  deal  of  consideration  the  matter  of 
what  action  should  be  taken  by  it  under  the  pro- 
visions of  last  year's  statute  relative  to  the  w'ater- 
works  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  Brookline  and 
Somerville. 

It  does  not  seem  to  the  Board  under  the  circum- 
stances that  it  would  be  justified  in  proceeding  to 
take  Fisher  Hill  reservoir  and  all  of  the  water 
pipes  referred  to  and  pay  a  sum  of  8600,000  or  any 
approximate  amount.  The  Board  feels  that  it 
would  be  justified  in  offering  to  maintain  and 
operate  the  works  provided  that  they  are  all 
transferred  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  city. 
The  increased  cost  which  would  come  to  the  Board 
for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  these  works 
is  a  very  considerable  one. 

It  is,  however,  recognized  by  the  Board  that  it 
has  been  making  a  certain  use  of  the  Fisher  Hill 
reservoir  and  that  it  might  properly  be  considered 
that  the  Board  should,  in  case  of  such  transfer  by 
the  city,  pay  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  reser- 
voir and  the  connecting  pipes.  The  Board  has, 
therefore,  determined  that  in  case  of  the  transfer 
of  all  the  works  to  the  Commonwealth  it  will  not 
only  assume  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
them  but  will  also  pay  to  the  city,  on  account  of 
Fisher  Hill  reser\'oir  and  connecting  mains,  the 
sum  of  3150,000.

Under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  we  do 
not  believe  a  change  of  system  is  advisable,  but 
think  the  proper  course  is  first  to  introduce  the 
field  maps  which  would  be  necessary  in  case  a 
change  is  eventually  thought  to  be  desirable.  An 
order  for  the  introduction  of  the  maps  is  now 
before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Doty,  the  agent  of  Mr.  Somers,  visited  this 
city  a  few  months  ago  and  then  explained  in  detail 
to  your  Honor,  the  members  of  the  City  Council, 
the  Finance  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Assess- 
ors the  workings  of  that  system.

M.  D.,  whose  report  upon  the  question  of  addi- 
tional accommodations  for  contagious  diseases 
has  already  been  sent  to  the  City  Council. 

The  Finance  Commission,  as  stated  in  its  pre- 
vious report  to  the  City  Council,  dated  March  12, 
1913,  believes  that  there  is  now  a  pressing  need 
for  additional  accommodations  for  persons  affected 
with  contagious  diseases.  The  commission  also 
believes  that  the  plan  recommended  by  Doctor 
Safford  would  be  an  ideal  remedy  for  the  present 
conditions,  though  it  would  require  a  greater 
present  expenditure  than  the  plan  recommended 
by  the  City  Hospital  Trustees.  But  the  com- 
mission, though  attaching  great  weight  to  Doctor 
SaiTord's  recommendations,  is  not  prepared  to 
urge  the  adoption  in  the  face  of  the  unanimous 
opposition  of  the  City  Hospital  Trustees,  who  are 
intrusted  with  the  government  of  the  hospital 
and  who  apparently  have  carefully  studied  the 
whole  situation.  As  the  trustees  definitely  stated 
that  the  plan  favored  by  them  will  provide  addi- 
tional accommodations  for  contagious  diseases 
sufficient  to  serve  the  city's  needs  for  a  period  of 
from  seven  to  ten  years  at  least,  and  that  these 
accommodations  can  be  utilized  without  financial 
loss  for  general  hospital  purposes  whenever  the 
increased  demand  for  general  hospital  accommo- 
dations shall  require  the  abandonment  of  the 
proposed  contagious  hospital  building  and  the 
building  of  a  new  contagious  hospital  elsewhere, 
the  commission  recommends  that  the  City  Council 
appropriate  .$297,800,  as  requested  by  the  trustees, 
for  the  execution  of  the  plan  favored  by  them.

Boston  Finance  Commission: 

Sirs, — Your  letter  transmitting  the  report  of 
Dr.  H.  Victor  Safford  on  treatment  of  contagious 
diseases  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  requesting  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  con- 
sider the  same  and  report  thereon  to  your  Board 
is  hereby  acknowledged. 

The  report  has  been  carefully  perused  by  the 
trustees  and  on  the  whole,  speaking  xinly  of  such 
matters  as  come  within  the  province  of  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  seems  to  be  well  con- 
sidered, substantially  accurate  and  full  as  far  as 
it  goes,  and  may  to  that  extent  be  taken  as  a  safe 
basis  for  considering  the  important  questions 
involved.  The  report  does  not  pretend  to  deal 
with  the  important  phases  of  the  question,  i.  e., 
those  of  cost,  convenience,  efficiency,  administra- 
tion, appeal  to  the  public,  etc.  It  is  particularly 
gratifying  that  your  commission  upon  its  careful 
investigation  upheld  the  trustees  in  their  conten- 
tion of  further  needs  in  providing  treatment  for 
contagious  cases  at  the  hospital. 

Always  speaking  upon  that  portion  of  Doctor 
Safford's  report  coming  within  the  province  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  the  trustees  beg  to  state 
that,  although  perhaps  not  generally  known,  all 
questions  therein  involved  have  again  and  again 
received  the  attention  and  consideration  of  the 
trustees.  The  question  of  overcrowding  and 
further  extension  of  the  South  Department  of  the 
hospital  finds  expression  constantly  from  the 
Thirty-Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  up  to 
the  present  time,  short  extracts  of  which  are  hereto 
annexed,  and  the  question  of  abandonment  of  the 
present  contagious  hospital  known  as  the  South 
Department,  and  of  building  another  larger  and  of 
more  modern  design,  to  take  care  of  Boston's 
demands  for  many  years  to  come,  has  been  again 
and  again  discussed  by  them.  Property  belonging 
to  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  such'  as  that  now 
occupied  by  the  Convalescent  Home  in  Dorchester, 
has  been  carefully  examined  as  to  its  adaptability 
for  this  purpose,  and  only  last  year,  with  a  similar 
object  in  mind,  did  the  trustees  examine  the  prop- 
erty and  buildings  about  to  be  abandoned  by  the 
Perkins  Institute  in  Jamaica  Plain,  but  neither 
the  location  nor  the  buildings  were  found  suitable 
for  the  purpose.  So  much  has  this  matter  of 
enlarging  the  South  Department  been  considered 
by  the  trustees  that  they  have  obtained  from 
Walthainstow,  England,  plans  of  a  model  hospital 
for  infectious  diseases.  The  plans  con.sist  prin- 
cipally in  having  each  patient  put  in  a  room  with 
glass  partitions,  so  that  they  can  be  carefully 
watched  all  the  time. 


So,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  the  city  might 
have  expected  a  very  full  and  comprehensive 
report  upon  this  subject,  taking  in  all  that  covered 
by  Doctor  Safford,  as  well  as  the  additional  phases 
above  referred  to,  but  that  has  now  been  hastened, 
a  little  early,  we  believe,  through  the  action  of 
your  Board.  In  June,  1907,  a  letter  was  sent  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  regarding  the  Paine  property. 
This  matter  was  carefully  considered,  not  only  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  but  also  by  the  City  Council, 
and  it  was  with  the  approval  of  your  Board  that 
the  property  was  purchased  in  December,  1910. 
At  that  time  it  was  made  manifest  that  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  South  Department  was  necessary 
and  the  appropriation  should  have  been  made  then, 
in  which  case  the  buildings  would  have  been  com- 
pleted before  this  time  and  thus  have  prevented 
the  present  crowding  and  congestion,  and  also 
would  have  been  adequate  to  answer  Boston's 
demand  in  the  matter  of  treatment  of  contagious 
diseases  for  at  least  a  period  of  seven  to  ten  years, 
and  being  available  for  general  hospital  purposes, 
when,  upon  the  abandonment  of  the  South  Depart- 
ment, the  same  should  be  made  part  of  the  general 
plant  for  the  treatment  of  general  surgical  cases 
as  now  treated  in  the  main  hospital.  Since  the 
date  of  the  purchase  of  the  Paine  property  various 
communications  have  been  sent  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  buildings 
at  the  South  Department.  Copies  of  these  letters 
are  hereto  annexed. 

It  is  very  essential  that  the  accommodations  at 
the  South  Department  should  be  enlarged,  not 
only  for  the  treatment  of  scarlet  fever,  but  also,  as 
was  stated  in  Doctor  Safford's  report,  for  the  proper 
isolation  of  patients  who  have  been  exposed  to  one 
or  more  infectious  diseases.  The  trustees  feel 
that  when  they  make  the  new  addition  to  the 
South  Department  such  a  glass  partition  ward 
as  referred  to  should  be  established.  They  also 
feel  that  there  should  be  a  radical  change  in  the 
plumbing,  and  also  that  there  should  be  an  en- 
largement of  the  laundry,  and  a  modern  sterilizing 
apparatus  installed,  and  all  this  is  included  in 
their  plans  for  the  new  building,  and  in  the  amount 
of  $297,800. 

The  object  and  aim  of  this  enlargement  of  the 
South  Department  is  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  There  is  no  other  institution  in  Boston 
that  will  take  care  of  patients  ill  with  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria  and  measles.  While  there  are  hospital 
accommodations  for  noninfectious  diseases,  the 
burden  of  taking  care  of  infectious  diseases  rests 
with  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  Important  as 
other  improvements  may  be  to  the  city  it  seems  to 
the  trustees  that  proper  accommodations  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  ill  with  infectious  diseases 
is  an  element  of  public  safety,  and  one  of  the  most 
important  things  to  be  done  at  the  present  time. 
The  trustees  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  pro- 
posed changes  at  the  South  Department  will  for 
the  next  ten  years  or  so  be  sufficient  to  take  care 
of  the  average  number  of  infectious  diseases 
occurring  in  the  city.  The  trustees  again  wish  to 
emphasize  two  points:  First,  that  they  have 
carefully  studied  this  whole  matter;  that  they 
have  ■  been  through  the  reports  of  the  different 
foreign  hospitals;  that  they  have  visited  certain 
of  the  infectious  hospitals  in  different  cities,  not 
only  in  this  countr.v,  but  abroad,  and  they  are 
firmly  convinced  of  the  paramount  necessity  of 
enlarged  accommodations  at  the  present  South 
Department.  In  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  it  is 
important  that  this  work  should  be  commenced 
as  speedily  as  possible.  Many  of  the  changes  at 
the  South  Department  are  required  owing  to  the 
advance  in  hospital  construction.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  South  Department  was 
opened  in  1895. 

Regarding  the  erecting  of  a  building  on  the 
grounds  of  the  City  Hospital  proper  for  infectious 
diseases,  the  trustees  beg  to  say  that  there  is  not 
only  no  room  for  such  a  building,  but  it  would  be 
contrary  to  all  modern  practice  to  place  an  in- 
fectious ward  among  a  group  of  buildings  used  for 
general  hospital  purposes.  If  it  should  become 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  accommodations  at  the 
Main  Hospital,  such  enlargement  would  be  possible 
at  the  present  time  by  the  razing  of  Ward  P,  which 
is  a  one-story  building  and  was  originally  erected 
for  temporary  purposes  only,  and  erecting  in  place 
of  it  a  three-story  building  similar  to  the  Burnham 
Building.  This  would  give  quite  a  number  of 
additional  beds,  and  would  be  sufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  hospital.  At  the  present  time  the 
main  hospital  is  crowded,  due  to  a  combination  ol 
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circuinsianfes,  but  this  crowding  is  of  a  letnporary 
nature.  The  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital,  which 
will  be  opened  early  in  the  year,  and  the  St. 
Eli3abeth's  Hospital,  now  in  process  of  construc- 
tion, will  relieve  the  congestion  of  the  hospital 
proper. 

It  is  well  to  consider,  further,  that  with  the 
constant  advances  in  modern  medicine,  it  is  scarcely 
safe  to  foretell  in  one  year  what  may  be  the  neces- 
sities and  demands  of  the  next,  and  if  we  build 
a  plant  to-day  it  is  likely  not  to  meet  all  the  require- 
ments of  advanced  medicine  as  it  will  stand  five 
or  six  years  hence,  and  for  this  reason  as  long  as 
we  can  at  all  adequately  take  care  of  contagious 
diseases,  it  will  be  unwise  to  go  to  the  expenditure 
of  an  enormous  sum  in  the  face  of  these  uncer- 
tainties. As  an  illustration,  the  labors  of  Doctor 
Mallory  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  upon  the 
cause  of  whooping  cough,  and  those  of  Doctor 
Flexner  in  New  York  upon  treatment  of  meningitis 
may  have  such  a  bearing  that  hospital  treatment 
may  be  either  unnecessary  or  greatly  minimized. 

With  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  proposed  for 
the  new  buildings  of  the  South  Department  upon 
the  Paine  property  site,  viz.,  .S297,800,  we  will  have 
a  hospital  which  can  be  carried  on  with  no  further 
administration  expenses,  situated  at  a  most  con- 
venient spot,  in  a  location  where  diseases  of  this 
kind  have  been  most  successfully  treated  for 
years,  ready  to  receive  200  additional  patients, 
which  should  ordinarily  take  care  of  Boston  for  at 
least  seven  to  ten  years  to  come.  We  have  certain 
other  buildings,  such  as  the  old  smallpox  hospital, 
etc.,  available  for  emergencies  or  epidemics;  we 
harmonize  the  South  Department  plant  by  proper 
interrelation  of  buildings,  so  that  if  it  is  abandoned 
for  contagious  diseases  purposes  it  will  come  into 
the  general  hospital  as  a  well  organized,  harmonious 
part  with  provision  for  all  the  nurses  and  other 
employees  and  proper  facilities  for  treatment  of 
general  diseases. 

We  believe  that  upon  careful  investigation  the 
commission  will  agree  with  our  eoncl-usions,  that 
the  establishment  of  an  entirely  new  plant  some 
distance  from  the  present  hospital,  large,  built 
upon  modern  lines,  as  it  may  come  some  time 
hereafter,  will  be  extremely  expensive,  both  in 
construction  and  maintenance,  as  compa:red  with 
the  present  plant,  entailing  an  expense  of  at  least 
.$1,000,000,  and  that  such  expense  should  be 
deferred  as  long  as  possible,  especially  in  view  of 
the  present  finances  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  more 
especially  since  it  can  be  safely  avoided  by  a  com- 
paratively small  expenditure  at  the  present  South 
Department,  which  in  its  turn  is,  not  lost  but  will 
be  of  permanent  benefit  to  the  hospital  at  large 
if  ever  the  South  Department  is  added  to  the 
main  hospital  for  general  purposes. 

The  question  of  treating  in  the  same  plant  such 
further  contagious  diseases  as  cholera,  smallpox, 
and  possibly  yellow  fever  and  other  sporadic  cases 
as  may  arise  in  the  city,  is  one  which  certainly  does 
not  at  first  sight  commend  itself  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  one  to  which 
certainly  the  general  public  will  not  take.  It  has 
been  extremely  difficult  to  educate  the  general 
public  up  to  the  use  of  hospitals,  especially  con- 
tagious hospitals,  and  this  work  would,  we  believe, 
be  nearly  undone  were  such  a  mixture  forced  upon 
us. 

As  to  the  adequacy  of  the  new  building  con- 
templated and  the  results  to  be  obtained,  the 
trustees  believe  that  it  is  quite  fair  to  rely  upon  the 
judgment  of  Doctor  McCoUom,  our  present  superin- 
tendent, who  for  years  before  was  Resident  Physi- 
cian at  the  South  Department,  whose  experience 
in  the  treatment  of  contagious  diseases  is  perhaps 
unequalled  in  the  United  States;  whose  name  is 
known  the  world  over,  and  whose  deductions  are 
always  accepted  as  those  of  the  highest  expert. 

We  believe  our  records  of  mortality  and  results 
of  treatment  will  compare  favorably  with  any  the 
world  over.  The  question  of  comparing  treatment 
of  these  cases  in  a  compraatively  modern  city  like 
Boston  with  that  of  old  cities  filled  with  narrow 
streets  and  badly  ventilated,  poorly  drained,  dark, 
unsanitary  buildings  without  modern  conveniences, 
like  London,  Vienna,  Paris  and  in  part  Berlin,  is 
one  which  cannot  be  adequately  considered  in  the 
few  words  given  it  by  Doctor  SaiTord,  and  its  bear- 
ing upon  the  treatment  here  in  our  climate  and 
under  conditions  under  which  our  general  public 
live,  is  one  which  can  have  an  important  bearing 
only  when  all  these  elements  are  given  their  due 
consideration. 


To  summarize,  it  may  be  stated  that  it  is  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

First,  that  the  enlargement  of  the  South  Depart- 
ment on  the  present  grounds  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary as  an  element  of  public  safety  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  infectious  disea.ses. 

Second,  that  the  proposed  plans,  modified  to  a 
certain  extent  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the 
service,  will  give  us  200  additional  beds,  which 
will  no  doubt  be  sufficient  for  the  next  ten  years, 
unless  there  should  be  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever 
or  diphtheria,  in  which  case  temporary  relief 
would  of  necessity  be  provided. 

Third,  that  desirable  as  it  might  be  to  have  an 
enlarged  plant  in  some  other  portion  of  the  city, 
at  the  present  time  it  does  not  seem  advisable  to 
the  trustees  to  ask  for  the  necessary  funds  to 
establish  such  a  hospital. 

Fourth,  that  the  City  Hospital  proper  for  the 
treatment  of  noninfectious  diseases  is  sufficiently 
large  at  the  present  time  to  meet  all  emergencies, 
and  also  that  to  increase  the  size  of  the  plant 
would  place  an  unnecessary  burden  upon  the 
taxpayer. 

The  trustees  hope  that  this  communication  will 
convey  the  necessary  information.

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Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President.  I  think  tlnis 
mone\-  is  absolutely  needed  for  sewerage  work.  I 
do  want  to  say,  however,  that  I  would  be  in  favor 
of  spending  the  money  in  special  appropriations 
for  special  jobs  rather  than  to  appropriate  a  lump 
sum  and  to  allow  the  department  to  pick  out  the 
sewers  and  the  districts  to  be  benefited.  I  think 
this  Board  would  do  better  if  it  weighed  the 
various  projects  in  this  city  in  different  districts, 
and  determined,  with  the  interests  of  the  people 
in  mind,  just  which  ones  should  be  done  in  any 
year,  and  then  appropriate  special  amounts  of 
money  for  the  special  objects  decided  upon. 
However,  as  the  bill  has  passed  one  reading  and 
as  I  would  undoubtedlj-  be  alone  in  my  opinion, 
I  am  very  glad  to  vote  in  favor  of  this.  I  do, 
however,  protest  against  the  method  of  voting 
lump  sum  appropriations  or  loans  without  the~ 
Council  considering  the  various  projects.  I  think 
we  ought  to  foUow  out  the  precedent  of  last  year 
of  voting  money  especially  for  the  South  End 
sewers,  for  the  South  Cove  district,  for  instance. 
There  we  made  a  special  appropriation.  So  here 
I  should  like  to  see  a  special  appropriation  for 
Dorchester  of  about  SloO.OOO  for  a  brook  that 
needs  attention  there,  special  appropriations  for 
sew-ers  in  new  parts  of  the  city  where  connections 
have  to  be  made,  not  voting  a  lump  sum  and 
giving  the  department  carte  blanche  to  decide 
which  projects  shall  be  carried  out.

IRRIGATION  SYSTEM,  BOSTON  COMMON. 

President  KENNY  called  up  tmfinished  business, 
No.  9,  viz.: 

9.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  (§50,000)  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness, No.  11,  viz.:

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness, Nos.  12  and  13,  viz.: 

12.  Ordered,  That  chapter  399  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of 
Boston  to  Paj"  an  Annuity  to  the  Widow  of  Robert

TRANSFER    OF   PARKER    HILL    FIRE 
APPROPRIATION. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  business, 
No.  14,  viz.: 

14.  Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
■i-isions  of  chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City 
Auditor  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer 
the  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  House  and 
Apparatus,  Parker  Hill,  to  the  appropriation  for 
Fire  Department.  Automobile  Apparatus. 

On  March  24  the  foregoing  order  was  read  once 
and  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 

The  question  came  on  the  second  reading  and 
final  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  on  March  24 
I,  together  with  six  other  members  of  the  Council, 
voted  yes  on  this  transfer.  Since  that  time 
there  have  been  a  number  of  town  meetings  untler 
the  auspices  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
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Council  and  a  number  of  local  meetings  in  that 
particular  section,  where  the  question  of  the 
transfer  of  this  $15,000  has  been  discussed  at 
considerable  length.  I  have  been  importuned  by 
many  residents  of  the  district  who  are  strongly 
opposed  to  this  transfer.  Their  contention  is 
that  the  protection  that  it  is  proposed  to  provide 
by  this  transfer  in  the  matter  of  fire  apparatus 
for  Parker  Hill  is  no  protection  at  all.  That  is 
neither  here  nor  there,  because  perhaps  I  agree 
with  them  and  perhaps  I  do  not.  But  I  dis- 
cussed this  matter  with  the  Fire  Commissioner 
and  he  did  not  seem  to  be  particularly  anxious 
about  pushing  it  forward.  He  told  me,  in  fact, 
that  whatever  the  people  of  the  district  decided 
would  be  best  for  the  district  he  would  be  per- 
fectly willing  to  abide  by.  Undoubtedly,  in  my 
opinion,  the  transfer  might  help  the  protection 
against  fire  to  some  extent,  but  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  practically  to  a  man  the  people  of  the 
section  are  opposed  to  the  transfer,  I  shall  vote 
against  it.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  five,  six,  eight  or 
ten  men  being  opposed  to  this  proposition,  but  I 
think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  you  would  have  hard 
work  to  find  a  single  person  in  the  section  or  any- 
where near  it  who  is  favorable  to  this  transfer. 
As  a  neighbor  of  those  who  are  opposed  to  the 
transfer,  I  feel  that  I  can  ask  the  Council  to  stand 
with  me  in  defeating  this  order  to-day.  The 
money  can  stay  where  it  is,  and  if  at  a  later  date 
sufficient  reason  can  be  shown  for  transferring  it 
we  can  do  it.  But  I  certainly  trust  that  the 
Council  will  join  with  me  to-day  in  defeating  this 
order. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  on 
March  24,  when  the  matter  came  before  the  Coun- 
cil, I  think  the  whole  Council  was  very  much 
influenced  by  the  statement  of  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner. After  the  statement  of  the  councilor 
opposite  it  seems  that  the  commissioner  has 
changed  his  attitude  somewhat  upon  this  transfer. 
For  that  reason  I  am  going  to  favor  the  holding 
over  of  the  transfer  for  the  present. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  interrupt  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  suggestion 
to  the  gentleman,  through  the  Chair.  I  don't 
know  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  changed  his 
mind  regarding  the  wisdom  of  the  transfer,  but  I 
want  to  state  that  he  did  tell  me  he  was  not  in  a 
condition  of  mind  to  push  it.  I  want  you  to 
understand  that  he  did  not  say  that  he  had  changed 
his  mind  about  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I 
understood  the  councilor  to  say  that  the  Fire 
Commissioner  had  made  a  statement  that  what- 
ever the  people  of  the  district  wanted  he  would 
be  perfectly  willing  to  abide  by.  I  am  in  the 
same  position  as  the  councilor  opposite.  I  have 
heard  from  a  great  many  people  in  the  district, 
and  all  opposed  to  the  transfer  of  the  money.  As 
a  member  of  the  Council,  not  being  familiar  with 
the  Fire  Department  ^and  its  workings,  as  the 
commissioner  is  and  ought  to  be,  I  was  guided 
to  a  certain  extent  by  the  statements  he  made  to 
this  Council.  If  the  statement  made  now  that 
he  is  willing  to  abide  by  the  position  of  the  people 
of  the  district  is  correct,  I  am  in  favor  of  voting 
against   the   transfer. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  the  two 
gentlemen  who  have  just  spoken  have  said,  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  considerable 
sentiment  has  been  expressed  upon  this  propo- 
sition. The  people  living  in  the  Roxbury  sec- 
tion are  the  ones  particularly  benefited  or  injured 
by  this  proposed  transfer.  I  have  seen  and  heard 
a  great  many  gentlemen  from  the  district,  and 
there  seems  to  be  an  overwhelming  sentiment 
against  this  transfer.  I  have  heard  no  sentiment 
in  favor  of  it.  Therefore,  they  being  the  share- 
holders of  that  particular  part  of  the  city  most 
interested  in  this  proposition,  I  shall  yield  to 
their  wishes  at  this  time  and  vote  against  action 
on  this  matter,  and  I  hope  the  order  will  be  killed. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  partly  to  be  in 
fashion  and  partly  because  I  attended  one  of  the 
meetings  in  the  Parker  Hill  district,  I  want  to  say 
that  at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Council  I 
voted  for  this  order  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner.  I  went  to  the  meeting 
in  the  Parker  Hill  District.  It  was  an  extremely 
good  meeting,  well  attended,  and  the  people  were 
taking  a  keen  interest  in  the  subject.  As  I  got 
the  sentiment  of  that  meeting  it  was  that  they 
had  waited  for  years  for  fire  protection  on  Parker 
Hill,  that  they  didn't  have  fire  protection  on 
Parker  Hill  at  the  present,  time  and  that  the  dis- 


trict was  rapidly  growing.  With  all  of  that  every 
member  heartily  agrees  and  so  does  the  Fire 
Conunissioner.  As  to  the  fact  that  auto  appa- 
ratus at  the  foot  of  the  hill  would  not  properly 
protect  Parker  Hill  I  heard  no  evidence.  I 
went  there  to  hear  the  evidence.  I  heard  many 
of  the  speakers  who  said  that  they  did  not  favor 
this  transfer  also  say  that  no  horse  apparatus 
could  get  up  the  hill.  In  fact,  they  spent  most 
of  their  time  dwelling  on  the  point  that  horses 
could  not  pull  proper  fire  apparatus  up  that  hill. 
They  did  not,  however,  to  my  mind  bring  any 
facts  or  figures  to  show  that  proper  auto  apparatus 
stationed  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  would  not  pro- 
tect the  hill.  Therefore,  as  a  result  of  the 
meeting  I  see  no  reason  to  change  my  vote.  As 
far  as  I  am  aware  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
attitude  of  the  commissioner,  and  I  talked  with 
him  after  the  meeting  in  the  Parker  Hill  district. 
I  found  no  change.  He  said  then  that  auto 
apparatus  in  a  house  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  would 
cover  the  Parker  Hill  district  adequately  and 
would  properly  protect  it.  Therefore,  I  see  not 
reason  to  go  back  upon  my  previous  vote.  The 
Fire  Commissioner  believing  the  same  as  he  did 
before  and  the  people  of  the  district  having  proved 
nothing  to  the  contrary  as  far  as  I  know,  I  am 
going  to  stand  by  my  former  vote.  I  heard  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  who  is  a  technical  man  hired 
for  the  position  and  who  possesses  evidence  that 
I  do  not,  say  that  he  was  in  favor  of  auto  apparatus 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  this  thing 
has  been  discussed  about  enough,  and  I  had  not 
intended  to  say  anything.  But  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  residents  of  the  particular  section,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  they  know  the  conditions 
existing  in  the  neighborhood  even  better  than  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  who  goes  there  only  occasion- 
ally and  who  makes  a  technical  examination,  as 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  says.  Therefore, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  residents  of  that  section 
of  Boston  do  not  want  the  transfer  made,  even 
though  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  not  changed 
his  attitude,  I  propose  to  change  my  vote  to-day  in 
deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  inhabitants  of  that 
section  of  Boston. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  I  have  gath- 
ered the  opinion  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Council,  it  seems  to  be  unanimous  against  me 
that  the  Fire  Commissioner  ought  to  be  over-rulecl 
and  that  the  people  of  the  district  ought  to  be 
allowed  to  decide  the  matter  for  themselves.  Sup- 
pose you  followed  the  same  rule  in  other  districts — ■ 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  this  Board  would  have 
been  over-ruled  and  Copley  square  would  have 
been  completed.  One  hundred  and  one  different 
things  would  have  been  done  in  different  sections 
of  the  city  in  the  way  of  providing  playgrounds, 
parks,  police  stations.  The  sky  would  have  been 
the  limit.  Every  district  would  have  voted  for 
everything  it  wanted  in  just  the  way  it  wanted  it. 
But  we  have  to  be  guided  by  the  heads  of  our 
departments.  What  do  we  pay  those  men  for? 
They  bring  to  us  facts  and  figures  and  their 
opinions. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  gentleman  a  question — if  he  considers  who 
wants  to  have  this  measure  killed?  Considering 
the  attitude  of  the  Board,  does  he  understand 
who  it  is  that  asks  to  have  the  measure  killed? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  understand  that  the  vote  that 
is  proposed  here  will  kill  the  measure.  I  don't 
know  as  I  have  got  the  councilor's  question.  If 
the  councilors  vote  as  indicated  by  their  remarks 
they  will  kill  the  proposition  to  have  auto  appa- 
ratus at  the  foot  of  the  hill. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  merely 
desire  in  my  question  to  call  attention  to  the 
tremendous  power  of  the  new  member  of  the 
Council,  that  is  all,  in  getting  votes  with  him. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  is  with  great 
reverence  that  I  bow  to  the  member  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Chamber,  whoso  influence  presumably 
has  changed  the  vote  of  this  body  from  a  unani- 
mous vote  to  a  vote  where  I  am  in  a  minority  of 
one.  Nevertheless,  I  am  afraid  that,  in  spite  of 
the  odds  against  me,  I  shall  have  to  remain  in  a 
minority  of  one,  holding  as  I  do  that  the  Fire 
Commissioner  has  proved  his  case  by  figures  and 
that  the  people  of  the  district  want  fire  protection 
and  are  not  particular  as  to  just  the  way  in  which 
they  shall  get  it.  If  they  get  Parker  Hill  pro- 
tected it  docs  not  make  any  difference  to  them 
whether  apparatus  goes  up  the  hill,  down  the  hill, 
or    through    the    hill.     They    want    Parker    Hill 
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protected,  and  properly  so.  They  want  it  pro- 
tected no  more  than  I  do.  There  are  other  dis- 
tricts that  need  similar  protection.  Clarendon 
Hill  needs  protection  just  as  much  as  Parker  Hill. 
There  is  just  as  large  a  population  and  there  is  ho 
apparatus  at  the  hill,  top  or  bottom.  I  want  to 
see  all  these  hills  protected,  but  I  am  not  the  man 
best  able  to  judge  how  to  protect  this  district.  I 
consider  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  appointed  by  the  iVIayor  and  passed 
on  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  has  a  little 
better  opinion  and  judgment  in  the  matter  than  I 
have,  and  I  want  to  back  him  up  in  my  vote.  I 
would  not  back  him  up  in  my  vote  if  the  people 
of  the  district  brought  in  facts  and  figures  to  show 
that  he  was  wrong.  But  I  have  not  seen  any  such 
facts  and  figures.  They  were  not  produced  the 
other  night,  and  I  listened  with  all  due  deference 
to  the  different  speakers.  I  have  also  spolcen  to 
the  commissioner  since  and  have  not  found  that 
he  has  changed  his  opinion. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  I  suppose 
as  long  as  the  other  members  of  the  Council  are 
apologizing  for  their  vote,  or  giving  reason  why 
they  do  not  intend  to-day  to  vote  as  they  did  on 
March  24,  I  had  better  tell  my  reasons  for  chang- 
ing. I  am  going  to  change  my  vote  because  the 
people  of  the  Parker  Hill  district  unanimously  say 
that  they  do  not  want  that  money  transferred.  I 
have  not  talked  to  Commissioner  Cole.  I  don't 
know  what  he  knows  about  the  situation  other 
than  what  he  tells,  but  if  I  remember  right,  the 
last  time  the  Parker  Hill  section  came  down  here 
and  asked  us  to  do  a  thing,  to  change  a  vote  that 
we  had  passed,  taking  an  appropriation  for  a  play- 
ground for  the  Parker  Hill  district  and  making  it 
read  a  playground  for  Ward  19,  my  good  friend 
here  on  the  right  stood  up  here  in  the  Council  for 
an  hour  at  a  time  telling  us  that  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners did  not  know  what  the  people  of  Ward  19 
wanted  and  that  the  people  of  Ward  19  or  of  the 
Parker  Hill  section  were  the  best  judges  of  whether 
they  wanted  a  playground  at  Parker  Hill  or 
whether  the  Park  Commissioners  should  be  allowed 
to  select  a  site  anywhere  in  the  ward  for  the  Ward 
19  Playground.  He  now  comes  in  and  tells  us 
that  the  people  of  the  Parker  Hill  section  don't 
know  what  they  want,  that  they  should  not  be  the 
judges,  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  should  be  the 
judge.  But  he  did  not  say  so  on  the  other  proposi- 
tion, where  he  said  that  the  Park  Commission  did 
not  know  what  the  people  wanted  and  that  the 
people  of  that  section  of  the  city  should  be  the 
judges  of  what  they  wanted  in  the  question  of  a 
playground  site.  I  am  willing  to  take  the  opinion 
of  the  people  of  that  district  as  to  whether  they 
want  to  have  that  money  transferred  or  not.  I 
have  had  fifty  people  call  me  on  the  telephone 
and  talk  with  me,  and  they  have  told  me  that  the 
night  they  had  the  meeting  to  discuss  the  question 
of  the  transfer  there  were  1,500  people  up  there, 
and  that  the  1,500  were  unanimous  against  the 
transfer.  I  suppose  they  know,  or  believe  at  least, 
that  a  fire  house  built  on  Parker  Hill  is  for  the 
best  interests  of  that  section.  I  don't  say  that  the 
commissioner  does  not  know  what  he  is  talking 
about,  or  does  not  know  what  he  wants;  but  I 
understand  that  he  said  up  at  that  meeting  that 
he  was  satisfied  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the 
people  of  that  section.  I  understand  that  that  is 
what  he  said  up  there.  I  suppose  he  is  on  the  job 
and  knows  what  he  is  doing,  but  he  is  one  man. 
He  may  be  right,  but  the  people  say  that  they  are 
right,  and  I  think  that  we  should  at  least  give  tha 
people  a  chance  to  decide  whether  we  should  trans- 
fer this  money  or  not.  I  voted  as  the  other  member 
did  because  the  Fire  Commissioner  told  us  in 
executive  meeting  that  he  thought  he  could  reach 
Parker  Hill  from  any  one  of  four  sections  in  four 
minutes,  and  that  he  was  going  to  put  in  motor 
apparatus  in  different  places.  Longwood  avenue 
was  one  place,  if  I  remember  right.  He  thought 
the  people  would  object,  but  he  thought  he  would 
satisfy  them.  Now,  the  people  are  not  satisfied. 
I  think  the  Council  should  at  least  grant  the 
wishes  of  that  section  and  vote  to  kill  the  transfer. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  at  the  danger  of 
reiterating  I  want  to  say  that  nobody  has  a  greater 
regard  for  the  opinion  of  that  district  than  I  have. 
It  is  true  that  I  objected  to  the  Ward  19  Play- 
ground, and  I  think  very  properly  so.  It  is  quite 
a  different  matter  to  decide  on  a  playground  than 
it  is  to  decide  on  a  question  of  fire  protection.  If 
I  go  out  for  a  walk  on  Sunday  I  may  have  a  very 
definite  opinion  as  to  where  I  want  to  go,  and 
where  I  want  a  park  in  which  I  would  like  to 
walk  located.    But  if  I  am  to  have  my  house  pro- 


tected against  fire  it  is  quite  a  different  thing  to 
decide  to  get  the  best  place  for  protection.  In 
that  case  I  should  call  in  somebody  who  knew 
more  about  fire  protection  than  I  did  to  decide 
that  matter.  I  do  not  see  that  the  two  things  are 
at  all  to  be  compared — besides  which  I  do  not 
know  that  the  councilor  on  my  left  shows  that  the 
Park  Commission  came  in  and  recommended  that. 
As  I  remember,  it  came  from  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  McDonald — The  Park  Commission,  if 
the  gentleman  will  permit  me,  nevertheless,  selected 
another  site,  a  site  other  than  the  people  of  Ward 
19  wanted  them  to  select.  They  said  that  was  the 
best  site  so  far  as  they  were  concerned.  The 
people  of  the  Parker  Hill  section  objected.  Every- 
body, the  Mayor  included,  wanted  to  allow  the 
people  of  the  Parker  Hill  section  to  be  the  judges, 
and  I  think  we  should  allow  them  to  be  the  judges 
in  this  case. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  glad 
to  allow  the  people  of  Parker  Hill  to  be  the  judges 
as  to  a  playground.  If  I  remember  right,  I  was 
the  inember  of  the  Council  who  brought  the 
question  up  and  kept  alive  the  interest  in  it,  and 
I  would  still  continue  to  do  so  if  the  same  situation 
existed  to-day.  I  also  fought  for  a  swimming  pool 
to  be  made  out  of  the  reservoir  at  the  top  of  Parker 
Hill,  I  have  put  in  here  order  after  order  to  that 
effect,  which  the  Mayor  seemed  unwilling  to  take 
any  cognizance  of.  But  the  question  of  a  play- 
ground and  the  question  of  fire  protection  are 
different  matters.  If  the  people  of  that  district, 
feeling  as  they  do,  would  marshal  any  facts  or 
figures  to  sustain  their  point  I  might  very  willingly 
vote  to  change  my  vote.  But  I  did  not  hear  such 
facts  or  figures.  I  heard  a  great  deal  of  talk  about 
lack  of  protection,  which  we  grant,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  horses  getting  up  the  hill,  which  we  grant. 
But  I  did  not  hear  anybody  say  that  auto  appa- 
ratus situated  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  would  not 
protect  the  district.  I  am  going  to  introduce  an 
order  later  that  I  think  will  protect  the  hill  district. 
I  made  a  suggestion  to  have  a  pump  stationed  at 
the  old  gate  house  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  the  water 
to  be  taken  from  the  reservoir.  That,  in  connec- 
tion with  a  hose  wagon,  would  give  additional 
protection  to  the  hill.  But  that  is  not  the  point. 
What  we  are  deciding  is,  whether  the  commis- 
sioner is  right  or  wrong,  whether  the  people  of  the 
Parker  Hill  district  know  more  about  auto  appa- 
ratus situated  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  and  what  it 
will  do  for  the  district  than  the  commissioner 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  passed  on  by  civil 
service.  I,  for  one,  do  not  think  the  people  of 
that  district  have  proved  their  case,  and  I  am 
willing  to  support  the  commissioner  in  his  view. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  as  I 
said  a  few  moments  ago  I  cast  my  vote  on  the 
24th  of  March  practically  altogether  on  account  of 
the  statement  made  by  the  Fire  Commissioner.  I 
have  no  desire  to  override  the  opinion  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner,  and  simply  thought  I  would  do  so 
because  of  .the  statement  made  by  the  two  coun- 
cilors, one  opposite  and  the  other  from  Charles- 
town,  to-day,  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  had 
apparently  changed  his  mind  on  the  subject.  We 
have  that  statement  contradicted.  It  is  stated  by 
one  member  of  the  Council  that  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner is  still  of  the  same  opinion.  For  that  reason 
I  would  like  to  know  where  the  Fire  Commissioner 
stands  on  the  proposition,  and  I  would  move 
reference  of  the  matter  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  called 
in  to  give  his  opinion  on  the  matter  to-day. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
that  any  harm  can  come  from  referring  this  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  it 
has  been  pretty  thoroughly  explained  to  the  gentle- 
men present.  The  Fire  Commissioner  has  not 
shown  any  desire  to  push  this  matter.  I  don't 
think  he  has  approached  a  single  member  of  the 
Council  since  the  last  meeting.  I  am  sorry  that 
the  member  from  Roxbury  feels  that  he  has  got 
to  ask  the  commissioner  to  come  down  here  again, 
because  I  am  satisfied  that  what  he  will  say  is 
this,  that  he  believes  the  $15,000  lying  idle  there 
can  be  used  to  better  advantage  for  putting  in 
motor  apparatus  in  that  vicinity.  The  Fire  Com- 
missioner says  also  that  if  it  is  not  transferred 
there  will  be  no  house  on  Parker  Hill.  The  people 
up  there  think  they  can  use  influence  and  get  an 
additional  appropriation,  and  have  a  fire  house  on 
Parker  Hill  later.  For  that  reason  I  see  no  objec- 
tion to  killing  the  transfer  now,  without  sending 
it  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  all. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  we  have 
the  statement  made  here  to-day  by  ono  member 
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of  the  Council  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  has 
changed  his  attitude;  we  have  the  statement  made 
by  another  member  that  the  Fire  Commissioner 
has  not  changed  his  attitude.  We  have  evidence 
on  both  sides  of  the  house  that  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner was  present  at  one  of  the  meetings  in  the 
Parlier  Hill  district,  so  that  he  heard  all  the  argu- 
ments for  and  against  the  transfer.  The  Fire 
Commissioner  since  the  24th  of  March  undoubtedly 
has  given  a  little  more  thought  and  study  to  the 
Parker  Hill  situation.  To  my  mind  he  was  then 
satisfied  that  the  transferring  of  the  money  and 
putting  it  into  motor  apparatus  was  going  to 
furnish  better  fire  protection  to  Parker  Hill,  and 
that  is  the  only  object  I  have  in  view.  If  the 
killing  of  this  transfer  and  the  building  of  an 
engine  house  on  Parker  Hill  is  going  to  give  them 
the  best  service  I  am  with  it.  If  the  putting  of 
the  money  into  motor  apparatus  is  going  to  give 
Parker  Hill  better  service  I  am  with  it.  The  Fire 
Commissioner  having  heard  both  sides  of  the  story 
from  the  Parker  Hill  district  and  having  his  own 
experience  as  a  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  I  am  still  willing  to  abide  by  his  decision, 
and  I  press  my  motion  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  I  am 
willing  to  vote  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Executive 
Committee  if  the  Fire  Commissioner  can  be  sent 
for  and  brought  down  to-day.  Let  us  settle  the 
matter  to-day.  I  was  not  at  the  meeting  where 
the  Fire  Commissioner  said  he  was  willing  to  abide 
by  the  decision  of  the  people.  I  don't  think  that 
would  make  much  difference  to  me,  whether  he 
said  it  or  not,  because  I  think  the  people  of  that 
section  of  the  city  do  not  want  this  transfer.  I 
have  not  spoken  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  about 
it,  but  the  people  don't  want  it,  and  I  am  willing 
to  abide  by  the  opinion  of  the  people  of  any  section 
of  the  city.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  want  the 
thing  settled  to-day.  I  have  practically  made  up 
my  mind.  I  would  not  vote  to  make  this  transfer 
to-day  under  any  conditions  because  of  what  I 
have  heard  of  the  situation  as  far  as  the  people  of 
that  particular  section  are  concerned.  I  am 
satisfied  to  vote  to  have  it  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  if  the  maker  of  the  motion  will  agree 
that  we  shall  settle  it  in  Executive  Committee 
to-day  and  report  it  back  to-day. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  think  that  was  part 
of  my  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON — ^If  I  understand  correctly,  it  is 
in  the  motion  that  it  be  reported  back  to-day. 
If  so,  I  will  vote  for  that.     Otherwise  I  will  not. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  will 
state  my  motion  again,  that  this  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and  that  the  Fire 
Commissioner  be  called  before  the  committee 
to-day  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  Executive 
Committee. 

President  KENNY — Are  you  satisfied? 

Coun.  WATSON— No,  I  am  not  satisfied.  If 
it  is  to  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  reported  back  to-day,  whether  or  not  the 
Fire  Commissioner  comes  down,  I  shall  vote  for 
that.  Otherwise,  I  think  we  had  better  act  upon 
the  matter  without  referring  it  back  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I,  as 
one  member  of  the  Council,  would  agree  to  have 
the  matter  reported  to-day  in  either  event. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  to  make 
the  matter  more  clear  I  will  offer  an  amendment 
that  the  Executive  Committee  report  on  this 
matter  to-day  after  recess. 

Coim.  BALLANTYNE  accepted  the  amendment. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee with  instructions  to  report  back  to-day. 


SOLDIERS'    RELIEF. 

Coun.  McDonald,  for  the  Committee  on  Sol- 
diers' Relief,  submitted  a  report -recoinmending  the 
passage  of  an  order  for  payment  of  aid  -to  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  month  of  April. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


PLAYGROUND,    MATTAPAN    DISTRICT. 

Coun.  COLLINS  submitted  a  petition  signed  by 
Fred  J.  Taber,  president  of  Mattapan  Improve- 
ment Association,  and  others,  asking  that  a  play- 
ground be  leased  on  westerly  side  of  Mattapan, 
Ward  24. 


In  connection  with  the  above  Coun.  COLLINS 
offered  an  order — -That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  rent  or  lease  land  suitable  for  a  play- 
ground for  the  year  1913  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the'  Mattapan  district.  Ward  24,  at  an  expense  of 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars.

ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council 
with  a  statement  of  the  cost  per  square  yard  of 
paving  with  asphalt  as  compared  with  macadam 
both  for  new  street  construction  and  for  repaving 
a,  street  already  macadamized.

WATERING,    ETC.,   OF  UNACCEPTED 
STREETS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform  the  City 
Council  if  it  is  practicable  to  either  water  or  oil 
the  unaccepted  residential  streets  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and,  if  so,  what  additional  expense  would 
be  thereby  incurred.

AMOUNT   OF     MONEY   FOR   STATE 
HIGHWAYS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ask  from  the 
State  Highway  Commission  information  as  to  the 
amount  of  money  proposed  to  be  expended  for  the 
construction  of  state  highways  during  the  present 
year,  and  what  proportion  is  to  be  expended  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Passed. 


PRINTING   OF   ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Clerk  be  authorized  to  have  printed  as  a 
city  document  the  ordinances  passed  in  the  years 
1'908,  1909,  1910,  1911  and  1912. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  ATTRIDGE  moved 
a  reconsideration  of  the  reference. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
anything  about  the  subject.  I  do  remember, 
however,  a  casual  remark  of  Judge  Corbett's 
before  our  committee  to  the  effect  that  he  very 
much  hoped  to  make  a  codification  of  the  city 
ordinances.  I  am,  therefore,  wondering  about  the 
wisdom  of  printing  these  ordinances  before  they 
are  revised  and  codified  by  Judge  Corbett. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  this  order 
for  the  printing  of  these  ordinances  simply  brings 
them  right  up  to  date  in  one  document.  At  the 
present  time  the  ordinances  are  not  in  one  book, 
and  people  who  desire  to  refer  to  them  have  a,  hard 
time  because  of  that  fact.  The  idea  is  simply 
that  the  ordinances  for  these  years  may  be  printed 
as  a  city  document  for  the  convenience  and  benefit 
of  the  public  in  general. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state  in 
this   connection   that   he   was  present   and   heard 
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the  Corporation  Counsel  express  the  wish  that  he 
might  in  the  very  near  future  have  an  opportunity 
to  revise  and  codify  the  ordinances. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  withdraw  any  objection.  I  feared  only  that 
there  might  be  a  duplication  of  printing;  that  is  all. 

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Printing 
was  reconsidered  and  the  order  was  passed. 


ANNUITY   TO    TIMOTHY    H.    McAULIFFE. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That 
chapter  427  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay  an  Anniial 
Sum  to  Timothy  H.  McAulifle,"  be  and  the  same 
hereby  is  accepted. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Cbmmittee. 

Coun  .ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  427  of  the  Acts  of  1913 
there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Timothy  H.  McAuliffe, 
formerly  employed  in  the  sanitary  service  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars  annually  during  his 
life.  Said  sum  shall  be  paid  in  equal  monthly 
installments  and  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PUBLIC    COMMITTEE    MEETINGS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  submitted  a  report  on  the  order  (referred 
March  24)— That  Rule  30  of  the  Rules  of  the  City 
Council  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following  words,  "all  meetings  of  committees 
shall  be  open  to  the  public" — that  the  order 
ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
report  of  the  committee  is  illustrative  of  the  fact 
that  we  need  to  have  the  committee  meetings 
open.  Who  knows  what  the  deliberations  of  this 
committee  were  on  this  subject?  Who  knows 
when  or  where  they  met,  what  they  discussed,  who 
they  called  in,  what  other  bodies  they  looked  up, 
or  how  they  arrived  at  their  decision?  Certainly 
the  other  members  of  the  Council  here  do  not 
know  anything  about  that  meeting.  I  am  not 
urging  in  this  rule  anything  unusual.  I  am  urging 
only  the  ordinary  custom  in  other  public  bodies. 
We  do  not  even  have  the  Press  present  at  most 
of  our  committee  meetings.  Why  cannot  we 
loosen  up  a  bit,  take  the  public  into  our  confidence, 
recognize  the  existing  tendency  in  all  other  public 
bodies?  Why  cannot  the  people  here  present 
to-day,  the  gentlemen  in  the  gallery  here,  listen 
to  our  discussion  of  this  Parker  Hill  ciuestion  in 
committees?  What  harm  will  it  do  to  anybody? 
We  sit  here  and  it  is  one  continuous  stream  of 
references.  We  refer  things  to  one  committee 
after  another,  and  what  do  the  voters  of  this 
town,  who  elect  us,  know  in  regard  to  the  con- 
sideration we  are  giving  to  public  questions  before 
these  committees?  I  am  not  saying  that  anything 
is  pocketed  in  the  committees.  I  think  if  any 
member  of  the  Council  could  say  that  it  might  be 
myself,  but  I  am  not  charging  that  things  are 
pocketed  in  committees.  Neither  am  I  charging 
that  the  gentlemen  in  committees  have  anything 
to  cover  up.  But  I  do  say  that  it  is  possible  for 
a  man  to  smother  a  thing  in  a  committee  and  not 
have  his  constituents  on  the  outside  know  how 
or  why  he  voted  a  certain  way.  There  is  a  mask, 
a  curtain  drawn,  between  the  members  of  this 
body  and  the  public  when  we  decide  such  a  large 
majority  of  the  questions  that  come  before  us  in 
committee.  The  United  Improvement  Association 
were  the  first  ones  to  call  this  to  my  attention. 
They  said,  "What  in  the  world  do  you  do  down 
in  the  Council?"  I  told  them  about  the  different 
things  we  passed  on.  They  said,  "We  send  a 
member  down  to  hear  you  discuss  a  question,  and 
in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye  it  is  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee and  thai*  is  the  only  shot  we  get  at  that 
question.  We  don't  hear  any  discussion  of  it, 
don't  know  how  you  stand  on  it  or  how  the  other 
members  stand  on  it."  Most  of  our  committees 
are  committees  of  the  whole,  consequently  it  is 
no  hardship  to  stay  where  we  are  now  sitting,  to 
dispense  with  the  stenographer  if  you  desire  it, 
and  discuss  the  things  as  a  committee  instead  of 
as  a  Council.     It  would  be  less  trouble,   if  any- 


thing, to  remain  in  our  seats  and  discuss  questions 
in  open  committee  meeting,  most  of  the  commit- 
tees being  committees  of  the  whole.  The  method 
we  follow  is  a  cumbersome  method.  It  chokes  off 
public  knowledge  and  criticism  of  our  acts.  We 
'are  hiding  behind  a  mask  and  I  think  it  is  time  to 
draw  the  mask  aside  and  let  the  people  know 
what  we  are  really  doing  here.  When  I  introduced 
the  order  I  appealed  to  the  majority  of  the  Coun- 
cil, because  the  Good  Government  Association 
wants  just  that  sort  of  thing.  Most  of  the  mem- 
bers have  had  the  support  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  in  their  campaigns,  and  the 
Good  Government  Association  very  much  desires 
to  do  away  with  the  secrecy  of  committee  meet- 
ings. I  do  not  say  that  they  have  expressed 
themselves  that  way  since  the  new  Council  came 
into  being,  but  they  certainly  expressed  themselves 
most  forcibly  when  the  old  charter  was  in  exist- 
ence and  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common 
Council  held  their  meetings.  What  applies  at  one 
time  under  one  charter  certainly  applies  at  another 
time  under  another  charter,  and  I  certainly  urge 
the  members  to  reject  the  report  of  this  committee. 

The  Council  refused  to  pass  the  order.  Coun. 
SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

The  order  was  rejected,  the  vote  on  its  passage 
being  yeas  2,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Buckley,  Smith — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Collins, 
Kenny,  McDonald,  Watson — 6.

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness.

Rule  33.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  al- 
tered, amended,  suspended  or  repealed  at  any 
time,  except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  present  and  voting 
thereon. 

The  rule  was  adopted. 


FIRE   PROTECTION,    PARKER   HILL.

INCREASE   OF   LABORERS'   WAGES. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  wages 
of  laborers  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
from  $2.25  to  .?2..50  per  day. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  recon- 
sideration in  order  to  make  a  statement.  To  be 
brief,  because  of  the  hour,  we  have  an  appropria- 
tion item  of  $17,000  that  came  before  us  to-day  in 
connection  with  the  supplementary  budget,  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  In  the 
preamble  to  the  supplementary  list  of  appropria- 
tions submitted  by  the  Mayor,  the  Mayor  said 
that  the  increase  was  in  order  that  the  pay  of 
laborers  might  be  increased  from  $2.25  to  $2.50 
per  day.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
told  us  this  afternoon  that  this  item  of  $17,000 
could  only  apply  to  four  laborers,  two  in  the 
Ferry  Division  and  two  in  the  Bridge  Division, 
and  that  the  tenor  of  his  letter  to  the  Mayor  had 
been  entirely  mistaken;  that,  therefore,  this  addi- 
tional appropriation  suggested  by  the  Mayor  was 
a  mistake.  It  is  to  be  noted  also  that  the  com- 
missioner said  he  has  $400,000  more  in  his  paving 
appropriation  for  this  year  than  it  cost  him  to 
run  the  department  last  year;  that  last  year  it 
cost  about  $900,000;  that  .$400,000  could  be  used 
at  any  time  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  laborers 
in  the  Public  Works  Department  from  $2.25  to 
$2.50  a  clay;  that  if  that  increase  is  made  it  will 
take  $115,000  for  the  full  year,  and  only  three- 
fourths  of  that  for  the  remaining  nine  months  of 
the  year.  And  in  answer  to  a  direct  question  from 
me,  which  will  appear  in  the  printed  notes  of  the 
meeting.  Commissioner  RourKe  said  that  at  any 
time  when  the  Mayor  sent  him  an  order  to  in- 
crease the  pay  of  the  laborers  in  the  department 
he  would  do  it  and  that  the  money  was  available, 
to  come  out  of  that  $400,000.  Therefore,  the 
burden  of  increasing  the  pay  from  $2.25  to  $2.50 
a  day  rests  absolutely  with  the  Mayor.  The 
Mayor  has  promised  to  do  that  for  over  a  year, 
and  ever  since  the  City  Council  passed  the  budget 
he  has  had  the  money  to  do  it.  He  ought  not  to 
shirk  the  responsibility  by  sending  in  a  picayune 
appropriation  item  of  $17,000,  affecting  only  four 
men,  when  1,400  laboring  men  in  the  department 
to-day  are  receiving  only  $2.25  a  day.  The  Mayor 
must  assume  this  responsibility.  He  has  made 
the   promise  for   a   year,   and   has   reiterated   the 


promise,  that  when  the  amount  needed  was  avail- 
able he  would  see  that  the  men  got  this  increase. 
The  amount  has  been  available  since  we  passed 
the  budget,  and  he  now  sends  in  this  item  for 
$17,000,  giving  the  impression  that  it  is  intended 
to  increase  the  pay  of  the  men  from  $2.25  to 
$2.50  a  day.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  been 
told  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to-day 
that  it  could  apply  to  only  four  laborers  in  the 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Division.  I  think  it  is  high 
time  that  the  Mayor  stopped  playing  fast  and 
loose  in  this  matter  of  increasing  the  pay  of  the 
men  in  the  city  departments  who  are  getting 
$2.25  a  day.  It  is  time  that  he  kept  his  promises 
by  increasing  the  pay  of  these  men,  as  the  order 

TGQ UGStS 

Coun.' WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
Mayor  has  all  along  taken  the  responsibility  for 
the  increase  on  his  own  shoulders.  At  no  time 
have  I  heard  him  say  anything  other  than  that 
he  would  be  responsible  for  the  proposed  increase 
in  the  wages  of  the  men.  In  fact,  ■  I  was  at  a 
public  meeting  at  which  the  councilor  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat  was  also  present  and  heard 
the  Mayor  say  emphatically  that  he  intended  that 
the  men  should  get  $2.50  a  day  and  very  shortly, 
and  the  gathering  seemed  jjerfectly  satisfied.  I 
think  the  Mayor  has  made  it  perfectly  clear  to 
everybody  that  he  is  responsible  in  the  matter  of 
action  upon  the  increase.  The  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  has  said  that,  in  his  present  position 
as  head  of  the  Highway  Division,  he  cannot  him- 
self initiate  the  increase  without  having  paving 
and  other  work  left  undone  which  should  be  done 
this  year,  but  that  if  the  executive  order  came 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  he  would  proceed  to 
carry  out  that  order.  I  think  the  councilor  Icnows 
that  the  general  public  are  satisfied  that  the  Mayor 
is  responsible  at  the  present  time  in  the  matter 
for  this  proposed  increase  of  25  cents  a  day  not 
being  yet  applied.  I  am  satisfied  that  inside  of 
five  weeks  the  increase  will  come,  and  that  the 
mian  who  is  responsible  for  the  delay — the  Mayor 
— will  be  responsible  for  the  increase. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  it  is  one  thing 
to  promise  and  another  thing  to  fulfill  a  promise. 
I  am  looking  at  the  thing  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  man  who  is  getting  $2.25  a  day.  He  was  told 
a  year  ago  that  his  pay  would  be  increased  to 
$2.50  a  day,  and  up  to  to-day  it  has  not  been 
increased.  That  promise  was  reiterated  before 
the  Mayor  went  to  Palm  Beach,  and  it  has  not 
been  fulfilled;  it  is  now  reiterated  before  he  goes 
to  Panama,  and  I  would  like  to  see  him  fulfill  the 
promise  before  he  goes  back  to  private  life. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  if  I  read 
aright,  I  don't  think  the  Mayor  said  that  the 
$17,000  referred  to  was  to  increase  the  pay  of  the 
laborers.  I  think  it  was  distinctly  stated  that  it 
was  to  increase  the  salaries  of  men  in  the  Bridge 
and  Ferry  Division,  and  I  think  it  was  also  said 
that  there  was  money  enough  in  the  Public  Works 
appropriation  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  laborers 
from  $2.25  to  S2.50  a  day,  and  the  Mayor  has  said 
that  he  was  going  to  do  that.  It  is  understood 
that  he  is  going  to  do  it.  The  Mayor  is  com- 
mitted to  it  and  we  passed  an  order  here  some  two 
months  ago  committing  the  Council  to  it.  We  are 
all  in  favor  of  it  and  we  have  said  so  publicly. 
The  communication  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  that  was  read  in  the  meeting  to-day 
distinctly  said: 

"The  amount  allowed  the  sewer  maintenance  is 
ample  for  the  maintenance  of  the  sewer  system 
and  for  the  increase  of  wages  of  the  $2.25  laborers 
to  $2.50.  The  amount  allowed  the  Highway 
Division  is  approximately  $114,000  more  than  was 
spent  by  this  division  last  year.  This  increase 
will  take  care  of  the  increased  cost  of  disposal  due 
to  the  new  refuse  disposal  contract,  and  also  of 
the  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  $2.25  laborers  in 
the  Highway  Division  to  $2.50." 

Why  should  we  send  a  communication  to  the 
Mayor  requesting  him  to  take  care  of  the  increased 
pay  of  the  laborers  when  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  in  a  communication  to  this  Council 
tells  us  that  he  has  money  enough?  In  regard  to 
the  item  of  $17,000,  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  also  says  in  another  part  of  this  same 
communication; 

"The  amount  allowed  the  Bridge  and  Ferry 
Division,  $580,000,  is  adequate  for  the  maintenance 
o'f  the  force  ancl  equipment  as  at  present,  provides 
for  the  installation  of  the  signal  lights  on  bridges, 
as  ordered  by  the  War  Department,  but  does 
not  provide  for  the  proposed  increases  in  wages 
of  employees  of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division." 
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As  I  understand  it,  while  I  may  not  be  correct, 
that  $17,000  is  to  increase  their  pay.  But  the 
commissioner  told  us  to-day  that  he  could  not  do 
it  for  $17,000  and  that  he  did  not  want  to  increase 
the  pay  of  the  employees  of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry 
Division  unless  he  also  increased  the  pay  of  some 
of  the  engineers  and  other  men  in  the  Sewer  Divi- 
sion. But  he  says  in  this  letter  that  he  has  made 
provision  for  increasing  the  pay  of  laborers  from 
$2.2.5  to  $2.50  a  day.  the  Mayor  has  said  time  and 
time  again  that  he  is  going  to  do  it,  and  we  are  all 
in  record  in  favor  of  it.  According  to  the  com- 
munication of  the  Commissioner  of  PublicWorks 
the  matter  has  not  got  to  come  to  us,  because 
provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget.  It  is  up 
to  the  Mayor,  it  is  true.  They  have  the  money 
and  I  suppose  when  he  gets  ready  he  will  do  jt. 
But  I  did  not  hear  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  say  that  he  didn't  have  money  enough  to 
do  it.  He  said  he  supposed  that  as  head  of  the 
department  he  was  not  responsible  for  initiating 
an  increase  of  pay,  but  that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
who  is  his  boss,  so  to  speak,  tqld  him  to  do  it,  he 
would  do  it,  would  obey  the  order.  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  against  the  order  as  put  in  to-day. 
I  do  think  it  is  uncalled  for.  I  think  it  was  put  in 
for  political  purposes  and  I  don't  think  it  should 
have  been  put  in  after  the  statements  made  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to-day.  I 
think  if  the  gentleman  had  read  the  communication 
which  was  read  by  our  clerk  before  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  made  his  statement  he 
would  not  have  put  in  the  order  asldng  us  to  tell 
the  Mayor  to  make  provision  for  an  appropriation 
of  money  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  laborers,  when 
the  communication  states  distinctly  that  they  have 
got  the  money  and  that  all  they  are  waiting  for 
is  an  order  to  increase  the  pay. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
this  order  is  called  for.  Unlike  the  gentleman 
on  my  left,  I  attended  a -banquet  of  the  Highway 
Department  out  in  Ward  19.  That  was  after 
the  budget  had  been  passed,  after  $400,000  which 
had  been  put  in  it  which,  as  Commissioner  Rourke 
has  said,  upon  a  mere  word,  a  mere  telephone 
message  from  the  Mayor,  could  be  spent  in  an 
increase  of  salaries  of  laborers  from  S2.25  to  $2.50 
a  day.  The  Mayor  stood  up  at  that  dinner  and 
told  those  men,  each  one  of  whom  was  vitally 
interested  in  the  question,  that  he  was  trying  to 
save  money  from  the  School  Committee's  appro- 
priation especially,  here  and  there,  to  get  the 
increase,  when  he  knew  that  there  is  now  $400,000 
in  the  hands  of  Commissioner  Rourke  of  which  the 
Mayor  could  in  a  moment  telephone  Mr,  Rourke 
to  have  .S115,000  applied  to  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing salaries  from  $2.25  to  .§2.50  a  day.  It  takes 
only  a  word  from  the  Mayor,  and  for  the  Mayor 
to  go  arovmd  town  promising,  promising,  and 
again  promising,  when  the  whole  thing  now 
simply  depends  on  a  word  from  him,  I  say  is 
something  which  should  not  be  tolerated. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  adjourn.  I  make  that  motion  because  I 
think  we  have  heard  all  that  is  necessary  on  this 
order.  (After  Coun.  Smith  spoke  to  Coim. 
Coulthurst)  I  understand  that  the  councilor  has 
more  orders  to  offer  and  out  of  courtesy  to  him 
and  in  consideration  of  his  suggestion  that  he  is 
not  going  to  debate  the  motion  to  reconsider 
any  more,  I  am  willing  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  ■  President,  I  wish  to 
enter  my  protest  against  the  gentleman  on  my 
left  (Coun.  Coulthurst)  coming  in  and  attempting 
to  apply  gag  rule  on  this  order. 

Chairman  KENNY — ^A  motion  to  adjourn  is 
always  in  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  understand  that,  all  right, 
and  I  understand  that  he  has  withdrawn  it. 

President  KENNY — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  address  the  chair? 

Coun.  WATSON — On  the  question  of  recon- 
sidering the  reference. 

President  KENNY — ^Coun.  Watson  has  the 
floor. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
and  I  am  through.  I  object  strongly  to  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Smith)  introducing 
here  to-day  an  order  which,  in  my  opinion,  is 
politics  pure  and  simple.  He  knows,  as  well  as 
I,  that  the  only  man  responsible  for  this  increase, 
if  it  comes,  is  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor  has  assumed 
that  responsibility,  and  all  the  orders  we  might 
draft  from  now  till  doomsday  would  not  hurry 
the  matter  at  all.  The  gentleman,  if  he  wants  to 
hurry  along  the  increase  to  the  laborers,  had  better 
do  as  I  and  others  have  done — solicit  the  Com- 


missioner of  Pul>lic  Works  and  the  Maj'or  to  hurry 
the  increase,  which  will  come  shortly  any  way. 
I  say  it  is  buncombe  pure  and  simple  for  the  gentle- 
man to  introduce  this  order  to-day. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a 
verification  by  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  reference  to  the  com- 
mittee prevailed,  yeas  7,  nays  1 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Bucldey,  Collins,  Coul- 
thurst, McDonald,  Smith,  Watson — 7. 

Nay — Coun.  Kenny — 1. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
about  the  same  position  as  my  colleague  from 
Charlestown  (Coun.  McDonald)  and  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Watson)  on  this 
proposition.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  order  is 
absolutely  unnecessary.  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
stated  at  that  meeting  at  which  the  gentlemen 
from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Smith),  Ward  9  (Coun.  At- 
tridge), Ward  21  (Coun.  Watson)  and  myself 
were  present,  that  he  expected  that  the  laborers 
would  get  their  increase  in  wages  within  four  or 
five  weeks,  when  he  hoped  to  get  the  supplemental 
bill  through.  I  am  rather  surprised  that  the 
gentleman  should  put  in  this  order,  making  it 
look  as  though  the  Mayor  is  not  willing  to  give 
them  their  increase.  I  am  not  here  to  defend  the 
Mayor  and  I  do  not  propose  to  do  so,  but  we  are 
all  in  favor  of  this  increase,  and  I  don't  see  why 
the  gentleman  should  put  in  the  order  that  he  has 
introduced  here  to-day,  when  he  knows  that  the 
sentiment  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and  of 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  in  favor  of  the  laborers 
getting  an  increase  of  wages.  This  opens  up  a 
new  iDhase  of  the  gentleman's  nature.  I  thought 
he  was  incapable  of  playing  politics  of  this  kind. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
stand  here  defending  my  character  at  all.  I 
simply  want  to  hasten  action  on  this  matter.  The 
Mayor  is  making  public  statements  that  he  is 
willing  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  laborers.  We 
have  had  to-day  in  the  committee  a  clearer  under- 
standing of  the  situation,  and  because  of  that 
clearer  understanding,  on  my  part  at  least,  I  want 
to  put  in  this  order  and  hasten  the  day  when  the 
men  getting  $2.25  a  day  will  get  $2.50,  at  least 
in  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  my  objec- 
tion to  thisis  that  five  or  six  weeks  ago  we  passed 
an  order  here  for  identically  the  same  thing, 
practically  the  same  kind  of  order,  committing 
every  member  of  the  Council  to  the  same  thing — 
an  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  laborers  to  $2.50 
a  day.  I  favored  that,  the  same  as  other  members 
of  the  Council.  We  did  everything  we  could 
legally  to  bring  it  about.  The  gentleman  himself 
has  done  that,  the  other  members  of  the  Council 
has  done  it.  There  has  been  nothing  that  has 
transpired  since  that  time  to  warrant  the  passage 
of  such  an  order  as  this.  I  am  going  to  vote  for 
it,  but  my  only  objection  is  that  these  orders  are 
coming  in  too  "rapidly  and  too  frequently,  simply 
for  political  purposes  in  my  opinion.  We  haven't 
anything  to  clo  with  increasing  the  pay  of  laborers. 
We  favor  it  and  if  we  had  the  vote  we  woxild  in- 
crease the  pay.  But  the  Mayor  has  publicly 
started  the  thing  and  has  said  that  he  would  bring 
it  about,  and  he  has  stated  publicly  that  he  would 
bring  it  about  in  four  or  five  weeks.  Nothing  in 
what  Mr.  Rourke  has  said  to-day  would  lead  me 
to  believe  that  the  laborers  are  not  going  to  get 
their  money,  that  he  would  not  give  it  to  them. 
He  said  he  wanted  to  increase  also  the  pay  of 
such  men  as  engineers  and  inspectors  in  the  differ- 
ent divisions,  but  he  said  this  $17,000  was  not 
enough  for  that,  and  that  he  would  not  increase 
the  pay  of  some  of  the  men  without  increasing  the 
pay  of  all  of  them.  If  the  gentleman  wants  to 
keep  on  putting  in  orders  asking  that  the  laborers' 
pay  be  increased  to  $2.50  a  day,  I  will  vote  for 
them,  I  suppose.  But  I  think  it  is  time  that  we 
got  down  to  business  and  did  something  that  we 
are  supposed  to  do. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  gentleinan 
has  spoken  of  an  order  that  I  put  in  some  time 
ago.  That  order  was  put  in  before  the  passage 
of  the  budget.  This  order  has  been  put  m  smce 
the  passage  of  the  budget.  The  budget  gave 
S400,000  to  Commissioner  Rourke,  out  of  which 
he  can  take  $115,000  for  this  very  purpose.  My 
order  simply  looks  to  having  some  action  taken, 
the  means  having  been  provided.  ' 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

President    KENNY — The    Chair    would    state 
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that  in  his  opinion  the  order  before  us  concerns  a 
matter  upon  which  it  is  beyond  our  power  to  act. 
Furthermore,  it  is  a  matter  w^hich  properly  comes 
within  the  executive  functions  of  the  iVIayor  and 
action  by  the  Council  would  be  in  violation  of  the 
charter.  The  Chair  will,  therefore,  decline  to 
vote  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand the  order  as  drawn  it  sets  forth  an  expression 
of  opinion  on  the  part  of  this  body  as  to  what  it 
thinks  should  be  clone.  I  do  not  believe,  as  the 
gentlemen  from  Charlestown  have  said,  that  the 
order  is  at  all  necessary,  because  everybody  knows 
the  attitude  of  the  members — not  only  of  one 
member  but  of  all  nine  members  of  the  Council 
upon  this  matter.  I  have  favored  privately  and 
publicly  an  increase  in  the  pay  of  the  laborers  from 
$2.25  to  S2.oO  per  day.  Accordingly,  simply  as 
an  expression  of  my  opinion,  I  shall  vote  yes  on  the 
order. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0: 
Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,   Buckley,   Collins,   Coul- 
thurst,  McDonald,  Smith,  Watson — 7. 


PL.\YGROUND    FOR    CHILDREN    AT

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Park

I  wish  to  correct  a  statement  in  my  message  to 
the  City  Council,  dated  April  2,  which  accom- 
panied the  supplementary  appropriation  order. 
Seventeen  thousand  dollars  was  recommended  for 
the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  pay  of  laborers  in  the  Bridge  and 
Ferry  Division  from  $2.25  to  S2..50  a  day.  This 
was  an  inadvertence  and  should  have  stated  that 
the  appropriation  was  desired  for  an  increase  of 
pay  for  engineers,  bridge  tenders  and  ferry  em- 
ployees of  various  kinds. 

It  is  my  intention  when  I  authorize  an  increase 
of  pay  for  laborers  from  S2.25  to  make  other 
increases  in  different  departments  in  liarmony 
with  these  increases.  If  this  appropriation  for  the 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Division  should  not  be  passed 
the  result  will  be  that  a  great  many  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division  who 
now  receive  little  more  than  S2.2.5  a  day  will 
receive  less  than  the  laborers  when  their  pay  is 
increased  to  .$2.50  a  day.

On  motion  of  Coun.  BALLANTYNE  the 
reference  was  reconsidered,  the  rule  was  suspended, 
the  order  was  read  once  and  the  question  came  on 
its  passage. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  passage  of 
this  order,  but  I  want  it  to  be  understood — and  I 
think  the  other  members  of  the  Council  have  the 
same  feeling  and  opinion  that  I  have  in  regard  to 
the  matter — that  this  money  shall  be  expended 
exactly  as  is  stated  on  the  list  submitted  to-day, 
that  the  amount  placed  opposite  each  playground 
shall  be  expended  for  that  playground  and  for  no 
other  pur]:)ose. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  needless  to  say, 
I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  equipping  the  playgrounds 
of  the  city  so  that  they  will  be  useful  to  the  chil-- 
dren  of  the  city,  making  the  playgrounds  available 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  have  been  obtained. 
>fevertlieless,  I  disagree  with  this  order  in  respect 
to  three  different  playgrounds.  In  order  to  bring 
the  question  before  the  Council  I  am  going  to  offer 
three  different  amendments,  if  I  may.  The  first 
amendment  I  shall  offer  would  be  to  reduce  the 
amount  for  Ward  20.  Mt.  Ida  Playground.  I 
would  like  to  amend  that  to  read  "SIO.OOO."  It 
now  reads  "825,000."  The  order  which  we  have 
just  killed,  for  8100,000,  which  was  sent  in  by  Mr. 
Sullivan  of  the  Park  Department,  contained,  among 
the  items,  an  item  for  Mt.  Ida  Playground,  grading- 
one  ball  diamond,  815,000.  The  order  which  we 
now  have  under  consideration,  with  exactly  the 
same  words,  "Grading  one  ball  diamond,"  pro- 
vides 820,000. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  the  gentleman  is  out  of  order, 
since  there  is  no  such  item  of  820,000  specified  in 
the  order  before  us. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  must  rule 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  desire 
to  be  heard  on  the  point  of  order? 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  state 
the  amendment  clearly.  I  don't  know  that  it  is 
clearly  understood.  The  amendment  is  to  change 
the  appropriation  for  $25,000  to  $10,000. 
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Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  still  press 
my  point  of  order  exactly  as  I  have  stated  it,  Mr. 
President. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  understands  that 
the  order  now  pending  before  the  Council  is  for 
§100,000,  and  that  there  are  no  items  or  amounts 
specified.  Therefore,  it  seems  to  the  Chair  that 
the  point  of  order  raised  by  Coun.  Collins  is  well 
taken. 

Coun.  SMITH. — Mr.  President,  speaking  on  the 
point  of  order,  I  understood  Coun.  Ballantyne  to 
say  that  if  the  order  was  passed  the  councilor 
desired  that  the  exact  amounts  itemized  and  speci- 
fied be  used  for  the  specific  purposes  for  which 
they  were  set  forth. 

President  KENNY — Well,  that  is  merely  a  state- 
ment made  by  the  councilor  as  his  desire,  and  is 
not  the  action  of  the  Council.  When  this  matter 
comes  up  for  a  second  reading,  if  it  is  passed  for  a 
first  reading  to-day,  it  will  be  open  to  the  councilor, 
of  course,  to  vote  against  it — or  he  can  do  so  now. 

Coun.  SMITH— Then,  Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  the  order  can  only  be  amended  as  to  the 
$100,000. 

President  KENNY — Or  by  striking  out  an  item 
or  substituting  a  new  item. 

Coun.  iSMITH — Unless  we  consider  each  play- 
ground by  playground.  May  I  ask,  then,  that  we 
consider  the  items,  playground  by  playground? 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state  that 
the  order  is  not  so  drawn.  The  order  itself  is  that 
the  city  shall  borrow  $100,000  for  certain  specific 
purposes  stated  in  the  order.  It  does  not  set  out 
specific  amounts  for  any  particular  playgrounds. 
Therefore,  it  is  only  open  to  the  member  to  offer 
an  amendment  to  reduce  the  amount  named  in 
the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
offer  an  amendment,  then,  to  reduce  the  $100,000 
specified  in  the  order  by  $45,100,  making  the  total 
sum  $54,900.  Speaking  to  the  amendment,  the 
reason  why  I  do  that  is  this.  I  object  to  three 
items  here.  In  the  first  place,  I  object  to  increas- 
ing the  amount  for  grading  one  ball  diamond  on 
Mt.  Ida  by  $5,000.  The  order  which  was  sent  to 
us  by  the  Park  Department,  which  we  have  just 
killed,  read  "$15,000,  grading  one  ball  diamond." 
The  order  which  we  now  have  under  consideration 
provides  $20,000  for  grading  one  ball  diamoncl  at 
Mt.  Ida;  so  that  between  the  killing  of  the  old 
order  and  the  introduction  of  the  new  order  the 
amount  necessary  to  grade  one  ball  diamond  on 
Mt.  Ida  has  increased  by  $5,000. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
for  the  purpose  of  correction.  In  connection  with 
this  order  as  presented  to-day  I  see  no  item  of 
$20,000  for  grading  one  ball  diamond.  There  is 
an  item  in  the  list  submitted  by  the  Pari  Depart- 
ment for  $20,000  for  grading  at  the  Mt.  Ida  Play- 
ground, but  it  does  not  say  "one  ball  diamond." 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  also  object  to 
Ward  24,  Norfolk  Street  Playground.  I  would  like 
to  see  the  $26,000  called  for  now  by  the  order 
under  consideration  entirely  stricken  out.  That 
playground  was  bought  last  year  with  the  .¥25,000 
which  the  Council  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  a  playground  in  the  Mattapan  district.  The 
money  was  spent  for  a  playground  within  two 
stones'  throw  of  Franklin  Field,  the  largest  play- 
ground in  the  country.  It  was  spent  to  purchase 
a  lot  of  land  adjoining  the  railroad  tracks,  one- 
half  of  which  needs  grading  before  it  can  he  used 
at  all,  and  which,  upon  the  statement  of  one  of 
the  Park  Commissioners  himself,  will  require  an 
expenditure  of  .S19,250  to  make  it  even  useful  for 
playground  purposes.  We  have  already  spent  there 
under  a  transfer  of  last  year  $3,000.  We  are  asked 
to  spend  there  for  grading  .$6,000,  for  fencing 
$2,000,  for  drainage  $1,000,  and  we  will  be  asked 
for  a  bridge  later  on,  ,$6,250,  as  the  playground 
cannot  be  used  without  a  bridge  across  the  tracks. 
Therefore  the  total  is  $19,250.  In  other  words, 
to  make  that  playground  suitable  for  play  pur- 
poses, a  playground  that  cost  only  $25,000  is 
going  to  cost  $19,250.  It  is  only  to  take  77  per 
cent  of  the  total  cost  to  make  it  useful  for  play 
purposes.  That  is  entirely  regardless  of  the  locker 
building.  Over  in  Charlestown  they  have  pur- 
chased a  playground  for  $80,000,  and  it  is  only  to 
take  $8,000  to  make  it  .suitable  for  playground  pur- 
poses. That  is,  it  requires  10  per  cent  for  the 
Charlestown  playground,  and  that  is  the  right 
ratio.  But  this  playground,  which  I  claim  was 
purchased  outside  of  the  authority  given  under  the 
appropriation  for  the  Dorchester  district,  and  which 
we  did  not  anticipate  would  be  purchased  when  we 


passed  the  order,  is  going  to  cost  77  per  cent  of 
the  cost  to  fix  up.  The  order  that  was  introduced 
the  other  day,  the  $100,000  order,  asked  for 
$10,000  to  fix  up  that  playground;  the  order 
which  we  are  voting  on  now  asks  for  $26,000  to 
fix  up  that  playground.  I  shall  introduce  an  order 
later  in  the  day  reading  as  follows : 

"That  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
abandon  the  land  on  Norfolk  street  recently 
taken  for  playground  purposes,  and  to  send  an 
official  communication  to  the  City  Council  giving 
notice  of  such  abandonment,  in  accordance  with 
law." 

I  consider  that  that  $25,000  that  went  for  the 
purchase  of  Jhat  playground  belonged  originally 
to  the  Mattapan  district,  and  in  saying  that  I 
know  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  improvement 
societies  and  people  generally  in  the  district. 
When  you  add  to  the  fact  that  that  money  was 
virtually  misspent  the  fact  that  it  is  going  to  cost 
77  per  cent  of  the  initial  cost  to  make  it  useful  for 
playground  purposes,  I  claim  that  it  is  an  outrage, 
and  that  we  ought  to  abandon  the  lot  for  that 
purpose.  The  third  item  to  which  I  object  is  in 
Ward  25,  Portsmouth  .Street  Playground.  The 
order  upon  which  we  have  just  acted,  for  $100,000, 
called  for  $1,000  for  fencing.  The  order  we  are 
now  voting  on  calls  for  $5,100  for  fencing.  Be- 
tween the  time  of  the  introduction  of  these  two 
items  that  amount  has  grown  by  $4,100.  I  don't 
want  to  cut  down  the  item  if  it  is  proper,  but  we 
had  no  intimation  from  the  Park  Commissioners 
the  other  day,  when  they  came  before  us  on  this 
order,  that  .$4,100  additional  was  needed  for  fenc- 
ing at  that  Brighton  playground.  I  don't  believe 
in  taking  three  or  four  bites  of  a  cherry.  If  we 
are  going  to  appropriate  money  for  these  play- 
grounds, let  us  at  least  complete  the  proposition 
we  started  on.  If  you  total  up  those  items,  gentle- 
men, I  think  you  will  find  that  they  amount  to 
$45,100.  For  that  reason  I  ask  that  the  amend- 
ment be  adopted,  cutting  down  the  total  amount 
in  this  order  from  $100,000  to  $54,900.  Just  a 
word  more  on  the  Mt.  Ida  Playground.  I  am 
sorry  that  it  is  a  reiteration  of  what  I  said  last 
year.  I  went  out  there  at  the  request  of  the 
improvement  society,  and  I  quite  agreed  with 
them  that  we  ought  to  take  the  top  of  Mt.  Ida  for 
playground  purposes.  Their  only  request  at  that 
time — and  they  have  never  changed  the  request, 
as  far  as  the  Council  has  knowledge — was  that  we 
retain  the  top  of  Mt.  Ida,  that  we  build  a  small 
shelter  there  for  women  and  children,  so  that  they 
could  go  up  there  and  get  the  air  in  summer.  I 
was  heartily  in  favor  of  that  proposition  and  was 
willing  to  vote  the  necessary  amount  of  money. 
We  have,  however,  already  voted  a  large  amount 
of  money  for  the  Mt.  Ida  Playground,  and  we 
have  under  consideration  here  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  for  that  playground.  And  what  is  it  for? 
To  build  a  ball  field  on  top  of  Mt.  Ida.  Where 
do  the  women  and  children  come  in?  Their  shelter 
is  not  provided  there  yet.  When  the  ball  field  is 
built  on  top  of  Mt.  Ida  there  will  not  be  any 
shelter  for  women  and  children.  As  a  common- 
sense  proposition,  isn't  that  the  last  place  on  which 
to  build  a  ball  field — the  top  of  a  hill?  A  proposi- 
tion to  have  the  Ward  19  Playground  on  top  of 
Parker  Hill  was  rejected,  because  it  was  not  fit 
for  playground  purposes,  because  it  would  cost  so 
much  to  make  a  ball  field  there.  And  yet  Foss' 
Field,  on  top  of  Parker  Hill,  as  everybody  knows, 
is  very  level  except  for  a  slight  slope.  And  yet 
that  was  rejected.  We  were  asked  to  transfer  the 
money  from  Ward  10  Playground,  Parker  Hill,  so 
that  it  would  read  simply  "Ward  19"  instead; 
and  yet  we  were  asked  to  appropriate  $25,000  to 
make  a  ball  ground  on  top  of  Mt.  Ida,  and  the 
women  and  children  can  go  elsewhere.  I  tell  you, 
gentlemen,  that  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  play- 
grounds, but  we  want  to  approach  the  subject  in 
.■I  ciiiinuon-sense  way.  That  is  the  reason  why  I 
ask  lliat  the  playground  on  top  of  Mt.  Ida  be 
rejected  from  this  order,  that  the  Norfolk  Street 
Playground,  where  I  think  the  money  was  mis- 
spent be  rejected,  and  that  the  increased  amount 
for  fencing  the  Brighton  pla.vground  be  rejected. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  inclined 
to  agree  with  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  in 
some  of  his  remarks,  and  if  he  can  provide  some 
way  whereby  I  can  vote  for  this  amendment,  by 
making  it  read  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  exclude 
the  Norfolk  Street  Playground,  I  will  do  it.  But 
I  do  not  see  the  justice  of  his  remarks  regarding 
Mt.  Ida  Playground.     I   understand  that  by  the 
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expenditure  of  this  additional  S25,000  there  we 
will  have  a  fine  playground  spot  on  top  of  Mt.  Ida, 
that  it  will  be  properly  fitted  up  for  a  playground. 
It  is  true  that  I  have  not  seen  the  place,  but  I 
depend  on  information  given  me  by  others,  and 
I  would  not  want  to-day  to  vote  against  that  item, 
even  after  the  statement  that  we  have  heard  from 
the  gentleman.  As  far  as  Norfolk  .Street  Play- 
ground is  concerned,  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  in  all  he  says.  In 
fact,  I  think  every  member  of  the  Council  is  in- 
clined to  feel  that  the  city  got  an  elephant  in  that 
playground.  It  appears  to  me  very  strongly  that 
that  is  the  fact,  when  we  are  told  that  this  play- 
ground is  within  a  couple  of  stones'  throw  of 
Franklin  Field.  I  think  whoever  selected  it  is 
open  to  criticism,  if  that  is  true.  While  I  would 
like  to  vote  with  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11 
(Coun.  Smith)  in  the  matter  of  the  Norfolk  Street 
Playground,  however,  I  do  not  see  how  I  can 
follow  him  in  the  matter  of  the  Mt.  Ida  proposi- 
tion or  the  Portsmouth  street.  Ward  25,  proposi- 
tion. The  councilor  suggests  that  there  is  perhaps 
a  way  in  which  I  can  vote  with  him  in  this  matter. 
He  suggests  that  I  ofTer  an  amendment  to  make 
the  amount  of  the  order  read  874,000.  I  therefore 
move  as  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  that, 
instead  of  the  amount  in  the  order  reading  $100,000 
for  playgrounds,  it  read  $74,000,  and  that  the 
words  "  Norfolk  St.  Playground"  be  stricken  out.  ' 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  have 
listened  with  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  the 
gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  telling  us  how 
greatly  he  is  interested  in  the  Mt.  Ida  Playground 
and  how  strongly  he  favored  a  playground  in  that 
section.  When  the  matter  first  came  before  the 
Council  in  1911,  at  the  request  of  the  Meeting 
House  Hill  Improvement  Associg,tion,  $50,000 
being  asked  for  the  playground,  the  gentleman 
opposite  (Coun.  Smith)  said  he  was  against  the 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  Mt.  Ida.  In  the 
second  place,  he  speaks  about  grading  one  baseball 
diamond  at  an  expense  of  $20,000.  I  say  that  that 
is  a  positive  misstatement  of  facts,  as  exemplified 
by  the  report  before  him  here.  The  $20,000  is 
not  to  be  appropriated  for  grading  a  baseball 
diamond,  but  is  to  be  appropriated  for  "grading." 
"Grading"  is  a  very  general  term.  In  the  grading 
it  may  be  possible,  of  course,  to  include  a  ball 
diamond  or  diamonds,  and  I  understand  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Park  Department,  Mr. 
Shea,  to  say  yesterday,  in  answer  to  a  question, 
that  he  expected  to  get  at  least  two  diamonds  for 
$15,000  within  that  appropriation.  Of  course,  the 
diamonds  will  be  included  in  this  grading.  The 
gentleman  on  the  other  side  (Coun.  Smith)  has 
been  against  the  Mt.  Ida  proposition  from  its 
inception.  It  is  very  natural  that  now  after  two 
years  he  would  be  against  giving  the  necessary 
money  to  put  this  playground  into  presentable 
condition.  Within  a  few  years  that  playground 
and  park  will  be  one  of  the  most  beautifiil  spots 
in  the  suburbs  of  Boston,  and  I  think  the  gentle- 
man will  regret  the  day  when  he  came  forward 
here  persistently  year  after  year  opposing,  in  the 
first  place,  the  institution  of  the  playground,  and 
in  the  second  place,  the  improvements  thereon. 
He  is  entirely  in  error  about  the  ball  field.  The 
Mt.  Ida  proposition  is  a  large  one,  including 
500,000  square  feet  of  land,  low  land  down  the 
hill  and  the  uplands.  I  would  correct  him  again 
if  he  desires  to  intimate  that  there  was  opposition 
from  the  people  out  there  to  the  obtaining  of  this 
site,  because  the  Meeting  House  Hill  Association, 
which  petitioned  for  this  in  the  first  place,  was 
entirely  in  favor  of  the  proposition.  They  came 
forward  last  year — business  men,  professional  men, 
.clergymen  of  the  district — and  advocated  that 
$50,000  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  land 
there.  This  Council  in  its  wisdom  saw  fit  to  vote 
$50,000  and  more  for  that  purpose,  and  the  gentle- 
man again  was  against  that  proposition.  When 
you  consider  the  fact  that  this  is  a  $100,000  park, 
a  large  proposition,  and  that  $25,000  merely  means 
a  sufficient  amount  to  put  it  in  presentable  shape 
for  a  playground,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  Council 
ought  to  go  on  record  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
same.  I  was  rather  interested  to  hear  the  gentle- 
man talk  about  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground. 
I  was  one  of  those  who  went  down  to  the  old 
alclermanic  chamber  last  year,  and,  when  my 
opinion  was  asked  about  the  location  of  the  play- 
ground for  the  Mattapaq  district,  said  I  thought 
it  ought  to  be  near  Mattapan  square.  Realizing 
that  under  the  charter  I  had  no  right  to  dictate, 
that  was  merely  a  suggestion  on  my  part.     The 


Park  Commissioners  in  their  wisdom  saw  fit  to 
locate  the  playground  at  the  corner  of  Evelyn  and 
Norfolk  streets.  That  is  in  the  Mattapan  district — 
to  be  sure,  at  the  end  of  the  district.  To  say, 
however,  that  it  is  but  two  stones'  throw  from 
Franklin  Field  is  an  absurdity  and  an  utter  mis- 
statement of  fact. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentle- 
man how  far  this  Norfolk  Street  Playground  is 
from  Franklin  Field? 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  should  say  about  fifteen 
minutes'  walk,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  should  like 
to  ask  how  far  it  is  as  a  matter  of  distance,  not  by 
minutes,  but  in  yards,  half  mile  or  mile? 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  can  only  give  the  gentleman 
an  approximate  idea  of  that.  I  should  say  it  was 
between  half  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  I 
should  say  offhand  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile. 
It  is  situated  on  the  way  towards  Mattapan  square 
and  is  in  the  Mattapan  district.  The  Park  Com- 
missioners have  procured  this  land.  In  my 
opinion,  it  is  nonsensical  to  think  of  abandoning 
the  land,  unless  it  does  not  subserve  any  useful 
purpose.  I  was  strongly  against  the  present  loca- 
tion in  the  first  place;  I  am  strongly  against  its 
abandonment  at  this  time,  because  I  see  no  good 
to  come  from  it.  The  Park  Commissioners,  after 
careful  consideration,  have  looked  over  the  plans 
and  submitted  an  estimate  here.  The  gentleman 
is  again  unfair  when  he  talks  about  grading  the 
Norfolk  Street  Playground,  because,  looking  at 
another  part  of  this  same  paper,  he  will  observe 
the  playground  in  Ward  23,  on  Carolina  avenue. 
We  appropriated  $25,000  in  the  first  place  for  that 
playground,  which  was  desired  by  people  who  are 
philanthropically  inclined  and  who  have  done 
much  for  the  children  of  that  neighborhood,  and 
now  $12,000  is  the  estimate  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners as  the  estimate  of  the  cost  for  grading  and 
fixing  it  up.  The  cost  of  grading  and  fixing  up 
the  Norfolk  Street  Playground,  entirely  apart  from 
the  cost  of  the  sanitary  and  shelter  building,  is 
but  $10,000.  So  you  see  that  even  less  is  being 
appropriated  for  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground  in 
that  respect  than  for  the  Carolina  Avenue  Play- 
ground, and  each  of  them  cost  $25,000  in  the  first 
place.  I  hope  that  both  amendments — that  of  the 
gentleman  on  my  right  (Coun.  Watson)  and  that 
of  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side  (Coun.  Smith) — 
will  be  overwhelmingly  defeated. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  to 
differ  with  the  gentleman  who  has  last  spoken, 
but  I  would  like  to  refer  to  the  figures.  If  you 
^will  look  at  Carolina  Avenue  Playground  you  will 
see  that  the  item  for  grading  there  is  ,$3,500;  if 
you  will  look  at  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground, 
you  will  see  that  the  item  for  grading  is  $6,000; 
and  the  gentleman  must  remember  that  we  trans- 
ferred $3,000  last  year  for  this  same  purpose  to 
the  Norfolk  Street  Playground,  making  $9,000  for 
grading  alone  at  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground, 
while  only  $3,500  is  asked  for  the  Carolina  Avenue 
Playground.  If  you  take  into  consideration  the 
bridge  over  the  railroad,  which  is  necessary  at  the 
Norfolk  Street  Playground,  as  you  cannot  expect 
the  children  to  run  backwards  and  forwards  across 
the  tracks  at  any  playground — I  think  you  will 
realize  that  every  statement  I  have  made  here 
will  be  verified.  I  have  been  only  reading  from  the 
estimates  of  the  Park  Department,  after  all.  It 
will  require  $19,200  to  make  a  $25,000  playground 
available  for  play  purposes.  If  you  figure  in  the 
bridge,  it  will  take  $32,250  to  make  a  $25,000 
playground  available  for  play  purposes.  I  think 
that  is  an  unwise  expenditure.  I  think  it  is  es- 
pecially so  when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  the  playground  was  erroniously  situated 
in  the  first  place.  The  gentleman  admits  that  he 
was  against  it.  It  is  on  the  extreme  end  of  Matta- 
pan, as  he  says.  The  agitation  last  ye.ar  in  favor 
of  a  playground  was  entirely  from  the  center  of  the 
Mattapan  district.  It  is  needed  there  doubly,  be- 
cause we  have  a  communication  from  Hyde  Park, 
and  Hyde  Park  wants  a  playground  in  that  dis- 
trict. For  that  reason  I  hope  that  the  amendment 
offered  by  Coun.  Watson  will  prevail,  and  in  order 
to  bring  the  matter  down  to  a  clear-cut  issue  I 
will  withdraw  my  amendment  and  urge  the  adop- 
tion of  the  amendment  making  the  amount  $74,000 
rather  than  $100,000. 

Co>m.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  just  a  word  on  this  Norfolk  Street  Plaj-- 
ground  question.  I  agree  a  good  deal  with  what 
Coun.  Smith  says  in  regard  to  the  location  of  that 
playground.     I  believe  in  the  beginning  that  that 
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plti,\'fj:rountl  was  int(_'ndcd  l-o  bo  placed  somewhere 
right  near  Mattapan  square,  and  the  playground 
they  have  selected  is  a  considerable  distance  from 
that  square.  But  apart  from  that,  when  you  come 
to  read  the  records  and  recommendations  of  the 
Park  Commission,  it  appears  to  me  that  it  showed 
very  poor  business  judgment  to  go  and  select  a 
location  like  that  for  $25,000,  where  it  was  going 
to  cost  so  much  to  put  it  in  order  for  playground 
purposes.  The  gentlemen  have  quoted  the  figures 
of  cost  necessary  to  put  that  playground  in  good 
condition  for  playground  purposes,  but  they  are 
both  in  error.  The  Park  Department  claims  that 
it  is  going  to  cost  $30,000,  exclusive  of  the  locker 
building,  to  put  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground  in 
proper  order.  In  the  first  statement  that  they 
made  to  this  Council,  when  they  asked  for  a  loan 
of  $316,000  for  park  purposes,  they  submitted  an 
item  of  $46,420  for  Norfolk  street.  Sixteen  thou- 
sand dollars  tor  locker  building  would  leave  $30,420 
to  equip  the  playground.  I  do  believe  that  it  was 
a  mistake  to  put  the  playground  in  that  location, 
but  we  have  it  there  and  it  is  of  no  use  in  its 
present  condition.  For  that  reason  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  order  as  presented  here  to-day. 

Coun.  WATSON~Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  opposite  (Coun.  Ballantyne)  how 
far  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground  is  from  Franklin 
Field,  if  he  knows? 

-  Coun.  BALLANTYNE— To  the  best  of  my 
judgment  that  playground  is  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
nearer  to  Franklin  Field  than  it  is  to  Mattapan 
square. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  the  thing  a  little  more  definite.  How  near  is 
Norfolk  Street  Playground  to  Franklin  Field?  I 
don't  care  about  the  Mattapan  square  part  of  it 
at  all. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  should  say,  to  the 
best  of  my  judgment,  that  it  must  be  at  least  half 
a  mile  from  Franklin  Field.  I  simply  /want  to  be 
placed  on  record  as  saying  that  I  do  not  now,  and 
never  did,  favor  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground 
location,  and  I  \\ash  to  say  that  I  don't  think  the 
residents  in  and  around  Mattapan  square  had  a 
fair  and  square  deal  when  that  location  was 
selected.  When  the  order  came  in  first  for  $25,000 
for  a  playground  for  the  Mattapan  district  it  was 
the  opinion — and  in  this  I  believe  I  voice  the 
sentiment  of  every  member  of  the  Council  when 
they  passed  the  appropriation — and  the  under- 
standing here  that  it  was  to  be  placed  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  Mattapan  square.  Some  of  us 
went  out  there  and  looked  over  locations  between 
Mattapan  square  and  Hyde  Park,  and  several  vers 
good  locations  might  have  been  had  very  near  to 
Mattapan  square.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say  on  the 
question.  I  am  as  much  opposed  to  that  location 
as  before,  but  still  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
appropriation  to  equip  the  ground. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
bigger  question  to  be  considered  here,  after  all, 
which  I  think  has  been  overlooked.  This  Council 
has  always  stood  in  favor  of  the  pay-as-you-go 
policy.  Some  items  were  sent  to  the  Council  some 
weeks  ago  pertaining  to  the  improvement  of  play- 
grounds which  were  already  in  existence  and  were 
in  need  of  repair  and  renovation.  Such  work 
properly  should  come  from  maintenance,  and  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  seen  his  way  clear  to  remedy 
the  condition  in  that  respect  by  withdrawing  the 
suggestion  that  money  be  raised  by  loan  for  such 
playgrounds  as  should  be  cared  for  out  of  the  tax 
lev.v — for  example,  the  Mj'stic  Playground.  I 
hope  that  the  Council  will  act  speedily  on  the 
recommendation.  All  this  work  before  us  now  is 
construction  work.  Preferably  I  should  like  to  see 
it  oome  from  taxes.  But  in  view  of  the  condition 
of  the  city's  finances  at  the  present  time  we  cannot 
afford  that.  If  we  could  afford  it,  I  believe  the 
$100,000  for  surfacing  of  roads  should  come 
strictly  from  taxes.  This  is  construction  work, 
and  I  believe  it  is  entirely  proper  that  this  work, 
under  the  circumstances,  .should  be  done  by  way 
of  loan.  Therefore,  I  hope  the  Council  will  see  its 
way  clear  to  pass  the  appropriation  and  stand  by 
the  recommendation  of  thC;.  Park  Commissioners. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  to 
remind  the  Council  that  we  have  before  us  in 
committee  an  application  for  a  loan  of  $25,000  for 
Mattapan  Playground.  Just  bear  that  in  mind — 
and  here  we  are  considering  whether  we  are  going 
to  spend  $26,000  to  fix  up  a  playground  which 
was,  I  personally  believe,  bought  in  entire  viola- 
tion cf  the  appropriation. 

Coun.     Watson's    amendment,    to    strike    out 


"$100,000"  and  the  words  "Norfolk  Street  Play- 
ground" and  insert  in  place  thereof  "$74,000," 
was  declared,  rejected.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the 
vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nayS. 

The  amendment  was  rejected,  yeas  2,  nays  5: 

Yeas — Coun.  Smith,  Watson — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley, 
Collins,  McDonald — 5. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  in  order 
to  correct  a  misunderstanding  tfiat  may  be  in  the 
minds  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  in 
view  of  the  statement  I  made  when  I  .put  in  the 
order — that  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that 
the  items  opposite  each  of  these  different  parts 
.should  be  expended  for  those  parts  alone — I  would 
say  that  I  may  have  made  a  slight  mistake  in 
regard  to  that.  But  the  idea  is  that  this  money 
should  not  be  used  for  other  parts  outside  of  those 
stated  in  that  schedule.  I  think  that  is  the  opinion 
of  the  members  of  the  Council,  that  it  should  not 
be  used  for  other  parts. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily  in 
favor  of  fitting  out  playgrounds  and  making  them 
useful,  and  I  am  absolutely  against  these  lump 
sum  loans  and  appropriations.  I  have  been  against 
the  policy  we  have  followed  In  that  respect  on 
sewers,  and  I  am  against  it  in  connection  with 
this  loan.  I  am  absolutely  against  the  Norfolk 
street  appropriation  of  $20,000  included  in  this. 
I  am  against  the  lump  sum  method,  because  after 
we  have  passed  the  money  we  have  no  control 
over  it  and  the  head  of  the  department  and  the 
Mayor  can  do  as  they  see  fit  with  the  money. 
They  can  spend  it  on  one  playground  or  divide  it 
as  they  have  specified  in  this  order.  Therefore, 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  $100,000.  If  there 
was  any  danger  that  this  order  would  not  pass, 
if  my  vote  were  the  controlling,  deciding  vote,  I 
would  vote  in  "favor  of  the  order,  because  I  am  so 
much  in  sympathy  with  the  fitting  up  of  play- 
grounds, as  evidenced  by  my  orders  of  last  year. 
But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  my  vote  will  be  the 
only  one  against  it  and  that  I  can  thereby  register 
my  personal  opinion  as  against  lump  sum  appro- 
priations and  against  Norfolk  street,  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  order  for  the  very  reason  that  the 
councilor  is  going  to  vote  against  it — because  I 
want  the  order  to  pass.  The  gentleman  states 
that  if  the  order  would  not  pass  without  his  vote 
he  would  vote  in  favor  of  it.  I  don't  think  the 
conclusion  he  draws  is  a  logical  one.  I  think  if 
the  order  is  good  enough  to  vote  for  when  a  vote 
is  needed,  it  is  good  enough  to  vote  for  when  it 
isn't  needed.  I  voted  with  him  to. strike  out  the 
part  of  the  order  relating  to  the  Norfolk  Street 
Playground,  and  I  believe  I  was  consistent  when 
I  did  that.  In  order  to  have  certain  things  that 
I  do  believe  in,  I  am  going  to  swallow  what  I 
don't  believe  in.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  the  order. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  6,  nays  1: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley, 
Collins,  McDonald,  Watson — 6. 

Nays — Coun.  Smith — 1. 

President  KENNY— The  order  will  take  its 
second  reading  in  not  less  than  fourteen  days. 


FINANCE.       . 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  March  3)  for  loan  of 
$34,000  for  City  Hall  Annex — that  the  same 
ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice. 

Report  accepted:   said  order  rejected. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  March  3)  for  loan  of  $45,000  for  stadium 
at  Franklin  Field — that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass,  without  prejudice. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE--Mr.  President,  I  wish 
to  say  just  a  word  on  that  matter.  The  reason 
that  the  Committee  on  Finance  have  for  reporting 
in  favor  of  the  rejecting  of  the  order  without 
prejudice  is  this.  Some  members  of  the  committee 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  investigation  they  have 
made  with  regard  to  the  project  and  would  like 
a  little  further  time.  Unless  we  take  some  action 
to-day  the  order  will  become  effective  on  the 
second  day  of  May,  and  it  is  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  the  members  of  the  Council  time  to  consider 
the  matter  further  that  this  action  is  suggested. 
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I  believe  the  majority  of  the  members  are  in  favor 
of  the  project,  but  they  would  like  to  take  a  little 
further  time  to  consider  it.  Another  reason:  We 
have  had  a  number  of  loan  orders  withdrawn, 
amounting  to  something  over  81,000,000,  and  we 
have  a  number  of  loan  orders  before  the  committee 
at  the  present  time.  It  is  the  opinion  of  some  if 
not  a  majority  of  the  committee  that  we  ought  to 
take  those  matters  up  all  at  once  and  discuss  them, 
and  distribute  what  money  there  is  available  for 
the  most  necessary  improvements.  This  may  be 
considered  one  of  the  most  necessary  improvements 
when  trie  time  comes  for  the  committee  to  consider 
the  entire  loan  question.  It  is  not  that  the  mem- 
bers are  deciding  against  a  stadium,  by  any  means, 
but  simply  for  the  purpose  of  considering  all  the 
financial  questions  of  the  city  together. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  rejected. 

(.3)  Report  oil  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  April  16)  for  loan  of 
$16,000  for  Bath  House,  Wood  Island  Park— that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  first  reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  again  I  arise  to 
explain  what  I  believe  will  be  the  only  vote  against 
this  proposition.  This  is  a  loan  order.  It  calls 
for  the  replacement  of  a  building  that  was  built 
by  loan  and  which  was  burned  down.  I  think 
sound  finance  for  a  city  is  just  the  same  as  sound 
finance  for  an  individual.  If  I  had  a  house  that 
I  had  borrowed  money  to  build,  and  carried  no 
insurance  on  the  house,  and  it  burned  down,  I 
would  not  think  of  going  and  borrowing  more 
money  to  rebuild  that  building.  So  if  the  city 
builds  a  building  on  loan  and  the  building  burns 
down,  we  ought  not  to  issue  more  bonds  to  rebuild 
that  structure.  We  set  aside  money  each  year 
as  a  reserve  fund  for  just  such  contingencies,  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  we  ought,  following  sound 
financial  principles,  to  use  that  money  for  rebuild- 
ing any  structures  which  are  burned.  We  will  be 
faced  in  a  few  weeks  with  exactly  the  same  proposi- 
tion on  a  coal  pocket  at  the  City  Hospital.  The 
city  does  not  carry  any  insurance.  We  are  not 
like  many  corporations  in  that  respect.  The  great 
railroads  and  even  the  steamship  companies  carry 
their  own  insurance — insure  themselves.  The  city 
does  not  do  that.  But  we  do  each  year  set  aside 
a  sum  against  catastrophes,  and  I  believe  this 
building  should  come  out  of  that  sum.  Therefore, 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order,  simply  as  a 
financial  matter.  Of  course,  I  want  a  bath  house 
at  Wood  Island  Park.  People  there  have  become 
accustomed  to  it.  That  is  one  of  our  greatest 
city  parks.  It  is  capable  of  great  development. 
If  the  cars  of  the  Elevated  are  extended  there  it 
\vill  be  used  even  more  than  it  is  at  the  present 
time.  I  think  the  people  of  East  Boston  have  even 
too  few  such  opportunities,  and  I  want  to  see  what 
opportunities  they  have-developed  to  the  utmost. 
But  I  do  want  to  follow  the  right  financial  lines 
in  developing  these  parks.  Let  us  do  as  we  do  as 
individuals.  The  fact  that  we  are  dealing  with 
millions  does  not  change  the  problem  at  all.  There- 
fore, I  am  going  to  vote  against  a  loan  order  for 
Wood  Island  bath  house;  but  I  will  vote  for  an 
appropriation  or  a  transfer  for  the  same  purpose. 

Coun.  BUCKLEy— Mr.  President.  I  am  glad 
that  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Smith) 
is  in  favor  of  this  proposition,  although  as  he  says 
he  himself  wants  to  be  consistent  and  will  there- 
fore vote  against  the  order,  because  he  does  not 
believe  in  the  policy  of  replacing  an  old  building 
by  loan.  The  precedent  has  already  been  estab- 
lished in  that  respect,  however.  I  believe  when  the 
fire  repair  shop  was  destroyed  the  new  building 
was  rebuilt  by  loan.  The  question,  to  my  mind, 
is  not  whether  this  building  ought  to  bo  rephicfci 
by  loan  or  from  the  tax  levy,  but  is  simply  Ihis: 
Are  the  people  of  East  Boston  going  to  be  deprived 
of  that  bath  house  during  the  summer  that  is  just 
coming  on?  I  believe  they  should  not  be  deprived 
of  it.  This  will  be  a  new  building,  and  consequently 
is  in  the  nature  of  a  permanent  improvement — 
although  I  agree  with  what  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  11  says  in  regard  to  replacing  old  buildings. 
But,  as  the  city  carries  no  insurance,  it  seems  to 
me  we  should  vote  in  favor  of  this  proposition 
to-day,  because  it  will  be  such  a  source  of  benefit 
to  the  inhabitants  of  that  section. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
councilor  on  my  right  (Coun.  Smith)  voiced  my 
sentiments  in  regard  to  the  replacing  of  buildings 
and  property  of  the  City  of  Boston  destroyed  by 
fire.     I  believe  that  wherever  a  building  is  burned 


down  the  city  ought  to  act  as  its  own  insurer  and 
that  that  building  ought  to  be  replaced  from  taxes. 
The  first  or  second  year  I  was  in  the  Board,  I 
believe,  I  favored  that  principle  when  Curtis  Hall 
was  destroyed,  and  succeeded  in  getting  an  ap- 
propriation of  $50,000  from  taxes  to  reconstruct 
Curtis  Hall.  We  tried  the  same  plan  of  appropria- 
tion for  the  Fire  Department  repair  shop;  but 
that  rnatter  came  late  in  the  year  and  it  was 
impossible  to  get  an  appropriation.  It  was  an 
urgent  case,  and  for  that  reason  we  borrowed  the 
inoney.  We  are  up  against  about  the  same  proposi- 
tion now  with  reference  to  Wood  Island  Park.  We 
had  left,  after  the  original  appropriation  bill  was 
passed,  $145,000.  We  have  now  passed  a  supple- 
mentary appropriation  to-day  of  $115,000,  which 
reduces  the  sum  available  under  the  present  tax 
assessment  to  $30,000.  If  you  take  $16,000  from 
this  for  Wood  Island  Park,  it  leaves  a  balance  of 
but  $14,000  in  the  hands  of  the  city  for  the  balance 
of  the  year,  until  the  new  tax  levy  is  declared.  I 
had  a  talk  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  about  this 
question  of  Wood  Island  Park  bath  house.  I  told 
him  that  every  member  of  the  Council  was  in 
favor  of  its  being  rebuilt,  but  that  it  was  the 
opinion  of  some  that  it  ought  to  come  out  of  taxes 
for  the  reason  that  has  been  stated  in  regard  to 
our  becoming  our  own  insurers.  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  stated  to  me  that  it  was  impossible  to  get 
it  from  taxes  this  year,  and  that  he  would  ab- 
solutely refuse  to  sign  an  appropriation  order  for 
it.  For  that  reason,  and  on  account  of  my  anxiety 
to  supply  the  people  of  that  district  with  this  very 
necessar.v  eciuipment,  T  am  going  to  vote  that  this 
come  by  loan,  although  sadly  against  my  own 
wishes  in  that  respect,  as  I  would  prefer  to  see  the 
money  come  by  appropriation. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  seem  to  be  in 
the  amusing  position  of  being  right  in  theory  and 
having  the  Council  agree  with  me  in  theory,  but 
nobody  seems  willing  to  put  the  theory  into  prac- 
tice. I  don't  see  why  I  should  change  my  theory, 
especially  when  the  Council  agrees  with  me,  and 
when  I  know  I  am  taking  a  sound  financial  posi- 
tion, simply  because  the  Mayor  does  not  agree 
with  that  position.  If  the  Mayor  will  not  change 
his  views,  I  don't  know  why  I  should  change  mine, 
when  I  know  that  I  am  right,  and  I  don't  know 
why  the  other  councilors  should  "change  their 
views,  when  they  agree  with  me  in  this  matter. 
The  Mayor  was  wrong  in  another  matter,  as  we 
found  yesterday.  He  was  wrong  in  the  matter  of 
$17,000  for  Public  Works  Department.  That  was 
a  mistake,  and  that  appropriation  should  not  be 
made.  If  the  Mayor  is  consistent,  let  him  correct 
that  mistake,  and  then  we  can  have  the  money  for 
the  Wood  Island  Park  bath  house  within  the  tax 
levy.  Commissioner  Rourke  told  us  frankly  and 
openly  that  the  Mayor  misunderstood  his  letter, 
and  that,  while  of  course  $17,000  is  always  welcome 
to  the  head  of  a  department,  it  was  not  really 
needed.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the 
$17,000  for  Public  Works  Department,  and  I  think 
the  Mayor,  if  he  is  consistent,  ought  to  change  his 
attitude  on  Wood  Island  Park  bath  house,  sending 
us  down  an  appropriation  order — which,  of  course, 
we  cannot  originate — and  thus  correct  two  mistakes 
with  one  blow. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  wish 
to  say  that  the  Mayor's  attitude  in  regard  to  this 
order  for  Wood  Island  Park  bath  house  has  not 
influenced  my  vote  one  particle.  If  there  had  been 
plenty  of  money  at  the  command  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  upon  which  we  could  dra^v  out  of  taxes, 
neither  the  Mayor  nor  anybody  else  would  change 
my  mind.  But  the  figures  I  have  given  you  here 
are  my  only  reason  for  voting  that  this  Ido  taken 
from  a  loan  at  the  present  time.  It  is  a  necessary 
improvement  and  something  that  cannot  be  put 
off  until  next  year.  That  is  the  reason  for  changing 
my  attitude  at  this  time. 

President  KENNY^ — Before  calling  the  roll,  the 
Chair  would  like  to  state  that,  in  his  opinion,  an 
insurance  fund  should  be  created  and  a  contribu- 
tion made  to  that  fund  each  year  from  taxes.  If 
that  were  done,  there  would  be  a  fund  already  on 
hand  to  meet  such  an  emergency  as  is  now  before 
us.  'The  Chair  agrees  with  many  things  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  11  has  said,  but  inasmuch  as 
there  is  no  insurance  fund  and  the  building  has 
been  destroyed  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  erect 
a  new  building,  the  Chair  will  vote  for  this  order. 
The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  7,  nays  1 : 
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Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buokloy, 
Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Watson — -7. 

Nays — Coun.  Smith — 1. 

President  KENNY — The  order  will  come  up  for 
its  second  reading  and  passage  in  not  less  than 
fourteen  days. 


SCHOOL   STADIUM,   FRANKLIN   FIELD. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  sum  of  forty-five  thousand  dollars  (,$4.5,000) 
be  and  hereby  is  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Commission  for  School  Stadium,  Franklin  Field, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


WORK   HORSE   PARADE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Police  Commissioner  be  authorized  to  close  to 
travel  by  vehicles,  except  fire,  police,  mail  and 
hospital  wagons,  and  the  automobile  of  the 
Mayor,  the  following  streets  for  the  formation 
and  parade  of  the  Boston  Work  Horse  Parade 
Association,  on  May  30,  1913,  between  the  hours 
of  8  a.  m.  and  12  noon,  viz.: 

For  the  formation:  Sherborn,  Deerfield,  Granby, 
Raleigh,  Kenmore,  Ashby  and  Chilmark  streets, 
Bay  State  road  and  Beacon  street,  from  Charles- 
gate  West  to  Commonwealth  avenue. 

For  the  parade:  Massachusetts  avenue,  from 
Commonwealth  avenue  to  Beacon  street,  and 
Beacon  street,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to 
Charles  street.

SUPPLEMENTARY  APPROPRIATION  BILL. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations,-submitted  a  report  on  the  message 
of  the  Mayor  and  supplementary  appropriation 
bill  (referred  April  2) — recommending  passage  in 
following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  to  provide  additional  means  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the 
financial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
February,  1913,  of  performing  the  duties  devolving 
by  statute  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or  upon  the 
departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  sums  of  money 
hereinafter  specified  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  objects  and  purposes  herein- 
after stated,  that  said  sums  be  met  by  taxes  to 
the  amount  so  appropriated,  and  be  raised  by  tax 
on  the  polls  and  estates  taxable  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  that  all  orders  heretofore  passed 
relating  to  taxes  and  the  interest  thereon  apply 
to  the  taxes  hereinafter  provided  for.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was  laid 
over  to  the  next  meeting  under  the  rule. 

Later  in  the  session,  o'n  motion  of  Coun.  AT- 
TRIDGE, the  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules  that  a  roll 
call  is  necessar.v  on  this  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  for  a  division  of  the  question. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  Chair  understand 
that  the  gentleman  means  that  each  item  shall  be 


taken  separately,  or  that  there  are  certain  ones 
which  he  wishes  to  have  taken  up  separately? 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  each  item  taken  up  separately.  I  think  that 
will  be  fairer  to  all  the  members. 

The  item  for  the  Assessing  Department  was 
adopted. 

The  item  for  the  Building  Department  was 
adopted. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  item 
for  the  Cemetery  Department, 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily  in 
favor  of  this  appropriation  of  .$7,500,  but  I  should 
like  to  move  an  amendment  which  will  read  that 
this  additional  amount  shall  go  to  provide  for  in- 
creased wages  of  laborers.  This  is  the  only  appro- 
priation that  provides  for  any  increase  of  the  $2.25 
inen  to  S2.50  a  day.  This  is  the  only  appropria- 
tion sent  in  by  the  Mayor  which  provides  any 
increase  for  the  laborers.  Out  of  this  large  total 
there  is  onl.v  >1f7,500,  according  to  the  statement  of 
the  heads  of  departments,  to  provide  for  an  in- 
crease for  laborers.  This  is  the  only  item  that 
provides,  or  can  provide,  for  any  increase  for  city- 
laborers  now  getting  S2.25  a  day.  Therefore,  I 
want  to  make  sure  that  those  laborers  do  get  that 
increase.  I  am  not  going  to  vote  for  this  item  if 
it  may  be  spent  to  fix  up  the  burying  grounds, 
simply  improve  their  condition.  Yesterday,  before 
the  committee,  and  my  statement  will  be  borne 
out  by  the  stenographic  report,  Mr.  Phipps  ap- 
peared before  the  department,  and  said,  in  answer 
to  the  direct  question,  "What  will  you  do  with  this 
money  if  you  get  it?"  that  he  would  probably 
spend  it  in  fixing  up  the  old  burying  grounds.  He 
was  asked  if  he  could  spend  it  to  increase  the  pay 
of  the  laborers.  He  said  he  could,  but  probably 
would  not  do  so.  When  asked  how  many  laborers 
there  were,  he  said  seventy  or  eighty.  If  I  am  to 
vote  for  this  item  it  will  only  be  with  my  amend- 
ment in,  because  I  will  never  vote  $7,500  additional 
to  fix  up  the  old  burying  grounds  when  it  should 
be  Spent  for  increasing  the  pay  of  the  laborers  to 
$2.50  a  day.  If  my  amendment  is  defeated,  I  shall 
vote  against  this  item.  I  don't  care  what  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  will  do,  but  that  is 
my  position.  I  want  to  have  the  pay  of  those 
seventy  or  eighty  men  raised  from  .$2.25  to  $2.50 
a  day,  and  I  shall  only  vote  for  this  item  with  the 
amendment  I  suggest. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  rule  that 
the  amendment  is  a  modification  of  the  Mayor's 
order,  a  change  in  the  original  appropriation,  and 
that  it  is  therefore  not  in  order.  It  is  in  effect 
originating  an  appropriation. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  speak  on 
the  ruling? 

President  KENNY— I  should  say  that  that 
would  be  out  of  order.  Of  course,  the  member  is 
entitled  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  merely  desire  to  make  a  brief 
statement,  Mr.  President. 

President  KENNY — If  there  is  no  objection, 
with  unanimous  consent,  the  member  may  proceed 
and  make  a  brief  statement. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  may  differ 
from  the  rest  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and 
even  from  a  good  many  citizens  of  the  town,  in 
my  opinion  as  to  our  powers  in  regard  to  amending 
a  certain  portion  of  the  Mayor's  appropriation 
order  so  as  to  definitely  point  out  that  money  shall 
go  to  laborers.  I  may  be  at  odds  with  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  with  others  on  that  matter, 
but  I  rely  on  the  charters  of  Boston.  Let  me  read 
to  you  briefly  from  the  Charter  of  1885  on  this 
subject  and  from  the  Charter  of  .1909,  under  which 
we  are  acting.  I  will  call  attention  to  those  two 
charters,  and  .you  will  see  that  the  Charter  of  1885 
was  more  specific  on  this  point,  that  it  took  away 
more  power  from  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
City  Council  than  does  tfie  present  charter;  and 
if  they  had  the  power  to  do  this  under  the  Charter 
of  1885,  we  have  more  power  to  do  it  to-day.  The 
Charter  of  1885,  section  12,  read  as  follows: 

"Section  12.  Neither  the  City  Council  nor 
either  branch  thereof,  nor  any  member  or  com- 
mittee thereof  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  nor  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  acting  in  any  capacity  in 
which  said  Board  may  act  separatel.v  under  special 
powers  conferred  upon  it,  nor  any  member  or 
committee  of  said  Board  acting  in  any  such 
capacity,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take  part  in 
any  stich  capacity,  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the  making 
of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials  or  supplies, 
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the  construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any  public 
works,  buildings  or  otiier  property,  or  the  care, 
custody  and  management  of  the  same,  or  in  the 
conduct  of  any  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  city,  or  in  the  expenditure  of  public 
money,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
cotitingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  City 
Council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  nor,  except 
as  is  otherwise  provided  in  sections  one  and  two, 
in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officers  or 
subordinates  for  whose  appointment  and  removal 
provision  is  hereinbefore  made;  but  nothing  in 
this  section  contained  shall  affect  the  powers  or 
duties  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  relation  to 
state  aid  to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  to 
the  families  of  those  killed  in  the  Civil  War." 

That  section  of  the  Charter  of  1885  is  more 
inclusive  than  is  the  section  referring  to  this 
matter  in  the  present  charter.  Here  is  the  Charter 
of  1909,  section  8: 

"Neither  the  City  Council,  nor  any  member  or 
committee,  officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  directly 
or  indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk  take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor, 
the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials, 
supplies  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the  construction, 
alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public  works,  buildings, 
or  other  property;  nor  in  the  care,  custod.y,  and 
management  of  the  same;  nor  in  the  conduct  of 
the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
city  or  county;  nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal 
of  any  municipal  or  county  employee,  nor  in  the 
expenditure  of  public  money  except  such  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  contingent  and  incidental 
expenses  of  the  City  Council.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  affect  the  powers  or  duties 
of  the  City  Council  as  the  successor  of  the  present 
Board  of  Aldermen  relative  to  state  or  military  aid 
and  soldiers'  relief." 

In  other  words,  the  present  charter,  in  section  8, 
follows  almost  identically  the  charter  of  1885  in 
section  12,  except  that  it  is  not  as  inclusive.  It 
does  not  contain  as  many  provisions.  Under  the 
old  charter  they  acted  on  these  matters,  and  the 
only  reason  we  are  not  acting  on  these  matters  is 
because  of  a  ruling  of  the  late  Corporation  Counsel. 
I  maintain  that  this  body  has  the  right  to  amend 
the  appropriation  orders  sent  in  by  the  Mayor  so 
as  to  specify  that  appropriations  shall  go  for  the 
benefit  of  the  laborers.  The  only  thing  you  can 
bring  against  that  contention  is  this.  You  may 
say  that  interferes  in  the  employment  of  labor. 
That  is  the  only  phrase  that  hits  it.  Does  it  inter- 
fere with  the  employment  of  labor?  Are  we  em- 
ploying any  more  men  in  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment when  we  give  them  S2.50  a  day  than  when 
they  get  $2.25  a  day?  We  are  simply  saying  that 
the  men  now  there,  already  employed,  shall  have 
their  pay  increased;  we  are  not  employing  any 
more  men.  Therefore,  I  urge  that  this  amenclment 
be  passed  and  that  when  we  grant  this  87,500  it 
be  spent  for  what  we  want  it  to  be  spent  for. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  did  not  rule  on 
the  question  to  which  the  member  has  last  ad- 
dressed himself.  The  Chair's  ruling  was  based  on 
the  fact  that  the  Council  cannot  originate  an 
appropriation  item,  and  in  his  opinion  a  change  in 
the  wording  of  the  item  "Cemetery  Department," 
by  adding  the  words  "to  provide  for  increased 
wages  for  laborers,"  is  in  effect  originating  an 
appropriation.  The  question  is  on  the  passage  of 
the  item  of  S7,.500  for  the  Cemetery  Department. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  for 
instruction  on  the  ruling? 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  understood  that 
the  member  offered  an  amendment  in  connection 
with  this  $7,500  item,  that  it  be  used  to  provide 
for  increased  wages  for  laborers,  or  words  to  that 
effect.     The  Chair  so  understood. 

Coun.  SMITH— Exactly. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  rules  that  that 
is  a  modification  of  the  item  as  submitted  by  the 
Mayor,  and  that  it  is  not  open  to  the  Council  to  so 
treat  the  matter. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  a  matter  of 
construction  can  you  tell  me  the  way  to  bring 
that  about?  • 

President  KENNY — By  defeating  the  item  itself 
and  passing  a  resolution  asking  the  Mayor  to  send 
in  a  new  order.  The  question  comes  on  the  passage 
of  this  item. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  it.  My  only  reason  is  because  I 
believe  this  money  should  go  to  increase  the  wages 
of  those  seventy  or  eighty  men,  and  if  the  Council 


will  support  the  negative  side  and  kill  this  item, 
I  believe  we  have  power  to  initiate  an  appropria- 
tion for  that  purpose.  I  shall,  therefore,  im- 
mediately put  in  an  order  to  that  effect.  We  are 
voting  now,  according  to  tlie  statement  by  Mr. 
Phipps  made  Monday,  .$7,500  to  go  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  old  burying  grounds.  That  is  according 
to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Phipps,  representing  the 
Cemetery  Department.  Not  one  cent  of  that  will 
go  to  the  employees.  The  laborers  are  now  getting 
$2.25  a  day,  and  they  will  not  get  one  cent  of  this 
in  increased  wages.  This  is  the  only  appropriation 
out  of  the  whole  bundle  sent  in  by  the  Mayor  that 
could  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  wages 
of  laborers.  Therefore,  I  hope  the  Council  will 
vote  against  the  item. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  don't  see 
how  the  gentleman  can  make  such  a  statement  as 
that,  if  he  has  looked  at  the  original  supplementary 
appropriation  order  sent  to  us  by  the  Mayor.  I 
don't  care  what  Mr.  Phipps  or  anybody  else  says; 
the  Mayor  distinctly  says  in  the  supplementary 
appropriation  order  sent  to  this  Council  on  April  2 
that 

"It  is  niy  intention  to  grant  reasonable  increases 
in  wages  in  many  of  the  departments,  principally 
laborers,  from  S2.25  to  .$2.50  a  day,  and  I  am  in- 
formed b3'  several  department  heads  that  their 
present  appropriations  will  not  permit  of  this." 

Then  he  goes  farther  than  that,  as  far  as  the 
Cemetery  Department  is  concerned,  and  says,  in 
connection  with  the  item  of  $7,500  for  Cemetery 
Department  in  the  list  he  submits,  "To  provide  for 
increase  from  $2.25  to  $2.50  a  day."  That  is 
sufficient.  We  ought  not  to  get  up  here  and  mis- 
trust the  Mayor  and  heads  of  departments,  think- 
ing they  are  trjang  to  put  something  over  on  us  all 
the  time.  I  think  we  ought  to  be  satisfied  that 
the  Mayor  and  the  head  of  the  department  were 
sincere  when  they  said  that  they  needed  $7,500 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  pay  of  the  laborers. 
I  don't  think  the  gentleman  ought  to  get  up  here 
and  say  he  is  going  to  vote  against  an  appropria- 
tion simply,  gi\dng  the  reason  simply  as  a  subter- 
fuge that  the  laborers  will  not  be  increased  from 
.$2.25  to  .$2. .50  a  day,  when  such  an  increase  is 
just  what  the  appropriation  is  for,  according  to 
the  communication  sent  to  us.  I  trust  that  the 
appropriation  will  be  passed  as  it  is  sent  to  us, 
because  the  laborers  in  the  Cemetery  Department, 
in  my  opinion,  are  entitled  to  $2.50  a  day  and  a 
Saturday  half  holiday.    I  am  going  to  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE—Mr.  President.  I  was 
present  the  other  day  when  Mr.  Phipps  was  before 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and,  if  I  under- 
stood properly  what  was  said,  when  Mr.  Phipps 
was  asked  what  they  were  going  to  do  with  the 
appropriation,  he  said  it  was  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  wages  of  the  men  from  $2.25  to 
$2.50  a  day.  The  question  was  asked  him  if  he 
would  expend  the  money  for  that  purpose,  and  he 
said  yes,  if  he  got  an  order  from  the  Mayor  to  do 
so.  He  was  then  asked,  "If  you  don't  get  an  order 
from  the  Mayor  to  do  this,  what  will  you  expend 
the  money  for?  Would  you  consider  yourself  at 
liberty  to  expend  it  for  the  general  maintenance  of 
the  department?"  And  he  said  he  certainly  would 
consider  himself  in  that  case  perfectly  right  for 
expending  it  for  general  maintenance  of  the  depart- 
ment. But  Mr.  Phipps  came  there,  as  far  as  I 
could  understand,  with  the  understanding  between 
him  and  the  Mayor,  that  if  this  $7,500  was  granted 
to  his  department  it  would  be  e.xpended  for  in- 
creasing the  wages  of  the  laboring  men  from  $2.25 
to  .$2.50  a  day;  and,  taking  that  in  connection 
with  the  statement  made  by  his  Honor  the  Ma.vor 
in  the  message  presenting  this  supplementary  ap- 
propriation bill  to  us,  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that 
the  money  will  be  applied  to  that  purpose.  I  do 
not  see  anv  need  of  amending  the  item. 

Coun.  STMITH- Mr.  President,  Mr.  Phipps, 
according  to  his  own  statfement  before  the  com- 
mittee, knew  nothing  about  this  supplementary 
appropriation.  He  wrote  no  letter  to  the  commit- 
tee. You  remember  that.  It  is  all  in  the  steno- 
graphic report  and  can  be  found  there.  When  asked 
what  he  would  do  with  the  money,  he  said  he 
would  spend  it  for  fixing  up  the  old  burying 
grounds.  He  said  if  he  was  asked  bj'  the  Mayor 
to  increase  the  wages  he  would  do  so,  but  he  said 
he  knew  nothing  of  the  order  that  the  Mayor  sent 
in  and  that  he  came  before  us  without  having 
written  a  letter  and  unprepared  to  answer  as  to 
how  he  would  expend  the  money. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield  a  moment  I  think  perhaps  I  might 
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ask  hiia  u  question  and  also  furnisli  infonnation 
that  would  throw  some  light  upon  this  matter. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  yield 
the  floor? 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if  the 
councilor's  information  would  not  last  until  I  get 
through  mv  brief  remarl<s. 

Coun.  WATSON— It  is  something  that  will  help 
the  gentleman  now,  if  he  will  allow  me. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  would  prefer 
not  to  give  way,  if  it  is  a  simple  matter.  I  think 
it  can  wait. 

Coun.  WATSON— All  right. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Charlestown  who  spoke  last  (Coun.  McDon- 
ald) read  what  purported  to  be  the  purpose  of  this 
supplementary  appropriation.  In  the  Mayor's 
words,  "it  is  my  intention  to  grant  reasonable 
increases  in  wages  in  many  of  the  departments, 
principally  laborers  from  $2.25  to  $2.50  a  day." 
"That  is  all  beside  the  point.  We  cannot  be  buncoed 
by  that.  We  have  sat  and  listened  to  the  heads 
of  departments.  Each  one  has  had  the  question 
asked  him,  "What  will  you  do  with  this  money 
if  we  give  it  to  you?  Can  it  be  spent  for  increasing 
the  wages  of  the  laborers  now  getting  .S2.25-a  day?  " 
The  only  department  that  said  it  could  be  spent 
for  that  purpose  was  the  Cemetery  Department, 
and  I  took  particular  pains  to  ask  the  head  of  the 
department  that  question.  It  is  no  use  for  the 
Mayor  to  put  those  words  in  there,  and  they  do 
not  deceive  any  man  in  this  Council.  It  is  all 
very  well  to  say  he  intends  to  increase  the  laborers' 
pay  to  $2.50  a  day,  but  out  of  this  long  total  of 
items,  amounting  to  .5217,000,  the  only  item  that 
could  be  used  for  that  purpose  is  this  .$7,500.  We 
have  sat  and  listened  to  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments and  we  cannot  be  deceived  by  any  state- 
ment that  the  Mayor  makes  as  a  preamble  to  this 
supplementary  appropriation  bill.  I  trust,  if  we 
cannot  amend  this  order,  according  to  the  Chair's 
ruling,  so  that  the  $7,500  will  go  to  the  laborers 
themselves,  we  will  kill  this  item  of  $7,500,  which 
will  be  used,  if  it  is  given  to  Mr.  Phipps  to  use  in 
his  own  way,  for  the  improvement  of  the  burying 
grounds. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  H  (Coun.  Smith)  in  the  last  few  days 
has  been  laying  great  stress  on  what  is  shown  by 
the  official  stenographer's  record  with  reference  to 
statements  made  by  heads  of  departments  before 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  While  he  was 
on  the  floor  I  endeavored  to  call  his  attention  to 
what  was  said  by  Mr.  Phipps  before  the  committee 
the  other  day,  but  he  would  not  give  way.  If  he 
had  done  so,  I  think  it  would  have  cleared  the 
situation  a  great  deal.  I  will  now  read  for  his 
benefit  just  what  was  said  by  Mr.  Phipps.  To 
my  mind  it  conclusively  proves  that  the  money 
appropriated  for  the  Cemetery  Department  will 
go  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  laborers  from  .$2.25 
to  $2.50  a  day,  and  if  it  is  not  expended  for  that 
purpose  we  shall  be  in  a  position  certainly  to  pass 
a  vote  of  censure,  which  would  be  backed  up  by 
everybody  in  the  city,  of  such  action,  after  state- 
ments made  by  Mr.  Phipps  before  the  committee. 
Statement  by  Chairman  Charles  E.  Phipp-5 

Q.  (By  Chairman  ATTRIDGE.)  Mr.  Phipps, 
did  your  Board  send  a  letter  to  the  Mayor?  A.  It 
did  not. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  hear  what  the 
letter  from  the  Mayor  says  with  regard  to  the  item 
for  the  Cemetery  Department. 

Chairman  ATTRIDGE — Cemetery  Department, 
$7,500,  to  provide  for  increase  from  $2.25  to  $2. .50 
a  day  and  Saturday  half  holiday. 

Q.  (By  Chairman  ATTRIDGE.)  Mr.  Phipps, 
will  you  state  just  how  many  men  you  have  whose 
salary  you  want  to  increase?  A.  I  should  say 
that  the  number  of  men  whose  salary  would  be 
increased  would  be  between  seventy  and  eighty. 
The  increase  would  be  a  quarter  of  a  dollar  a  day, 
you  know. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  WATSON.)  Does  this  supple- 
mentary appropriation  cover  that,  the  amount  you 
need  for  that?    A.    I  should  say  it  would;  yes. 

Q.  If  the  Council  passes  this  appropriation,  you 
intend  to  increase  the  pay  of  those  men  from  .$2.25 
to  .$2.50  a  day?    A.   We  do. 

Q.  Immediately?  A.  I  don't  suppose  we  can 
do  it  until  we  are  ordered  to  do  it,  can  we? 

Q.  (By  Chairman  ATTRIDGE.)  You  mean 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor?  A.  Has  it  been  ordered 
already? 

Q.  You  mean  ordered  by  the  Mayor?  A.  Sure- 
ly.   That  is  what  I  meant. 


That  is  the  statement  made  before  the  com- 
mittee by  Mr.  Phipps,  as  shown  by  the  official 
stenographer's  report;  so  the  trustees  are  in  honor 
bound  to  use  this  money  for  that  purpose,  or  such 
part  of  it  as  is  necessary  to  increase  the  pay  of 
the  laborers  from  $2.25  to  $2.50  a  day,  and  if  they 
don't  do  it  they  are  in  a  position  which  no  man  in 
this  Chamber  would  care  to  be  in.  They  would 
simply  be  going  back  on  their  word  of  honor,  and 
I  believe  Mr.  Phipps  is  a  man  of  honor,  and  when 
he  appeared  before  the  committee  I  believe  he 
was  empowered  by  his  Board  to  make  the  state- 
ment he  did.  Consequently,  I  believe  he  will  be 
backed  up  by  the  full  Cemetery  Board  in  the 
matter  of  standing  by  the  statement  that  he  made 
to  our  body.  I  'hope  the  item  will  pass  unani- 
mously, and  I  hope  after  what  I  have  said,  the 
councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.-  Smith)  will  agree 
with  me  and  vote  for  the  appropriation. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  glad 
that  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  has 
quoted  the  stenographic  notes.  I  will  read  on  a 
little  farther  (reading) ; 

Q.  (By  Chairman  ATTRIDGE.)  Mr.  Phipps, 
if  this  appropriation  were  passed  and  you  received 
no  executive  order  from  the  iVIayor,  would  you 
think  your  Board  would  be  justified  in  using  that 
money  for  other  purposes?  A.  Well,  it  would  be 
money  handed  to  us  that  we  didn't  ask  for,  you 
know. 

Q.  That  you  didn't  ask  for?  A.  We  didn't  ask 
for  this.  We  asked  in  our  original  estimate  for  a 
great  deal  more  than  we  got,  of  course.  Now,  I 
understand  that  the  other  departments  have  come 
forward  and  written  letters  which  have  been  read 
to-day,  and  sO  forth.  We  wrote  no  letter,  nothing 
of  that  kind.  The  first  intimation  I  had  of  this 
was  when  we  were  called  up  by  Mr.  Dever  and  told 
that  we  were  to  have  $7,500  more;  but  we  didn't 
take  any  action  upon  it. 

To  read  another  extract : 

Q.  (By  Coun.  SMITH.)  If  this  appropriation 
is  passed,  of  course  it  is  for  no  definite  purpose. 
Barring  a  recommendation  from  the  Mayor  as  to 
an  increase,  of  course  you  would  be  $7,500  to  the 
good  with  no  definite  instructions.  What  would 
you  do  in  that  case?  A.  Well,  we  asked  for 
$40,000  to  fix  up  the  old  grounds.  We  got  $90,000, 
exactly  the  amount  we  spent  last  year.  We  would 
like  to  fix  up  the  old  grounds,  as  we  would  like  to 
have  them  a  credit  to  the  city.  You  notice  that 
we  are  spending  $2,000  at  the  present  time  over 
on  the  Granary.  We  think  you  will  be  pretty  well 
satisfied  when  you  see  the  work  accomplished  there. 
Year  after  year  we  ask  this  appropriation  for  the 
old  grounds,  but  we  never  have  got  a  cent. 

In  other  words,  gentlemen,  if  we  pass  this  $7, .500 
item  and  the  Mayor  doe.s  not  send  an  order  to  the 
Cemetery  Trustees  to  increase  the  pay  of  the 
seventy  or  eighty  men  in  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment, according  to  Mr.  Phipps  they  will  spend 
the  money  on  the  old  burying  grounds,  just  as  I 
have  stated.  Now,  what  is  the  Mayor's  inten- 
tion? We  can  only  judge  the  Mayor's  intention 
by  his  past  acts.  He  has  got  in  the  Paving  De- 
partment appropriation  .$400,000,  according  to 
Commissioner  Rourke,  and  he  has  not  seen  fit  to 
telephone  down  to  Commissioner  Rourke  and  say, 
"  Use  $115,000  of  that  to  increase  the  pay  of  1,542 
laborers  from  $2.25  a  day  that  they  are  now  getting 
to  $2.50  a  day."  If  the  Mayor's  actions  in  regard 
to  the  Cemetery  Department  are  to  be  judged  by 
his  actions  with  reference  to  the  Public  Works 
Department,  he  will  never  send  that  order  to  Mr. 
Phipps,  and  if  he  does  not  send  the  oi-der  to  Mr. 
Phipps.  Mr.  Phipps  says  he  will  use  the  money  for 
the  old  burying  grounds.  I  claim  that  we  ought 
to  make  that  order  definite,  so  as  to  apply  to 
increases  in  wages  of  employees  in  the  Cemetery 
Department,  or  that  we  ought  to  kill  the  order. 

The  item  of  $7,500  for  Cemetery  Department 
was  declared  adopted. 

Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  item  was  adopted,  ye.as  7,  nays  1 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley, 
Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Watson — 7, 

Nay.s — Coun.  Smith — 1.  v 

The  item  of  185,000  for  Election  Department  was 
adopted. 

The  item  of  $25,000  for  Fire  Department  was 
adopted. 

The  item  of  $20,000  for  Health  Department  was 
adopted. 

The  Jtem  of  $22,000  for  Hospital  Department 
was  adopted. 


APRIL    23,    1913. 
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The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  item 
of  835,000  for  Park  and  Recreation  Department. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  without  detain- 
ing the  Council  at  any  length  I  would  like  to 
simply  call  attention  to  one  statement  made  by 
Mr.  Shea  for  that  department.  When  v.'e  made 
up  the  budget  I  asked  him  how  much  it  was  going 
to  take  to  run  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  each  year, 
and  he  then  said  850,000.  I  asked  him  that  ques- 
tion the  other  day,  and  he  now  says  860,000.  This 
appropriation  of  S.35,000  is  going  to  make  it  possible 
to  carry  on  larger  work  in  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
I  think  it  is  time  to  call  a  halt  on  increasing  appro- 
priations for  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium.  The 
only  result  of  the  Parkman  Fund,  a  gift  of  millions 
to  the  city,  has  been  to  saddle  upon  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  an  annual  expense  of  860,000  a  year. 
That  is  the  net  result  of  Mr.  Parkman's  gift  to 
this  city — to  make  each  one  of  the  taxpayers 
share  in  an  annual  burden  of  860,000  a  year.  We 
have  got  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  and  have  got  to 
maintain  them,  but  there  comes  a  time  when  we 
have  to  call  a  halt.  I  asked  what  the  835,000  was 
for,  and  was  told  that  it  was  for  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  it.  I  think  the  tax- 
payers of  this  city  are  pajdng  enough  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium,  and  I 
do  not  care  to  add  to  this  expense. 

The  item  of  835,000  for  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  was  adopted,  yeas  7,  nays  1: 

Yeas — Coun.    Attridge,    BallantjTio,     Buckley, 
Collins,  Kennj',  McDonald,  Watson — 7. 
Nays — Coun.  Smith — 1. 

The  item  of  815,000  for  Public  Buildings  De- 
partment was  adopted. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  item 
of  817,000  for  Public  Works  Department. 

Coup.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  again  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  this  item,  because  the  $17,000 
was  recommended  by  the  Mayor  upon  an  entire 
niisunderstanding  of  Commissioner  Rourke's  letter. 
Rather  than  stick  to  this  appropriation  of  817,000, 
recommended  by  mistake  simply  because  he  did 
not  understand  Commissioner  Rourke's  letter,  I 
would  rather  see  the  Wood  Island  Park  bath  house 
built  out  of  the  same  appropriation.  It  would 
cost  81,000  less  to  build  the  Wood  Island  Park 
bath  house  than  to  carry  through  the  Mas^or's 
mistake. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  may  I  inquire 
whether  a  letter  was  not  received  here  from  the 
Mayor  to-daj'  in  regard  to  that  matter?  I  would 
ask  the  Clerk  to  read  what  the  Mayor  has  to  say 
in  that  letter  to-day  pertaining  to  the  matter  to 
which  the  gentleman  has  just  referred. 

The  Clerk  read  from  the  Mayor's  communication 
referred  to,  submitted  to-day,  as  follows: 

"I  wish  to  correct  a  statement  in  my  message 
to  the  City  Council,  dated  April  2,  which  accom- 
panied the  supplementary  appropriation  order. 
Seventeen  thousand  dollars  was  recommended  for 
the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  pay  of  laborers  in  the  Bridge  and 
Ferry  Division  from  82.25  to  82.50  a  day.  This 
was  an  inadvertence  and  should  have  stated  that 
the  appropriation  was  desired  for  an  increase  of 
pay  for  engineers,  bridge  tenders  and  ferrj-  em- 
ployees of  various  kinds.  It  is  my  intention 
when  I  authorize  an  increase  of  pay  for  laborers 
from  .82.25  to  make  other  increases  in  different 
departments  in  harmonj'  with  these  increases.  If 
this  appropriation  for  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Divi- 
sion should  not  be  passed,  the  result  will  be  that  a 
great  many  of  the  employees  of  the  Bridge  and 
Ferry  Division  who  now  receive  little  more  than 
82.25  a  day  will  receive  less  than  the  laborers  when 
their  pay  is  increased  to  82.50  a  day." 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  refer 
again  to  the  stenographic  report  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  Commissioner 
Rourke  appeared  on  this  matter,  and  answered 
certain  questions. 

Q.  (By  Coun.  ICENNY.)  Then  the  statement 
that  accompanied  the  communication  of  the  Mayor 
in  regard  to  the  817,000  for  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, which  says  "to  provide  for  increase  from 
S2.25  to  82.50  a  day  to  employees  of  Bridge  and 
Ferry  Division,"  is  not  a  correct  statement?  A.  I 
am  afraid  he  made  a  mistake. 

He  certainly  did  make  a,  mistake,  and  I  think, 
as  long  as  he  made  a  mistake  he  had  better  not 
evade  the  mistake  but  withdraw  the  appropriation 
of  817,000  and  let  this  amount  go  to  Wood  Island. 
_We  are  trying  to  save  money  in  this  city.  We 
"have  heard  from  Coun.  Ballantyne  to-day,  and  it 
ia  perfectly  true  that  we  are  running  close  to  the 


line  on  appropriations.  If  we  are,  let  us  not  make 
mistakes  and  then  follow  them  through  to  a  con- 
clusion. If  we  have  any  mone.v  that  is  available 
this  way,  let  us  take  it  and  use  it  at  Wood  Island 
Park,  not  borrowing  for  a  thing  that  everybody 
admits  it  is  wrong  to  borrow  for,  involving  a  wrong 
financial  policy.  Let  us  be  men  and  not  borrow 
money  for  a  purpose  for  which  it  should  not  be 
borrowed,  but  use  this  money  for  the  bath  house 
at  Wood  Island. 

The  item  of  817,000  for  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment was  adopted. 

The  item  of  82,000  for  the  Wire  Department 
was  adopted. 

The  item  of  82,000  for  Suffolk  County  Jail  was 
adopted. 

The  item  of  850,000  for  Reserve  Fund  was 
adopted. 

The  bill  as  a  whole  was  then  passed,  yeas  7, 
nays  1: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley, 
Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Watson — 7.

STREET   LIGHTING. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  fol- 
lowing letter  be  printed  as  part  of  the  records  of 
this  meeting. 

Passed. 

The  letter  was'  as  follows : 

Boston,  April  16,  1913. 
Earnest  E.  Smith,  Esq., 
City  Hall: 

Dear  Sir, —  The  writer's  attention  was  called 
to  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council,  as  reported 
in  the  City  Re.'-ora  of  April  12,  1913,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Louis  K. 
Rourke,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  in  answer 
to  question  submitted  by  the  Council,  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  regarding  the  automatic  lighting  and 
extinguishing  devices.  The  writer  noted  the 
questions  and  answers,  and  was  very  much  sur- 
prised at  the  apparent  lack  of  knowledge  the 
commissioner  displayed  on  the  subject.  Question 
4,  which  is  as  follows: 

"  Have  you  refused  to  test  any  automatic  de\dces 
that  were  offered  to  the  City  free  of  expense  and 
if  so,  why?  I  do  not  remember  ever  refusing  to 
test  any  devices.  I  have  refused  to  test  an  exces- 
sive number  of  any  particular  device.  That  is  as 
I  remember  it  the  Automatic  man  wanted  to  put 
on  more  than  I  put  on,  but  I  thought  that  the  eight 
I  had  of  his  showed  deficiencies  enough  so  that 
there  was  no  use  in  going  any  further  with  them. 
I  have  not  refused  to  test  any  device." 

Let  us  refresh  the  commissioner's  memory  in 
regard   to  the  subject.     On  May  22,   1911,   the 
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Automatic  Lighting  Company  wrote  to  the  com- 
missioner asking  permission  to  install  a  number  of 
its  automatic  devices  for  a  test  and  on  IVIay  31, 
1911,  received  the  following  reply:

Dear  Sir, — ffi^your  letter  of  May  22,  kindly  note 
inclosed  reports  of  the  Highway  Division  relative 
to  automatic  lighting  devices.

Dear  ,Sii , — In  relation  to  the  inclosed  letter  from 
Mr.  James  M.  Glassman  of  the  Automatic  Light- 
ing Company  regarding  an  installation  of  their 
automatic  lighters,  I  would  report  that  we  have 
no  lanterns  on  hand  on  which  we  can  install  said 
apparatus,  but  if  the  company  is  willing  to  provide 
twenty-five  or  more  lanterns,  etc.,  post  locations 
can  be  designated  for  them. 

Respectfully  yours, 
E.  C.  Wade,  Supervisor  Street  Lighting. 

You  will  note  from  the  above  that  we  were  re- 
fused permission  to  test  our  lighters  unless  we 
supplied  the  lanterns  and  equipment,  although 
the  city  then  owned  about  100  inverted  mantle 
lamps  in  Jamaica  Plain  on  which  this  test  could 
have  been  conducted.  At  the  .same  time  we  were 
conducting  a  test  in  Jamaica  Plain  on  two  lamps, 
one  located  on  Brewer  street  and  the  other  on 
Eliot  street,  corner  of  Brewer  street,  and  as  we 
did  not  consider  that  two  were  an  excessive  number 
with  which  to  conduct  a  proper  test,  we  were, 
therefore,  very  anxious  to  increase  the  number  so 
that  if  the  test  was  satisfactory  no  fault  could  be 
found  with  the  small  number  used. 

In  the  fall  of  the  year  the  writer  called  on  the 
commissioner  and  again  asked  permission  to  in- 
stall a  larger  number  for  testing  purposes  and  the 
commissioner  very  kindly  granted  the  request  and 
advised  Mr.  Wade  to  take  twelve  additional  light- 
ers. Mr.  Wade  evidently  thought  that  twelve  was 
excessive  because  he  reduced  the  number  to  six 
and  would  not  consider  more  than  that  number. 
Mr.  Wade  advised  us  to  submit  a  bill  for  these  six 
lighters,  although  we  told  him  that  it  was  not  our 
intention  to  sell  these  to  the  city  but  our  desire  was 
to  supply  a  number  for  testing  purposes  without 
any  charge.  However,  these  six  lighters  were 
never  installed  during  that  winter,  although  we 
requested  Mr.  Wade  repeatedly  to  put  them  up  and 
offered  to  have  one  of  our  own  men  do  the  work  if 
he  found  it  inconvenient  to  do  so  himself. 

The  two  of  our  lighters  that  were  tested  during 
the  winter  of  1911  and  1912  gave  a  remarkably 
efficient  test  (although  apparently  the  commis- 
sioner did  not  remember  this),  one  failing  but 
once  from  the  first  of  October  to  the  first  of  April, 
and  the  other  but  three  times.  The  causes  for 
these  failui-es  were  unknown  to  us  but  we  noted 
that  the  lighter  operated  on  the  following  day.  In 
connection  with  this  test  we  beg  to  advise  you  that 
from  the  very  day  those  lighters  were  installed  up 
to  the  day  they  were  taken  down  we  have  had  a 
representative  to  report  to  us  the  time  those  light- 
ers came  on  and  also  the  time  that  the  other 
lighters  belonging  to  the  different  companies 
operated  at. 

In  the  .spring  of  1912  Mr.  Wade  finally  installed 
the  additional  six  lighters  which  he  had  bought 
five  months  before,  Ijut  not  until  we  had  written 
to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  complaining  of  the  treat- 
ment. 

.lust  prior  to  this  the  senior  member  of  one  of 
the  leading  banking  houses  of  this  city  visited  the 
commissioner  and  informed  him  that  he  and  his 
associates  had  thoroughly  investigated  the  patents 
of  the  Automatic  Lighting  Company  and  the  effi- 
ciency of  their  device  and  had  decided  to  back  the 
company  in  all  its  financial  requirements.  Subse- 
quently this  same  gentleman  wrote  the  commis- 
sioner that  the  company  stood  ready  to  supply  the 


city  with  the  necessary  number  of  lighters  and  to 
guarantee  their  efficiency  and  to  maintain  it  for  a 
nominal  sum  per  annum.  No  reply  was  ever  re- 
ceived from  the  commissioner  regarding  this  offer, 
which  is  further  evidence  of  lack  of  sincerity  on 
the  part  of  the  administration  to  improve  the 
lighting  situation.  The  six  lighters  that  the  com- 
pany put  up  in  the  spring  continued  to  operate 
efficiently  all  through  the  summer  and  fall  of  1912, 
and  on  October  Ifi,  1912,  the  Automatic  Lighting 
Company  wrote  to  the  commissioner  as  follows' 

Louis  K.  Rourke, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

Dear  Sir, — We  take  pleasure  in  advising  you 
that  we  have  been  granted  a  patent  by  the  British 
Government  on  our  automatic  lighting  and  ex- 
tinguishing device.  Your  record  of  the  efficiency 
of  our  automatic  lighting  and  extinguishing  device 
installed  at  Jamaica  Plain  will  show  you  that 
with  the  exception  of  occisional  pilot  trouble  our 
devices  have  been  operating  perfectly  during  the 
past  summer.  As  the  winter  months  are  now  close 
at  hand,  we  would  suggest  that  a  larger  number  be 
installed  in  order  to  secure  a  thorough  and  reliable 
test.  Our  company  would  be  glad  to  install  any 
reasonable  number  without  any  charge  to  the 
city  in  order  to  demonstrate  to  you  the  efficiency 
of  our  device  under  the  severest  conditions. 

Thanking  you  in  advance  for  any  courtesy 
shown  us  in  the  matter,  we  are 

Very  truly  yours. 
Automatic  Lighting  Company. 

Not  hearing  from  the  commissioner,  the  writer 
called  on  him  personally  but  met  with  no  better 
results.  Our  lighters  continued  to  operate  ef- 
ficiently until  the  28th  when  our  two  lighters  on 
Brewer  and  Eliot  streets  failed  to  operate.  On 
October  29  the  Horstmann  lighter  on  Brewer  street 
failed  to  operate.  The  same  day  the  two  Shaw 
lighters  failed  to  operate.  On  October  31  five 
out  of  the  balance  of  the  six  of  our  lighters  failed 
to  operate,  and  on  November  1  the  jbalance  of 
the  Horstmann  lighters  failed  to  operate.  On 
November  2  the  rest  of  our  lighters  failed  to 
operate  and  remained  in  that  condition  until  they 
were  taken  down.  We  watched  the  successive 
failures  and  finally  decided  to  speak  to  the  super- 
visor, Mr.  Wade.  We  called  him  on  the  phone 
and  asked  permission  to  inspect  our  lighters  and 
to'  correct  any  defects  if  necessary.  We  were  told 
that  the  lamplighter  was  too  busy  then,  but 
would  be  at  leisure  in  about  a  week  or  ten  days, 
when  an  appointment  would  be  made  so  that  our 
man  could  go  out  to  examine  the  lighters.  At  the 
end  of  two  weeks,  not  hearing  from  Mr.  Wade, 
we  again  called  him  on  the  phone  and  he  promised 
to  see  that  by  the  following  Monday  we  had  an 
opportunity  to  go  and  inspect  the  lighters.  On 
the  following  Tuesday  we  were  notified  that  all 
but  one  of  the  different  types  had  been  taken  down. 

Now,  there  never  has  been  any  attempt  made  to 
correct  any  defect  from  the  time  we  adjusted  the 
six  lighters  when  they  were  first  put  up  to  the  time 
they  were  taken  down,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
there  were  no  defects  to  be  corrected.  The  fact 
that  all  of  the  various  types  tested  failed  to  operate 
practically  at  the  same  time  warrants  the  belief 
that  those  lighters  failed  because  of  inattention 
rather  than  any  other  cause.  The  commissioner 
has  absolutely  no  grounds  to  base  his  statements 
as  to  our  lighters  showing  deficiencies  enough  to 
warrant  him  carrying  on  no  further  tests.  The 
department  has  never  called  upon  us  to  make  any 
correction  of  defects  and  the  fact  that  they  have 
never  done  so  themselves  is  sufficient  evidence 
that  the  lighters  must  have  been  efficient.  Our 
two  lighters  operated  splendidly  during  the  severe 
winter  of  1911  and  1912,  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  we  could  not  have  done  just  as  well 
with  a  larger  number  during  the  mild  winter  of 
1912  and  1913. 

We  have  a  large  number  of  letters  on  file  from 
various  gas  companies  testifying  to  the  efficiency 
of  our  device,  and  had  the  department  been  fair 
in  the  matter  we  would  to-day  have  their  indorse- 
ment also.  It  is  very  apparent  that  it  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  administration  to  permit  anything 
of  a  favorable  nature  to  occur  that  would  tend  to 
offset  their  arguments  for  a  continuance  of  a  con- 
tract which  has  been  the  source  of  great  financial 
loss  to  the  city.

From  this  point  the  responsibility  became  ex- 
clusively the  Police  Commissioner's,  for  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  under  the  statute  the 
requisition  must  be  directed  to  the  mayor  of  a  city, 
the  statutory  control  of  the  Police  Department  of 
Boston  is  so  placed  that  no  Mayor  of  Boston  since 
such  control  was  established  has  claimed,  and 
no  Board  of  PoUce  or  Police  Commissioner  has 
acknowledged,  that  it  is  the  right  of  the  Mayor  to 
dispose  of  the  services  of  members  of  the  force. 

In  conipUance  therefore  with  the  form  of  the

Sir, —  I  was  directed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  on  April  25  to  say  in  regard  to  the 
inclosed  order  that  the  trustees  made  the  rate  of 
SlO.oO  per  week  to  insurance  companies  after 
consultation  with  the  Industrial  Accident  Board. 
Patients  not  having  a  legal  settlement  in  Boston 
are  charged  at  the  rate  of  SIO  per  week.  Patients 
having  a  legal  settlement  in  Boston  are  charged 
at  the  rate  of  S7  per  week.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  insurance  companies  only  pay  for 
the  actual  time  that  the  patients  remain  in  the 
hospital,  up  to  two  weeks.  This  whole  matter 
was  very  carefully  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  tentative  rate  of  SIO. 50  was 
made.  This  understanding  lasts  only  until  the 
first  of  July,  1913.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  fol- 
lowing order  from  the  City  Council,  dated  April  16, 
1913: 

"That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  requested  to 
inform  the  City  Council  whether  an  automatic 
electric  pump  situated  in  the  old  gate  house  at  the 
reservoir  on  Parker  Hill  and  using  the  water  from 
the  reservoir  would  not  be  an  economical  and 
adequate  method  of  fire  prevention  for  the  hill 
district." 

The  matter  of  water  and  a  pump  on  Parker  Hill 
was  gone  over  very  thoroughly  some  years  ago  by 
the  engineers  of  the  Water  Department  and  of 
this  department.  Various  kinds  of  pumps  were 
suggested  for  use  on  the  hill,  but  were  impractical 
or  too  costly. 

The  installation  of  an  automatic  electric  pump, 
say  of  three  thousand  gallons  capacity,  on  the  top 
of  the  hill  would  cost  approximately  twenty-five  to 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  including  the  building  for 
the  housing  of  the  pump.  While  such  a  pump  could 
be  controlled  from  fire  alarm  headquarters  it  would, 
of  necessity,  require  the  constant  care  and  services 
of  three  engineers  on  eight-hour  shifts. 

Such  a  pump  could  not  be  attached  to  the  present 
system  of  water  mains  and  pipes  as  the  connections 
for  water  pipes  for  domestic  purposes  used  on  the 
hill  are  not  strong  enough  to  withstand  thapressure 
that  would  be  generated.  From  this  standpoint 
such  a  pump  is  impractical. 

To  practically  operate  such  a  pump  would 
necessitate  the  building  of  a  separate  system  of 
mains,  hydrants,  etc.,  for  fire  protection  only. 
This  would  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  830,000;  which 
would  mean  a  total  cost  of  855.000  for  the  pump 
and  mains.  This  would  be  more  than  the  cost 
of  a  fire  station  on  the  hill,  and  besides  that  would 
only  serve  the  top  of  the  hill. 

It  would  in  reality  be  a  small  high  pressure 
system  such  as  is  to  be  iiLstalled  downtown.  In 
my  opinion  the  installation  of  an  automatic  electric 
pump  would  not  be  an  economical  and  adequate 
method  of  fire  prevention  for  the  Parker  Hill 
district.

Dear  Sir, —  Referring  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  of  April  23,  1913,  "That  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council 
his  opinion  as  to  the  value  as  a  method  of  securing 
fire  protection  for  the  Parker  Hill  district,  of  locat- 
ing an  engine  house  at  the  corner  of  Parker  street 
and  Hillside  street,  as  compared  with  an  engine 
house  at  the  summit  of  Parker  Hill  or  additional 
motor  apparatus  at  existing  houses,"  in  my  opinion 
the  location  of  an  engine  house  at  the  corner  of 
Parker  and  Hillside  streets  would  give  better 
protection  to  Parker  Hill  as  a  whole  than  the  loca- 
tion of  an  engine  house  at  the  summit  of  the  hill. 

It  would  also  give  more  protection  to  the  houses 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Parker  and  Hillside 
streets  than  additional  motor  apparatus  at  existing 
fire  houses.  A  fire  station  in  any  part  of  the  city 
would,  of  course,  give  more  protection  to  the 
property  in  its  immediate  vicinity  than  would 
motor  apparatus  in  the  nearest  fire  station,  but  the 
Fire  Commissioner  cannot  consider  the  protection 
of  one  small  section  of  the  city  at  the  expense  of 
the  whole  city. 

The  question,  however,  is  not  one  of  better 
protection  but  of  proper  protection.  Were  the 
Fire  Department  to  continue  the  use  of  horse- 
drawn  apparatus  for  the  next  twenty-five  years, 
in  my  opinion,  a  fire  station  at  Parker  and  Hillside 
streets,  or  one  similarly  located,  would  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  fire  protection  of  Parker  Hill. 

The  motorization  of  fire  apparatus,  however, 
means  also  its  centralization  and  less  fire  stations. 
The  motorization  of  the  fire  apparatus  at  the 
stations  in  the  vicinity  of  Parker  Hill  would,  in 
my  opinion,  give  proper  fire  protection  to  that 
section  of  the  city,  and  it  would  be  unnecessary 
for  the  city  to  go  to  the  expense  of  building  a  fire 
station  wholly  for  the  protection  of  Parker  Hill. 
There  are  other  sections  of  the  city  where  the 
property  involved  is  many  times  larger  than  it  is 
at  Parker  Hill  that  should  be  taken  care  of  with 
new  fire  stations  before  this  section.

POWERS  OF  CITY  COUNCIL. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

April  30,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  respect- 
fully calls  the  attention  of  the  City  Council  to 
recent  attempts  to  involve  the  City  Council  in 
action  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the 
citv  charter. 

.  On  April  21,  1913,  Councilor  Smith  offered  the 
following  order: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  increase  the  wages  of  laborers  in  the  Public 
Works  Department  from  -S2.25  to  -S2.50  per  day." 

In  the  debate  which  ensued,  the  order  was 
criticised  as  being  unnecessarj'  and  illegal.  Coun- 
cilor McDonald  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  stated 
that  he  thought  the  order  was  put  in  for  political 
purposes  and  that  it  was  uncalled  for.  Councilor 
Watson  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  said  that  "it 
is  buncombe  pure  and  simple  for  the  gentleman 
to  introduce  this  order  to-day."  Councilors 
Buckley  and  Collins  also  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  order  was  unnecessary.  Just  before  the 
conclusion  of  the  debate  the  President  of  the  City 
Council  warned  the  Council  of  the  illegal  character 
of  the  order  in  the  following  statement: 

"President  IvENNY — The  Chair  would  state 
that  in  his  opinion  the  order  before  us  is  one  which 
confers  no  authority  or  right  upon  the  Council 
and  upon  which  it  is  beyond  our  power  to  act. 
Furthermore,  it  is  a  matter  w-hich  properly  comes 
within  the  executive  functions  of  the  Maj'or  and 
action  by  the  Council  would  be  in  violation  of  t'ne 
charter.  The  Chair  will  therefore  dechne  to 
vote  on  the  passage  of  the  order." 

L^m'ortunately,  however,  when  the  vote  was 
taken  the  order  was  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0,  the 
President  of  the  Council  ha\-ing  declined  to  vote, 
and  Councilor  Ballantyne  being  absent. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that,  as 
stated  in  the  debate  of  the  City  Council,  the  order 
was  introduced  for  poHtical  purposes  and  was 
"buncombe  pure  and  simple."  After  the  passage 
of  the  order  the  Mayor  was  entirely  free  to  order 
the  increase  or  not,  just  as  he  chose,  regardless  of 
the  vote  of  the  City  Council  upon  the  matter ;  and  if, 
as  appears  to  be  the  fact,  the  ]Mayor  has  ordered 
the  increase,  the  responsibility  for  it  will  rest 
entirely  upon  him  under  the  provisions  of  the 
city  charter,  exactly  a5  it  would  have  rested  upon 
him  if  the  Council  had  not  voted  upon  the  question. 
The  commission  believes  that  this  action  of  the 
City  Council  was  in  direct  violation  of  section  8 
of  the  charter  amendments  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter 
486)  and  that  the  members  who  voted  for  the  order 
are  liable  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  as 
pro\'ided  in  said  section.  (See  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  January  14,  1911.) 

The  direct  tendency  of  such  orders  is  to  facilitate 
the  return  to  the  disreputable  practices  of  the 
past,  under  which  members  of  former  City  Councils 
actively  participated  in  the  executive  and  admin- 
istrative business  of  the  city,  in  securing  the 
appointment  of  employees,  or  increases  in  their 
compensation,  or  procuring  contracts  for  persons 
in  whom  thej'  w-ere  interested. 

The  commission  deplores  any  attempt  to 
return  to  these  discredited  practices  and  urges 
the  City  Council  hereafter  to  obser%'e  strictly  both 
the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  city  charter.  The 
necessity  for  this  recommendation  of  the  commis- 
sion is  emphasized  by  a  recent  order  introduced 
by  Councilor  Watson  on  April  26,  1913,  which 
pro\'ides  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  all  moneys  appropriated  here- 
tofore for  playground  purposes  in  Ward  19,  which 
is  unexpended,  be  appropriated  for  a  playground 
at  west  side  of  Phillips  street.  Ward  19." 

This  order  in  effect  provides  for  the  transfer  of 
an  existing  appropriation,  which  cannot  be  made 
on  the  order  of  a  member  of  the  Council  under 
section  3  of  the  charter  amendments  or  by  chapter 
261  of  the  Acts  of  1893,  or  by  any  other  statute. 
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It  is  illegal  because  it  is  beyond  the  powers  of  the 
City  Council  and  therefore  it  should  receive  no 
further  consideration.  If  it  should  pass  it  would 
have  no  binding  eflect  either  upon  the  Mayor  or 
upon  the  Board  of  Park  and  Recreation  Com- 
missioners. 

There  are  strong  reasons  also  for  the  belief  that 
the  order  is  illegal  upon  another  ground,  namely, 
that  it  involves  a  participation  by  the  City  Council 
in  the  executive  and  administrative  business  of  the 
city,  in  violation  of  section  8  of  the  charter  amend- 
ments. It  attempts  to  confine  the  selection  of  a 
playground  site  to  the  west  side  of  Phillips  street, 
in  Ward  19,  and  to  exclude  all  sites  in  all  other 
parts  of  the  ward.  It  attempts  to  impose  an 
improper  limitation  upon  the  discretion  of  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  by  requiring 
them  to  select  a  site  on  the  west  side  of  Phillips 
street,  even  though  better  and  less  costly  sites 
might  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  ward.  The 
Finance  Commission  believes  that  the  object  of 
the  order  is  to  force  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Commissioners  to  select  a  particular  site  west  of 
Phillips  street  which  the  Park  Commissioners 
refused  to  select  and  which  their  successors  in 
office,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners, 
have  also  refused  to  select.  If  the  order  pending 
in  the  City  Council  had  described  the  particular 
site  west  of  Phillips  street,  which  the  Finance 
Commission  believes  the  order  is  intended  to  force 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  to  select, 
it  would  involve  a  participation  in  the  executive 
and  administrative  business  of  the  city  by  the 
councilors  voting  for  the  order,  and  make  them 
liable  to  the  penalty  of  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
both,  as  provided  in  section  8  of  the  charter 
amendments.  If,  however,  the  object  of  the 
pending  order  is  to  accomplish  by  indirection 
what  could  not  be  accomplished  directly  by  the 
description  of  a  particular  site,  it  is  no  less  illegal. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  City  Council  to  avoid  any  action 
which  violates  either  the  spirit  or  the  letter  of  the 
city  charter,  and  that  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Commissioners  should  be  left  free  to  expend  the 
$100,000  already  appropriated  for  a  playground 
in  Ward  19,  in  the  manner  which  to  them  seems 
most  likely  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  city. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  charter  amendments 
the  City  Council  has  conducted  its  business  far 
better  than  most  of  the  city's  councils  in  the  recent 
past.  Its  functions  have  on  the  whole  been  exer- 
cised with  dignity  and  with  a  due  sense  of  its 
responsibility  for  the  interests  of  the  city.  It  is 
entitled  to  a  large  part  of  the  credit  for  reforming 
the  financial  policy  of  the  city,  particularly  with 
respect  to  loans.  The  commission  believes  that 
the  citizens  of  Boston  have  taken  a  just  pride  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  City  Council  under  the  new 
charter  has  conducted  its  business,  and  that  the 
citizens  would  witness  with  great  regret  any  return 
to  the  practices  of  the  past  which  discredited 
former  city  councils. 

The  commission,  therefore,  recomihends  that 
no  further  action  be  taken  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  on  the  order  introduced 
by  Councilor  Watson,  or  that,  if  the  order  be 
reported  to  the  Council  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee, a  point  of  order  be  made  against  it,  in 
which  case  the  law  would  require  that  the  order 
be  ruled  out  as  in  violation  of  the  city  charter.

A   QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  KENNY— The  gentleman  will  state 
the  question. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  desire  to  reply  to  the  com- 
munication sent  to  the  newspapers  and  to  each 
member  of  this  body  by  the  Finance  Commission 
referring  to  an  act  of  certain  members  of  this 
Council,  one  of  whom  was  myself,  in  the  matter  of 
an  order  passed  by  this  body  requesting  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  use  his  endeavors  to  increase  the 
wages  of  laborers  in  the  city  departments  from  $2.25 
to  $2.50  a  day. 

President  KENNY— Proceed. 


Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
accosted  and  spoken  to  by  a  number  of  people, 
friends,  acquaintances  and  relatives,  with  reference 
to  the  statement  sent  by  the  Finance  Commission 
to  the  newspapers  and  later  to  each  member  of  this 
body  criticising  the  conduct  of  several  of  us  who 
voted  in  favor  of  the  resolution  introduced  by  Coun. 
Smith  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  use  his  en- 
deavors towards  increasing  the  pay  of  the  laborers 
from  .$2.25  to  $2.50  a  day.  The  Finance  Commission 
in  that  statement  or  report  insinuated  that  seven 
members,  one  of  them  myself,  were  liable  to  a  fine 
of  .$1,000  or  less  and  to  imprisonment  of  one  year  or 
less  in  jail  because  of  having  violated  section  8  of 
the  city  charter.  I  do  not  object  to  any  man  or 
any  set  of  men  having  their  opinions,  but  I  reserve 
the  right  to  have  my  own  opinion  and  I  disagree 
with  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission  even 
though  a  learned  attorney  is  chairman  of  that  body. 
I  do  not  think  I  violated  the  law  in  any  particular 
when  I  voted  for  that  resolution.  I  voted  for  it  be- 
cause it  provided  an  opportunity  for  me  to  publicly 
show  to  the  people  of  this  city  that  I  favored,  in  so 
far  as  I  could  with  my  limited  power,  the  proposi- 
tion to  increase  the  pay  of  laborers  from  S2.25  to 
$2.50  a  day,  knowing  full  well  that  the  resolution 
carried  absolutely  no  force,  because  it  is  entirel.v 
within  the  province  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  make 
that  increase  if  he  so  desires.  But  I  took  advantage 
of  the  opportunity,  as  did  other  members  of  the 
body,  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  resolution  in  order  that 
my  position,  if  I  had  the  power,  might  not  be  mis- 
taken. I  still  think  that  I  had  a  perfect  right  to 
vote  for  that  resolution.  If  the  resolution  had  no 
place  in  this  Council  the  President  of  the  body 
should  have  so  ruled  and  then,  if  the  other  members 
did  not  agree  with  him,  they  had  an  opportunity 
to  appeal  from  his  decision  and  to  pass  the  resolu- 
tion over  his  head.  But  the  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil did  not  see  fit  to  put  the  stamp  of  his  disap- 
proval on  the  order  or  declare  it  out  of  order  or 
illegal,  so  far  as  this  body  was  concerned,  but 
merely  stated  that  he  would  not  vote  for  it.  There 
is  just  one  way  to  put  me  on  the  right  track  if  I  am 
on  the  wrong  track.  I  believe  I  had  a  right  to  vote 
for  that  order,  and  I  believe  I  have  the  right  in  the 
future  to  take  similar  action  if  the  opportunity 
presents  itself.  The  Finance  Commission,  through 
its  chairman,  disagrees  in  that  matter  and  has  given 
to  the  public  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  by  voting 
tor  the  resolution  I  laid  myself  liable  to  fine  or 
imprisonment.  There  is  just  one  way  to  settle  the 
thing,  in  my  opinion,  and  I  believe  such  a  pro- 
ceeding is  due  to  the  six  or  seven  members  of  this 
body  who  voted  for  the  resolution.  That  is,  for 
the  Finance  Commission,  who  have  insinuated  or 
stated  frankly  that  we  have  violated  the  law  and 
are  liable  to  fine  or  imprisonment  or  both,. to  pro- 
ceed in  the  matter,  as  any  man  should  proceed 
when  ho  knows  the  law  is  violated,  and  ask  for  a 
warrant  or  present  the  case  to  the  District  Attorney. 
■  I  await  such  action.  I  am  certain  that  the  posi- 
tion I  have  taken  in  voting  for  the  resolution,  even 
although  I  called  it  buncombe,  is  one  that  I  can 
stand  by,  and  I  think  the  Finance  Commission  owe 
it  to  the  seven  ■  members  of  this  body  to  either 
bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  District 
Attorney  or  to  get  a  warrant,  so  that  we  may 
know  our  rights  in  the  matter  in  the  future. 


CONFIRMATION    OF   APPOINTMENTS. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness, No.  1,  viz.:

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee— ^Coun.  Watson  and  Buckley.  Whole 
number  of  ballots  cast  7,  yeas  7,  and  the  appoint- 
ment was  confirmed.

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  there 
are  several  orders  of  the  same  kind  there.  These 
are  orders  withdrawn  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
and  the  committee  suggests  this  action  in  order  to 
clear  the  docket. 

Reports  severally  accepted. 


MINORS'  LICENSES. 

President  KENNY  submitted  reports  on  peti- 
tions for  licenses  for  twenty-seven  newsboys,  two 
bootblacks  and  four  vendors  —  recommending 
that  licenses  be  granted. 

Reports  severally  accepted;  licenses  granted  on 
the  usual  conditions. 


ORDINANCE   CONCERNING    STABLE 
REFUSE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  in  the 
absence  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  because  of  sickness,  I  would  move  that 
the  ordinance  concerning  the  removal  of  stable 
refuse  be  recalled  from  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances. If  that  motion  prevails  I  shall  move  its 
reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  to-day. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  what  the  purpose  of  that  motion  is. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
only  reason  I  have  for  asking  the  recall  is  that  it 
goes  into  effect,  if  not  acted  on.  May  14,  and  if 
we  do  not  have  another  meeting  of  the  Council 
before  then,  we  will  not  have  an  opportunity  to 
act  upon  it.  If  it  is  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  we  can  consider  it  to-day. 

The  matter  was  recalled  from  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  and  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


WIDENING  OF  CHELSEA  STREET. 

Coun.  McDonald  offered  an  order— That 
the  sum  of  $200,000  be  appropriated  to  be  expended 
by  the  Street  Commissioners  for  the  widening  of 
Chelsea  street,  Charlestown,  to  a  width  of  sixty  feet, 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treas- 
urer be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


SALARIES  OF  ASSESSORS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirteen. 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Salaries  of  the  First 

Assistant  Assessors. 
Be  it  ordained,  etc. 

Section  1.  Section  five  of  chapter  three  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  as  amended  in  the 
clause  concerning  the  salaries  of  the  assessors  by 
chapters  six  and  eight  of  the  Ordinances  of  1901  and 
chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1910,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
clause,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"The  assessors,  the  chairman  forty-five  hundred 
dollars,  the  six  other  assessors  each  four  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  first  assistant  assessors  each  six 
hundred  dollars  for  street  work  and  preparation 
therefor,  and  nine  hundred  dollars  for  services  on 
dooming  board  and  for  work  on  abatements  and 
investigations." 


Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  as  of 
April  1,  1913. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
first  assistant  assessors  have  recently  been  placed 
under  civil  service  rule,  and  my  opinion  is  that  a 
salary  sufficient  to  induce  the  best  men  we  can 
possibly  get  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  hold  those 
positions  should  be  established  at  this  time. 
The  salary  now  paid  the  first  assistants,  I  believe, 
would  not  induce  proper  men,  men  having  the 
necessary  qualifications  for  assessing  property  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  go  and  take  the  civil  service 
examination.  I  have  a  short  statement  prepared 
here  which  I  would  Uke  to  read  to  the  Council 
and  to  have  appear  upon  the  records. 

"In  the  City  of  Boston  there  are  fifty  first  assist- 
ant assessors,  one  for  each  assessing  district.  The 
first  assistant  assessor  is  in  charge  of  the  force, 
which  consists  of  a  second  assistant  and  a  clerk, 
in  the  district  to  which  he  is  assigned,  and  is  per- 
sonally responsible  for  assessments  on  all  real 
estate,  and  all  assessments  on  personal  property 
up  to  $5,000  in  such  districts.  Under  the  law,  each 
and  every  parcel  of  real  estate  in  each  district 
must  be  examined  on  the  ground  and  assessment 
levied  upon  same  each  year.  LInder  an  Act  of 
Legislature  in  1901,  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston  was  empowered  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the 
first  assistant  assessors.  In  the  same  year  the 
City  Council  passed  an  ordinance  fixing  the 
present  salary.  Since  1901  the  valuation  of  taxa- 
ble property  in  the  City  of  Boston  has  increased 
over  $300,000,000.  In  1901  the  street  work  began 
on  May  1  and  continued  until  the  15th  of  June 
when  the  Dooming  Board  convened  and  con- 
tinued daily  until  the  latter  part  of  July  or  the 
first  of  August.  At  the  present  time,  owing  to  a 
change  in  the  law,  assessments  are  levied,  begin- 
ning the  first  of  April,  at  which  time  the  street 
work  commences.  The  Dooming  Board  convenes 
the  20th  of  May  and  sits  daily  until  at  least  the 
first  of  August;  thus  the  first  assistant  assessors 
are  obliged  to  render  services  for  one  extra  month 
as  compared  with  1901.  The  actual  work  on  the 
street  at  the  present  time  is  more  arduous  than 
formerly.  The  large  increase  of  corporations 
necessitates  additional  work,  as  under  law,  cor- 
poration returns  must  be  made  to  the  state,  with 
officials,  their  residences,  and  all  information 
obtainable  as  regards  the  work,  machinery,  real 
estate,  etc.  The  street  work  includes  the  assess- 
ment of  all  land  and  buildings;  the  assessment  of 
all  personal  estates  up  to  $5,000;  when  new  surveys 
have  been  made  and  large  tracts  of  land  have  been 
plotted  into  building  lots,  land  taken  for  improve- 
ments, etc.,  the  first  assistant  assessors  are  respon- 
sible for  the  areas  and  locations  as  shown  on  the 
recorded  plans;  the  appraisal  of  stocks  of  all  and 
varied  kinds;  the  value  of  machinery  installed  in 
buildings  must  be  noted;  the  income  and  amount  of 
holdings  of  residents;  the  following  up  of  residents 
paying  taxes  on  personal  property,  who  have  moved 
from  one  district  to  another,  or  to  another  city  or 
town  within  the  state;  assessment  of  residents  who 
have  removed  from  another  city  or  town  to  Bostoii. 
This  work  must  all  be  accomplished  between  April 
1  and  May  15.  In  order  to  do  this  work  intelli- 
gently, it  is  necessary  for  the  assistant  to  prepare 
himself,  before  the  first  of  April,  by  ascertaining 
the  conditions  in  the  district  he  assesses,  as  to 
appreciation  and  depreciation  of  land  values,  by 
change  in  business  conditions  or  municipal  improve- 
ments; by  inspection  and  investigation  of  new 
buildings;  buildings  in  process  of  erection,  altera- 
tions and  removal  of  buildings,  also  by  recent 
sales  of  real  estate.  On  May  20  the  Dooming 
Board,  composed  of  seven  assessors  and  fifty  first 
assistant  assessors,  is  convened  for  the  purpose  of 
levying  the  assessment  on  all  personal  estate  from 
$5,000  upwards,  and  is  a  legislative  body,  in  its 
functions.  Every  individual  assessment  is  levied, 
only  after  it  is  read,  the  motion  made  and  the 
questions  debated,  and  a  vote  taken  as  to  the 
amount  to  be  levied.  There  is  no  deviation  from 
this  rule  except  where  statements  are  submitted 
which,  under  the  law,  must  be  accepted.  These 
statements  are,  however,  all  read  in  the  Board 
and  approved.  In  1912  the  Dooming  Board  was 
convened  in  the  fall,  for  an  extra  session  of  one 
week,  for  the  abatement  of  uncollectible  personal 
taxes.  The  first  assistants  are  required  to  report 
at  City  Hall,  one  day  each  week  during  October, 
November  and  December,  of  each  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  passing  upon  the  questions  of  over- 
valuation, by  taxpayers  who  consider  themselves 
aggrieved,  and,  if  necessary,  recommend  abate- 
ments.     These   recommendations   are   only    made 
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after  a  personal  investigation  of  tiie  property  in 
question,  which  means  that  the  first  assistant  is 
obliged  to  devote- more  or  less  time  to  such  investi- 
gation. Any  expenses  that  are  incurred  by  the 
assistant  in  these  investigations  are  borne  by  him- 
self, as  the  Board  does  not  provide  for  this  con- 
tingency. In  addition  to  the  above  specified 
duties,  it  is  expected  that  the  assistant  shall, 
during  the  year,  keep  in  touch  with  his  district, 
note  the  general  conditions,  improvements,  new 
buildings  in  process  of  construction,  real  estate 
transactions,  etc.  The  first  assistant  assessors 
are  also  subject  to  call  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
to  answer  any  questions  of  valuations,  and  in 
cases  of  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  to 
attend  the  hearings  of  Same,  on  property  in  their 
district.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the 
position  of  first  assistant  assessor  is  one  of  the 
utmost  importance  and  responsibility  and  requires 
men  of  experience,  ability,  integrity,  tact  and  calm 
judgment,  as  upon  this  body  rests  the  burden  of 
providing  almost  the  entire  revenue  for  the  large 
expenditures  necessary  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  men  are  placed  entirely  upon  their  honesty, 
as  the  only  obligation  they  assume  is  the  taking 
of  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  their  duties 
according  to  their  best  skill  and  judgment.  In 
view  of  the  above  it  is  certainly  fair  to  state  that 
there  has  never  been  a  single  instance  where  the 
honesty  of  an  assessor  has  ever  been  questioned, 
the  worst  criticism  being  that  of  poor  judgment 
in  levying  an  assessment.  It  is  necessary  that  the 
first  assistant  shall  have  a  knowledge  of  values, 
of  merchandise,  machinery  and  construction; 
also  a  full  understanding  of  the  responsibility  and 
dignity  attaching  to  the  position,  so  that  the 
public  shall  feel  that  the  men  who  are  levying  the 
assessment  are  treating  the  question  fairly  and 
without  bias.  The  general  public  does  not  under- 
stand the  amount  of  work  or  appreciate  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  position,  but  there-  are  many  men 
of  large  interests  who  have  expressed  that  in  their 
belief  the  assistant  assessors  are  a  much  underpaid 
body  and  that  the  salary  should  be  materially 
increased.  Twenty-five  of  the  assistant  assessors 
have  served  from  fifteen  to  thirty-five  years,  while 
the  remainder  have  an  average  term  of  service  of 
about  eight  years.  Of  the  fifty  first  assistant 
assessors,  twenty-four  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
real  estate  business  under  their  own  names,  and 
many  are  accounted  among  the  most  successful 
in  their  localities.  Of  the  remaining  twenty-six, 
eighteen  are  conducting  businesses  of  their  own: 
two  are  retired  from  active  business,  leaving  but 
six  men  who  are  not  actually  in  business  for  them- 
selves. Among  the  first  assistant  assessors  are 
former  senators,  representatives  and  city  council- 
men.  A  large  number  of  the  present  incumbents 
have  qualified  before  the  courts  as  real  estate 
experts  and  are  frequently  called  upon  in  eases 
where  expert  knowledge  is  necessary. 

I  want  to  say  just  a  word  further.  A  number  of 
those  first  assistants  who  have  served  the  city  from 
fifteen  to  thirty-five  years,  no  matter  what  their 
experience  was  when  they  entered  upon  those 
duties,  have  certainly  gained  a  very  great  deal  of 
experience  by  this  time,  and  they  ought  to  be  valu- 
able servants  to  retain.  In  order  to  retain  them 
and  in  order  to  induce  the  proper  men  to  take  the 
civil  service  examination  for  future  appointments, 
I  think  this  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 


CLAIMS. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
submitted   the   following: 

(1)  Report  on  petition  of  Boston,  Nahant  & 
Pines  Steamboat  Company  (referred  January  20 
and  April  10)  for  compensation  for  loss  of  use  of 
steamer  "General  Lincoln  " — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
Boston,  Nahant  &  Pines  Steamboat  Company, 
Lawrence  F.  Sherman,  general  manager,  the  sum 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  eleven  dollars,  for  com- 
pensation for  damage  to  steamer  "General  Lincoln" 
caused  by  Fireboat  No.  31  colliding  with  said 
steamer  on  July  10,  1912,  said  amount  to  be 
charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  report  was  declared  accepted. 
■Coun.  BALLANTYNE  moved  reference  of  the 
order  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — Mr.  President,  after  a  com- 
mittee of  which  the  gentleman  himself  is  a  member 


has  heard  the  case,  I  don't  see  why  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  If  there  is 
any  opposition  to  it  I  think  it  should  be  threshed 
right  out  here  in  the  Council.  I  don't  see  any  sense 
in  having  a  matter  referred  to  one  committee  and 
then  referring  it  to  another  committee,  when  it  can 
be  threshed  out  here,  if  there  is  any  opposition  to  it. 
Personally  I  have  no  interest  in  the  matter,  but  I 
would  prefer  to  have  it  .threshed  out  here.  If  the 
gentleman  were  chairman  of  the  committee  I 
would  not  move  that  a  matter  reported  by  him  for 
the  committee  be  referred  to  another  committee. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  say  that 
under  the  rules  the  order  will  lie  over  till  the  next 
meeting. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  my 
only  reason  for  asking  that  the  matter  be  sent  to 
the  Executive  Committee  is  this.  It  is  quite  a 
large  sum  of  money.  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  it  is  a  just  claim  and  I  don't  want  to  oppose  it, 
but  when  the. matter  came  before  the  Committee  on 
Claims  there  were  only  three  members  present. 
■That  committee  consists  of  five  members.  Only 
three  were  present,  one-third  of  the  membership  of 
the  entire  Council.  I  thought  it  was  only  fair  that 
it  should  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
so  that  the  other  members  might  have  a  chance  to 
consider  it  before  passing  on  this  large  amount. 
I  have  no  objection  to  its  lying  over  for  a  week. 

The  order  was  laid  over  till  the  next  meeting. 

(2)  Report  on  petition  of  Babcock  &  Wilcox 
Company  (referred  March  15)  to  be  paid  for  extra 
work  done  and  extra  material  supplied  in  connec- 
tion with  Fireboat  No.  44 — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
Babcock  &  Wilcox  Company  the  sum  of  £1,285.40 
in  compensation  for  extra  work  done  and  extra 
material  supplied  in  connection  with  installing

■approved  July  19,  1911,  said  amount  to  be  charged 
to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the  rule.

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested  to 
provide  an  artificial  stone  sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
new  convenience  station,  Washington  street,  near 
Dover  street.  Ward  9. 

Passed. 


EXPENDITURES  OF  CLERK  OF  SUPERIOR 
CIVIL    COURT. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That,  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  City  Council,  the  City 
Auditor  be  authorized  to  allow  the  payment  of,  and 
the  Cit.v  Treasurer  to  pay,  expenditures  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  for  civil  business  for 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  clerical  assistance  in 
his  office,  at  the  rate  of  $47,000  per  annum. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts. 


LAND  FOR  PARK  PURPOSES. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order— That  the 
sum  of  $150,000  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners,  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  for  park  purposes  at 
the  corner  of  Hemenway  street  and  the  Huntington 
entrance  to  the  Fenway,  and  that  to  meet  the  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized 
to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  to 
said  amount. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  I  havo 
introduced  this  order  so  that  the  Committee  on 
Finance  could  take  up  the  matter  of  acquiring  land 
south  of  the  Forsythe  Dental  School  at  the  time 
when  it  is  considering  a  loan  order  for  various 
improvements  in  different  sections  of  the  city. 
The  matter  was  called  to  my  attention  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Forsythe,  one  of  the  Forsythe  brothers 
interested  in  "the  Forsythe  Dental  Infirmary  for 
Children,  now  being  erected  on  the  Fenway  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  espe- 
cially the  children.  It  is  to  be  built  for  the  free  use 
of  the  children.  The  land  upon  which  this  institute, 
already  being  built,  will  stand  was  purchased 
at  a   cost  of   $162,000  and   the  building  itself,   I 
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understand,  is  to  be  valued  at  half  a  million  dollars. 
Furthermore,  the  hospital  or  infirmary  is  to  have 
an  endowment  of  about  $2,000,000,  which  will  be 
provided  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 
The  building  at  present  is  situated  near  the 
Huntington  avenue  entrance  to  the  Fenway  and 
there  is  some  vacant  land  south  of  it  adjoining 
the  entrance,  bounding  on  Hemenway  street, 
owned  by  Eugene  N.  Foss,  Governor  of  "the  Com- 
monwealth, and  on  Hemenway  street  there  are  a 
few  buildings  used  for  residential  purposes  which 
might  be  taken  for  park  purposes.  If  Governor 
Foss  should  sell  his  land  for  building  purposes  it 
might  interfere  with  the  light  and  air  of  that 
infirmary.  I  thought  I  would  introduce  the 
order  so  that  the  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  could  give  it  proper  attention  and  could 
make  a  visit  to  the  proper  locality. 

The   order   was   referred  to   the   Committee   on 
Finance. 


VIOLATION    OF     CHARTER     PROVISIONS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  exact  meaning  of  the  restrictions 
placed  upon  the  City  Council  by  section  8  of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (which  is  substantially  a 
re-enactment  of  section  12  of  chapter  266  of  the 
Acts  of  1885)  has  been  and  still  is  an  open  question, 
notwithstanding  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission as  furnished  the  City  Council  under  date 
of  April  30; 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  its 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  passage  in  1911 
of  the  order  for  a  loan  of  $300,000,  specifying  that 
the  same  be  spent  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  approximately  11,000  gas  lamps  with  mantles 
and  other  necessary  equipment  and  approximately 
11,000  automatic  lighting  and  extinguishing 
devices,  was  a  violation  of  either  the  spirit  or  the 
letter  of  said  section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909. 

The  preamble  and  order  were  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to 
introduce  the  order  which  has  just  been  read, 
following  the  order  offered  by  Coun.  Attridge, 
because  Coun.  Attridge's  loan  order  has  exactly 
the  same  fault,  if  it  be  a  fault,  that  the  order 
for  the  loan  of  $300,000  has;  namely,  it  speci- 
fies the  purpose  for  which  the  money  is  to  be 
expended.  Under  section  8  of  the  present  charter 
we  have  no  right  as  a  City  Council,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Finance  Commission,  to  interfere  with 
executive  and  administrative  authority,  and  they 
stretch  the  words  "executive  and  administrative 
authority"  to  cover  such  points  as  are  con- 
tained in  Coun.  Attridge's  order  and  the  order 
for  $300,000  for  street  lighting  equipment.  In 
other  words,  if  their  construction  is  right,  the  bulk 
of  loans  and  appropriations  we  have  passed  here, 
especially  those  loans  which  we  have  initiated  and 
which  contain  specific  requirements  for  the  expend- 
iture of  money,  have  been  in  violation  of  section  8 
of  the  charter.  Needless  to  say,  I  absolutely  dis- 
agree with  that  opinion;  needless  to  say,  other 
authorities,  such  as  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and 
the  acts  of  previous  aldermen  and  councilmen  and 
of  this  body,  contradict  that  opinion  as  expressed 
by  the  Finance  Commission  in  their  last  report. 
The  Press  has  very  well  taken  care  of  the  ridiculous 
idea  that  the  Finance  Commission  expressed,  that 
the  majority  of  >is  were  subject  to  imprisonment 
because  of  the  action  referred  to.  That  side  of  their 
report  does  not  need  to  be  dwelt  on  longer.  But 
the  side  of  their  report  in  which  they  try  to  stretch 
the  word  "executive"  to  cover  the  legislative  and 
judicial  power  vested  in  this  body  calls  for  serious 
consideration.  If  the  people  of  this  city  had 
understood  that  those  words  meant  what  the 
Finance  Commission  now  think  they  mean,  Plan  2 
never  would  have  been  adopted.  Those  words 
are  identical  with  the  words  in  section  12  of  the 
Charter  of  1885,  which  are  as  follows: 

"Section  12.  Neither  the  City  Council  nor 
either  branch  thereof,  nor  any  member  or  com- 
mittee thereof  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  nor  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  acting  in  any  capacity  in 
which  said  Board  ma'  act  separately  under  special 
powers  conferred  upon  it,  nor  any  member  or 
committee  of  said  Board  acting  in  any  such 
capacity,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take  part  in 
any  such  capacity,  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
take  part  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the  making 
of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials  or  supplies. 


the  construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any  public 
works,  buildings  or  other  property,  or  the  care, 
custody  and  management  of  the  same,  or  in  the 
conduct  of  any  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  city,  or  in  the  expenditure  of  public 
money,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  City 
Council  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  nor,  except 
as  is  otherwise  provided  in  sections  one  and  two, 
in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officers  or 
subordinates  for  whose  appointment  and  removal 
provision  is  hereinbefore  made;  but  nothing  in 
this  section  contained  shall  affect  the  powers  or 
duties  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  relation  to 
state  aid  to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  to 
the  families  of  those  killed  in  the  Civil  War." 

The  point  is  just  here.  Haven't  we  since  1885, 
under  these  identical  words  of  the  Charter  of  1909, 
had  the  legislative  and  judicial  power  of  the  city  in 
our  hands?  Wasn't  that  the  understanding  of  the 
framers  of  the  Charter  of  1885,  and  can  these  words 
now  be  stretched  so  as  to  include  under  executive 
and  administrative  authority  all  our  powers,  leaving 
this  Board  practically  a  Board  which  can  cut  down 
appropriations,  and  nothing  else?  That  is  all  the 
power  we  should  have  if  the  meaning  of  these  words 
is  adopted,  according  to  the  Finance  Commission? 
There  would  be  no  other  power  left  to  this  body 
except  to  come  in  here  and  cut  down  the  appro- 
priations suggested  by  the  Mayor.  Certainly  the 
people  in  this  town  do  not  understand  that.  They 
did  not  understand  it  when  they  voted  for  Plan  2. 
If  they  had,  I  declare  that  we  never  would  have 
been  existing  under  the  present  charter.  If  they 
had  realized  that  they  were  to  come  together  and 
elect  representatives  to  the  City  Council  and  that 
those  representatives  were  not  to  have  even  the 
weight  of  members  of  an  improvement  society,  they 
never  would  have  adopted  Plan  2.  If  the  people  of 
this  town,  if  the  Democrats  of  the  town,  and  I  think 
the  Democrats  are  more  interested  in  this  than 
any  other  one  group,  realized  that  all  their  efforts 
in  the  Legislature  the  last  few  years  to  get  local 
representation  were  made  null  and  void  by  this 
opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission,  I  think  there 
would  be  a  universal  shout  from  the  people  of  this 
town  not  to  allow  any  such  interpretation  of  our 
rights  under  the  charter  as  is  set  forth  by  the 
Finance  Commission  in  its  last  report  to  the  body. 
The  representation  such  as  we  stand  for  now  is 
absolutely  worthless  if  all  our  powers  are  to  be 
clipped  and  those  powers  are  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  chief  executive.  I  do  not  for  a 
moment  agree  with  the  Finance  Commission  and 
desire  to  quote  some  authorities  on  the  other  side, 
although  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  matter  at 
length,  as  I  do  not  wish  to  bore  the  body.  I  can 
quote  some  authorities  and  bring  up  others  at  a 
future  time.  In  the  famous  case  that  went  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  called  "  The  Boylston  street  side- 
walk case,"  the  words  of  the  Court  itself  were  as 
follows; 

"The  power  to  determine  whether  public  con- 
venience requires  the  construction  of  a  sidewalk, 
and  equally  so  its  removal,  involves  the  exercise 
of  judgment,  not  administrative  only;  and  the 
exercise  of  the  power  is  judicial  in  its  character, 
although  expressed  in  a  legislative  form.  The 
power  to  so  repair  a  highway  that  it  shall  be  fit  for 
travel  within  the  lines  marked  out  for  travel,  as 
established,  is  executive;  but  that  of  determining 
what  shall  be  the  lines  of  travel  is  legislative." 

Those  are  the  words  of  the  Court,  and  by  that 
decision  it  was  established  that  the  old  Board  of 
Aldermen,  acting  under  exactly  the  same  words 
we  are  acting  under  now,  had  the  right  to  decide 
where  streets  and  sidewalks  should  be  located,  and 
that  then  it  fell  to  the  executive  authority,  the 
Mayor  and  heads  of  departments,  to  build  in 
accordance  with  the  request  and  order  of  the 
Aldermen  and  Council.  And  that  is  exactly 
the  condition  to-day.  We  have  a  right,  elected 
by  the  people  of  this  city,  and  coming  here  as  their 
representatives,  to  decide  what  shall  be  done, 
and  it  only  lies  with  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  depart- 
ments to  do  what  we  decide  upon.  If  we  are 
going  to  give  up  that  right  we  might  as  well  return 
to  our  homes  and  be  members  of  an  improvement 
society,  where  we  would  have  greater  power  than 
we  have  sitting  in  this  body,  under  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Finance  Commission.  Gentlemen,  I 
want  to  make  that  perfectly  plain.  I  don't  want 
to  tire  you  and  I  am  not  trying  to  be  eloquent  on 
the  point,  but  I  am  simply  trying  to  bring  home 
that  one  idea,  that  if  the  Finance  Commission  are 
right  and  the  words  of  the  charter  "executive  and 
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administrative  authority"  are  going  to  be  stretched 
to  cover  all  our  powers,  legislative  and  judicial, 
vested  in  the  body  by  the  charters  of  1885  and  of 
1909,  the  Board  might  just  as  well  be  cut  down  to 
three  men,  and  those  three  men  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Commission  and  the  Governor,  to  sit 
here  and  simply  cut  down  the  appropriation 
submitted  by  the  Mayor.  That  is  all  the  power 
they  would  have,  and  I  think  the  people  of  this 
town  should  realize  that  the  contention  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  if  allowed,  would  practically 
make  a  new  city  charter  for  us.  It  would  do  away 
with  all  the  powers  of  this  body  except  that  of 
cutting  down  appropriations.  There  is  another 
authority  that  I  want  to  cite  briefly.  When  the 
Charter  of  1885  had  been  passed  and  they  wanted 
to  know  how  the  existing  ordinances  would  jibe 
with  the  charter,  they  appointed  a  commission 
composed  of  two  men  very  well  versed  in  city 
matters  and  of  long  experience,  William  H.  Whit- 
more  and  Henry  W.  Putnam.  I  am  very  sorry 
that  both  those  gentlemen  are  dead.  If  alive,  I 
would  ask  them  to  come  in  before  us,  so  that  we 
might  obtain  their  personal  opinion  by  word  of 
mouth.  But  here  are  the  city  ordinances  which 
they  revised  so  that  they  would  be  in  accordance 
with  the  Charter  of  1885,  and  in  the  preamble  they 
said: 

"The  new  law  has  entirely  changed  this  system, 
and  has  most  pointedly  prohibited  the  City  Council 
or  either  branch  thereof,  or  any  member,  either 
alone  or  as  a  committeeman,  from  taking  any 
part,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  employment  of 
labor,  the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of 
materials  or  supplies,  the  construction,  alteration  or 
repair,  of  any  public  works,  buildings  or  other 
property,  or  the  care,  custody  and  management 
of  the  same,  or  in  the  conduct  of  any  of  the  exec- 
utive or  administrative  business  of  the  city,  or 
in  the  expenditure  of  public  money,  except  such  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  contingent  and  incidental 
expenses  of  the  City  Council  or  of  either  branch 
thereof." 

You  will  note  that  those  words  are  almost  iden- 
tical with  the  words  of  our  present  charter.  The 
commissioners  go  on: 

"  Instead  of  the  former  method  all  the  executive 
functions  are  now  'vested  in  the  Mayor,  to  be 
exercised  through  the  several  officers  and  boards 
of  the  city,  in  their  respective  departments,  under 
his  general  .supervision  and  control.'" 

That  is  the  theory  of  our  present  charter. 

"Very  considerable  and  important  duties  and 
powers  of  the  City  Council  and  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  are,  however,  left  untouched  in  the 
legislative  branch." 

My  contention  is  that  we  are  heirs  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  the  Common  Council  and  have 
all  the  legislative  powers  that  they  did,  except 
that  we  cannot  initiate  appropriations.  To  go  on 
quoting: 

"The  power  remains  to  the  City  Council  to 
establish  and  define  by  ordinance  the  departrrients 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  public  business, 
to  establish  the  number  of  subordinates,  and  to 
assign  their  duties  and  to  provide  for  their  com- 
pensation; and  with  this  power  goes  the  corre- 
sponding duty  to  do  so  fully  and  with  precision. 
The  right  to  assess  the  taxes  annually  and  to 
apportion  the  necessary  appropriations  is  untouched 
as  is  also  the  right  of  the  City  Council  to  hold 
every  officer  intrusted  with  the  expenditure  of  the 
public  money  to  a  rigid  account." 

And  here  comes  the  part  to  which  I  want 
especially  to  draw  your  attention: 

"The  prohibition  that  the  City  Council  shall 
'take  no  part  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public 
money '  refers  solely  to  the  expending  of  the  mone.v, 
and  not  the  raising  of  it  by  taxation,  nor  the 
apportionment  of  it." 

I  claim  that  under  this  we  have  a  right  to  appor- 
tion these  moneys  by  loan  orders  or  appropria- 
tions, as  we  are  doing,  just  as  is  done  in  Coun. 
Attridge's  order  to-day,  and  as  was  done  in  the 
$300,000  loan  bill  that  I  referred  to  in  my  order. 

"The  direct  repre.sentatives  of  the  people, 
annually  elected  for  the  purpose,  are  still  to  act 
in  behalf  of  their  constituents  in  deciding  upon  the 
necessity  of  all  public  works,  and  the  maintenance 
of  all  public  departments.  They  may,  and  should, 
examine  most  carefully  into  all  demands  upon  the 
public  purse,  and  order  all  necessary  expenditures 
with  a  sedulous  attention  to  the  general  welfare. 
It  is  probable,  indeed,  that  the.v  will,  in  the  future, 
specify  with  much  more  detail,  in  their  orders  of 
appropriation,  the  different  items  and  the  pur- 
poses  for    which   they    are    designated,    than   has 


been  the  case  in  the  past,  when  the  entire  process 
of  expending  money  remained,  in  most  instances, 
under  the  control  of  their  own  committees.  It  is 
certainly  desirable  that  they  should.  The  execu- 
tion of  their  orders,  however,  will  at  once  pass 
from  their  control  to  the  departments,  which  the 
new  law  puts  in  exclusive  possession  of  all  executive 
functions." 

In  other  words,  gentlemen,  it  simply  comes 
down  to  whether  we  are  going  to  be  shorn  of  our 
powers  that  have  come  to  us  b.v  the  charters  of 
1885  and  1909,  through  this  interpretation  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  which  is  not  a  court.  That 
commission  is  simply  an  advisory  body  to  this 
City  Council,  and  if  they  are  going  to  interpret 
these  words  in  the  new  charter  in  such  a  way  that 
we  would  have  to  give  up  all  our  rights,  I  think 
the  people  should  know  the  fact.  I  do  not  pay 
any  attention  to  their  ridiculous  statement  about 
jail  sentences.  As  I  say,  the  Press  has  taken  care 
of  that  amply  and  has  made  them  only  ridiculous 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public.  But  if  they  are  going  to 
attempt  to  curtail  our  powers,  I  think  the  people 
of  this  city  will  be  interested.  If  we  have  created 
in  our  Mayor,  by  the  adoption  of  Plan  2,  a  czar, 
with  more  powers  than  the  czar  of  Russia,  let 
us  know  it.  Let  us  test  it  out  in  the  courts. 
If  the  situation  is  simpl.v  this,  that  the  Finance 
Commission  is  attempting  to  impose  upon  us  a 
form  of  government,  giving  the  Mayor  all  these 
powers  by  their  interpretation  of  the  charter,  let 
us  deal  with  the  question  with  a  full  understanding 
of  that  question. 


DRINKING   FOUNTAIN,  CHARLESTOWN. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  erect  and  main- 
tain a  "bubble"  drinking  fountain  at  Thompson 
square,  Charlestown. 

Passed. 


PAYMENT  TO  P.  E.  KEARNS. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY  offered  an  order— That 
chapter  137  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay  a  Sum  of 
Money  to  Patrick  E.  Kearns,"  be  and  the  same 
hereby  is  accepted. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY  offered  an  order — That  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  137  of  the  Acts  of  1913, 
there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Patrick  E.  Kearns  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  on  account  of  the  death 
of  his  minor  son,  Herbert  Kearns,  caused  by  the 
defective  and  unsafe  condition  of  the  outlet  of  a 
sewer  maintained  by  the  city  near  Dorchester  Bay, 
said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

The  members  of  the  City  Council  reassembled 
in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
the  President  at  4.50  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  McDonald,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 
-  (1)  Reports  on  petitions  (severally  referred  to- 
day) for  permits  for  children  under  fifteen  years  of 
age  to  appear  at  various  places  of  amusement, 
that  permits  be  granted,  viz.: 

Florence  Linnell,  Steinert  Hall,  on  evening  of 
May  7.

SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  frankly  admit 
that  in  this  matter  I  am  not  entirely  in  sympathy 
with  the  change  in  surety.  But,  inasmuch  as  the 
Corporation  Counsel  has  passed  favorably  upon 
it  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  has  come 


before  us  and  said  he  is  satisfied,  I  am  prepared 
to  vote  for  it.  We  are  substituting  here  a  private 
individual  as  surety  in  place  of  a  corporation. 
That  seems  to  me  to  be  a  mistake.  In  voting  for  this 
as  a  member  of  the  Council,  I  am  not  prepared  to 
take  the  slightest  responsibility  for  it.  I  think 
the  responsibility  for  keeping  that  personal  security 
good  still  rests  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works.

CONDITIONS  OF  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  explain  to  the 
City  Council  his  reason  for  inserting  in  contract 
for  library  building.  East  Boston,  the  words  "fur- 
nish and  install  a  one-sweeper  electrically  driven 
vacuum  cleaning  system  of  Sanitary  Dust  Remov- 
ing Company's  make  with  piping  and  connections 
complete." 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  this  order,  under 
the  ruling  of  the  Finance  Commission  in  their  last 
com-munioation  to  us,  is  .strictly  an  interference  with 
the  executive  and  administrative  authority  of  the 
city.  Mind  you,  I  say  under  their  construction 
of  section  8  of  the  charter.  In  my  humble  judg- 
ment we  have  a  right  to  inquire  about  just  such 
matters  as  this  of  the  heads  of  departments  and 
the  Mayor.  This  special  order  calls  for  a  state- 
ment by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings 
as  to  why  he  designates  one  spefiial  make  of  vacuum 
cleaner  as  the  only  one  that  can  be  installed  in  the 
new  East  Boston  library  building.  Once  before 
we  took  up  a  similar  specification  in  a  contract — ■ 
namely,  the  Webco  make  of  shower  baths  for  the 
Ward  8  building.  It  aroused  considerable  interest 
in  the  Finance  Commission,  and  the  contract 
never  was  made.  So  here  I  ask  why,  out  of  the 
dozens  and  dozens  of  makes  of  vacuum  cleaners, 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  should 
select  one  and  bar  all  others  for  the  specifications 
for  the  East  Boston  library?  In  justice  to  him 
we  should  pass  the  order  to  allow  him  to  explain 
why  he  picks  out  one  make  of  vacuum  cleaner.  I 
frankly  admit  that  the  order  has  another  point  in 
view,  and  that  is  to  find  out  whether  this  City 
Council  has  a  right  to  use  its  legislative  and  judicial 
functions,  or  whether  the  term  "executive  and 
administrative"  is  to  be  taken  to  mean  all  that  the 
Finance  Commission  thinks  it  means.  As  a  repre- 
sentative elected  at  large  in  the  city  it  seems  to 
me  my  duty  to  bring  up  matters  such  as  this  order 
contains.  If,  however,  the  Finance  Commission 
are  right,  not  only  have  I  no  right  to  bring 
these  matters  to  the  attention  of  the  heads  of 
departments  and  the  public  generally,  but  I  am 
subject  to  fine  and  imprisonment  if  I  do.  As  a 
member  of  an  improvement  society  I  might  do 
that,  but  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council  at 
large,  going  before  the  citizens  of  the  city  for 
election  and  having  been  elected,  I  am  barred  from 
doing  it.  This  proposition  that  the  Finance 
Commission  is  supporting  seems  to  me  as  ridicidous 
as  does  their  statement  that  we  are  liable  to  fine 
and  imprisonment.  The  order'  which  has  been 
referred  to  by  the  Finance  Commission  is  no  more 
in  conflict  with  section  8  of  the  city  charter  than 
is  the  order  that  the  councilman  from  Charlestown 
(Coun.  Buckley)  introduced,  asking  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  put  a  drinking  fountain 
in  one  of  the  parks  in  Charlestown,  nor  the  order 
introduced  by  Mr.  Watson  as  to  the  removal  of 
the  milestone  in  Roxbury,  Ward  19.  These  orders 
are  all  of  a  similar  character.  There  has  not  been 
a  meeting  under  the  new  charter  at  which  we  have 
not  introduced  similar  orders,  all  of  which  are 
tampering  with  the  executive  and  administrative 
functions  of  the  Mayor  and  his  heads  of  depart- 
ments, if  the  Finance  Commission  is  right.  There- 
fore, I  want  this  order  passed,  not  only  to  find 
out  why  one  make  of  vacuum  cleaner  was  specified, 
but  also  to  find  out  whether  we  have  the  right  to 
use  this  function,  or  whether  the  Finance  Com- 
mission was  correct  in  its  assumption. 


Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  at 
this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and 
more  particularly  that  of  the  gentleman  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat,  to  section  7  of  the  city  charter, 
which  says; 

"The  City  Council  at  any  time  may  request  from 
the  Mayor  specific  information  on  any  municipal 
matter  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  may  request  his 
presence  to  answer  written  questions  relating  there- 
to at  a  meeting  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  one  week 
from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  questions,  in 
which  case  the  Mayor  shall  personally,  or  through 
a  head  of  a  department  or  a  member  of  a  Board, 
attend  such  meeting  and  publicly  answer  all  such 
questions." 

I  think  the  charter  provides  in  this  particular 
section  for  just  what  the  gentleman  who  has  taken 
his  seat  asks,  specific  information.  But  I  did  not 
rise  alone  to  read  that  part  of  the  charter,  but  to 
ask  the  Council  to  indulge  with  me  for  a  moment 
while  I  make  a  correction  in  a  former  statement 
made  by  me  regarding  the  Finance  Commission's 
reference  to  our  conduct  in  the  matter  of  requesting 
the  Mayor  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  laborers. 
I  want  to  make  a  correction  in  those  remarks  in  so 
far  as  they  apply  to  our  presiding  officer.  I  said, 
I  believe,  at  the  time,  in  substance,  that  he,  if  he 
so  desired,  having  decided  in  his  mind  that  the 
order  was  illegal,  might  have  ruled  it  out  and  have 
saved  certain  criticism  by  the  Finance  Commission. 
The  fact  has  been  called  to  my  attention  that  he 
made  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  order  for  increas- 
ing the  wages,  after  it  was  introduced,  and  after 
reading  that  statement  I  feel  that  perhaps  I  did 
the  presiding  officer  an  injustice.  He  stated  in 
substance  at  that  meeting  that  he  would  not  vote 
on  the  order,  because  he  believed  individually 
that  it  had  no  place  before  the  Council.  But 
that  was  simply  his  individual  opinion.  In  con- 
sequence of  that  I  presume  he  allowed  the 
ordinance  to  take  the  course  it  did  take.  There- 
fore I  want  to  correct  what  I  said.  I  presume  I 
should  not  have  been  so  hasty  in  saying  that  the 
presiding  officer  might,  if  he  chose,  have  ruled  the 
order  out  and  saved  criticism  of  the  Council.  I 
make  this  statement,  Mr.  President,  in  fairness 
to  yourself. 

Coun.  Smith's  order  was  passed.

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  an  invi-

Dear  Sir, —  In  my  letter  to  you  of  March  14, 
1912,  I  there  outlined  a  plan  to  be  followed  for  four 
or  five  years  to  bring  the  Fire  Alarm  Brancli  of  this 
department  up  to  date  in  its  office  and  signal 
equipment,  telephone  system  and  underground 
cable.  These  recommendations  have  been  fol- 
lowed up  by  me  in  my  letter  of  December  20,  1912, 
asking  for  the  1913  appropriation,  and  in  my  annual 
j.eport  of  February  1,  1913. 


In  this  connection  you  recommended  last  year 
an  extra  appropriation  of  S42,000  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Council  and  is  practically  expended. 

Should  the  additional  appropriation  of  825,000 
to  our  regular  appropriation  this  year  pass  the  City 
Council  we  shall  be  able  to  take  care  of  a  continua- 
tion of  the  work  of  last  year  in  the  matter  of  fire 
alarm  boxes  and  underground  cables. 

In  my  opinion,  however,  in  the  congested  busi- 
ness district  of  the  city  we  should  have  an  inter- 
changeable system  of  cable  so  that  in  case  one  cable 
was  put  out  of  service  a  small  portion  of  territory 
only  would  be  affected.  As  it  is  now  a  single  cable 
carries  far  too  many  circuits  and  boxes  on  it. 

The  laying  of  this  interchangeable  system  is 
along  the  line  of  the  best  modern  electrical  work, 
and  has  been  recommended  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  Fire  Alarm  Branch.  This  recommendation 
has  received  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion in  their  report  to  vou  under  date  of  March  IS, 
1913. 

I  therefore  strongly  urge  upon  you  that  a  special 
appropriation  of  thirty-five  thousand  (35,000) 
dollars  be  passed  for  the  establishment  of  an  inter- 
changeable cable  system  for  the  Fire  Alarm  Branch 
of  this  department.  I  am  inclosing  you  herewith 
a  copy  of  a  report  to  me  of  the  cost  in  detail,  which 
amounts  to  §30,905.  Allowing  84,095  for  unforeseen 
expenses  that  may  arise  in  the  carrying  out  of  this 
work  I  believe  that  -535,000  will  be  sufficient.

Dear  Sir, — The  Trustees  for  Children  are  desirous 
of  making  extensive  improvements  in  the  grounds 
at  Rainsford  Island,  and  believe  that  new  build- 
ings should  be  provided  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  and 
have  in  contemplation  a  plan  for  placing  a  bulk- 
head across  the  bay  from  the  end  of  the  pier  to 
the  point,  and  filling  in  so  as  to  increase  the  area 
of  the  land  about  three  acres.  This  would  pro- 
vide space  for  cottages  and  playground  and  permit 
tiie  erection  of  a  central  heating  plant,  laundry 
and  bakery;  also  a  building  containing  an  assembly 
hall,  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool.  In  place 
of  the  large  building  now  occupied  by  the  older 
boys  we  would  erect  two  double  cottages  to  accom^ 
modate  about  thirty-five  boys  in  each  section.

Gentlemen, — On  May  7,  1913,  the  Finance 
Commission  received  the  following  communication: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  City  Council,  May  5,  1913. 

Whereas,  The  exact  meaning  of  the  restrictions 
placed  upon  the  City  Council  by  section  8  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (which  is  sub- 
stantially a  re-enactment  of  section  12  of  chapter 
266  of  the  Acts  of  1885)  has  been  and  still  is  an 
open  question,  notwithstanding  the  opinion  of  the 
Finance  Commission  as  furnished  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  April  30 ; 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  its  opinion 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  passage  in  1911  of  the  order 
for  a  loan  of  $300,000,  specifying  tliat  the  same  be 
spent  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  approxi- 
mately 11,000  gas  lamps  with  mantles  and  other 
necessary  equipment  and  approximately  11,000 
automatic  lighting  and  extinguishing  devices,  was 
a  violation  of  either  the  spirit  or  the  letter  of  said 
section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.

The  commission  answers  the  question  in  the 
negative.  The  order  was  not  an  assumption  by 
the  Council  of  any  part  of  the  executive  or  ad- 
ministrative business  of  tiie  city,  and  hence  was 
not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
the  charter  amendments  (chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909).

I  beg  to  transmit  a  communication  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  recommending  that  a 
loan  order  of  $310,000  for  the  purchase  of  lighting 
equipment  to  be  utilized  in  the  event  of  the  accept- 
ance of  Item  E  in  a  recent  set  of  proposals  for  the 
lighting  of  the  city  streets,  and  a  second  loan  order 


of  $75,000  for  the  construction  of  an  incinerator 
in  the  Brighton  district,  be  adopted  by  your  honor- 
able body.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

As  you  are  3iware,  we  are  asking  for  bids  for 
doing  a  part  o'f  the  city  street  lighting.  These 
bids  will  be  opened  on  December  24,  1910.  Item 
D  calls  for  the  furnishing  and  installation  of  approxi- 
mately 10,000  gas  lamps  with  incandescent  mantle 
burners.  Item  E  calls  for  furnishing  and  instal- 
ling approximately  10,000  gas  lamps  with  incan- 
descent mantle  burners  and  automatic  lig'nting 
and  extinguishing  devices.  Under  these  two  items, 
if  it  is  deemed  to  the  advantage  of  the  city,  the 
city  may  purchase  the  equipment  and  do  its  own 
lighting.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  fund 
available  at  present  to  make  this  purchase,  in  case 
the  bids  should  show  that  it  would  be  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  city  to  do  so.  If  Item  D  were  accepted 
it  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  equipment 
would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $185,000.  If 
Item  E  were  accepted,  which  is  in  line  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Finance  Commission,  it 
is  estimated  that  the  equipment  would  cost  approxi- 
mately $310,000.  It  would  appear  to  me  to  be 
wise  for  the  City  Council  to  appropriate  $310,000, 
so  that  the  parties  contemplating  bidding  under 
Items  D  and  E  may  know  that  the  money  is  avail- 
able if  their  bid  is  accepted.  If  Items  A,  B  and  C 
were  accepted  this  appropriation  could  be  returned 
to  the  general  funds  of  the  city.  I  would  further 
recommend  that  the  honorable  City  Council 
appropriate  $75,000  for  the  construction  of  an 
incinerator  in  the  Brighton  district,  to  destroy 
all  the  city  refuse  in  this  district.

Thus  it  appears  that  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  had  asked  for  bids  for  street  lighting  equip- 
ment, and,  as  he  could  not  award  a  contract  on 
tliese  bids  until  an .  appropriation  had  been  made 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  contract,  he 
asked  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  lighting 
equipment  and  the  Council  voted  the  money  for 
the  purpose  named.  The  appropriation  order 
had  to  have  an  object  and  the  object  was  not  named 
-  in  such  a  manner  as  to  encroach  upon  the  functions 
of  the  executive  by  limiting  his  discretion,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  it  simply  provided  the  money 
for  the  desired  object,  leaving  tire  executive  free  to 
make  the  contract  for  the  lighting  equipment 
which  seemed  to  him  to  be  best  fitted  for  the  city's 
service  and  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  specifi- 
cations of  the  contract  upon  which  bids  were  sub- 
mitted. It  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  the  appro- 
priation by  the  City  Council  of  money  for  street 
lighting  eciuipraent  in  response  to  the  specific 
request  of  the  executive  department  could  be 
regarded  as  an  invasion  of  the  functions  of  the 
executive,  and  in  violation  of  section  8  of  the 
charter  amendments. 

The  member  of  the  City  Council  who  recently 
introduced  the  order  requesting  the  Mayor  to 
take  such  action  as  might  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  wages  of  certain  city  laborers  has  stated  in 
the  public  Press  that  the  Finance  Commission 
expressed  only  "their  personal  opinion"  when  it 
criticised  the  said  order  as  illegal.  The  com- 
mission thinks  therefore  that  the  Council  should 
be  informed  that  the  present  Corporation  Counsel 
was  consulted  by  the  commission  and  concurred 
in  this  opinion  before  the  commission  sent  its 
communication  to  your  honorable  body. 

The  written  opinions  given  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  the  City  Council  respecting  the  appUca- 
tiou  of  section  8  of  the  charter  amendments  to 
the  participation  by  the  City  Council,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  the  employment  of  labor  by  the 
city,  or  in  the  fixing  of  its  compensation,  have 
been  collected  by  the  commission  and  are  pre- 
sented in  convenient  form  in  a  single  document 
hereto  annexed.

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Written  Opiniong  Given  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  the  City  Council  Respecting  the 
AppUcation  of  Section  8  of  the  Charter  Amend- 
ments to  the  Participation  by  the  City 
Council,  Directlj'  or  Indirectly,  in  the  Employ- 
ment of  Labor  by  the  City,  or  in  the  Fixing 
of  its  Compensation. 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  April  30,  1910. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  asked  for  my  opinion  upon 
the  following  cases: 

1.  A  member  of  the  Citjr  Council  requests  a 
head  of  a  department  to  reinstate  an  employee 
of  that  department  who  has  been  suspended.  Is 
the  member  of  the  Council  Uable  to  fine  or  im- 
prisonment under  section  8  of  the  new  city  charter? 

2.  A  member  of  the  City  Council  asks  the 
heads  of  two  departments  to  consent  to  the 
transfer  of  an  employee  in  one  department  to  the 
other  department.  Is  the  member  of  the  Council 
liable  to  fine  or  imprisonment  under  section  8  of 
the  new  city  charter? 

3.  A  man  is  seeking  employment  in  a  city 
department.  He  is  on  the  civil  serrice  list,  and 
he  asks  for  a  recommendation  from  a  member  of 
the  Council  to  the  head  of  the  department.  The 
member  of  the  Council  writes  a  recommendation 
addressed  "To  all  whom  it  may  concern,"  and , 
then  gives  the  recommendation  to  the  applicant. 
Is  the  member  of  the  Council  Uable  to  fine  or 
imprisonment  under  section  8? 

4.  If  a  member  of  the  CouncU  requests  the  head 
of  the  Street  Department  to  transfer  an  employee 
from  one  division  to  another  di\-ision  of  the  Street 
Department,  is  the  member  of  the  Council  subject 
to  fine  or  imprisonment  under  section  8? 

5.  A  member  of  the  Council  asks  the  head  of 
the  Street  Department  to  give  a  certain  set  of 
employees  a  half  holiday  on  Saturday.  Is  the 
member  subject  to  fine  or  imprisonment  under 
section  8? 

6.  The  City  Council  passes  unanimously  an 
order  requesting  the  head  of  the  Park  Department 
to  put  all  its  employees  on  full  time.  Is  each 
member  of  the  City  Council  subject  to  fine  or 
imprisonment  under  section  8  of  the  new  city 
charter? 

7.  In  each  of  the  above  supposed  cases  the 
member  of  the  City  Council  sees  the  Mayor 
instead  of  the  head  of  the  department.  Does  that 
in  any  way  alter  his  hability,  if  any? 

8.  In  each  of  the  above  supposed  cases  the 
member  of  the  Council  sends  a  friend  to  interview 
the  head  of  the  department  or  the  IMayor  instead 
of  going  himself.  Does  that  in  any  way  alter  his 
liability,  if  any? 

9.  In  each  of  the  above  supposed  cases  the 
member  of  the  Council  tells  the  employee  asking 
the  favor  that  in  case  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment communicates  with  the  member  of  the 
Council  he  will  give  him  the  requested  informa- 
tion. Does  that  in  any  way  alter  his  liabilitj',  if 
any? 

10.  Just  what,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  does  said  section  8  mean? 

I  do  not  know  exactly  what  your  honorable 
body  meant  to  ask  me,  but  suppose  that  it  was 
intended  to  ask  me  as  to  whether  the  dififerent 
things  enumerated  would  be  a  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  being  the  charter  amendments,  so  called. 

Said  section  provides,  among  other  things,  that 
neither  the  City  Council  nor  any  member  of  com- 
mittee thereof  shall,  except  as  otherwise  pro\nded 
in  this  act,  directly  or  indirectly  take  part  in  the 
employment  of  labor  or  in  the  conduct  of  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  nor  in  the  appointment  or  removal  of 
any  municipal  or  county  employee. 

In  my  opinion  a  member  of  the  City  Council 
who  did  any  of  the  things  mentioned  in  the  first 
five  cases,  so  called,  would  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  section. 

In  my  opinion  if  the  City  Council  passed  such 
an  order  as  is  mentioned  in  the  sixth  supposed  case 
it  would  be  violating  the  provisions  of  section  8. 

In  reply  to  the  seventh  supposition  I  would  say 
that  I  think  that  the  member  of  the  City  Council 
who  asked  the  Mayor  instead  of  the  head  of  the 
department  to  employ  or  keep  a  man  would  violate 
the  provisions  of  section  8. 

I  make  the  same  answer  to  question  8. 

I  do  not  think  that  such  action  of  the  member 
of  the  Council  as  is  specified  in  supposed  case  9 


would  be  a  violation  of  the  letter  of  the  statute, 
although  it  would  be  of  the  spirit. 

In  reply  to  the  tenth  question,  I  would  say  that 
section  8  seems  to  me  quite  clear  and  I  cannot 
state  its  meaning  any  plainer  than  the  section 
itself.  If  any  question  relating  to  the  discharge 
of  the  official  duties  of  your  honorable  body,  or  of 
any  of  yoiu'  committees,  arises  under  this  statute 
I  will  give  my  opinion  to  your  body  or  to  any  com- 
mittee thereof  as  required  by  the  ordinance. 

This  opinion  is  upon  the  law  as  it  exists  at  the 
present  time.     I  am  informed  that  there  is  a  bill 
before    the    Legislature    which    only    awaits    final 
enactment  which  gives  to  your  body  the  power 
of  discharging   or  suspending  laborers   and   other 
employees  of  the  city  who  are  veterans.     There 
may  be  other  acts  before  the   Legislature   which 
may  modify  the  sweeping  provisions  of  section  8.

Dear  Sirs, — I  return  herew-ith  three  orders  of 
the  City  Council  sent  to  me  by  the  Assistant  City 
Clerk  for  my  opinion  as  to  w'hether  they  are  legal 
and  in  proper  form. 

In  reply  I  would  state  that  the  order  authorizing 
the  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  any  department  to 
grant  a  holiday  without  loss  of  pay  to  the  employ- 
ees of  his  or  their  department  on  the  day  of  the  an- 
nual picnic  of  such  department  seems  to  me  legal 
and  in  fair  form. 

The  other  two  orders,  to  wit:  That  requesting 
the  Mayor  to  instruct  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  grant  two  weeks'  vacation  without  loss  of 
pay  to  all  employees  of  the  Ferry  Division  of  the 
Street  Department,  and  the  one  requesting  the 
Mayor  to  instruct  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to 
grant  two  weeks'  vacation  to  all  laborers  employed 
in  the  various  divisions  of  the  Street  Department, 
said  vacations  to  be  given  without  loss  of  pay,  are 
not  in  good  form  and  are  in  violation  of  section  8  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  present  city  charter 
all  that  the  City  Council  of  Boston  can  do  is  to 
authorize  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  or  any 
other  head  of  a  department  to  grant  holidays  or 
vacations  without  loss  of  pay.  In  other  words,  the 
City  Council  can  authorize,  under  chapter  587  of 
the  Acts  of  1908,  heads  of  departments  to  grant 
vacations  or  holidays,  but  cannot  request  or  in- 
struct the  Mayor  and  the  executive  departments  to 
give  vacations  or  holidays.  .

The  above-mentioned  orders  are  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  .587  of  the  Acts  of  1908  the  officer  or 
board  in  charge  of  any  department  be  hereby 
authorized  to  grant  a  holiday,  without  loss  of  pay, 
to  the  employees  of  his  or  their  department  on  the 
day  of  the  annual  picnic  of  such  department. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the.  Mayor  be  requested 
to  instruct  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  grant 
two  weeks'  vacation,  without  loss  of  pay,  to  all 
employees  of  the  Ferry  Division  of  the  Street 
Department. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  instruct  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  grant 
two  weeks'  vacation  to  all  laborers  employed  in  the 
various  divisions  of  the  Street  Department,  said 
vacation  to  be  given  without  loss  of  pay. 

City  of  Boston,

Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — iSIy  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  the 
Mayor  can  legally  issue  instructions  to  heads  of 
departments  in  compliance  with  the  following 
orders  of  the  City  Council: 

"Ordered,  That  the  heads  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  city  be  requested  to  allow  all  employ- 
ees of  the  city  who  are  veterans  of  the  Civil  War 
leave  of  absence,  without  loss  of  pay,  to  attend  their 
annual  encampment 'to  be  held  the  first  week  of 
September,  1910." 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  direct  all  heads  of  departments  to  pay 
employees  in  said  departments  who  are  members 
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of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  for  time 
spent  by  said  employees  at  the  annual  maneuvers." 

These  orders  would  seem  to  fall  within  the 
inhibition  of  section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909  (revision  of  the  city  charter),  the  material 
parts  of  which  are  as  follows : 

"Neither  the  City  Council  nor  any  member  or 
committee,  officer,  or  employee  therein,  shall 
,  .  .  directly  or  indirectly,  on  behalf  of  the 
city  or  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  take  any  part  in 
the  employment  of  labor;  .  .  .  nor  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  executive  or  administrative  business 
of  the  city  or  county." 

■  It  may  be  contended,  however,  that  they  should 
be  construed  as  authorizations  on  the  part  of  the 
Council,  under  chapter  587  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  to 
heads  of  departments  to  grant  vacations  with  pay 
to  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  or  members  of  the 
militia.  Said  chapter  provides  that  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may  atithorize  the  granting  of  holi- 
days, half  holidays,  or  vacations,  with  pay,  to 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  seems  to  me, 
however,  that  neither  of  these  orders  purports  to 
have  been  passed  in  the  exercise  of  the  rights  thus 
conferred  upon  the  Council,  but  should  be  con- 
strued rather  as  merely  a  request  to  the  Mayor  or 
to  the  heads  of  departments  to  grant  leave  of 
absence  to  certain  employees  for  a  specified  period 
of  time  and  for  a  specified  purpose.  Nor  can  leave 
of  absence  for  the  purposes  mentioned  fairly  be 
considered  as  vacations  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute.  The  language  of  the  orders  does  not  per- 
mit that  freedom  of  action  which  is  ordinarily 
implied  in  that  word,  but  restricts  such  action  to 
attendance,  in  the  case  of  veterans  of  the  Civil 
War,  at  their  annual  encampment,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  militia,  at  the  annual 
maneuvers.  The  observance  of  such  civic  duties 
is  not  so  necessarily  suggestive  of  rest  and  recrea- 
tion that  it  can  justly  be  termed  vacation.  I  am 
of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  orders  have  no 
validity  and  that  no  action  should  be  taken  under 
them. 

I  would  suggest  the  following  forms  of  orders, 
which,  if  adopted,  would  enable  veterans  and 
members  of  the  militia  to  attend  the  encampment 
or  maneuvers  without  loss  of  pay: 

"Ordered,  That  the  officer  or  board  in  charge  of 
any  department  be  hereby  authorized  to  grant  a 
vacation,  without  loss  of  pay,  to  all  employees  of 
the  city  in  said  department  who  are  veterans  of 
the  Civil  War,  such  vacation  to  be  coextensive 
in  time  with  the  annual  encampment  of  1910  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic." 

"Prdered,  That  the  officer  or  board  in  charge  of 
any  department  be  hereby  authorized  to  grant  a 
vacation,  without  loss  of  pay,  to  all  employees  of 
the  city  in  said  department  who  are  members  of 
the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  such  vaca- 
tion to  be  coextensive  in  time  with  the  annual 
maneuvers  of  said  militia."

Law  Department,  January  14,  1911.    , 
To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  (5ity  Council: 

Gentlemen, — ^You  request  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
resolve  would  be  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  law.  This  request  was  received  some 
weeks  ago  but  in  some  way  was  overlooked.  It  is 
in  conflict  with  the  city  charter  fof  the  City  Council 
to  interfere  with  executive  business  by  requesting 
increases  in  the  pay  of  members  of  the  clifferent 
departments  of  the  city.  This  resolution  seems 
to  have  been  drawn  in  order  to  obviate  this  objec- 
tion. It  merely  requests  the  Fire  Commissioner 
to  consider  the  advisability  and  expediency  of 
increasing  the  salary  of  members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Technically  it  is  not  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter  because  it  merely 
requests  the  commissioner  to  consider  the  subject. 

The  latter  portion  of  the  resolve  has  to  do  with 
the  appropriations  over  which  the  City  Council 
has  jurisdiction.

Resolved,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  and  expediency 
of  increasing,  the  salaries  $200  annually  of  all  mem- 


bers of  the  Fire  Department  who  have  served  five 
years  or  more  if  sufficient  appropriation  therefor 
should  be  made. 

The  communication  was  declared  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  SMITH,  "reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  was  reconsidered. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  only  to 
remind  the  Chamber  that  I  have  obtained  the  last 
communication  from  the'  Finance  Commission,  in 
which  they  express  the  opinion  that  the  $300,000 
loan  order  was  proper  as  passed  by  this  body 
because 

President  KENNY — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  am  speaking  on  reconsidera- 
tion, Mr  President. 

President  KENNY — That  has  been  disposed  of. 
The  matter  is  not  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  am  asking  that  it  be  taken  up 
at  the  present  time. 

President  KENNY — For  what  purpose  does  the 
gentleman  rise?  What  disposition  does  he  desire 
to  have  made  of  the  communication? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  would  like  to  have  it  sent  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  President. 

President  KENNY — Coun.  Smith  moves  that 
this  communication  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  SMITH — The  reason  why  I  make  the 
motion  is  that  it  seems  to  me  the  action  of  the 
Finance  Commission  ought  to  be  considered  by 
this  body.  The  communication  from  the  commis- 
sion says  that  we  had  a  perfect  right  to  pass  the 
$300,000  loan  order  because  it  was  requested  by 
the  head  of  a  department — not  by  the  Mayor, 
because  the  Mayor  did  not  request  us  to  pass  it. 
He  simply  transmitted  the  communication  to  us. 
The  request  of  Commissioner  Rourke  that  we  do 
a  thing  that  is  beyond  our  power  it  seems  to  me 
has  no  weight  at  all.  If  we  had  no  power  under  the 
charter  to  pass  that  loan  order,  specifying  for 
what  purpose  the  money  should  be  used,  the  simple 
request  of  one  of  the  heads  of  departments  that 
we  should  do  so  did  not  give  us  the  power.  But, 
aside  from  that,  the  commission  seems  to  think 
that  we  had  that  right;  the  commission  says  we 
had  the  right  to  pass  the  $300,000  loan  order  in 
exactly  the  form  in  which  we  did  pass  it.  Here  is 
what  the  Corporation  Counsel  thinks  about  that 
same  loan  order.  Here  is  a  brief  filed  by  the  City 
Law  Department  with  the  Supreme  Court  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. It  is  a  brief  in  a  case  which  I  have 
brought  against  Commissioner  ^  Rourke  on  the 
same  $300,000  loan  order,  a  writ  of  mandamus. 
The  brief  is  signed  by  the  City  of  Boston's  Law 
Department,  by  Joseph  J.  Corbett,  Counsel.  That 
brief  goes  at  some  length  into  the  powers  of  the 
City  Council  and  of  the  Mayor,  the  legislative 
powers  of  the  Council  and  the  executive  powers 
of  the  Mayor;  and  in  that  brief,  filed  before  the 
Supreme  Court  in  a  case  wliich  is  pending  there, 
on  a  writ  of  mandamus,  we  find  this  conclusion: 

"The  respondent  submits  that  the  writ  of  man- 
damus should  not  issue  for  the  following  reason: 

"1.  The  City  Council  in  passing  the  order 
exceeded  its  authority  by  directing  that  the  loan 
authorized  'be  expended  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  approximately  11,000  gas  lamps  and  mantles 
and  other  necessary  equipment,  and  approximately 
11,000  automatic  extinguishing  and  lighting 
devices.'  The  authority  of  the  City  Council 
was  limited  to  the  passing  of  a  loan  order  for  pur- 
poses of  municipal  lighting;  the  designation  of  any 
kind"  or  form  of  lighting  invaded  the  domain  of 
executive  discretion  and  sound  business  judgment 
which  under  our  charter  is  vested  solely  in  the 
Mayor,  to  be  exercised  through  heads  of  depart- 
ments." 

In  other  words,  that  is  the  opinion  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  as  put  into  printed  form  in  the 
mandamus  proceedings  before  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Massachusetts  now  pending.  This  brief,  by 
the  way,  can  be  found  on  file  at  the  courthouse. 
The  Corporation  Counsel  there  states  that  "the 
authority  of  the  City  Council  was  limited  to  the 
passing  of  a  loan  order  for  purposes  of  municipal 
lighting,"  and  goes  on  to  say  that  '''the  designation 
of  any  kind  or  form  of  lighting  invaded  the  domain 
of  executive  discretion  and  sound  business  judg- 
ment which  under  our  charter  is  vested  solely  in 
the  Mayor,  to  be  exercised  through  heads  of  depart- 
ments." 

In  other  words,  according  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  what  we  should  have  done,  Mr.  Rourke's 
request    to    the    contrary    notwithstanding,    was 
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simply  to  pass  a  loan  of  8300,000  for  purposes  of 
municipal  lighting.  We  had  no  right  under  the 
charter,  according  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  to 
designate  what  should  be  done  with  that  money 
outside  of  municipal  lighting,  and  the  fact  that  we 
did  so  in  the  loan  order  was  a  wrongful  exercise 
of  authority.  In  fact,  it  exceeded  our  authority, 
according  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  that 
is  the  opinion  that  was  expressed  by  the  Finance 
Commission  until  I  asked  their  opinion  about  this 
specific  loan  and  then  they  fell  back  on  the  very 
flimsy  pretext  that,  because  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment had  requested  it,  therefore  we  were  authorized 
to  go  beyond  our  powers  given  to  us  in  the  charter. 
I  say  that  loan  order  is  wrong  or  else  we  have  power 
to  pass  this  and  similar  loan  orders  whenever  we 
desire.  When  the  Corporation  Counsel  has 
stated  in  printed  form  before  the  Supreme  Court 
one  \'iew,  and  the  Finance  Commission  takes  the 
opposite  \'iew,  I  think  this  Council  should  act  on  its 
own  dignity,  within  what  I  believe  to  be  its  powers, 
and  what  the  former  Corporation  Counsel  beUeved 
to  be  its  powers,  going  straight  ahead  and  acting 
as  w-e  did.before  the  new  charter  came  into  effect 
and  as  City  Councils  have  acted  under  the  charter 
of  1885,  coiitaining  the  same  words.  Let  this 
body  act  on  its  own  dignity  and  do  just  as  it  has 
done  in  the  past,  just  as  other  City  Councils  have 
done  in  the  past,  and  ignore  entirely  the  conflict 
between  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Finance 
Commission.  When  doctors  disagree  it  is  high 
time  that  the  patients  took  things  into  their  own- 
hands.  Let  us,  then,  go  ahead  without  fear  of  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  of  the 
Finance  Commission.  If  they  hold  these  opinions 
to  any  extent  they  can  act  as  suggested  by  Coun. 
Watson  the  last  time.  But  we  ought  to  stand  on 
our  dignity  and  act  in  accordance  with  what  we 
consider  our  rights.  Let  us  do  so  regardless  of  the 
differences  of  opinion  in  regard  to  our  legal  authority 
which  may  exist  between  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  respect-' 
fully  requests  that  the  City  Council  refer  back  to 
the  Committee  on  Claims  its  report  to  the  City 
Council  on  the  claim  of  the  Babcock  &  Wilcox 
Company  for  extra  work  and  material  on  fireboat 
Engine  No,  44,  amounting  to  81,285.40. 

The  commission  beUeves  that  the  Committee  on 
Claims  has  not  had  the  benefit  of  all  the  evidence 
which  exists  in  behalf  of  the  city  against  the  claim 
of  the  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Company,  evidence  which, 
if  heard,  might  convince  the  committee  that  the 
claim  should  be  rejected.  For  example,  certain 
questions  should  be  asked  former  Fire  Commis- 
sioner Charles  D.  Daly,  present  Fire  Commissioner 
Charles  H.  Cole,  the  superintendent  of  the  Fire 
Department  repair  shop,  Eugene  Byington,  and 
Robert  M.  Fraser,  who  was  appointed  by  former 
Commissioner  Daly  as  inspector  on  the  work  under 
the  contract  with  the  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Company. 

The  commission  has  written  former  Fire  Commis- 
sioner Daly  at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  requesting  him 
to  answer  certain  questions  for  the  purpose  of 
having  them  submitted  to  the  City  Council.  The 
commission  has  also  interrogated  Superintendent 
Byington,  who  has  stated  that  former  Fire  Com- 
missioner Daly  had  received  the  claim  in  question, 
had  given  hearings  upon  it  and  had  rejected  it. 
Inspector  Fraser  has  also  stated  that  the  claim 
should  be  rejected,  as  the  so-called  extra  items  are, 
in  his  opinion,  for  work  which  was  covered  by  the 
terms  of  the  contract. 

It  seems  to  the  commission  that  the  entire  sub- 
ject should  be  reinvestigated  in  order  that  the 
Committee  on  Claims  should  have  the  benefit  of 
all  the  evidence  in  behalf  of  the  city.  The  letter 
of  Commissioner  Cole,  which  was  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Claims,  contains  several  statements 
which  were  undoubtedly  made  in  good  faith,  but 
which  seem  to  the  commission  to  be  likely  to 
prejudice  the  city's  case.  It  should  also  be  noted 
that  the  Babcock  «&:  Wilcox  Company  have  stated 
in  writing  that  they  had  no  financial  interest  in  this 
claim  and  that  it  has  been  filed  only  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Lockwood  Manufacturing  Company,  who 
were    the  _  subcontractors.      lu    other    words,    it 


appears  that  the  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Company,  who. 
accepted  the  final  payment  on  its  contract  after 
Commissioner  Dalj'  had  rejected  the  claim  of  the 
subcontractors,  now  in  effect  asks  the  city  to  pay 
its  subcontractors  a  sum  of  money  which,  if  due 
at  all,  is  due  from  the  contractor  to  the  subcontrac- 
tors, and  not  from  the  city.

President  KENNY  called  up  No.  9,  unfinished 
business,  viz.: 

9.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  be  and  hereby  is 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners, 
for  the  completion  of  the  following  playgrounds: 
John  Winthrop  Playground,  Paris  Street  Play- 
ground, Portsmouth  Street  Playground,  Ruther- 
ford Avenue  Playground,  Carolina  Avenue  Play- 
ground, Norfolk  Street  Playground,  Mt.  Ida  Play- 
ground, and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  said  amount. 

On  April  23  the  foregoing  order  was  read  once 
and  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  1. 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BA.LLANTYNE~Mr.  President,  on 
Friday  of  this  week  the  Committee  on  Finance 
propo,sed  to  visit  several  street  locations,  parks 
and  other  improvements  called  for  by  residents  of 
this  city,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  postpone 
the  passage  of  this  order  until  that  time,  so  that 
the  members  of  the  committee  can  look  intt)  the 
matter  of  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground.  There 
is  no  item  in  the  list  as  submitted  by  the  Park 
Commission  that  I  have  any  question  about,  with 
the  exception  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  for 
the  Norfolk  Street  Playground,  and  I  don't  think 
any  of  these  matters  will  suffer  very  much  by  a 
dela.v  of  one  week.  I  therefore  hope  the  order  will 
be  laid  over  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  dislike  to 
take  issue  with  the  gentleman  from  Ward  17  on  this 
matter,  but  we  have  not  had  a  meeting  on  these 
matters  for  two  weeks  and  other  sections  of  the 
city  need  their  playgrounds.  In  my  own  section, 
Ward  5,  we  are  waiting  for  a  playground.  The 
place  is  in  horrible  condition.  There  is  absolutely 
no  protection  to  people  going  along  the  sidewalk, 
where  this  work  has  been  going  on.  The  work 
there  should  be  finished  up,  so  that  people  will 
not  get  injured  and  inconvenienced.  It  seems 
to  me  that  Charlestown  and  other  sections  should 
not  be  made  to  wait  a  week  or  more  longer  in  this 
matter.  If  so,  we  will  not  get  our  playgrounds 
this  year.  I  hope  the  gentleman  will  not  press 
the  motion.  The  grounds  there  around  the  pro- 
posed Rutherford  Avenue  Playground  are  in  awful 


shape.  I  trust  that  the  order  will  be  put  through 
this  afternoon.  It  .seems  to  me  that  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  will  be  able  to  tell  us  something 
about  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground  and  that  he 
will  be  able  to  convince  the  gentleman  from  Rox- 
bury  that  the  order  ought  to  go  through. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I 
have  no  desire  to  delay  any  of  the  playgrounds, 
except  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground.  I  make 
that  one  exception.  I  am  not  clear  about  the 
expenditure  out  there  for  fixing  up  that  playground 
of  a  much  larger  sum  than  was  expended  in  its 
purchase.  I  ani,  however,  simply  one  member, 
and  if  the  majority  of  this  Council  are  in  favor  of 
passiiig  the  order  to-day  I  will  vote  for  it,  because 
I  am  in  favor  of  all  the  other  items. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  it  was  almost 
a  month  ago — namely,  on  April  23 — that  the  order 
took  its  first  reading.  On  that  day  these  play- 
ground items  were  pretty  well  threshed  out  by 
the  members  of  the  Council.  Since  that  time  the 
members  have  had  ample  time  to  look  over  the 
individual  playground  items,  and,  as  the  items 
of  expense  have  been  clearly  set  forth  by  the  Park 
Commissioners  and  adequate  time  has  been  given 
for  due  inspection,  I  hope  the  gentleman's  motion 
will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  Ballantyne's  motion  that  the  order  lie 
over  for  one  week  was  declared  carried.  Coun. 
COLLINS  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays.  The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  3, 
nays  5: 

Yeas — Coun.  Ballantyne,  Kenny,  Smith — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Buckley,  Collins,  Mc- 
Donald, Watson — 5. 

The  question  came  on  the  final  reading  and 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  certainly  hope 
the  Council  will  not  pass  this  order  to-day  because 
of  that  one  Norfolk  Street  Playground  item,  if  for 
no  other  reason.  The  last  time  when  this  matter 
was  considered  I  think  the  majority  of  us  felt  that 
there  was  a  misuse  of  Tjlayground  money  at  Nor- 
folk Street  Playground,  that  there  was  a  misuse  of 
money  when  it  was  purchased,  and  that  there  will 
be  a  misuse  of  money  at  the  present  time  in  fixing 
it  up  at  an  expense  of  about  $46,000.  Some  of 
the  members  who  have  just  voted  to  the  opposite 
effect  then  spoke  in  favor  of  a  small  loan  order, 
cutting  out  Norfolk  Street  Playground;  and  again 
I  am  going  to  urge  an  amendment  so  that  the  loan 
order  will  read  $75,000  instead  of  $100,000.  It  is 
important,  I  know,  to  get  these  things  passed  for 
other  sections  of  the  city.  If  the  amendment  I 
suggest  is  out  of  order,  I  trust  that  members  will 
reconsider  their  vote  and  will  not  vote  to  pass  to- 
day an  order  for  $100,000,  to  include  a  large  item 
for  the  Norfolk  Street  Playground.  I  don't  see 
how  any  of  us  can  reconcile  ourselves  to  that  ex- 
penditure. Some  of  the  councilors  who  come  from 
that  neighborhood  know  what  the  condition  of 
the  land  is.  It  is  a  rocky  ledge  on  one  side  and  a 
swamp  on  the  other  side.  You  have  to  cut  down 
the  ledge  and  fill  in  the  swamp,  and  when  you  have 
it  all  done  you  will  have  to  have  a  bridge  for  the 
children  to  get  across  the  tracks  to  it,  and  you  will 
exceed  the  original  cost  of  the  land  by  at  least  one- 
half.  I  trust  that  some  of  the  members  who  have 
just  voted  one  way  to-day  and  who  spoke  on  the 
opposite  side  last  time  will  reconsider  their  recent 
vote.  The  people  of  that  section  would  never  use 
that  land  as  it  is.  There  is  no  natural  tendency  for 
the  children  to  play  there.  It  will  be  forcing  the 
children  out  of  their  normal  district  to  compel 
them  to  go  there  and  play.  It  will  be  an  injustice 
to  the  Mattapan  district.  Having  appropriated 
$25,000  for  this  combined  swamp  and  quarry,  it 
will  now  take  .$46,000  to  put  it  in  decent  shape, 
and  you  will  then  be  forcing  the  children  to  go 
there  and  play  when  they  would  not  naturally  do 
so.  The  whole  thing  is  an  absurd  proceeding  and 
will  cast  no  credit  on  this  body.  I  shall  certainly 
vote  against  the  loan  order  for  that  one  reason,  if 
for  no  other. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  say  that 
on  second  reading  of  the  loan  order  it  is  not  subject 
or  open  to  amendment.  The  question  now  comes 
on  the  order  itself. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
put  myself  right  before  the  Council,  and  I  shall, 
therefore,  make  this  statement.  I  am  opposed  at 
the  present  time  to  voting  in  favor  of  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Norfolk  .Street  Playground,  but  I 
understand  that  the  rules  of  the  Council  or  par- 
liamentary procedure  prohibit  the  dividing  of 
the  question.  I  did  vote  against  assigning  the 
matter  for  one  week,  because  I  favor  a  gi-eat  many 
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items  that  are  covered  here,  and  I  supposed  that 
later  I  might  have  the  question  divided  so  that 
I  could  register  my  vote  properly.  I  find  now  that 
I  cannot  do  so.  Therefore,  I  will  have  to  vote,  I 
presume,  in  favor  of  this  proposition,  although 
I  am  •  opposed  at  present  to  the  Norfolk  Street 
Playground  part  of  the  order.  I  desire  to  make 
that  statement  so  that  my  position  may  be  made 
clear  to  the  members  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President.  I  will 
say  that  I  am  going  to  vote  in  favor  of  this  order 
for  the  reason  that  I  do  not  think  it'wise  to  delay 
improvement  of  the  other  playgrounds.  But  I  am 
still  of  the  opinion  that  we  are  wasting  money  in 
spending  so  large  an  amount  on  the  present  Matta- 
pan  Playground. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  the  very 
happy  position  of  being  able  to  vote  against  this 
without  endangering  improvements  to  playgrounds 
that  undoubtedly  need  them.  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  this  because,  as  I  have  said,  I  think  the 
Norfolk  Street  Playground  represents  an  out- 
rageous expenditure.  In  the  second  place,  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  it  because  I  do  not  approve 
of  grouping  a  lot  of  small  orders  into  one  large 
loan  order  and  passing  them  as  a  whole.  Some  of 
these  items  are  as  small  as  SI, 000,  and  I  do  not 
approve  of  such  small  loans.  I  remember  very 
well  standing  here  two  years  ago  and  objecting  to 
certain  loans  and  appropriations  on  pure  theory 
and  I  was  met  with  the  statement  that,  ' '  While  we 
agree  with  the  councilor  in  his  theory,  we  think 
that  loans  of  $5,000  and  $10,000  for  beaches  are  so 
small  that  we  ought  to  pass  them  out  of  appropria- 
tions, even  though  nominally  they  would  be 
covered  by  loan."  And  now  here  you  are  doing 
exactly  the  reverse  of  what  some  of  the  councilors 
talked  then,  and  you  are  taking  smaller  sums  than 
you  objected  to  then,  as  small  as  SI, 000,  and  lump- 
ing them  together  and  voting  for  them  as  a  whole. 
I  think  that  is  a  thoroughly  vicious  principle. 
You  might  as  well  take  a  lot  of  small  loans  for 
acquisition  of  land,  SI, 000  and  .$2,000  for  land  here 
and  there  for  bathing  purposes  or  for  yards  of  the 
Street  Department,  or  for  a  thousand  and  one 
purposes,  and  saying  that,  "While  it  would  not  be 
good  financial  policy  to  make  a  loan  for  $1,000  or 
for  $2,000,  still  we  will  group  these  together  and 
get  out  a  loan  of  $50,000  or  $100,000."  That  is 
exactly  what  you  are  doing  in  this  case.  Nobody 
would  think  of  issuing  a  loan  for  the  grading  of  a 
playground  by  itself;  nobody  would  think  of  issu- 
ing a  loan  for  a  fence  around  a  playground  by  itself: 
nobody  would  think  of  issuing  a  loan  for  a  small 
sanitary  or  locker  building  by  itself,  if  the  cost 
did  not  exceed  85,000  or  810,000, — and  yet  you 
are  doing  that  in  this  case,  grouping  them 
together  and  passing  a  great  big  grab-basket 
loan.  I  think  that  is  thoroughly  ^dcious.  I 
also  think  that  if  you  are  going  to  pass  a  loan 
like  this  you  ought  to  specify  just  what  the 
money  will  be  spent  for.  After  we  have  passed 
this  $100,000  loan  we  haven't  any  more  control 
over  it.  After  we  have  passed  the  $100,000  we 
have  simply  got  to  abide  by  w-hat  the  head  of  the 
department  says  it  shall  be  spent  for.  He  can 
decide  to  spend  all  of  it  on  the  Norfolk  Street  Play- " 
ground,  and  we  will  have  no  power  to  resist.  He 
can  spend  $100,000  on  Norfolk  Street  Playground, 
and  this  Council  will  be  absolutely  powerless.  He 
might  desire  to  put  up  a  very  extensive  building 
there  which  would  cost  $.50,000,  and  spend  tlie 
other  $50,000  for  a  bridge  ancl  for  grading,  and  we 
could  not  do  anything  about  it.  For  all  these 
reasons  I  am  going  to  vote  against  it.  I  should 
like  to  move  reconsideration  of  the  vote  to  post- 
pone this  for  a  week. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared  carried. 
Coun.  COLLINS  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost,  yeas  4,  nays  4: 

Yeas — Coun.  Ballantyne,  Kenny,  Smith,  Wat- 
son— 4.

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  reconsideration  of  that  reference,  because  I 
feel  that  the  Executive  Committee  is  getting  rather 
clogged  by  our  action  to-day.  There  are  a  great 
many  papers  before  it. 

President  KENNY — The  question  is  on  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference. 

Coun.  SMITH — The  reason  why  I  make  this 
motion,  Mr.  President,  is  because  there  are  several 
matters  along  somewhat  the  same  line  before  the 
committee,  and  I  feel  that  it  will  be  some  time 
before  we  get  to  a  real  consideration  of  them. 
This  order,  if  I  may  refer  to  it,  states  the  assessed 
value  of  six  buildings  in  the  downtown  district 
and  of  six  buildings  out  in  West  Roxbury,  in  1902 
and  in  1912.  The  assessed  value  shown  in  each 
case  is  on  the  building  alone.  The  building  at 
19-23  Beacon  street  was  assessed  for  $375,700  in 
1902,  and  in  1912  it  was  assessed  for  $297,200. 
The  Winthrop  BuikUng,  at  276-278  Washington 
street,  was  assessed  for  $200,000  in  1902,  and  by 
1912  the  assessment  had  been  reduced  to  $116,200. 
The  Old  South  Building,  306  Washington  street, 
was  as.sessed  for  $1,000,000  in  1904  and  for  $952,600 
in  1912.  -The  Tremont  Building,  69-81  Tremont 
street,  was  assessed  for  $1,078,000  in  1902  and  for 
$900,800  in  1912.  Barristers  Hall  was  assessed 
for  $374,800  in  1902  and  for  $297,800  in  1912. 
20  Pemberton  square  was  assessed  for  $305,700 
in  1902  and  for  $259,100  in  1912.  AH  of  these 
figures  show  substantial  reductions  in  the  ten- 
year  period.  That  is  what  I  call  good  assessing. 
It  is  perfectly  true  that  these  big  buildings  down- 
town should  show  a  depreciation  of  that  kind 
over  a  ten-year  period.  It  is  perfectly  good 
assessing,  and  it  is  done  in  all  the  other  cities.  I 
think  all  the  cities  reduce  the  assessment  on  such 
buildings  a  moderate  amount.  Even  a  steel, 
granite  and  concrete  building  depreciates  over  a 
ten-year  period.  But  what  is  right  for  the  big 
downtown  property  owners  is  also  right  for  the 
little  out-of-town  property  owners,  and  it  is  not 
a  fact  that  the  wooden  buildings  in  the  suburbs 
show,  as  far  as  assessments  are  concerned,  the 
depreciation  that  appears  in  the  downtown 
buildings.  The  wooden  out-of-town  buildings 
depreciate  even  more,  have  a  shorter  lite,  than  the 
downtown  modern  office  building^,  and  yet  a 
wooclen  building  in  the  suburbs  is  not  marked  off 
by  the  assessors.  They  charge  such  a  building 
up  at  ju.st  as  high  a  figure  now  as  they  did  ten 
years  ago,  and  in  proof  of  that  I  cite  six  buildings 
in  the  out-of-town  district.  I  have  taken  six  from 
the  West  Roxbury  district.  I  could  take  six, 
sixteen  or  sixty  from  every  suburb  of  Boston  and  • 
show  cx.actly  the  same  thing.  101  Hyde  Park 
.ivinii',  a  wooclen  building,  was  assessed  for 
s;r>,,S(l(l  in  1902  and  was  assessed  for  the  same  amount 
in  1912;  106  Hyde  Park  avenue  was  assessed  for 
$8,000  in  1902  and  for  $8,000  in  1912;  44  Shi-ldon 
.street  was  assessed  for  $7,000  in  1902  and  for 
$7,000  in  1912;  40  Sherwood  street  was  assessed 
for  $4,000  in  1902  and  for  $4,000  in  1912;  84  Hyde 
Park  avenue  was  assessed  for  $8,500  in  1902  and 
for  $8,500  in  1912;  80  Hyde  Park  avenue  was 
assessed  for  $8,500  in  1902  and  for  $8,500  in  1912. 
In  other  words,  there  are  six  wooden  buildings,  all 
of  which  over  a  ton-year  period  have  not  had 
one  cent  charged  off  on  the  buildings;  while  these 
great  modern  granite,  steel,  brick  office  buildings 
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of  the  downtown  district  are  charged  off  a  normal 
amount,  about  15  per  cent.  What  is  good  for  one 
part  of  the  city  is  good  for  another.  It  is  only 
fair  to  say  that  the  wooden  buildings  should  have 
depreciated  in  assessments  even  more  than  the 
downtown  ones,  yet  that  has  not  been  the  case. 
A  man  out  at  Clarendon  Hills  said  to  me:  "Every 
time  I  paint  my  front  stoop  the  assessment  is 
increased."  They  never  think  of  making  the 
assessment  less  on  those  out-of-town  wooden 
buildings.  Yet  we  all  know  how  they  depreciate, 
and  I  say  that  the  rule  that  holds  good  for  the 
downtown  district  ought  to  hold  equally  good 
for  the  out-of-town  district.  It  is  rank  injustice 
to  continue  the  condition  of  affairs  that  now  pre- 
vails in  this  respect,  and  I  think  the  order  should  be 
called  to  the  Mayor's  attention,  so  that  he  may  be 
informed  of  the  exact  condition  of  affairs.  It 
will  not  do  any  harm. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  to  the  Executive 
Committee  was  lost. 


PROTEST     AGAINST     HOUSE     BILL     2442. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following:

ernment.

President  KENNY — Six  having  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  the  order  is  passed  to  a  second  reading 
fourteen  days  hence. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  reconsideration  of  the  vote  just  taken.  I  do 
this  in  order  to  make  a  statement  concerning  my 
vote,  which,  through  my  own  negligence,  I  was  not 
able  to  do  when  the  order  passed.  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  it,  because  it  seems  to  me  that  we  can, 
by  waiting  a  short  time  and  dickering  with  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Commission,  get  a  better  price. 
I  may  be  entirely  wTong  in  that  opinion,  but  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  the  whip  hand  now  in 
that  situation,  it  seems  to  me  there  is  no  need  for 
immediate  hurry  on  our  part  in  closing  with  them 
at  their  own  figures.  Our  request  of  the  Metro- 
politan Water  Board  was  that  they  should  buy  the 
property  at  $600,000;  their  offer  to  us  was  $150,000, 
which  offer  we  are  accepting.  I  am  very  glad  that 
we  are  able  to  sell  at  any  price.  I  agree  that  the 
reservoir  is  of  no  use  to  the  city  and  that  it  would 
be  so  much  money  in  our  pockets^  so  much  money 
found,  to  have  the  $1.50,000.  At  the  same  time,  if 
we  are  in  a  position  to  get  more  let  us  use  that 
position  to  get  more.  As  I  understand  it  from  the 
head  of  the  Water  Department,  who  appeared 
before  the  committee,  that  reservoir  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  metropoUtan  water  system.  It 
acts  as  a  safety  valve  against  the  pressure  in  the 
pipes.  That  is,  any  fluctuation  in  pressure  is  taken 
off  the  pipes  by  the  rising  and  falling  of  the  reser- 
voir. We  do  not  need  the  reservoir;  the  Metro- 
politan Water  Commission  does.  If  we  discon- 
tinued that  reservoir  and  sold  it  to  the  town  of 
Brookline  for  a  playground  or  whatnot,  the  Met- 
ropoUtan Water  Board  would  have  to  replace  that 
with  another  reservoir.  Consequently  they  would 
be  put  to  a  much  greater  expense  than  $150,000. 
While  we  are  in  that  advantageous  position  let  us 
use  it  to  the  utmost.  It  never  occurred  to  us  that 
we  could  sell  that  to  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  for  years  and  years.  We  have  been  carrying 
it  without  its  being  of  any  use  to  the  city,  and  I 
think  perhaps  Judge  Corbett  and  Mr.  Kiley,  the 
real  estate  expert  of  the  city,  deserve  the  greatest 
credit  for  thinking  the  matter  out  and  getting 
favorable  action  by  the  Legislature,  making  avail- 
able to  the  City  of  Boston  this  sum  of  money.  I  am 
heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  whole  thing,  but  I 
am  going  to  vote  against  this  order,  because  I  think 
we  could  get  more  if  we  waited  and  dickered. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  Judge 
Corbett,  the  present  Corporation  Counsel,  stated 
to  the  Committee  on  Claims  that  he  was  the  father 
of  the  bill  bv  which  the  metropolitan  water  system 
might  take  Fisher  Hill  reservoir  for  $600,000. 
He  stated  also  at  the  same  time  that  he  never 
expected  that  the  city  would  receive  any  such 
amount  for  it.  He  feels  to-day  that  the  City 
of  Boston  is  making  a  good  trade  in  getting 
rid.  of  this  property  at  the  price  offered,  for  the 
reason  that  there  is  included  in  this  sale  about 
eleven  miles  of  pipe  which  is  very  old,  some  of  it 
as  much  as  sixty-four  years  old,  in  the  ground. 
The  larger  portion  of  it  is  at  least  fifty-three  years 
old.  According  to  the  opinion  of  the  heads  of 
the  Water  Department,  this  pipe  is  in  very  poor 
condition  and  is  liable  to  breaks  any  day,  which 
might  cost  the  city  large  sums  of  money.  Apart 
from  that,  we  are  getting  this  .$150,000,  which  is 
to  be  applied  toward  the  liquidation  of  our 
water  debt,  and  we  are  saving  at  the  same  time 
the  sum  of  about  $6,000  a  year  for  the  care  of  these 
pipes — that  is,  for  the  watchman  and  others  con- 
nected with  the  department,  who  have  to  devote 
their  whole  time  to  the  care  of  those  pipes.  That 
is  without  allowing  one  cent  for  repairs.  There 
is  also,  I  believe,  another  $6,000  a  year  that  is 
spent  for  the  smaller  repairs  on  these  pipes.  ^  I 
beheve,  upon  the  whole,  with  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners, that  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  making 
a  good  trade  to-day  if  it  gave  that  property  up 
without  receiving  one  cent  for  it;  but  we  are 
receiving  $150,000,  which  is  a  fair  price.  I  hope, 
therefore,  that  the  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote 
will  not  prevail,  but  that  the  order  will  be  passed 
along  to  its  second  reading  fourteen  days  from  now. 


Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  very  gladly 
admit  that  it  is  a  lucky  find  for  the  city,  what- 
ever amount  we  get,  but  that  does  not  spoil  our 
side  of  the  bargain.  It  is  absurd  to  say  that  we 
could  not  get  anything  for  it  or  that  we  are  lucky 
to  get  anything,  because,  of  course,  if  we  discon- 
tinue the  reservoir  we  have  one  of  the  finest 
sites  in  the  town  of  Brookline,  right  opposite  mag- 
nificent residences,  one  especially  brought  from 
Michigan  by  blocks.  It  is  in  one  of  the  most 
exclusive  sections.  So  we  could  sell  the  property 
to  advantage  entirely  aside  from  the  value  set  by 
the  Metropolitan  Water  Commission.  I  think 
we  can  very  well  afford  to  spend  a  short  time  in 
actively  taking  up  the  matter  of  price  with  the 
MetropoUtan  Board.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
whether  we  are  going  to  sell  or  not,  but  just  the 
price  that  we  are  going  to  sell  at. 

Reconsideration  of  the  passage  of  the  order  was 
refused. 


PURIFICATION      OF     WATER,      CHARLES

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  the  Metro- 
poUtan Park  Commission  be  requested  to  further 
explain  why  the  water  in  the  Charles  River  Basin 
cannot  be  purified  by  the  opening  of  the  locks  in 
the  dam.

SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  recon- 
sideration of  that  reference,  for  this  reason,  that 
the  order  is  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  one  sent  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  upon  which 
h6  reported  to  the  Council  that  he  had  no  knowl- 
edge of  why  that  provision  was  inserted,  because 
the  building  was  being  built  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Public  Library. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  prevailed  and 
the  order  was  passed. 


REDUCTION   OF  WATER   RATES. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  the  water 
rates  be  decreased  for  the  coming  year  by  the 
gross  amount  of  $150,000,  as  that  sum  is  to  be 
received  from  the  sale  of  the  Fisher  Hill  reservoir 
and  must,  under  the  statute,  go  to  the  reduction 
of  sinking  fund  and  dividend  requirements  on 
the  water  loan. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  for 
reconsideration  again,  as  I  wish  to  state  why  I 
put  this  order  in?  We  have  just  passed  upon 
the  sale  of  the  Fi,sher  Hill  reservoir.  Of  course, 
we  have  not  got  the  money  yet,  but  that  is  a 
foregone  conclusion.  That  $150,000,  according 
to  Judge  Corbett,  must  go  under  the  statute  to 
the  sinjcing  fund,  which  at  the  present  time  is 
large  enough  to  take  care  of  all  the  maturing 
bonds.  In  other  words,  that  $150,000  will  simply 
lie  there  until  1929,  when  the  last  bond  matures, 
and  then  it  can  be  used  for  the  Water  Department 
or  for  any  other  purpose,  as  Judge  Corbett  says, 
for  which  we  see  fit  to  use  it.     We  do  not  need  that 
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$150,000  in  the  place  where  the  statute  says  it 
must  go.  We  cannot  stop  its  going  to  the  Water 
Department  sinking  fund,  but  we  can  take  care 
of  the  water  users  of  the  city  by  reducing  the 
water  rates  a  like  amount.  If  we  reduce  the 
water  rates  by  that  amount  we  will  be  in  just  the 
same  position  as  if  we  had  got  this  amount  of 
money  and  us«d  it  for  some  other  purpose.  The 
water  users  of  thiscity  ought  not  to  be  burdened 
by  a  rate  much  higher  than  is  necessary,  and  it 
will  be  just  $150,000  higher  than  necessary  unless 
we  take  action  similar  to  what  this  order  calls  for. 
I  asked  Mr.  Mitchell,  when  he  was  before  our 
body  to-day  with  Judge  Corbett,  as  to  who  had 
the  say  about  changing  the  water  rates.  He  said 
the  water  rates  had  not  been  changed  since  the 
present  charter  went  into  effect  and  that  they 
went  along  from  year  to  year.  The  water  rates 
have  been  paid  for  this  year,  so  this  would  not 


change  anything  until  January  of  next  year.  But 
it  is  a  matter  that  the  Council  might  look  into 
during  the  coming  month  or  two. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  with- 
draw his  motion  to  reconsider? 

Coun.  SMITH— I  do. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  considered  your  request  for 
my  opinion  whether  the  tenure  of  office  of  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Cole,  who  was  appointed  Fire  Commis- 
sioner, and  accepted  that  office  on  February  12, 
1912,  and  also  whether  my  tenure  of  office,  having 
been  appointed  Corporation  Counsel,  and  having 
accepted  that  office  on  March  26,  1912,  were  for 
the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term  of  the  former 
incumbents  of  these  offices  from  May  1,  1910,  or 
%vere  for  a  new  term  of  four  years  from  May  1,

I  have  felt  a  certain  embarrassment  in  giving 
my  opinion  on  a  matter  in  which  it  might  be  said 
that  I  had  an  interest,  and  I  consequently  have 
secured  the  opinion  of  one  of  the  drafters  of  the 
charter  amendments  upon  the  point  in  question. 
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I  inclose  this  opinion  and  I  concur  in  his  conclusion 
that  these  appointments  were  for  a  period  term- 
inating on  the  first  of  May,  1916.

My  dear  Mr.  Corbett, — -My  opinion  has  been 
requested  concerning  the  proper  answers  to  cer- 
"  tain  questions  propounded  by  the  City  Clerk  by  a 
letter  addressed  to  you  dated  April  7,  a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  inclosed.  The  questions  may 
be  stated  thus: 

1.  When  the  head  of  a  department  dies,  resigns, 
or  is  removed  before  the  expiration  of  his  term,  • 
and    the    Mayor    desires    to    make    a    permanent 
appointment  in  his  stead,  must  the  appointment 
be  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term?     Or 

2.  Can  he  make  a  permanent  appointment  for 
a  terra  which  will  commence  immediately  upon 
qualification  and  acceptance  and  end  four  years 
from  May  1  of  that  year?     And 

3.  In  this  event  is  such  appointment  effectuated 
by  a  paper  signed  by  the  Mayor  which  specifies  no 
term  but  simply  appoints  him  to  the  office  in 
question? 

The  answer  to  these  questions  involves  the  proper 
construction  of  the  so-called  Charter  of  1909. 

The  special  facts  relating  to  the  appointments  in 
question  appear  from  the  letter  of  the  City  Clerk 
and  other  information  to  be  as  follows: 

The  new  charter  took  effect,  so  far  as  all  the 
provisions  affecting  appointments  are  concerned, 
on  February  7,  1910.  On  April  7,  1910,  Mr. 
Thomas  M.  Babson  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
Corporation  Counsel,  and  on  August  18,  1910, 
Mr.  Charles  D.  Daly  was  appointed  Fire  Com- 
missioner. In  both  cases  the  paper  or  certificate 
of  appointment  stated  merely  that  the  person 
named  was  "appointed"  to  the  position,  no  term 
being  mentioned.  Both  gentlemen  were  certified 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  be  qualified, 
and  duly  accepted  their  appointments.  In  Jan- 
uary, 1912,  Mr.  Daly  was  removed.  Mr.  John  H. 
Dunn,  one  of  the  Street  Commissioners,  was 
"designated"  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Fire 
Commissioner  "until  such  time  as  the  office  is 
filled  by  a  permanent  appointment,"  and  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Cole  was  "appointed"  to  the  position 
of  Fire  Commissioner.  Mr.  Babson  died  in  March, 
1912.  Mr.  James  R.  Murphy,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Appeal,  was  "designated"  to  serve  as 
temporary  Corporation  Counsel  "until  such  time 
as  a  permanent  head  of  the  Law  Department 
should  be  appointed,"  and  on  March  12  Mr. 
Joseph  J.  Corbett  was  "appointed"  to  the  "posi- 
tion of  Corporation  Counsel."  Messrs.  Cole  and 
Corbett  were  duly  certified  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  as  qualified  and  accepted  the 
appointments. 

Upon  consideration  of  these  facts,  of  the  terms  of 
the  Charter  of  1909,  and  of  such  other  data  as  may 
properly  be  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  answer  to  the  first  question 
must  be  in  the  negative,  and  that  the  answers  to 
the  second  and  third  cjuestions  should  be  in  the 
affirmative. 

In  construing  the  Act  of  1909  and  in  deter- 
mining the  effect  under  this  law  of  the  action  of  the 
Mayor  in  making  the  appointments  in  question, 
it  is  proper  to  take  into  account  all  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  and  leading  to  the  passage  of 
the  act  in  question,  including  (1)  the  law  upon  the 
subject  of  appointments  as  it  stood  when  the  act 
was  passed;  (2)  such  information  as  may  have 
reached  the  Legislature  in  the  shape  of  official 
reports  relating  to  the  subject  and  submitted  by 
direction  of  the  Legislature;  and  (3)  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Legislature  on  the  bill  and  petition,  if 
any,  which  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  act  in 
question.  (See Brown  ».  Turner,  174  Mass.  1.50; 
and  Old  South  Association  v.  Boston,  212  Mass. 
299.)  The  final  report  of  the  Finance  Commission 
of  1907  submitted  to  the  Legislature  under  date  of 
January  29,  1909,  is  a  document  well  within  this 
rule;  for  it  was  prepared  by  a  commission  which 
had  been  directed  by  Statute  1908,  chapter  .502,  to 
report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
General  Court  in  order  to  assist  that  body  in  the 
enactment  of  laws  for  the  government  of  the  city. 

Prior  to  the  Act  of  1909  the  tenure  of  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  city  was  determined  under  the 
Charter  of  1854   and  the  General  Law  of   1890 


(chapter  418)  relating  to  officers  and  departments 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  by  ordinance.  The  Act  of 
1890  provided  (section  1)  that  every  head  of  depart- 
ment whose  term  of  office  was  not  fixed  by  statute 
should  "hold  office  for  such  term  not  exceeding 
three  years  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May 
in  the  year  of  his  appointment  as  the  City  Council 
may  by  ordinance  determine,"  and  the  ordinances 
(see  Revised  Ordinance  of  1898,  Edition  of  1908, 
chapter  2)  provided  (section  1)  that  all  appoint- 
ments should  be  made  in  the  year  in  which  the 
term  of  the  incumbent  expired  for  the  term  fixed 
by  statute  or  ordinance  beginning  with  the  first 
day  of  May  of  the  year  of  appointment;  and 
(section  2)  that  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  or 
removal,  or  of  the  temporary  absence  or  disability 
of  the  incumbent  of  an  office,  the  Mayor  might 
designate  some  other  head  of  a  department  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  temporarily.  The 
terms  of  most  of  the  leading  executive  officers  were 
fixed  by  ordinance  under  the  Act  of  1890  at  one 
year. 

As  the  matter  stood,  therefore,  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  1909  most  of  the  important 
executive  officers  of  the  city  government  were 
appointed  for  terms  of  one  year  only,  beginning 
with  May  1,  in  the  year  of  appointment,  and  if  the 
office  became  vacant  by  death,  resignation  or 
removal,  the  Mayor  could  either  put  the  depart- 
ment temporarily  in  charge  of  the  head  of  some 
other  department,  or  could  make  a  permanent 
appointment  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term.  If  the  Mayor  chose  the  latter  alternative 
he  could,  in  the  case  of  an  office  becoming  vacant 
in  June,  make  a  permanent  appointment  which 
would  expire  on  May  1  of  the  following  year;  and 
if  the  vacancy  occurred  in  March  or  April  the 
term  of  the  new  appointee  would  expire  on  May 
1  of  that  year.  The  Mayor  could  not  offer  the 
appointee  a  term  of  even  twelve  months'  duration 
unless  the  vacancy  occurred  immediately  after 
the  first  of  May.  In  like  manner  for  an  office  the 
term  of  which  was  fixed  by  a  statute  or  ordinance 
at  two  or  three  years,  an  appointment  made  to 
fill  a  vacancy  [would  be  for  only  the  unexpired 
term  and  would  not  run  for  full  period  of  two 
or  three  years,  as  the  case  might  be,  from  May 
1  in  the  year  when  the  vacancy  occurred. 

The  Finance  Commission  of  1907-09  was  direc- 
ted by  the  order  of  the  City  Council  under  which 
it  was  appointed  (see  Reports  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  volume  I.,  pages  9  and  10)  to  examine 
into  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  finances  of  the 
city,  including  the  "system  of  administration," 
and  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1908  (chapter 
562,  section  1)  directed  the  commission  to  inves- 
tigate the  subjects  referred  to  in  the  order  of  the 
City  "Council,  and  also  to  inquire  generally  into 
the  management  of  the  business  of  the  city,"  to 
inform  itself  as  to  the  manner  and  methods  in 
which  the  same  had  been  conducted,  and  to  report 
its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  General 
Court. 

The  commission  made  its  final  report  to  the 
Legislature  under  date  of  January  29,  1909,  in 
a  document  which  criticised  the  short  terms  which 
were  provided  for  the  heads  of  departments, 
pointed  out  the  difficulty  of  getting  properly 
qualified  persons  to  accept  office  for  such  short 
periods,  reconmiended  that  the  "heads  of  depart- 
ments should  be  appointed  for  reasonably  long 
terms,"  and  suggested  four  years  instead  of  the 
shorter  (generally  one  year)  terms  then  in  force 
(see  Finance  Commission's  Reports,  volume  II., 
pages  199,  200,  241,  246  and  247).  The  prior 
reports  of  the  commission  addressed  to  the  City 
Council  were  to  a  great  extent  incorporated  by 
reference  in  the  final  report  to  the  Legislature  and 
contained  repeated  illustrations  of  the  evil  con- 
sequences of  the  short  terms  then  provided  by 
Jaw  for  the  principal  executive  offices  of  the  city. 
The  draft  of  the  charter  submitted  by  the  com- 
mission (see  Reports,  volume  II.,  pages  271  and 
272)  contained  in  section  34  a  provision  that  all 
heads  of  departments  should  be  appointed  for 
terms  of  four  years  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
May  in  the  year  in  which  they  were  appointed, 
and  in  section  33  a  provision  that  in  case  of  vacan- 
cies the  Mayor  should  designate  some  other  head 
of  a  department  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  temporarily. 

This  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Metropolitan  Affairs  and  the  result  was  the  passage 
of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  that  year,  approved 
June  11.  Sections  12  and  13  of  this  Act  are  as 
follows; 

"Section  12.     A  vacancy  in  any  office  to  which 
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the  provisions  of  section  nine  of  this  act  apply  shall 
be  filled  by  the  mayor  under  the  provisions  of  said 
section  and  pending  a  permanent  appointment  he 
shall  designate  some  other  head  of  a  department  or 
member  of  a  board  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  temporarily." 

"Section  13.  Members  of_  boards  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  terms  established  by  law  or  by 
ordinance.  Heads  of  departments  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  terms  of  four  years  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  May  of  the  year  in  which  they  are 
appointed  and  shall  continue  thereafter  to  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor." 

This  act  was  by  section  63  to  take  effect,  so  far 
as  these  provisions  are  concerned,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February,  1910;  and  in  section  9  it 
was  provided  that 

"AH  heads  of  departments  and  members  of 
municipal  boards,  including  the  board  of  street 
commissioners,  as  their  present  terms  of  office 
expire  (but  excluding  the  school  committee  and 
those  officials  by  law  appointed  by  the  governor), 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  without  confirma- 
tion by  the  city  council." 

The  Finance  Commission  also  recommended 
radical  changes  in  the  method  of  appointments 
respecting  both  the  qualification  of  appointees  and 
the  power  of  confirmation,  and  these  suggestions 
were  adopted  in  the  Act  of  1909.  They  need  not 
be  referred  to  here  except  as  emphasizing  the  intent 
of  the  Legislature  to  so  change  the  system  as  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  city  to  enjoy  the  services 
of  a  better  class  of  men  in  the  chief  executive 
offices  than  could  be  secured  under  the  system  then 
in  force. 

The  new  charter  took  effect,  as  already  stated, 
on  February  7,  1910,  and  the  practice  respecting 
vacancies  since  its  adoption  has  been  for  the 
Mayor  either  to  ' '  designate ' '  the  head  of  some  other 
department  to  fill  the  office  temporarily,  or  to 
"appoint"  some  person  to  the  position;  in  the 
latter  case  nothing  being  specified  as  to  the  length 
of  term  or  the  date  of  its  beginning. 

The  proper  construction  of  the  act,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  riuestions  set  out  in  the  letter  of  the 
City  Clerk,  is  not  free  from  difficulty,  but,  upon 
the  whole,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  the 
intent  of  the  Legislature  to  enable  the  Mayor  to 
get  the  best  men  he  could  to  fill  the  high  executive 
offices  of  the  city  by  permitting  him  to  make  per- 
manent appointments  which  would  enable  the 
appointee  to  take  the  place  at  once,  or  as  soon 
as  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
and  to  hold  it  (.subject  to  removal,  etc.)  until  the 
first  day  of  May  in  the  fourth  year  of  his  appoint- 
ment. 

My  reasons  for  this  opinion  may  be  summarized 
as  follows: 

1.  The  object  of  the  law  in  providing  four 
years  instead  of  the  shorter  terms,  generally  one 
year,  then  in  force,  for  the  chief  executive  officers 
of  the  city,  was  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Mayor 
to  secure  the  services  of  competent  men  who  would 
accept  a  four-year  term  but  not  a  one  or  two-year 
term  of  office;  and  this  object  would  be  plainly 
thwarted  if,  when  a  vacancy  occurred,  as  would 
frequently  be  the  case  from  death,  resignation  or 
removal,  two  years,  one  year,  six  months  or  one 
month  before  the  expiration  of  a  four-year  term, 
the  new  appointee  could  hold  only  until  the 
expiration  of  that  term  and  must  then  be  re- 
appointed or  retired.  The  most  important  prac- 
tical change  effected  by  the  new  charter  in  the 
administration  of  the  city  was  probably  the  change 
in  the  mode  of  appointments  and  the  terms  of 
office  of  the  principal  heads. of  dep.artments,  and 
this  change  would  in  many  cases  fail  to  accomplish 
its  purpose  unless-  the  provisions  of  section  13 
are  to  be  construed  as  giving  to  the  new  appointee 
a  full  four-year  term  from  May  1  of  the  year  when 
he  qualifies  and  accepts  the  office. 

2.  To  construe  this  section  as  contemplating 
that  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  the  new  appointee 
would  hold  only  until  the  expiration  of  the  four- 
year  term  for  which  his  predecessor  was  appointed, 
involves  the  assumption  that  the  Legislature  of 
1909  intended  to  fik  the  periods  during  which  a 
general  change  of  officers  was  likely  to  take  place 
as  the  years  1910,  1914,  1918,  1922,  etc.  Such  an 
interpretation  would  seem  to  be  at  variance 
with  the  general  spirit  of  the  charter.  This  was 
to  fix  upon  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  the  full 
initial  responsibility  for  the  selection  of  compe- 
tent heads  of  departments,  and  to  furnish  him 
with  the  means  of  scouring  the  best  men;  but  a 
new  Mayor  might  take  office  not  only  in  the  years 


nuiiicd  hut  in  any  intervening  year,  and  to  limit 
every  mayor  taking  office  in  an  intervening 
year  in  the  length  of  tenure  which  he  could  hold 
out  to  prospective  appointees  would  be  to  dis- 
criminate against  mayors  elected  at  these  times. 
Such  an  interpretation  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  to 
be  inferred,  but  must  rest  on  express  language; 
and  I  find  no  words  in  the  charter  necessitating 
such  construction. 

3.  The  words  in  section  13  "for  terms  of  four 
years  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  of  the 
year  in  which  they  are  appointed"  are  not  to  be 
construed  literally  as  if  "for  terms"  were  ec|uiva- 
lent  to  "during  the  period";  for  under  that  assump- 
tion a  person  appointed  in  December  of  any  year 
would  hold  the  office  from  May  1  of  that  year, 
a  manifest  impossibilit.v.  The  intent  of  this 
provision  is  thus  seen  to  have  been  rather  to  fix 
the  period  at  which  the  term  should  expire,  viz., 
at  a  date  four  years  from  May  1  of  the  year  of 
appointment,  than  to  make  the  term  itself  coin- 
cident with  this  four-year  period.  That  is  to  say, 
the  phrase  "beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May" 
cannot  be  used  to  designate  the  day  when  the  term 
begins;  it  can  have  been  used,  however,  as  an 
indirect  and  rather  clumsy  way  of  fixing  the  date 
by  which  the  expiration  of  the  term  was  to  be 
calculated;  and  this  must  therefore  be  regarded 
as  the  legal  construction  of  the  phrase.  If  the 
Legislature  had  provided  that  the  Mayor  should 
on  or  before  May  1  of  any  year  appoint  for  the 
term  of  four  years  beginning  on  that  day,  the 
words  "for  the  term"  might  properly  be  taken  to 
mean  "during  the  term  beginning  May  1,"  and 
then  no  appointment  could  be  made  after  May  1; 
but  no  such  provision  is  found  in  this  act. 

I  conclude  that  the  words  "beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  May,"  etc.,  cannot  refer  to  the  term 
itself,  but  were  used  merelj'  as  a  date  from  which 
to  reckon  the  expiration  of  the  term,  and  that  the 
sentence  is  to  be  construed  as  if  it  read  "ending 
with  May  1  of  the  fourth  year  after  the  year  in 
which  they  are  appointed." 

4.  Section  12  of  the  Act  of  1909  provides  that 
vacancies  may  be  filled  by  permanent  appoint- 
ments under  the  provisions  of  section  9,  that  is, 
in  the  same  manner  as  original  appointments,  and 
as  section  13  applies  to  all  the.se  it  must  apply  to 
vacancies  as  well.  No  special  or  different  mode  of 
permanent  appointment  under  section  13  is 
sanctioned  by  section  12,  notwithstanding  the  use 
in  that  section  of  the  word  "vacancy." 

5.  A  difference,  to  which  my  attention  has  been 
called  by  Mr.  Adams,  between  section  12  of  the 

.  Act  of  1909  and  the  law  respecting  vacancies 
then  in  force  appears  to  me  to  be  significant. 
Section  2  of  ch.apter  2  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
provided  that  in  the  case  of  death,  resignation, 
etc.,  the  Mayor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  new 
officer  "to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term."  The 
words  quoted  are  not  found  in  the  Act  of  1909, 
and  their  omission  from  an  act  plainly  intended  to 
supersede  all  existing  laws  and  ordinances  on  the 
subject  reinforces  the  conclusion  reached  above 
that  by  sections  12  and  13  of  the  .Act  of  1909  the 
Legislature  intended  that  all  new  appointees  should 
have  a  full  four-year  term,  not  merely  the  remnant, 
perhaps  only  a  few  months  of  another  man's  term. 

6.  The  act  seems  to  contemplate  only  two 
modes  of  appointment:  Permanent  appointments 
for  the  full  term  ending  four  years  from  May  1  of 
the  year  of  appointment,  and  temporary  appoint- 
ments for  which  the  head  of  some  other  depart- 
ment must  be  selected.  These  latter  appoint- 
ments must  evidently  be  intended  for  short 
periods.  The  discharge  of  the  duties  of  two 
departments  by  the  same  persons'  for  any  con- 
siderable length  of  time  would  frequently 
be  impracticable  and  in  some  cases  impossible. 
Moreover,  the  duties  of  some  departments  are 
so  different  from  those  of  others  that  no  other 
head  of  a  department  could  be  found  capable 
of  filling  the  vacancy  for  more  than  a  few  days. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  the  Law  Department. 
A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Corporation  Counsel, 
say  early  in  January  of  any  year,  might  paralyze 
the  operation  of  this  important  department, 
prevent  the  proper  trial  and  argument  of  cases, 
and  cost  the  city  large  sums  of  money,  if  it  could 
only  be  filled  by  some  other  head  of  department. 
There  might  be  no  other  head  of  a  department 
who  was  a  member  of  the  bar,  and  quite  certainly 
no  other  city  officer  would  be  apt  to  possess  the 
professional  ability  required  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  this  office  during  the  next  four  months. 
The   right   to    make    a   permanent   appointment 
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before  May  1  would,  in  the  case  of  this  particular 
department,  seem  to  be  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  city;  and,  as  already 
pointed  out,  the  four-year  term  adopted  by  the 
IjCgislature  would  be  ineffectual  if  the  appoint- 
ment would  only  be  for  the  remainder  of  the 
predecessor's  term,  conceivably  only  four  months. 
The  Legislature  cannot,  in  the  absence  of  express 
provisions,  be  thought  to  have  intended  that  if 
the  head  of  a  department,  say  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, dies  in  July  of  the  third  j^ear  of  his  term  the 
office  must  be  filled  either  by  a  permanent  appointee 
who  would  hold,  however,  only  until  May  1  of 
the  following  year,  or  by  the  designation  of  the 
head  of  some  other  department  to  fill  the  office 
temporarily.  There  might  be  no  other  head  of  a 
department  in  any  way  competent  to  fill  the  office, 
and  it  might  not  be  possible  to  secure  a  new  ap- 
pointee for  a  term  of  only  nine  months'  duration. 

7.  By  the  Act  of  1909  the  first  mayor  to  be 
elected  under  the  new  charter  was  to  take  office  on 
February  7,  1910.  An  affirmative  answer  to  the 
first  question  put  by  the  City  Clerk  and  a  negative 
answer  to  the  other  two  would  practically  debar 
this  mayor  from  securing  any  permanent  heads  of 
departments  for  three  months — a  result  not  to  be 
drawn  unless  a  necessary  inference  from  the  statute. 

Summary. 

I  conclude  that  to  construe  the  Act  of  1909  in 
such  a  way  as  to  involve  an  affirmative  answer  to 
Mr.  Donovan's  first  question,  and  a  negative 
answer  to  the  other  two,  is  not  Necessitated  bj'  any 
express  words  to  be  found  in  the  act;  that  in  view 
of  the  longer  terms  of  office  provided  by  the  act 
such  a  construction  would  create  an  unworkable 
system  of  appointments  and  that  such  construc- 
tion would  be  inconsistent  with  the  main  ob.iect 
which  the  changes  in  the  city  government  effected 
by  the  Act  of  1909  were  intended  to  bring  about.  I 
am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  when  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  office  of  the  head  of  a  department  the 
mayor  may  at  any  time  thereafter  make  a  per- 
manent appointment,  and  that  the  term  of  such 
appointee,  whether  he  takes  office  before  or  after 
May  1  of  that  year,  will  extend  to  May  1  of  the 
fourth  year  from  the  year  of  appointment. 

While  I  cannot  assert  that  the  construction  of 
these  two  clauses  of  the  Act  of  1909  is  wholly  free 
from  doubt,  I  believe  that  my  conclusion  is  sup- 
ported by  the  actual  language  of  the  statute,  so 
far  as  that  goes,  and  that  no  other  construction  is 
consistent  with  the  general  purposes  sought  to  be 
accomplished  by  the  act  so  far  as  these  purposes 
may  be  discerned  in  the  act  itself  or  inferred  from 
such  other  documents  and  data  as  may  properly  be 
consulted.

FERRY   DIVISION   DEFICIT. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 
410-413  Tremont  Building, 

May  22,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  respect- 
fully calls  attention  to  the  continuous  increase  in 
the  operating  deficit  of  the  Ferry  Division  and  the 
necessity  of  taking  immediate  steps  to  provide 
better  management  of  that  branch  of  the  city's 
service. 

On  April  15  of  last  year  the  Mayor  requested  the 
Finance  Commission  to  investigate  the  Ferry  Divi- 
sion and  stated  at  that  time  that  there  was  a  "gen- 
eral belief  that  as  far  as  possible  the  ferry  system 
.should  be  self-supporting";  that  he  had  "directed 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  institute 
reforms";  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
had  submitted  "a  tentative  scheme  for  the  revision 
of  the  toll  rates,  together  with  a  new  set  of  rules 
and  regulations  for  handling  tolls,"  and  that  he 
(the  Mayor)  desired  the  commission's  advice  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  revision  of  the  tolls 
and  the  rules  and  regulations. 

On  May  2  of  last  year  the  commission  submitted 
a  report  to  the  Mayor,  in  which  it  was  shown  that 
the  principal  reason  for  the  recent  increases  in  the 
operating  deficit  was  that  the  pay  rolls  were  being 
rapidly  increased,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
while  the  receipts  from  tolls  were  decreasing.    The 


commission  advised  the  Mayor  that,  in  its  opinion, 
the  proposed  schedule  of  tolls  recommended  by 
the  engineer  of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division 
should  be  adopted;  that  the  system  of  checking  up 
the  gatemen's  collection  and  return  of  tolls  should 
be  adopted,  as  recommended  on  November  18, 
1910,  by  a  certified  accountant  employed  by  the 
City  Auditor;  that  one  of  the  six  boats  in  the  Ferry 
Service  be  discontinued,  as  it  was  unnecessary; 
and  that  the  annual  pay  roll  should  be  reduced 
approximately  $30,000,  so  that  it  should  not  exceed 
$155,000  a  j'ear.  By  the  adoption  of  these  recom- 
mendations the  operating  deficit  could  have  been 
reduced  at  least  $50,000  a  year,  but  every  one  of 
these  recommendations  has  been  ignored. 

The  constantly  increasing  operating  deficit 
seems  to  the  Finance  Commission  to  present  con- 
clusive reasons  for  the  immediate  adoption  of 
better  business  methods  in  the  conduct  of  the 
Ferry  Division.  This  deficit,  which  in  the  last 
year  of  the  late  Mavor  Hibbard's  administration 
(1909-10)  was  $114,768.80,  was  increased  in 
the  first  year  of  the  present  Maj'or's  administra- 
tion (1910-11)  to  .5129,182.06;  in  his  second  year 
(1911-12)  to  $143,538.97;  in  his  third  year  (1912- 
13)  to  $161,457.49,  or  nearly  .S47,000  more  than 
the  operating  deficit  in  the  last  year  of  Mayor 
Hibbard's  administration.  This  increase  in  "the 
operating  deficit  is  only  partially  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  six  boats  have  been  in  service 
during  the  present  administration,  whereas  only 
fiA'e  were  run  in  the  last  year  of  the  late  Mayor 
Hibbard's  administration,  as  the  cost  of  the  sixth 
boat  is  only  about  $15,000  a  year.  Moreover, 
as  the  commission  pointed  out  in  its  report  last 
>'ear,^  even  this  partial  excuse  for  the  increasing 
deficit  is  not  a  valid  one,  as  there  is  no  actual 
necessity  for  the  service  of  a  sixth  boat. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  following 
changes  in  the  conduct  of  the  Ferry  Division  are 
absolutely  necessary : 

1.  Increase  in  Toll  Rates. 
In  the  past  various  unsuccessful  attempts  have 
been  made  to  abolish  all  tolls  for  the  Ferry  Serv- 
ice; and  it  was  natural  to  expect  that  there  should 
be  opposition  to  the  mcreased  rate  *  of  tolls 
recommended  in  July,  1911,  by  the  engineer  of 
the  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division.  Even  if  the  rates 
be  increased  and  the  economies  recommended  by 
the  commission  be  effected,  there  will  still  be  an 
operating  deficit  of  at  least  $100,000  a  year.  This 
is  certainly  the  utmost  that  the  general  taxpaj'Crs 
should  be  asked  to  pay  for  the  benefit  of  that  small 
portion  of  the  city's  population  which  uses  the 
ferries.  While  it  has  been  practically  impossible 
to  make  the  Ferry  Service  self-supporting  since 
the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel, 
it  should  be  made  more  nearly  self-supporting 
than  it  is  now,  and  a  moderate  increase  of  rates 
should  not  be  opposed.  The  greater  part  of  the 
burden  of  maintaining  the  ferries  should  rest  upon 
the  persons  who  use  them;  and  it  is  a  gross  injus- 
tice to  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  as  a  whole  to  force 
them  to  continue  to  bear  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
burden  of  ferry  operations  as  they  now  bear.  The 
commission  has  examined  the  schedules  providing 
for  increased  rates  and  believes  these  rates  to  be 
reasonable  under  the  circumstances  and  therefore 
renews' its  recommendation  that  they  be  adopted. 
The  existing  schedules  were  adopted  in  1887 
and  are  not  adapted  to  present  conditions.  They 
make  no  provision  for  motor  vehicles  and  they 
charge  by  weight  rather  than  for  space  occupied. 
Such  antiquated  schedules  should  now  be  super- 
seded by  schedules  suited  to  modern  eonclitions. 

2.  Checks  Upon  the  Collection  and  Return  of 
Tolls. 
The  system  of  checks  upon  the  gatemen's  col- 
lection and  return  of  tolls,  which  was  recommended 
in  November,  1910,  by  an  expert  accountant 
employed  by  the  City  Auditor,  should  also  be 
adopted.  Since  the  report  of  the  commis.sion  last 
year  new  evidence  has  been  received  which  confirms 
the  commission's  belief  that  such  checks  are 
necessary.  Under  the  present  system  there  is 
practically  no  check  against  carelessness  or  dis- 
honesty on  the  part  of  the  gatemen.  The  gateman 
has  no  bell  punch  or  other  device  for  registering 
cash.  The  cash  is  put  in  his  pocket  and  remains 
there   throughout  his  eight-hour  period  of  duty, 

*  The  .schedule  of  increased  rates  is  hereto 
annexed  and  marked  "Appendix  A." 
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or  watch,  as  it  is  called.  At  the  end  of  his  watch 
he  turns  in  cash  and  tickets,  together  with  slips  made 
out  by  him,  which  are  supposed  to  show  the  number 
of  each  class  of  fares,  the  number  for  which  cash 
was  taken  and  the  number  for  which  tickets  were 
received.  The  gatemcn  are  not  required  to  keep 
any  record  of  cash  received  as  it  is  being  collected, 
and  they  make  up  their  accounts  at  the  end  of  each 
watch  almost  wholly  from  memory,  a  most  unreli- 
able method  at  its  best.  The  tickets  are  counted 
'  by  the  gatemen,  but  the  count  is  not  verified  at 
the  office.  Under  such  a  system  the  gateman  can 
turn  in  as  many  or  as  few  fares  as  he  pleases — a 
system  which  would  not  be  tolerated  in  private 
business.  After  an  exposure  of  the  looseness  of 
this  sj'stem,  made  more  than  two  and  one-half 
years  ago  by  the  public  accountant  employed  by 
the  City  Auditor,  it  seems  almost  incredible  that 
it  should  still  be  continued  by  the  city. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  endeavored  to  ascertain  what  losses, 
if  any,  the  city  has  sustained  under  this  system. 
For  this  purpose  the  commission  has  caused  the 
various  classes  of  vehicles  passing  over  the  ferries 
to  be  counted,  and  has  compared  this  count  with 
the  gatemen's  figures.  The  checkers  employed  by 
the  commission  to  make  the  count  have  submitted 
figures  which  indicate  that  the  gatemen  turned  in 
an  insufficient  number  of  high-priced  fares  and  a 
larger  number  of  low-priced  fares  than  the  traffic 
actually  yielded,  and  that  the  city  has  not  received 
the  full  amount  of  tolls  to  which  it  was  entitled. 
The  checkers  took  the  gatemen's  returns  for  the 
number  of  tickets  collected  and  assumed  that  all 
fares  paid  which  were  not  represented  by  tickets 
were  paid  in  cash.  By  applying  this  method  to 
the  observations  of  the  traffic  made  by  the  com- 
mission's checkers  in  thirty-five  watches  during 
October  and  November,  1912,  the  following  table 
has  been  obtained:

The  net  result  of  these  figures  indicates  an 
average  loss  to  the  city  of  about  SI. 80  per  watch. 
This  average  is  not  uniform,  however,  and  varies 
from  nothing  in  some  watches  to  nearly  $3  per 
watch  in  other  cases. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  full  fares  to 
which  the  city  has  been  entitled  under  existing 
schedules  have  not  been  collected.  Teams  for 
which  the  city  has  been  entitled  to  charge  a  7-cent 
rate  under  the  truck  and  caravan  schedule,  are 
often  passed  for  4  cents;  teams  which  could  be 
charged  a  10-cent  rate  are  often  passed  for  8 
cents;  and  teams  for  which  a  rate  of  15  or  20  cents 
could  be  charged  are  often  passed  for  13  cents. 

3.  Reduction  of  Pay  Rolls. 
The  commission  also  renews  its  recommenda- 
tion, made  in  its  report  of  last  year,  that  the 'pay 
rolls  be  reduced  to  not  exceeding  $155,000  a  year. 
Adequate  service  can  be  maintained  under  proper 
business  management  if  the  proposed  reduction  in 
the  pay  rolls  is  made.  In  the  last  year  of  the  late 
Mayor  Hibbard's  administration  (1909-10)  the 
pay  roll  was  $158,133.45;  in  the  first  year  of  the 
present  Mayor's  administration  (1910-11)   it  had 


increased  to  S166, 194.43;  in  his  second  year 
(1911-12)  to  $175,623.27  *;  in  his  third  year 
(1912-13)  to  $183,036.85,t  and  the  indications  are 
that  in  the  present  year  (1913-14)  it  will  be  more 
than  $185,000. 

4.     The  Discontinuance  of  the  Sixth  Boat. 

The  commission  also  renews  its  recommendation 
that  the  sixth  boat  be  discontinued.  By  this  means 
a  saving  of  $15,000  can  be  made  without  detriment 
to  the  service  rendered  to  the  public.  Under 
proper  management  the  ferryboats  can  be  dis- 
patched with- such  promptness  that  five  boats  will 
be  able  to  perform  all  the  service  thaL  is  now  per- 
formed by  the  six  boats.  In  Augu.st,  1909,  the 
three  boats  at  the  North  Ferry  made  round  trips 
on  an  average  of  22.64  minutes,  as  compared  with 
an  average  of  24.16  minutes  in  1911  and  23.34  in 
1912.  In  August,  1909,  the  two  boats  then  in 
service  at  the  South  Ferry  made  round  trips  on 
an  average  of  25.66  minutes,  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  30.02  minutes  and  26.90  minutes  by 
the  three  boats  in  service  in  1911  and  1912,  respec- 
tively. The  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission 
states  that  the  trips  in  1909  could  have  been  made 
in  from  15  to  18  minutes,  even  if  the  traffic  had 
been  as  large  as  it  was  alleged  to  have  been  last 
year.  Even  now,  when  the  third  boat  is  out  of 
commission  at  either  ferry  and  only  two  boats  are 
running,  the  average  for  the  day  is  sometimes  21 
minutes  per  round  trip,  although  when  three  boats 
are  running  the  average  round  trip  is  made  in 
approximately  27  minutes.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  time  could  be  shortened  from  21  minutes 
to  18  minutes,  in  which  case  five  boats  could  do 
more  work  than  six  do  now. 

A  coniparison  of  the  running' time  of  the  Boston 
Ferry  service  with  that  maintained  by  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad  also  gives  clear 
indication  that  the  running  time  of  the  city's 
boats  could  be  greatly  shortened.  'The  distance 
between  the  slips  at  the  North  Ferry  is  about 
1,900  feet,  and  at  the  South  Ferry  about  2,200 
feet.  The  distance  between  the  slips  of  the  Boston, 
Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad  ferries  is  about 
4,600  feet,  or  more  than  twice  as  long  as  the 
longest  distance  covered  by  the  city's  ferryboats. 
Yet  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  boats 
make  the  trip  in  30  minutes;  the  running  time 
each  way  is  8  minutes,  and  the  boat  remains  in 
each  slip  7  minutes.  These  boats  do  not  carry 
any  teams  and  this  fact  makes  for  quicker  service, 
but  they  carry  many  more  passengers  than  the 
city's  boats,  and  the  time  which  they  wait  at  each 
end  of  the  route  would  be  ample  for  loading  the 
boats  it  teaming  traffic  were  carried.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  under  good  management  the  city's 
ferry  service  can  be  properly  handled  with  five 
boats. 


The  New  Ferryboat  "John  H.  Sullivan." 
_  Since  the  last  report  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion upon  the  Ferry  Division  fiu-ther  evidence  of 
loose  business  management  has  been  found.  Thus, 
the  new  ferryboat  "John  H.  SulUvan,"  which  was 
delivered  to  the  city  on  June  7,  1912,  at  a  cost  of 
$118,601.67,  was  not  built  so  as  to  meet  the 
required  conditions.  It  was  found  to  be  6  inches 
too  wide  fore  and  aft,  as  a  result  of  which  both  the 
ferry  slijis  and  the  sides  of  the  boat  had  to  be 
pared  down  to  enable  the  boat  to  enter  the  slips. 
Some  officer  of  the  Ferry  Division  should  have 
made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  plans  and  should 
have  compared  them  with  the  width  of  the  slips 
prior  to  the  completion  of  the  boat.  If  this  had 
been  done  the  error  could  have  been  avoided,  but 
it  seems  that  no  such  careful  inspection  was  made. 
As  a  result  of  this  negligence  the  city  has  spent 
about  $3,900  for  alterations  to  the  boat  and  the 
slips.  Approximately  $1,150  of  this  amount  was 
spent  on  the  ferry  slips,  and  the  balance  was  for 
work  performed  by  the  boat  builders  as  a  result  of 
the  error  in  construction.  Their  actual  bill  for 
this  work  was  $2,684.39,  but  instead  of  having 
the  city  pay  it  in  cash  the  builders  agreed  to 
regard  it  as  an  offset  to  the  city's  charge  of  $2,730 
against  the  builders  as  a  forfeit  which  they  incurred 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract  for  seventj--eighf, 
days'  delay  in  delivery  at  $35  a  day. 
The  commission  recommends: 

*  Including  clerk  hire  at  the  contraj  office  and 
$1,615.80  for  pensions.  ^ 

t  Including  clerk  hire  at  the  central  office  and 
$4,912.37  for  pensions.

1.  That  the  tolls  be  increased  as  recommended 
by  the  engineer  of  the  division  of  bridges  and 
ferries. 

2.  That  checks  be  imposed  upon  the  collection 
and  return  of  tolls,  as  recommended  by  the  expert 
accountant  employed  by  the  City  Auditor. 

3.  That  the  sixth  boat  be  discontinued. 


4.     That  the  pay  rolls  be  reduced  to  not  exceed- 
ing .«155,000  a  year.

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  has  re- 
ceived from  your  honorable  body  two  orders  for 
investigation,  dated  May  5,  1913,  and  in  response 
thereto  herewith  submits  a  letter  from  its  engineer, 
Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson,  covering  the  subject  of  both 
investigations. 

The  commission  recommends  the  sale  by  public 
auction  of  the  "Cormorant"  and  the  four  scows, 
and  suggests  that  clippings  from  the  City  Record 
containing  notices  of  the  auction  sale  be  mailed  to 
ofiicials  of  the  various  ports  along  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and  to  maritime  journals. 

The    commission    a  so    recommends    that    the 
steamer  "Relief"  be  not  sold,  but  be  retained  to  be 
used  as  a  spare  boat  by  the  Health  Department 
and  other  departments  whenever  necessary.

Gentlemen, — Appended  are  two  orders  of  the 
City  Council  which  have  been  referred  to  the  com- 
mission for  report.     The  orders  are  as  follows: 


Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  at 
auction,  after  due  notice  by  advertisement,  four 
Barney  dumping  scows  and  the  tug  "Cormorant," 
the  property  of  the  Public  Works  Department, 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  be  credited  to  the 
appropriation  for  the  Public  Works  Department, 
for  the  use  of  the  Sanitary  Service. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Health  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  sell  at  auction  or  otherwise,  after 
due  notice  by  advertisement,  the  steamer  "Relief," 
now  used  in  the  quarantine  service,  the  proceeds 
of  said  sale  to  be  credited  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. 

As  regards  the  order  for  the  sale  of  the  "Cor- 
morant" and  the  four  dumping  scows.  The 
"Cormorant"  wasbuilt  forthecity  in  1893,  at  a  cost 
of  $25,000.  The  boat  was  very  solidly  constructed 
for  towing  purpo.ses.  Its  dimensions  are,  length, 
93  feet;  width,  20  feet;  draught,  11  feet;  tonnage,  99; 
engine,  compound  co4densing  cylinders,  15  and' 
28  inches  diameter;  stroke,  20  inches;  headroom 
under  decks,  over  6  feet. 

I  have  inquired  regarding  the  possibility  of  the 
economical  use  of  the  "Cormorant"  by  some  other 
city  department,  and  cannot  find  that  there  is 
need  for  additional  boats  of  the  type  of  the  "Cor- 
morant" in  the  city's  service  at  the  present  time, 
or  likely  to  be  in  the  near  future.  The  operation 
of  the  new  refuse  disposal  contract  has  rendered 
the  "Cormorant"  of  no  further  use,  and  unless 
sold  it  will  be  a  constant  bill  of  expense  to  the  city 
without  any  corresponding  advantage.  The  "Cor- 
morant" will  make  an  excellent  towboat  for  com- 
mercial uses  and  should  find  a  ready  sale  at  a  fair 
value. 

There  are  now  owned  by  the  city  four  dumping 
scows  of  the  Barney  type.  One  was  purchased  by 
the  city  in  1895  at  a  cost  of  .$20,000;  one  in  1900 
at  a  cost  of  .t;l7,500;  one  in  1906  at  a  cost  of  $17,000; 
and  one  in  1906  at  a  cost  of  $14,000.  The  scows 
purchased  in  1906  were  not  new.  Two  of  the  scows 
are  now  rented  to  a  private  contractor  and  are  in 
use  at  some  point  on  the  coast  of  Maine.  One  of 
the  other  scows  is  in  the  possession  of  the  same 
contracting  company,  being  repaired  preparatory 
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to  its  return  to  the  city.  The  fourth  scow  is  at 
Fort  Hill  Wharf.  So  far  as  I  can  see,  there  is  no 
such  likelihood  that  the  city  will  need  these  scows 
in  the  future  as  would  warrant  their  being  retained, 
as  they  would  be  a  constant  bill  of  expense  for 
storage  and  repairs,  without  any  corresponding 
benefit. 

As  regards  the  second  order  contemplating  the 
sale  of  the  "Relief."  This  boat  was  built  in  1894 
for  a  pleasure  yacht,  and  was  christened  "Pleas- 
ure." It  was  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Health 
in  1904,  at  a  price  of  $3,800,  from  Simon  Gold- 
smith. Immediately  after  the  purchase  approx- 
imately $2,100  was  expended  in  repairs  and  new 
equipment,  making  the  toal  cost  of  the  boat  when 
ready  for  service  approximately  $.5,900.  The 
name  of  the  boat'was  changed  to  "Relief."  The 
boat  is  now  nineteen  years  old.  The  Health 
Department  report  for  1904  states  that  the  boat 
was  purchased  "for  use  in  quarantine  at  such 
times  as  the  regular  steamer  may  be  disabled  or 
undergoing  repairs,  instead  of  hiring  other  boats 
at  an  expense  of  .$40  per  day."  Such  duty  the  boat 
has  seemed  to  perform  satisfactorily  for  the  past 
nine  years. 

The  letter  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Health  states  that  $3,883.29  has  been  expended 
for  repairs  since  1905.  The  figures  of  the  Auditor's 
office  show  that  the  amount  should  be  $4,961  (not 
including  small  expenses  for  fuel  and  similar 
supplies).  Deducting  from  this  amount  $2,100  we 
have  a  balance  of  $2,861,  as  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  "Relief"  for  eight  years,  or  approximately 
$360  per  year. 

The  boat  is  53  feet  long  and  of  19  tons  burden. 
The  last  inspection  by  the  United  States  authorities 
was  on  August  2,  1910.  At  that  time  the  boat  was 
found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  its  certificate 
allowed  boiler  pressure  of  185  pounds  of  steam  per 
square  inch.  After  the  certificate  was  issued  the 
law  regarding  steam  vessels  was  so  changed  as  to 
place  steamboats  less  than  65  feet  in  length  in  a 
special  class  with  motor  boats,  and  no  future 
inspection  is  required  of  such  boats  unless  changes 
are  made  in  the  motive  power.  For  boats  between 
40  and  65  feet  in  length  a  letter  of  approval  is 
required  which  answers  as  a  permanent  certificate 
of  inspection.  Such  a  letter  was  issued  for  the 
"Relief"  in  1911.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
obtain  information,  the  boat  is  in  good  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  such  repairs  as  may  be 
necessitated  by  its  comparatively  long  service 
during  the  summer  of  1910  while  the  "Vigilant" 
was  being  rebuilt.  During  the  season  of  1911 
$777.75  was  expended  in  repairs. 

The  duties  of  the  "Relief"  are  to  perform  quar- 
antine service  during  such  time  as  the  "Vigilant" 
is  out  of  commission  for  its  annual  overhauling, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary.  It 
has  also  been  used  to  replace  the  steamboat  of  the 
Infirmary  Department  when  that  boat  is  out  of 
commission  for  overhauling  or  other  reasons.  The 
annual  overhauling  of  the  "Vigilant"  ordinarily 
takes  about  two  weeks'  time.  If  the  "Relief"  was 
sold,  the  Health  Department  would  be  obliged 
either  to  secure  a  new  boat  or  to  hire  a  boat  for 
this  period.  The  cost  of  a  towboat  suitable  to 
perform  quarantine  duty  is  $.50  a  day,  or  a  cost  of 
$700  for  two  weeks.  In  addition  to  this  amount 
there  would  certainly  be  other  expenses  for  periods 
during  the  year  when  an  extra  boat  would  have  to 
be  hired,  and  it  may  be  safely  estimated  that  the 
"Relief,"  if  maintained  in  service,  will  save  the 
expenditure  of  at  least  $1,000  a  year,  in  addition 
to  whatever  saving  may  be  made  by  the  Infirmary 
Department  on  account  of  its  use  of  the  boat.  It, 
as  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  the  "Relief"  can  be  repaired  for 
$500,  there  seems  to  be  no  question  from  a  financial 
standpoint  that  the  boat  should  be  retained,  as 
such  repairs  would  probably  put  the  boat  in  con- 
dition for  service  for  several  years.  The  desire  to 
sell  the  boat  .seems  to  arise  principally  on  account 
of  the  discomfort  experienced  by  it,g  crew  and  b.y 
the  corps  of  health  officials  on  account  of  the  small 
size  of  the  boat,  during  the  brief  periods  when  it 
was  u.sed  to  replace  the  "Vigilant." 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  information 
I  recornmend  that  authority  be  given  to  .sell  the 
"Cormorant"  and  the  dumping  scows,  as  requested. 
I  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  toward  the 
sale  of  the  "Relief"  until  a  thorough  inspection 
is  made,  and  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost,  of 
repairing  the  boat  is  prepared.  I  am  of  opinion, 
that  it  would  be  for  the  financial  advantage  of 
the  city  to  have  such  repairs  made,  even  though 


the  cost  was  considerably  in  excess  of  the  sum  of 
$500  mentioned  in  the  letter  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Health.

It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  have  it 
passed,  as  I  have  once  or  twice  requested  the  Mayor 
to  originate  a  loan  on  the  subject,  and  have  filed 
a  loan  order  with  the  committee  myself.  I  think 
it  will  cause  a  decided  improvement  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  the  usefulness  of  the  park. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun.  KENNY  voting  nay.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  giving  the  order  for  a  loan  of  $500,000 
its  first  reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
resist  the  temptation  of  reiterating  what  I  said  in 
the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance.  I  feel 
that  we  ought  to  hesitate  in  appropriating  this 
money  for  streets  inside  the  debt  limit  until  we 
have  had  a  heart  to  heart  talk  with  different 
people  interested  in  having  the  money  borrowed 
outside  the  debt  limit,  as  well  as  those  who  wish 
it  borrowed  inside  the  debt  limit.  The  United 
Improvement  Association,  representing  in  its 
membership  practically  every  improvement  asso- 
ciation in  Boston  and  made  up  of  men  from  all 
walks  of  life,  is  to  hold  a  meeting  to  discuss  the 
wisdom  of  borrowing  this  money  inside  or  out- 
side the  debt  limit.  That  meeting  is  to  be  on 
next  Wednesday  or  Thursday.  It  seems  to  me 
we  should  delay  passing  even  to  a  first  reading 
any  of  trhese  street  orders,  under  the  circum- 
stances, at  this  time,  and  I  say  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  one  of  them  I  favor  strongly.  I 
believe  we  should  wait  until  after  we  have  heard 
from  the  members  of  the  different  improvement 
associations.  Furthermore,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  is  nearly 
eaten  up  at  the  present  time,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Mayor  has  sent  in  numerous  orders  that 
may  or  may  not  have  virtue  in  them,  it  seems  to 
me  we  should  hesitate  to  vote  upon  these  orders 
for  street  improvements  to  be  provided  for  inside 
the  debt  limit  until  we  have  had  a  conference  with 
the  Mayor,  which  I  am  told  it  is  proposed  to  have 
on  Monday  next  at  four  o'clock.  I  trust  that  the 
members  will  not  at  this  time  commit  themselves 
by  voting  for  this  measure,  and  I  move  that  the 
first  reading  of  the  order  be  postponed  until  the 
n  xt  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  motion  to  postpone 
was  lost,  yeas  1,  nays  7,  Coun.  WATSON  voting 
yea. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  who  spoke  last  had  a  great  deal  iu  his 
favor  in  the  position  he  took.  We  ought  to  give 
due  consideration  to  this  order.  It  represents  a 
large  amount  of  money.  We  are  voting  on  the 
construction  of  streets  that  will  take  some  years 
to  build,  are  only  now  taking  the  first  bite  in  a 
large  proposition.  At  the  same  time  the  majority 
of  the  Council  have  considered  these  streets  for 
years.  For  example,  Faneuil  and  North  Beacon 
street  improvements  have  been  constantly  before 
the  body  siace  I  have  been  a  member,  and  I 
presume  long  before  that.  The  same  is  true  of 
Hyde  Park  avenue  and  of  Centre  street,  and  I 
don't  think  there  is  an  exception  to  my  statement 
on  the  list.  So  we  are  acting  with  full  knowledge 
and  after  due  deliberation.  The  fact  that  we  are 
not  acting  in  agreement  with  the  Mayor  is  perhaps 
a  necessity.  The  Mayor,  ai  we  understand  through 
the  Press,  is  opposed  to  the  entire  loan.  There- 
fore, it  would  seem  unnecesaary  to  talk  the  matter 
over  with  him  on  Monday.  I  do  tliink  it  is  un- 
fortunate that  the  Committee  on  Finance  might 
not  report  back  here  upon  the  several  streets 
separately,  in  order  that  the  different  members  of 
the  Council  might  express'  their  feelings  and 
desires  as  to  certain  streets.  But  the  loan  as  a 
whole  seems  to  me  most  admirable.  We  have 
scattered  the  $500,000  where  it  is  most  needed 
throughout  the  whole  city — in  Charlestown, 
Chelsea  street,  in  East  Boston,  in  the  Roxbury 
district,  in  the  Dorchester  district,  in  the  Roslin- 
dale  district,  in  the  Forest  Hills  district  and  in 
Brighton,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  on  the  whole 
the  selection  was  most  admirable.  I  am  especially 
pleased  personally  that  Brighton  has  fared  so 
well,  because  Brighton  for  a  number  of  years  has 
been  neglected,  especially  as  to  streets.  I  do  not 
mean  by  that  that  it  has  been  entirely  neglected, 
but  it  has  not  been  recognized  proportionately, 
considering  its  size  and  taxable  value,  with  the 
rest  of  the  city.  Here  we  are  starting  on  the  two 
most  needed  str«et  improvements  in  that  section. 
I  trust  that  the  vote  of  the  body  will  be  unani- 
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moiis  for  what  seems  to  me  the  best  loan  order 
we  have  passed  for  a  long  time. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
offer  an  amendment,  to  strike  out,  in  the  second 
last  line,  all  the  words  after  the  word  "be,"  and 
to  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "outside  of 
the  debt  limit,"  so  that  it  will  read,  "The  indebt- 
edness incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  order 
to  be  outside  of  the  debt  limit." 

The  amendment  was  rejected. 

The  order  for  a  loan  of  .5500,000  was  given  its 
first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  8,  nays  0,  and  will 
take  its  final  reading  and  passage  in  not  less  than 
fourteen  days. 

The  question  came  on  the  order  specifjang  the 
streets  to  be  improved. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  just  a  word, 
and  it  is  a  personal  word  with  me.  I  believe,  how- 
ever, that  the  Council  will  entirely  agree  with  me. 
It  will  be  noted  that  these  loan  orders  are  all  for 
widening,  and  when  this  money  is  borrowed  I  trust 
that  none  of  it  will  be  spent  for  the  construction 
or  paving  of  the  streets.  This  is  thoroughly  within 
the  spirit  of  modern  financing. 

The  order  was  ordered  to  a  second  reading, 
yeas  8,  nays  0. 


ROPING    OFF    NORTH   END    P.\RK. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  Messenger  for 
roping  off  for  athletic  games  at  the  North  End  Park 
and  the  Marathon  road  race  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Boston  Athletic  Association  on 
April  19,  1913,  and  also  for  roping  off  in  connection 
with  the  departure  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  party  for  South  America  on  April  24, 
1913,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  City  Council,  Incidental  Ex- 
penses.

Coun.  BALLANTYN^^E,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  March  1.5) 
that  the  Mayor  may  appoint  annually,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  City  Council,  one  or  more 
employees  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  be 
weighers  of  goods — that  the  ordinance  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;   ordinance  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  March  3) 
concerning  the  salary  of  the  jail  physician,  not 
exceeding  SI, 500 — that  the  ordinance  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  laid  over  under  the 
rule. 

(3)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  May  5) 
concerning,  salaries  of  first  assistant  assessors, 
making  same  -SI, .500  per  annum — ^that  the  ordinance 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  laid  over  under  the 
rules. 

(4)  Report  on  order  (referred  February  17) 
that  the  extension  of  building  limits  be  considered 
by  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  a  final  report 
made  not  later  than  iSIay  1,  1913 — recommending 
reference  of  same  to  Fire  Hazard  Committee. 

Report  accepted;  said  reference  ordered. 

(5)  Report  oh  order  (referred  February  17) 
increasing  the  pay  of  city  laborers — that  no  further 
action  is  necessary. 

Coun.  SMITH — -Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
this  order,  and  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  now  no 
further  action  is  necessary,  the  Slayor  having 
finally  passed  upon  th"^  subject  after  many  promises 
and  delays. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  rejected. 

(6)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  March  3) 
concerning  height  and  weight  of  firemen,  so  any 
person  5  feet  6  inches  or  more  in  height  and 
weighing  not  less  than  135  pounds  shall  be  eligible 
to  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department — that  the  ordinance,  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  thought  this 
was  a  ghost  that  was  laid  last  year.  It  is  the 
ordinance  to  reduce  the  weight  and  height  of  fire- 
men. The  reason  why  I  thought  the  ghost  was 
laid  last  year  was  because  at  that  time  certain 
members  insistent  on  passing  the  ordinance 
had  certain  friends  well  up  on  the  list  who  could 


not  possibly  be  appointed  unless  a  change  was 
made.  The  ordinance  was  then  defeated,  but  I 
see  that  it  now  comes  up  again  and  seems  to  have 
more  friends  than  usual.  In  reducing  the  height 
and  W'cight  we  are  doitig  something  contrarj'  to  the 
recommendation  of  the  last  four  Fire  Commis- 
sioners and  contrarj-  to  the  usage  throughout  this 
countrj'.  In  fact,  there  are  cities  of  the  same  size 
as  Boston  ha"ving  greater  requirements  both  as  to 
weight  and  height  than  the  City  of  Boston.  We 
have  been  over  this  matter  time  and  time  again, 
and  it  is  impossible  for  the  friends  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  get  one  single  authority  backing  them  up 
in  their  opinion  that  we  in  the  Citj'  of  Boston, 
with  our  heavy  fire  apparatus  and  oui-  high  build- 
ings to  protect,  ought  to  reduce  the  height  or  weight 
of  firemen.  The  only  evidence  they  could  trump 
up  after  a  fine-tooth  comb  examination  of  the 
subject  was  from  certain  small  towns  in  Massa- 
chusetts. .We  are  not  in  the  same  position' as 
those  towns  and  we  ought  to  keep  in  step  mth  the 
large  cities  of  this  country.  Those  cities  are  not 
letting  down  the  bars;  they  are  raising  the  bars. 
I  feel  in  this  matter  a  great  deal  as  I  did  in  regard 
to  the  matter  of  fire  apparatus  on  Parker  Hill.  I 
think  the  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  experts  picked  bj'  the  Jlayor  and  certified  by 
the  Ci\'il  Service  Commission,  and  they  are  better 
able  to  judge  of  these  technical  questions  than  am 
I  or  other  members  of  the  City  Council.  I  have 
no  knowledge  of  fire  matters  and  I  do  not  pretend 
to  have  that  knowledge.  I  intend  to  be  guided  by 
experts  and  I  am  entirely  in  accordance  mth  the 
experts  when  I  vote  against  letting  dowTi  the  bars 
in  regard  to  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen.  We 
are  installing  in  this  citT.'  a  high  pressure  fire  service. 
Ever}-  man  must  know,  as  a  matter  of  common 
sense,  that  a  stream  such  as  will  be  thrown  wiU 
need  stronger  and  heavier  men  to  man  the  hose. 
We  are  each  day  growing  into  a  taller  city,  which 
means  extension  ladders  of  greater  height,  which 
means  carrj-ing  the  hose  up  those  ladders  to  a 
greater  height,  and  to  do  that  we  need  bigger  men. 
There  is,  of  course,  the  argument  that  small  men 
are  sometimes  better  phj-sicallj'  than  large  men. 
That  is  verj'  true;  I  grant  it.  There  are  such 
exceptional  cases.  But  we  are  dealing  with  an 
ordinance  regarding  the  whole  Fire  Department, 
covering  all  applicants  for  the  Fire  Department. 
The  fact  is,  generally  speaking,  that  a  man  an  inch 
or  two  taller  and  five  or  ten  pounds  heavier  is 
better  able  to  handle  the  modern  apparatus.  That 
is  a  matter  almost  of  common  sense,  and,  barring 
the  friendship  for  certain  men  on  the  civil  service 
list,  I  cannot  see  how  any  member  of  this  body 
can  vote  for  the  ordinance  in  its  present  form.  If 
he  has  friends  whom  he  is  trying  to  toll  through, 
there  is  some  excuse  for  his  vote.  But  if  he  is 
voting  as  an  expert  in  opposition  to  other  experts, 
he  ought  to  explain  his  expert  testimony. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  "it  is  very 
pleasing  to  hear  the  gentleman  from  the  Back 
Bay  tell  us  that  he  is  "n-illing  to  take  the  opinion 
of  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  of  other  heads  of 
departments  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  approved 
of  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  the  Ci'inl  Service 
Commission.  But  I  thought  he  was  an  exjjert 
himself.  A  short  time  ago  he  put  in  an  order  to 
make  a  fire  engine  out  of  a  reservoir  on  Parker 
Hill.  I  did  not  hear  the  Fire  Commissioner  say 
anything  about  that.  There  is  nobody  in  whom  I 
am  interested  on  the  civil  service  list  who  is  under 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height.  I  know  of  no  one  who 
intends  to  take  the  examination  provided  this 
ordinance  passes,  but  I  do  believe  that  an  inch 
taken  from  a  man's  height  and  five  pounds  from 
his  w'eight  will, not  take  away  his  efficiency  as  a 
fireman,  if  he  is  properly  drilled.  As  for  the  ridic- 
ulous statement  of  my  friend  from  Ward  11  (Coun. 
Smith)  in  regard  to  carrying  the  hose  up  a  ladder, 
I  am  inclined  to  believe,  even  if  I  am  not  an  expert, 
that  a  short  man  can  freciuently  get  up  a  ladder 
better  than  a  tall  man.  I  believe  this  ordinance 
is  in  the  interest  of  fair  play.  There  are  plenty  of 
young  men  in  this  city  5  feet  6  and  upwards  in 
height  who  are  big  enough  and  able  enough  to 
become  firemen,  as  capable  as  men  of  5  feet  7,  5  feet 
8,  5  feet  9  or  5  feet  10.  It  is  a  man's  physical  con- 
dition that  makes  him  a  good  fireman,  it  is  his 
physical  condition  that  makes  him  a  good  police- 
man, and  if  he  cannot  pass  a  proper  examination 
he  cannot  become  a  fireman  or  policeman.  That 
is  why  I  voted  in  committee  to-day  in  favor  of 
reporting  this  ordinance,  because  I  believe  in  fair 
play.  If  a  man  of  5  feet  6,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioner,    is     not    competent   to    become    a 
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fireman,  even  if  he  meets  the  Civil  Service  require- 
ments, he  cannot  become  a  fireman,  and  the  same 
is  true  of  a  man  of  5  feet  7. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
speaker  to  what  point  his  fair  play  will  carry  him 
in  the  matter  of  height  and  weight?  Would  he 
stop  at  any  given  point? 

Coun.  WATSON— Why,  Mr.  President,  the 
gentleman  ought  to  know  that  without  my  answer- 
ing the  question.  He  knows,  of  course,  that  if  a 
man  is  only  3  feet  6  or  8  he  will  not  make  a  good 
fireman  or  a  good  policeman.  I  think  that  perhaps 
5  feet  6  may  be  the  limit  in  going  down,  but  I 
am  certain  that  a  man  of  5  feet  6  will  make  as  good 
a  fireman  as  a  man  of  5  feet  7. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  d9n't 
suppose  I  ought  to  enter  into  this  discussion, 
because  my  position  is  well  known.  For  the  last 
three  years,  ever  since  the  matter  was  started  in 
the  City  Council,  I  have  been  taking  the  side  of  the 
so-called  short  firemen.  It  is  not  because  I  have 
anybody  on  the  list,  but  because  I  have  felt  that 
the  position  I  took  was  right.  The  gentleman 
on  my  right  (Coun.  Smith)  has  said  that  the  last 
four  Fire  Commissioners  have  refused  to  appoint 
short  men.  That  is  not  so.  The  present  Fire 
Commissioner  has  appointed  a  dozen  short  men. 
The  first  thing  he  did  upon  becoming  Fire  Commis- 
sioner was  to  appoint  a  dozen  short  men,  ■  not  5 
feet  7.  Commissioner  Parker  always  preferred  to 
appoint  short  men,  so  called,  and  Commissioner 
Russell  used  to  select  for  the  ma,iority  of  his  men, 
if  he  could,  short,  stubby  firemen.  The  only  man 
who  would  not  select  a  man  who  was  sent  to  him 
on  the  list  because  he  was  not  5  feet  7  was  Com- 
missioner Daly,  and  he  is  the  man  who  is  respon- 
sible for  the  present  5  foot  7  ordinance.  An 
ordinance  regarding  the  subject,  establishing  a 
limit,  was  never  thought  of  until  he  became  Fire 
Commissioner.  The  Legislature  permitted  a  man 
of  5  feet  5  to  take  a  civil  service  examination  for 
the  department,  and  they  do  now.  There  is  no 
limit  as  far  as  height  or  weight  are  concerned.  I 
know  of  two  or  three  young  fellows  who  have  just 
pa.s3ed  the  examination  since  the  ordinance  was 
put  in.  One  is  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  Dower. 
His  father  is  a  fireman,  and  the  son  got  92  per  cent 
in  his  examination.  But  he  is  5  feet  6J  inches  in 
height  and  therefore  cannot  be  appointed.  But 
they  permitted  him  to  take  the  examination.  He 
is  a  strong,  husky  young  fellow,  and  would  make  a 
good  fireman. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if  I  understood  him  to  say 
that  the  height  made  no  difference,  that  a  man  of 
5  feet  5  can  'take  the  examination, —  because  I 
understood  that  they  will  not  accept  an  application 
blank  from  a  man  at  the  present  time  if  he  is  less 
than  5  feet  7  inches  in  height,  the  ordinance  pro- 
viding that  the  height  shall  be  5  feet  7  inches? 

Coun.  McDonald — if  anyone  makes  applica- 
tion to  the  Civil  Service  for  a  blank,  they  will  tell 
him  that  the  ordinance  specifics  that  the  height 
shall  be  5  feet  7  inches,  but  if  he  wants  to  take  the 
examination  there  is  nothing  to  prohibit  him  from 
doing  so,  and  men  of  less  height  are  taking  the 
examinations.  Of  course,  none  of  us  are  experts, 
but  tho.'ie  of  us  who  have  followed  fires  or  who  know 
anything  about  the  Fire  Department  know  that 
the  small  man  is  the  one  they  send  up  a  ladder 
with  the  nozzle  of  the  hose.  That  has  been  the 
system  for  years;  and  when  the  gentleman  talks 
about  the  big,  husky  fellows  going  up  the  ladders 
and  fighting  fires,  that  is  not  so.  I  do  not  care, 
it  makes  no  difference  to  me,  but  I  say  that  a  5  foot 
5  or  a  5  fool  6  fireman  is  as  good  as  a  5  foot  7 
fireman,  and  I  am  therefore  against  the  5  foot  7 
ordinance. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
speaker  whether  his  sense  of  fair  play  leads  him 
to  set  any  limit  on  the  height  or  weight  of  firemen 
that  would  be  desirable  for  the  City  of  Boston? 

Coun.  McDonald — Well,  a  limit  of  common 
sense,  both  in  the  matter  of  shortness  and  height. 
I  don't  think  that  a  fellow  of  6  foot  4  would  make 
as  good  a  fireman  as  one  of  4  feet  6,  because  th<:; 
big  men  of  over  6  feet  are  the  worse  firemen,  in 
my  opinion.  You  don't  see  many  men  over  6 
feet  in  height  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
speaker  whether  he  would  be  willing  to  amend  the 
ordinance  by  inserting,  instead  of  the  limit  of  135 
pounds  in  weight  and  5  feet  6  inches  in  height, 
words  which  will  leave  the  height  and  weight  to 
the  common  sense  of  the  commissioner? 
.Coun.     McDonald— Mr.    President,    if    the 


question  were  put  in  a  common  sense  way  I  might 
consider  it,  but  I  don't  think  the  question  has  any 
common  sense  to  it.  I  put  in  the  ordinance 
after  consultation  not  only  with  men  who  were 
applicants  for  the  Fire  Department  but  with  ex- 
Fire  Commissioners.  Mr.  John  R.  Murphy, 
for  instance,  told  me  that  he  believed  a  man  of 
5  feet  6  was  as  good  a  man  in  the  department  as 
a  man  of  5  feet  10  or  6  feet.  He  had  some  expe- 
rience, and  after  consultation  with  men  of  expe- 
rience I  introduced  this  ordinance.  I  think  the 
height  and  weight  specified  are  fair,  and  I  think 
anybody  with  those  qualifications,  who  passes  the 
civil  service  examination  and  becomes  a  member 
of  the  Fire  Department,  will  make  a  competent 
member  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  when  we  first 
became  members  of  the  city  government  under 
the  new  charter  there  was  no  statute  which  gave 
us  the  right  to  fix  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen 
by  ordinance.  That  was  a  matter  that  was  left 
entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners, and,  as  has  been  said  by  some  of  the 
inembers  here  to-day,  the  previous  Fire  Commis- 
sioners used  to  use  their  own  .judgment.  It  is 
true  that  you  will  sometimes  find  a  man  of  5  feet 
5  inches  in  height  who  is  superior  physically 
to  a  man  of  5  feet  7  inches  or  more  in  height;  but 
the  Legislature,  not  being  contented  with  the 
rulings  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  changed  the 
statute  and  gave  the  City  Council  the  right  to 
fix  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen.  That  is  not 
a  legislative  act.  It  is  largely  an  administrative 
act,  and  it  is  an  act  concerning  which  the  head  of  a 
department  ought  to  know  something.  If  the 
law  were  as  it  used  to  be,  the  Fire  Commissioner 
to-day  could  appoint  a  man  of  5  feet  5  inches  in 
height,  if  he  were  competent  to  be  a  member  of 
the  department.  The  Legislature  having  taken 
that  right  away  from  the  Fire  Commissioner,  if 
the  present  city  government  sees  fit  to  make  the 
minimum  height  5  feet  6  inches  by  ordinance,  that 
will  be  just  as  unjust  to  the  5  feet  5  men  as  the 
present  ordinance  is  to  the  5  feet  6  man.  I  would 
be  in  favor  of  going  at  any  time  before  a  legisla- 
tive committee  and  asking  that  this  ordinance  be 
repealed.  I  don't  think  it  is  a  matter  that  prop- 
erty belongs  with  this  bodj'.  But,  since  it  is  here 
and  since  some  of  the  members  insist  on  its  being 
acted  upon,  believing  that  the  proposed  ordinance 
will  be  just  as  unjust  to  the  man  under  5  feet  6 
as  the  present  ordinance  is  to  the  man  under  .5 
feet  7,  I  feel  that  it  is  our  duty  to  take  the  judg- 
ment of  the  experts  who  have  followed  this  busi- 
ness for  years.  Consequently,  I  shall  be  con- 
strained to  vote  against  this  ordinance,  as  being, 
in  mv  opinion,  arbitrary  and  unjust. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  ever 
since  this  matter  has  come  before  the  City  Council 
I  have  advocated  a  minimum  height  of  5  feet  6 
inches,  and  I  want  to  say  here  that  I  have  not  done 
so  because  I  have  friends  on  the  list  who  have 
taken  the  examination  and  who  are  under  5  feet  7 
inches  in  height.  .1  have  no  friends  that  I  know  of 
on  that  list,  I  don't  know  the  name  of  a  single  man. 
I  have  never  known  the  name  of  a  single  man  on 
the  list,  taking  the  examination,  of  who  was  advo- 
cating the  passage  of  the  ordinance.  I  have  advo- 
cated the  shorter  height  for  firemen  because  I 
believe  that  in  many  of  the  positions  in  which  fire- 
men are  put  a  short  man  is  a  better  man.  I  have 
been  of  the  opinion,  and  am  of  the  same  opinion 
to-day,  that  the  man  of  5  feet  6  is  a  much  better 
man  for  many  positions  than  the  man  of  5  feet  10. 
Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
present  speaker  what  limit  he  would  set,  both  as  to 
height  and  weight. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— The  limit  as  set  by  the 
Legi-slature. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  the  present  speaker  thinks  the  Legislature  has 
set  a  limit? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— The  Legislature  has  set 
a  limit  of  5  feet  5. 

Coun.  SMITH— Then  may  I  ask  whether  that 
is  the  councilor's  opinion,  that  5  feet  5  is  the  best 
height? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  am  talking  upon  the 
nriUnance  now  before  us,  which  provides  for  a 
iniiiiiuuin  limit  of  5  feet  6.  If  it  were  a  question 
iHlwrcn  5  feet  5  and  6  feet  1,  I  would  say  5  feet  5. 
I  lirlicve  5  feet  6  is  a  fair  average  height,  and  any- 
body familiar  with  the  Fire  Department  in  Boston, 
who  has  paid  any  attention  to  the  work  of  those 
men  who  handle  fires,  will  be  satisfied,  I  think,  that 
many  of  our  short  men  are  the  equals  of  the  larger 
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men.  I  would  like  to  have  my  brother  on  the  right 
go  to  the  next  fire  that  occurs  in  Boston  —  which  I 
hope  will  be  a  long  way  off  —  and  ascertain  for 
himself  who  are  the  men  that  the  fire  chiefs  send 
up  the  ladder  with  the  hose.  I  think  he  will  find 
there  will  be  three  short  men  sent  up  for  one  tall 
man,  to  carry  the  hose.  I  believe  in  fair  play,  and 
I  believe  those  men  of  5  feet  6  who  have  taken  the 
examination  ought  to  be  eligible  to  appointment 
in  the  department.  I  am  going  to  cast  my  vote  for 
the  ordinance,  and  am  vers-  glad  to  do  so. 

Coun.  WAT.SON— Jlr.  President,  I  want  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that,  as  I 
understand,  the  minimum  height  of  soldiers  in  the 
army  is  5  feet  4  inches,  and  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  members  if  there  is  any  more  important  duty 
for  a  man  to  perform  than  army  work? 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  does  the  speaker 
refer  to  the  Japanese  Armv? 

Coun.  WATSON — Jlr.  President,  if  I  knew  as 
much  about  what  I  was  referring  to  as  the  gentle- 
man who  asked  the  last  question  knows,  I  am 
certain  that  I  would  know  much.  I  have  reference 
to  those  with  whom  we  have  to  do,  the  American 
soldiers.  One  of  thtj  reasons  I  have  heard  advanced 
against  the  height  not  being  lowered  from  5  feet 
7  to  5  feet  6  is  that  a  man  who  was  5  feet  6  might 
get  drowned  in  a  cellar  where  a  man  who  was  5 
feet  7  would  escape.  That  is  about  as  sensible  as 
most  of  the  arguments  that  are  made  on  the  matter. 
If  people  are  going  to  be  influenced  by  such  argu- 
ments as  we  have  heard  advanced  against  this 
proposed  change  in  the  ordinance,  I  have  not  much 
respect  for  their  judgment.  I  certainly  hope  that 
this  ordinance  will  pass  to-day. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
an  expert  in  this  matter  of  the  height  and  weight 
of  firemen.  Furthermore,  I  have  no  friends  on  the 
list  of  those  eligible  for  appointment  to  the  Fire 
Department  of  Boston.  But  I  do  want  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  something  w^hich  has 
been  done  by  a  man  whom,  I  presume,  is  an  expert. 
I  refer  to  the  present  Fire  Commissioner,  Mr.  Cole. 
To  show  what  he  has  done  I  will  read  a  letter  which 
I  have  received  from  the  office  of  the  CivO  Ser\-ice 
Commission,  under  date  of  January  28,  1913,  ad- 
dressed to  mj-self : 

"Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  j-our  request  via  tele- 
phone of  yesterday,  I  am  inclosing  herewith  a  list 
of  men  who  were  appointed  to  the  fire  sen'ice  of 
Boston  by  Commissioner  Cole  prior  to  June  3,  1912, 
who  were  under  5  feet  7  inches  in  height  and 
weighed  less  than  140  pounds  at  the  time  of  exami- 
nation. 

Verj-  respectfully, 
W.^HEEN  P.  Dudley,  Secretarj-. " 

And  I  have  here  the  names,  which  is  headed: 
'*Men  appointed  to  positions  as  firemen  in  the 
Boston  Fire  Department  by  Commissioner  Cole 
prior  to  June  3,  1912,  who  measured  less  than  5 
feet  7  inches  in  height  and  weighed  less  than  140 
pounds  at  the  time  of  examination." 

There  are  here  the  names  of  eight  men,  with  their 
weight  and  height,  men  under  5  feet  7  inches  in 
height  and  weighing  less  than  140  pounds.  These 
men  were  selected  for  the  fire  service  of  Boston  by 
an  expert,  by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  city.  These  are  men  appointed  prior  to  June 
3,  1912,  when  the  Council  passed  the  ordinance 
making  the  minimum  height  5  feet  7  and  the  weight 
140  pounds.  I  know  of  a  man,  Michael  J.  McGona- 
gle,  who  was  just  under  5  feet  7  inches  in  height, 
but  who  weighed  153  pounds,  and  that  young  man 
was  barred,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  had  already 
taken  the  examination  when  the  ordinance  went 
into  effect,  although  when  this  Council  passed  the 
amendment  to  the  ordinance  it  said  that  it  should 
not  apply  to  those  who  had  already  passed  an 
examination.  The  expert  of  the  city,  who  is  paid 
So.OOO  a  year,  selected  that  young  man  and  others 
to  serve  the  city  as  firemen.  Such  selection  is 
properly  the  work  of  an  expert,  the  head  of  such 
a  department.  I  believe  that  the  ordinance  should 
be  changed.  I  am  willing  to  vote  for  a  minimum 
height  of  5  feet  6  inches  and  a  weight  of  13.5  pounds, 
as  I  would  be  willing  to  vote  for  a  minimum  height 
of  5  feet  5  inches  if  the  Legislature  had  given  us 
that  right.  In  1909,  when  I  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  there  was  a  man  who  passed 
the  best  examination,  I  think,  that  had  ever  been 
passed  in  Boston,  for  the  department.  He  became 
the  drill  master  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  man 
who  had  charge  of  the  auto  instruction  department, 
the  man  who  was  aid  to  the  Fire  Commissioner, 


and  the  man  who  has  compiled  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances with  regard  to  the  Fire  Department,  which 
will  soon  be  issued,  bearing  his  name.  He  was  a 
man  under  5  feet  7  inches  in  height,  and  he  received 
the  best  mark  on  examination  for  promotion.  It 
shows  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  himself  has 
accepted  these  men  who  were  under  5  feet  7  inches 
in  height  and  who  weighed  less  than  140  pounds. 
I  think  the  commissioner  is  an  expert,  and  his 
attitude  in  the  matter  is  sufficient  for  me.  I  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  the  ordinance  malcing  the  minimum 
height  0  feet  6  inches  and  the  weight  135  pounds. 

Coun.  SMITH— ilr.  President,  I  think  the  last 
speaker  has  made  a  real  contribution  to  the  subject. 
I  am  glad  he  stated  that  he  was  as  willing  to  vote 
for  a  5  foot  5  ordinance  as  a  5  foot  6  ordinance. 
But  j-ou  have  noticed,  in  connection  with  the 
questions  I  have  asked  other  speakers,  that  none 
of  them  are  willing  to  set  a  minimum.  There  has 
got  to  be  some  limit  set.  If  there  are  experts  who 
are  willing  to  decide  that  5  feet  6  inches  is  better 
than  5  feet  7  inches,  how  far  are  they  willing  to 
go?  Are  they  going  to  stop  at  5  feet  6  inches,  or 
are  we  next  going  to  have  a  5  foot  5  ordinance,  and 
so  on?  As  a  matter  of  common  sense  we  are  not 
experts,  and  any  man  here  favoring  a  5  foot  6 
ordinance  knows  in  his  heart  either  that  he  is  doing 
it  to  help  some  friend — which  the  speakers  have 
all  been  verj-  strenuous  in  denying —  or  else  he  has 
some  real  data  that  this  body  has  not  had  in  public. 
There  is  no  reason,  and  every  man  here  knows  there 
is  no  reason,  for  amending  the  ordinance  so  as  to 
make  the  minimum  height  5  feet  6  inches  instead 
of  5  feet  7  inches. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question.  Do  you 
beheve  I  have  told  the  truth  when  I  have  stated 
that  there  is  no  man  on  the  Ci^dl  Service  list 
under  the  present  required  height  and  weight  in 
whom  I  am  interested? 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  as  the  last 
speaker  perhaps  failed  to  note,  I  offered  an  option 
there.  I  said  that  either  the  members  voting  in 
favor  of  this  must  have  friends  on  the  list  who  are 
interested  in  the  proposed  change  from  a  personal 
standpoint,  or  else  they  have  data  which  has  not 
been  made  public  to  this  body.  I  still  think  that 
between  those  two  reasons  we  can  account  for  all 
the  votes.  Some  data  has  been  given  us  here 
by  the  last  speaker,  and  the  data  is  as  follows: 
That  in  setting  the  limit  at  the  proposed  mark, 
5  feet  6  inches,  there  would  be  crowded  out  just 
half  of  the  men  on  this  List  which  has  been  referred 
to  of  men  appointed  by  Commissioner  Cole  prior 
to  June  3,  1912,  and  less  than  5  feet  7  inches  in 
height.  That  is,  there  are  on  this  list  of  eight 
one  man  of  5  feet  Sj  inches  in  height,  one,  5  feet 
5|;  one,  5  feet  5t,  and  one,  5  feet  5 J.  That  is 
not  my  idea  of  fair  play.  I  would  rather  leave  it 
to  the  commissioner  to  decide,  with  his  technical 
knowledge,  whether  a  man  is  fit  for  the  service  or 
not,  instead  of  ha^-ing  members  arise  with  a 
bombastic  air,  talking  about  fair  play,  and  an- 
nouncing that  5  feet  6  inches  is  better  than  5  feet 
7  inches  or  any  other  figure.  I  think  the  present 
Fire  Commissioner  is  worthy  of  being  trusted. 
If  he  finds  a  good  man  between  5  feet  5  inches 
and  5  feet  7  inches,  the  Ust  submitted  by  the  last 
speaker  is  the  best  e^ddence  of  that.  Half  the  men 
on  this  list  would  have  been  crowded  out  even 
under  the  ordinance  proposed  to-day.  That  is 
the  reason  why  I  say  I  am  not  going  to  sit  here 
and  assume  to  have  knowledge  that  I  do  not 
possess. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  may  I 
ask  the  gentleman  a  question? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  would  prefer  that  he  made  a 
speech. 

Coun.  McDonald— The  gentleman  is  talking 
about  a  fair  limit  and  about  not  having  any  limit, 
allowing  the  Fire  Commissioner  to  decide  for 
himself.  As  the  introducer  of  this  ordinance  I 
will  ask  the  gentleman  if  he  will  vote  for  an 
amendment  striking  out  the  figures  for  height  and 
weight  and   allowing  the  commissioner  to  decide? 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  that  is  the 
question  that  I  asked  of  the  gentleman  some 
time  ago — whether  he  would  insert  the  words 
"common  sense"  and  leave  it  to  the  commissioner? 

President  KENNY— The  Clerk  wMl  call  the 
roll. 

The  ordinance  was  passed,  yeas  5,  nays  3: 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley, 
McDonald,  Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins,  Kenny,  Smith — 3.

SIDEWALK   ORDERS. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewallt 
along  the  northerly  side  of  Bowdoin  street,  between 
Washington  and  BuUard  streets.  Ward  20,  in  front 
of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said  sidewalk  to 
be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining, 
to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of 
artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  4.37  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  the  southerly  side  of  Bowdoin  avenue,  be- 
tween Washington  and  Bullard  streets.  Ward  20, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said  side- 
walk to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter

I  myself  am  at  a  loss  to  understand 
or  fail  to  find  any  difference  in  the  two  orders.

If  there  is  a  differ- 
ence it  is  so  technical   as  not  to  be  worth  consider-

MORALITY   STATUTE   FOR  BOSTON. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  that  a  statute  of  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts similar  to  chapter  214  of  Acts  of  the  Thirty- 
third  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  resolution  was  declared  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
reconsideration  of  that  reference.  While  not  wish- 
ing to  detain  the  Council,  I  think  it  is  only  proper 
that  I  should  say  one  or  two  words  in  introducing 
this  resolution.  Going  back  to  the  time  when  I 
cut  my  eye  teeth  in  city  politics,  I  remember  a 
statement  made  by  Martin  Lomasney  in  a  con- 
versation that  we  had  at  the  Precinct  1  booth  in 
Ward  8.  He  told  me  at  that  time,  naming  certain 
prominent  reformers,  that  they  were  just  as  bad 
as  any  men  who  were  supposed  to  be  grafters  in 


the  city  government;  that  they  were  conducting 
or  allowing  to  be  conducted  property  of  which  they 
were  either  owners  or  trustees  for  immoral  purposes 
— and  he  offered  to  take  me  to  the  specific  prop- 
erties either  owned  or  controlled  by  those  said 
reformers.  Many  ways  of  getting  at  such  problems 
have  been  suggested,  but  I  thinlc  no  satisfactory 
way  had  been  suggested  until  Senator  Kenyon 
proposed  the  law,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to 
this  one,  which  has  been  passed  in  the  State  of 
Iowa.  That  law,  briefly,  permits  the  courts  to  go 
against  the  property  as  well  as  the  individual 
owners.  In  other  words,  if  property  in  this  town 
is  used  for  doubtful  or  immoral  purposes — and  it  is 
notorious  that  there  is  such  property  in  this  town — 
the  courts  may  go  against  the  property.  The 
result  will  be  that  it  will  tear  the  mask  from  the 
faces  of  certain  so-called  reformers  who  are  either 
owners  or  trustees  of  property  which  they  know 
perfectly  well  is  used  for  purposes  that  they,  the 
said  trustees  or  reformers — contributors  to  chari- 
table organizations  and  even  good  government 
organizations — would  not  openly  countenance.  It 
makes  no  difference  whether  the  property  is  owned 
by  this  type  of  man  or  whether  it  is  owned  by  a  man 
who  is  trafficking  in  women — either  class  can  be 
got  at  by  going  against  the  property.  It  may  be 
said  by  some  members  of  the  Council  that  this  is 
no  affair  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston.  It  strikes 
me  that  it  is  the  affair  of  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  more  than  any  other  question  now  pressing 
for  solution  in  this  city.  Although  we  are  a  Puritan 
city,  and  although  we  are  cleaner  than  most  cities, 
that  does  not  make  us  immune  fronx  the  evil  com- 
mon to  all  great  municipalities,  and  it  does  not 
warrant  us  in  closing  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  such 
evil  does  exist.  I  remember  speaking  when  I  was 
first  a  member  of  this  body  to  a  town  meeting 
along  somewhat  the  same  lines,  and  I  remember 
that  at  the  next  town  meeting  to  which  I  went  the 
Mayor  leaned  over  as  we  took  the  platform  and 
said,  "Now,  Smith,  for  goodness  sake  don't  enter 
into  that  question  you  touched  on  the  other  night. 
Just  drop  all  that  discussion."  As  it  was  a  town 
meeting,  a  mixed  audience,  there  could  be  no 
benefit  from  discussing  it  there,  and  of  course  I  did 
refrain  from  any  reference  to  it.  But  if  we  by 
resolution  can  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Licens- 
ing Board  a  law  which  is  in  existence  in  Iowa  and 
is  doing  great  good  in  the  cities  there,  I  feel  that  it 
may  result  in  great  benefit  to  this  city.  I  trust 
that  the  Licensing  Board  will  consider  the  subject 
and  propose  it  for  legislation  on  the  hill,  and  I 
think  in  taldng  action  along  this  line  we  are  mo\'ing 
forward  to  the  solution  of  a  problem  that  is  more 
pressing  than  any  other  in  this  city.  As  the  great- 
est city  in  this  state  we  bear  the  greatest  responsi- 
bility.    I  withdraw  my  motion  to  reconsider. 

The  resolution  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

When  the  speciiication  for  this  building  was 
printed,  the  architect  deemed  the  system  specified 
to  be  the  best,  of  which  he  had  knowleflge,  for  the 
purpose  intended,  efficiency  and  price  both  con- 
sidered. By  inadvertence,  however,  the  printed 
specification  did  not  state  that  an  equivalent 
system  might  be  used,  although  this  was  the  in- 
tention, and  the  omission  was  discovered  too  late 
to  be  corrected  in  proof. 

This  insertion  in  the  specification,  however, 
simply  designates  a  standard,  since,  under  a  general 
provision  of  the  contract,  subcontractors  must 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Board,  and  the  inser- 
tion referred  to  did  not  preclude  the  consideration 
of  other  systems  or  the  substitution  of  any  other 
of  proved  equal  efficiency,  if  deemed  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city.

John  C.  Kiley,  stating  the  details  in  regard  to  the 
proposed  acquisition  of  a  lot  of  land  in  Hyde 
Park,  now  under  the  control  of  the  Metropolitan 
Park  Commission,  which  might  be  used  for  play- 
ground purposes.  Mr.  Putnam,  the  engineer, 
reports  that  the  upper  portion  of  this  land  can  be 
drained  and  put  into  condition  for  $24,000. 
-  The  matter  of  playground  accommodations  for 
Ward  26  has  been  under  consideration  for  the  last 
two  years,  and  inasmuch  as  the  people  in  that 
section  have  agreed  upon  this  particular  location, 
and  in  view  of  Mr.  Kiley's  report  that  it  could 
not  be  duplicated  as  a  playground  for  more  than 
twice  the  money,  I  urge  the  immediate  passage 
of  the  loan  order  for  $25,000  already  recommended 
by  me.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  conferred  with  Mr.  D.  Henry  , 
Sullivan  and  Superintendent  Shea  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parks  and  Recreation  in  regard  to  the  land 
under  the  control  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission in  Hyde  Park,  which  has  been  recom- 
inended  to  you  by  several  citizens  of  this  district 
as  a  suitable  place  for  a  playground. 

In  the  Stony  Brook  Reservation,  lying  between 
Turtle  Pond  road  and  Bald  Knob  road,  there  are 
two  parcels,  one  containing  fifteen  acres,  shown  as 
A  on  the  inclosed  blueprint,  and  one  containing 
seven  acres,  shown  as  parcel  B.  By  draining  and 
filling  these  lots  the  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  can  give  the  citizens  of  Hyde  Paris:  one 
of  the  finest  playgrounds  in  the  city,  and  as  close 
to  the  center  of  the  district  as  any  of  the  other  sites 
that  have  been  considered. 


Mr.  Putnam,  engineer  for  the  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation,  estimates  that  the  cost  of 
draining  and  grading  the  whole  area  of  twenty-two 
acres  would  be  about  .831,000.  To  grade  the  upper 
portion,  shown  as  lot  A,  would  cost  about  $24,000. 

The  secretary  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission notified  me  that  his  Board  has  the  right  to 
deliver  to  the  City  of  Boston  control  of  this  land 
for  a  term' of  years,  and  if  you  and  the  Department 
of  Parks  and  Recreation  "desire  to  have  the  same 
and  to  improve  it  as  a  playground,  they  are  T\aUing 
at  tlieir  next  meeting  on  Wednesday  to  consider 
the  matter. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
duplicate  a  plavground  such  as  this  would  make 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hyde  Park  for  $50,000  to  $60,000, 
if  the  city  should  be  required  to  purchase  land. 
We  have  been  unable  to  find  a  plot  as  convenient 
as  this  is  to  the  center  of  the  district  that  would  not 
need  more  money  spent  on  it  for  draining  and 
grading. 

If  this  meets  with  your  approval,  and  you 
authorize  me  to  do  so,  I  will  ask  Chairman  Sulli- 
van of  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
to  request  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners 
to  deliver  control  of  this  land  to  the  City  of  Boston 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  years.  I 
would  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  be  made  for  the  improvement  of  this  land.

WIDENING   OF  AVERY   STREET.

I  recommend  for  passage  by  your  honorable 
body  the  accompanying  order  accepting  chapter

MOTOR   FIRE   APPARATUS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  9,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  beg  to  transmit  a  communication  from  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  under  date  of  June  3,  calling 
attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  an  appropriation 
of  .$300,000  for  the  purchase  of  motor  fire  apparatus, 
in  order  that  the  department  may  be  brought  up 
to  the  proper  standard.  The  commissioner  states 
that  the  motorization  of  water  towers  and  pump- 
ing engines  will  mean  a  large  saving  to  the  city, 
and  wherever  a  piece  of  motor  apparatus  is  in- 
stalled it  will  mean  the  addition  of  the  services 
of  one  man  to  the  fire-fighting  force  without  any 
additional  burden  upon  the  city. 

Of  course  it  will  be  impossible  to  appropriate 
the  whole  or  even  a  large  part  of  this  amount  of 
money  this  year,  but  I  commend  the  report  to 
your  honorable  body  for  its  earnest  consideration 
so  that  if  the  means  should  come  to  hand  to  appro- 
priate a  part  of  the  amount  the  members  will  have 
the  fullest  possible  information  on  the  subject.

Dear  Sir, — In  my  annual  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  to  you,  dated  February  1,  1913,  I 
urged  that  a  special  appropriation  be  given  this 
department  for  the  purchase  of  automobile  appa- 
ratus. 

1  now  most  urgently  request  that  a  special 
appropriation  of  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
dollars  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  motor  appa- 
ratus for  this  department,  §150,000  to  be  spent 
this  year  and  SI  50,000  to  be  spent  next  year. 

The  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for 
1913  is  to  be  used  for  the  following  purchases: 

Six  triple  combination  pumping  engines  at  S8,500 
each,  to  replace  horse-drawn  engines  at  Engine  5, 
Marion  street.  East  Boston;  Engine  19,  Norfolk 
street,  Dorchester;  Engine  30,  Centre  street.  West 
Roxbury;  Engine  42,  Egleston  sqiiare.  West  Rox- 
bury;  Engine  45,  Washington  and  Poplar  streets, 
Roslindale,  and  one  in  the  new  station  at  Oak 
square,  Brighton. 

Six  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagons  at 
$5,000  each,  to  replace  horse-drawn  hose  wagons  at 
Engine  10,  River  street,  Ward  11;  Engine  14, 
Centre  street,  Jamaica  Plain;  Engine  20,  Walnut 
street,  Dorchester;  Engine  33,  Boj'lston  and  Here- 
ford streets.  Back  Bay;  Engine  41,  Harvard  ave- 
nue, AUston;  Hose  49,  Sprague  and  Milton  .streets, 
Readville. 

Six  combination  ladder  and  chemical  trucks  at 
$6,000  each,  to  replace  horse-drawn  ladder  trucks 
at  Ladder  6,  River  and  Temple  streets,  Mattapan; 
Ladder  16,  Washington  and  Poplar  streets,  Roslin- 
dale; I^adder  24,  North  Grove  street.  West  End; 
Ladder  25.  Centre  street.  West  Roxbury;  Ladder 
26,  Longwood  and  Brookline  avenues,  Fenway; 
Ladder  27,  Walnut  street,  Dorchester. 

Two  2-wheel  tractors  at  $4,500,  to  be  attached 
to  horse-drawn  engines  No.  33,  Boylston  and 
Hereford  streets.  Back  Bay;  No.  4i,  Harvard 
avenue,  AUston. 

Five  4-wheel  tractors  at  $5,000,  to  be  attached 
to  the  following  horse-drawn  apparatus:  Engine 
14,  Centre  street,  Jamaica  Plain;  Engine  37,  Long- 
wood  and  Brookline  avenues,  Fenway;   Ladder  15, 


Boylston  and  Hereford  streets.  Back  Bay;  Water 
Tower  1,  Bulfinch  street.  West  End;  Water  Tower 
3,  Pittsburgh  street.  South  Boston. 

This  will  equip  the  outlying  suburbs  with  motor 
apparatus,  and  add  tremendously  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  department.  It  will  also  give  proper  pro- 
tection to  the  Parker  Hill. district. 

It  will  give  the  much  needed  additional  protec- 
tion to  the  Brighton  district  on  second  and  subse- 
quent alarms. 

The  motorization  of  water  towers  and  pumping 
engines  "will  mean  a  large  saving  of  cost  to  the  city. 
In  every  case,  where  a  piece  of  motor  apparatus  is 
installed,  it  will  mean  the  services  of  one  man 
added  to  the  fire-fighting  force  without  any  in- 
creased cost  to  the  city. 

All  the  above  apparatus  has  been  proven  suc- 
cessful throughout  different  parts  of  the  country. 
We  have  given  sufficient  trials  in  this  city  to 
warrant  us  now  asking  for  this  large  appropriation. 
Boston  should  now  take  her  place  in  the  front 
ranks  of  those  cities  changing  from  horse-drawn 
to  motor-driven  apparatus.

MONEY  FOR  CITY  HALL  ANNEX. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  9,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  for  passage 
by  your  honorable  body  the  accompanying  tax 
order,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $16,085,  the  amount 
which  the  Finance  Commission  agrees  should  be 
appropriated  at  once  as  an  addition  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  City  Hall  Annex. 

I  expect  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings,  Mr.  Fish,  and  the  architect,  Mr.  Graham, 
will  consider  the  other  recommendations  at  once, 
and  report  to  your  honorable  body  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  City  Council,  which  I  hope  will  be 
not  later  than  a  week  from  to-day. 

I  believe  that  the  City  Council  has  sufficient 
information  at  the  present  time  to  justify  it  in 
making  the  appropriation  of  $34,000  for  the  cor- 
nices, notwithstanding  the  objections  of  the 
Finance  Commission.  Wells  Brothers  Company, 
who  are  building  the  Annex,  are  on  record  as 
stating  that  cast  stone  is  not  the  proper  material 
to  use  and  will  be  a  real  danger  to  the  pubUc.  In 
the  report  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  the 
builders  are  reported  as  stating  that  "the  means  of 
securing  the  cornice  are  insufficient,  and  the  top 
part  of  the  cornice  serving  as  a  gutter  is  not  pro- 
tected by  metal  but  only  by  a  cement  water- 
proofing." The  report  goes  on  further  to  state 
that  "the  appearance  of  the  exterior  face  of  the 
building  will  be  marred  in  a  short  time,  because 
when  weather-beaten  there  will  be  a  contrast  in 
color  between  the  limestone  and  the  cast  stone." 

This  building  is  a  city  building,  belonging  to  all 
the  citizens,  and  the  City  Council  should  approach 
the  matter  with  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
erection  of  a  building  that  will  be  wdthout  criticism 
when  once  erected. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  builders, 
men  of  estabhshed  reputation  throughout  the  world, 
the  architect  of  the  building,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  many  leading  architects  of  Boston, 
headed  by  Mr.  Guy  Lowell,  who  recently  took  a 
prize  in  New  York  City  for  the  plans  for  a  new 
courthouse,  favor  the  substitution  of  limestone  for 
cast  stone,  I  respectfully  recommend  the  pas.sage 
of  the  accompanying  loan  order  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $34,000  for  this  purpose.

The  object  of  submitting  this  communication 
was  to  secure  from  the  City  Council  extra  appro- 
priations amounting  to  $101,463.02.  The  commu- 
nication was  referred  by  the  City  Council  on  May 
27,  1913,  to  the  Finance  Commission  for  investi- 
gation and  report. 

To  the  original  appropriation  of  .$800,000  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000  was  subsequently  added  to 
provide  plans  for  economizing  in  space,  which  were 
to  be  made  by  Mr.  Ralph  M.  Comfort  of  New 
York.  H  the  proposed  additional  appropriations 
of  $101,463.02  are  made,  the  cost  of  the  City  Hall 
Annex  will  be  $906,463,  or  $106,463  more  than  the 
amount  originally  estimated  by  the  Mayor  as 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  City  Hall 
Annex. 

Before  the  requests  for  additional  appropria- 
tions f6r  the  City  Hall  Annex  are  passed  upon  by 
the  City  Council,  it  should  be  made  acquainted 
with  the  unbusinesslike  and  irregular  methods 
which  have  been  employed  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  in  connec- 
tion with  this  building.  With  the  evidence  of 
these  methods  before  it,  the  City  Council  will  be 
better  able  to  appreciate  the  necessity  of  passing 
with  extreme  care  upon  all  requests  of  the  execu- 
tive department  of  the  city  for  additional  appro- 
priations  for  the   Annex. 

The  original  appropriation  of  $800(000  for  the 
City  Hall  Annex  was  made  on  April  10,  1911,  by 
the  City  Council  and  on  the  same  day  it  pa.ssed  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  In  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council 
the  interests  of  the  city  require  that  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction 
of  the  annex  to  City  Hall  that  public  competition 
be  invited. 

This  wise  suggestion  was  ignored  by  the  Mayor. 
He  employed  as  an  architect  Edward  T.  P.  Graham 
without  any  competition  whatever.  If  the  con- 
tract with  the  architect  had  provided  for  the 
approval  of  his  plans  by  a  special  commission  or 
by  a  competent  city  official,  this  would  have  com- 
pensated in  part  for  the  previous  failure  to  appoint 
the  architect  after  a  public  competition;  but  the 
contract  did  not  provide  for  the  approval  of  the 
plans  by  any  one.  The  result  was  that  it  became 
necessary  to  make  various  changes  in  the  original 
plans,  as  they  were  defective  in  several  important 
particulars.  After  the  plans  had  been  completed 
they  were  exhibited  to  the  Finance  Commission 
which  discovered  certain  defects  and  thereupon 
decided  to  employ  an  expert  to  examine  the  plans 
in  detail,  and  to  submit  a  report  to  the  commission, 
providing  the  architect  of  the  building  should 
express  his  willingness  to  have  such  an  examination 
made  and  should  appear  to  be  willing  to  modify 
his  plans,  if  that  were  deemed  necessary  for  the 
city's  interest.  The  architect  expressed  to  the 
Finance  Commission  his  consent  to  have  such  an 
examination  made  by  an  expert,  stating  that 
he  would  be  willing  to  make  such  modifications  of 
his  plans  and  specifications  as  would  seem  necessary 
to  insure  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  at 
moderate  cost.  A  list  of  experts  was  submitted 
to  the  architect  who  said  that  any  one  of  them 
would  be  satisfactory  to  him,  and  one  of  the  number, 
R.  Clipston  Sturgis,  late  chairman  of  the  School- 
house  Commission,  was  employed  by  the  Finance 
Commission  on  February  1,  1912,  to  make  the 
necessary  study  and  report. 
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The  expert,  after  a  partial  study  of  the  plans, 
submitted  to  the  Finance  Commission  a  pre- 
liminary report  on  February  15,  1912,  which  im- 
pressed the  commission  with  the  necessity  of  a  con- 
ference of  the  Mayor,  the  architect  and  the  Finance 
Commission's  expert  before  any  advertisement 
for  bids  on  the  plans  and  specifications  was  pub- 
lished. The  preliminary  report  of  the  expert 
called  the  commission's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  building  was  planned  to  be  133  feet  high,  or 
8  feet  higher  than  the  law  allowed. 

The  Mayor  and  the  architect  intended  to  have 
the  Annex  put  up  to  a  height  of  133  feet  on  the 
pretext  that  another  building  was  to  be  put  up 
on  the  site  of  the  Probate  Building  on  Tremont 
street  and  connected  with  the  Annex  on  Court 
square.  If  the  two  buildings  were  put  up  the 
Annex  on  Court  square  could  lawfully  be  erected 
to  a  height  of  133  feet,  providing  the  building  on 
the  site  of  the  Probate  Building  on  Tremont  street 
were  125  feet  above  the  level  of  Tremont  street. 
But  although  a  sketch  was  made,  showing  a  build- 
ing on  the  site  of  the  Probate  Building,  and  a 
connection  with  the  Annex  on  Court  square,  there 
was  no  intention  to  put  up  a  building  on  the 
Probate  Building  site  as  a  part  of  the  building 
scheme  for  which  the  $800,000  was  appropriated. 
If  it  had  been  intended,  the  Mayor  would  have 
asked  for  a  much  larger  appropriation,  and  he 
would  not  have  stated  as  he  did,  in  his  message 
to  the' City  Council  requesting  the  $800,000  appro- 
priation for  the  City  Hall  Annex,  that  the  erection 
of  the  Annex  on  the  site  of  the  Old  Court  House 
would  permit  the  sale  of  the  Probate  Building,* 
which,  he  said,  was  valued  at  from  $400,000  to 
$500,000.  (City  Council  Minutes  for  1911,  page 
6.) 

The  commission's  expert  also  stated  that  the 
building  could  not  be  erected  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation. 
Moreover,  it  appeared  that  the  building  had  not 
been  economically  planned  as  to  space,  nor  with 
sufficient  care  to  provide  for  the  requirements  of 
the  departments  assigned  to  the  building,  nor  with 
sufficient  regard  for  the  protection  of  life  and 
property. 

Thus  the  commission's  expert  stated  that  the 
plan  had  not  been  studied. 

"  As  a  business  proposition  to  meet  definite  needs 
of  occupancy.  .  .  .  There  is  no  evidence  that 
competent  authoritative  control  has  governed  the 
study  of  this  complicated  problem. 
When  the  State  made  an  appropriation  of  a  similar 
amount  for  work  no  more  important  it  appointed 
three  commissioners  to  have  charge  of  the  work. 
The  commissioners  worked  with  their  architect 
for  over  a  year  studjdng  in  detail  the  requirements 
of  every  department,  down  to  the  smallest  detail 
of  desk  equipment." 

"The  city  schools  are  in  the  hands  of  a  similar 
commission,  and  when  the  city  had  two-thirds  of 
this  amount  to  spend  for  the  High  School  of  Com- 
merce, the  School  Committee  and  the  Schoolhouse 
Department,  the  Board  and  the  two  architects 
worked  in  close  consultation  with  a  committee  of 
headmasters,  with  the  School  Committee,  the 
Superintendent,  the  Purchasing  Agent  and  the 
Auditor,  and  with  their  own  force.  Over  six 
,  months  was  spent  in  this  detailed  study  pre- 
liminary to  the  working  drawings." 

"This  important  building  has  gone  forward 
with  no  apparent  authoritative  head.  The  Super- 
intendent of  Buildings  is  nominally  the  authority 
but  work  of  this  complexity  and  magnitude  is 
wholly  outside  the  usual  work  of  the  superintendent 
and  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  has  been  aided 
officially  and  with  _  authority  by  the  heads  of 
departments." 

If  a  careful  study  of  space  and  department  needs 
had  been  made  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the 
commission's  expert,  the  Old  Court  House  could 
have  remained  until  the  study  of  the  plans  had 
been  completed,  the  period  during  which  the  city 
has  had  to  hire  outside  quarters  could  have  been 
shortened,  the  necessity  for  the  subsequent  em- 
ployment of  an  expert  on  economy  of  space  could 
have  been  avoided,  and  the  claims  for  extra  cost 
and  commissions  due  to  changes  made  in  the  plans 
as  the  result  of  the  space  expert's  study  would  not 
have  arisen. 

The  report  of  the  commission's  expert  also 
showed  that  the  building  as  planned  was  not 
sufficiently  fireproof.  The  risk  to  which  life  and 
property  would  be  exposed  by  the  construction  of 
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the  building  as  planned  was  pointed  out  by  the 
commission's  expert  as  follows: 

"Although  the  building  occupies  a  hazardous 
position,  exposed  on  all  four  sides,  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  eliminate  wood.  The  windows, 
doors  and  a  needless  amount  of  inside  finish  are 
of  wood." 

Moreover,  as  the  commission's  expert  stated, 
light  is  one  of  the  most  important  considerations 
in  a  public  building,  yet  it  appears  from  his  study 
of  the  plans  that  "the  monumental  facade  inter- 
feres seriously  with  the  light  of  the  whole  front  and 
the  entablature  ruins  the  whole  ninth  story." 

These  defects  were  called  to  the  attention  of 
the  architect  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  a 
conference  was  arranged  between  the  Mayor,  the 
architect,  and  the  commission's  expert.  As  a 
result  of  this  conference  the  architect  made  im- 
portant modifications  in  the  plans,  calculated 
both  to  reduce  the  risk  to  life  and  property  by 
eliminating  much  of  the  woodwork  proposed  in 
the  original  plans,  and  calculated  also  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  the  building  so  as  to  bring  it  within  the 
limits  of  the  existing  appropriation.  The  speci- 
fications were  also  changed  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  objectionable  features,  such  as  calling 
for  bids  in  the  alternative  on  a  considerable  number 
of  items.  By  the  elimination  of  these  alternative 
bids,  it  was  made  possible  for  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings  to  determine  who  was  the 
lowest  bidder,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mission, would  have  been  impossible  if  the  original 
specifications  had  not  been  corrected.  More- 
over, the  elimjhation  of  these  alternative  speci- 
fications greatly  reduced  the  opportunity  for  fraud 
in  the  execution  of  the  contract. 

As  the  original  plans  could  not  be  carried  out, 
except  in  violation  of  the  law  fixing  the  height  of 
buildings  at  125  feet,  the  Mayor  secured^  the 
passage  of  an  act  by  the  Legislature,  authorizing 
the  city  to  build  the  City  Hall  Annex  to  a  height 
of  133  feet  above  the  grade  of  Court  street,  the 
height  provided  for  in  the  original  plans.  (Acts 
of  1912,  chapter  582.)  The  act  was  vetoed  by 
the  Governor  on  May  3,  1912,  the  veto  message 
stating,  among  other  things,  that  the  Governor 
was  unable  to  find  any  justifications  for  a  special 
enactment  which  would  nullify  the  law  limiting 
the  height  of  buildings  to  125  feet  by  authorizing 
the  city  to  erect  an  office  building  to  a  height  in 
excess  of  that  to  which  an  individual  would  be 
permitted  to  build,  and  that,  in  his  opinion,  the 
city  should  set  an  example  of  respect  for  the 
rights  of  others  and  of  obedience  to  law.  The 
act,  however,  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  over 
the  veto  of  the  Governor,  and  thereby  it  was  made 
possible  for  the  city  to  erect  the  building  to  the 
height  originally  planned  by  the  architect. 

When  the  clifficulties  above  enumerated  had 
been  cleared  up,  others  arose.  After  bids  had 
been"  submitted  a  petition  in  equity  was  filed  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  the  County  of 
Suffolk  to  enjoin  the  award  of  the  contract  to  the 
lowest  bidder,  on  the  ground  of  alleged  illegality. 
Thereupon  new  bids  were  solicited  by  advertise- 
ment and  the  contract, was  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder  in  the  sum  of  $743,510  or  $27,500  more 
than  the  lowest  bid  in  the  original  competition. 

Another  complication  then  developed,  owing 
to  the  insistence  by  the  Mayor  and  the  architect 
that  granite  be  used  in  the  exterior  of  the  building, 
instead  of  limestone  as  the  contract  providecl. 
The  City  Council  was  asked  to  provide  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  .i;75,000  to  cover  the  addi- 
tional cost  resulting  from  the  substitution  of 
granite,  and  the  City  Council  referred  this  question 
to  the  Finance  Commission  for  investigation  and 
report.  The  commission- on  October  7,  1912,  sent 
its  report  to  the  City '  Council,  recommending 
that  the  appropriation  be  not  made,  principally 
on  the  ground  that,  if  it  were  made,  the  Wells 
Brothers  Company,  which  was  the  lowest  bidder- 
for  limestone  construction,  would  erect  the  build- 
ing, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  bid  of  the 
George  A.  Fuller  Company  for  granite  construc- 
tion was  lower  than  that  of  the  Wells  Brothers 
Company.  H  it  had  been  the  intention  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  architect  to  have  a  granite  building 
erected,  an  additional  appropriation  should  have 
been  asked  for  before  the  contract  was  awarded 
for  limestone  construction,  instead  of  proceeding 
in  the  unbusinesslike  way  which  was  subsequently 
adopted. 

The  next  difficulty  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
architect,  with  the  support  of  the  Mayor,  sought 
to  increase  the  appropriation  for  the  building  by 
$34,000,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  substitution  of 
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a  limestone  cornice  for  the  cast  stone  cornice  pro- 
vided for  in  the  plans.  So  far  the  City  Council 
has  refused  to  make  this  appropriation. 

Other  difficulties  which  have  since  arisen  have 
been  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  the  Mayor,  on 
December  19,  1912,  selected  as  an  expert  on  space 
economy  Ralph  M.  Comfort,  notmthstanding  the 
fact  that  at  this  time  the  plans  had  been  completed 
and  the  building  was  already  under  way.  If  the 
iVIayor  had  not  acted  with  such  haste  in  the  selec- 
tion of  an  architect  in  the  first  instance,  and  had 
taken  time  to  consider  the  erection  of  the  City 
Hall  Annex  as  a  business  proposition,  he  could  have 
employed  the  space  expert  as  an  associate  of  the 
architect  in  the  beginning.  The  selection  of  the 
space  expert  after  the  architect  had  completed  his 
plans  and  had  allotted  space  to  the  departments 
has  led  to  the  proposal  of  various  changes  in  the 
plans  which,  if  effected,  will  largely  increase  the 
cost  of  the  building  above  the  amount  which  it 
would  have  cost  if  the  architect  and  the  space 
expert  had  been  employed  together  in  the  be- 
ginning. 

The  extra  appropriations  requested  will  now  be 
considered  in  detail. 

ItemI .SI, 816. 

Charge  for  Narrowing  Sidewalk  on  Part  of  East 
Side  of  Building. 
This  item  is  for  extra  work,  due  to  an  order  of 
the  Mayor  to  change  the  plan  of  the  building  so 
as  to  permit  the  widening  of  Court  square  on  the 
easterly  side  of  the  City  Hall  Annex.  The  object 
of  this  order,  as  stated  to  the  Finance  Commission 
by  the  architect,  was  to  provide  more  space  for  the 
taxicabs  at  Young's  Hotel.  The  execution  of  the 
order,  however,  will  discommode  persons  who  have 
occasion  to  use  the  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of 
the  building  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  it  will  be  better  to  provide  a  wider 
sidewalk  for  the  use  of  pedestrians  than  to  provide 
extra  space  for  taxicabs.  Moreover,  the  order  was 
illegal,  for  at  the  time  it  was  made  it  involved  an 
expenditure  in  excess  of  the  available  balance  of 
the  appropriation,  the  order  requiring  an  extra 
cost  of  .51,816,  and  the  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion being  only  $169.85.  The  commission  cannot 
recommend  that  the  City  Council  make  an  extra 
appropriation  for  the  execution  of  such  an  order 
involving  public  discomfort  for  the  benefit  of 
private  interests. 

Item  2 $400. 

Charge  for  Extra  Work  on  Certain  Pier  Footings. 
The  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  has 
reported  to  the  commission  that  the  soil  under  the 
piers  in  question  was  not  suitable  for  a  foundation 
and  that  it  was  necessary  to  bring  the  footing  of 
the  piers  down  to  a  lower  grade  than  that  shown 
on  the  plans.  The  work  has  been  done  at  the 
builder's  risk,  as  there  was  no  money  available  to 
pay  for  it  when  the  order  was  given,*  but  as  the 
work  seems  to  have  been  necessary  the  commission 
believes  that  the  Council  should  appropriate  the 
money  to  pay  for  it. 

Item  3 $300. 

Photographs,  Blueprinting,  etc.,  Estimated. 
The  engineer  of  the  commission  reported  that 
the  estimated  amount  seems  reasonable  and  there- 
fore the  commission  recommends  that  the  Council 
appropriate  the  money  in  order  that  the  work  may 
be  done. 

Item  4 $200. 

Expert  Services,  Estimated. 
The  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  stated 
to  the  Finance  Commission  that  this  was  the  esti- 
mated amount  due  Mr.  John  C.  Kiley,  the  Mayor's 
real  estate  expert,  for  services  in  connection  with 
the  City  Hall  Annex.  The  superintendent,  how- 
ever, was  unable  to  state  to  the. commission  what 
the  services  were  upon  which  the  estimate  for 
$200  was  based.  Mr.  Kiley  stated  to  the  com- 
mission that  he  had  not  presented  to  the  city  any 
bill  or  estimate  for  the  item  of  $200  submitted  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  and  he 
did  not  think  he  had  any  bill  against  the  city, 
but  that,  if  he  had,  it  would  be  a  small  one;  also 
that  he  did  not  know  whether  he  would  subn^it  a 
bill  until  he  looked  over  his  records  to  see  how

much  time  he  had  spent  in  conferences  with  the 
Mayor,  the  architect  and  the  space  expert  with 
reference  to  the  allotment  of  space  to  the  various 
departments  in  the  Annex.  He  admitted  that 
there  was  no  need  of  making  any  appropriation 
at  the  present  time  for  any  services  rendered  by 
him  in  connection  with  the  City  Hall  Annex. 

He  has  already  been  paid  $762.90  for  his  serv- 
ices in  connection  with  the  Annex  and  the  com- 
mission recommends  that  the  $200  requested 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  not 
appropriated. 

Item  5 $4,.300. 

Ralph  M.  Comfort,  Amount  of  Second  Agreement. 
A  contract  was  made  with  Mr.  Comfort  under 
which  he  was  to  be  paid  $5,000  for  a  study  of  means 
of  economizing  in  space  in  the  City  Hall  Annex, 
which,  in  turn,  would  lead  ultimately  to  the 
purchase  of  a  large  quantity  of  new  furniture  and 
office  equipment  specially  designed  to  save  space, 
said  furniture  and  equipment  being  intended  to 
replace  a  large  portion  of  that  now  used  by  the 
various  departments.  To  provide  for  the  study 
by  Mr.  Comfort  of  plans  for  new  furniture  and 
equipment,  another  contract  was  made  with  him, 
under  which  he  was  to  be  paid  $4,300  for  his 
services.  The  item  of  $4,300  is  intended  to  pro- 
vide payments  on  the  second  contract.  The 
contract  was  made  in  violation  of  the  charter 
amendments  (section  16,  chapter  486,  Acts  of 
1909)  as  there  was  no  appropriation  for  it,  and 
therefore  the  city  is  under  no  legal  obligation  to 
provide  the  money  for  its  execution.  The  com- 
mission believes,  however,  that,  as  both  contracts 
were  understood  to  be  part  of  one  entire  scheme, 
the  execution  of  which  would  involve  payments  by 
the  city  of  $9,000  or  $10,000,  it  would  be  proper 
to  make  the  appropriation  in  accordance  with  this 
understanding.  The  commission  therefore  recom- 
mends that  the  extra  $4,300  be  appropriated. 

Item  6 $11,713. 

Additional  Amount  Required  for  Changes  in  Con- 
tract of  Wells  Brothers  Company,  on  Account 
of  Revised  Plans  of  New  Layout  of  Depart- 
ments as  Submitted  by  Mr.  Comfort. 
The  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  has 
examined  the  items  submitted  by  the  builder, 
amounting  to  $11,713,  and  finds  that  there  are 
only  two  items  which  are  not  due  to  changes  made 
in  the  plans  as  the  result  of  Mr.  Comfort's  study. 
One  of  these  two  items  is  for  $1,844  for  making 
the  entrance  doors  three-fold  instead  of  two-fold. 
The  architect  has  stated  to  the  commission  that 
the  builder  agreed  to  make  this  change  without 
cost  to  the  city.  The  second  item  ($1,726)  is  for 
an  ornamental  iron  grille  in  the  elevator  lobby. 
The  architect  stated  to  the  commission  that  this 
price  was  exorbitant,  and  that  as  the  ornamental 
grille  was  not  strictly  necessary  he  did  not  intend 
to  make  this  change.  Therefore  these  two  items, 
involving  $13,570,  can  be  deducted  from  the  $11,- 
713  asked  for. 

The  other  items,  involving  $8,143,  have  been 
examined  by  the  engineer  of  the  commission  and 
he  has  reported  to  the  commission  that  they  are 
due  to  changes  in  the  architect's  plans  which  have 
been  made  as  a  result  of  Air.  Comfort's  studies, 
and  the  amounts  seem  to  be  reasonable. 

If  Mr.  Comfort's  plans  for  the  allotment  of 
space  in  the  Annex  are  adopted,  the  sum  of  .$8,143 
should  be  appropriated  for  the  items  in  question. 
If,  however,  the  plans  of  Mr.  Comfort  are  not 
adopted,  no  part  of  the  $8,143  need  be  appro- 
priated. 

The  commission  believes  that  Mr.  Comfort's 
plans  for  the  allotment  of  space  in  the  Annex  are 
seriously  defective,  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to  the 
most  important  of  the  city  departments,  the 
Public  Works  Department,  to  which  he  has  allotted 
three  floors,  namely,  the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh 
floors.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  Mr. 
Rourke;  the  engineer  of  the  Highway  Division, 
Mr.  Sullivan;  the  engineer  of  the  Sewer  and 
Water  Division,  Mr.  Mclnnes;  the  engineer  of  the 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Division,  Mr.  Fay;  the  engineer 
of  the  Sewer  Service,  Mr.  Dorr,  and  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  Mr. 
Kelly,  were  present  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  office 
of  the  Finance  Commission  on  May  20,  1913,  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  space  allotments  for  the 
Public  Works  Department,  and  they  were  unani- 
mous in  their  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to 
provide  only  three  floors  for  the  department  in  the 
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Annex,  as  provided  for  in  the  plans  of  Mr.  Com- 
fort. In  tlieir  opinion  the  expansion  of  the  de- 
partment would  soon  require  more  than  the  three 
floors  provided  in  the  Annex,  in  which  event 
additional  quarters  would  have  to  be  provided, 
thereby  separating  the  various  divisions  of  the 
departrnent  and  tending  to  impair  its  efficiency. 
In  their  opinion,  if  the  department  were  allotted 
four  floors  in  the  Annex  both  their  present  needs 
and  future  expansion  would  be  provided  for,  and 
the  separation  of  the  divisions  of  the  department 
could  thereby  be  avoided. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  great 
weight  should  be  attached  to  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  these  officials  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  which  is  based  upon  actual  knowledge 
of  the  work  of  the  department  and  of  its  space 
requirements.  It  seems  to  the  commission  that 
it  would  be  doubtful  economy,  to  say  the  least,  to 
adopt  the  three-floor  plan,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  large  amount  of  space  is  to  be  made  vacant  in 
the  old  City  Hall,  as  the  result  of  housing  various 
departments  in  the  Annex,  and  also  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  under  the  plan  of  Mr.  Comfort  there  will 
be  considerable  vacant  space  in  the  Annex  itself. 

If  four  floors  in  the  Annex  are  allotted  to  the 
Public  Works  Department,  certain  other  depart- 
ments, which,  under  the  plan  of  Mr.  Comfort, 
will  be  housed  in  the  Annex,  namely,  the  Penal 
Institutions,  Consumptives'  Hospital,  Supply, 
Statistics  and  Public  Buildings  Department,  can 
be  housed  in  the  old  City  Hall,  and  the  room  for 
the  telephone  exchange  can  be  provided  in  some 
other  part  of  the  Annex.  The  Board  of  Appeal, 
which,  under  Mr.  Comfort's  plan,  was  to  be 
housed  on  the  eighth  floor  Cone  of  the  floors  to  be 
occupied  by  the  Public  Works  Department  in 
the  event  of  the  adoption  of  the  four-floor  plan), 
could  be  housed  on  the  ninth  floor,  adjacent  to  the 
Building  Department,  with  which  it  has  official 
relations;  and  the  Art  Department,  which,  under 
Mr.  Comfort's  plan,  is  to  be  housed  on  the  ninth 
floor  of  the  Annex,  adjacent  to  the  Building  Depart- 
ment, could  be  provided  for  in  the  old  City  Hall. 

The  commission  cannot,  except  by  an  extended 
study,  find  out  how  much  additional  money  would 
have  to  be  appropriated  if  the  plans  of  Mr.  Com- 
fort as  to  the  Public  Works  Department  should 
be  rejected  and  his  plans  as  to  the  other  depart- 
ments should  be  accepted.  It  appears,  however, 
as  already  stated,  that  if  the  plans  of  Mr.  Comfort 
were  rejected  in  their  entirety  no  part  of  the  $8,143 
in  question  need  be  appropriated. 

The  evidence  presented  by  the  officials  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  has  satisfied  the  com- 
mission that  the  plan  of  Mr.  Comfort  as  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  should  be  rejected  and 
that  the  four-floor  plan  should  be  accepted.  But 
the  commission  thinks  it  possible  that  Mr.  Com- 
fort's plans  as  to  the  other  departments  may  be 
as  defective  as  those  which  relate  to  the  Public 
Works  Department:  and  an  attempt  should  be 
made  at  once  to  ascertain  whether  the  heads  of 
the  other  departments  which  are  to  be  housed 
in  the  Annex  have  valid  objections  to  their  space 
allotments.  The  commission  believes  that  the 
Mayor,  and  the  architect,  Mr.  Graham,  should 
confer  with  the  heads  of  the  other  departments 
and  that  after  these  conferences  it  should  be  deter- 
mined whether  the  plans  of  Mr.  Comfort  should 
be  rejected  in  their  entirety,  or  only  as  they  apply 
to  the  Public  Works  Department.  After  this 
determination  has  been  reached  the  City  Council 
will  know  how  much,  if  any,  of  the  $8,143  in 
question  should  be  appropriated.  The  con- 
ferences should  be  held  at  once,  so  that  the  City 
Council  can  receive  the  necessary  information  as 
quickly  as  possible  in  order  to  prevent  any  claims 
arising  against  the  city  on  account  of  delay  in  the 
erection  of  the  building. 

On  the  evidence  it  has  so  far  received  the 
commission  cannot  recommend  the  appropriation 
of  any  part  of  the  $8,143  in  question. 


Item  7. 


Estimated  Extra  Amount  Required   for  Changes 
in   Heating  Apparatus   to   Comply   with   Re- 
quirements of  Mr.  Comfort's  Plan. 
The  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  stated 
that    if    Mr.    Comfort's    plans    are    adopted    this 
amount  will   be   required;   and   that   the   amount 
seems    reasonable.     Until    the    question    of    the 
adoption   of   Mr.   Comfort's  plans  is  decided  the 
commission   cannot  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the 
requested  appropriation. 


Item  8 $5,000. 

Additional   Required   for   Carving   Statuary,   etc., 

above    Amount    of    Allowance    for    Same    in 

Contract. 
In  the  building  contract  allowance  was  made  for 
statuary  in  the  sum  of  $3,000.  The  Art  Cora- 
mission  has  recommended  that  the  figures  for  the 
decoration  of  the  front  of  the  City  Hall  Annex  be 
made  more  elaborate  in  character  and  of  different 
material  than  the  architect's  plan  provided.  The 
architect  has  adopted  the  suggestion  of  the  Art 
Commission  and  for  this  purpose  desires  the  extra 
appropriation  of  $5,000.  The  commission  recom- 
mends that  this  amount  be  appropriated. 

Item  9 $435. 

Additional  Required  for  Finished  Hardware  Above 

Amount  of  Allowance  for  same  in  Contract. 

The  allowance  for  this  item  in  the  contract  was 

$435  less  than  the  amount  of  the  lowest  bid.     The 

contract  for  the  hardware  has  not  been  let  and 

therefore   it   seems   necessary   to   appropriate   the 

extra  amount  in  order  that  the  contract  may  be 

awarded.     The  commission  recommends  that  $435 

.^be  appropriated  as  requested. 

Item   10 $3,500. 

Granite  Steps  and  Buttresses  with  Foundations, 
etc.,  at  Court  Street  Entrance,  not  in  Contract. 
No  provision  was  made  in  the  contract  for  this 
purpose  owing  to  the  uncertainty  existing  at  the 
time  the  contract  was  made  as  to  what  changes 
would  be  made  by  the  Transit  Commission  in  the 
entrance  to  the  Court  Street  Subway  Station, 
which  is  at  the  front  of  the  City  Hall  Annex.  It 
now  appears  that  the  Transit  Commission  intends 
to  retain  the  subway  entrance  at  the  front  of  the 
Annex  for  at  least  a  year,  and  that  it  may  be 
permanently  retained.  The  architect,  therefore, 
must  arrange  so  that  the  steps  on  the  front  of  the 
City  Hall  Annex  can  be  built  without  encroaching 
on  the  present  subway  entrance.  It  is  uncertain 
how  much  money  will  be  required  for  this  purpose, 
but  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  be- 
lieves that  the  amount  requested  is  a  moderate 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work.  A  reservation 
covering  this  work  should  have  been  made  in  the 
original  contract,  but  the  building  must  have  steps 
and  therefore  the  commission  recommends  the 
appropriation. 

Item  11 $1,500. 

Two  Exte"rior  Electric  Light  Standards. 
No  allowance  was  made  in  the  contract  for  these 
electric  light  standards.  It  seems  proper  that  the 
Court  street  entrance  of  the  Annex  should  be 
lighted,  and  that  the  standards  should  be  of  such 
design  as  to  form  appropriate  decorations  for  the 
front  of  the  building.  The  commission  recom- 
mends that  $1,500  be  appropriated  as  requested. 

Item  12 $1,491.84. 

Architect's  Coihmission  on  Above. 
This  represents  the  architect's  6  per  cent  com- 
mission on  an  estimated  increase  of  $24,864,  in 
the  cost  of  the  building,  based  on  certain  items 
alreadv  enumerated,  namely.  Items  Nos.  1,  2, 
6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11.  If  the  plans  of  Mr.  Comfort 
are  rejected  in  their  entirety  Items  Nos.  6  and  7, 
for  $11,713  and  $500  respectively,  will  not  be 
required.  The  commission,  as  already  stated, 
has  recommended  that  nothing  be  appropriated 
for  Item  No.  1.  The  amount  of  these  three 
items  is  $14,029.  The  remaining  items  for  which 
extra  appropriations  have  hereinbefore  been 
recommended  amount  to  $10,835,  and  the  commis- 
sion of  6  per  cent  on  this  amount  is  $650.  The 
commission  recommends  that  this  amount  be 
appropriated. 

Items  13-18,  inclusive $9,276.18. 

These  items  represent  the  claims  for  extra  com- 
missions of  architect  Graham  for  .$5,000,  elec- 
trical engineer  Byrne  for  $2,467.18,  and  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  engineer  Hern  for  $1,800. 
These  claims  seem  to  be  based  upon  changes  which 
are  said  to  have  been  made  in  the  original  plans. 
The  commission  believes  that  further  investi- 
gation of  these  claims  is  necessary  and  that  it  is 
better  to  make  a  separate  investigation  of  them 
later,  instead  of  delaying  its  report  upon  the  other 
matters  submitted  in  the  City  Council's  request 
for  investigation.     Delay  in  the  report  upon  such 
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other  matters  might  furnish  ground  for  claims  on 
account  of  delay  in  the  erection  of  the  building, 
whereas  the  investigation  of  claims  represented 
by  Items  13-18,  inclusive,  will  not  cause  any 
delay  in  the  erection  of  the  building,  for  the  only 
question  involved  in  the  latter  investigation  is 
as  to  whether  the  extra  commissions  should  be 
allowed.  The  Mayor  and  the  architect  have 
agreed  with  the  commission  that  it  is  better  to 
report  now  upon  the  other  matters  referred  to  and 
■to  report  later  upon  Items  13-18,  inclusive. 
Therefore  there  is  no  need  for  present  consider- 
ation by  the  City  Council  of  the  request  for  the 
additional  appropriations  for  Items  13-18,  inclusive. 

Item  19 $25,000. 

Amount  Desired  as  a  Working  Basis  to  Provide 
for  Such  Contingencies  as  May  Arise. 
The  commission  believes  that  the.  record  of  the 
executive  department  of  the  city  in  connection 
with  the  erection  of  the  Annex  is  not  such  as  to 
justify  the  City  Council  in  appropriating  $25,000 
for  contingencies  which  may  arise  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work.  It  would  seem  better  to  await 
developments  and  to  appropriate  additional  surns 
only  when  an  absolute  necessity  for  the  same  is 
shown.  There  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  that  the 
City  Council  will  not  promptly  appropriate  any 
further  sum  which  is  shown  to  be  necessary. 
Meanwhile,  the  commission  respectfully  suggests 
that  the  executive  department  make  no  further 
contracts  for  which  there  is  not  an  appropriation 
in  existence,  as  such  action  is  clearly  in  violation 
of  section  16  of  the  charter  amendments. 

Item  20 S36,040. 

For  limestone  cornice .     $34,000 

For  architect's  commission  on  same 2,040 

A  request  for  an  extra  appropriation  by  loan  to 
provide  for  a  limestone  cornice,  instead  of  the 
cast  stone  cornice,  which  was  provided  for  in  the 
plans,  has  already  been  considered  by  the  City 
Council,  and  was  rejected  on  April  23,  1913.  The 
commission  believes  that  no  new  evidence  has 
been  received  since  that  date  upon  which  it  could 
recommend  to  the  City  Council  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  for  this  purpose.  The  builder 
has  stated  to  the  commission  that  there  will  be  no 
danger  from  the  standpoint  of  construction  in 
the  erection  of  a  cast  stone  cornice,  as  provided  in 
the  plans,  and  that  the  reason  for  suggesting  the 
change  in  the  material  of  construction  was  an 
aesthetic  one.  The  commission  believes  that  the 
Annex  will  be  unnecessarily  ornate,  and  that  it 
was  a  mistake  not  to  provide  for  a  simpler  office 
building  as  the  Annex  is  completely  surrounded 
by  other  buildings  and  lacks  perspective. 

The  commission  cannot  recommend  an  additional 
appropriation  of  836,040  in  order  to  enhance  the 
beauty  of  a  portion  of  the  building  which  is  about 
100  feet  above  the  street,  when  there  are  so  many 
other  ways  m  which  the  same  amount  of  money 
can  be  spent  to  better  advantage  bj^  the  city. 

The  commission  recommends:

OPINIONS    OF    CORPORATION    COUNSEL. 

Coun.  McDonald — -Mr.  President,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee,  I  was  asked  to 
submit  two  opinions  of  the  Law  Department 
and  ask  that  they  be  printed. 

City  of  Boston,

Clerk  of  Committees: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  your  letter  in  which 
you  inform  me  that  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  requests  a  report  on  the  position 
of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  following  orders: 

1.  Ordered,  That  the  heads  of  departments, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  authorized  to 
allow  two  holidays  without  loss  of  pay  to  all  city 
employees  participating  in  the  parade  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  on  the 
275th  Anniversary,  June  2  and  3,   1913. 

In  light  of  the  fact  that  orders  of  a  similar  nature 
were  before  the  City  Council  of  1910  in  its  pro- 
ceedings of  Monday,  August  22,  I  feel  that  I  can 
add  little  which  will  be  of  assistance  to  the  City 
Council  on  the  subject-matter  of  this  order.  The 
CUv  Record  of  that  year,  at  page  644,  setting  forth 
the  legal  views  of  the  Law  Department  concerning 
such  orders,  shoWs  this  form  of  order  to  be  illegal. 
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2.  Ordered,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  and  they  do  respectfully  so  petition  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  not  to  spend  any  proceeds  of 
the  SIOO.OOO  loan  order  tor  improvement  of  Norfolk 
Street  Playground,  so  called. 

It  may  be  that  the  form  of  this  order  is  not 
technically  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
section  8  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the 
charter  amendments,  so  called,  and  is  to  be  con- 
strued as  a  respectful  request  of  the  City  Council 
upon  the  Mayor  to  consider  the  subject.  How- 
ever, the  order  has  no  legal  or  binding  effect  upon 
the  Mayor  for  the  reason  that  the  authority  of 
the  City  Council  was  exhausted  with  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  playground,  as  the  charter,  by  said 
section  8,  leaves  the  manner  in  which  the  sum 
so  appropriated  is  to  be  expended  to  the  head  of 
the  department  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Mayor  in  the  conduct  of  the  administrative  and 
executive  business  of  the  city. 

3.  Ordered,  That  a  special  committee,  to  consi.st 
of  three  members  of  the  Council,  be  appointed  to 
consider  what  improvements,  if  any,  can  be  made 
in  the  present  methods  of  valuing  and  assessing 
property  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  to  report  to 
the  Council  such  recommendations  as  said  com- 
mittee may  deem  advisable. 

This  order  is  in  my  opinion  of  doubtful  validity. 
If  it  is  construed  to  mean  an  investigation  by  a 
committee  of  the  City  Council,  it  is  clearly  illegal. 
Whatever  authority  rests  in  the  City  Council  to 
seek  information  on  any  municipal  matter  within 
its  jurisdiction  is  contained  in  section  7  of  said 
chapter  486,  and  must  be  by  the  City  Council 
and  not  by  committee.  The  duty  to  investigate 
matters  relating  to  methods  of  administration  of  a 
department  has  been  transferred  to  the  Finance 
Commission  under  section  18  of  the  same  chapter.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  recent  letter  in  which 
you  return  to  me  the  orders  relating  to  the  method 
of  assessing  property  and  to  Norfolk  Street  Play- 
ground upon  which  I  gave  an  opinion  imder  date 
of  May  22,  1913,  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  City  Council,  and  I  note  your  request  that 
I  should  draw  legal  orders  in  substitution  of  the 
orders  as  drawn. 

As  stated  in  that  opinion,  no  legal  order  for  an 
investigation  by  a  committee  of  the  City  Council 
can  be  drawn.  The  authority  to  seek  information 
in  municipal  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  City  Council  is  contained  in  section  7  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the  charter  amend- 
ments, so  called,  and  must  be  by  the  City  Council 
and  not  by  the  committee. 

The  power  to  investigate  matters  relating  to  the 
methods  of  administration  of  a  department  has 
been  transferred  from  the  City  Council  to  the 
Finance  Commission  under  section  18  of  this 
chapter. 

In  regard  to  the  order  relating  to  the  Norfolk 
Street  Playground  I  have  nothing  further  to  add 
to  my  opinion.  There  is  no  legal  objection  to  the 
City  Council  expressing  its  opinion  upon  any 
municipal  matter,  but  such  expression  of  opinion 
would  have  no  legal  or  binding  effect  upon  any 
department  of  the  city.

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  business,

SALARY    OF    JAIL   PHYSICIAN. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  business. 
No.  4,  viz.: 

4.  An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Salary  of  the 
Physician  at  the  Jail.     Be  it  ordained,  etc.: 

Section  one  of  chapter  four  of  the  revised  regu- 
lations of  1898,  as  amended  by  chapter  4  of  the 
regulations  of  1903,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "eighteen  hundred  dol- 
lars" the  words  "the  physician  connected  with  the 
jail,  appointed  by  the  sheriff,  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars," so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  chief  officer  connected  with  the 
county  jail  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars;  the  physician  connected 
with  the  jail,  appointed  by  the  sheriff,  shall  be  paid 
an  annual  salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars;  the  steward  and  the  first  inside  officer 
and  the  clerk,  each  not  exceeding  thirteen  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars;  the  second  and  third  inside 
officers,  each  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  the  other  regularly  employed  officers, 
each  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars;  the 
watchmen  and  other  necessary  assistants,  each 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  ordinance  was  adopted. 


SALE   OF  FISHER   HILL   RESERVOIR. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness. No.  6,  viz.: 

6.  Ordered,  That  in  case  the  Metropolitan 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  shall  take  by  eminent 
domain,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  694  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  the  Fisher  Hill 
reservoir,  so  called,  and  the  land  surrounding  the 
same  and  the  main  water  supply  pipes  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  located  in  the  town  of 
Brookline  and  the  city  of  Somerville,  and  in 
Beacon  street.  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  land  in 
the  Brighton  district  of  the  City  of  Boston,  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  city  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000)_  in 
full  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  the  city's  claims 
for  damages  on  account  of  said  taking,  and  to 
execute  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  city  and  in 
consideration  of  the  payment  of  said  sum  a  suit- 
able release  of  such  claims  in  such  form  as  may  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department. 

The  order  was  read  a  second  time  and  again 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun.  SMITH  voting  nay. 


SALARIES   OF   FIRST   ASSISTANT 
ASSESSORS. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  busi- 
ness. No.  5,  viz.: 

5.     An  Ordinance  Coi^cerning  the  Salaries  of  the 
First  Assistant  Assessors. 
Be  it  ordained,  etc.: 

Section  1.  Section  five  of  chapter  three  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  as  amended  in  the 
clause  concerning  the  salaries  of  the  assessors  by 
chapter  six  and  eight  of  the  Ordinances  of  1901 
and  chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1910,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole 
of  said  clause,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

"The  assessors,  the  chairman  forty-five  hundred 
dollars,  the  six  other  assessors  each  four  thousaiid 
dollars,  and  the  first  assistant  assessors  each  six 
hundred  dollars  for  street  work  and  preparation 
therefor,  and  nine  hundred  dollars  for  services  on 
dooming  board  and  for  work  on  abatements  and 
investigations." 

Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  as- of

PARKMAN    FUND. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Parkman 
Fund,  submitted  .the  following,  viz.: 

(1)  Reports  on  various  papers — ^that  the  same 
be  placed  on  file,  viz.: 

Message  and  communication  (referred  1912) 
concerning  estimated  income,  1912,  and  estimated 
expenditures  on  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
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Message  and  communication  (referred  1911)

U.  S.  W.  v.,  at  Parkman  House. 

Petition  of  United  Improvement  Association 
(referred  1912)  to  be  allowed  rooms  for  head- 
quarters in  Parkman  House. 

Reports  severally  accepted. 

(2)  Reports  on  various  papers — that  no  further 
action  is  necessary,  viz.: 

Order  (referred  1912)  to  expend  S66,000  for  soil 
renovation  at  Boston  Common. 

Order  (referred  February  17)  to  provide  seats  at 
bandstand  on  Boston  Common. 

Message  of  Mayor  and  order  (referred  1912) 
appropriating  31,000  for  Boston  Common  and 
Public  Garden,  irrigation  system. 

Message  of  Mayor,  communication  and  order 
(referred  1912)  appropriating  38,600  for  Zoo  and 
Aquarium. 

Coun.  .SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
date  of  the  38,600  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium? 

The  CLERK— September  30,  1912. 

Reports  severally  accepted. 

(3)  Report  on  order  (referred  1912)  that  the 
Parkman  House  be  used  by  the  School  Committee 
— that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  rejected. 

(4)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  April  2)  appropriating 
S25,000  from  Parkman  Fund  income  to  be  e.xpended 
for  Zoological  Garden  and  Aquarium — that  the 
order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  President 
declared  that  the  order  would  lie  over  under  the 
rule. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
talk  on  the  order  the  Chair  has  just  declared  laid 
over,  as  weU  as  the  subsequent  order.  For  that 
reason  I  shall  move  reconsideration. 

President  KENNY — The  committee's  report 
was  accepted,  and  under  the  rule  the  order,  which 
involves  the  expenditure  of  money,  lies  over. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Yes,  Mr.  President.  I  shall, 
therefore,  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  so  that 
there  may  be  some  discussion  of  the  matter  now. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS — ^Mr.  President,  my  first 
reason  for  talking  on  this  proposition  is  that  I 
wish  to  incorporate  in  the  record  with  the  comj- 
mittee's  report  some  figures  in  a  letter  which  I 
have  received  from  the  Park  Commissioners.  Y'our 
Committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  having  given  the 
matters  before  them  very  careful  consideration, 
have  concluded  that  no  monej'  that  comes  from 
the  Parkman  Fund  should  be  expended  until  that 
money  is  earned.  When  it  is  earned  it  is  usually 
turned  over  presently  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
your  committee  believes  that  it  is  then  time 
enough  to  expend  the  income  from  the  funds.  We 
believe  it  is  a  prettj-  good  maxim  not  to  spend  your 
money  until  you  get  it,  particularly  from  a  fund  of 
this  character.  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
are  trustees,  as  well  as  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  of  this 
fund.  Orders  providing  for  the  expenditure  of 
money  from  this  fund  are  unlike  ordinary  loan 
orders  or  ordinances  which  maj-  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  by  the  flavor  and  which  then, 
by  operation  of  law,  unless  rejected  or  acted  upon 
aflarmatively  by  the  Council,  become  law.  Orders 
coming  from  his  Honor  in  the  matter  of  this  fund 
have  no  greater  effect  than  the  ordinarj'  appro- 
priation order.  Therefore,  the  members  of  this 
government  hold  the  other  key  to  the  box,  and  no 
money  from  the  Parkman  Fund  can  be  expended 
unless  the  members  of  the  City  Council  believe  the 
expenditure  to  be  wise  and  proper.  In  short,  as 
trustees  of  this  fund,  we  believe  that  until  it  is 
earned  and  in  the  city  treasurj-  it  should  not  be 
expended.  In  fact,  it  is  unjust,  in  my  opinion,  to 
those  who  deal  with  this  fund  from  the  standpoint 
of  creditors  to  appropriate  money  and  contract 
for  work  when  there  is  no  money  in  the  city- 
treasury  with  which  to  pay  the  particular  bills.  A 
short  time  ago  there  came  into  the  city  treasury, 
in  addition  to  the  312,868.48  in  the  fund,  324,620, 
making  in  all  a  little  over  337,000.  Your  com- 
mittee held  steadfast  to  its  position  and  refused  to 
expend  any  money  in  excess  of  the  337,000  on  hand. 
What  did  the  committee  do?  It  voted  to  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  order  which  has  just  been 
read  by  the  Clerk,  and,  in  order  that  there  might  be 
an  itemized  statement  set  forth  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  body,  I  asked  the  chairman  of  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department  to  submit  to  the 
Council  a  statement  of  exactly  what  it  was  pro- 
posed  to   do   with  the   325,000  for  the   Zoo   and 


Aquarium.  When  the  committee  had  its  first 
meeting  at  the  first  of  the  year  we  did  appropriate 
310,000  for  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  At  that  time  the 
committee  believed  that  at  least  325,000  should  be 
expended  for  those  purposes  forthwith,  and  as  a 
result  of  our  deliberation  we  concluded  that  325,000 
should  be  now  given  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
Your  committee  is,  in  my  opinion,  content  with 
the  following  estimates  made  by  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission.  First,  foundations  and  as 
much  work  as  possible  towards  sanitary  and 
shelter  at  Seaver  street  zoological  entrance, 
310,000.  In  other  words,  the  Park  Department 
has  plarmed  to  erect  sanitaries  and  shelters  midway 
of  the  Zoo,  so  that  they  will  be  accessible  to  all 
people  who  come  there,  irrespective  of  the  entrance 
by  which  they  approach.  The  second  item  is 
animals  and  birds,  36,000.  It  is  necessary  to  have 
the  bird  house,  which  has  just  been  completed, 
stocked,  and  consequently  the  department  belie^'es 
that  about  36,000  should  be  spent  for  additional 
birds  and  animals  for  the  Zoo.  Paths,  walks,  etc., 
34,000;  Aquarium,  31.000;  fixtures  in  bird  house, 
34,000.  That  makes  up  the  325,000  for  the  Zoo 
and  Aquarium.  The  Clerk  will  presently  read  two 
other  orders,  one  providing  38,000  for  Orchard 
Park.  For  some  time  past  the  Council  has  been  of 
the  opinion  that  work  on  Orchard  Park  should  be 
started,  and  started  at  once.  Y'our  committee  a 
few  days  ago  talked  with  members  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  at  the  same  time  that  it 
talked  with  the  Mayor,  and  it  was  concluded  that 
with  38,000  the  work  could  be  started  at  once,  the 
balance  being  given  as  soon  as  possible  to  complete 
the  rejuvenation  of  this  small  park  in  Ward  17, 
Roxburi^.  The  only  other  item  which  your  com- 
mittee has  acted  on  is  one  of  34,000  for  seats 
around  the  Parkman  memorial  bandstand  on 
Boston  Common.  In  other  words,  >-our  committee 
has  recommended  that  337,000,  the  money  now 
available  and  on  hand  in  the  city  treasury  from 
Parkman  Fund  income,  be  expended  from  that 
fund.  That  means,  if  the  Council  acts  favorably 
on  these  orders,  that  we  will  have  appropriated 
this  year  something  like  397,000  of  income  from 
the  fund,  which  has  been  earned  and  actually  in 
the  city  treasury. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  with  all  that 
has  been  said  by  the  last  speaker  about  not  spend- 
ing money  until  we  get  it  in  hand,  I  heartils"  agree. 
We  are  trustees  and  should  not  anticipate  income 
from  trust  funds.  But  as  to  the  exact  use  of  the 
337,000  now  in  hand  I  entirely  disagree  with  the 
committee.  The  order  now  before  us  calls  for  the 
expenditure  of  325,000  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
I  am  absolutely  through,  as  far  as  spending  money 
from  the  Parkman  Fund  for  Zoo  and  Aquarium  is 
concerned.  I  was  not  a  member  of  this  body 
when  the  original  appropriations  were  made  for 
those  purposes.  I  have  voted  for  additional 
appropriations  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  from 
time  to  time  under  protest,  feehng  that  what  we 
had  put  our  hand  to  we  must  carry  through.  But 
I  think  the  time  has  now  come  when  I  shall  stop 
voting  appropriations  from  the  Parkman  Fund 
for  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium.  Not  only  that, 
but  I  am  decidedly  and  very  strongly  of  the  opinion 
that  we  ought  not  to  vote  this  325,000  from  this 
fund  when  such  places  as  Orchard  Park  await 
completion.  Orchard  Park  is  and  has  been  for 
years,  as  the  members  of  the  Council  well  know, 
in  a  state  that  is  disgraceful.  It  is  not  fair  to  that 
community.  It  is  much  used  by  the  children 
from  the  school  opposite.  It  has  an  unsanitary 
bath  house  on  it,  which  should  be  wiped  out; 
the  trees  should  be  taken  care  of;  the  park  gen- 
erally should  be  fixed  up;  there  should  be  a  pool 
in  place  of  the  present  bath  house.  The  plans 
for  Orchard  Park  provide  for  all  these  things, 
and  those  plans  should  be  carried  through  as  soon 
as  possible.  That  park  should  not  be  obhged  to 
wait  for  animals,  birds  and  walks  for  the  Zoo  or 
for  fish  for  the  Aquarium.  There  is  no  necessitj' 
for  those  things  this  month.  They  are  luxuries. 
The  Zoo  and  Aquarium  attract  crowds  as  they 
are,  and  we  ought  to  turn  our  hand  to  work  that 
needs  to  be  done  in  different  sections.  I,  for  one, 
am  going  to  vote  against  the  325,000  for  Zoo  and 
Aquarium,  and  I  hope  that  the  other  members  of 
the  Council  will  back  me  up  in  that  position. 
We  ought  to  vote  the  325,000  now  for  Orchard 
Park.  Last  year  I  introduced  an  order  asking  that 
money  for  that  purpose  be  taken  from  the  Park- 
man  Fund.  Objection  was  made  to  the  order 
on  the  ground  that  we  could  not  originate  a  loan, 
even  from  that  fund.  The  matter  was  turned  over 
to  the   Corporation   Counsel  by  the   Mayor,   and 
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the  Corporation  Counsel  sustained  the  view  that 
the  Mayor  took,  that  we  could  not  originate 
appropriations  from  the  Parkman  Fund.  I  have 
asked  the  Mayor  several  times,  through  orders 
which  I  have  put  in  and  which  have  been  unani- 
mously passed,  to  initiate  action  in  regard  to 
Orchard  Park.  It  is  now  a  year  and  a  half  that 
the  matter  has  been  actively  before  this  body 
and  I  think  it  is  time  that  we  did  something. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  differ  radi- 
cally from  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken. 
Instead  of  refusing  to  give  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium 
reasonable  amounts  of  money  for  extension  of 
the  work,  I  think  we  should  be  quite  liberal  with 
them,  because  if  the  gentleman  has  been  to  Frank- 
lin Park  and  Marine  Park  he  must  have  seen  the 
many  thousands  of  people  who  have  been  attracted 
to  those  spots  by  reason  of  the  institution  of  those 
two  enterprises.  In  my  opinion  money  spent 
in  these  ways  is  reasonably  spent,  and  that  is  the 
view  of  the  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund.  As  to 
Orchard  Park,  I  understood  the  general  opinion 
to  be  some  time  ago  that  515,000  was  all  that  was 
necessary.  Your  committee  had  a  meeting  the 
other  da3^  and  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sioners stated  that  they  believed  that  $25,000  was 
necessary.  Your  committee  has  stood  ready  and 
stands  ready,  when  the  next  money  is  available — 
and  there  will  be  fifty  odd  thousand  dollars  avail- 
able in  the  first  part  of  July — to  give  the  balance 
of  the  money  necessary,  for  the  Orchard  Park 
improvement.  It  was,  however,  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  as  well  as  of  the  Park  Department, 
that  the  course  which  the  committee  has  adopted 
at  this  time  is  the  wisest  course  to  pursue.  I 
trust  that  the  Council  will  sustain  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  1 
would  like  to  say  just  a  word  in  regard  to  Orchard 
Park.  Two  years  ago  I  offered  an  order  in  this 
body  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  820,000  to 
improve  conditions  in  that  park.  As  the  coun- 
cilor on  my  right  (Coun.  Smith)  has  well  said,  the 
park  is  in  a  deplorable  condition  and  has  been  for 
a  great  many  years.  There  is  no  bath  house  in 
use  there  at  the  present  time.  The  bath  house 
was  closed  last  year  and  has  not  been  used  this 
year.  The  full  amount  of  825,000  will  be  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  improvements  in  that  park, 
and  1  am  as  desirous  as  any  member  of  the  Council 
to  have  those  improvements  completed  at  as  early 
a  date  as  possible.  I  have  the  assurance  of  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission  that  this  appro- 
priation of  .88,000  will  start  the  work  and  that  no 
delay  will  be  caused  by  waiting  for  the  balance 
until  the  second  day  of  .luly,  when  other  sums  will 
be  available  from  the  Parkman  Fund  to  complete 
the  necessary  work.  We  have  the  assurance  of 
the  Mayor  that  he  will  gladly  sign  the  additional 
appropriation  of  $17,000  out  of  the  next  funds 
available  from  the  Parkman  Fund.  Every  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund  present  at 
the  last  meeting  agreed  that  that  would  be  the 
first  item  to  come  out  of  the  next  money  on  hand. 
So  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  with  $8,000  to  start 
with  for  Orchard  Park.  I  have  to  differ  with  the 
councilor  on  my  right  in  regard  to  the  appropria- 
tion of  money  for  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium.  1 
have  always  been  in  favor  of  the  Zoo  and  Aqua- 
rium, voting  for  the  first  appropriation  made  for 
them,  and  I  have  been  very  glad  to  vote  again  and 
again  for  appropriations  for  those  two  improve- 
ments. I  believe  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  are  the 
two  finest  monuments  that  could  possibly  be 
erected  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Parkman.  But  I 
go  farther  than  that.  "While  I  favor  the  appropria- 
tion of  money  out  of  the  Parkman  Fund  for  the 
construction  of  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium,  1  also 
favor  having  the  running  expenses  of  the  Zoo  and 
the  Aquarium  come  from  the  Parkman  Fund.  I 
think  I  stated  my  attitude  on  that  ciuestion  two 
or  three  years  ago,  when  I  said  I  believed  that  a 
certain  amount  of  money  ought  to  be  put  into 
those  improvements  every  year  until  such  time  as 
not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  income  of  the  Park- 
man  Fund  should  be  used  up  in  maintenance  and 
that  after  that  no  further  permanent  improvements 
should  be  made,  the  idea  being  that  one-half  the 
income  of  the  Parkman  Fund  would  be  appro- 
priated to  the  maintenance  of  the  monuments  to 
his  memory,  the  other  half  going  to  the  improve- 
ment of  playgrounds  and  parks  in  other  sections 
of  the  city.  I  am  still  of  that  same  opinion.  I 
talked  the  matter  over  with  the  chairman  of  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department  a  short  time 
ago  and  he  thoroughly  agreed  with  me  that  the 
money  for  maintenance  of  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium 


should  come  from  the  Parkman  Fund.  If  we 
continue  spending  8200,000  a  year,  the  income 
from  the  Parkman  Fund,  for  a  few  years  for  per- 
manent improvements,  we  are  in  a  short  time 
going  to  put  a  tax  on  the  people  which  certainly 
was  never  intended  by  Mr.  Parkman  when  he  left 
the  money  to  the  City  of  Boston.  We  are  now 
spending  $50,000  to  $75,000  a  year  on  maintenance 
of  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium,  and  the  more  we 
add  to  those  buildings  the  more  we  are  going  to 
add  to  the  running  expenses;  so  it  could  be  figured 
out  in  a  few  moments  that  we  are  going  to  place 
a  very  heavy  burden  on  the  taxpayers  of  Boston. 
I  hope  this  matter  will  be  given  consideration  by 
the  Mayor  and  by  this  and  future  Parkman  com- 
mittees, with  the  end  in  view  of  having  the  monu- 
ment to  Mr.  Parkman  sustained  by  his  fund. 
With  regard  to  the  84,000  for  seats ,  around  the 
bandstand  on  the  Common,  I  am  heartily  in  favor 
of  that,  and  I  hope  Coun.  Collins'  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rule  will  prevail,  so  that  these  three 
orders  may  be  placed  on  their  passage  to-day,  in 
order  that  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
may  get  to  w^ork  at  once. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
ask  Coun.  Collins,  through  the  Chair,  what 
guaranty  he  can  give  that  when  the  balance  of 
the  Parkman  Fund  money  comes  in  in  July,  the 
817,000  additional  required  for  Orchard  Park  will 
be  appropriated?  Does  he  speak  for  himself  or 
for  the  entire  committee? 

Coun.  COLLINS — At  a  conference  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  Parkman  Fund,  sitting  at  the  time 
with  a  majority  of  the  committee, — I  believe 
Coun.  Ballantyne,  Attridge  and  myself, — we 
reached  that  conclusion,  and,  as  I  understood  it, 
the  conclusion  was  unanimous  among  the  members 
present  at  that  time.  There  were  present  three 
out  of  five  of  the  members  of  the  Parkman  Fund 
Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  gentlenian 
who  has  just  spoken  says  that  we  ought  to  contrib- 
ute liberally  to  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  been  liberal.  We  have 
spent  over  .8400,000  for  those  two  projects.  They 
are  an  annual  tax  upon  the  citizens  of  this  town  of 
860,000  a  year,  just  for  running  expenses.  If 
that  is  not  being  liberal  with  those  two  institutions, 
I  miss  my  guess.  It  will  cost  us  this  year  for  the 
Zoo  and  Aquarium  approximately  $100,000  for 
running  expenses  ancl  appropriations  for  new 
animals  and  construction.  There  is  one-half  of 
the  Parkman  Fund  money  gone  for  one  specific 
purpose.  As  Covm.  Ballantyne  remarked  that  he 
was  in  favor  of  the  money  being  spent  for  that 
purpose,  I  presume  he  would  be  willing  to  stop 
there.  We  have  spent  about  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  on  the  Common  for  renovating  the 
soil.  Orchard  Park  has  not  had  a  cent,  and  it  is 
only  a  type  of  a  dozen  other  small  parks  in  different 
parts  of  the  city  that  have  not  received  a  cent  of 
the  Parkman  appropriation.  We  are  all  in  favor 
of  the  Common:  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion 
on  that.  Money  spent  there  may  have  been 
wasted  in  experimentation,  but  the  work  was 
needed.  But  as  to  the  Zoo  and  the  Aquarium, 
there  is  a  difference  of  opinion,  and  I  claim  that 
these  small  parks,  remembered  equally  with  the 
Common  in  the  will  of  Mr.  Parkman,  ought  to  be 
attended  to.  We  have  ,been  appropriating  money 
for  the  Parkman  Fund  now  for  four  years,  and  not 
a  cent  has  been  going  for  these  parks,  although 
most  of  them  are  in  sections  of  the  city  that  most 
demand  and  most  need  pai'ks.  I  say  that  now  I 
am  going  to  stop,  and  I  hope  other  members  are 
going  to  stop  spending  money  on  the  Zoo  and  the 
Aquarium.  We  have  spent  .8400,000  in  furnishing 
birds  and  monkeys  for  the  people,  and  I  think  we 
have  spent  money  enough  in  that  direction,  and 
that  it  is  time  that  we  should  spend  money  on 
these  small  parks  in  different  parts  of  the  city, 
on  swimming  pools  and  things  of  that  sort,  many 
improvements  that  would  tie  very  beneficial  to 
the  children  and  older  people  in  crowded  sections 
of  this  city.  If  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  are  monu- 
ments, let  them  go  as  monuments.  If  they^  are 
the  monuments  that  Mr.  Parkman  most  desired, 
why  did  he  not  mention  them  in  his  will?  It  was 
a  stretch  of  legal  construction  to  say  that  the 
words  of  Mr.  Parkman's  will  meant  Zoo  and 
Aquarium.  The  words  of  the  will  did  not  specify 
those  things,  and  whether  those  were  proper 
objects  for  the  expenditure  was  a  question  at  the 
time  when  the  money  was  originall.v  appropriated. 
I  feel  that  we  have  gone  far  enough  as  far  as  the 
Zoo  and  Aquarium  are  concerned.  Let  us  now 
get  down  to  doing  something  for  the  small  parka. 
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We  are  told  that  if  we  appropriate  a  small 
amount  to-day,  88,000  for  Orchard  Park,  the  rest 
will  come  a  little  later.  But  a  bird  in  the  hand  is 
worth  two  in  the  bush.  Instead  of  appropriating 
this  825,000  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  to-day, 
let  us  give  it  for  Orchard  Park.  It  was  the  same 
stor>'  last  year.  When  we  wanted  work  done  on 
Boston  Common  we  were  told  that  850,000  was 
to  be  spent  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  and  that 
Boston  Common  could  wait.  I  say,  let  us  finish 
up  Orchard  Park  now  and  take  care  of  the  seats 
around  the  bandstand,  and  then  if  they  want 
825,000  more  for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium,  it  can 
wait.  But  we  are  asked  to-dav  to  appropriate 
825,000  out  of  the  837,000  available,  for  Zoo  and 
Aquarium,  simply  giving  88,000  to  Orchard  Park 
and  letting  the  park  wait  for  the  bulk  of  the 
necessary  appropriation. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  this  year  we 
will  receive  as  income  from  the  Parkman  Fund 
about  8200,000,  and  if  this  order  for  the  Zoo  and 
Aquarium  prevails  to-day  it  will  simply  mean  that 
they  will  receive  orily  about  an  eighth,  up  to  date, 
of  the  total  amount.  Boston  Common  received 
850,000  from  the  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund 
this  year.  The  small  parks  have  been  attended 
to  in  the  past.  Appropriations  have  been  made 
by  the  government  within  the  last  two  years  for 
the  smaller  parks.  As  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
17,  says 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  if 
the  committee  can  furnish  any  specific  cases 
where  the  parks  such  as  I  refer  to  have  been  taken 
care  of  out  of  the  Parkman  Fund  in  the  last  two 
years  ? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  if  he  will 
look  up  the  records  for  the  last  two  years  he  will 
see  that  we  have  appropriated  money  for  bubble 
fountains  and  so  on  for  the  smaller  places,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Parkman  Fund.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  matter  has  been  pretty  well  threshed 
out  to-day.  I  think,  on  general  principles,  that 
the  rule  of  the  Council  that  matters  should  lie 
over  for  one  week  is  a-sound  one.  It  gives  mem- 
bers an  opportunity  to  look  into  various  subjects 
and  to  obtain  more  information  upon  them.  Your 
Committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  however,  has  gone 
into  this  matter  at  some  length.  There  has  also 
been  considerable  debate  here.  I  think  the  matter 
is  well  understood  and  that  action  should  not  be 
delayed.  I  believe  the  Committee  on  Parkman 
Fund  has  been  prompt  in  attending  to  its  duties 
and  that  the  matter  should  be  acted  upon  forth- 
with. Wherefore  I  shall  press  my  motion  to 
suspend  the  rule  on  all  three  orders. 

The  rule  was  suspended. 

President  KENNY — While  the  Chair  intends 
to  vote  to-day  for  these  several  orders  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  he  desires 
at  the  same  time  to  emphasize  the  very  great 
importance  and  desirability  of  the  rule  referred 
to  by  the  chairman  of  the  Parkman  Fund 
Committee  with  respect  to  orders  involving  an 
expenditure  of  money.  It  is  very  important  and 
desirable  that  such  orders,  generally  speaking, 
should  lie  over  under  the  rule.  The  object  of  that 
rule,  as  the  Chair  understands  it,  is  that  the 
public  may  have  notice  of  the  contemplated 
expenditure  of  money  and  may,  if  it  is  deemed 
desirable,  come  in  and  object.  So  the  rights  of 
the  public  are  not  regarded  when  matters  involv- 
ing an  expenditure  of  money  are  disposed  of  at 
the  meeting  at  which  they  are  reported.  The 
Chair  simply  desires  to  suggest  the  importance  of 
having  such  matters  laid  over  under  the  rule  and 
not  acted  upon  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
When  they  go  over  under  the  rule,  members  who 
wish  to  do  so  may  examine  further  into  them  and 
the  public  is  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
from.    The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun. 
SMITH  voting  nay. 

(5)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  April  2)  appropriating 
825,000  for  Orchard  Park  Improvement,  recom- 
mending passage  of  order  in  the  following  new 
draft:

Report  accepted;  rules  suspended  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLLINS  and  order  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;    rule  suspended  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLLINS,  and  order  passed,  yeas  8,  naj's  0.

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  a  report  on  the  petition 
of  Isadore  Johnson  (referred  Februarj'  17),  that 
the  city  remove  cloud  upon  title  of  estate  33 
Bigelow  street,  Brighton — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  herebj'  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  city,  for  a  nominal  consideration,  and  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department,  to

EXTENSION    OF   BUILDING    LIMITS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  be  requested  to  investigate 
the  causes  for  delay  in  this  body  of  the  extension 
of  the  building  limits. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference.  The  reason  why  I 
do  so  is  because,  according  to  the  papers,  "the 
Mayor  has  made  the  charge  that  this  body  has 
been  lobbied,  and,  because  of  the  lobbying — 
rather  a  popular  term,  by  the  way — we  have 
neglected  to  take  action  upon  the  extension  of  the 
building  limits.  If  that  be  true,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  very  much  interested,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  public  generally.  The  members  of  this 
body  who  were  also  members  two  years  ago 
remember  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a 
very  well  conducted  hearing  laid  the  case  in 
favor  of  extending  the  building  limits  before  us. 
They  not  only  did  that,  but  they  took  us  on  a  tour 
of  the  city,  showing  us  the  places  that  most  needed 
the  extension  of  the  building  limits,  and  wound 
up  at  the  Boston  Athletic  Association,  where 
they  served  us  with  dinner,  and  where  the  sub- 
ject was  discussed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  I 
think  almost  the  entire  Council.  After  the  hear- 
ing was  all  over  we  began  to  hear  statements  that 
we  had  been  unfair  in  not  allowing  the  builders 
to  come  in  and  give  their  side  of  the  case.  Al- 
though the  hearing  had  been  opened  to  the  ob- 
jectors if  they  had  wished  to  be  heard,  we  still 
felt  that  perhaps  some  people  had  not  heard  of  the 
hearing,  and  we  did  give  additional  hearings, 
to  which  the  builders  and  their  friends  came  in 
large  numbers.  .  I  think  we  had  three  meetings, 
and  perhaps  four,  hearing  the  other  side  of  the 
case.  We  then,  as  a  committee,  voted  to  extend 
the  building  limits  somewhat,  but  the  Council 
as  a  whole  refused  to  pass  the  committee's  recom- 
mendation. When  we  turned  the  committee's 
recommendation  for  an  extension  of  building 
limits  down  we  did  so,  using  the  specific  words,  I 
think,  "for  immediate  action  in  the  new  year." 
As  it  happened,  we  were  just  at  the  end  of  a  term 
of  the  Council.  Last  year,  in  spite  of  that  word- 
ing, we  did  not  take  the  matter  up  actively.  This 
j'ear,  in  spite  of  our  having  gone  along  so  far  for 
at  least  four  months,  we  have  not  taken  up  the 
matter.  There  is  some  outside  reason  why  this 
body  does  not  take  up  the  extension  of  building 
limits.  I  don't  think  myself  it  is  a  lobby,  but  I 
do  agree  with  the  Mayor  heartily  in  his  statement 
that  there  is  some  outside  reason.  Now,  either 
the  Mayor  and  I  may  be  wrong,  or  else  the  public 
generally  had  better  know  what  the  reason  is.  I 
want  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  investigate 
for  itself  and  find  out  what  the  reasons  are.  It 
may  not  be  a  popular  thing  to  say,  but  I  believe 
this  body  is  yielding  to  the  influence  of  certain 
builders,  speculative  builders  if  you  will,  in 
sections  like  Dorchester  -  and  Brighton,  whose 
business  would  be  hurt  if  the  building  limits 
were  extended,  and  that  that  is  the  reason 
why  we  have  been  inactive  on  this  vital  sub- 
ject for  so  long  a  period.  After  threshing  it 
out  more  than  this  body  has  usually  threshed  out 
public  questions,  we  refused  to  act.  upon  it,  and 
all  last  year,  in  spite  of  our  own  action  looking 
to  immediate  consideration,  we  did  not  take  it 
up.  Now  this  year,  in  spite  of  having  gone  thus 
far,  we  have  not  taken  it  up.  I  agree  with  the 
Mayor  heartily  and  I  trust  that  I  will  be  able  to 
add  more  strength  to  the  Mayor  in  this  matter, 
I  believe  the  more  he  can  call  this  subject  to  the 
attention  of  people  the  greater  the  service  to  the 
community  will  be.  There  is  a  distinct  fire  hazard 
in  this  city,  and  we  ought  not  as  a  public  body 
to  wait  until  it  becomes  more  apparent  because 
of  a  great  conflagration.  We  are  not  elected 
merely  to  take  care  of  the  city  this  year,  but  to 
attempt  to  look  forward  to  coming  years  and  to  do 
what  is  best  for  the  city  in  the  light  of  future 
years.  As  it  is,  we  are  doing  two  things — not 
only  subjecting  the  city  to  a  great  conflagration 
hazard,  but  also  subjecting  the  city  to  certain 
slum  elements  and  conditions  in  the  future.  Sec- 
tions built  up  like  Dorchester  will  in  the  course  of 
twenty-five  or  thirty  years  be  the  worst  slums  in 
this  city.  We  know  the  flimsy  construction  of 
those  three-flatters.  They  are  built  by  specu- 
lators and  are  turned  over  as  soon  as  they  are 
filled  with  tenants,  and  we  know  that  no  great 
attention  is  paid  to  their  tfp-keep.  Their  prob- 
able   life    is    only    twenty    or   twenty-five    years, 


and  that  means  that  when  they  get  to  the  tumbled- 
down  condition  they  will  be  occupied  by  a  class 
in  this  community  that  we  do  not  care  to  encourage. 
I  do  not  mean  by  that  the  poorer  class — I  mean 
the  class  that  cultivates  vice,  to  put  it  plainly. 
That  is  the  element  that  will  fill  those  houses  in 
Dorchester  and  Brighton  and  sections  of  a  similar 
character  in  the  course  of  a  few  years.  We  ought 
not  to  allow  this  fire  hazard  to  continue  and  ought 
to  correct  these  slum  conditions  for  future  years, 
regardless  of  the  feelings  of  persons  outside, — 
speculative  builders.  I  do  not  for  a  moment  grant 
the  argument  of  the  speculative  builders,  that  by 
extending  the  building  limits  we  will  necessarily 
raise  rents.  That  is  not  necessarily  the  outcome. 
It  does  not  cost  any  more  for  rent  in  a  properly 
constructed  brick  building  than  in  a  three-flat 
wooden  building,  because  the  brick  building  has 
so  much  longer  life  that  they  don't  have  to  charge 
off  depreciation  so  rapidly.  It  is  a  permanent 
construction.  Not  onlj'  that,  but  if  we  pass  the 
extension  of  the  building  limits  there  is  sufficient 
influence  among  the  builders  to  go  to  the  Legis- 
lature and  amend  the  building  laws  so  that  in 
sections  like  West  Roxbury,  where  houses  are 
built  in  detached  form,  separate,  individual 
houses,  they  can  get  legislation  where  they  will 
have  power  to  carry  out  the  class  of  construction 
applicable  to,  the  section,  while  in  districts  where 
the  three-flatters  now  exist  to  the  largest  extent 
they  will  have  to  build  of  brick  under  the  regular 
building  law.  So  I  urge  that  the  Mayor's  warning 
on  this  subject  be  considered  by  this  body.  I 
believe  the  Mayor  is  right  in  this  matter,  and 
when  I  believe  he  is  right  I  propose  to  stand  up 
and  give  hirn  my  support  and  call  the  facts  to 
public  attention.  I  desire  to  see  fair  play,  and  if 
the  Mayor  does  advocate  something  that  I  believe 
in  strongly  and  that  I  hope  to  see  passed,  I  shall 
do  what  I  can  in  his  support.  I  hope  to  see  this 
matter  taken  up  immediately,  instead  of  being 
pigeon-holed  in  committee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  rightly,  in  1911  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  met  several  times  and  discussed 
this  matter  of  building  limits  very  thoroughly. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
gentleman  a  question?  I  would  like  to  ask  what 
the  councilor  means  by  "very  thoroughly" — 
whether  he  means  that  there  was  a  very  quick 
disposal  of  it  or  a  very  detailed  investigation? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
we  gave  considerable  time  to  the  consideration  of 
this  question.  As  the  councilor  on  my  right  has 
well  said,  we  gave  several  public  hearings,  so  that 
we  heard  both  sides  of  the  question.  It  was  my 
opinion  at  that  time  that  every  member  of  the 
Council  was  ready  to  vote  on  the  extension  of  the 
limits.  I  speak  for  myself  when  I  say  that  I  was 
not  at  that  time  and  am  not  today  controlled  by 
any  outside'  influence,  so  far  as  changing  the 
building  limits  or  the  fire  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  concerned.  In  committee,  when  this 
matter  was  prepared  for  report  to  the  Council,  we 
decided  that  we  would  go  into  Council  meeting 
and  report  a  certain  line  of  extension.  That  was 
agreed  to  by  every  mernber  of  the  committee,  that 
we  should  make  that  report  and  that  at  that  meet- 
ing there  should  be  no  discussion  whatever.  When 
the  report  was  made  there  was  some  discussion. 
There  was  some  objection  to  the  report,  and  some 
members  advocated  a  further  extension  of  the 
limits.  I  believe  it  was  the  argument  in  favor  of 
further  extension  of  the  limits  that  prevented  us 
from  taking  any  action  whatever  at  that  time. 
The  agreement  made  was  certainly  broken  in  the 
Council,  and  that  was  one  of  my  reasons  for  refusing 
to  vote  for  any  extension  at  that  time.  I  believe 
now,  as  the  Mayor  does,  that  something  ought  to 
be  done  in  this  city  for  the  prevention  of  fire 
hazard.  Whether  it  be  a  further  great  extension 
of  the  fire  limits  or  a  moderate  extension,  or 
whether  it  be  the  substitution  of  uninflammable 
material  for  the  materials  used  at  the  present  time, 
I  am  perfectly  ready  now  to  discuss  the  question 
and  to  cast  my  vote  at  any  time.  But  I  do  wish 
to  say  this,  that  I,  for  one,  stand  here  and  say  I 
am  not  influenced  by  any  outside  party,  either  by 
cheap  builders  or  by  the  most  expensive  builders 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  There  is  no  one  who  holds 
my  vote  and  there  is  no  one  who  da,res  say  that  he 
can  control  my  vote  upon  any  matter  one  way  or 
the  other.  I  am  ready  here  to  do  my  duty  as  a 
representative  of  the  people  of  Boston  at  all  times, 
irrespective  of  whom  I  hurt  or  favor.  In  saying 
that  I  believe  I  speak  for  the  great  majority  of 
this  Council,   and  when  I  say  we  were  ready  at 
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that  time  and  are  ready  to-day,  I  do  not  know  of  a 
man  who  is  afraid  to  cast  his  vote  here  on  the 
extension  of  those  limits. 

President  KENNY — The  question  comes  on 
Coun.  Smith's  motion  that  the  reference  be  re- 
considered. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President. 

President  ICENNY— The  Chair  will  say  to  the 
councilor  that  he  has  already  consumed  the  full 
amount  of  time  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  Rule 
18  on  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  no  other 
councilor  claims  the  floor,  does  the  Chair  insist  on 
that  ruling? 

President  KENNY — It  is  not  a  matter  of  one 
member  or  another  having  the  floor.  What  the 
Chair  has  in  mind  is  Rule  18,  under  which  the 
gentleman  has  already  consumed  the  full  amount 
of  time  allowed  to  him  in  discussing  this  motion. 
The  rules  are  provided  for  the  purpose  of  transact- 
ing the  city's  business,  and  Rule  18  says  that  no 
member  shall  take  more  than  ten  minutes  on  a 
motion  to  reconsider. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  Smith  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost,  yeas  1,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Smith — 1. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Buckley, 
Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald — 6. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  .President,  I  respectfully 
ask  reconsideration  of  the  vote  just  taken.  I  beg 
to  call  attention 

President  KENNY — The  motion  the  member  is 
now  making  is  not  in  order. 


CITY   BUILDING   ARCHITECTS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,   That   his   Honor   the   Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  select  the  architect  for  any  new  public 
building  by  open  competition,  the  first  five  to  be 
paid  two  hundred  dollars  each  for  their  plans. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  reason  why  I 
have  introduced  this  order  is  because  throughout 
this  administration  the  custom  has  prevailed, 
when  money  has  been  appropriated  for  a  new 
public  building,  of  the  Mayor  giving  the  architect's 
position  to  a  certain  individual — which,  in  a  case 
like  that  of  the  City  Hall  Annex,  is  just  like  hand- 
ins  S50,000  to  a  man  on  a  silver  platter.  It  is 
not  human  nature  under  those  circumstances  for 
the  person  thus  recognized  to  be  ungrateful.  That 
person  naturally  feels  grateful,  and  in  talking 
over  the  plans  for  the  building  this  person  who 
gives  you  the  architect's  fee  is  the  person  W'hose 
ideas  are  most  to  be  considered.  Requests  coming 
from  that  source  are  naturally  very  strongly  con- 
sidered, if  not  actually  adopted.  Such  a  person, 
for  instance,  in  the  case  of  the  City  Hall  Annex, 
might  say.  "Make it  ornamental,  instead  of  making 
it  an  office  building,  and  after  it  is  half  completed, 
when  we  need  more  money,  we  can  go  to  the  City 
Council  and  public  pressure  will  forbid  their  refusing 
the  extra  money."  He  might  say,  "Take  out  the 
ventilating  system;  take  the  steps  off  the  front 
of  the  building;  put  on  a  concrete  or  cement  cor- 
nice; make  the  statues  of  artificial  stone;  cut  out 
the  partitions  on  the  inside.  Do  this,  that  or  the 
other  thing,"  perhaps  making  the  outside  of  the 
building  as  beautiful  as  possible,  banking  on  the 
fact  that  later  he  will  get  from  the  City  Council, 
when  the  job  is  half  completed,  an  additional 
appropriation.  Naturally  the  person  who  has  re- 
ceived the  .§50,000  as  a  fee  will  agree  to  such 
suggestions.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Mayor 
had  held  a  competition  for  the  architect — and  the 
very  same  architect  would  probably  have  won  the 
competition,  I  do  not  doubt  his  ability  as  an 
architect — think  of  his  position  then  towards  the 
Mayor  as  compared  with  his  position  now.  If  he 
had  won  that  $50,000  fee  in  open  competition,  he 
would  have  been  able  to  say,"  There  are  my  plans 
on  wnich  you  gave  me  the  work,  on  which  I  won 
the  competition,  and  those  plans  call  for  a  real 
stone  cornice;  tnose  plans  call  for  a  ventilating 
system;  those  plans  call  for  certain  steps  on  the 
front  of  the  building.  Those  are  the  plans  on  which 
I  won  and  the  plans  I  intend  to  stick  by,  and  if 
you  wish  to  ask  for  different  things  at  this  late  day, 
when  the  appropriation  has  all  been  made  and  the 
building  is  half  up,  you  will  have  to  do  so  by  de- 
posing me."  He  would  then  be  sure  of  his  position 
before  the  public,  not  depending  on  any  one 
person  for  his  architect's  fee.     'That  is  the  sort  of 


system  I  think  we  ought  to  adopt  for  our  public 
buildings.  That  is  why  I  have  introduced  the  order. 
I  know  perfectly  well  that  it  has  no  binding  effect 
on  the  Mayor,  but  I  do  hope  the  body  will  pass  it 
as  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  subject. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


CITY  EMPLOYEES'   PICNIC   HOLIDAYS. 

Coun.  McDONALD  offered  an  order— That  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  587  of 
the  Acts  of  1908  the  officer  or  Board  in  charge  of 
each  department  be  authorized  to  grant  a  holiday, 
without  loss  of  pay,  to  the  employees  of  such 
department  or  division  thereof  on  the  day  of  the 
annual  departinent  or  division  picnic. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


RECESS   TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  4.23  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  5.30  p.  m. 


PAYMENT    TO    T.    H.    McAULIFFE. 

The  President  called  up  unfinished  business,  viz. : 

2.  Ordered,  That  chapter  427  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  entitled  "An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of 
Boston  to  Pay  an  Annual  Sum  to  Timothy  H. 
Mc.Auliffe,"  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted. 

The  order  was  passed. 

3.  Ordered,  "That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  427  of  the  Acts  of  1913  there  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  Timothy  H.  Mc.iuliffe,  formerly 
employed  in  the  Sanitary  Service  of  the  Public 
Works  Department,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  annually  during  his  hfe.  Said  sum 
shall  be  paid  in  equal  monthly  in.stallments  and 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  vote 
for  this  without  expressing  regret  that  a  member 
of  the  Council  insisted  on  ha\dng  a  letter  from  the 
head  of  the  department  under  whom  this  man  - 
worked.  I  think  that  letter  establishes  a  precedent 
for  similar  cases  that  may  come  before  us.  It  is 
bringing  the  heads  of  the  departments  into  politics, 
forcing  them  to  do  a  thing  that  we  ought  to  pro- 
tect them  against  doing.  Many  of  these  orders 
are  coming  to  us  from  the  Legislature  and  it  will 
be  a  temptation  for  this  body  to  side-step  all  such 
questions  and  try  to  throw  the  responsibility  and 
burden  for  granting  the  money  on  the  head  of  the 
depar^tment  for  whom  the  man  worked-.  I  very 
much'  regret  this  letter,  and  I  t^ust  that  heads  of 
departments  in  future  will  not  feel  called  upon  to 
write  such  letters.  Of  course,  we  have  the  power  to 
grant  this.  It  is  not  a  question  of  our  right.  It  is 
simply  a  question  whether  it  is  wise  to  draw  the 
heads  of  departments  into  these  cases,  where  they 
will  be  subjected  to  political  pressure. 

The  order  was  passed.

(9)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  accepting 
chapter  735  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay  a  sum  of 
money  to  John  Chambers" — that  the  order  ought- 
to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the  rule. 

(10)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that  a 
sum  not  exceeding  .$100  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston  to  John  Chambers,  an  employee  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  on  account  of  injuries 
sustained  by  him  while  in  discharge  of  his  duty — ■ 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the  rule. 

(11)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  investigate  the  causes  for 
delay  by  the  City  Council  of  the  extension  of  the 
building  limits — that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  in  the  committee 
I  requested  that  any  member  desiring  to  amend 
this  order  should  do  so.  Nobody  desired  to  amend 
the  order;  nobody  desired  to  inve.stigate  the 
question.  In  other  words,  nobody  in  the  Council 
cared  to  clear  the  skirts  of  this  body  from  an 
imputation  cast  upon  u.s  by  the  Mayor — an  impu- 
tation which  was  published  broadcast  throughout 
the  Press,  and,  gentlemen,  an  imputation  which  is 
borne  out  by  the  facts.  The  facts  are  that  we  have 
had  this  matter  before  us  for  two  years  and  have 
taken  no  action.  The  facts  are  that  on  February 
17,  appreciating  the  negligence,  oversight  or  willful 
delay  on  the  part  of  the  Council,  I  introduced  an 
order  asking  that  this  matter  of  building  limits  be 
taken  up  and  settled  before  May  1.  That  order 
lies  pigeon-holed  in  the  Council  committee  to-day. 
No  action  has  been  taken.  No  action  will  be  taken 
on  that  order  of  mine  of  February  17.  It  is  im- 
possible to  get  action  by  this  body  on  the  subject 
of  extending  the  building  limits.  The  Mayor  has 
the  facts 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  gentleman  yield? 

Coun.  SMITH~I  do. 

Coun.  WATSON— For  the  information  of  the 
gentleman  I  want  to  say  that  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Hazard  will  hold  a  meeting  inside  of  two  weeks 
on  his  order.     It  will  not  be  pigeon-holed. 

Coun.  SMITH — That  is  welcome  news.  I  cast 
no  imputation  on  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
because  he  has  not  been  a  member  of  this  body 
long  and  the  question  was  threshed  out  before  his 
election  to  the  body.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
the  members  have  been  unable  or  unwilling  to  act 
upon  the  question  for  two  years,  and  the  statement 
of  the  Mayor  is  borne  out  by  the  fact,  when  he 


says  there  must  be  some  outside  influence  at  work, 
suggesting  an  investigation.  The  fact  that  this 
body  is  unwilling  to  act  upon  the  matter  in  any 
form — not  particularly  referring  to  my  order,  as 
I  would  favor  anything  that  would  open  up  the 
subject — tends  to  afford  additional  evidence  on  the 
subject.  Seven  of  us  are  elected  with  the  indorse- 
ment of  the  Good  Government  Association.  The 
votes  of  those  members  come  from  the  outlying 
district.  Their  votes  come  from  the  out-of-town 
districts  in  which  three-flat  houses  abound.  There 
is  another  fact  which  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will 
not  be  loath  to  call  attention  to  if  the  majority  of 
this  Council  do  not  act  on  a  question  affecting  the 
suburbs,  from  which  a  majority  of  their  votes  are 
drawn.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  that  the  matter 
ought  to  be  investigated.  I  do  not  care  in  what 
form.  I  think  we  ought  to  clear  ourselves  of  this 
imputation. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  in  con- 
nection with  that  order  I  would  like  to  read  a  few 
lines  from  the  minutes  of  February  3,  1912,  on 
page  585; 

"Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  of  course  the 
member  on  my  left  here  from  Ward  11  (Coun. 
Smith)  has  a  right  to  change  his  mind,  and  he  has 
changed  his  mind  evidently.  But  it  seems  to  me 
that,  having  changed  his  mind,  he  owed  it  to  his 
colleagues  here  to  inform  them  that  he  had  changed 
his  mind.  Last  night,  sitting  in  the  outer  cham- 
ber, at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, he  agreed  with  the  rest  of  us — and  it  was 
unanimous — that  we  should  report  what  is  known 
as  Fire  Corhmissioner  Daly's  first  order,  which 
extends  the  limits  to  some  extent,  the  change  to  go 
into  effect  on  July  1  next.  He  also  agreed  that 
we  should  report  what  is  understood  to  be  Fire 
Commis.'iioner  Daly's  second  plan,  extending  the 
limits,  to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  of  July,  1914. 
This  is  a  matter  that  we  spent  hours  over  last 
night,  and  I  don't  think  we  ought  to  reopen  the 
subject  now.-  It  is  going  to  take  a  long  time  to 
discuss  this  matter  apparently,  in  view  of  the 
change  of  mind  of  one  member  and  possibly  of 
others.  Therefore,  I  think  it  would  be  the  best 
and  wisest  thing  to  turn  this  whole  thing  over  to 
the  ne.xt  City  Council.  If  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  makes  that  motion, 
I  shall  vote  for  it — that  we  refer  this  entire  subject 
to  the  next  city  government." 

Coun.  Kenny,  speaking  a  little  later,  also  said: 
"I  was  the  one  who  suggested  that  we  go  to  the 
second  plan,  as  stated  on  this  map,  July  1,  1914." 

And  Coun.  Hale  said:  "Mr.  President,  I  hate 
to  take  part  in  this  discussion;  I  hate  to  have  any 
discussion  about  it.  The  way  I  understood  the 
situation  last  night  is  this,  that  there  were  devel- 
oped at  the  hearings  two  quite  distinct  ideas  on 
the  matter  of  fire  limits.  One  set  of  us,  consisting 
primarily  of  Coun.  Smith  and  myself,  favored 
extending  the  fire  limits  to  the  area  I  believe 
called  for  in  Plan  2,  which  was  Commissioner 
Daly's  second  ordinance,  and  which  took  in  parts 
of  Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  all  of  South  Boston  and 
Charlestown.  On  the  other  hand,  there  were 
certain  other  members  of  the  committee  who 
thought  that  would  be  too  rapid  an  advance  and 
who  favored  the  adoption  of  what  we  call  Plan  1, 
Commissioner  Daly's  first  ordinance,  which  took 
in  a  smaller  part  of  Roxbury,  half  of  South  Boston, 
half  of  East  Boston  and  Charlestown.  We  spent 
about  two  or  three  hours  trying  to  persuade  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  that  we  were  right, 
and  they  spent  two  or  three  hours  trying  to  per- 
suade us  that  they  were  right.  Then  a  compro- 
mise came  about.  As  I  said  before,  I  would 
rather  have  had  the  area  extended  to  what  I  call 
Plan  2,  but  I  should  rather  get  something  than 
nothing.  For  that  reason  I  was  willing,  and 
would  have  been  willing  to-day,  was  prepared 
to-day,  to  accept  as  a  compromise  measure  the 
plan  which  I  think  was  proposed  by  Coun.  Kenny 
— at  any  rate  it  was  advocated  by  him — which 
was  to  put  Plan  1  into  effect  July  1,  1912,  and 
Plan  2  into  effect  July  1,  1914.  As  I  said  before, 
that  did  not  go  as  far  as  I  think  it  ought  to  go, 
but  I  would  a  great  deal  rather  have  some  advance 
than  no  advance.  I  see  now  that  we  shall  get 
no  advance  in  this  city  government  this  year.  I 
regret  it  extremely."  At  the  same  meeting  I  said: 
"  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  just  a  word.  Coun. 
Smith  was  absolutely  gorrect  when  he  made  the 
statement  that  I  thought  a  wooden  building  much 
more  comfortable  than  a  brick  building  to  live  in. 
That  is  my  personal  view,  and  if  I  were  studying 
my  own  personal  comfort  I  would  advocate  wooden 
buildings  throughout  Boston,  but  I  am  not  here  to 
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.advocate  my  own  personal  comfort.  I  am  here  to 
advocate  that  which  I  consider  is  best  for  the  City 
of  Boston;  and  I  have  stated  publicly  and  pri- 
vately, have  stated  to  all  the  improvement  asso- 
ciations in  Boston  through  their  journal,  that  I  was 
in  favor  of  a  gradual  extension  of  the  building 
limits.  I  was  in  favor  of  that  e^^tension  last  night. 
I  was  not  in  favor  of  the  second  extension,  but  I 
agreed  on  the  compromise,  tojet  that  go  into  effect 
two  years  from  next  July.  I  am  still  of  the  same 
opinion,  that  a  gradual  extension  of  the  building 
limits  ought  to  be  made  in  Boston.  But  I  am  not 
in  favor  of  sending  the  whole  matter  over  to  the 
next  city  government,  so  that  we  will  have  to 
thrash  it  all  over  again."  Mr.  President,  that  is 
my  position  to-day.  I  stand  ready  at  any  time, 
absolutely  ready,  to  vote  for  an  extension  of  the 
building  limits.  I  stand  read.v  to-day,  whenever 
the  committee  is  called  ^o  consider  that  ordinance. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  long  as  it 
seems  to  be  in  fashion  to  read  from  the  Council 
Minutes  of  two  years  ago,  I  trust  you  will  bear 
with  me  while  I  read  a  staternant  which  I  made  at 
that  time.  On  page  .586  of  the  same  meeting  from 
which  Coun.  Ballantvne  has  just  read  you  will 
find  the  following:  "Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
juBt  one  word.  I  don't  think  we  are  any  of  us 
talking  about  the  building  limits.  But  last  night 
we  agreed  -on  a  compromise  which  left  us  all  un- 
satisfied, like  most  compromises.  Instead  of 
going  away  from  the  meeting  satisfied,  as  the 
chairman  .seemed  to  think,  I,  for  one,  went  away 
distinctly  dissatisfied:  and  I  did  change  my  mind 
on  thinking  it  over.  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
we  had  made  a  bargain  that  didn't  give  any  real 
satisfaction  to  the  city  in  the  way  of  the  extension 
of  building  limits,  and  I  came  to  the  Council  here 
to-day  late  in  the  meeting  and  had  the  maps  sub- 
mitted to  me,  and  I  spread  one  of  the  maps  out 
on  the  table  in  the  other  room  and  showed  Coun. 
Attridge,  who  was  not  here  last  night,  that  I 
intended  to  stand  for  that  second  plan  submitted 
by  Commissioner  Daly.  I  spread  the  map  out  and 
said  the  same  thing  to  Coun.  Buckley.  I  knew  it 
was  of  no  use  to  talk  with  Coun.  Kenny,  because 
he  is  not  in  favor  of  any  extension,  so  far  as  I  can 
find  out,  of  any  size;  and  I  knew  it  was  of  no  use 
talking  to  Coun.  Ballantyne,  because  he  believes 
personally  that  a  wooden  house  is  more  comfortable 
than  a  brick  house.  He  stated  so  at  the  meeting 
last  night,  and  doesn't  favor  any  extension  at  all 
as  far  as  I  can  find  out.  I  knew  it  was  of  no  use 
talking  to  Coun.  McDonald,  because  he  was  with 
me."  That  explains  exactly  what  happened  at  that 
meeting.  Of  course,  there  was  a  long  debate  and 
we  could  read  other  extracts,  but  I  am  trjdng  to 
find  the  exact  words  of  the  order  as  passed  here. 
My  memor.v  of  it  is  that  when  the  vote  was  finally 
taken  it  was  for  immediate  consideration  by  the 
new  City  Council,  but  I  do  not  find  it  so  stated 
here,  Mr.  President.  I  remember  that  the  phrase 
was  used  in  the  debate  continually.  But  that  does 
not  alter  the  situation.  Whether  I  changed  my 
mind  or  did  not  change  my  mind  has  very  little  to 
do  with  the  fact  that  for  two  years,  after  four 
public  hearings,  w^e  have  failed  to  get  action  on  this 
subject.  It  does  not  change  the  fact  stated  byH;he 
Mayor  and  it  does  put  it  up  to  this  Council  to  tell 
the  reasons  or  to  let  somebody  else  investigate  the 
reasons.  If  we  are  free  from  an.v  criticism  we  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  an  investigation.  If  y/e  are 
not  free,  you  may  well  take  just  the  action  you  are 
taking  to-day. 

The  order  was  declared  rejected.  Coun.  SMITH 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  rejected,  yeas  1,  nays  7,  Coun. 
SMITH  voting  yes. 

(12)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  to-day) 
concerning  the  salaries  of  the  first  assistant  asses- 
sors— that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  giving  the  ordinance  a  second  reading. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  offer  an 
amendment  to  the  ordinance,  that  section  2  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "April  1, 
1913,"  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"January  1,  1914." 


The  question  came  on  the  amendment  offered  by 
President  Kenny. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  trust  that 
this  amendment  will  pass.  I  shall  vote  for  it,  al- 
though I  do  not  want  to  have  my  vote  considered 
as  binding  me  to  the  increase  in  salaries.  It  may 
be  that  before  January  21,  1914,  the  Council  may 
wish  to  reconsider  its  action.  It  may  be  that  some 
new  developments  will  take  place,  such  as  a 
division  of  labor  of  the  assessors,  so  that  their 
duties  w'ill  be  less  burdensome.  Personally  I  be- 
lieve that  a  change  in  the  department  should  not 
begin  with  a  change  in  salary.  That  is  the  cus- 
tomary way  to  begin  improving  a  department — 
improving  the  salaries.  'That  procedure  is  getting 
rather  tiresome  by  repetition.  I  think  that  the 
Assessing  Department  should  be  changed  in  other 
ways.  I  think,  first  of  all,  that  there  should  be  a 
change  in  the  duties  of  the  assessors,  that  they 
should  not  be  burdened  as  they  are  in  no  other 
state  in  the  Union,  by  being  obliged  to  collect  poll 
taxes,  by  being  obliged  to  collect  personal  property 
taxes.  There  should  be  a  division  of  that  work 
and  the  assessors  should  be  left  to  deal  with  real 
estate,  pure  and  simple.  They  would  then  be 
better  experts  in  their  field  and  the  department 
would  be  improved  thereby.  I  believe  that  we 
ought  to  have  field  maps  and  I  believe  we  could 
well  consider  other  innovations  from  existing 
systems  in  other  great  cities.  Therefore,  I  would 
rather  see  changes  along  that  line  than  to  begin 
by  changing  salaries.  The  principal  assessors  and 
the  first  assistant  assessors  are  a  competent  group 
of  men.  The,y  are  drawn  to  the  service  not  pri- 
marily by  the  pay.  That  is  not  the  consideration 
that  weighs  in  the  minds  of  the  first  assistant 
assessors  primarily,  but  the  honor  and  prestige  of 
the  position  helps  their  standing  in  business,  and 
they  are  partly  compensated  in  that  way.  Conse- 
quently I  don't  think  there  is  any  necessity  for 
increasing  their  pay  at  this  time.  "They  are  practi- 
cally getting  $2,000  a  year  to-day,  because  they 
spend  one-half  the  time  at  this  work,  earning 
■SI, 000.  So  I  should  rather  see  changes  in  the 
duties  and  in  the  methods  of  the  department 
rather  than  in  the  salaries,  as  the  opening  wedge. 

President  KENNY'S  amendment  was  rejected, 
yeas  2,  nays  6:

NURSES,   CHILD    HYGIENE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  23,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  beg  to  transmit  herewith  a  communication 
from  the  trustees  of  the  Milk  and  Baby  Hygiene 
Association,  under  date  of  June  9,  urging  the  ap- 
pointment of  ten  additional  nurses  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Child  Hygiene,  at  least  during  the  summer 
months. 

I  am  informed  that  of  the  20,000  babies  born  in 
Boston  during  the  past  year  2,186  of  this  number 
died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  and  that 
75  per  cent  of  this  number  of  deaths  were  prevent- 
able. I  am  further  informed  that  the  high  death 
rate  among  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  is 
due  to  lack  of  information  on  the  part  of  mothers. 
Previous  to  a  little  over  a  year  ago  all  efforts  to 
assist  mothers  in  caring  for  their  babies  were  con- 
fined to  private  charities.  Last  June,  in  the  Divi- 
sion of  Child  Hygiene,  ten  nurses  were  appointed. 
These  nurses  attempted  to  cover  the  whole  city 
and  to  assist  mothers  in  the  care  of  infants.  Con- 
sidering the  small  number  of  nur.ses,  very  efficient 
results  w-ere  accomplished  and  the  death  rate 
among  infants  was  materially  reduced. 

I  heartily  agree  with  Doctor  Gallivan,  the 
director  of  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene,  that 
work  of  this  nature  is  as  important  a  function  of 
government  as  the  police,  fire  and  school  activities, 
and  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  order  transferring  the  sum  of 
S2,250  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  an  appropriation, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  director 
of  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  of  the  Health 
Department,  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
ten  temporary  nurses  for  a  period  of  three  months.

Dear  Sir, — We  beg  to  acknowledge  with  thanks 
your  _  letter  of  May  26.  A  committee  of  our 
association  will  be  very  glad  if  your  Honor  will 
kindly  name  a  time  at  your  early  convenience 
when  we  may  call  upon  you.  We  send  this  letter, 
as  you  suggested,  in  order  that  you  may  have  in 
advance  a  summary  of  our  views. 

The  death  rate  among  the  babies  cared  for  by 
the  Milk  and  Baby  Hygiene  A.ssociation  during 
the  past  four  years  has  markedly  lowered.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  members  of  our  Medical  Com- 
mittee, composed  of  leading  children's  specialists, 
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the  infant  death  rate  of  the  whole  city  could  be 
materially  reduced  it  work  of  this  character  were 
sufficiently  increased.  In  the  opinion  of  these 
medical  men,  Boston  requires  at  least  forty  nurses 
for  work  with  babies,  with  an  adequate  number  of 
doctors  to  direct  them.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  but  twenty  nurses  in  the  field,  ten  employed 
by  this  association  and  ten  under  the  Division 
of  Child  Hygiene  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The 
enlargement  of  the  Child  Hygiene  staff,  t%velve 
months  ago,  to  ten  nurses  instead  of  two,  as 
formerly,  was  a  great  step  forward  under  your 
administration. 

Owing  to  the  obvious  demand  for  enlarging 
the  work  during  the  hot  weather,  we  are  making 
every  effort  to  secure  funds  with  which  to  increase 
our  present  staff  of  ten  nurses  to  twenty.  For 
the  past  year  we  have  placed  all  facilities  of  our 
stations,  with  their  physicians,  at  the  service  of 
the  child  hygiene  nurses  of  the  Board  of  Health 
on  equal  terms  with  those  of  our  own  staff,  and 
we  will  gladly  continue  to  do  so.  We  have  worked 
in  full  harmony  and  cooperation  with  the  chief 
of  the  division,  Dr.  William  J.  Gallivan.  The 
experience  of  the  year  since  the  enlargement  of 
his  staff  indicates  that  certain  administrative 
changes,  involving  no  substantial  increase  _  in 
expense,  would  materially  improve  the  service, 
and  also  that  there  is  urgent  demand  for  enlarging 
the  nursing  staff  itself. 

We  therefore  wish  to  go  on  record  as  strongly 
favoring  the  following  suggestions,  which  have 
been  worked  out  through  a  number  of  conferences 
with  Doctor  Gallivan.  We  have  since  talked  them 
over  with  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Dr.  Richard  C.  Cabot,  who  has  been  in  touch  with 
our  work,  has  at  our  request  discussed  the  policies 
involved  with  Doctor  Mahoney,  who  has  told  him 
and  us  that  he  approves  them.  We  turn  to  you 
in  the  hope  that  you  will  make  it  possible  to 
have  them  carried  out. 

1.  Appointment  of  a  supervising  nurse  for  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene.  In  visiting  nursing 
in  Boston  and  elsewhere  it  is  found  wise  to  have 
one  supervising  nurse  for  every  eight  or  ten  staff 
nurses.  With  such  supervision  there  is  positive 
economy  because  the  same  body  of  nurses  can-do 
a  materially  larger  amount  of  work  and  are  also 
better  satisfied,  as  everything  runs  more  smoothly. 
We  consider  that  the  appointment  of  such  a 
supervising  nurse  for  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene 
staff  would  be  an  improvement  of  the  first  impor- 
tance. May  we  point  out  that  by  making  one  of 
the  ten  existing  positions  that  of  supervisor  it 
would  be  necessary  to  procure  no  additional 
appropriation  except  the  small  amount  of  $100 
or  $200  a  year  which  the  supervisor  should  be 
paid  above  the  ordinary  nurse's  salary. 

2.  Concentration  of  the  work  of  the  nurses  in 
the  more  congested  and  needy  districts  where  the 
infant  death  rate  is  highest.  The  nurses  of  the 
Board  of  Health  would  thus  find  it  po.ssible  to  do 
more  intensive  work,  and  far  more  effect  will  be 
produced  on  the  infant  death  rate  than  if  a  limited 
staff  attempts  to  cover  too  large  an  area.  We 
should  distribute  our  nurses  in  cooperation  with 
such  a  plan,  so  that  the  two  staffs  together  would 
do  the  maximum  amount  of  work  without  duplica- 
tion. The  details  of  this,  as  well  as  the  preceding 
and  following  points,  have  been  gone  over  fully 
with  Doctor  Gallivan. 

These  two  administrative  changes  would  greatly 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work  in  keeping  babies 
well  and  saving  the  lives  of  sick  ones.  They  in- 
volve practically  no  expense. 

3.  Enlargement  of  the  nursing  staff  of  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene.  We  believe  that  no 
less  than  ten  more  nurses  are  needed  (doubling 
the  present  staff).  This  would  mean  an  additional 
expense  of  about  S9,.500  on  an  annual  basis.  If 
that  is  not  possible,  this  increase  should  be  made 
at  least  from  the  pres?nt  time  up  to  the  first  of 
October.  This  would  cost  approximately  $850  a 
month. 

If  these  forward  steps  can  be  taken  by  the  city 
we  believe  that  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  babies 
can  be  saved,  the  death  rate  among  infants  ma- 
terially reduced  and  a  marked  impression  pro- 
duced upon  the  public  mind.  Everything  is  now 
ripe  for  a  summer  campaign.  We  consider  that 
providing  pure  milk  is  in  itself  a  valuable  part 
but  not  the  most  important  part  of  this  work. 
The  most  important  consideration  is  to  encourage 
breast  feeding,  and  this  is  an  educational  work 
which  must  be  done  chiefly  by  nurses  under 
medical  direction.  The  provision  of  milk  without 
careful  supervision  by  doctors  and  nurses  is  a 


positive  detriment  to  many  babies,  as  it  encourages 
bottle  instead  of  breast  feeding.  The  methods  upon 
which  Doctor  Gallivan  and  our  medical  advisers 
are  agreed  are  those  that  are  in  vogue  in  the  lead- 
ing cities  of  the  country,  and  which  have  proved 
to  be  equally  effective  here.  What  Boston  now 
requires  is  a  sufficient  working  force  and  some 
changes  in  organization  and  supervision  in  order  to 
reach  a  larger  proportion  of  the  20,000  babies 
who  are  born  in  this  city  every  year.  We  hope  that 
your  Honor  will  lend  your  interest  and  support 
to  this  good  cause.

HEIGHT    OF    FIREMEN— VETO.

1  return  herewith  without  my  approval  an 
ordinance  passed  by  your  honorable  body  at  its 
meeting  of  May  29,  1913,  amending  chapter  4 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1912,  in  regard  to  the  height 
and  weight  of  firemen.  I  find  upon  investigating 
the  question  the  following  facts: 

In  the  following  cities  the  minimum  height  is  5 
feet  7  inches:  Detroit,  Cleveland,  St.  Louis, 
San  Francisco  (hosemen),  Milwaukee,  Cincinnati, 
Buffalo,  Washington  and  Baltimore. 

In  New  York  City  the  minimum  height  is  5  feet 
7^  inches. 

In  Chicago  the  minimum  height  is  5  feet  8 
inches. 

In  San  Francisco  the  minimum  height  of  ladder- 
men  is  5  feet  9  inches. 

In  the  following  cities  the  minimum  weight  is 
140  pounds:  New  York,  Cleveland,  San  Francisco, 
Baltimore. 
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In  Detroit  and  Washington  the  minimum  weight 
is  145  pounds.  — 

In  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  the  minimum  weight 
is  150  pounds. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  reports  to  me  that  since 
the  minimum  height  of  5  feet  7  inches  and  a 
minimum  weight  of  140  pounds  has  been  in  force 
in  Boston  the  men  appointed  under  this  standard 
have  been  exceptionally  good  from  a  physical 
standpoint. 

While  my  refusal  to  sign  the  amendment  will 
work  an  injustice  to  a  few  men,  1  think  it  will  serve 
the  interests  of  the  general  public,  whose  rights 
should  be  our  chief  concern.  It  is  the  business  of  a 
fireman  to  protect  life  and  property  and  there  is  a 
limit  of  physique  below  which  life  and  property 
are  rendered  too  insecure.  I  think  the  present 
height  of  5  feet  7  inches  and  the  weight  of  140 
pounds  is  the  minimum  for  the  character  of  service 
which  the  citizens  have  a  right  to  expect.

westerly of  said  parcel;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commissioner  of  Puolic  Works,

The  preambles  and  order  were  given  their  final 
reading  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

President  KENNY  called  up  No.  3,  unfinished 
busine.ss,  viz.: 

3.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized,  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  city  and  by  an  instrument  satisfactory  to 
the  Law  Department,  to  release  and  convey  to 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of 
Boston,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  all  the  city's  right,  title  and  interest 
in  and  to  a  parcel  of  land  situated  in  the  Dor- 
chester district  and  bounded  southwesterlj'  by 
Norfolk  avenue  about  thirty-nine  feet;  north- 
westerly and  northerly  by  the  center  line  of  the 
old  Dorchester  brook,  so  called,  about  sixty-eight

C.  Ordered.Tliat  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of' 
the  city,  for  a  nominal  consideration,  and  in  a  man- 
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ner  satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department,  to  release 
unto  Isadore  Johnson  all  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  city  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  deed  from 
Michael  Norton,  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes 
for  the  late  town  of  Brighton,  dated  June  12,  1876, 
and  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Book  1330, 
pages  276  and  277,  in  and  to  the  land  therein 
described  as  house  and  about  6,000  feet  of  land 
on  the  easterly  side  of  Bigelow  street,  between  the 
estate  owned  now  or  late  by  Sarah  E.  Farley  and 
land  formerly  of  G.  W.  Gerrish.

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passed, 
yeas  9. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message,  communication  and 
order  (referred  May  19)  for  loan  of  $12,000  for 
widening  of  Harvard  avenue — that  the  order  ought 
to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  given  its  first  reading 
and  passed,  yeas  9. 

The  order  will  take  its  second  reading  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  its  first  reading. 

(2)  Report  on  message  and  order  (referred 
May  5)  for  loan  of  $45,000  for  school  stadium, 
Franklin  Field — that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  wish  to  make  a 
statement  in  connection  with  that  matter.  We 
have  an  order  before  the  Council  which  is  not 
running  against  time,  and  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  wish  further  time  to  con- 
sider this  matter  before  finally  passing  on  it. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  June  9)  for  loan  of  $34,000  and  appro- 
priation of  $16,085,  respectively,  for  C^ity  Hall 
Annex — that  the  loan  order  for  $34,000  ought  not 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  this  matter 
of  the  $34,000,  for  the  so-called  cornice  on  the 
City  Hall  Annex,  has  been  lianging  fire  before  this 
body  almost  since  the  day  I  became  a  member, 
and  I  have  made  what  I  believe  to  be  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  matter  in  question.  As  I 
understand  it  the  Legislature  passed  the  statute 
giving  the  City  of  Boston  the  right  to  borrow  by 
loan  inside  the  debt  limit  $800,000  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  an  annex  office  building  to  the  present 
City  Hall.  Plans  and  specifications  were  called  for 
from  different  architects  and  one  architect's  plans 
were  accepted.  He  then  called  for  bids  on 
the  specification  as  contained  in  his  plans,  and 
contracts  were  awarded  to  certain  concerns.  In 
the  original  specifications,  in  order  to  keep  within 
the  $800,000  which  the  city  had  the  right  to 
borrow  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  erect 
a  building  that  would  be  a  credit  to  the  city,  it 
became  necessary  to  specify  that  there  should  be  a 
combination  of  materials  on  the  exterior  of  that 
building.  In  order  to  keep  within  the  $800,000 
appropriation,  as  I  imderstand  it,  it  was  decided 
that  the  cornice,  or  the  top  of  this  building — 
which  to-day,  in  my  opinion,  in  its  process  of 
erection  can,  to  the  ordinary  mind,  be  considered 
a  grand  building  and  a  credit  to  the  city,  the  most 
recent  addition  to  the  city's  buildings  and  im- 
provements, the  principal  part  of  the  building 
being  of  limestone  and  of  reinforced  concrete, — in 
other  words,  the  hat  of  the  building,  is  to  be  of 
shoddy — reinforced  concrete — and  the  base  of  the 
building  of  the  real  thing — limestone — genuine, 
natural  stone.  It  is  the  universal  opinion,  as  I 
have  found  out  up  to  date,  of  those  whom  I  have 
inquired  of,  with  the  exception  of  the  Finance 
Commission — and  their  opinion  is  very  guarded 
on  this  matter — they  state,  as  I  read  their  report, 
that  at  the  present  time — at  the  present  time — 
they  do  not  see  t/ie  wisdom  of  changing  the  cornice 
from  reinforced  concrete  or  artificial  stone  to  lime- 
stone. That  opinion  they  ofTer  against  the  uni- 
versal opinion  of  man.v  others,  architects  whom 
I  have  interviewed,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Committee,  Mr.  Whidden,  whom  I  understand  is' 
a  capable  builder,  a  man  of  reputation,  who  says 
it  should  be  changed.  Still  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion do  not  take  a  substantial  and  nonchangeable 
stand  in  this  matter;  they  say  and  qualify  their 
statement,  as  I  read  their  report,  that  at  the 
present  time  they  do  not  think  the  change  from 


artificial  stone  to  limestone  at  the  expense  of 
$34,000  is  wise.  Now  I  am  prepared  to-day  to 
vote  in  favor  of  this  measure.  I  know  that  Twill 
be  voted  down  by  a  large  majority  because  of  the 
action  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  but  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  members  of  the  committee  if  they 
have  made  any  investigation  whatsoever  of  this 
question.  Have  they  viewed  the  building  outside 
to-day  when  it  is  fast  approaching  the  place  where 
the  artificial  stone  is  to  take  the  place  of  real, 
natural  limestone?  It  has  been  told  me  that  it 
will  never  be  noticed.  I, do  not  think  that  is  true. 
It  has  been  told  me  it  won't  be  noticed  because  it 
is  so  high.  I  say  that  is  not  true  unless  a  man's 
eyesight  is  very  poor;  it  will  be  very  noticeable. 
Even  though  it  was  not  noticeable,  I  would  be  in 
favor  of  the  change  to  natural  stone  from  artificial 
stone  for  this  reason:  We  are  erecting  an  $800,000 
building,  and  even  though  the  cornice  does  look 
similar,  or  nearly  the  same  as  the  limestone,  the 
general  public  will  know  that  it  is  not  genuine,  it 
is  artificial,  and  I  am  one  who  does  not  believe  that 
anything  that  is  artificial  can  equal  the  real, 
natural  thing.  I  would  like  to  say  that  gentlemen 
of  the  Council  who  do  not  favor  this  proposition 
have  taken  the  position  in  conversation  with  me 
that  had  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consulted  with  the 
Council  early,  when  the  plans  were  first  drawn, 
and  had  he  requested  $100,000  or  $200,000  more 
in  order  that  the  building  would  be  of  natural 
stone  from  top  to  bottom,  that  they — at  least  one 
told  me  he  would  vote  for  it.  Now,  because  a 
mistake  has  been  made — and  I  believe  a  mistake 
has  been  made,  because  of  necessity,  because  of 
the  limited  appropriation  a  mistake  has  been 
made — to-day,  so  far  as  making  that  building 
from  the  street  line  to  the  dome  of  one  natural 
kind  of  stone,  we  are  in  a  position  to  make  the 
correction  at  the  expense  of  $34,000,  about  six 
cents  from  the  pocket  in  one  year  from  the  people 
•of  the  city.  I  say  that  if  the  mistake  has  been 
made  we  ought  to  rectify  it.  I  know  that  the 
gentleman  who  will  follow  me,  some  time  during 
the  afternoon  in  defending  this,  will  say  that  he 
can  mix,  if  they  will  give  him  the  job,  his  rein- 
forced concrete  so  it  will  match  the  limestone.  I 
think  perhaps  I  might  take  his  word  for  it,  and 
perhaps  the  city  might  if  they  would  file  a  sub- 
stantial bond.  Now,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen 
of  the  Council,  I  know  that  I  am  going  to  be  voted 
down  to-day  on  this  proposition,  but  I  will  make 
this  prediction — the  day  before  my  birthday  and 
the  day  before  one  of  our  brother's  doings:  That 
before  five  years  has  elapsed  they  will  wish  they 
had  voted  as  I  will  vote  to-day,  and  I  sincerely 
trust  that  the  Council  in  this  last  moment  in  their 
wisdom  will  vote  to  pass  this  $34,000  appropriation, 
the  loan  order,  in  order  that  we  may  have  a  Cit.v 
Hall  Annex  that  we  can  point  to  with  pride  and 
not  have  t  o  explain  why  artificial  stone  was  used 
in  its  cornice. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finaace  I  want  to 
say  just  a  word  for  the  committee.  I  think  I 
speak  for  the  majorit(y  of  the  committee  when  1 
say  that  we  have  given  this  matter  very  careful 
consideration  for  several  weeks,  and  we  are  of  the 
.same  opinion  to-da.y  as  we  were  several  weeks  ago: 
That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  the  selection  of  an 
architect  for  the  City  Hall  Annex  made  a  wise 
selection,  and  that  when  the  architect  made  those 
plans  and  wrote  thos'e  specifications  that  he  weighed 
very  carefully  every  item  in  the  specifications  and 
considered  very  carefully  every  line  of  the  plan, 
and  that  he  considered  also  that  he  was  building 
not  only  a  monument  to  the  City  of  Boston  but 
a  monument  to  himself  as  an  architect,  and  from 
what  I  know  of  Mr.  Graham,  and  from  what  I 
have  heard  of  him,  I  have  every  confidence  that 
the  plans  and  specifications  which  he  made  for 
the  present  City  Hall  Annex  will  be  a  credit  to 
him  and  a  credit  to  every  man  in  Boston.  The 
question  of  .$800,000  or  $900,000  was  not  taken 
into  account  very  much  when  the  question  came 
of  building  a  City  Hall  Annex.  The  amount  of 
money  required,  as  stated  b.v  his  Honor  the  Ma.vor, 
was  11800,000,  A  request  from  this  Council  that 
plans  and  specifications  be  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Council  before  we  passed  that  appropriation 
was  ignored,  and  I  say  now,  as  I  said  in  the  com- 
mittee, and  some  other  members  of  the  committee 
agreed  with  me,  that  if  the  appropriation  had 
come  first  for  $900,000,  or  for  $1,000,000,  for  a 
City  Hall  Annex,  it  would  probably  have  been 
granted.  What  we  were  looking  for  then  was  an 
office  building,  an  annex  to  City  Hall,  with  accom- 
modation enough  to  care  for  all  the  departments  of 
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the  city  and  to  cut  off  the  expense  of  rentals  in  the 
various  buildings  scattered  throughout  the  city. 
It  was  not  a  question  of  dollars  and  cents  so  much; 
it  was  a  question  of  the  amount  of  inoney  neces- 
sary to  build  the  building  required  for  the  purposes 
of  the  city,  and  if  that  sum  had  been  named  at 
$900,000  i  would  have  voted  for  it,  and  I  believe 
every  member  of  the  Council  would  have  voted 
for  it  at  that  time.  I  want  to  state  just  once  more 
before  I  sit  down — and  this  is  all  I  have  to  say  on 
the  question  of  cornice — that  I  am  perfectly  satis- 
fied with  the  Mayor's  selection,  and  perfectly 
satisfied  to  abide  by  the  plans  and  specifications 
of  Mr.  Graham,  the  architect. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  like  to 
announce  that  a  communication  has  just  arrived 
from  the  Mayor  withdrawing  the  loan  order  of 
•?34,000  and  substituting  a  transfer  for  like 
amount.  The  question  is  now  the  rejection  of  the 
loan. 

Coun.  SMITH — The  communication  from  the 
Mayor  that  has  just  come  in,  making  the  834,000 
a  transfer  instead  of  a  loan,  does  not  influence  the 
subject  in  the  minds  of  most  of  us,  because  we  are 
against  the  expenditure  of  that  amount  of  money 
on  City  Hall  Annex — that  is,  speaking  for  myself 
I  can  say  that.  I  would  not  have  spoken  on 
this  subject  except  I  was  stiinulated  bj'  the 
first  speaker's  remarks,  his  beautiful  simile  of  the 
shoddy  hat.  We  started  out  to  build  an  office 
building  to  house  the  various  departments  which 
are  now  paying  rent  in  such  buildings  as  the 
Tremont  Building,  43  Tremont  street,  the  Kimball 
Building  and  elsewhere.  We  started  out  to  buy 
an  ulster  for  §20,  a  plain,  everyday  ulster.  In- 
stead of  that  the  Mayor,  without  giving  us  the 
benefit  of  any  of  his  plans,  decided  to  buy  an 
overcoat  of  broadcloth,  and  now  he  has  the 
temerity  to  come  in  and  ask  that  we  put  a  fur 
collar  on  the  coat.  The  coat  as  it  is  is  plenty  good 
enough  for  the  depaTtments  of  this  city  which 
have  been  housed  in  the  buildings  I  have  men- 
tioned. We  did  not  start  to  build  a  monumental 
City  Hall  group;  nothing  was  ever  said  about  that 
until  the  building  was  well  under  waj',  and  then 
the  Mayor  comes  in  with  his  plan  for  a  building  to 
extend  to  School  street  and  up  to  Tremont  street, 
and  asks  that  we  give  the  money  necessary  to 
make  a  building  of  that  character.  He  plays  upon 
the  fact — or  what  he  thinks  to  be  the  fact — that 
popular  opinion  will  support  him  in  this  request. 
He  evidently  thought  that  when  the  building  was 
half  completed  popular  clamor  would  be  so  great 
that  we  would  of  necessity  grant  the  additional 
money  to  build  it  as  he  designed.  But  undoubt- 
edly popular  opinion  has  not  gone  as  far  as  he 
thought.  In  some  way  or  other — I  can't  find  the 
exact  methods — he  called  a  mass  meeting  of  the 
architects,  sounded  them  and  got  their  opinions 
on  the  subject,  and  according  to  the  accounts  in 
the  newspapers,  which  I  have  checked  off  with 
some  agents  of  the  Press  who  were  downstairs  at 
the  time,  there  were  five  architects  present — four 
architects  present  and  one  sent  a  letter.  Two  of 
those  architects  are  interested  men,  one  in  the 
employ  of  the  city — Mr.  Peabody — and  one — Mr. 
Sturgis — who  has  been  employed  by  the  Finance 
Commission.  In  other  words,  out  of  all  the 
architects  in  the  city  whom  the  Mayor  planned 
upon  to  support  him  in  this  request,  two  of  them 
sent  a  unanimous  report  that  the  cornice  ought  to 
be  made  of  limestone.  Now,  in  referring  to  the 
directory  I  find  there  are  328  architects  listed  in 
the  directory,  so  that  you  will  see  the  Mayor  got 
about  1  per  cent  of  the  architects  of  this  city  to 
indorse  his  scheme  of  having  a  cornice  made  of 
limestone  instead  of  artificial  stone.  He  really 
has  not  a  leg  to  stand  on.  They  try  to  trump  up 
the  danger,  saying  that  if  we  build  the  cornice  of 
limestone  it  will  be  in  danger  of  falling.  They 
brought  that  in  at  the  last  moment  as  their  trump 
card,  but  that  is  not  worth  much.  We  do  not  have 
to  be  technical  builders  to  know  that  that  is  not 
so.  If  you  go  out  to  Soldiers  Field  you  will  see 
the  stadium  built  of  concrete  and  around  the  whole 
top  it  has  not  only  a  cornice  but  a  whole  colonnade 
hanging  over  the  rest  of  the  building.  Nobody 
ever  thought  that  there  was  danger  of  the  cornice 
or  the  colonnade  on  the  stadium  falling  off.  It  is 
a  trumped  up  card  to  influence  us  in  the  last 
minute.  What  other  argument  is  there?  The 
only  thing  that  remains  is  the  color  scheme.  Now, 
the  color  might  change  in  the  course  of  years,  we 
are  told,  so  that  you  will  be  able  to  tell  the  differ- 
ence between  the  limestone  and  concrete.  Now,  if 
it  does — granting  the  contention — if  it  does,  we 
claim  that  the  dirt  will  in  that  time  cover  up  the 


color  of  both.  So  that  the  talk  of  the  color  scheme 
of  the  building  being  spoiled  is  not  of  much  con- 
sequence, especially  when  you  have  to  crane  your 
neck  to  see  it.  We  have  thought  that  with  only 
-$200,000  or  thereabouts  left  in  the  city  treasury 
for  appropriations  that  we  would  not  be  justified 
in  spending  83.5,000  or  S36,000  to  put  this  fur 
collar  on  a  broadcloth  coat  when  we  started  out  in 
the  beginning  to  buy  a  plain  ulster. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
ask  uhe  previous  councilor  if  he  had  made  it  his 
business  to  view  some  of  these  buildings  that  have 
reinforced  concrete  cornices  and  naturnl  stone 
bases.  I  intended  to  ask  that  of  him.  I  would 
like  to  ask  him  if  he  has  made  any  inquiries  regard- 
ing this  matter  of  anybody  outside  of  the  opinion 
sent  to  him  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Council.  I  made  some 
inquiry.  I  went  out  to  view  the  Brigham  Hospital, 
where  it  was  intended  they  should  have  a  reinforced 
concrete  cornice  with  a  limestone  base.  I  made 
other  inquiries  and  found  out  that  even  tfter 
the  plans  were  drawn  and  specifications  written 
and  a  certain  amount  of  money  was  allowed  to 
erect  that  building,  that  the  mistake  was  seen 
and  rectified,  and  the  limestone  cornice  put  on  in 
place  of  the  reinforced  concrete.  I  did  that.  I 
went  up  back  of  the  State  House  and  saw  the 
building  there  of  the  state  printers,  and  I  am 
telling  you  that  it  is  not  a  sightly  building,  and  if 
the  top  of  our  building  would  look  as  unsightly 
as  the  whole  of  that  building,  I  say  it  is  an  added 
reason  for  making  this  change.  And  the  ridiculous 
argument  about  the  fur  collar  on  the  coat  is  a  joke. 
I  might  say  to  a  gentleman,  would  he  be  in  favor 
of  a  man  ha^^ng  a  broadcloth  coat  and  having  a 
crash  collar  on  it'?  It  is  just  as  good  an  argument 
as  the  fur  collar  on  the  broadcloth  coat.  Now, 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  a  great  deal  of  this 
opposition  is  because  somebody's  toes  have  been 
trod  upon,  because  the  dignity  of  this  Council 
last  year  was  offended.  Every  meeting  this 
Council  is  notified  by  the  Finance  Commission — ■ 
the  organization  with  the  halo — that  we  are  com- 
mitting something  we  ought  to  go  to  jail  for. 
Wh}'  didn't  they  get  offended  at  that?  No,  the 
real  offence  is  because  they  were  not  consiclered 
when  the  building  was  put  up  and  the  plans 
drawn  and  the  specifications  made.  If  they  had 
been  they  would  have  gladly  given  $200,000  more, 
or  S300,600  more.  I  would  not  be  surprised  if  my 
good  friend  opposite  would  have  given  $1,000,000, 
if  necessary,  if  he  had  been  consulted,  but  he  was 
not  consulted  and  therefore  he  would  not  give 
■$34,000,  and  1  don't  suppose  he  would  give  thirty- 
four  cents  for  the  same  proposition. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  1  did 
not  intend  to  say  another  word  on  the  question 
of  concrete' or  artificial  .stone,  but  I  want  to  put 
myself  right  in  regard  to  rumors  and  statements 
that  have  been  going  around  the  city  that  the 
Council  was  holding  up  the  City  Hall  Annex,  and 
that  we  were  going  to  be  liable  for  large  amounts 
of  money  for  damages  on  account  of  not  awarding 
this  amount  of  money  for  the  change.  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  not  afraid  of  any  criticism  that 
may  come  upon  me  for  my  action  here,  because,  so 
far  as  I  understand,  the  delay,  if  any,  on  the  part 
of  the  Council  has  not  yet  laid  the  City  of  Boston 
liable  for  damages,  the  statement  of  the  representa- 
tive of  the  builders  notwithstanding.  And  I  want  to 
refer  to  that  statement.  I  think  it  is  one  of  the  most 
peculiar  statements  that  I  have  ever  heard  come 
from  the  lips  of  the  representative  of  any  con- 
tractor. When  the  representative  of  a  contractor 
stands  up  before  this  Council  and  says  that  he 
will  not  fulfill  the  conditions  of  his  contract,  that 
he  will  not  build  that  cornice  of  artificial  stone,  that 
he  will  hold  up  the  building,  that  he  will  sue  the 
city  for  damages,  and  that  he  will  go  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  to  collect  those  damages, 
it  is  the  most  peculiar  statement  that  I  ever  heard. 
If  there  is  nothing  there  but  the  plain  contract 
that  the  general  public  have  access  to,  it  is  a  most 
peculiar  statement;  if  there  is  anything  else  behind 
that  contract  that  we  do  not  know,  the  sooner  we 
know  it  the  better. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  with  the  danger 
of  dragging  out  the  debate  somewhat,  because  tTiis 
point  of  damage  has  been  raised,  I  refer  to  the  con- 
tract under  which  this  City  Hall  Annex  was  built. 
I  find  that  section  1,  part  9,  of  the  specifications, 
reads  as  follows:  "If  the  contractor  be  caused 
any  loss  or  injury  by  any  act  or  neglect  of  the  city, 
its  agents  or  employees,  the  contractor  shall, 
within  one  week  of  the  occurrence  of  such  act  or 
neglect;  deliver  to  the  architect  a  written  detailed 
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statement  of  Ihc  loss  or  injury  resulting  therefrom, 
and  he  shall  be  rcimliursi'il  by  the  city  in  such  sums 
as  the  archilrcl  sliull  delermine  to  be  just,  and  no 
reimbursement  shall  be  made  by  the  city  unless  the 
contractor  shall  have  delivered  a  written  statement 
as  specified  above."  Now,  if  the  Mayor,  or  Mr. 
Cummings,  or  anybody  else  is  claiming  that  the 
city  is  liable  for  damages,  all  they  have  to  clo  is  to 
deliver  that  written  statement  called  for  in  the 
.speeifieations,  section  1,  part  9,  and  we  will  deter- 
mine who  has  caused  the  delay  on  the  City  Hall 
Annex.  Again,  in  section  1,  part  11,  of  specifica- 
tions, page  20,  it  reads  as  follows:  "No  extension 
of  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  work  of  the 
contractor  for  any  cause  mentioned  in  the  specifica- 
tions shall  be  made  unless  a  claim  therefor  is 
presented  in  writing  to  the  architect  within  forty- 
eight  hours  of  the  occurrence  of  such  cause.  "  Now, 
1  think  the  Mayor,  and  1  think  Mr,  Cummings,  as 
well  as  this  Council,  know  that  no  occurrence  has 
taken  place  that  has  caused  any  delay  in  the 
building  of  the  City  Hall  Annex.  If  there  has,  the 
contractor  must,  to  protect  himself  under  the  con- 
tract, file  a  written  statement  of  the  cause,  and  he 
has  not  done  so.  The  advocates  of  the  limestone 
cornice  must,  if  they  support  the  argument  of  delay, 
bring  such  a  written  statement  to  our  attention. 
The  order  was  rejected.

MONEY    FOR   NATIONAL    REGATTA. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Bo.ston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  23,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council : 

I  have  received  a  request  from  Dr.  George  B. 
Mag'rath,  representing  the  New  England  Amateur 
Rowing  Association,  for  an  appropriation  sufficient 
to  protect  the  rowing  course  on  the  Charles  River 
during  the  National  Regatta  of  the  association  in 
August  next. 

Coun.  Smith  informs  me  that  he  has  served  on 
the  committee  of  the  association,  which  consulted 
with  Mr.  Scully  and  with  the  Boston  Tow  Boat 
Company,  regarding  the  cost  of  protecting  the 
course,  which  will  be  approximately  $1,000.  In 
addition  there  will  be  legitimate  expenses  for 
judges'  boats,  transportation  of  shells  from  cars 
to  boat  houses,  and  other  incidental  expenses, 
which  would  make  a  necessary  appropriation  of 
about  iS2,500. 

1  recommend,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  transferring  the  sum  of  $2, .500 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  a  special  appropriation 
for  National  Regatta,  New  England  IVmateur  Row- 
ing Association.

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  for 
a  reconsideration  of  that  reference?  I  do  so  simply 
because  the  meeting  comes  the  first  week  in  August 
and  we  have  sent  out  circulars  all  over  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  we  have  to  know  what 
money  we  can  count  on.  I  would  be  very  glad  to 
answer  any  questions,  and  I  shall  refrain  from 
voting  on  this  as  I  am  personally  interested  in 
running  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  the  first  time 
we  have  had  this  meeting  in  Boston  in  fourteen 
years.  It  comes  the  same  week  as  the  Knights 
of  Columbus',  and  it  is  the  first  time  the  new  basin 
coui'se  has  been  used,  and  we  are  verj'  anxious  to 
have  it  go  off  well. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  suggest  to 
the  councilor  from  Ward  11  that  it  might  be  a 
good  idea  to  locate  a  life  saving  station  out  in  the 
Charles  River  Basin. 

President  KIENNY — The  Chair  will  suggest  to 
the  councilor  that  he  might  save  time  to  state  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  more  fully  just  what 
it  is  for  and  the  purooses  of  this  appropriation. 

Coun.  SMITH — The  course  on  the  Charles 
river  is  very  rough  if  any  wind  i":  blowing  from  the 
northeast,  or  from  any  northerly  quarter.  We 
row  from  the  Harvard  Bridge  to  the  Union  Boat- 
house.  A  part  of  the  course  is  protected  by  the 
wall,  but  if  the  wind  is  blowing  it  makes  part  of 
the  course  exceedingly  rough.  To  protect  against 
this  wind  and  to  insure  the  regatta,  we  are  going 
to  anchor  scows  along  the  outside  of  the  course, 
and  also  a  boom  of  logs,  between  the  scows.  Of 
course,  we  cannot  have  a  solid  row  of  scows  on  the 
outside,  but  we  are  going  to  put  logs  between.  We 
have  asked  Mr.  Sciilly  about  this  and  he  has  agreed 
to  furnish  the  logs  for  us.  The  Boston  Towboat 
Company  are  the  only  people  in  the  harbor  or  in 
this  section  who  have  scows  that  we  can  use  that 
we  can  get  up  through  the  bridges,  and  they  have 
given  us  their  terms  on  those  scows  and  for  towing 
them  up,  and  it  approximates  to  SI, 000,  depending 
on  the  exact  number  of  scows  we  have.  Then  in 
addition  there  are  the  customary  charges  which 
would  naturally  fall  upon  the  rowing  men  in  this 
section  unless  the  city  helps  them,  of  transporting 
the  shells,  which  is  a  pretty  delicate  matter,  to 
and  from  the  cars.  That  is,  visiting  oarsmen  are 
not  expected  to  pay  for  carrying  their  shells,  they 
are  not  expected  to  transport  their  boats  to  and 
from  the  cars,  and  that  is  always  borne  by  the 
cities  to  which  the  oarsmen  go.  Philadelphia  is 
very  liberal  in  this  matter.  This  appropriation  is 
very  much  less  than  Philadelphia  makes.  In 
Peoria  last  year  the  merchants  of  the  town  appro- 
priated $12,000  to  bring  the  organization  there, 
and  in  comparison  our  request  is  very  moderate. 
We  are  going  to  make  a  personal  canvass  of  the 
merchants  of  this  town  to  get  the  remainder  of  the 
money  necessarj'.  And  I  want  to  emphasize  the 
fact  that  in  rowing,  unlike  other  sports,  there  are 
no  gate  receipts,  absolutely  no  gate  receipts,  and 
therefore  we  are  dependent  on  what  we  can  raise 
from  the  merchants  of  the  town,  and  what  the  city 
will  contribute.  None  of  this  money  will  be  used 
for  prizes,  none  of  it  wUl  be  used  for  entertaining 
guests;  it  will  be  strictly  for  the  expenses  of  the 
regatta.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first 
time  the  course  has  been  used,  and  it  is  the  first 
time  in  fourteen  years  the  association  has  come  to 
this  section,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  th:it  oarsmen 
will  come  from  St.  Paul,  Toronto,  i  )i  i:i\\:i,  I  ialifax, 
Detroit,  Baltimore,  Washington,  I'hilml -liiliia,  St. 
Louis  and  other  cities,  we  feel  that  it  is  ul  cUy-wide 
importance. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — 1  am  always  in  favor  of 
doing  anything  that  the  city  government  can  do 
to  encourage  Boston  as  a  convention  city,  and  I 
believe  that  it  is  good  policy  for  any  city  to  appro- 
priate Uberally  towards  these  conventions  coming 
to  the  city.  A  number  of  years  ago  we  appro- 
priated, I  think,  $2,000  for  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 
They  came  here  with  about  50,000  guests  to  the 
city.  Knights  of  Columbus  come  in  August,  and 
perhaps  we  will  be  called  upon  to  make  .an  ai^pro- 
priation  for  them,  which  I  think  is  something  we 
ought  to  do.  These  large  gatherings  alwa.vs  bring 
money  to  the  city,  and  I  believe  in  appropriating 
a  sufficient  sum  to  uphold  the  good  name  of  Boston. 
In  regard  to  this  rowing  regatta,  of  course  I  do  not 
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know  how  many  men  are  coming  here,  and  the 
only  question  in  my  mind  is  as  to  the  relative 
-amount  of  money  we  should  expend  for  the  number 
of  men  who  are  coming.  As  I  say,  we  expended 
$2,000  for  the  Knights  of  Pythias  when  there  was 
supposed  to  be  50,000  guests  to  the  city.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  councilor  on  my  right  about  how 
many  guests  he  expects  to  come  to  this  convention. 
Coun.  SMITH— Of  course,  this  is  a  little  bit 
different  from  an  ordinary  convention,  it  is  not  a 
meeting  for  fraternal  purposes.  There  will  be  at 
least  500  oarsmen.  That  is  a  conservative  state- 
ment. I  have  been  to  the  last  three  national 
meetings.  In  addition  to  the  contestants  there 
will  be  their  club  mates,  who  come  to  see  them  row, 
and  in  addition  to  that  the  regatta  comes  the  same 
week  as  the  Knights  of  Columbus  meeting.  The 
Mayor,  I  know,  feels  that  he  wants  to  draw  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  the  visitors  to  this  city, 
over  to  the  basin  to  see  our  water  park  which  is  the 
finest  water  park  in  the  country.  I  think  a  little 
earlier  in  my  remarks  I  stated  that  .$1,000  will  be 
spent  to  insure  the  course  against  rough  water. 
That  is  absolutely  necessary.  In  addition,  the 
money  will  be  spent  in  transporting  boats  to  and 
from  the  cars  to  their  respective  boathouses,  and 
for  the  launches  which  have  to  be  hired  for  the 
referees,  judges  and  starters,  and  for  incidental 
expenses  that  are  absolutely  necessary.  Not  any 
of  it  goes  for  prizes  or  entertainment. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  the 
councilor  from  Ward  11  if  he  considers  that  we 
could  legally  appropriate  money  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  the  boats  from  the  train  to  the  different 
boathouses  as  he  suggests.  Does  he  think  that 
we  could  legally  do  that? 

Coun.  SMITH — This  is  an  appropriation 
order  from  the  Mayor  and  similar  to  many  others. 
Coun.  WATSON— I  wanted  to  know  if  he 
thought  it  would  be  legal  for  the  city  to  spend 
money  that  way,  such  as  bringing  boats  from  the 
train  to  the  boathouses.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
who  originates  the  order;  it  is  a  question  whether 
it  is  legal. 

Coun.  SMITH— I  think  without  doubt,  Mr. 
President,  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  machinery  of  the 
regatta  here,  and  it  is  perfectly  proper  as  an  item 
for  the  city  to  pay,  just  as  proper  as  roping  off  the 
streets  and  so  fortli. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  take 
occasion  to  state  that  inasmuch  as  this  order  has 
only  just  reached  the  Council  Chamber  it  would 
be  unwise  to  undertake  to  determine  just  now  the 
amount  which  the  city  should  appropriate  for  this 
purpose.  The  councilor  from  Ward  11  has  sug- 
gested that  speedy  action  is  required  in  order  to 
permit  the  advertising  of  program  and  perfecting 
details  for  the  occasion  for  which  the  money  is  to 
be  appropriated,  and  for  that  reason  urges  action 
this  afternoon,  having  in  mind  that  we  had  practi- 
cally decided  in  executive  session  to  adjourn  for 
two  weeks.  In  order,  therefore,  to  meet  the 
situation  as  outlined  by  the  councilor  from  Ward 
11,  the  Chair  suggests  that  the  Council  adjourn 
only  for  one  week,  and  this  will  allow  the  requisite 
time  for  the  proper  consideration  of  the  matter. 
The  Chair  is  willing  that  an  appropriation  .should 
be  made,  but  is  in  doubt  at  this  time  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation.  One  week,  how- 
ever, will  not  prejudice  the  matter  and  will  give 
the  Council  time  to  act. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  would  be  very  glad  to  with- 
draw the  reconsideration. 


ADDITIONAL   RECESS. 

The  Council  voted  at  6.15  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLLINS,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President,  to  allow  a  meeting  on  County 
Accounts. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  6.20  p.  m.

To  the  Mayor  of  Boston: 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Honor  forms  of 
contracts  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany for  lighting  the  publ'c  streets,  parks  and 
alleys  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  period  of  ten  (10) 
years,  and  I  request  that  I  may  present  them  to 
the  City  Council  for  hearing  and  approval.  I 
recommend  these  contracts  and  believe  that  to 
invite  further  proposals  by  advertisement  would 
be  of  no  avail. 

During  the  past  three  years  I  have  advertised 
on  various  occasions  for  an  operating  contract  for 
gas  lamps  with  the  result  that  the  Rising  Sun 
Street  Lighting  Company  has  been  the  only  bidder.  ■ 
I  have  now  before  me  an  offer  from  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  the  only  producer  of 
gas  in  the  City  of  Boston,  to  furnish  and  maintain 
the  street  gas  lamps  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a 
period  of  ten  (10)  years  at  a  price  of  $11.90  per 
lamp  per  year,  with  the  further  provision  that  this 
cost  may  be  reduced  upon  arbitration,  and  to 
furnish  gas  at  a  price  of  $9.60  per  lamp  per  year. 

If  this  proposition  is  accepted  the  City  of 
Boston  will  be  in  the  same  position  regarding  gas 
lamps  as  it  is  in  regard  to  electric  lamps,  viz.: 
The  middleman  ,is  eliminated  and  the  contractor 
furnishes  a  stipulated  amount  of  illumination  on 
the  street  for  a  stipulated  price  and  takes  over  the 
burden  of  repairs  and  maintenance  of  equipment 
formerly  borne  by  the  city,  as  the  city  under  this 
contract  merely  furnishes  lamp-posts  alread.v  in- 
stalled and  in  stock.

Witnesseth:  That  said  parties  each  in  con- 
sideration of  the  agreements  and  promises  of  the 
other  do  hereby  agree  that  the  city  shall  purchase 
from  the  company  and  that  the  company  shall 
sell  to  the  city  illuminating  gas  for  the  lighting 
of  gas  lamps  in  certain  streets,  parks,  alleys  and 
public  places  upon  terms  and  conditions  as  follows; 

1.  The  company  agrees  to  furnish  to  the  city 
delivered  at  the  lamp-posts  connecting  with  the 
mains  of  the  compan.v  all  the  illuminating  gas 
required  for  lighting  with  single  and  double  burner 
gas  incandfsrcnt  mantle  lamps  such  streets,  parks, 
alleys  and  public  places  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  the  city  during  the  continuance 
of  this  contract. 

2.  The  city  agrees  to  pay  for  the  gas  so  fur- 
nished by  the  company  at  the  rate  of  nine  dollar;^ 
and  sixty  cents  (.$9.60)  per  lamp  per  year  for  single 
burner  60-candi('  jxtwer  lamps,  and  nineteen 
dollars  and  twenty  cents  (.$19.20)  per  lamp  per 
year  i^or  doublc-buriirr-  100-candle  power  lamps. 

It  is  undcistiiod  tliat  the  hours  of  lighting  will 
not  exceed  4,000  hours  per  year. 

The  number  of  lamps  for  which  gas  is  furnished 
by  the  company  for  any  year  or  portion  thereof 
shall  be  determined  by  the  company  and  the  official 
of  the  city  in  charge  of  street  lighting.  The  pa.y- 
ments  due  under  this  contract  .shall  be  made  to 
the  company  in  monthly  instalments  on  or  before 
the  tenth  of  each  month  beginning  in  the  second 
month  of  the  period  of  the  contract. 

3.  The  company  agrees  that  if,  after  the  execu- 
tion and  before  the  expiration  of  this  contract,  it 
shall  at  any  time  reduce  the  maximum  price  of 
gas  charged  by  it  to  it?  legular  consumers  to  a 
price  less  than  eighty  (80)  cents  per  thousand  cubic 
feet,  it  will  make  to  the  city  a  rebate  from  the  price 
of  gas  specified  above  at  the  rate  of  twelve  (12) 
cents  per  lamp  per  year  for  each  one  (1)  cent  b.v 
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which  such  price  is  so  reduced  below  eighty  (80) 
cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  any  period  during 
which  any  such  reduction  is  in  effect. 

4.  This  contract  shall  be  in  force  for  a  period  of 
ten  (10)  years  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  August, 
1913,  and  terminating  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
July,  1923.

Witnesseth:  That  said  parties  each  in  considera- 
tion of  the  agreements  and  promises  of  the  other 
do  hereby  agree  that  the  contractor  shall  do  the 
work  of  lighting  with  gas  lamps  certain  streets, 
parks,  alleys  and  public  places  tor  the  city  in 
accordance  with  specifications  and  upon  terms  and 
conditions  as  follows: 

1.  Work  to  be  Done. — The  work  to  be  done  shall 
consist  of  supplying  all  materials,  labor  and  equip- 
ment necessary  and  required  (except  the  gas  and 
gas  posts)  to  light  with  single  or  double  burner  gas 
incandescent  mantle  lamps,  as  per  sample  sub- 
mitted, such  streets,  parks,  alleys  and  public  places 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  except  the  Charlestown  and 
Hyde  Park  districts,  on  mains  now  existing  or  as 
they  may  be  hereafter  extended,  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  designated  by  the  city  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  contract,  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
from  August  1,  1913. 

2.  Plant  tv  he  Furnished  by  Contractor. — The 
contractor  must  furnish  the  plant  to  do  the  work, 
except  the  gas  posts,  and  is  required  within  five 
months  from  date  of  execution  of  contract  to  fur- 
nish and  erect  and  put  in  service,  at  its  own  cost, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  city,  all  lanterns,  burners 
and  other  appiirtenances,  contrivances  and 
fixtures  which  are  necessary  to  operate  and  main- 
tain the  said  lamps,  and  thereupon  the  contractor 
shall  forthwith  proceed  to  do  the  lighting.  The 
necessary  equipment  shall  be  placed  upon  such 
gas  posts  as  may  be  furnished  and  from  time  to 
time  indicated  by  the  city.  Said  plant  and  all 
appurtenances  so  furnished  by  the  contractor, 
except  gas  posts  furnished  by  the  city,  shall 
remain  its  property  and  must  be  removed  by  it  at 
the  expiration  of  the  contract  at  its  own  expense. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  city,  the  ctpntractor  does 
not  exercise  due  diligence  in  the  erection  of  said 
plant,  or  if  the  materials  furnished  therefor  are 
not  in  accordance  with  sample  submitted,  the  city 
may  give  the  contractor  notice  in  writing  of  sucii 


dereliction,  and  then  if  the  contractor  fails  within 
thirty  days  thereafter  to  obey  any  proper  order 
of  the  city  in  connection  with  the  work  of  erecting 
and  furnishing  the  plant,  the  said  commissioner, 
with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  JVlayor,  may 
declare  the  contract  forfeited. 

3.  Lamp-posts. — The  posts  on  which  the  con- 
tractor is  to  place  and  operate  its  lanterns  will  be 
furnished  by  the  city  to  the  contractor  free  of 
expense.  They  shall  be  set  and  connected  by  the 
contractor  in  locations  designated  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  shall  be  neatly  painted 
such  color  as  the  city  may  designate,  and  shall  be 
repainted  from  time  to  time  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  city,  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary, 
and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  plumb  by  the 
contractor.  The  posts  must  be  kept  free  from 
dirt  and  must  not  be  used  for  advertising  purposes. 

The  contractor  must  furnish  crossarms  and  all 
fittings  above  the  top  of  posts,  as  at  present 
installed,  on  such  posts  as  the  city  may  designate. 

It  is  understood  that  the  service  pipes  now  in 
use  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  city  in  their  present 
condition,  and  that  breakage  and  leaks  in  said 
service  pipes  are  to  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of 
the  contractor. 

4.  Lanterns. — The  lanterns  or  equivalents  must 
be  of  the  form  best  adapted  to  the  character  and 
location  of  the  lamp  contracted  for,  and  identical 
in  construction  with -the  sample  lantern  submitted. 
They  must  be  so  constructed  that  the  lamps  therein 
will  be  protected  aga,inst  insects  and  wind  and 
weather.  The  height  of  the  flame  above  the 
street  level  shall  not  be  less  than  the  average 
height  for  the  same  type  of  lamp  now  installed  in 
the  city. 

5.  Burners  and  Mantles. — The  burners  to  be 
used  must  be  first-class  in  material  and  workman- 
ship, furnishing  at  all  times  when  in  service  a 
steady,  clear  white  light,  free  from  smoke,  and  of 
the  required  candle  power.  All  broken,  smoked, 
blackened,  ragged  or  frayed  mantles  must  be  at 
once  replaced  with  new  mantles  by  the  contractor. 

If  the  lamps  shall  not  give  continuously  the 
required  candle  power  they  must  be  replaced  by 
the  contractor  with  others  satisfactory  to  the  city, 

6.  Time  of  Lighting. — All  lamps  must  be 
lighted  and  extinguished  in  accordance  with  a 
schedule  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  said  schedule 
not  to 'exceed  4,000  burning  hours  per  lamp  per 
year.  All  lamps  must  be  lighted  within  one  hour 
from  the  time  fixed  in  the  schedule  as  the  time  for 
beginning,  and  must  be  extinguished  within  one 
hour  from  the  time  fixed  in  the  schedule  as  the 
time  for  beginning  to  extinguish. 

In  order  that  the  city  may  determine  whether 
the  lamps  are  lighted  and  extinguished  in  accord- 
ance with  the  official  schedule  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, the  contractor  shall  furnish  the  said  official 
with  maps  or  lists  showing  the  number  and  geo- 
graphical location  of  each  lamp  in  the  district 
of  each  lamplighter,  and  designating  the  particular 
lamp  at  which  each  lamplighter  commences  to 
light  and  also  the  lamp  at  which  he  completes 
the  lighting;  and  in  extinguishing  the  lamps  the 
lamplighter  shall  begin  and  finish  at  the  same 
larnps  as  are  designated  for  beginning  and  finishing 
points  in  any  lamp  district  during  the  term  of 
contract,  or  such  other  information  as  will  show 
the  city  the  time  of  lighting  and  extinguishing 
all  of  said  lamps. 

The  lamplighter  and  other  employees  of  the 
contractor  will  not  be  permitted  to  climb  the  lamp- 
posts for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  lamps,  or 
for  any  other  purpose,  except  by  use  of  a  ladder. 

7.  Candle  Power. — The  lamps  shall  be  main- 
tained when  in  service  at  not  less  than  sixty  (60) 
horizontal  candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps 
and  one  hundred  (100)  horizontal  candle  power 
for  double-burner  lamps. 

The  city  may  at  any  time,  by  written  notice, 
require  the  contractor  to  employ  a  competent  and 
disinterested  person  connected  with  either  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  or  the 
Scientific  Department  of  Harvard  University, 
or  such  other  person  acceptable  to  both  parties, 
to  examine  and  test  the  apparatus  employed  in 
furnishing  the  lighting  service  herein  provided  for, 
to  ascertain  whether  .or  not  the  contractor  is 
complying  with  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  and 
for  such  purpose  such  person  may  have  access 
at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  lamps,  fixtures  and 
other  apparatxis  of  the  contractor  used  in  carrying 
out  this  agreement.  In  case  two  tests  of  any  lamp 
shall  be  made,  separated  b.v  an  interval  of  not 
less  than  one  liour  during  any  one  night,  and  both 
of   said    tests   shall    prove    thai    the    contractor    is 
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not  furnishing  tlic  light  required  by  this  agreement, 
then  sucli  lamp  sliall  be  deemed  to  be  deficient, 
and  a  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  charge 
in  respect  to  such  lamp  as  herein  provided.  If 
such  tests  show  that  the  contractor  is  not  furnish- 
ing the  light  required  by  this  agreement,  the  con- 
tractor shall  pay  the  expense  of  the  examination 
and  test  provided  for  herein;  otherwise  the  city 
shall  pay  such  expense. 

For  each  lamp  which  shall  be  shown  by  the 
tests  above  specified  to  furnish  less  than  60  candle 
power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  100  candle 
power  for  double-burner  lamps,  but  more  than  30 
candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  50  candle 
power  for  double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal  to 
3^5  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp  for 
each  night  in  which  such  deficiency  occurs  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the  contractor. 
For  each  lamp  found  to  give  less  than  30  candle 
power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  50  candle 
power  for  double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal  to 
3S5  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp  for 
each  night  on  which  such  deficiency  occurs  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the  contractor. 
For  each  lamp  reported  out  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  its  respective  police  stations  or  by  the 
officials  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  a  sum 
equal  to  355  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such 
lamp  for  each  night  such  failure  occurs  shall 
similarly  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the 
contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  daily  in 
writing,  open  to  the  contractor,  and  shall  be  re- 
garded as  final  and  binding  upon  the  contractor 
except  for  errors  proven  or  admitted. 

The  standard  of  candle  power  to  be  employed 
shall  be  the  recognized  international  candle. 

8.  Repairs  and  Maintenance. — The  contractor 
must  at  its  own  expense  keep  the  entire  plant  in 
good  repair  and  maintain  same  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  city.  Upon  failure  of  the  contractor  to 
promptly  make  any  and  all  necessary  repairs 
(including  repainting  of  lanterns  and  po.sts),  the 
city  may  cause  same  to  be  done  and  deduct  the 
cost  thereof  from  any  amounts  that  may  become 
due  to  the. contractor.  All  glass  must  be  cleaned' 
at  least  once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary  to  do 
so,  in  order  not  to  retard  or  diminish  the  candle 
power  of  the  lamps.  All  broken  or  displaced  glass, 
and  all  broken  or  defective  mantles,  and  all  broken 
and  defective  gas  posts — posts  to  be  furnished  by 
the  city — must  be  replaced  forthwith,  and  all 
street  lamps,  where  required,  must  be  so  con- 
structed that  the  present  signs  and  house  numbers 
may  be  attached,  or  the  contractor  shall  furnish 
street  signs  and  house  numbers  at  its  own  expense 
suitable  to  the  lamp  furnished  by  it  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
The  street  signs  shall,  after  each  cleaning,  be  re- 
placed, facing  the  proper  street.  All  broken  or 
displaced  glassware  shall  be  forthwith  removed 
from  the  street  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  shall  report,  in  writing,  at  the 
office  of  the  official  in  charge  of  street  lighting,  on 
Thursday  of  each  week,  the  number  of  each  kind 
of  lamps  lighted  on  each  of  the  preceding  seven 
nights,  and  on  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  the 
number  of  each  kind  lighted,  as  aforesaid,  on  each 
night  subsequent  to  the  last  report,  stating  in  each 
report  the  name  of  each  person  lighting  the  lamps 
and  the  locations  of  any  and  all  lamp.s  added  to  or 
removed  from  the  district  of  each  huiiplighter,  and 
is  to  notify  said  official  in  writing  of  any  damage 
to  or  repair  needed  to  the  posts  or  service  pipes. 

9.  Removal  0/  Lamps. — Whenever  ordered  to 
do  so  by  the  city,  the  contractor  must  change  the 
location  of  lamps  and  gas  posts,  weather  permitting, 
from  one  place  to  another  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense. 

10.  New  Lamps. — The  city  may,  from  time  to 
time,  order  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  new 
or  additional  lamps  and  gas  posts — posts  to  be 
furnished  by  the  city — at  such  locations  on  mains 
now  existing  or  as  they  may  be  hereafter  extended, 
as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  it  shrill  be  the  duty  of 
the  contractor,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  to  set 
and  connect  such  posts  and  to  place  upoii  such 
posts  such  additional  lamps  and  maintain  the 
same  in  all  respects  as  called  for  in  these  specifica- 
tions. All  additional  lamps  ordered  shall  be  put 
in  service  within  ten  days  after  they  are  ordered, 
and  the  posts  set  and  connected,  and  notice  that 
the  same  are  in  service  shall  be  given  by  the  con- 
tractor to  the  city. 

11.  Discontinuance  of  Lamps. — ^The  city  shall 
have  the  right  to  increase  or  diminish  the  number 
of  lamps  furnished  under  the  contract,  but  it  is 
understood  that  the  total  number  of  lamps  to  be 


furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not  at  any  time 
bo  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  number  of  lamps  in 
service  at  the  time  of  approval  of  this  contract 
by  the  Mayor,  plus  any  subseciuent  installations 
ordered  by  the  city.  When  orders  to  discontinue 
lamps  are  given,  in  accordance  with  the  above, 
the  contractor  must  put  them  out  of  service  within 
three  days  and  notify  the  city  in  writing;  payment 
for  the  same  shall  cease  on  such  discontinuance, 
and  when  the  contractor  removes  a  lantern  without 
substituting  another  therefor,  he  shall  properly 
plug  the  service  pipe  so  that  the  gas  will  not  escape 
therefrom. 

12.  Extension  of  Contract. — The  city  may,  at 
its  option,  to  be  signified  in  writing  not  later  than 
May  1,  1923,  extend  the  term  herein  designated 
for  the  continuance  of  the  contract  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
interruption  of  service  in  case  the  city  enters  into 
a  new  contract  involving  other  parties  or  different 
equipment,  or  both.  For  this  purpose  the  city 
maj^  call  upon  the  contractor  at  any  time  within 
the  extended  period  to  discontinue  the  lighting  of 
the  entire  area  covered  by  its  operations  or  of  such 
parts  thereof  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time 
determine;  provided,  however,  that  such  parts 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  no  fraction  of  any  estab- 
lished lamplighter's  route  shall  require  lighting 
for  a  longer  period  than  two  nights,  and  that  not 
less  than  two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  the 
contractor  in  regard  to  each  such  part. 

The  contractor  shall  promptly  remove  its 
equipment  from  all  posts  on  which  lighting  has  been 
discontinued,  and  cooperate  with  the  city  in  re- 
cording the  dates  on  which  lighting  ceased. 

13.  Payments. — A  payment  for  the  work  per- 
formed under  this  contract  shall  be  made  by  the 
city  monthly,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
work  is  paid  for,  at  the  rates  specified  in  this 
agreement  and  subject  to  appropriations. 

For  all  services  whatsoever  which  it  is  required 
to  render  under  this  contract,  the  contractor  shall 
receive  and  shall  accept  as  full  compensation 
payinent  at  the  ;-ate  of  .111.90  per  lamp  per  year 
for  single-burner  lamps  and  $15  per  lamp  per  year 
for  double-burner  lamps. 

14.  Arbitration. — At  any  time  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  agreement,  if  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  material 
reduction  has  been  made  in  the  cost  of  lighting  and 
e.Ktinguishing  lamps  or  of  furnishing  to  the  city 
the  service  herein  provided  for,  he  may  demand 
an  investigation  as  to  such  reduction  in  cost. 
Such  investigation  shall  be  made  by  three  experts, 
one  to  be  chosen  bj'  each  party  and  the  third  by 
the  two  so  chosen. 

If  the  experts  find  that  for  a  period  of  one  year 
prior  to  the  investigation  the  cost  of  lighting  and 
extinguishing  or  of  furnishing  the  service,  including 
interest,  depreciation  and  all  other  proper  charges, 
is  less  than  for  the  first  year  of  this  agreement  by 
an  amount  exceeding  one  dollar  (.tl)  per  lamp  per 
year,  then  the  price  shall  be  reduced  by  one-half 
such  saving  in  cost.  If  the  amount  of  the  saving 
is  less  than  one  dollar  (.81)  per  lamp  per  year,  no 
reduction  shall  be  made. 

The  city  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  investigation, 
and  the  decision  of  the  experts  or  of  a  majority  of 
the  experts  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  both 
parties. 

15.  Miscellaneous. — The  contractor  shall  give 
preference  in  employment,  first,  to  citizens  of 
Massachusetts,  second,  to  other  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  allow  all  employees  on 
said  work  to  lodge,  board  and  trade  where  they 
choose,  and  shall  not  obstruct  any  other  person  in 
doing  work  for  the  city;  and  shall  conform  to  all  the 
labor  laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  no  laborer, 
workman  or  mechanic  working  within  this  Com- 
monwealth in  the  employ  of  the  contractor,  sub- 
contractor or  other  person  doing  or  contracting 
to  do  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  work  contemplated 
by  the  contractor,  shall  be  requested  or  required  to 
work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar 
day.  This  contract  is  made  subject  to  all  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  any  clau.se  thereof 
does  not  conform  to  such  law  such  clause  shall  be 
void  and  such  law  operative  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  contractor  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and 
save  the  city  harmless  from  and  against  any 
and  all  claims  and  demands  for  damages,  costs  and 
expenses  for  or  on  account  of  injuries  to  persons 
or  property  arising  from  the  erection,  construction, 
maintenance  and  use  of  lamps  and  all  other  plant 
or  growing  out  of  the  work  to  be  done  under  this 
cimtract,  and  further  agrees  to  hold  the  city 
h.armless  from  any  patent  litigation  caused  by  the 
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contractor's  infringement  or  alleged  infringement 
of  patents,  and  to  pay  all  costs,  expenses  and  fees 
in  connection  w'ith  same.

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rules  in  order  that  the  order 
appropriating  $2,250  for  the  nurses  for  the  Milk 
and  Baby  Hygiene  be  placed  upon  its  passage 
to-day.  I  do  this  because  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
now  toward  the  end  of  June,  and  I  think  every 
day's  delay  means  possibly  the  death  of  some  of  the 
little  ones;  therefore  I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  rules 
be  suspended. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  9. 

(6)  Report  on  $34,000  appropriation,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings,  for  substitution  of  lime- 
stone cornice  for  an  artificial  cornice  on  City  Hall 
Annex — that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  pasage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— On  this  matter  I  ask  for  a 
roll  call. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— I  am  sorry,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, that  on  this,  my  first  appearance  here  at  a 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  in  some  time,  1  must 
disagree  with  the  majority  of  the  committee.  I 
have  followed  this  matter  very  closely  in  the  Press 
and  have  read  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, and  I  came  to  the  conclusion  in  my  mind  that 
it  would  be  a  mistake  to  keep  the  present  scheme 
of  construction  of  this  cornice,  and  I  am  strongly 
of  the  opinion  that  we  ought  to  substitute  lime- 
stone, out  of  which  the  rest  of  the  building  is  con- 
structed, for  it,  even  though  it  does  cost  $34,000. 
Of  course,  this  whole  thing  has  been  a  mess  from 
the  beginning.  It  is  a  loophole  in  the  city  charter 
which  allows  the  Mayor  to  give  out  without  com- 
petition   a    $50,000    contract,    the    approximate 
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amount  of  the  architects'  fees  for  the  construction 
of  a  large  building  like  this.  Then  in  the  second 
place,  when  the  matter  came  up  of  substituting 
granite  for  limestone  at  an  additional  exjjense  of 
$60,000,  why  cUfin't  the  experts  tell  us  of  this  situa- 
tion that  confronts  us?  Certainly  somebody  is  to 
blame,  because  at  that  time  it  was  not  called  to 
our  attention  that  concrete  was  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  this  cornice  instead  of  the  stone 
that  the  rest  of  the  building  is  composed  of.  While 
ordinarily  I  am  willing  to  follow  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Coinmis.sion  on  matters  involving  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds,  in  this  case  1  really 
differ  from  the  Finance  Commission  and  am 
inclined  to  follow  the  lead  of  their  own  expert, 
Mr.  Sturgis,  who,  according  to  the  uncontradicted 
reports  in  the  Press,  has  declared  in  favor  of  lime- 
stone for  the  construction  of  this  cornice,  the  very 
gentleman  who  was  called  in  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mi.ssion  to  go  over  the  plans  of  Mr.  Graham  in  the 
first  instance,  and  who  did  make  substantial  recom- 
mendations at  that  time.  So,  Mr.  President,  I 
have  taken  your  time  sufficiently  to  state  my 
attitude  on  this  matter.  1  must  disagree  with  the 
rest  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — I  also  disagree  with  the 
ma,iority  of  the  committee  on  this  matter..  I 
believe  that  in  keeping  with  the  magnificent  build- 
ing which  is  in  process  of  erection  that  we  ought  to 
carry  the  scheme  out  to  its  fullest  extent  and  make 
the  top  of  the  building  just  as  good  looking  as  the 
lower  part.  I  also  agree  with  the  remarks  of  the 
previous  speaker,  that  when  a  contract  is  made 
ordinarily  they  ought  to  know  just  about  how 
much  it  will  cost,  but  as  this  is  something  which 
they  did  not  foresee  1  believe  that  now  we  ought 
to  give  this  $34,000  in  order  that  the  building  may 
be  just  as  good  looking  as  we  believe  it  will  be  at 
the  present  time.  Now,  the  only  body  opposed 
to  this,  in  my  mind,  is  the  Finance  Commission. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  in  favor  of  it,  and 
Mr.  Lowell,  whose  design  has  just  been  accepted 
in  New  York  tor  that  $10,000,000  building,  I 
believe,  has  written  a  letter  voluntarily  stating 
that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  have  this  reinforced 
concrete  cornice  on  the  City  Hall  Annex,  and  I 
believe  that  when  we  have  such  an  expert  favoring 
the  limestone  in  order  that  the  full  scheme  might  be 
carried  out,  that  the  City  Council  ought  to  give 
this  .$34,000.  Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  very  rapid 
work  has  been  made  on  the  City  Hall  Annex.  We 
have  been  crying  for  this  building  for  years,  and 
it  remained  for  the  present  administration  to  push 
the  matter  through,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  co- 
operate with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  this  matter 
and  give  the  money.  Take  this  Immigration 
Station,  for  instance.  In  1909  there  was  $100,000 
given  by  the  United  States  Government;  in  1910, 
$175,000;  and  in  1911,  $100,000  more.  I  under- 
stand that  Mr.  McAdoo  has  asked  for  some  more 
money  so  as  to  bring  the  amount  up  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $500,000,  and  they  have  not  begun 
work  on  that  yet,  and  it  is  just  as  far  as  ever  from 
the  operations  of  the  station  being  begun,  and  he 
says  that  he  must  have  this  money  before  he  will 
do  anything  at  all.  And  here  we  have,  in  less  than 
a.bout  two  years,  got  our  new  building  practically 
finished,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to  give 
the  .$34,000. 

President  KENNY — With  the  permission  of 
the  councilor,  inasmuch  as  the  councilor  from 
West  Roxbury  has  not  been  with  us  for  some  time, 
the  Chair  would  like  to  state  a  few  facts  in  connec- 
tion with  this  matter.  The  bids  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  courthouse  were  advertised  on  July  20 
and  27,  1912,  and  on  the  1st  of  August,  1912,  bids 
were  opened.  On  the  28th  of  August,  1912,  the 
contract  was  awarded  and  was  executed  by  the 
contractors,  by  the  Mayor  and  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Buildings  and  approved  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel.  A  bond  of  $200,000  was  furnished 
by  the  Massachusetts  Bonding  Company.  The 
specifications  as  originally  drawn  by  the  architect, 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings and  by  the  Mayor,  provided  for  an  artificial 
stone  cornice.  The  contract  with  those  specifica- 
tions was  bid  for  by  Wells  Brothers  and  was 
awarded  to  them,  and  they  were  to  execute  a 
stone  cornice  in  accordance  with  specifications 
and  plans,  the  plans  showing  clearly  that  the 
cornice  was  to  be  constructed  of  artificial  stone, 
reinforced  with  steel  rods.  These  were  printed  and 
are  a  part  of  the  pub  ic  records,  and  show  con- 
clusively and  specifically  that  this  matter  was 
considered  by  the  architect,  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Buildings,  by  the  Mayor,  and  by  everyone  who 


•was  in  authority  and  who  had  the  right  to  con- 
sider the  drafting  of  the  contract. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  rejected,  the  vote  on  its  passage 
being:

VACUUM   CLEANER,   EAST   BOSTON 
LIBRARY. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  vice  president  of  the  trustees  of 
the  Public  Library  has  stated  to  the  City  Council 
that  "by  inadvertance,  however,  the  printed 
specifications  (for  vacuum  cleaner.  East  Boston 
Library)  did  not  state  that  an  equivalent  system 
might  be  used,  although  this  was  the  intention,  and 
the  omission  was  discovered  too  late  to  be  cor- 
rected in  proof." 

Ordered,  That  the  Library  Trustees  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  call  for  new  bids  for  this  work 
under  corrected  specifications. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  a 
reconsideration  of  this  last,  because  the  bid  is  apt 
to  be  let.  We  received  word  from  them  at  the  last 
meeting  that  it  was  a  mistake  on  their  part  not  to 
name  the  Sanitary  Dust  Removing  Company  or  a 
machine  of  equal  standard,  and  if  we  wait  until 
the  next  meeting  it  may  be  very  likely  that  they 
will  let  the  contract  in  the  interim.  I  would  like  to 
ask  for  a  reconsideration. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  11  if  he  does  not  consider  that 
this  order  is  introduced  in  violation  of  section  8, 
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which  specificalb'  says  that  we  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  administration  of  his  department. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  don't  think  it  is  in  violation 
of  the  charter,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  has  been 
worded  carefully  as  a  resolution  and  not  as  an 
order,  consequently  even  the  Finance  Commission 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  would  not  consider 
it  a  violation. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  shall  refuse  to  vote 
on  this  order  for  the  reason  that  I  consider  it  a 
violation  of  section  8  of  the  charter.  We  have 
gone  as  far  as  the  law  allows  us;  we  have  got  the 
necessarjr  information  and  the  attention  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Public  Library  has  been  called 
to  an  error,  and  that  ought  to  be  sufficient. 

Coun.  SMITH — It  does  not  make  any  difference 
to  me  what  the  Finance  Commission  says,  or  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  or  anybodj'  else;  I  am  elected 
by  the  people  of  this  city  at  large,  and  if  I  discover 
that  one  firm  out  of  two  or  three  dozen  firms  that 
make  an  article  is  being  favored  by  the  officials 
of  this  city,  and  that  the  other  firms  are  being 
absolutely  barred  out  according  to  the  specifica- 
tions, I  am  going  to  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
people  of  this  city,  and  wiU  endeavor  in  even.'  way 
possible  to  induce  this  Council  to  break  up  what  I 
think  is  an  absolutely  illegal  and  wrongful  use  of 
the  city  authority.  Now,  I  do  not  know  who  is 
responsible  for  having  that  1-inch  pipe  put  in  the 


City  Hall  Annex,  but  I  want  to  know  officially 
whether  it  is  in  there,  and  I  want  to  know  through 
official  channels  that  the  people  of  this  city  may 
know.  I  think  it  is  an  outrage  to  put  a  1-inch  pipe 
in  that  large  building  and  thereby  bar  everybody 
but  the  .Sanitary  Dust  Removing  Company.  If 
that  condition  prevails  in  our  public  buildings 
where  they  favor  anybody  by  the  specifications, 
1  am  going  to  stand  up  here.  Finance  Commission 
or  no  Finance  Commission,  and  call  it  to  the 
attention  of  the  people  of  this  city,  and  if  they  have 
the  courage  of  their  con\'ictions  they  can  prosecute 
just  as  my  brother  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  room 
referred  to  in  one  of  the  previous  meetings.  The 
specifications  on  buildings  are  rotten  and  the 
quicker  this  Council  wakes  up  the  more  the  people 
of  the  city  will  thank  them  for  it. 

President  KENNY — The  question  comes  upon 
the  reconsideration  of  the  reference.  This  matter 
was  first  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by 
the  Chair  with  the  idea  in  his  mind  that  it  would 
need  some  further  reflection  or  discussion  before  it 
was  put  to  a  vote.  The  councilor  moves  a  recon- 
sideration. 

Reconsideration  was  refused.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature,  the 
orders  passed  by  your  honorable  body  at  its  meet- 
ing of  June  13,  providing  for  the  expenditure  of 
$500,000  for  the  widening  and  laying  out  of  cer- 
tain streets  or  thoroughfares  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  repeated  communications  to  the  City  Council 
I  have  stated  that  I  did  not  think  that  the  question 
of  appropriations  for  larger  street  improvements 
should  be  considered  until  the  Council  had  thor- 
oughly investigated  the  different  orders  for  public 
improvements  now  before  it.  These  various 
orders  have  been  submitted  at  the  request  of 
individuals  and  organizations  in  the  different 
sections  of  the  city  and  the  City  Council  should 
grant  these  different  interests  the  courtesy  of  a 
hearing  and  an  expression  of  opinion  one  way  or 
the  other.  The  monej^  for  these  various  improve- 
ments can  only  come  inside  the  debt  limit,  while 
the  money  for  street  improvements,  the  order 
for  which  has  been  passed  by  your  honorable  body, 
can  come  outside  the  debt  limit. 

Some  weeks  ago  the  United  Improvement 
Organizations  representing  the  different  sections 
of  the  city  held  a  meeting  at  the  City  Club,  to 
which  the  members  of  the  City  Council  were 
invited.  Only  two  members,  Coun.  Smith  and 
Watson,  were  present,  with  myself.  I  went  over 
the  debt  situation  at  that  time  and  pointed  out 
very  clearly  that  in  my  judgment  the  city  should 
not  borrow  ,$500,000  for  street  improvements 
within  the  debt  limit,  and  I  believe  everyone  who 
was  present  at  the  meeting  was  convinced  that  I 
was  right.  In  any  event,  since  the  order  was 
passed  by  your  honorable  body,  not  one  person 
has  asked  me  to  sign  the  order. 

I  again  urge  that  the  City  Council  express  an 
opinion,  either  one  way  or  the  other,  upon  the 
following  orders  now  before  them,  and  upon  the 
letter  of  the  Consumptives'  Hospital  Trustees, 
requesting  an  appropriation  of  $125,000,  an  order 
for  which  I  expect  to  present  at  the  meeting  on 
Monday.

BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  City  Auditor  be  authorized  to  allow  for  pay- 
ment to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  on 
account  of  the  Ferry  Division,  the  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar, and  the  said  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized 
to  accept  the  same  in  lieu  of  tolls  for  the  ferries  on 
July  4,  1913,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  Mayor,  Public  Celebrations.

LEVELLING   OF   PARADE   GROUNDS, 
COMMON. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  be  requested  to  con- 
sult with  the  Boston  Common  Society  and  with  the 
Boston  Transit  Commission  in  regard  to  using 
earth  excavated  from  the  Boylston  Street  Subway 
to  level  the  parade  ground  and  ball  ground  on  the 
Common  in  order  to  make  a  level  terrace  from 
Beacon  street  to  Park  square,  better  suited  for 
parades  and  ball  games. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  ask  for  reconsideration  in 
order  to  explain  the  purpose  of  this  order.  It  is 
primaril.v  an  order  to  direct  the  Park  and  Recre- 
ation Department's  attention  to  a  matter  of 
improverrient    on    Boston    Common;  first    of    all 
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improvement  of  the  playground,  which  is  now 
very  rolling  and  difficult  to  play  upon;  and  second, 
the  improvement  of  the  parade  ground,  which  is 
also  on  an  incline.  It  would  take  approximately 
tliree  feet  of  filling  on  the  extreme  lower  edge 
near  the  Charles  street  mall.  From  that  it  would 
taper  off  as  you  run  toward  the  hill  in  the  center 
of  the  Common.  This  would  give  a  decent  ball 
field  where  a  ball  field  is  more  needed  than  in  any 
other  place  in  the  city.  There  is  no  ball  field 
between  Columbus  Avenue  Playground  and  the  . 
North  End  Park'  except  the  Common.  It  also 
would  make  the  parade  ground  fit  for  play  by 
children.  We  have  often  seen  them  kick  a  foot- 
ball around  there,  and  that  sort  of  thing.  It  would 
make  it  better  for  the  occasional  parades  that 
are  held  there.  That  is  the  first  purpose  of  the 
order,  to  make  the  Common  more  serviceable. 
The  second  purpose  of  the  order  is  as  a  matter 
of  economy  in  the  building  of  the  Boylston  Street 
Subway.  If  the  earth  from  the  Boylston  Street 
Subway  has  to  be  taken  as  far  as  the  South  Cove 
or  some  other  large  dumping  spot,  it  will  cost  the 
city,  through  the  Transit  Commission,  many  thou- 
sand dollars  unnecessarily.  If,  however,  the  soil 
can  be  put  on  the  Common  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  where  it  is  dug,  it  will  cost  very  little 
for  cartage  and  nothing  for  dumping  privileges. 
The  precedent  for  this  action  has  already  been 
established  by  the  fact  that  some  earth  that  was 
dug  in  the  construction  of  the  tunnel  in  Park 
square  was  placed  on  the  slope  of  Monument 
Hill,  Boston  Common,  in  order  to  make  that  slope 
less  abrupt.  We  also  have  a  precedent  in  the  case 
when  dirt  was  taken  from  the  recently  constructed 
Cambridge  Subway  and  hauled  by  car  out  to  the 
Fenway,  where  a  meadow  swamp  was  turned  into 
a  very  valuable  field  of  ten  acres,  free  to  the  city. 
That  land  cost  us  nothing.  So  in  this  case  the 
land  would  cost  us  nothing.  It  would  give  a  great 
improvement  to  the  Common  and  in  addition 
would  be  a  great  saving  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

President  IvENNY — If  there  is  no  objection 
Coun.  Smith  will  be  allowed  to  withdraw  his  motion 
for  reconsideration. 


SALARY  OF  FREDERICK  J.  GLENN.

Coun.  SMITH — ^The  committee  evidently 
decided  as  it  did  because  of  the  opinion  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  in  which  he  said: 

"As  stated  in  that  opinion,  no  legal  order  for  an 
investigation  by  a  committee  of  the  City  Council 
can  be  drawn.  The  authority  to  seek  information 
in  municipal  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
City  Council  is  contained  in  section  7  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the  charter  amendments,  so 
called,  and  must  be  by  the  City  Council  and  not  by 
the  committee." 

That  is  the  section  under  which  I  have  brought 
in  countless  orders  which  are  quietly  sleeping  in 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  have  thought  that 
I  had  exhausted  the  patience  of  the  Council  in  that 
respect,  and  at  the  request  of  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  I  brought  in  the  order  for  the  com- 
mittee. I  still  think,  in  spite  of  Corporation  Coun- 
sel Babson's  opinion,  that  that  was  perfectly  legal. 
The  last  paragraph  of  his  letter  states  as  follows: 

"In  regard  to  the  order  relating  to  the  Norfolk 
Street  Playground  I  have  nothing  further  to  add  to 
my  opinion.  There  is  no  legal  objection  to  the 
City  Council  expressing  its  opinion  upon  any 
municipal  matter,  but  such  expression  of  opinion 
would  have  no  legal  or  binding  effect  upon  any 
department  of  the  city." 

In  other  words,  if  we  are  really  interested  in  the 
question  of  the  methods  of  assessing  we  can  inves- 
tigate and  we  can  petition  upon  the  basis  of  our 
investigation.  Such  a  request  would  have  no 
binding  effect,  as  Corporation  Counsel  Corbett  has 
said,  and  as  others  have  said  before  him  in  that 
same  position  and  as  I  have  quoted  to  this  body, 
but  we  have  power  to  examine  into  this  matter. 
It  is  a  big  city  department.  It  is  being  run,  as 
the  Good  Government  Association  says,  in  a 
manner  which  reflects  no  credit  upon  the  city. 
Their  statement  was  that  twenty-five  years  ago 
assessments  meant  something;  to-day  they  mean 
nothing.     I  just  happened  to  have  in  my  pocket  a 
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memorandum — -I  have  a  good  deal  of  memoranda 
in  the  office — and  I  presume  I  better  bring  it  in 
to  the  Council  from  time  to  time — keep  it  right 
up — but  here  is  a  memorandum  I  have  in  my 
pocket,  though  I  didn't  think  the  matter  was 
coining  up. 

"360  Border  street,  East  Boston,  estate  of  B.  F. 
Mav  sold  to  H.  W.  a»d  E.  G.  Smith,  assessed 
S41,000;  sale,  $20,500. 

"11-50  Newark  street,  Roxbury,  assessed 
$5,700:  sale,  $2,550." 

I  suppose  I  better  bring  in  under  section  7  and 
continue  giving  these  samples  of  assessment.  Now 
I  think  we  ought  to  do  something.  We  ought  to 
do  something.  I  am  not  trying  to  dictate  to  this 
body  what  to  do,  but  we  ought  to  do  something  to 
investigate  the  assessing  system  and  see  if  there 
isn't  some  better  method  in  use  in  some  other 
great  city.  The  Mayor  himself  has  admitted  this 
week,  according  to  the  Trateler-Herald,  that  the 
assessors  were  decreasing  the  assessments  on  the 
out-of-town  residential  properties, — and  he  gave 
that  as  one  reason  for  the  increased  ta.x  rate.  Now 
that  is  well  by  itself.  That  is  one  of  the  things  I 
have  been  fighting  for.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  in 
spite  of  this  Council's  inaction  the  Assessing  De- 
partment of  its  own  accord  are  taking  the  action 
that  they  are  taking.  They  ought  to  do  the  other 
half  and  assess  the  downtown  property  more. 
And  then  there  wouldn't  be  any  bad  result  to  the 
tax  rate.  I  suppose,  of  course,  I  will  be  the  only  one 
to  vote  against  this  order,  and  that  will  necessitate 
bringing  in  additional  figures  ad  infinitum,. 

The  order  was  rejected.

CITY   PLAYGROUNDS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  7,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
body  the  advisabilitj'  of  appropriating  the  sum  of 
S100,000  for  the  acquisition  of  playgrounds  in  the 
outlying  sections  of  the  city  where  land  is  now- 
cheap.  It  is  possible  to  secure  land  at  the  present 
time  for  playground  purposes  in  many  sections  of 
the  city  for  very  reasonable  prices.  Just  how  long 
this  situation  will  continue  it  is  impossible  to  deter- 
mine on  account  of  the  rapidity  with  which  two 
and  three  fiat  houses  are  being  constructed. 

In  New  York  City  last  week,  from  four  to  five 
o'clock  on  one  afternoon,  127,720  boys  and  girls 
were  found  on  the  streets  of  the  lower  residential 
districts,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  27,604, 
who  were  idling,  and  23,991,  who  were  watching 
their  friends  at  play,  were  engaged  in  a  variety  of 
games.  While  there  is  little  if  any  prospect  of 
Boston  achieving  a  growth  similar  to  New  York, 
the  lesson  of  the  above  figures  should  not  be  lost 
upon  us,  and  I  think  it  is  our  duty  to  purchase 
available  land  for  playgrounds  in  the  suburban 
sections  of  the  city  when  it  can  be  purchased  so 
cheaply.  ■ 

I  particularly  recommend  that  prompt  action 
be  taken  upon  the  Hyde  Park  situation.  Hyde 
Park  was  annexed  to  Boston  nearly  two  years  ago 
and  at  both  town  meetings  we  practically  made  a 
pledge  to  provide  playground  facilities.  At  the 
meeting  of  your  honorable  body  held  May  29,' 
1913,  I  presented  an  order  for  $25,030  for  a  play- 
ground in  Hyde  Park,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
no  action  has  been  taken  upon  the  matter.  There 
is  also  need  for  the  acquisition  of  more  playground 
.space  in  various  parts  of  Dorchester,  West  Rox- 
bury  and  East  Boston. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  appropriating  the  sum  of 
5100,000,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 


Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  for  play- 
grounds in  various  sections  of  the  city,  at  this  time 
when  land  may  be  secured  at  very  reasonable 
figures.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  the  offer  made  by  the 
Notre  Dame  Academy  for  land  owned  by  the  City 
of  Boston  on  Washington  and  Dimock  streets,  I 
believe  that  the  price  offered,  20  cents  a  square  foot, 
is  a  very  fair  one  and  that  it  is  a  good  sale  for  the 
city  to  make.  It  is  assessed  for  20  cents  a  square 
foot. 

I  have  given  considerable  thought  during  the 
past  year  to  this  land,  and  have  been  familiar  with 
recent  sales  in  this  vicinity.  There  are  129,170 
squa^re  feet,  which  to  sell  as  a  whole  to  any  other 
person  than  the  adjoining  owners  is  almost  impos- 
sible at  the  figure  which  the  Notre  Dame  Academy 
is  willing  to  pay.  To  try  to  sell  in  small  building 
lots  is  not  feasible,  as  the  elevated  railroad  on 
Washington  street  makes  it  quite  undesirable  for 
residences.     I  cannot  see  how  the  city,  even  by 
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the  coustructiou  of  streets  through  the  land  and 
disposal  of  the  same  in  house  lots,  could  realize  a 
figure  equal  to  20  cents  a  square  foot. 

In  June,  1912,  I  sold  67,700  square  feet  of  land, 
situated  on  Columbus  avenue,  Dimock  and  Brag- 
don  streets,  assessed  for  $18,500,  for  $10,500. 
This  was  on  the  basis  of  about  15^  cents  a  square 
foot,  and  although  this  land  was  but  a  few  minute.s' 
walk  from  the  city  lot  it  is  far  superior  for  building 
purposes.

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CITY    COUNCIL. 


The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President  at 
3.40  o'clock  p.  m. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  order  (referred  .June  30)  for  loan 
of  .S499,000  for  .streets,  to  be  expended  according 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912 
— that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  desire  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment to  the  committee's  report — to  strike  out  in 
the  second  last  and  the  last  line  the  words  "included 
within,"  and  to  insert  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"outside." 

The  amendment  was  rejected. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  offered  that  amendment  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  matters  regarding  im- 
provements. I  move  a  reconsideration  of  the  last 
vote.  It  is  rather  unfortunate  that  technically  I  am 
in  the  position  of  not  having  a  vote  recorded  in 
this  matter,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amendment 
has  been  voted  on  and  voted  down.  I  suppose  I 
could  at  this  time  call  for  a  roll  call. 

President  KENNY — On  the  question  of  recon- 
sideration the  member  is  entitled  to  have  a  roll 
call. 

Coun.  WATSON — Some  weeks  ago  this  body 
voted  $.500,000  for  the  widening  and  extending  of 
certain  streets  in  the  city,  to  be  done  inside  the 
debt  limit.  The  chief  executive  took  the  stand 
that  he  believed,  in  view  of  the  fact  of  the  many 
other  improvements  that  had  been  asked  for  by  the 
different  districts  which  were  as  vital,  that  he 
would  veto  that  measure.  He  has  vetoed  it.  To- 
day we  are  confronted  with  another  order  for 
practically  the  same  amount,  and  it  should  be 
within  the  debt  limit,  which  means,  if  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  retains  his  position,  that  there  will  be 
a  deadlock  on  these  matters.  I  intend  to  vote 
for  them  either  inside  or  outside  the  debt  limit, 
but  I  think  the  only  way  we  will  get  them  is  by 
voting  for  them  outside  the  debt  limit,  and  for 
that  reason  I  have  offered  this  amendment.  If 
there  is  any  way  whereby  there  can  be  a  roll  call 
on  this  measure  I  should  like  to  have  it. 

Reconsideration  was  refused. 

Yeas — Buckley,  Watson — 2. 

Nays — Ballantyne,  Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald, 
Smith — 5. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  first  reading  of 
the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — In  the  veto  of  tliis  order  the 
Mayor  says,  in  the  second  paragraph,  that  there 
are  various  orders  before  this  body  for  large  sums  of 
money,  and  he  leaves  the  impression  from  that 
paragraph  that  this  body  has  given  no  considera- 
tion to  those  various  orders.  It  would  be  unfor- 
tunate if  the  public  took  that  paragraph  too 
seriously.  We  have  given  due  consideration  to 
every  one  of  those  items.  To-day  we  have  passed 
one  of  them.  We  have  made  an  effort  in  the 
Finance  Committee  to  pass  another,  but  no  plans 
and  specifications  were  at  hand,  and  we  have  one 
other  item  which  we  have  taken  up  at  least  ten 
times  and  urged  upon  the  Mayor,  and  personally  I 
should  be  very  much  disappointed^to  have  the 
public  get  any  impression  that  we  were  passing  this 
$500,000  without  due  appreciation  and  considera- 
tion of  other  large  mimicipal  expenditures  that 
have  been  asked  for.  In  the  first  paragraph  he 
makes  this  statement,  speaking  of  the  United  Im- 
provement meeting  at  the  City  Club,  meaning  the 
councilor  who  has  spoken  on  the  other  side  and 
myself.  He  goes  on  to  say,  "I  went  'over  the 
debt  situation  at  that  time  and  it  was  pointed 
out  very  clearly  in  my  judgment  that  the  city 
could  not  borrow  $500,000  for  street  improve- 
ments within  the  debt  limit,  and  I  believe 
everyone  who  was  present  at  the  meeting 
was  convinced  that  I  was  right."  Whatever  that 
has  to  do  with  the  veto  measure,  there  it  is  for  what 
it  is  worth.  The  Mayor  assumed  that  everybody 
at  the  meeting  after  he  had  spoken  agreed  with 
him  that  he  was  right.  Well,  naturally  such  a  large 
assumption  about  a  representative  gathering  such 
as  the  United  Improvement  attracted  my  attention, 
and  I  called  it  to  the  attention  of  one  of  the  officers 
of  thel  mp  rovement  ,Society,iand  he  very  quickly 
said,'  'Well,  I  must  get  hold  of  that  and  counter- 
act any  impression  that  has  been  given.  It  may 
be  that  the  public  will  think  that  the  United  Im- 


provement Society  took  some  vote  and  supported 
the  Mayor  in  his  theory,  and  rather  than  have  such 
an  impression  go  out  I  think  we  ought  to  take  some 
action  in  our  Executive  Committee."  Whether 
they  have  or  not,  I  do  not  know.  But  the  fact  is 
that  no  vote  was  taken  at  that  meeting,  and  there 
was  no  way  for  the  Mayor  to  judge  about  the 
sentiment  of  the  meeting  whatever.  I  say  "no 
way  "  because  he  did  not  even  allow  others  to 
speak.  He  arrived  at  nine,  claiming  that  he  had  to 
go  at  9.30  and  that  he  must  therefore  be  brief, 
and  he  actually  talked  until  11.15.  As  nobody  else 
had  a  chance  for  expression  and  no  vote  was  taken 
it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  the  Mayor's  assump- 
tion of  fact  here  is  so  or  not.  I  just  wanted  to 
correct  that  before  voting  on  this  measure. 

The  order  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  7, 
nays  0.  Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for  final 
action. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  June  30)  desig- 
nating streets  for  improvement  or  construction,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  661  of 
the  Acts  of  1912 — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  given  its  first  reading  and 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0.  Assigned  for  fourteen  days 
for  final  action. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  May  29)  for  loans  for  improvements 
throughout  the  city — recommending  the  passage  . 
of  order  for  loan  of  $25,000  for  playground,  Hyde 
Park,  and  that  the  other  orders  ought  not  to  pass, 
without  prejudice. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  loan  for  $25,000  and  on  the 
rejection  of  the  other  orders  without  prejudice. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  wish 
to  make  a  statement,  partly  for  the  Committee  on 
P'inance,  in  regard  to  these  loans  reported  to-day. 
The  loans  included  in  the  orders  as  reported  amount 
to  $1,330,000.  We  have  in  the  borrowing  capacity 
of  the  city  at  the  present  time  $1,180,000;  we  have 
passed  a  loan  for  $499,000,  leaving  a  balance  in 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  $781,490.67.  So 
that  you  will  readily  see  that  the  amount  of  these 
orders  far  exceeds  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
city  at  the  present  time.  And  it  is  understood  that 
each  and  every  one  of  those  orders  as  reported 
ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice  for  the  reason 
that  there  are  several  of  them  which  the  Committee 
on  Finance  think  very  urgent  and  very  important 
orders,  and  ought  to  be  taken  care  of  in  the  very 
near  future.  Objections  have  been  raised  to 
some  of  them  for  the  reason  that  no  plans  and 
specifications  have  been  presented  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  buildings,  and  the  first  is  the  loan 
of  $225,000  for  fire  alarm  headquarters.  No  plans 
and  specifications  have  been  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  for  that  item.  A  loan  order 
of  $40,000  for  police  station,  Division  11,  Dor- 
chester. The  committee  feel  favorably  incHned 
toward  the  passage  of  this  order,  to-day,  but  for 
the  reason  that  no  plans  have  been  prepared  that 
is  also  turned  down  without  prejudice,  and  1 
believe  that  the  representative  from  I)orchester 
will  have  some  report  to  make  to-day  in  regard 
to  plans  for  that  building.  One  hundred  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  tor  new  building  in  Roslindale. 
Money  has  already  been  appropriated  for  plans 
and  specifications  and  for  the  selection  of  a  site, 
and  no  report  as  to  either  site  or  the  cost  of  the 
building  has  as  yet  come  to  the  hands  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  same  applies  to  the  $125,000  for 
new  municipal  building  in  Ward  12.  The  com- 
mittee feels  that  the  Only  way  to  treat  all  the 
districts  of  Boston  fairly  is  to  turn  these  matters 
down  as  a  whole  and  a  little  later,  after  the  sumtner 
recess,  to  take  them  up  and  pass  upon  those  which 
we  think  the  most  urgent.  I  speak  for  myself,  and 
I  think  I  voice  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  when  I  say  that  in  the  event  of  the 
approval  of  this  order  for  ,$499,000  for  street 
improvements,  which  reduces  the  borrowing 
capacity  to  $'781,000,  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  the 
,  committee,  and  also  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  that 
not  less  than  $500,000  should  be  held  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  but  I  believe  the  majority  of  us  are 
of  the  opinion  that  under  the  present  conditions 
of  the  city's  finances  and  the  urgent  demands  by 
the  different  sections  of  the  city  that  we  would  be 
prepared  later  in  the  year  to  reduce  that  reserve 
fund  of  $500,000  very  materially  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  care  of  some  of  these  very  much  needed 
improvements.  I  make  that  statement  for  the 
committee,  and  I  believe  it  is  the  opinion  of  every 
member  of  the  committee.  These  orders  are 
simply  turned  down  for  further  time  to  consider 
all  the  sections  of  the  city. 


JULY    7,    1913. 
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Coun.  WATSON — The  Committee  on  Finanoe 
has  reported  back  on  certain  orders.  One  order — 
No.  .5  of  the  loan  orders — they  report  back  ought 
to  pass;  the  balance — twelve,  t  think  —  they  report 
back  in  a  lump  ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice. 
Now,  I  desire  to  register  my  vote  to-day  on  one 
or  two  of  those  items,  and  1  also  want  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  the  order 
for  a  loan  of  $100,000  to  build  a  High  School  of 
Commerce  has  already  been  referred  by  the  Council 
to  the  Finance  Coromission  for  investigation. 
I  think  that  I  am  in  order,  and  I  would  like  to  move 
that  the  order  for  the  loan  of  ,§100,000  for.  the  High 
School  of  Commerce  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  await  the  possible 
report  of  the  Finance  Commission  on  that  matter, 
as  we  will  have  another  meeting,  I  understand, 
prior  to  the  time  that  this  order  will  run  out. 
Mr.  President,  I  am  ,iust  acquainted  with  the  fact 
that  the  order  for  the  loan  of  $100,000  for  the  - 
High  School  of  Commerce  is  before  us  improperly, 
and  therefore  1  have  nothing  further  to  say  about 
that.  But  I  do  want  to  vote  on  the  appropriation 
for  SI5,000  for  the  completion  of  the  bath  house 
in  Ward  8,  and  I  respectfully  ask  the  Chair  if  there 
is  any  way  whereby  the  committee's  report  can 
be  divided  so  that  we  may  take  a  vote  on  this 
appropriation  of  $1.5,000  for  Ward  8. 

Coim.  BUCKLEY — I  move  we  take  up  each 
item  separately  and  vote  on  it. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  will  rule  that 
this  is  in  order,  and  the  Council  ha?  a  right  to 
take  up  the  orders  separately.  I  will  therefore 
order  that  each  item  be  taken  up  separately.  The 
question  first  comes  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Report  accepted. 

The  order  for  loan  of  $25,000  for  playground, 
Hyde  Park,  was  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  7, 
ns,ys  0.    Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for  final  action. 

President  KENNY  stated  that  the  Clerk  would 
call  in  order  the  various  orders  maturing  on  July 
28,  beginning  with  No.  2. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — If  there  is  no  objection,  I 
would  like  to  withdraw  my  motion,  provided  we 
have  a  chance  to  vote  on  the  order  for  Ward  8 
wardroom,  completion. 

President  KENNY — Coun.  Buckley  withdraws 
his  motion  for  dividing  the  question. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order 
for  loan  of  $15,000  for  Ward  8  wardroom,  comple- 
tion. 

Coim.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  my  memory  is 
not  exact,  but  I  think  I  have  introduced  at  least 
five  orders  in  the  last  two  years  and  a  half  calling 
upon  the  Mayor  to  take  that  money  from  appro- 
priations and  transfer  it,  and  I  am  very  glad  to 
vote  for  it  in  that  form.  I  am  absolutely  against 
voting  for  it  by  loan.  The  bath  house  is  needed 
in  Ward  8,  there  is  no  doubt  about  it.  The  ward- 
room, however,  is  a  different  matter.  A  few 
months  ago  I  could  have  given  the  e.xact  figures 
that  have  been  appropriated  for  this  improvement 
but  I  cannot  do  so  at  this  time.  The  wardroom, 
to  my  memory,  has  cost  over  $100,000.  There 
were,  I  think,  three  appropriations  or  loans  on  the 
subject,  and  it  has  been  a  pretty  mixed  up  mess. 
It  is  not  of  any  special  value  the  way  it  is  now, 
but  to  fix  over  a  building  that  has  cost  that  much, 
and  has  been  built  on  loans,  paid  or  later  charged 
for  this  purpose,  it  seems  to  me  should  be  done  by 
a  transfer,  an  appropriation,  and  not  from  an 
additional  loan.  Your  building  is  not  worth  any 
more  when  you  get  it  fitted  up  as  a  bath  house  than 
it  is  now,  and  yet  the  city's  indebtedness  for  that 
building  is  .$15,000  greater.  And  I  know  that  I 
voice  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  councilmen  here 
when  I  say  that  that  money  should  come  from  a 
transfer,  and  it  could  have  come  from  a  transfer 
three  years  ago,  and  all  during  those  years  there 
has  been  plenty  of  money  from  which  that  $15,000 
might  be  transferred.  I  am  very  much  against  it 
as  a  loan  and  shall  vote  against  it  as  a  loan,  but  at 
the  same  time  I  want  to  see  the  improvement 
properly  made. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  admire  the  gentleman's 
consistency  in  these  matters  of  loan  orders,  but  I 
cannot  quite  see  the  wisdom  of  his  admitting  the 
necessity  of  this  improvement  in  this  bath  house 
and  wardroom  and  not  voting  for  it.  Here  is  a 
case  of  where  the  district,  as  I  understand  it,  is  the 
most  thickly  populated  community  in  the  city, 
and  there  certainly  is  a  great  demand  for  a  bath 
house  or  bathing  farilitii'S  in  the  West  End.  I 
think  the  gentleman  for  once  might,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  he  admits  tin-  necessity,  curb  his  desire  to 
be    consistent    and    vote    for    an    improvement, 


although  he  is  inconsistent  temporarily.  I  know 
he  is  not  inconsistent,  but  I  think  he  might  be  in 
this  case. 

Coun.  COLLINS — As  the  gentleman  on  the 
other  side  has  truly  said,  this  matter  has  come 
before  us  a  number  of  different  times  during  the 
past  few  years,  and  this  Council  has  gone  on  record 
in  favor  of  his  Honor  sending  a  transfer  order  for 
this  amount.  This  is  an  old  story,  but  this  work 
is  clearly  maintenance.  I  shall  vote  no  on  this 
proposition,  although  "favoring  the  idea  of  the 
work.  The  work  ought  to  be  done,  and  if  his  Honor 
sends  in  a  transfer  order  for  it  I  shall  be  in  favor 
of  it,  but  I  shall  not  favor  a  loan. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  thoroughly  agree 
with  the  last  speaker,  and  also  with  the  councilor 
on  my  right.  This  is  an  appropriation  that  ought 
to  come  from  a  transfer,  and  for  that  reason  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  the  order,  and  for  that  reason 
only. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 
The  order  was  rejected,  the  vote  on  its  passage 
being,  yeas,  Buckley  and  Watson  (2);  nays,  Bal- 
lantyne,  Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Smith  (5). 

The  remaining  orders  recommended  by  the 
Mayor  in  his  message  of  May  29  were  rejected. 


MUNICIPAL   SALE    OF   ICE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  his  opinion  upon  the 
following  questions: 

Can  the  City  of  Boston  erect  and  maintain  a. 
plant  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  municipality'? 

What  rights,  if  any,  has  the  city  to  enter  into  the 
ice  and  coal  business  to  supply  same  to  its  inhabi- 
tants, if  the  undertaking  is  to  sell  supplies  at  actual 
cost? 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


CLOCK,    DUDLEY   SQUARE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  io  place 
a  clock  in  Governor  Dudley  square,  Roxbury,  at  a 
location  which  will  best  benefit  the  public. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— On  December  18,  1911, 
I  presented  the  following  order  in  this  Council: 
"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisabilit,v  of  maintaining  a  clock 
in  the  vicinity  of  Dudley  square,  Roxbury."  The 
present  Governor  Dudley  square  was  at  that  time 
called  Dudley  square,  and  a  clock  had  been  main- 
tained in  that  square  on  a  private  building  for 
more  than  forty  years.  It  is  No.  2400  Washington 
street  and  the  building  is  a  jewelry  store.  The 
proprietor  has  maintained  a  public  clock  for  more 
than  forty  years.  That  clock  has  been  out  of  order 
for  some  three  or  four  years  and  the  residents  of 
that  street  are  very  desirous  of  having  that  clock 
put  in  order,  or  another  clock  maintained  on  the 
square.  I  have  been  approached  by  a  great  num- 
ber of  business  men  and  other  residents  of  the 
section,  and  I  believe  that  if  his  Honor  desired  to 
he  could  make  very  good  terms  with  the  present 
owner  of  the  store.  The  clock  is  there  and  only 
wants  a  little  repairing,  and  it  would  be  slight 
expense  to  maintain  it.  But  perhaps  his  Honor 
would  rather  erect  a  clock  on  a  post  and  maintain 
it  as  the  property  of  the  city.  I  understand  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  some  objection  to  main- 
taining a  clock  on  a  private  building,  but  it  is 
very  desirable  that  a  clock  should  be  maintained 
on  that  square. 

The  order  was  passed. 


PARKMAN     FUND. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  June  2:^)  for  various  improvements  in 
different  parks — recommending  the  passage  of 
order  in  the  following  new  drafts. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  forty-eight,  thousand 
dollars  ($48,000)  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated 
from  the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund,  to  be  ex- 
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pended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of   Park 
and  Recreation  Commissioners,  as  follows: 
Horticultural  Building,  preliminary  studies, 

plans  and  estimates .$3,000 

Completion  of  Orchard  Park  improvement,    17,000, 
Improvement  of  small  parks  and  squares,         ^jg 
settees,  bubble  fountains,  fences,  etc .  .  .     10,^ro 
Zoological  Garden  and  Aquarium,  sanitary, 
shelter  for  use  of  women  and  children, 
birds  for  new  bird  house,   new  animals 

for  Zoo  and  fish  for  Aquarium,  etc 18,000 

Commonwealth    avenue,    between   Arling- 
-  ton    and   Dartmouth   streets,   irrigation 
and  soil  renovation 5,000 

Total $53,000 

Laid  on  table  on  motion  of  Coun.  COLLINS. 
Later   in   the   session   Coun.    COLLINS    called 
from  the  table  the  report  of  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund. 

Coun.  COLLINS— The  Committee  on  the  Park- 
man  Fund  has  had  several  meetings  at  which  it 
appropriated  the  entire  amount  of  the  income  which 
was  earned  up  to  the  time  of  its  meeting  last  week. 
There  has  been  earned  since  our  last  meeting  the 
sum   of   $53,000   and  something   over  $100.     The 
Committee  on  the  Parkman  Fund  met  and  went 
over   the   estimates   of   the   Park   and   Recreation 
Departments    and    concluded    on    the    foregoing 
items  amounting  to  $48,000.     It  further  believed 
that  the  extension  work  should  be  done  toward 
the    irrigation    of   the   soil,    the    placing    of    lawn 
hydrants  and  the  planting  of  trees  on  Common- 
wealth avenue.     His  Honor  the   Mayor  saw  the 
position   of  the  committee   and   acquiesced  in  it, 
so  that   at  pre.sent  we  have  the  order  of   .$5,000 
presented  for  your  consideration.     There  has  been 
this  year  something  like  $150,000 — assuming  the 
Council   passes   these    orders — appropriated   from 
the  income  of  the  Parkman  Fund.     The  committee 
has   believed    and  has  adhered  to    its  policy  that 
it    should    only    spend   the    money    when    it    was 
actually  earned,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  earned  it  is 
turned  into  the  city  treasury.     Of  the  amount  of 
money  which  you  have  for  your  consideration  at 
the  present  time  there  is  the  sum  of  $17,000  for 
Orchard   Park.      Your   committee   increased   that 
item  $1,000,  but  I  submit  that  the  committee  had 
the  right  to  do  that  since  the  Mayor  sent  in  an 
order  of  .$52,000  in  whichthat  was  one  of  his  items. 
That  makes  the  total  appropriation  for  Orchard 
Park,    Ward    17,    amounting    to    $25,000,    $8,000 
having  been  appropriated  something  like  a  month 
ago.  Your  committee  also  thought  that  the  smaller 
parks  should  receive  their  careful  consideration  and 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  installation 
of  bubble  fountains  and  settees  along  the  smaller 
parks.     The  head  of  that    department  conmiuni- 
cated  with  the  City  Council  that  it  would  furnish 
a  detailed  list  as  to  what  parks  he  proposed  to 
cover   with   the   appropriation,    and   I    have   that 
here  to  be  filed  with  the  minutes  of  this  Council. 
Now,  in  addition  to  that  we  have  S5,000  for  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  and  furthermore  the  Zoo  and 
Aquarium    .$18,000.      Since    much    of    this    work 
should  be  done  in  the  summer  time  it  seems  to 
me  particularly  proper  that  the   rules  should  be 
suspended   on   these   orders   that   they   may   take 
their  reading  forthwith  in  order  that  the  depart- 
ment head  may  have  the  money  available  for  the 
purposes.      Your   committee   has   attended    to   its 
duties  and  has  expended  the  income  of  the  Park- 
man  Fund  to  date. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  question  came  on 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  should  like  to  ask  the  division 
of  the  order  in  order  that  we  may  vote  on  these 
items  separately. 

President  KENNY— The  Clerk  will  take  each 
item  separately. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  desire  to  make  an  inquiry 
of  the  chairman  of  the  Parkman  Fund,  if  he  or 
any  other  member  of  the  committee  gave  a  thought 
to  Madison  Park  in  Roxbury,  where  perhaps  more 
children  congregate  in  a  day  than  in  any  other 
park  outside  of  Franklin  Park. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  am  very  much  pleased  to 
answer  the  gentleman,  since  at  our  last  meeting 
I  asked  the  gentleman  from  the  Park  Department 
pnrliriil.'irly  to  take  care  of  the  parks  in  the  more 
1  lii'Llv  -il  I  led  sections  of  the  city,  and  I  think  my 
ii'i'iil  hicnd  from  Roxbury,  Coun.  Ballantyne, 
will)  ua.s  present  at  that  meeting,  will  confirm  this 
statement,  that  I  mentioned  Madison  Park,  and 
they  said  that  if  there  was  anything  necessary  to 
be  done  there  they  would  do  it. 


The  question  then  came  on  the  item  of  $3,000 
for  Horticultural  building,  plans  and  estimate.  The 
item  was  adopted,  yeas  7. 

Coun.  COLLINS — May  I  ask  unanimous  con- 
sent to  make  a  statement  on  that  last  order?  1 
believe  that  was  the  only  item  I  had  which  1  did 
not  speak  about  in  my  original  presentation  of  the 
committee's  report.  The  Committee  on  Parkman 
Fund  beheves  that  the  building  of  a  horticultural 
building  on  the  Fens  would  not  only  be  a  beautiful 
thing  but  an  attraction  in  general  to  the  citizens 
of  the  city.  The  plant  can  very  properly  be  trans- 
ferred from  Cottage  street.  But  mindful  of  the 
fact  that  the  Parkman  Fund  should  not  be  a  burden 
but  a  benefit  to  the  taxpayers,  the  committee 
beheves  that  in  the  first  place,  having  appropriated 
this  money, ^ — that  is  as  far  as  they  should  go  at  this 
time,  for  the  purpose  solely  of  allowing  the  depart- 
ment heads  and  their  architects  to  present  to  the 
committee  for  its  consideration,  and  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Council,  plans  and  studies  of  the 
proposed  cost  of  this  structure.  Having  that  in 
mind,  and  mindful  of  the  fact  that  the  maintenance 
bills  are  the  serious  ones  to  be  considered  in  these 
large  and  beautiful  things  left  to  us  through  the 
philanthropy  of  this  great  man,  and  the  committee 
believes  that  it  should  proceed  slowly  and  cautiously 
in  the  matter.  For  that  reason  we  have  appro- 
priated that  money  simply  for  the  studies. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  completion  of 
Orchard  Park  improvements,  $17,000.  The  item 
was  adopted,  yeas  6  (Coun.  Watson  absent). 

The  question  then  came  on  the  improvement  of 
small  parks  and  squares,  settees,  bubble  fountains, 
fences,  etc.,  .$10,000.  The  item  was  adopted,  yeas  7. 
The  question  then  came  on  Zoological  Garden 
and  Aquarium,  sanitary,  shelter  for  use  of  women 
and  children,  birds  for  new  bird  house,  new  animals 
for  Zoo  and  fish  for  Aquarium,  etc.,  $18,000. 

Coun.  SMITH — How  familiar  those  words  ring 
out  in  this  chamber,  "birds,  fish.  Zoo,  Aquarium." 
And  you  note  the  amount.  We  have  only  given 
.$25,000  for  Orchard  Park  and  $10,000  for  the 
smaller  parks  of  the  citj'.  Well,  my  mind  never 
did  deal  with  big  amounts.  We  have  lost  track 
of  how  much  we  have  given  to  the  Zoo  and  .Aqua- 
rium, I  remember  Chairman  Sullivan  said  that 
it  has  run  about  $400,000  now.  We  have  not  done 
anything  practical  except  to  fill  the  Zoo  and 
Aquarium.  It  gives  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to 
vote  against  this.  Every  time  we  vote  these  sums 
of  money  we  are  saddling  the  city  with  an  increased 
co.st  of  maintenance,  and  I  think  that  sooner  or 
later  this  Council  will  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  tliat 
has  got  to  come  to  a  halt.  The  Zoo  and  Aquarium 
are  fine  institutions,  appreciated  by  the  citizens 
of  this  city  and  surrounding  towns.  But  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  too  much  of  a  good  thing.  We 
can't  eat  candy  all  the  time.  It  does  seem  to  me 
that  we  ought  to  cut  down  these  appropriations 
.'for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  and  increase  those  for 
the  small  parks,  and  it  will  give  me  the  greatest 
pleasure  to  vote  against  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium 
appropriation. 

Coun.  COLLINS — In  order  that  the  gentleman 
may  be  clear  as  to  the  amount  of  money  appropri- 
ated this  year  for  these  two  institutions,  I  wish  to 
call  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  all  something 
like  $53,000  has  been  expended.  Fir.st,  an  appro- 
priation of  $10,000;  second,  one  of  ,$25,000;  and 
lo-day  one  of  $18,000.  And  the  Committee  on 
the  Parkman  Fund,  looking  over  the  proposition 
at  the  last  meeting,  decided  to  make  a  (change  iu 
but  one  item,  and  that  was  the  order  for  .$23,000 
for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  Now,  I  have  already 
told  you,  gentlemen,  that  it  was  unfortunate  tliat 
he  was  not  a  member  of  the  City  Council  in  lillO, 
when  he  would  have  had  the  good  fortune  (n  vote 
for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  I  believe,  however, 
we  should  go  slowly  and  cautiou.sly,  but  having 
built  the  buildings  it  seems  to  me  we  should  spcml 
$53,000  this  year  for  the  maintenance.  As  for 
Boston  Common,  we  have  given  $.54,000,  and  that 
means  over  $100,000  for  the  Common,  Zoo  and 
Aquarium.  In  my  opinion  the  money  has  been 
wisely  spent,  and  if  you  go  out  to  Franklin  Park 
and  see  the  thousands  of  people  there  every  day, 
and  go  to  Marine  Park  and  see  the  same,  people 
who  never  went  to  those  places  in  the  past,  you 
would  become  impressed  with  the  fact  that  this 
work  should  be  extended.  That  is  all  the  City 
Council  has  done  this  year,  tried  to  make  a  wise 
expenditvH'c  of  this  money  for  maintenance.  If 
we  were  to  be  dra.stic  we  wo\ild  rcconunend  an 
extra  wing  to  be  put  on  the  Aciuariurn;  l,hc  build- 
ing is  too  small.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  he  Coin- 
mittee  on  Parkman  Fund  has  gone  into  this  nuitter 
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carefully  and  1  trust  that  the  last  item,  together 
with  the  one  that  is  to  follow,  namely,  $5,000  for 
Commonwealth  avenue,  will  be  passed  by  the 
Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  think  the  limit  has  almost 
been  reached  when  the  committee  seems  consider- 
ing putting  wings  on  the  Aquarium.  I  suppose 
that  is  for  the  flying  fishes.  But  seriously,  I  do 
not  object  to  the  S100,000  spent  this  year  on  the 
Zoo,  Aquarium  and  Common,  not  under  the  admin- 
istration of  the  chairman  of  the  present  committee. 
But  I  must  remember  that  last  year  there  was  a 
large  appropriation  from  the  Parkman  Fund  for  the 
Zoo  and  Aquarium,  and  I  must  remember  that  the 
total  figures  are  running  very,  very  high,  and 
while  we  all  want  to  see  the  citizens  educated 
along  the  lines  of  zoology,  we  do  not  care  especially 
about  dumping  all  the  Parkman  money,  which  was 
left  for  the  parks,  into  that  special  object.  When 
we  consider  that  we  have  expended  rising  §400,000 
for  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium,  and  spent  for  the  small 
parks  S35,000,  we  can  see  what  an  undue  pro- 
portion we  are  getting  into  it.  I  think  the  com- 
mittee are  beginning  to  realize  this,  because  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Parkman  Fund  the 
committee  has  cut  down  an  item  for  the  Zoo  and 
Aquarium.  I  think  the  day  is  dawning,  and  I 
trust  that  next  year  no  money  will  be  appropriated. 

The  item  was  adopted;  yeas,  Ballantyne,  Buck- 
ley, Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Watson  (6);  nays, 
.Smith. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  item,  35,000  for 
Commonwealth  avenue,  betw-een  Arlington  and 
Dartmouth  streets,  irrigation  and  soil  renovation. 

The  item  was  adopted;  yeas,  Ballantyne,  Buck- 
ley, Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Smith  (6);  nays, 
Watson. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  to-day)  appropriating  $53,100  from 
Parkman  Fund  income  for  park  improvements — 
that  the  same  be  placed  on  file.

Coun.  McDonald  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  reqtiested  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  an  order  for  transfer  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  (.$15,000)  for 
completion  of  Ward  8  wardroom.

EXTENSION   OF   BUILDING    LIMITS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  Because  of  the  increasing  fire  hazard 
in  certain  sections  of  the  city,  and  because  of  the 
illness  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  various  orders  relating  to 
the  extension  of  the  building  limits  be  transferred 
to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  resolve. 

Coun.  SMITH~On  October  14,  1911,  we  adver- 
tised to  have  hearings  on  the  building  limits, 
which  are  so  intimately  connected  with  the  fire 
hazard  question.  The  first  hearing  was  on  October 
17;  the  next  hearing  was  on  November  8,  1911, 
and  the  last  hearing  on  .January  18,  1912.  I 
think,  much  to  the  credit  of  the  chairman  of  that 
committee,  we  went  into  the  subject  very  exhaus- 
tively, we  held  very  long  and  detailed  hearings, 
and  much  of  these  notes  are  in  evidence.  We  have 
been  at  least  three  times  in  Chambers  and  we 
took  up  the  subject  carefully  enough  to  be  able  to 
vote  on  it;  nevertheless,  we  have  come  to  no 
conclusion,  and  so  it  is  approaching  three  years 
from  the  time  when  the  ordinance  was  first  intro- 
duced. In  all  that  time  the  hazard  has  grown 
greater.  We  have  allowed  the  speculative  builder 
to  advance  his  plans  materially  in  the  interim, 
and  any  land  held  at  the  time  this  order  was 
introduced  the  owner  has  had  time  to  either  build 
on  or  to  sell.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  body  ought 
to  be  ready  to  treat  on  this  subject,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fire  hazard.  Now,  I  do  not  want  to  be 
unreasonable.  On  February  17,  the  beginning  of 
this  year,  I  asked  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  by 
the  Committee  on  Ordinance  and  settled  one  way 
or  the  other  before  May  1.  Nothing  has  been  done 
by  that  committee  up  to  date.  Now,  in  justice 
I  must  say  that  the  Committee  on  Ordinance  has 
as  chairman,  Coun.  Coulthurst,  who  has  been  sick 
practically  all  that  time.  I  do  not  want  to  take 
anything  away  from  his  committee;  I  do  not  want 


to  be  disrespectful  to  him;  I  do  not  want  to  be 
unjust  to  him;  I  do  not  want  to  see  any  slur  against 
him  or  his  conduct;  but,  more  than  anything  else, 
I  do  want  to  see  something  accomplished  along  this 
line  of  building  limits,  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that 
I  am  pressing  this  resolution.  There  was  a  fire 
hazard  committee  appointed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  by  the  Chair.  That  committee  has  noth- 
ing to  do.  I  do  not  know  as  it  ever  did  have 
anything  to  do.  We  held  a  meeting  a  while  ago 
because  you  referred  to  us  this  question  of  the 
building  limits,  and  when  we  held  our  meeting  it 
was  discovered,  much  to  the  surprise  of  all  present, 
that  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  building  limits 
were  in  charge  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinance. 
This  was  not  such  a  shock  to  some  of  us  as  it  seemed 
a  perfectly  proper  place  for  them  to  be.  At  that 
time  Coun.  Ballantyne  was  acting  in  place  of  Coun. 
Coulthurst  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances.  He  was  willing  to  call  a  committee 
meeting  but  the  sudden  reappearance  of  Conn. 
Coulthurst  entirely  left  him  in  cloubt  as  to  whether 
he  or  Coun.  Coulthurst  should  call  the  meeting. 
I  took  the  matter  up  with  Coun.  Coulthurst  at  the 
last  meeting  and  he  was  more  than  willing  to  hold 
a  committee  meeting.  But,  unfortunately,  he  has 
been  imable  to,  and  I  urge  that  the  Fire  Hazard 
Committee,  who  are  not  burdened  with  duties,  and 
who  are  anxious  to  take  this  subject  up,  be  em- 
powered. I  hope  that  the  measure  will  pass  as  it 
is  the  first  step  towards  accomplishing  something. 
Why,  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  to  urge  these 
building  limits.  In  182S  a  leas,"  was  made  of  the 
corner  of  Chestnut  and  Charles  streets,  and  the 
stipulations  of  that  lease  were  that  the  buildings 
must  be  of  brick  and  must  have  roofs  of  fireproof 
material.  That  was  in  1828.  And  now,  nearly 
one  hundred  yeai-s  later,  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  not  the  Mayor,  but  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  through  their  lack  of  action, 
through  their  dilatory  methods,  through  their 
inertia,  are  allowing  these  three-flat  tenements  to 
be  built  of  wood  and  are  inviting  a  tragedy  that 
will  outdo  Chelsea.  We  ought  to  be  alive  to  the 
situation.  I  am  not  urging  undue  haste,  but  since 
October,  1911,  we  have  been  actively  considering 
the  subject,  and  if  we  cannot  come  to  some  con- 
clusion it  is  a  pity.  It  is  not  only  a  pity,  it  is  near 
to  a  crime.  I  wish  to  goodness  that  the  city 
charter  of  this  city  allowed  for  a  referendum  when 
a  deadlock  occurred  between  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council.  It  would  be  a  wise  provision  that 
after  six  months  of  deadlock  the  questions  at  issue 
be  put  up  to  the  citizens  of  this  town  to  decide. 
The  Mayor  has  been  active,  not  only  for  the  three 
years  that  this  matter  has  been  before  this  body,  but 
for  years  before  that,  to  urge  that  some  regulation 
be_  made  io  take  care  of  this  great  fire  risk.  Be  it 
said  to  his  credit,  I  consider  that  this  is  one  of  the 
greatest  things  that  he  has  urged  through  his 
administration.  The  mere  fact  that  he  has  been 
unsuccessful  in  bringing  anything  to  pass  is  not  to 
be  considered.  It  is  all  the  more  to  his  credit  that 
when  the  measure  is  somewhat  unpopular  he  still 
persists  in  calling  the  public  attention  to  it,  and  I 
trust  that  this  body  can  become  active  again  on 
the  subject,  and  it  is  with  that  only  in  mind  that 
I  urge  the  transfer  from  one  committee  to  another, 
with  notliing  in  mind  of  criticism  of  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances.

to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard.  I  urge  that 
because  every  member  of  the  Committee  on  Rules 
is  present  and  I  think  the  matter  could  be  threshed 
out  here.  The  Committee  on  Rules  is  made  up  of 
the  Chair  and  Coun.  Ballantyne  and  Collins,  and 
any  objection  could  be  made  here,  or  if  it  seemed 
in  the  wisdom  of  the  committee  best  not  to  transfer 
it,  it  could  be  so  decided  here. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— As  chariman  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules  I  have  no  objection  to  calling 
that  committee   during  recess.

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  COLLINS  said; 

Mr.  President,  you  have  just  laid  over  under  the 
rules  three  orders;  first,  one  of  $2,300  for  a  conven- 
tion to  be  here  very  soon,  namely,  that  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus.  As  immediate  preparations 
must  be  made  and  the  date  will  soon  be  here,  I 
think  the  rules  ought  to  be  suspended  in  this 
particular.  Likewise,  Mr.  President,  concerning^ 
the  second  order,  that  of  Mr.  Chambers.  This 
Council,  after  it  was  on  the  table  for  some 
passed  an  order  giving  the  City  Audilni  (In 
to  appropriate  and  expend  a  sum  lu'i  excceilmg 
$100.  That  order  was  imperfectly  drawn,  sini^e 
no  specific  amount  was  stated.  That  matter  has 
been  before  this  committee  in  one  form  or  another 
for  the  last  month  or  to,  besides  being  before  the 
Committee  on  Claims.  I  believe  the  rule  ought 
to  be  suspended.  The  third  order,  namely,  one 
for    $2,nn0    for    police    station,     Matt:ipan,    your 
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suburban  district. 
Therefore,  I  move  that  the  rules  be  suspended  on 
those  three  orders  that  they  may  take  their  pas- 
sage forthwith.

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order  i(,r  the  transfer  of  .1ii2,00U  lor  iil.-ins  for  Police 
Stalioii,  MiiK.apan. 
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Coun.  SMITH—Whilo  I  am  in  fiivur  uf  tliat 
police  station  I  think  there  is  some  doubt  about 
how  much  money  we  ought  to  expend  in  buying 
plans  and  specifications.  This  makes  S12,000  this 
year;  $5,000  for  Roshndale,  S5,000  for  Ward  12, 
and  S2,000  for  this.  Now,  in  the  days  when  we 
had  a  municipal  architect  we  did  not  spend  as 
much  as  we  are  spending  now,  and  when  we  got 
the  plans  we  had  something  that  we  could  make 
somebody  live  up  to.  And  in  this  special  instance 
we  can  get  plans  for  nothing.  An  estimate  has 
already  been  made,  we  are  told,  bj'  an  architect 
well  qualified,  employed  in  other  city  work,  and 
while  I  am  in  favor  of  the  police  station  I  am  some- 
what in  doubt  as  to  how  many  of  these  plans  and 
specifications  we  ought  to  buy,  especially  as  they 
are  no  good  after  we  have  got  them.  We  buy 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  work  on  each  build- 
ing, and  we  expect  to  appropriate  §22,000  more. 
I  am  strongly  tempted  to  vote  against  this,  simply 
on  the  ground  that  if  we  put  up  a  few  hundred 
dollars  for  competitive  plans  we  would  get  more 
plans,  more  carefully  worked  out,  at  a  much 
cheaper  price.  I  feel  the  same — although  it  is  too 
late  to  act  upon  them — in  the  two  wards  we  have 
been  discussing  in  the  past.  We  buy  these  plans 
and  specifications  and  then  what  do  'we  do  with 
them?  The  Executive  Committee  has  not  seen 
fit  to  take  up  the  order  or  put  in  something  in 
regard  to  competition  for  architects  on  these  var- 
ious municipal  jobs.  Now,  that  would  be  a  cheaper 
way,  a  more  definite  way,  and  really  the  heads  of 
departments  would  welcome  it.  We  had  an  ex- 
perience this  afternoon  when  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner expressed  a  dislike  of  an  order  considered 
by  us  in  the  committee.  That  order  read  that 
he  should  have  the  naming  of  the  architect.  He 
did  not  want  to  name  the  architect,  did  not  want 
to  have  anything  to  do  with  it.  He  was  very 
frank  on  the  subject.  Of  course  he  differs  from  the 
Mayor  in  that  respect;  the  Mayor  enjoys  naming 
the  architect,  apparently.  But  I  think  the  most 
of  the  heads  of  departments  would  appreciate 
having  competition.  I  think  it  is  about  time  to 
call  a  halt  on  these  appropriations  for  plans  which 
are  not  lived  up  to. 

Coun.  COLLINS — The  argument  of  the  gentle- 
man may  be  reduced  to  this:  If  a  volunteer  should 
come  along  and  submit  plans  the  gentleman  would 
very  properly  come  forward,  as  perhaps  some  of  my 
associates  would,  and  say,  "Why,  see  here,  this 
man  has  not  been  employed  by  the  city;  how  do 
we  know  that  the  proposition  on  which  he  bases 
these  plans  will  be  carried  out?"  Why,  Mr. 
President,  the  very  reason  that  perhaps  that  order 
did  not  take  its  passage  to-day  was  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  gentleman  w'as  against 
appropriating  the  money  when  all  of  the  police 
stations  wer«  set  before  us.  Now,  he  is  con- 
stantly, it  seems  to  me,  going  into  the  executive 
and  administrative  branches  of  the  government 
and  doing  the  work.  He  says  that  if  this  archi- 
tect, whoever  he  may  be,  gets  a  certain  amount  of 
money  for  plans,  there  is  too  much  money  spent 
for  plans.  If  the  work  is  done  properly  it  will  be 
subtracted'  from  his  commission  and  he  will  not 
be  paid  for  the  plans.  It  simply  means  this,  that 
the  plans  are  accepted.  So  that  the  gentleman  who 
has  just  spoken  will  have  no  cause  for  objection. 
Now,  in  a  nutshell,  if  this  order  is  not  passed  the 
gentleman  verj'  properly  may  come  before  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  say,  "Where  are  the 
plans  and  estimates?  He  is  simply  a  volunteer 
and  for  that  reason  his  action  should  not  and  will 
not  bind  the  Committee  on  Finance."  In  other 
w^ords,  if  the  executive  does  his  duty  and  the  * 
administrative  department  does  its  duty,  this  man, 
whoever  he  may  be,  will  not  get  specially  paid  for 
these  plans,  but  that  money  will  be  deducted  from 
his  commission,  as  it  ought  to  be.  I  hope  that 
the  order  will  pass,  that  the  district  of  Dorchester, 
a  district  comprising  about  120,000  people,  will 
receive  proper  police  protection.  It  is  true  that 
they  have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  men  there, 
but  it  is  ridiculous  for  us  to  sit  here  as  members 
of  the  Council  and  fail  to  do  something  which  will 
better  the  organization  of  the  Police  Department 
in  the  Dorche.ster  district. 

Coun.  SMITH — Of  course,  I  realize  that  the 
last  speaker  has  this  proposition  very  much  at 
heart,  but  I  think  in  his  interest  in  the  subject 
he  has  overlooked  my  attitude.  I  want  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  this  proposition  of  pay- 
ing $12,000  for  three  sets  of  plans.  Of  course,  we 
want  police  stations.  I  was  the  one  who  sug- 
gested that  movement  in  this  Council.  But  do 
we  want  to  keep  paying  out  $5,000  and  $2,000  for 


plans  and  specifications  w'hen  we  might  have  a 
city  architect  do  the  work  cheaper  and  have  some 
responsiljle  per.son  held  to  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations? Of  course,  the  Finance  Commission — 
I  say  it  with  bated  breath — reported  against  the 
municipal  architect,  and  it  would  be  unwise  to 
raise  a  voice  against  that  decision;  but  neverthe- 
less it  was  much  cheaper  and  we  had  some  respon- 
sible city  authority  to  hold  up  to  the  plans  and 
specifications  when  we  were  done,  and  I  am  only 
wondering  as  these  appropriations  for  this  pur- 
pose pile  up,  and  as  they  come  by  the  sale  of  bonds, 
mind  you, — it  is  not  money  from  the  taxpayers; 
it  is  money  raised;  we  are  mortgaging  the  city 
for  these  plans — I  am  wondering  whether  we  are  not 
going  too  far.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this,  as  1 
have  voted  for  all  these  loans,  but  I  am  beginning 
to  wonder  in  my  own  mind  whether  I  am  doing 
right.  There  are  a  number  of  men  on  the  outside 
who  have  called  my  attention  to  the  absurdity  of 
the  proposition;  there  are  a  number  of  architects 
who  would  be  willing  to  go  into  competition  on 
this  thing.  Yet  somebody  is  going  to  be  given 
the  naming  of  the  architect  and  then  you  are  going 
to  be  issuing  bonds  for  the  plans,  and  then  the 
Councilman  says  that  that  $2,000  is  going  to  be 
deducted  from  the  architect's  fee,  but,  of  course, 
he  is  not  the  administrative  end  of  the  city.  I 
only  wanted  to  call  this  thought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council,  because  I  think  in  the  near  future  we 
ought  to  be  able  to  take  some  different  attitude, 
possibly  the  competitive  plans  of  architects. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  Uke  to 
state,  for  the  benefit  of  the  members,  just  what  this 
is.  This  is  a  transfer  from  the  Reserve  Fund  and  not 
a  loan  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  am  very  glad  of  the  correc- 
tion; the  previous  ones  have  all  been  by  loan. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 


SPECIAL   MEETING, 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  like  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
at  this  time  to  the  order  passed  June  23  providing 
for  a  meeting  which  is  to  be  held  to-morrow  even- 
ing, July  8,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  Hearing 
Room,  in  reference  to  the  proposed  contract  for 
street  lighting. 


RULES. 


Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  submitted  a  report  on  resolves  (referred 
to-day)  transferring  various  orders  relating  to  the 
extension  of  building  limits  from  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard — 
that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  rejection  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — ^This  is  a  matter  which  is  rather 
delicate  to  discuss  because  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  has  not  been  with  us  for 
a  good  while,  and  his  health  is  not  a  thing  to  ad- 
vertise. At  the  same  time,  I  think  the  urgency 
for  some  action  on  the  building  limit  is  so  great 
that  the  matter  ought  to  be  placed  with  a  com- 
mittee that  would  act.  It  was  with  the  best  of  faith 
that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
agreed  to  have  a  meeting  when  he  was  last  here 
and  it  is  because  of  physical  incapacity  that  he  is 
unable  to  perform,  and  yet  this  matter  has  been 
before  us  for  nearly  three  years.  The  order  which 
I  put  in  on  February  17  is  still  pigeonholed.  That 
allowed  for  some  action  to  be  taken  by  May  1,  and 
the  fire  hazard  is  increasing.  After  the  danger 
which  the  city  went  through  on  the  Fourth  of  July 
it  would  seem  wise  for  this  Council  to  get  in  action 
as  soon  as  possible  on  the  subject,  besides  which  we 
do  not  want  to  throw  ourselves  open  to  the  charge 
which  some  people  are  making  on  the  outside  that 
this  matter  is  being  held  up  for  ulterior  motives; 
we  do  not  want  to  throw  ourselves  open  to  the 
charge  that  we  are  dilatory  in  our  tactics,  that  we 
are  catering  to  sections  of  the  city  whose  votes  we 
want.  We  do  not  want  to  have  future  govern- 
ments saying  that  we  were  blind  to  the  necessities 
of  the  future  city,  and  that  we  never  ought  to  have 
allowed  the  city  to  get  into  a  position  where  it  was 
open  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  to  a  terrible 
catastrophe.  And  even  though  this  e.xtension  of 
the  building  limits  is  favored  by  the  Mayor  of  this 
city,  we  do  not  want  to  let  people  on  the  outside 
say  that  the  prejudice  of  this  Council  against  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  is  so  great  that  we  will  not  act 
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on  a  great  public  question.  If  the  question  is  really 
of  importance  to  the  citizens  of  this  town  we  ought 
to  be  broad  enough  to  throw  our  prejudices  one 
side  and  take  this  matter  up.  I  therefore  regret 
that  we  cannot  put  this  subject  into  a  committee 
that  would  act  on  it  promptly.  I  trust  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  will  be  recon- 
sidered, but  if  it  is  impossible  my  final  hope  is  that 
the  committee  will  act  promptly. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  wanted  to  repeat 
just  what  I  said  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  to 
the  councilor  on  my  right  during  recess.  This 
morning  the  councilor  on  my  right  telephoned  me 
in  connection  with  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
and  I  promised  him  then  that  if  Coun.  Coulthurst 
was  not  present  at  the  meeting  to-day  I  would  try 
to  get  him  this  afternoon  and  arrange  for  either  he 
or  I  to  call  a  meeting.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Conunittee  on  Ordinances,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  committee  I  was  elected  chairman  until  such 
time  as  the  permanent  chairman  was  able  to  attend 
to  his  duties.  At  the  close  of  that  meeting  I  said 
that  if  the  chairman  failed  to  be  able  to  attend  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council  that  I  would  im- 
mediately call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances.  The  chairman  attended  that  meeting 
and  expected  to  be  able  to  attend  to  .his  duties,  so, 
therefore,  I  did  not  consider  that  I  had  the  right 
to  call  a  meeting.  I  have  done  as  I  agreed  to;  I 
have  tried  to  reach  the  chairman  of  that  committee 
to-day,  and  find  that  he  is  out  of  the  city  and  will 
return  on  Monday.  I  stated  to  the  committee  and 
to  the  gentleman  on  my  right  that  I  will  imme- 
diately upon  his  return  to  the  city  get  into  com- 
munication with  him  and  arrange  for  either  he  or  I 
to  call  a  meeting  at  a  very  early  date. 

Coun.  COLLINS— The  Committee  on  Rules  of 
this  Council  acted,  in  my  opinion,  as  it  should  act 
with  an  order  of  this  kind.  When  the  new  charter 
came  in  in  1910  it  was  resolved  by  the  members 
of  that  Council  that  there  should  be  as  few  com- 
mittees as  possible,  and  that  the  committees,  it 
being  a  small  body,  should  consist  of  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Council,  so  much  so  that  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  was  one  of  the  large 
committees,  comprising  the  nine  members  of  the 
Council.  The  committee  to  which  the  gentleman 
wants  it  changed  consists  of  five  members  of  the 
Council.  Therefore,  when  it  comes  to  a  question  of 
delay,  if  the  gentleman  is  earnest  he  should  expect 
a  much  greater  delay  in  the  committee  of  the  whole 
than  in  a  committee  consisting  only  of  a  portion 
of  the  Council.  In  the  second  place,  some  time 
ago  this  City  Council  designated  the  gentleman  • 
who  has  served  in  this  Council  and  in  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen  continuously  for  a  longer  period 
than  any  other  member  sitting  before  you,  and 
designated  him  as  the  chairman  of  that  comnrittee, 
the  committee  of  nine  members  of  the  City  Council. 
It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  the  Committee  on  Rules 
acted  wisely  and  justly,  and  particularly  in  view  of 
the  gentleman's-  statement,  namely,  the  gentle- 
man from  Roxbury,  when  he  stated  that  he  talked 
with  the  other  member,  the  gentleman  from  the 
Back  Bay,  only  this  morning  and  was  making 
tentative  arrangements  to  bring  about  the  calling 
of  this  committee.  I  think  we  all  want  this  matter 
acted  on  as  promptly  as  may  be;  I  certainly  do.  I 
hope  the  committee's  report  may  be  accepted. 

Coun.  SMITH — Isn't  it  queer  that  we  all  want 
actio'n  and  in  two  years  and  a  half  we  can't  get  it'/ 


■  Coun.  BALLANTYNE~I  did  not  intend  to 
again  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the 
meeting  of  February  3,  1912 — the  last  meeting 
of  the  year  1911-12.  1  called  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  that  meeting  about  a  month  ago. 
I  am  very  sorry  to  have  to  call  their  attention  to  it 
again,  but  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  on  my 
right  leave  me  no  alternative.  I  do  not  propose 
to  sit  here  and  have  the  general  public  think  for  a 
moment  that  I  am  tied  hand  and  foot  by  any  body 
of  men,  that  I  am  afraid  to  meet  the  question  of 
the  extension  of  the  building  limits.  I  have 
said  ever  since  that  matter  came  before  the  Council, 
and  I  believe,  that  an  extension  of  the  building 
limits  is  necessary  for  this  city,  and  there  is  nothing 
for  me  to  say  here  but  to  say  to  the  gentleman  on 
my  right  that  he  is  solely  to  blame  for  the  entire 
delay.  Only  for  his  action  at  the  meeting  on  the 
third  day  of  February,  1912,  the  first  section  of 
the  limits  would  have  gone  into  effect  on  .luly  1, 
1912,  and  the  other  would  have  gone  into  effect 
on  July  1,  1914.  So  there  is  where  the  blame 
belongs,  and  I  think  that  the  gentleman  ought  to 
shoulder  the  blame  and  not  the  other  members  of 
the  Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — Fortunately  my  shoulders  are 
broad  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  shoulder 
the  blame,  because  I  absolutely  was  against  the 
extension  of  the  building  limits  so  gradually  that 
the  builders  could  constantly  keep  ahead  of  the 
city.  That  was  the  proposition  which  the  com- 
mittee reported  and  it  was  turned  down  at  that 
meeting  largely  owing  to  the  opposition,  as  the  last 
speaker  has  said,  of  myself.  I  absolutely  was 
opposed  to  the  gradual,  very  gradual,  extension 
of  the  building  limits, — so  gradual  that  in  one 
place  in  the  Dudley  street  district  it  extended 
the  building  limits  only  one  block.  Such  an 
extension  seemed  to  me  not  to  show  good  faith  and 
I  fought  against  it,  asking  that  the  plan  suggested 
by  Fire  Commissioner  Daly  at  the  time  be  the  plan 
adopted.  That  I  would  do  over  again.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  had  advocated  thatvwe 
extend  the  building  limits  to  the  entire  city.  The 
Fire  Commissioner  had  come  in  with  a  plan  which 
was  just  short  of  the  entire  city.  Then,  fearing 
that  he  would  not  get  in  so  much,  he  came  in  with 
a  still  narrower  plan,  going  down  Seaver  street 
and  Columbia  road,  and  that  was  the  plan  I 
offered.  I  was  perfectly  consistent  in  my  opposi- 
tion to  such  a  narrow  limit  as  the  last  speaker 
advocated.  Not  only  that,  but  I  made  m.v 
intention  at  that  meeting  known  before  the  com- 
mittee, to  the  majority  of  the  committee,  to  the 
majority  of  the  Council,  as  the  records  of  that 
meeting  will  show.  Doubtless  the  Council  does 
not  care  to  go  into  the  matter  in  detail  at  this  time. 
The  order  was  rejected. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  moved  a  general  recim, 
sideration  of  all  business  transa'cted  at  the  meeting- 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.    Lost.

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Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Tuesday,  July  8,  1913. 

Meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the  Hearing 
Room,  City  Hall,  at  seven  o'clock  p.  m..  President 
KENNY  in  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  present. 

The  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
a  public  hearing,  in  accordance  mth  section  6  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  on  the  proposed 
contracts  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany for  street  lighting. 

The  order  under  which  the  hearing  was  held  and 
a  copy  of  the  ad'vertisement  in  the  City  Record 
were  read  by  the  Assistant  City  Clerk. 

Mr.  Louis  K.  Rourke,  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  stated  the  negotiations  leading  up  to  the 
proposed  contract  with  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company.  The  offer  submitted  by  the  gas 
company  is  S21.50  per  lamp  per  year,  a  saving  of 
$2.50  per  lamp  per  year,  or  a  saving  of  $25,000  a 
year  on  lO.OQO  lamps. 

Mr.  Edgar  N.  Wrightington,  vice  president  of 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  stated 
that  the  contract  was  in  two  parts,  the  part  relative 
to  the  furnishing  of  the  gas  and  the  part  providing 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  lamps.  The  contract 
is  divided  on  an  arbitrary  basis,  so  that  the  total 
price  is  $21.50  per  lamp  per  year.  He  stated  that 
it  was  the  intention  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  in  the  event  of  the  contract  being 
approved,  to  sublet  the  maintenance  to  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company,  the  present  con- 
tractor, because  they  are  in  a  position  to  operate 
the  contract  cheaper  than  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  for  the  reason  that  the  present  con- 
tractor already  has  its  equipment  installed,  and 
also  that  the  Rising  Sun  Gas  Light  Companj'  is  a 
subsidiary  of  the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting  Com- 
pany and  of  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany, operating  lamps  all  over  the  country. 

He  stated  that  while  the  price  charged  the  city 
for  gas  at  the  present  time  is  78  cents  a  thousand, 
and  the  price  under  the  new  contract  is  to  be  80 
cents  per  thousand,  this  is  really  not  an  advance, 
because  if  the  gas  were  to  be  charged  at  78  cents, 
the  price  charged  for  maintenance  would  have  to 
be  more.  Under  the  new  contract  the  lamps  will 
be  of  60  candle  power,  and  that  if  there  were  lamps 
which  should  not  give  that  candle  power  they 
should  be  replaced  with  60  candle  power  lamps. 

Mr.  Wrightington  stated  that  a  clause  in  the 
contract  provided  for  notice  be'ng  given  to  the 
gas  company  when  the  lamps  were  not  up  to  60 
candle  power,  and  that  some  criticism  had  been 
made  on  the  ground  that  it  might  be  possible  for 
the  gas  company,  by  changing  the  mantles,  or 
otherwise,  to  bring  up  the  lamps  which  had  been 
below  this  candle  power  to  the  required  candle 
power  before  the  examination  was  made.  He 
stated  that  this  would  not  be  possible  for  the  gas 
company  to  do,  because  they  would  not  know  in 
advance  which  lamps  were  to  be  tested,  nor  would 
the  city  allow  them  to  interfere  with  the  lamps 
between  the  time  of  the  notice  and  the  time  of 
making  the  test. 

He  stated  also  that  there  was  a  provision  in  the 
contract  that  if  there  was  a  sainng  in  the  opefation 
of  the  lamps,  by  means  of  automatic  devices,  or 
otherwise,  if  the  same  amounted  to  one  dollar  or 
over,  one-half  of  the  .saving  should  be  allowed  to 
the  city. 

He  also  compared  the  proposed  contract  with 
the  present  contract,  showing  that  under  the  pro- 
posed contract  there  will  be  a  saving  to  the  city 
of  $2.50  per  lamp  per  year,  with  a  possible  further 
saving  due  to  the  introduction  of  automatic  devices. 

It  the  city  does  its  own  lighting,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  it  to  buy  equipment,  causing  a  large  ex- 
pense for  the  original  cost,  as  well  as  for  interest 


and  depreciation.  There  is  also  the  danger  that 
should  the  city  purchase  automatic  devices,  it  may 
be  fovind  later  that  the  devices  purchased  are  not 
the  best  adapted  for  the  purpose,  and  the  city 
would  have  done  better  to  have  purchased  some 
other  kind. 

There  being  no  one  else  who  desired  to  be  heard 
in  favor  of  the  proposed  contract,  the  President 
called  for  those  who  were  opposed  to  it,  and  Mr. 
Henry  E.  Hagan,  representing  the  Conrmittee  on 
Municipal  and  Metropolitan  Affairs  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  stated  that  a  proposition  had  been 
submitted  six  months  ago  by  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  for  the  approval  of  the  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  Finance  Commission.  At 
that  time  the  committee  reported  that  it  seemed 
to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  city  ought 
to  own  its  own  lamps,  that  the  lamps  should  be  of 
the  most  modern  type,  that  the  city  should  be 
absolutely  free  to  adopt  at  any  time  whatever 
improvements  seemed  to  promise  better  and 
cheaper  light.  The  Chamber  reiterates  its  opinion 
expressed  at  that  time  that  the  city  should  purchase 
its  own  lamps,  that  the  care  of  the  lamps  be  en- 
trusted to  the  city's  own  employees,  and  that  a 
supply  of  gas  be  contracted  for  with  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  directly  and  at  such 
favorable  rates  as  the  city's  place  as  a  large  cus- 
tomer would  entitle  it  to  receive. 

Mr.  James  B.  Moriarty,  representing  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union,  stated  that  his  organization 
had  repeatedly  gone  on  record  in  favor  of  munic- 
ipal ownership. 

Mr.  Cornelius  J.  Desmond,  as  a  citizen  of  Boston, 
appeared  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  contract. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Ufford  of  Dorchester  opposed 
the  contract,  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  city 
should  use  electricity  for  lighting,  and  that  the 
large  water  powers  in  the  state  to  the  north  of  us 
could  be  used  for  the  development  of  this  electricity. 
He  compared  the  prices  for  light  in  Toronto  and 
Keokuk,  Iowa,  with  those  charged  in  Boston  by 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Long,  representing  some  interests 
which  are  ready  to  form  a  company  and  submit 
bids  for  a  lighting  contract,  stated  that  the  speci- 
fications in  the  calls  for  bids  have  been  so  framed 
as  to  shut  out  everyone  except  a  Philadelphia 
concern.  He  urged  that  the  contract  be  re,iected, 
and  that  the  specifications  be  so  drawn  in  the  future 
as  to  give  Boston  men  a  chance  to  furnish  the 
light.  He  stated  that  should  the  proposed  contract 
be  entered  into,  it  would  result  in  the  citv  paying 
$250,000  or  .$300,000  for  an  equipment  which  has 
already  been  in  use  for  twenty-five  years,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  maintaining  and  operating  expenses. 
Under  the  proposed  contract  it  is  optional  with 
the  gas  company  whether  they  will  introduce 
automatic  devices  or  not,  and  that  inasmuch  as 
nothing  had  been  done  in  this  direction  during 
the  time  that  the  present  contract  had  been  in 
existence,  he  believed  that  in  the  future  no  auto- 
matic devices  would  be  installed  by  the  company, 
unless  they  were  absolutely  forced  to  do  so. 

In  response  to   a  question  by  Coun.   Buckley,  , 
Mr.  Long   stated  that  he  did  not  wish  to  give   the 
names  of  the  gentlemen  whom  he  represented  at 
the  present  time. 

Mr.  Thomas  H.  Dowd,  appearing  as  a  citizen  of 
Boston,  objected  to  the  contract  because  there  is 
nothing  in  it  which  provides  for  anything  in  the 
way  of  improvements  in  the  future,  and  nothing 
which  gives  the  City  of  Boston  a  chance  to  have 
any  reduction  made  in  the  future  cost  of  maintain- 
ing or  operating  the  lights. 

Mr.  Timothy  W.  Kelley,  president  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Council  of  City  Employees'  Unions,  stated 
that  his  organization  was  opposed  to  any  contract 
whatsoever. 

Mr.  James  J.  Burns,  representing  the  Federation 
of  State,  City  and  Town  Employees,  stated  that 
his  organization  was  opposed  to  the  giving  of  the 
contract  to  anybody,  but  that  the  city  should  do 
its  own  lighting, 

Mr,  Edward  F.  Connolly,  representing  the 
Lamplighters'  Union,  stated  that  his  organization 
was  in  favor  of  municipal  ownership. 

There  being  no  one  else  who  desired  to  be  heard, 
the  hearing  was  declared  closed,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned.

FIRE   LIMITS. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  drawing  of  jurors 
Mayor  Fitzgerald  said:  Gentlemen  of  the  City 
Council:  Under  the  provisions  of  section  7  of  the 
city  charter  the  Mayor  is  authorized  at  any  time 
he-  wishes,  and  on  any  subject  that  he  desires,  to 
address  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  and  I 
am  going  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
that  is  offered  to-day  by  reason  of  my  presence 
in  the  Council  to  say  a  word  to  the  City  Council 
at  the  present  time  in  regard  to  what  I  consider 
to  be  a  proper  subject  for  legislation — in  regard 
to  the  extension  of  the  fire  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  "This  matter  has  been  before  the  Council 
in  various  forms  during  the  past  two  or  three 
years  and  no  action  has  been  taken,  and  because 
of  various  fires  that  have  occurred  in  Boston, 
fortunately  not  involving  the  loss  of  life,  and 
serious  fires  that  have  occurred  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  due  to  the  inflammable  nature  of  the 
buildings,  the  people  of  this  comnmnity,  and  I 
think  of  all  communities  in  the  United  States, 
are  wrought  up  to  an  immoderate  degree  in  this 
particular  matter.  Boston  is  considered  an  idea  1 
city  by  most  people.  In  fact,  when  the  Committee 
on  Naval  Affairs  was  here  a  week  ago  Saturday, 
Judge  Witherspoon  said  at  the  dinner  that  he  had 
pictured  to  himself  for  many  years  the  ideal  city 
but  he  never  expected  to  witness  one,  but  that  he 
had  found  one  in  Boston.  I  had  taken  the  com- 
mittee through  the  park  system;  shown  them  the 
bath  houses  at  L  street  and  at  City  Point;  took 
them  through  some  of  the  avenues  in  Boston's 
park  system;  visited  the  Mattapan  Hospital; 
Franklin  Field,  where  they  were  playing  bowls — the 
English  and  Scottish  game  of  bowls — as  well  as 
baseball_  and  cricket,  and  the  girls  and  young 
men  playing  tennis;  and  I  brought  them  into 
the  locker  building  there  and  in  two  or  three  other 
pla>'grounds  of  the  city,  and  then  througli  the 
metropolitan  areas  of  Boston.  I  was  very  careful 
to  keep  them  away  from  that  section  of  the  city 


where  the  combustible  tenement  houses  exist, 
because  I  think  they  are  a  disgrace  to  Boston.  So 
they  went  away  with  the  impression  that  Boston 
was  an'ideal  city  from  what  they  had  seen.  I  do 
not  think,  if  they  knew  the  conditions  that  exist  in 
certain  residential  sections  of  the  city,  that  they 
would  have  had  any  such  impressions.  ,  A  week 
or  more  ago  while  I  was  on  my  w.ay  to  Washington 
I  got  to  discussing  the  matter  of  buildings  with  a 
gentleman  from  Wilmington,  Del.  He  told  me 
that  long  ago  they  had  active  ordinances  which 
forbade  wooden  structures  of  all  kinds,  and  that  it 
is  impossible  even  to  repair  wooden  structures  of 
any  kind  in  the  city  of  Wilmington.  I  think  that 
is  largely  true  of  construction  methods  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  and  Philadelphia  is  a  city  that  has 
not  always  been  accused  of  good  government,  yet 
the  members  of  the  government  there  have  had 
such  a  realization  of  their  duty  in  regard  to  the  lives 
of  the  people  that  long  ago  such  structures  as  are 
building  in  Boston  at  the  present  time  were  posi- 
tively forbidden  by  law  in  Philadelphia,  with  the 
result  that,  although  the  city  has  a  population 
almost  twice  as  big  as  Boston,  the  cost  of  its  fire 
department  is  less,  and  people  who  live  even  in 
those  sections  of  the  city  where  the  smallest  rents 
prevail  feel  that  thej'  have  a  reasonable  amount  of 
safety  in  the  establishments  in  which  they  live. 
A  short  time  ago  a  little  investigation  I  made 
showed  me  that  more  than  one-half  of  the  taxable 
area  in  the  City  of  Boston  still  remains  to  be  cov- 
ered, and  it  does  seem  to  me  under  the  circum- 
stances that  when  we  know  with  our  own  eyes 
what  is  going  on  in  the  Dorchester  district  and  how 
narrowly  the  community  has  been  saved  a  holocaust 
— hundreds  of  lives  might  have  been  lost  there 
for  all  that  we  have  done — it  does  seem  to  me 
that  we  should  realize  our  responsibility  in  the 
matter  and  act  with  that  degree  of  intelligence  and 
care,  and  in  accordance  with  our  oath  of  office, 
that  the  people  who  elected  us  to  serve  their 
interests,  and  not  any  particular  interest,  have  a 
right  to  expect  from  us.  I  would  not  take  advan- 
tage of  this  opportunity  which  the  charter  gives 
me  if  I  did  not  think  that  the  situation  is  not  only 
important  but  very  crucial,  and  it  is  nonsense  for 
us  to  go  on  making  huge  expenditures  for  our  Fire 
Department  and  for  the  extension  of  our  water 
mains  when  the  money  could  be  used  to  advan- 
tage in  other  departments,  unless  we  are  going  to 
continue  to  permit  the  erection  of  combustible 
buildings  which  are  invitations  to  disaster.  Chief 
Murphy  of  Dorchester  told  me  that  in  the  Fourth 
of  July  fire  the  shingles  went  off  the  buildings  like 
fire  balloons.  And  the  investigations  of  Mr.  Cole, 
the  Fire  Commissioner,  show  that  in  an  ordinary 
wind  some  of  those  embers  were  carried  a  distance 
of  1,400  feet,  and  that  there  were  nine  of  those 
buildings  on  fire,  not  before  the  water  was  put 
upon  the  flames  but  before  the  alarm  was  responded 
to — and  it  was  responded  to  by  the  motor  appa- 
ratus. Nine  of  those  buUdings  were  on  fire  before 
the  first  firemen  had  arrived  on  the  scene.  Across 
the  water  they  have  no  such  charges  as  we  have 
for  fire  department  purposes.  A  big  fire  that 
■  would  cause  a  loss  of  SIOO.OOO  is  so  rare  as  to  occa- 
sion widespread  comment  in  the  newspapers,  and 
inasmuch  as  Boston  at  the  present  time  has  the 
record  of  a  bigger  fire  loss  per  capita  than  any  other 
city  in  the  country,  it  does  seem  to  me  time  that  we 
should  realize  our  duty  upon  this  very  important 
matter.

Whereas,  It  is  asserted  that  ownership  by  a 
combination  of  railroad  and  mining  interests  of 
more  than  85  per  cent  of  the  anthracite  coal  mined 
in  the  Pennsylvania  fields,  together  with  their 
alleged  control  of  the  retail  market,  constitute  a 
monopoly  inimical  to  the  welfare  of  the  country; 

Whereas,  It  is  stated  that  the  recent  increase 
in  wages  of  mine  workers,  amounting  to  $4,500,000 
annuajly,  has  been  offset  by  an  unjustifiable  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  coal  to  the  consumer,  amount- 
ing to  $13,000,000  annually; 

Whereas,  It  is  claimed  that  the  recently  imposed 
tax  of  2^  per  cent  on  all  coal  mined  and  shipped 


from  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  con- 
stitutes an  added  burden  upon  the  coal  consumer 
who  is  forced  to  pay  a  corresponding  increase  in 
the  price  of  coal; 

Whereas,  It  has  been  affirmed  that  the  coal 
deposits  underlying  the  soil  of  the  United  States 
are  a  national  resource  to  be  enjoyed  by  the 
country  as  a  whole; 

Whereas,  Coal  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
heat,  and  for  industrial  uses,  is  as  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  life  as  an  unrestricted  supply 
of  food,  the  supply  thereof  being  now  under 
control  of  alleged  illegal  and  unlawful  interests; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  THiat  the  Boston  City  Council  places 
itself  on  record  as  favoring  the  institution  by  the 
Federal  Government  of  immediate  proceedings, 
with  a  view  to  the  early  establishment  of  govern- 
ment ownership  of  the  coal  mines  of  the  country;

EXTENSION   OF   BUILDING   LIMITS. 

The  following  were  received:    '

To  the  City  Council: 

I  hope  that  the  City  Council  will  not  delay  action 
'on  the  matters  now  before  it  extending  the  fire 
limits  of  the  city.  I  know  of  no  proposition  that 
has  come  before  your  honorable  body  during  my 
administration  that  is  more  worthy  of  immediate 
consideration  than  this  very  vital  question. 
Hardly  a  day  passes  #but  some  conflagration, 
involving  not  only  the  loss  of  property  but  the 
loss  of  lives,  reminds  us  of  the  neglect  that  has 
been  ours  for  liiany  years.  Boston  is  looked  upon 
as  an  ideal  city  in  many  respects,  but  surely  in 
the  matter  of  the  regulation  of  building  construc- 
tion it  is  far  from  ideal.  The  health  and  safety 
of  the  people  should  be  the  first  business  of  those 
in  control  of  the  government,  and  when  a  situation 
exists  in  many  sections  of  the  city  where  the  lives 
of  the  citizens,  particularly  innocent  women  and 
children,  are  in  grave  danger,  certainly  our  duty  is 
very  clear. 

One  of  the  reasons  advanced  heretofore  for  the 
failure  to  extend  the  fire  limits  has  been  the  cheap- 
ness of  wooden  construction  over  brick  construc- 
tion, with  a  consequent  lessening  of  the  cost  of 
tenements.  I  think  an  investigation  of  the  cost  of 
construction  will  show  very  little  difference  between 
wood  and  brick,  surely  not  enough  to  warrant  the 
chances  that  are  being  taken  now  by  thousands 
of  people  who  live  in  flimsy  wooden  structures, 
large  numbers  of  which  are  put  together  merely 
for  sale,  and  which  are  veritable  fire  traps  in  a  dry, 
warm  season  such  as  we  have  recently  experienced. 

I    therefore    respectfully    urge    your    honorable 
body    to    give    this    most    important    matter   the 
earnest  consideration  which  it  deserves.

Dear  Sir, — In  my  annnal  report  submitted  to 
you  February  1,  1913,  I  made  the  following 
recommendation  in  regard  to  the  btdlding  limits: 

"2.  The  building  of  Sre  limits  should  be 
extended  to  include  all  of  Charlestown.  all  of 
South  Boston,  all  that  part  of  East  Boston  south 
and  w^st  of  Trumbull  street,  and  all  that  part  of 
Boston  north  and  east  of  a  line  beginning  at  the 
intersection  of  the  extension  of  Columbia  road  and 
the  Old  Harbor,  then  southwesterly  through 
Columbia  road  to  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Seaver 
street,  to  Columbus  avenue,  to  Atherion  street, 
to  Mozart  street,  to  Chestnut  street,  to  Sheridan 
street,  to  Centre  street,  to  Perkins  street,  to  South 
Huntington  avenue,  to  Castleton  street,  to  the 
Brooldine  boundary  line-." 

This  recommendation  was  the  result  of  a  year's 
study  as  Fire  Commi^oner.  and  six  months' 
service  on  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Hazard  Com- 
mission, with  a  special  study  of  fire  prevention. 
Sine*  the  report  was  forwarded  I  have  made  a 
further  study  of  the  question,  and  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  whole  city  should  be 
included  in  the  building  limits,  but  perhaps  it 
would  not  be  wise  to  do  so  at  once. 

I  would,  however,  make  the  following  addition 
to  my  recommendation: 

The  extension  of  the  building  limits  to  include 
that  part  of  Brighton  beginning  at  the  junction  of 
Essex  street  and  Charles  river,  along  Charles 
river  to  Watertown  Bridge:  from  Watertown  Bridge 
through  Western  avenue,  both  sides,  to  Market 
street:  through  Market  street,  both  sides,  to  Wash- 
ington street;  throxigh  Washington  street,  both 
sides,  to  Brookline  boundary  line;  along  Brookline 
boundary  line  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Esex 
street;  through  Essex  street  to  Charles  river, 
point  of  beginning. 

I  think  all  of  Brighton  might  be  included  within 
the  building  Unuts  without  any  great  hardship, 
as  in  that  part  not  included  in  the  above  recom- 
mendation there  are  many  public  buHdingC 
churches,  hospitals,  etc..  that  are  already  of  first 
or  second  class  construction.

My  dear  Sir, — ^In  regard  to  the  extension  of  the 
fire  limits  in  Ward  2.5,  I  would  like  to  suggest  that 
they  be  extended  to  the  B<ston  4  Albany  Railroad 
track  on  the  north  and  northeast,  ilarket  street 
and  Chestnut  TTill  street  on  the  northwest  and 
west,  and  the  Brookline  line  on  the  south. 

As  you  probably  know,  I  have  large  real  estate 
interests  in  this  ward,  controlling  approximately' 
2,000,000  feet  of  vacant  land,  all  of  which  are 
within  the  area  I  have  mentioned.  By  extending 
this  limit  it  would  eventually  increase  the  value 
of  all  property  in  this  district,  but  in  ease  some- 
thing is  not  done  immediately  to  prevent  the 
erection  of  the  ordinary  wooden  three  deckers  we 
are  boimd  to  suffer  in  our  development  financially, 
as  well  as  endangering  the  whole  community  with 
these  fire  traps  which  are  a  great  damage  to  any 
first-class  location-  They  are  fast  making  inroads 
in  this  section,  which  is  by  far  the  best  undeveloped 
district  of  Boston.

Dear  Sir. — ^I  have  given  due .  consideration  to 
the  questions  propounded  in  the  following  order 
of  the  City  Council,  passed  July  7: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  sub- 
mit his  opinion  on  the  following  questions: 

Can  the  City  of  Boston  erect  and  maintain  a 
plant  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  municipalitj? 

What  rights,  if  any,  has  the  city  to  enter  into 
the  ice  and  coal  busine^  to  supply  same  to  its 
inhabitants  if  the  undertaking  is  to  sell  supplies 
at  actual  cost? 

Questions  of  jgimilar  import  have  been  presented 
to  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  with  a  view  to 
legislation  upon  the  subject  contained  in  the  order 
of  the  City  Cotmeil  and  have  been  answered  by 
the  justices  in  the  following  opinions: 

Opinions  of  the  Justices,  1-55  Mass.  598. 

Opinions  of  the  Justices,  182  Mas.  605. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  five  of  the  justices,  re- 
ported in  1-55  Mass.  59S.  that  the  Legislature  had 
no  power  under  the  Constitution  to  authorize 
cities  and  towns  within  the  Commonwealth  to  buy 
coal  and  wood  for  the  purpose  of  sale  to  their 
inhabitants  for  fueL  The  justices  in  their  answer 
say: 

"But  when  the  Constitution  was  adopted  the 
buying  and  selling  of  wood  and  coal  for  fuel  was  a 
well  known  form  of  private  business  which  was 
generally  carried  on  as  other  kinds  of  business  were 
carried  on,  and  is  now  carried  on  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  it  was  then.  It  was  and  is  a  kind 
of  business  which  in  its  relation  to  the  community 
did  not  and  does  not  differ  essentially  from  the 
business  of  buying  and  selling  any  other  of  the 
necessaries  of  life.  Although  all  kinds  of  business 
may  be  regulated  by  the  Legislature,  yet  to  buj- 
and  sell  coal  and  wood  for  fuel  requires  no  authority 
from  the  Legislature  and  requires  the  exercise  of 
no  powers  derived  from  the  Legislature;  and  ever>- 
person  who  chooses  can  engage  in  it  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  buying  and  selling  of  other  mer- 
chandise. ...  If  there  be  any  advantage  to  the 
inhabitants  in  buying  and  selling  coal  and  wood 
for  fuel  at  the  risk  of  the  communiti'  on  a  large 
scale  and  on  what  has  been  called  the  cooperative 
plan  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Constitution 
does  not  contemplate  this  as  one  of  the  things 
for  which  the  government  was  established  or  as  a 
public  service  for  which  cities  and  towns  may  be 
authorized  to  tax  their  inhabitants. 

"We  therefore  answer  the  questions  in  the 
negative." 

In  the  opinion  of  Justice  Holmes,  however,  he 
says: 

"I  am  of  opinion  that  when  money  is  taken  to 
enable  a  public  body  to  offer  to  the  public  without 
discrimination  an  article  of  general  necessity,  the 
ptuposc  is  no  less  public  when  that  article  is  wood 
or  coal  than  when  it  is  water  or  gas  or  electricity 
or  education.  ... 

"I  see  no  ground  for  denying  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  enact  the  laws  mentioned  in  the 
questions  proposed.  The  need  or  eipediencj'  of 
such  legislation  is  not  for  us  to  consider." 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Justice  Barker  that: 

"Without  artificial  heat  verj-  few  of  our  inhabi- 
tants would  have  the  power  of  enjoj-ing  these 
rights  and  blessings.     So  far,  and  so  far  only,  as  it 
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is  a  necessity  of  societj"  as  now  organized,  for  the 
government  to  supply  fuel  in  order  to  afford  an 
environment  which  shall  give  this  power,  it  is  com- 
petent for  the  government  to  furnish  or  to  provide 
for  a  supply.  But  it  is  not  within  its  constitutional 
power  to  engage  in  trade  or  manufacture  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  having  any  branch  of  business 
conducted  upon  a  convenient  or  economical  plan.  - 
Fuel  is  now  legitimately  furnished  to  paupers  of 
towns  and  cities  at  the  public  expense.  If  there 
is  an  emergency,  local  or  general,  which  cannot  be 
adequately  met  by  ordinarv-  private  agency,  it  is 
within  the  constitutional  power  of  the  government 
to  supply  the  needs  of  the  people  in  this  respect, 
either  through  the  to^vns  and  cities,  or  through 
other  agencies.  The  question  of  expediency,  in 
the  first  instance,  is  for  the  Legislature.  If  "there 
is  no  adequate  source  of  supply  of  fuel,  except 
through  the  establishment  of  governmental  agen- 
cies, they  may  be  lawftilly  inaugurated.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  is  no  want  of  adequate  ser\-ice, 
the  Legislature  has  no  constitutional  right  to  create 
agencies  for  the  purpose.  It  has  no  right  to 
authorize  towns  and  cities  to  engage  in  trade 
merelj'  to  try  an  experiment  in  practical  economics 
or  to  put  in  practice  a  theory." 

I  am  in  accord  with  the  opinion  of  Justice 
Holmes  and  I  believe  it  to  be  the  soundest  in  prin- 
ciple. 

In  1903  the  doctrine  stated  in  the  foregoing 
opinion  of  five  of  the  justices  was  adopted  and 
reaffirmed  by  all  the  then  justices  of  the  full  court. 
In  this  opinion  the  justices  say: 

"We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  restate  the 
reasons  and  arguments  which  have  lead  legislatures 
and  courts  to  nearly  if  not  quite  uniform  con- 
clusions in  regard  to  the  attitude  which  the  govern- 
ment should  maintain,  under  existing  constitutions, 
towards  the_  transaction  of  common  kinds  of 
business  which  can  be  conducted  successfully  by 
indi^■iduals  without  the  use  of  any  governmental 
function." 

■'The  establishment  of  a  business  like  the  bujing 
and  selling  of  fuel  requires  the  expenditure  of 
money.  If  this  is  done  by  an  agency  of  the  govern- 
ment there  is  no  way  to  obtain  the  money  except 
by  taxation.  Money  cannot  be  raised  by  taxation 
except  for  a  public  purpose." 

It  may  be,  however,  that  the  growth  in  public 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  enlargement  of  govern- 
mental powers  regulating  business  affected  with  a 
public  interest  and  securing  to  the  public  the  right 
to  be  supplied  with  commodities  of  general  necessity 
would  influence  the  court  to  now  say  that  legislation 
of  this  class  was  the  only  way  to  meet  the  needs  of 
present  societj-,  and  was  thus  a  public  purpose. 

I  might  add  that  a  resolve  to  pro'i-ide  for  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  authorizing  the 
General  Court  to  allow  cities  and  town  to  purchase 
and  sell  to  their  inhabitants  the  necessaries  of  life 
failed  of  passage  in  the  Legislature  of  1913.

Dear  Sir, — I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  the 
many  requirements  on  the  different  playgrounds, 
parks  and  beaches  for  which  we  have  no  appro- 
priation. We  have  twenty-five  playgrounds  that 
ai-e  without  children's  apparatus  and  drinking 
fountains,  and  are  also  lacking  in  shelter  from  both 
sun  and  rain.  Many  of  the  bathing  beaches  are 
lacking  in  toilet  facilities  and  need  water  supply  for 
drinking  fountains.  The  force  of  gymnasium  in- 
structors used  for  indoor  work  during  the  past 
winter  are  now  located  at  the  different  playgrounds; 
but  to  carry  on  the  work  started  last  year  it  will  be 
necessary  to  appoint  from  fifteen  to  twenty  extra 
instructors,  and  from  a  dozen  to  fifteen  boys  to 
help  out  at  the  locker  buildings  and  properly  care 
for  the  playground  apparatus  and  play  material. 

I  have  estimated  the  cost  of  these  various  matters 
to  be  as  follows:

$1,000  for  each  playground $25,000  00

As  the  department's  expenses  are  already  run- 
ning very  high,  I  do  not  see  how  it  is  po.ssible  for 
us  to  carry  on  the  work  expected  of  us  in  the  recre- 
ation division  with  our  present  appropriation.

iniiil  (il  Ihi'  ( iisl  bi-twi'cn  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  town  of  Winthrop.  This  act,  the  commissioner 
states,  has  already  been  accepted  by  the  town  of 
Winthrop  and  is  now  awaiting  acceptance  by  the 
City  of  IBoston,  which  acceptance  I  recommended 
in  a  communication  to  your  honorable  body  at  the 
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meeting  held  on  May  19.  The  commissioner 
states  in  his  letter  that  unless  some  action  is  taken 
the  bridge  will  have  to  be  closed. 

I  respectfully  urge  your  honorable  body,  there- 
fore, to  consider  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and 
also  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
loan  order  appropriating  the  sum  of  S5.5,000,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  for  rebuilding  Winthrop  Bridge^

City  of  Boston,

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the*  matter  of 
rebuilding  Winthrop  Bridge  between  Breed's 
Island  and  Winthrop.  At  present  this  bridge  is 
owned  solely  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  this 
department  is  responsible  for  its  entire  mainte- 
nance. It  is  built  on  piles,  with  wooden  stringers 
and  plank  floor.  The  woodwork  is  badly  decayed 
and  the  condition  of  the  bridge  is  such  that  for 
some  time  signs  have  been  posted  on  it  limiting 
the  weight  of  vehicles  to  two  tons,  although  the 
legal  load  for  bridges  is  six  tons. 

The  department  is  doing  everj-thing  po.ssible  to 
keep  the  bridge  open  for  travel,  but  nothing  short 
of  entire  rebuilding  will  provide  a  proper  bridge 
for  ordinary  traffic. 

Chapter  412  of  the  Acts  of  1913  provides  for 
the  reconstruction  of  this  bridge  and  for  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  cost  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  town  of  Winthrop,  the  town  to  pay  40 
per  cent  of  such  cost,  although,  as- stated,  the 
town  owns-  no  part  of  the  present  structure  and 
has  no  responsibility  for  its  maintenance. 

This  act  has  already  been  accepted  by  the 
town  of  Winthrop  and  its  acceptance  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  I  underistand,  i.s  now  before  the  City 
Council. 

There  are  only  three  things  for  the  city  to  do, 
it  seems  to  me: 

First.  Accept  the  act  and  pay  60  per  cent  of 
the  cost  of  the  new  bridge. 

Second.  Reject  the  act  and  as.sume  the  whole 
cost  of  the  new  bridge. 

Third.  If  no  action  is  taken,  the  bridge  mu.st 
be  closed.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
following  pressing  needs  of  the  Water  Service, 
which  cannot  be  met  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  year,  namely,  an  adequate  second  feed  for  the 
high  service  in  the  city  proper,  a  reinforcement  of 
the  high  service  system  on  South  Boston  flats, 
more  rapid  relaying  of  old  mains  throughout  the 
entire  city  for  improvement  of  fire  protection  and 
the  extension  of  high  service  distribution  mains 
in  the  business  district. 

High  Service  for  the  City  Proper. 

This  service  is  the  only  supply  for  Beacon  Hill 
and  for  that  portion  of  the  city  bounded  by  Tremont 
street,  Boylston  street,  Washington  street,  Hano- 
ver street  and  Tremont  row;  within  this  territory 
it  supplies  both  the  domestic  and  fire  service  of  all 
kinds;  in  addition,  high  service  mains  extend  in  a 
majority  of  the  streets  of  the  business  districts, 
furnishing  a  domestic  supply  for  buildings  above 
grade  100  and  supplying  fire  pipes  and  inside  and 
outside  sprinklers;  this  special  service  was  begun 
in  1894  and  has  been  added  to  each  succeeding 
year;  it  is  of  the  greatest  value  for  fire  protection 
and  should  be  extended  yearly  until  a  main  is  laid 
in  each  street  in  the  congested  area,  to  the  end  that 
every  building  may  be  ultimately  equipped  with 
sprinklers.  This  service  is  now  supplied  through 
three  mains  as  follows: 

A  20-inch  pipe  laid  in  1874  from  Heath  street, 
Roxbury,  through  Columbus  avenue,  Tremont 
street,  Northampton  street  and  Columbus  avenue 
to  Bo!5ton  Common,  being  reduced  in  size  at 
Berkeley  street  to  16-inch. 

A  20-inch  pipe  laid  in  1889  from  Parker  Hill 
through  Huntington  avenue  and  Boylston  street 
to  Boston  Common. 

A  42-inch  pipe  laid  in  1895  in  Huntington  ave- 
nue. Clarendon  street, .  Newbury  street  and  th  e 
Public  Garden  to  Boston  Common. 

Of  the  above  mains,  the  42-inch  alone  is  large 
enough  to  fully  supply  the  high  service  demands; 
if  it  is  out  of  service  for  any  reason  the '  16-inch 
and  20-inch  pipes  are  entirely  inadequate. 

It  is  proposed  to  lay  a  new  main  from  the  36- 
inch  in  Heath  street,  through  Columbus  avenue, 
Worcester  street  and  Harrison  avenue  to  the 
business  district,  and  then  to  a  connection  with 
the  42-inch  main  in  Boston  Common;  this  main 
will  bring  the  high  service  supply  within  easy 
reach  of  the  City  Hospital  and  the  lumber  dis- 
trict along  Albany  street,  and  will  connect  with 
the  high  service  mains  in  Dover  street  and  in 
Congress  street,  now  supplying  South  Boston.  It 
will  be  a  "second  feed"  and  will  furni.sh  an  ade- 
quate supply  for  the  high  service  if  the  present 
42-inch  main  is  out  of  commission  for  any  reason. 

High  Service  on  South  Bo.ston  Flats. 
This  'service  is  now  poorly  supplied  when  the 
very  great  interests  at  stake  are  considered.  A 
16-inch  pipe  crosses  over  Fort  Point  channel  at 
Congress  street,  and  a  12-inch  pipe  crosses  the 
same  channel  at  Dover  street  and  thence  extends 
through  West  Fourth  street,  Dorchester  avenue, 
West  Second  street.  Granite  street,  Mt.  Wash- 
ington avenue  and  A  street  to  a  connection  with 
the  16-inch  pipe  in  Congress  street.  The  rein- 
forcement proposed  i.s  by  means  of  a  second 
feed  from.  Telegraph  Hill, "South  Bo.ston,  where  a 
connection  will  be  made  with  the  16-inch  high 
service  main  in  Telegraph  street. 
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Extension  High  Wervico  Mains  in  City  Proper. 

This  proposed  work  is  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending the  area  in  the  business  district  within 
which  fire  pipes  and  sprinklers  may  be  effective. 

Relaying  Old  Mains. 

This  proposed  work  is  necessary  not  only  in 
those  parts  of  the  city  where  values  are  high  but 
throughout  the  city  as  well,  particularly  in  those 
districts  where  recent  .building  construction  has 
created  an  indefensible  fire  risk. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  work  pro- 
posed above: 

High  service  30-inch  and  24-inch  main 
from  Heath  street,  Roxbury,  to  city 
proper  (partial) $110,000  00 

Extension  to  South  Boston  high  serv- 
ice  (partial) 2.5,000  00 

Relaying  old  mains 6.5,000  00 

$200,000  00 


I  respectfully  recommend  that  authority  be 
requested  to  make  the  above  amount  available 
out  of  the  surplus,  now  credited  to  the  Water 
Service.

I  submit  herewith  a  loan  order  calling  for  $100,- 
000  and  a  tax  order  and  transfer  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  calling  for  $100,000  for  the  purchase  of  fur- 
niture for  the  City  Hall  Annex. 

Eighty-seven  thousand  dollars  is  available  at 
the  present  time  within  the  tax  limit  fixed  by  law, 
and  I  recommend  the  appropriation  of  this  amount 
with  a  transfer  of  $13,000  from  the  Reserve  Fund, 
or  a  loan  order  calling  for  $100,000  from  the  bor- 
rowing capacity. 

There  is  a  precedent  for  the  borrowing  of  money 
for  this  purpose  because  the  school  buildings  have 
been  furnishecl  for  years  back  from  money  that 
has  been  borrowed,  and  in  the  recent  act  of  the 
Legislature  giving  authority  to  cities  outside  of 
Boston  provision  is  made  for  the  furnishing  of  new 
buildings  from  money  which  is  borrowed. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  money  should  come  from 
the  tax  levy  unless  it  is  found  prudent,  on  account 
of  the  limited  amount  of  money  which  will  be  left 
in  the  Reserve  Fund  for  various  municipal  pur- 
poses, to  take  it  from  the  borrowing  capacity  of 
the  city.

"2.  To  the  City  of  Boston  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars,  to  create  a  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  'Coppenhagen  Fund,'  of  which  five  thousand 
(.5,000)  dollars  are  to  be  used  for  the  purchase,  if 
necessarj',  of  a  site,  and  for  the  erection  thereon, 
as  early  as  po.ssible,  of  a  drinking  fountain  for 
persons  and  animals,  to  be  located  as  near  as  may 
be  to  the  intersection  of  Washington  Street  and 
Columbia  Road,  in  the  Dorchester  District  of 
Boston,  and  to  be  inscribed  '  The  Coppenhagen 
Fountain  —  In  Memory  of  Beloved  Parents" 
(followed  by  date  of  erection);  the  remainder,  five 
thousand  (.5,000)  dollars,  of  said  'Coppenhagen 
Fund'  to  be  held  by  said  City  as  an  undiminished 
fund  of  which  the  income  only  is  to  be  expended, 
first, —  in  keeping  said  fountain  in  order  and 
preservation  and  nece.ssary  renewal, —  and  the 
remainder  of  said  income  to  be  applied  towards 
beautifying  said  City's  public  parks,  and  purchas- 
ing books  and  works  of  art  for  its  public  libraries, 
as  determined  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City.  And 
in  case  of  the  inability  or  refusal  of  said  City  to

Gentlemen, — The    Finance    Commission,    after 
a  careful   consideration  of  the  two  contracts   for

street  lighting  by  gas  now  pendiuf;  in  tlie  City 
Council,  recommends  that  these  contracts  be  not 
approved.  If  the  city  should  decide  to  continue 
gas  lighting  it  would  not  be  justified  in  executing 
the  proposed  contracts,  which  would  require 
the  use  for  ten  years  of  the  upright  lamps  now  on 
the  streets,  as  these  lamps  are  inferior  to  the  best 
inverted  mantle  lamps.  Moreover,  if  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  tungsten  lamp  can  be  doubled,  with- 
out increased  cost,  as  the  General  Electric  Com- 
pany's recent  public  announcement  indicates, 
the  city  would  not  be  justified  in  continuing  the 
use  of  gas  lamps  for  street  lighting  unless  a  large 
reduction  in  the  cost  of  gas  should  be  made  in  order 
to  meet  the  competition  of  the  improved  electric 
lamps. 

When  the  city  receives  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  tungsten  lamp  has  doubled  in  efficiency  it 
can  then  be  determined  whether  the  improved 
tungsten  lamp  or  the  best  type  of  inverted  mantle 
gas  lamp  would  furnish  the  better  and  cheaper 
illumination.

INCINERATOR   AT   BRIGHTON. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  be  requested  to  inform 
the  City  Council  if  there  is  any  obstacle  to  purchas- 
ing the  land  in  Brighton  for  the  erection  of  the 
incinerator. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  know  the 
majority  of  the  Council  are  in  favor  of  the  Brighton 
incinerator,  but  I  am  especially  anxious  on  the 
subject  and  hope  this  order  will  be  passed  because 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  ten-year  contract  for 
the  disposal  of  Boston's  refuse  is  being  carried  out 
— or  the  failure  to  carry  it  out — and  it  therefore 
makes  me  doubly  anxious  to  have  a  straight 
incineration  proposition  in  Brighton.  When  we 
took  the  contract  up  for  the  disposal  of  the  city 
waste — ^the  ten-year  contract — many  of  us  had 
doubts  as  to  whether  there  would  not  be  dumps 
created  in  this  city  containing  garbage  as  well  as 
ashes,  and  with  that  in  view  I  went  to  see  certain 
health  authorities,  among  them  Dr.  Walcott,  Dr. 
Magrath,  the  Medical  Examiner,  and  Dr.  Hugh 
Cabot  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
ancl  all  those  gentlemen  advised  me  against  that 
contract  which  has  been  made  and  which  is  being 
partially  carried  out  to-day.  There  have  arisen 
under  that  contract  just  what  we  feared — dumps 
containing  garbage  or  other  organic  matter.  They 
are  creating  nuisances  in  the  Orient  Heights  dis- 
trict. This  is  to  say  nothing  of  the  nuisance  that 
is  being  created  at  Spectacle  Island.  Now, 
to  guard  against  a  similar  occurrence  in  the 
Brighton  district,  which  was  not  included  in  the 
ten-year  contract,  it  seems  to  me  this  Council  ought 
to  do  all  in  its  power  to  have  erected  there  the 
incinerator,  especially  as  we  have  provided  money 
for  the  purchase  of  land  —  $23,000  last  year.  I 
can't  help  feeling  that  the  present  contract — the 
ten-year  contract  for  the  disposal  of  refuse-;- 
ought  to  be  insi-sted  upon  b.v  the  city.  You  will 
notice  in  the  contract  itself  that  the  stipulations 
are  very  strong.  It  says  under  the  heading 
"Reduction,"  on  page  31,  speaking  of  the  Spectacle 
Island  reduction,  "All  air  removed  from  the  build- 
ing shall  be  pa.ssed  through  the  furnaces  at  a  suf- 
ficientl.v  high  temperature  to  de.stroy  all  offensive 
odors."  That  clause  in  the  contract  is  not  being 
lived  up  to.  Also  in  the  clause  in  the  contract 
in  regard  to  dumping  of  garbage,  on  page  33, 
section  (c),  under  the  title  "Filling  Marsh  Lands 
or  Flats,"  appears  this  sub-heading,  "  Dumping  of 
Garbage,"  etc. — "  In  no  case  will  the  dumping  of 
garbage  or  refuse  containing  any  mixture  of  gar- 
bage be  allowed."  Now,  those  specific  clauses  in 
the  contract  are  not  being  lived  up  to.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  all  but  two  members  of  this  Council 
voted  for  that  contract,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Mayor  passed  favorably  upon  that  contrnct.  it 
seems  to  me  that  something  ought  to  !«■  ilonc,  (hnt 
we  have  a  right  to  do  one  of  four  things,  ;is  shown 
in  section  (b)  on  page  34:  "If  the  coruiiiis.siuncr 
shall  not  do  the  work  as  aforesaid" — it  says  in  the 
previous  section  that  he  can  take  over  the  contract 
and  do  the  work  himself  —  "or  cancel  the  contract 
or  take  possession  of  the  plant  as  aforesaid,  the 
contractor  shall  forfeit   and   pay  to   the   city   as 
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expenses,  losses  and  damage.s  incurred  by  the 
city  tlirough  the  contractor  failing  to  do  work 
as  aforesaid,  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the 
payment  fpr  the  worlc  for  the  month  in  which  such 
failure  occurs,  as  determined  by  the  commissioner. 
Now,  there  has  been  a  failure  to  carry  out  that 
contract  ever  since  it  w'as  signed.  There  was  a 
long  delay  on  the  Spectacle  Island  part  of  the 
contract  and  they  have  not  yet  erected  the  incin- 
erator for  the  disposal  of  mixed  refuse,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  they  have  had  ample  time,  over 
a  year  having  elapsed,  the  date  of  the  proposals 
being  October  26,  1911,  and  the  action  by  the  City 
Council  being  in  January,  1912.  It  is  not  a  sub- 
ject that  was  vmthought  of  at  the  time  these 
hearings  were  being  held,  for  there  appears  on  at 
least  ten  pages,  beginning  with  page  184  in  the 
record  of  the  hearings,  a  discussion  of  this  subject 
of  mixed  refuse.  George  W.  Anderson,  at  present 
a  member  of  the  Railway  Commission,  was  very 
careful  to  bring  out  that  the  company  that  now 
has  the  contract  did  not  provide  in  the  specifi- 
cations against  a  public  nuisance  being  created 
by  the  dumps  which  it  would  establish  about  the 
city.  Some  of  us  felt  that  he  was  right — two  of 
us  felt  that  he  was  right.  And  now  that  such 
dumps  have  been  established  to  the  detriment 
of  the  health  of  the  city,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  in 
Brighton  ought  to  do  everj^hing  in  our  power  to 
counteract  a  similar  occurrence.  Brighton  to-day 
is  living  under  the  old  contract,  which  is  not 
even  as  good  as  the  contract  which  exists  for  the 
rest  of  the  city,  and  the  establishment  of  an  incin- 
erator there  would  go  a  long  ways  toward  testing 
out  the  only  modern  way  of  handling  refuse,  and 
it  certainly  would  be  a  provision  against  the 
scandal  that  is  happening  under  the  ten-year 
contract  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 
Passed.

Dear  Sir, —  In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  or  desirable  to  per- 
mit the  disposal  on  the  playground  area  of  Boston 
Common  of  earth  excavated  from  the  contem- 
plated subway  work,  we  beg  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing opinion: 

When  this  playground  area  of  the  Common  was 
regraded  with  similar  excavations  from  the  present 
subway  several  years  ago,  it  was  the  intention  that 
the  use  of  this  space  as  a  ball  field  would  be  given 
up  and  that  the  surface  of  the  ground  would  be 
shaped  to  conform  to  the  generally  undulating 
topography  of  the  Common.  Objections  were 
made  to  giving  up  the  ball  field  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  finish  off  the  filling  that  had  been  done  to 
satisfactorily  meet  the  requirements. 

Among  the  recommendations  we  have  made 
during  the  last  two  years  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Common  has  been  the  reduction  of  the  slope 
in  the  ground  across  this  ball  field,  partly  to  im- 
prove the  angle  of  slope  for  games  and  partly  to 
prevent  the  erosion  from  storm  water  flowing  too 
rapidly  over  its  surface.  To  accomplish  this 
change  in  slope  we  decided  it  was  necessary  to  do 
the  leveling  by  excavating  along  the  upper  part 
of  the  area  rather  than  filling  along  the  lower  part 
against  the  Charles  street  mall.  Our  reason  is 
that  an  embankment  or  wall  which  would  be 
necessary  against  the  Charles  street  mall  to  retain 
the  fill  would  not  only  be  detrimental  to  the  good 
appearance  of  tlie  Common  but  unless  supple- 
mented by  a  high  fencing  would  prove  an  unsafe 
arrangement  for  those  using  the  ball  field.  Accor- 
dingly, if  this  arrangement  is  ever  undertaken,  it 
should  be  accomplished  by  excavating  rather  than 
by  bringing  in  more  earth. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  there  is  no  possible  improve- 
ment of  Boston  Common,  particularly  of  the  ball 
field  and  parade  ground,  to  be  accomplished  by 
filling  with  earth  of  the  quality  and  quantity  to 
be  had  from  the  excavations  of  the  contemplated 
work  on  subway  extensions.

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This  is  the  second  time  that  I  have  vetoed  this 
same  order,  the  other  one  reading  "five  hundred 
thousand  dollars";  but  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
_  it  was  the  same.  In  my  former  message  to  your 
honorable  body  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
it  was  your  duty  to  investigate  the  various  prop- 
ositions of  great  importance  now-  before  you. 
Some  of  these  matters  are  of  paramount  impor- 
tance to  the  city,  and  to  cast  them  aside  as  you 
have  done,  without  giving  those  interested  the 
courtesy  of  a  hearing,  is  in  my  judgment  not  only 
improper  but  unworthy  of  your  body. 

One  of  the  gratifying  things  about  our  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  is  the  fact  that  all  matters 
presented  to  it,  even  those  of  the  humblest  citizen, 
are  given  a  hearing.  A  date  is  assigned  and  any- 
one who  cares  to  be  heard  is  given  an  opportunity. 
This  feature  of  our  legislative  body  is  unique,  and 
is  commented  upon  favorably  by  students  of 
contemporaneous  history  to  our  great  advantage. 
I  plead  for  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  same  courtesy 
and  consideration  at  your  hands.  There  is  cer- 
tainly no  excuse  for  j'ou  to  avoid  your  plain  duty 
under  the  circumstances,  and  it  will  certainlj'  give 
those  who  are  anxious  to  criticise  the  new  charter 
and  the  small  City  Council  a  splendid  chance  to 
point  to  its  failure  to  meet  the  public  will  in  this 
direction. 

I  call  your  attention,  therefore,  once  again  to 
the  following  matters  which  have  been  brought 
before  you  at  different  times  during  the  past  year, 
and  ask  that  you  give  public  hearings  on  all  of 
them  so  that  you  may  acquire  the  fullest  informa- 
tion and  then  act. 

I  particularly  urge  your  prompt  attention  to  the 
appropriation  for  an  addition  to  the  Consump- 
tives' Hospital  at  Mattapan.  On  March  15, 1913, 
I  transmitted  a  vote  of  the  trustees,  asking  for  an 
appropriation.  On  June  30,  1913,  not  hearing 
anything  from  yoiu-  honorably  body,  I  transmitted 
a  loan  order  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  (§125,000),  but  up  to  the  present 
time  no  action  has  been  taken  upon  the  matter. 
I  am  informed  that  hundreds  of  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis exist  in  the  city  now  without  proper  care 
and  attention.

BUILDINGS,  LONG  ISLAND. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

August  8,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen,— On  July  28,  1913,  the  City  Council 
asked  the  Finance  Commission  to  report  on  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  buildings  proposed 
to  be  erected  upon  Long  Island  for  the  Infirmary 
Department,  and  requested  that  the  report  be  made 
on  or  before  August  11,  1913,  on  which  date  a 
loan  order  of  .$35,000  for  these  buildings  is  to  be 
considered.  The  commission  herewith  submits  its 
report: 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed 
buildings  have  been  examined  by  the  engineer  of 
the  Finance  Commission,  He  states  that  the  plans 
have  been  well  worked  out  in  detail;  that  they 
contain  no  extravagant  or  unnecessary  features, 
and  that,  so  far  as  he  can  determine,  the  buildings 
will  be  suitable  for  the  purpose  intended.  He  has 
not  attempted  to  criticise  in  detail  the  plans  for 
heating,  plumbing,  wiring,  etc.,  but  he  states  that, 
so  far  as  he  is  competent  to  pass  judgment  in  the 
matter,  such  plans  seem  to  be  proper.  If  a  de- 
tailed criticism  of  the  plans  is  required  by  the 
Council  it  is  suggested  that  such  criticism  might  be 
made  by  the  Building  Commissioner. 

The  commission's  engineer  also  states  that  the 
specifications,  as  a  whole,  seem  sufficient  to  secure 
excellent  work  if  properly  enforced,  and  that  a 
special  effort  seems  to  have  been  made  to  avoid 
giving  preference  to  articles  of  particular  manu- 
facturers by  providing  that  articles  made  by  other 
manufacturers,  if  of  equal  merit,  shall  be  accepted^ 
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In  some  particulars,  however,  the  specifications 
seem  faulty.  Thus,  under  article  5  of  the  spec- 
ifications of  the  kitchen  building,  the  repr^enta- 
tives  of  the  city  would  not  have  authority  to  stop 
the  work  if  the  occasion  should  require  it.  The 
article  is  found  on  page  10  of  the  specifications  and 
is  as  follows: 

"  5.  Access  to  Premises  and  Authority. — Author- 
ized representatives  of  the  city  shall  have  access 
to  the  premises  at  all  times,  but  shall  have  no 
authority  to  stop,  alter  or  in  any  way  a,Bect  the 
progress  of  the  work." 

It  also  appears,  on  page  12,  article  4,  of  the 
specifications  for  the  kitchen  building,  under  the 
title  "Changes,"  that  the  contractor  is  entitled 
to  add  10  per  cent  to  the  price  charged  him  by  a 
subcontractor  for  making  changes,  this  percentage 
to  be  the  contractor's  commission  for  "handling 
and  having  charge  of  and  assuming  responsibility 
for  said  work."    This  specification  is  as  follows: 

"4.  Changes. — The  contractor  shall  make  all 
such  changes  as  the  architect  may  order  as  pro- 
vided in  section  1  (B)  5.  Contractor  will  be  allowed 
to  add  10  per  cent  to  the  estimate  he  receives  from 
the  subcontractor  for  work  under  consideration: 
this  percentage  to  be  the  general  contractor's 
commission  for  handling  and  having  charge  of  and 
assuming  responsibility  for  said  work." 

It  would  seem  that  in  both  these  particulars 
the  specifications  should  be  changed.  The  city's 
representatives  should  have  authority  to  stop 
work  if  it  is  found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  contract 
or  of  the  building  law.  So  also,  if  changes  are 
made  which  require  extra  work,  the  price  should 
be  not  the  subcontractor's  estimate  plus  10  per 
cent  but  the  fair  cost  for  the  extra  work,  as  found 
by  the  architect,  plus  10  per  cent. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  specifications 
should  be  corrected  in  the  manner  pointed  out 
above,  and  that  new  bids  should  be  asked  on  the 
revised  specifications.  It  is  probable  that  lower 
bids  would  be  received  if  the  contractor  were  per- 
mitted to  begin  the  work  next  spring,  and  that  the 
saving  would  more  than  compensate  for  time  lost 
by  not  beginning  the  work  this  year.  If  the 
contract  should  be  let  now  the  most  that  the 
contractor  would  be  able  to  do  by  next  spring 
would  be  to  put  in  foundations.  'The  time  thus 
saved  would  not  be  of  very  great  advantage. 
In  any  event,  the  trustees  w'ill  probablj'  be  obliged 
to  rent  quarters  for  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse 
at  Charle^own,  and  the  extra  cost  of  renting 
quarters  for  two  or  three  additional  months  would 
probably  be  less  than  the  amount  saved  by 
permitting  the  contractor  to  begin  the  work  next 
spring.  It  is  possible  that  additional  quarters 
will  not  have  to  be  rented,  as  the  act  providing  for 
the  Building  of  a  subway  through  the  cities  of 
Everett  and  Maiden  maj-  not  be  accepted  by  those 
cities,  as  provided  by  section  42  of  chapter  777  of 
the  Acts  of  1913.  Under  the  terms  of  the  act  the 
acceptance  must  be  made  before  August  13,  1913. 
If  the  act  is  not  accepted  the  Almshouse  at  Charles- 
town  can  be  used  by  the  Infirmary  Department 
until  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
decides  to  use  the  property  itself  or  to  tear  the 
buildings  down. 

Another  reason  for  suggesting  that  new  bids 
should  be  solicited  is  that  the  lowest  bid  for  the 
work  in  the  second  competition,  exclusive  of  the 
heating,  plumbing,  wiring,  etc.,  is  $200,703,  this 
bid  having  been  made  by  a  contractor  who  made  no 
bid  in  the  first  competition,  whereas  two  of  the 
three  bidders  in  the  first  competition  bid  for  this 
work  S180,950  and  8186,740,  respectively.  If  the 
contract  should  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  in  the 
second  competition  it  will  cost  the  city  819,753 
more  than  the  lowest  bid  in  the  first  competition. 
No  good  reason  has  been  given  for  this  increase 
in  the  bids.  It  seems  probable  that  a  new  com- 
petition would  result  in  securing  a  more  favorable 
offer  than  the  present  lowest  bid ;  in  fact  the  lowest 
bid  in  the  next  competition  should  be  below  that 
of  the  first  competition  if  the  contractor  is  allowed 
to  begin  the  work  next  spriflg. 

It  is  possible  that  bicls  in  the  new  competition 
may  be  so  low  that  no  part  of  the  S35,000  pro- 
vided for  in  the  pending  loan  order  will  be  needed, 
but  owing  to  the  uncertainties  of  the  situation  the 
Finance  Commission  believes  that  the  appropria- 
tion should  be  made. 

_  A  copy  of  this  report  will  be  sent  by  the  commis- 
sion to  the  Infirmary  Trustees. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  appropriation  of  S3.5,000  be  made. 

2.  That  the  specifications  be  revised  as  herein- 
before suggested.

CLAIM,    BOSTON    &   NAHANT    STEAMSHIP 
COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

August  8,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen,— On  July  30,  1913,  the  Council 
referred  to  the  Finance  Commission  for  a  report 
an  order  of  the  City  Council  providing  for  the 
payment  to  the  Boston,  Nahant  and  Pines  Steam- 
boat Company  of  SI, 811  for  damages  to  the  com- 
pany's steamer  "General  Lincoln,"  resulting  from 
collision  with  one  of  the  city's  fireboats. 

A  full  consideration  of  this  case  would  require 
the  City  Council  to  pass  upon  complicated  ques- 
tions of  law  and  fact.  The  city  should  not  pay  a 
steamboat  corporation  for  damages  caused  "by 
collision  with  the  city  fireboat  which  was  engaged 
in  putting  out  a  fire  at  the  time  of  the  collision 
until  the  courts  have  decided  that  the  city  is  liable 
and  the  exact  amount  of  damages  are  ascertained. 
These  questions  should  not  be  tried  before  a  body 
like  the  City  Council,  which  is  engrossed  with  a 
multitude  of  other  duties  and  cannot,  in  the  nature 
of  things,  give  the  time  and  attention  required  for 
the  adjudication  of  difficult  points  of  law  and  com- 
plicated questions  of  fact.  In  such  a  case  as  the 
present  one  the  city  should  have  the  benefit  of  a 
thorough  trial,  including  the  privilege  of  cross- 
examining  witnesses  and  of  requesting  rulings  upon 
the  points  of  law  involved;  and  there  should  be 
a  most  thorough  inquiry  under  the  rules  of  law  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  officers 
or  crew  of  the  fireboat  were  guilty  of  negligence  or 
whether  the  collision  was  due  to  a  defect  in  the 
engine  of  the  fireboat  which  was  not  known  to  the 
officers  or  crew  and  which  could  not  have  been 
discovered  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  care. 

The  Corporation  Counsel  is  ready  and  willing 
to  try  cases  like  the  present  one  and  the  Finance 
Commission  believes  that  he  should  be  given  the 
opportunity.  If  the  steamboat  corporation  has 
a  remedy  in  the  courts  it  should  invoke  the  aid  of 
the  courts  rather  than  that  of  the  Citv  Council. 
Presumably  the  steamboat  corporation  has  ample 
means  to  conduct  litigation  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  full  compensation  from  the  city  for  any 
damages  for  which  the  city  is  liable. 

The  commission  respectfully  suggests  that  the 
claim  be  dismissed.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  vote  in  favor  of  this,  first,  because  I 
think  it  is  eminently  worthy.  I  think  the  em- 
ployees are  accustomed  to  have  this  vacation 
and  that  this  year  would  be  an  exception  if  this 
were  not  granted.  They  are  employed  by  the 
year  and  not  throughout  the  summer  sea.son  only. 
Their  vacation  is  to  come,  as  I  understand  it, 
after  the  bathing  season  is  over.  But  there  is  a 
second  reason  why  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  vote 
for  this,  and  that  is  because  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  attitude  which  certain  individuals  and  bodies 
have  taken  toward  this  Council  during  the  year 
is  mo.st  inconsistent.  They  have  said  that  we  had 
no  authority  to  dabble  in  these  matters,  that  we 
had  no  authority  to  pass  a  resolution  here  request- 
ing that  certain  people  be  given  vacations  or  that 
certain  things,  be  done  in  certain  departments. 
Now,  if  they  are  consistent  in  that  attitude  we  have 
no  right  to  vote  for  the  present  order,  but  person- 
ally I  do  not  think  that  they  are  consistent  and 
that  they  have  no  ground  to  stand  on  in  taking 
that  attitude.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  vote 
in  favor  of  this  order. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  rules  that  this 
is  an  authorization  and  not  a  direction,  and  that 
in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  this  order  is  properly  before  the  body. 

Coun.  SMITH — Highly  prizing  the  words  of  the 
President,  I  will  say  one  word  more.  At  no  time 
have  I  introduced  into  this  body  any  orders  look- 
ing to  the  direction  but  simply  a  resolution  sug- 
gesting the  opinion  of  this  body  on  a  certain 
point.     Therefore,  there  is  no  chance  for  differen- 
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tiation  of  this  order  from  the  others  that  have  been 
put  in;  it  differs  in  no  way.  In  the  others  we  were 
less  strong  than  we  are  in  this.  In  this  we  author- 
ize it,  whereas  in  the  others  we  only  requested  it. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  state  that 
this  is  not  a  request  but  an  authorization  which 
the  Corporation  Counsel  says  is  legal  and  in  our 
rights.     The  action  now  comes  on  the  order  itself. 

Coun.  SMITH — Of  course  this  is  an  authoriza- 
tion. That  is  a  stronger  form  than  a  request  or 
resolution  and  it  originates  with  this  body.  Now, 
the  former  ruling  was  that  we  could  not  originate 
orders  of  that  character  or  of  a  weaker  character. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  is  still  of  the 
opinion  that  the  order  is  properly  before  the  body. 

Coun.  SMITH — I  agree  with  the  Chair,  and  it 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  vote  for  the  order. 

Order  passed.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  pay-as-you-go  policy.  The  pay-as-you-go 
policy  is  well  named;  it  means  paying  for  what 
you  get  as  you  get  it.  In  other  words,  we  would 
not  pay  our  grocery  bill  in  anticipation  of  having 
a  bill.  If  we  went  to  the  grocery  store  for  a 
barrel  of  flour  we  would  not  pay  for  the  six  barrels 
of  flour  we  are  going  to  use  throughout  the  year. 
In  city  finances  that  policy  is  generally  adopted; 
it  is  approved  by  the  highest  commission  at  Wash- 
ington. We  have  adopted  it  here  in  the  city 
government.  When  we  bought  our  ferryboat 
last  year  by  the  appropriation  of,  I  think,  $125,0i}0 
we  borrowed  that  money  to  be  paid  in  twenty 
annual  installments,  the  idea  being  that  the  ferry- 
boat would  last  twenty  years  and  that  the  tax- 
payers in  the  next  twenty  years  each  year  would 
pay  their  one-twentieth — the  pay-as-you-go  policy. 
The  taxpayers  of  each  year  would  receive  one- 
twentieth  of  the  benefit  of  that  ferryboat,  and 
they  would  pay  one-twentieth  of  the  cost  of  the 
ferryboat.  Now,  we  have  before  us  a  proposition 
to  spend  over  $100,000  in  absolutely  brand  new 
high-service  mains  to  start  at  Heath  street,  come 
down  Columbus  avenue,  down  Massachusetts 
avenue  and  down  Harrison  avenue  into  the  center 
of  the  city;  also  for  an  absolutely  new  high-service 
pipe  in  South  Boston  to  go  down  to  the  water- 
front, the  new  pier.  Now,  these  two  absolutely 
new  construction  jobs  should  be  paid  for  on  the 
pay-as-you-go  policy.  That  is,  the  water  users 
of  this  year  should  pay  a  water  rate  sufficient  to 
pay  for  one-twentieth  of  the  cost  of  that  new 
construction.  It  is  not  replacing  old  pipe,  it  is 
not  an  improvement  of  the  service  in  the  ordinary 
sense  of  the  term;  it  is  an  absolutely  new  con- 
struction, it  is  a  duplication  of  our  present  high- 
service  pipe.  It  is  not  absolutely  necessary;  it 
is  advisable.  It  makes  our  fire  protection  greater. 
Now,  to  pay  for  that  on  the  pay-as-you-go  policy 
would  require  the  issuance  of  twenty-year  bonds. 
The  Water  Department  is  in  a  very  good  condition 
to  issue  those  bonds;  it  cannot  be  said  that  they 


have  a  debt  so  large  that  they  ought  not  to  increase 
it.  They  have  not  any  debt  at  all  in  the  Water 
Department.  The  outstanding  bonds  are  entirely 
taken  care  of  by  the  sinking  fund.  It  would  be 
eminently  unfair  to  pass  this  order  as  it  came  from 
the  committee,  because  the  result  would  be  that 
the  water  users  of  this  year,  the  little  users  of 
water  in  the  apartment  houses,  the  users  of  water 
in  the  factories,  the  users  of  water  in  the  residential 
districts,  would  all  have  to  pay  a  tax  sufficient  for 
the  construction  of  that  main  which  is  to  last  for 
twenty  years.  In  other  words,  instead  of  paying 
as  they  go  they  would  have  to  pay  in  advance, 
twenty  years  in  advance;  they  would  have  to  pay 
twenty-twentieths  of  the  cost  of  that  instead  of 
one-twentieth  of  the  cost  of  that  new  construction. 
The  pay-as-you-go  policy  is  what  I  urge  at  this 
time;  it  is  the  sane,  ordinary,  wise  policy;  it  is 
especially  to  be  adopted  in  this  case  because  the 
Water  Department  is  well  able  to  do  it.  Now, 
under  the  act  we  are  authorized  to  do  it.  On 
page  70  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  compiled  by  the  late  Corporation  Counsel 
Babson,  over  half  of  section  4  relates  to  the  crea- 
tion of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  bonds. 
In  other  words,  the  act  anticipates  that  we  will 
issue  bonds  from  time  to  time  to  pay  for  these 
large  new  constructions,  and  that  the  water  rate 
of  that  year  shall  bear  its  proportional  part  of  that 
cost,  that  the  water  user  of  that  year  shall  pay  his 
proportional  part — that  he  shall  pay  as  he  goes; 
that  he  shall  not  anticipate  the  entire  cost  through- 
out the  entire  life  of  that  improvement.  There- 
fore, we  have  legislative  sanction  for  issuing  these 
bonds.  We  have  a  method  of  meeting  them, 
and  it  would  be  unwise,  in  my  opinion,  to  anticipate 
the  entire  cost  of  this.  Not  to  pay  as  you  go  but 
to  pay  before  you  go,  to  pay  twenty  years  before 
you  go.  If  we  did  it  in  this  case  with  the  water 
users  of  this  city  we  ought  to  have  done  it  in  the 
case  of  the  ferryboat  and  we  ought  to  have  made 
the  people  of  East  Boston  bear  the  entire  cost 
through  the  tolls  of  that  year  for  the  ferryboat. 
We  sell  transportation  of  water.  That  is  all  the 
Water  Department  does — it  sells  transportation  of 
water.  The  Ferry  Department  sells  transporta- 
tion by  water  to  East  Boston.  There  is  no  more 
reason  in  one  case  than  there  is  in  the  other  why 
the  tax  on  the  user  in  that  year  should  be  large 
enough  to  pay  for  the  thing  twenty  years  in  advance. 
I  trust  that  this  Council  will  stick  by  the  pay-as- 
you-go  policy,  adopt  the  pay-as-you-go  policy 
and  vote,  not  for  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee,  but  vote  such  money  as  is  necessary 
for  replacing  old  pipes,  and  then,  if,  as  seems 
desirable,  we  have  this  high  service  from  Heath 
street  in  town,  and  in  South  Boston,  pass  a  special 
.appropriation  or  a  special  loan  to  take  care  of  that 
improvement. 

President  KENNY — ^Ihasmuch  as  the  Council 
has  voted  to  adjourn  for  four  weeks  the  Chair 
assumes,  unless  there  is  some  objection,  that  the 
rule  is  suspended  on  this  matter.  The  Clerk  will 
call  the  roll. 

Order  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun.  SMITH 
voting  in  the  negative.

CITY    COUNCIL. 


An  Ordin;inco  Relative  tu  the  Creation  of  a 
Planning  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  planning  board  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  established  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1913  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  at  least  shall 
be  a  woman.  Said  members  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor  in  the  manner  provided  by  sections 
9  and  10  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1909.  The  first  appointments  shall  be  made,  one 
for  a  term  ending  with  the  first  day  of  May,  1914, 
one  for  a  term  ending  with  the  first  day  of  May, 
1915,  one  for  a  term  ending  with  the  first  day  of 
May,  1916,  one  for  a  term  ending  with  the  first 
day  of  May,  1917,  and  one  for  a  term  ending  with 
the  first  day  of  May,  1918;  and  beginniip-;  wiili  Ihr 
year  1914  one  member  shall  be  appoint  il  :iiiiiu.ill.\ 
for  a  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  cl;i\  i.l  M:i\ . 
Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  shall  be  hlled  in  like 
manner  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sect.  2.  The.  board  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  appointments  of  the  members  have  be- 
come operative,  meet  and  organize  by  the  selection 
of  a  chairman,  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary  out- 
side of  its  own  membership  who  shall  receive  such 
compensation  for  his  services  as  said  board  may 
fix  and  determine. 

Sect.  3.  The  planning  board  shall  have  the 
powers  and  authority,  and  perform  the  duties,  set 
forth  in  chapter  494  relative  to  local  planning 
boards. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  shall  serve  without  pay, 
and  may  expend,  for  the  salary  of  its  secretary 
and  for  such  other  expenses  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  a  .sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

Dear  Sir, — This  commission  desires  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  provisions  of  chapters  494  and 
595,  Acts  of  1913,  copies  of  which  are  inclosed. 

The  great  benefits  to  be  derived  from  intelligent 
control  and  regulation  of  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  a  town  or  city  should  be  apparent.  The 
creation  of  more  unsightly,  inconvenient  and  un- 
healthful  features  can  be  avoided,  and  those  that 
have  arisen  out  of  the  haphazard  practices  of  the 
past  can  gradually  be  eliminated.  Lives  (especially 
of  children)  can  be  saved,  the  public  health  con- 
served, the  transaction  of  business  facilitated  and 
reduced  in  cost,  the  community  beautified,  and 
the  general  happiness  and  well-being  promoted. 
Yet  in  few  realms  of  human  activity  stre  enter- 
Ijrises  carried  on  at  such  random,  without  plan  or 
design,  as  in  the  development  of  towns  and  cities, 
in  which  are  the  homes  and  workshops  of  millions. 
The  results  are  such  as  might  be  expected.  A 
change  to  intelligent,  systematic  town  planning 
will  produce  results  as  gratifying  as  the  present 
conditions  are  deplorable. 

The  cost  of  making  improvements  under  a  well 
considered  plan  would  be  less  than  under  the 
present  random  methods.  It  is  cheaper  to  do 
anything  in  the  right  way  than  in  the  wrong. 

This  commission  therefore  urges  you  to  take  up 
the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  local  planning 
board  for  immediate  consideration,  and  comply 
with  the  law  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

Will  you  kindly  notify  us  of  the  personnel  of 
your  board  as  s.oon  as  it  is  appointed?

HIGH    SCHOOL   OF   COMMERCE. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

September  8,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  response  to  the  City  Council's 
request  for  a  report  by  the  Finance  Commission 
on  the  order  pending  in  the  City  Council  provid- 
ing for  the  acceptance  of  section  2  of  chapter  363 
of  the  Acts  of  1913,  which  authorizes  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  High  School  of  Commerce  of  $100,000 
in  addition  to  the  $600,000  previously  authorized 
by  chapter  446  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the  commission 
respectfully  submits  the  following: 

In  order  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  High 
School  of  Commerce  building,  including  the 
administration  offices  of  the  .School  Committee 
and  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  and  for 
the  land  to  be  used  as  a  site  therefor,  the  School 
Committee,  through  its  chairman,  on  January  14, 
1909,  petitioned  the  Legislature  for  authority  to 
appropriate  $500,000  for  these  purposes,  and  to 
apply  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  estate  on 
Mason  street,  occupied  by  the  School  Committee 
for  offices  and  other  purposes,  toward  the  cost  of 
the  land  and  building  authorized  by  the  act. 
The  School  Committee's  bill  was  amended  in  the 
Legislature  for  two  purposes:  First,  to  increase  the 
authorized  appropriation  to  $600,000;  and  second, 
to  exclude  the  Winthrop  School  land  on  Tremont 
street  as  a  site  for  the  High  School  of  Commerce. 
The  latter  object  was  accomplished  by  two  amend- 
ments, the  first  providing  that  any  land  used  or 
taken  for  the  building  should  not  exceed  an 
average  assessed  valuation  of  $12. .50  a  square  foot — 
the  Winthrop  School  land  then  being  assessed  for 
$20  a  square  foot;  and  the  second  providing  for 
the  sale  of  the  Winthrop  School  estate  on  Tremont 
street  and  the  application  of  the  proceeds  toward 


the  cost  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce.  The 
bill,  as  amended,  was  passed,  and  was  approved 
May  26,  1909  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter  446).  Three 
weeks  later,  June  16,  1909,  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners ordered  a  taking  of  a  portion  of  the  Win- 
throp School  site  for  the  purpose  of  extending  Dix 
place  through  to  Tremont  street.  The  damages 
assessed  for  the  Winthrop  School  property  taken 
for  the  extension  were  $48,380,  the  price  for  the 
sale  of  the  remainder  of  the  land  was  $265,740, 
and  the  expenses  of  the  sale  of  the  land  were 
$3,096.95— leaving  $311,023.05  to  the  credit  of 
the  School  Committee  on  account  of  the  Winthrop 
School  site. 

On  June  21,  1909,  five  days  after  the  order  of  the 
Street  Commissioners  for  the  extension  of  Dix 
place,  the  School  Committee  designated  "the 
Winthrop  School  District  or  the  Wendell  Phillips 
School  District  "  as  the  district  within  which  the 
High  School  of  Commerce  was  to  be  erected.  It 
appears  that  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  made  no 
progress  in  the  selection  of  a  site  during  the  summer, 
for  on  October  4,  1909,  it  was  urged  by  the  School 
Committee  to  proceed  "expeditiously"  with  the 
selection  of  a  site.  On  November  8,  1909,  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  voted  that  land  on  War- 
renton  street  be  taken,  and  on  December  17  follow- 
ing asked  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee. 
A  month  later,  January  17,  1910,  the  School  Com- 
mittee voted  its  approval  of  the  Warrenton  street 
site. 

A  taking  of  the  property  on  Warrenton  street 
was  made  by  the  Street  Commissioners  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  plans  for  the  building  were 
drawn,  and  it  was  assumed  that  the  building  would 
be  erected  in  accordance  with  the  plans;  but,  after 
much  time  had  been  wasted  and  considerable 
money  spent,  it  was  discovered  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  that  the  probable 
cost  of  the  building  and  land  would  be  approxi- 
mately $800,000,  or  $200,000  more  than  the  amount 
authorized  by  the  statute.  The  result  was  that 
the  city  was  obliged  to  obtain  releases  from  the 
persons  whose  property  it  had  taken,  where  such 
releases  could  be  obtained,  and  the  Warrenton 
street  site  was  then  abandoned.  The  owners  of 
two  of  the  parcels,  however,  refused  to  release  the> 
city  and  the  city  still  holds  these  parcels. 

■This  fiasco  was  the  beginning  of  a  series  which 
covered  a  period  of  four  years.  The  Mayor  declared 
in  favor  of  a  site  on  Fort  Hill  square,  which  re- 
sulted in  a  prolonged  controversy  during  which 
other  sites  were  suggested,  one  being  on  the  land  of 
the  Park  Square  Trust,  one  on  the  land  of  the  Gas 
Company  on  Columbus  avenue,  and  one  in  the 
rear  of  the  armory  on  Ferdinand  and  Isabella 
streets.  The  Mayor  also  suggi'stcd  land  on  Boyl- 
ston  street  owned  by  the  Ma.'<s.-iclius('tts  Institute 
of  Technology.  None  of  these  suggestions,  how- 
ever, were  acted  upon,  except  that  of  the  Mayor 
favoring  the  Fort  Hill  site.  This  was  acquiesced 
in  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  who  voted 
on  November  28,  1910,  to  request  the  Street  Com- 
missioners to  take  it.  A  sketch  of  the  building  for 
this  site  was  prepared,  but  serious  opposition  to 
the  site  developed,  and  on  June  16,  1911,  the 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  voted  to  rescind  their 
former  vote.  The  Fort  Hill  square  site  was  there- 
\jpon  abandoned. 

Three  days  later,  June  19,  1911,  the  Schoolhouse  ' 
Commission  adopted  another  of  the  Mayor's  sug- 
gestions, namely,  for  a  site  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens, 
to  provide  for  which  he  had  petitioned  the  Legis- 
lature of  1911,  and  had  secured  the  pa.ssage  of  an 
act  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  High  School  of 
Commerce  on  the  city's  land  in  the  Fenway  (chap- 
ter 560  of  the  Acts  of  1911).  On  June  26,  1911,  one 
week  after  the  Schoolhouse  Commission's  request 
for  approval,  the  School  Committee  approved  the 
Fenway  site,  hoping  that  this  action  would  result 
in  providing  a  High  School  of  Commerce,  even 
though  the  site  was  not  entirely  satisfactory. 
Plans  were  drawn  for  a  High  School  of  Commerce 
and  administration  building  and  bids  for  the 
erection  iif  (he  Ijiiilding  were  solicited  and  received. 
The  sch(ji>l  aiit  horit  ii'S  were  notified  on  December 
12,  1911,  by  counsel  for  owners  of  property  in  the 
Fenway  that  the  erection  of  the  building  would  be 
contested  in  the  courts;  but,  as  the  school  authori- 
ties, on  the  advice  of  the  then  Corporation  Counsel, 
proceeded  with  the  plans  notwithstanding  the 
objection  of  the  property  owners,  a  bill  in  equity 
was  filed  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  July  30,  1912, 
praying  that  the  treasurer  of  the  city  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  be  restrained  from 
raising  or  expending  mone.v  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing   a  school   on   the   city's   land   in   the 
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Fenway.  A  similar  suit  was  brought  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  District 
of  Massachusetts.  The  Massachusetts  court 
decided  that  the  city  did  not  have  the  legal  right 
to  erect  a  High  School  of  Commerce  and  adminis- 
tration building  combined,  as  the  statute  (chapter 
540  of  the  Acts  of  1911)  authorized  only  a  High 
School  of  Commerce  building.  The  bill  filed  in  the 
United  States  District  Court  was  dismissed,  but  an 
appeal  has  been  taken,  and  it  is  reported  that  the 
court  has  intimated  that  if  the  city  should  under- 
take the  erection  of  the  building,  pending  the 
decision  of  the  appeal,  a  temporary  injunction 
would  be  issued  against  the  city.  Thus  ended  the 
third  of  three  abortive  attempts  to  provide  a  site 
for  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  namely,  on 
Warrenton  street,  on  Fort  HiU  square  and  on  the 
city's  land  in  the  Fenway. 

A  statute  passed  last  year  on  the  petition  of  the 
Mayor,  chapter  363  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  provides 
that  the  city  may  erect  a  High  School  of  Commerce 
upon  the  city's  land  within  the  limits  of  the  Back 
Bay  Fens,  if  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  so 
determine:  but  the  present  Corporation  Counsel 
has  advised  that,  in  view  of  the  pending  litigation 
in  the  United  States  courts  and  the  danger  of  the 
granting  of  an  injunction  against  the  city,  it  would 
be  unsafe  to  erect  a  building  on  the  city's  land  in 
the  Fenway.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  however,  to  erect  a  building  on 
private  land  in  the  Fenway,  if  the  City  Council 
accepts  section  2  of  chapter  363  of  the  Acts  of  1913, 
which  authorizes  the  appropriation  of  $100,000 
for  the  High  School  of  Commerce  in  addition  to  the 
$600,000  previously  authorized.  The  School 
Committee,  however,  may  designate  another 
district,  as,  for  example,  the  Dudley  district, 
where  land  can  be  provided  at  a  much  lower  cost 
than  private  land  in  the  Fenway;  and  if  that  dis- 
trict is  designated  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
will  have  no  power  to  erect  a  building  in  the 
Fenway. 

In  view  of  the  unbusinesslike  record  of  the  last 
four  years,  during  which  the  city  has  spent  approx- 
imately $58,000  on  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
and  has  received  nothing  in  return,  except  two  sets 
of  plans  and  one  sketch  for  buildings  on  sites  which 
were  subsequently  abandoned,  and  two  parcels  of 
property  on  Warrenton  street,  which  it  was  unable 
to  sell  to  the  former  owners  after  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  Warrenton  street  scheme  had  made  the 
retention  of  the  said  two  parcels  unnecessary,  it 
is  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission  that  the 
City  Council  should  defer  action  upon  section  2 
of  said  chapter  363  until  a  site  has  been  selected 
which  is  certain  not  to  be  subsequently  a.bandoned, 
and  it  is  found  that  the  additional  amount  of  $100,- 
000  authorized  by  said  section  2  is  actually  needed. 
As  section  5  of  said  chapter  363  gives  the  City 
Council  until  December  31,  1913,  to  act  upon  the 
acceptance  of  section  2  of  said  chapter  363,  there 
will  be  time  enough  for  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sion to  show  the  City  Council  that  a  site  has  been 
finally  determined  upon  and  that  the  extra  $100,000 
provided  by  said  section  2  will  be  needed. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that  the 
School  Committee  promptly  designate  a  district 
within  which  the  High  School  of  Commerce  shall 
be  located,  that  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
promptly  thereafter  select  a  site  for  said  school 
and  that  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  thereupon 
furnish  to  the  City  Council  reliable  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  the  land  and  building,  in  order  that 
the  Council  may  pass  intelligently  upon  the  ques- 
tion whether  section  2  of  said  chapter  363  shall  be 
accepted  and  the  extra  $100,000  shall  be  appro- 
priated.

An   Ordinance   to   Extend,   Define   and   Establish 

the  Building  Limits  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  of  chapter 
forty-6ve  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section,  as  follows: 

Section  27.  The  building  limit's  referred  to  in 
section  nine  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  1907  are  hereby  extended, 
defined    and    established    as    follows:  — All    that 


portion  of  the  city  which  is  included  within  a  line 
beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  boundary 
lines  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  cities  of 
Somerville  and  Everett;  thence  by  the  boundary 
lines  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  cities  of 
Everett  and  Chelsea  to  the  intersection  with  the 
center  line  of  Trumbull  street  extended  northerly; 
thence  by  said  center  line  of  Trumbull  street 
extended,  the  center  line  of  Trumbull  street  and 
said  center  line  extended  southerly  to  the  Harbor 
line;  thence  by  said  Harbor  line  to  its  intersection 
with  the  easterly  line  of  Pier  No.  5  belonging  to 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company; 
thence  by  a  straight  line  acro.ss  Boston  Harbor  to 
its  intersection  with  the  Harbor  line  at  the  easterly 
corner  of  Pier  No.  1  in  South  Boston;  thence  by 
the  Harbor  line  in  the  northerly,  easterly  and 
southerly  portions  of  South  Boston  to  an  angle  in 
said  Harbor  line  nearly  opposite  the  intersection 
of  the  center  line  of  Columbia  road  with  the  center 
line  of  location  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad;  thence 
by  a  straight  line  to  said  intersection;  and  by  the 
center  lines  of  Columbia  road,  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
Seaver  street,  Columbus  avenue,  Atherton  and 
Mozart  streets.  Chestnut  avenue,  Sheridan,  Centre 
and  Perkins  streets.  South  Huntington  avenue, 
Castleton  street,  and  the  center  line  of  said  Castle- 
ton  street  extended  to  tho  boundary  line  between 
the  city  of  Boston  and  the  town  of  Brookline; 
thence  by  said  boundary  line  and  the  boundary  lines 
between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  cities  of  Newton, 
Watertown,  Cambridge  and  Somerville  to  the 
point  of  beginning.  Also  the  following  portion  of 
Ward  26,  upon  or  within  one  hundred  feet  of 
Everett  square,  so  called;  Fairmount  avenue  from 
River  street  to  the  Neponset  river;  River  street 
from  the  location  of  the  Boston  and  Providence 
Railroad  to  Winthrop  street;  Hyde  Park  avenue, 
on  the  easterly  side,  from  the  northerly  side  of 
Oak  street  to  Everett  street;  Hyde  Park  avenue, 
on  the  westerly  side,  from  the  northerly  side  of 
Pine  street  extension,  so  called,  to  a  point  on  said 
Hyde  Park  avenue  opposite  the  southerly  line  of 
Everett  street;  Harvard  avenue  from  River  street 
to  Winthrop  street;  Maple  street  from  River 
street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet 
southerly  therefrom;  Central  avenue  from  River 
street  to  Winthrop  street;  Davison  street  from 
Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred  feet 
northeasterly  therefrom;  Grove  street:  Pierce 
street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three 
hundred  feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Knott 
street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three 
hundred  feet  easterly  therefroni;  Railroad  avenue 
from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred 
feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Station  street  from

Matters  be  authorized  to  appear  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  Metropolitan  Affairs  to  advocate  the 
passage  of  such  legislation. 

The  resolution  was  declared  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Hazard. 

Coun.  BALL.ANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I 
move  a  reconsideration  of  the  reference  of  the 
resolution  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard.  If 
reconsideration  prevails  I  shall  move  the  adoption 
of  the  resolution. 

The  reference  was  reconsidered: 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  take 
very  much  pleasure  in  moving  the  adoption  of  that 
resolution.  I  think  we  are  starting  at  the  right 
end  now  for  the  prevention  of  such  cat.Tstrophes 
as  we  have  had  in  such  nearby  neigliboihcimls  :is 
Chelsea  and  other  places.  I  trust  thai  iIm'  L.^is- 
lature  will  pass  such  amendments  to  Ihc  l>iiiliUiig 
laws  as  will  eliminate  the  most  hazardous  part  of 
building  at  the  present  time,  the  shingled  roofs. 
I  sincerely  hope  the  resolution  will  pass. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  seconding 
the  resolution  1  would  say  that,  in  my  opinion, 
it  does  not  go  far  enough.  There  has  been  a  goocl 
deal  of  loose  talk  on  this  subject  by  men  who  ought 


to  know  a  great  deal  more  than  they  apparently 
do,  judging  by  their  remarks  in  the  course  of  con- 
versation. It  has  been  intimated  that  the  City 
Council  has  greater  powers  than  it  has  in  said 
matter.  All  the  City  Council  can  do  is  to  say  how 
far  the  building  limits  shall  be  extended  —  that  is. 
how  far  they  shall  be  extended  so  as  to  preclude 
within  certain  territory  anything  except  brick 
and  cement  construction.  A  great  difficulty,  in 
my  opinion,  has  come  from  the  fact  that  there  is 
not  greater  space  between  houses.  In  my  opinion, 
it  is  as  necessary  to  have  a  greater  distance  between 
houses  as  it  is  to  have  fireproof  roofs,  and  I  hope 
in  the  near  future  to  vote  for  a  resolution  looking 
to  that  result. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  1  think  perhaps 
through  haste  in  reading  a  part  of  the  resolution 
touching  on  that  point  may  have  been  overlooked. 
The  resolution  does  call  for  a  5-foot  setback  on 
the  side  line,  which  makes  a  distance  of  10  feet 
between  buildings  instead  of  6  feet,  as  at  present. 

Coun.  COLLINS — In  my  opinion,  the  present 
distance  between  wooden  houses,  as  requested  by 
statute,  is  much  less  than  it  should  be. 

Coun.  SMITH — In  drawing  the  resolution  I 
hoped  not  to  overshoot  the  mark,  but  to  at  least 
come  to  an  agreement  with  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council.  I  trust,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  some  of  us  may  favor  a  greater  distance 
between  wooden  buildings  than  is  suggested  here, 
the  resolution  as  presented  will  at  least  meet  the 
approbation  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council. 
Resolutions  may  then  be  presented  at  some  future 
day  asking  for  a  still  greater  distance  between 
wooden  buildings. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 


ACCEPTANCE  OF  DRAPER  ROAD. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  requested  to 
accept  and  lay  out  as  a  public  highway  Draper 
road,  Dorchester. 

Passed. 


FANEUIL  HALL  TO  BE  OPEN  ON  HOLIDAYS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  instruct  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  to  have  Faneuil  Hall 
opened  to  visitors  on  holidays. 

Passed. 


LOAN   FOR  -HIGHWAYS. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  (.$100,000)  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  for  Highways,  Making  of, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of 
1906,  and  acts  in  addition  thereto  or  amendment 
thereof,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount.

BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  be 
willing  to  withdraw  any  objection  that  I  might 
have  personally  to  the  proposed  adjournment,  but, 
as  the  councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.

THE   SOCIAL   EVIL. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President  I  move  that 
the  following  brief  statute  of  the  State  of  California, 
being  chapter  17  of  the  Statutes  of  1913-,  be  printed 
as  a  part  of  the  minutes  and  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The  statute  referred  to  is  as  follows; 

Chapter  17. 
An  Act  declaring  all  buildings  and  places  nuisances 
wherein  or  upon  which  acts  of  lewdness, 
assignation  or  prostitution  are  held  or  occur 
or  which  are  used  for  such  purposes,  and 
providing  for  the  abatement  and  prevention 
of  such  nuisances  by  injunction  and  otherwise. 

[Approved  April  7,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as 
follows: 

.Section  1.  The  term  "person"  as  used  in  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  mean  and  include 
individuals,  corporations,  associations,  partner- 
ships, trustees,  lessees,  agents  and  assignees.  The 
term  "building"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  to  mean  and  include  so  much  of  any 
building  or  structure  of  any  kind  as  is  or  may  be 
entered  through  the  same  outside  entrance. 

Sect.  2.  Every  building  or  place  used  for  the 
purpose  of  lewdness,  assignation  or  prostitution 
and  every  building  or  place  wherein  or  upon  which 
acts  of  lewdness,  assignation  or  pro.stitution  are 
held  or  occur,  is  a  nuisance  which  shall  be  enjoined, 
abated  and  prevented  as  hereinafter  provided, 
whether  the  same  be  a  public  or  private  nuisance. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  there  is  reason  to  believe 
"that  such  nuisance  is  kept,  maintained  or  exists  in 
any  county  or  city  and  county,  the  district  attorney 
of  said  county  or  city  and  county,  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  must,  or  any 
citizen  of  the  state  resident  within  said  county  or 
city  and  county,  in  his  own  name  may,  maintain 
an  action  in  equity  to  abate  and  prevent  such 
nuisance  and  to  perpetually  enjoin  the  person  or 
persons  conducting  or  maintaining  the  same,  and 
the  owner,  lessee  or  agent  of  the  building,  or  place, 
in  or  upon  which  such  nuisance  exists,  from 
directly  or  indirectly  maintaining  or  permitting 
such  nuisance.     


Sect.  4.  The  complaint  in  such  action  must  be 
verified  unless  filed  by  the  district  attorney. 
Whenever  the  existence  of  such  nuisance  is  shown 
in  such  action  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or 
judge  thereof,  either  by  verified  complaint  or 
affidavit,  the  court  or  judge  shall  allow  a  temporary 
writ  of  injunction  to  abate  and  prevent  the  con- 
tinuance or  recurrence  of  such  nuisance. 

Sect.  5.  The  action  when  brought  shall  have 
precedence  over  all  other  actions,  excepting 
criminal  proceedings,  election  contests  and  hear- 
ings on  injunctions,  and  in  such  action  evidence  of 
the  general  reputation  of  the  place  shall  be  ad- 
missible for  the  purpose  of  proving  the  existence 
of  said  nuisance.  If  the  complaint  is  filed  by  a 
citizen,  it  shall  not  be  dismissed  by  the  plaintiff  or 
for  want  of  prosecution  except  upon  a  sworn 
statement  made  by  the  complainant  and  his 
attorney,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  the  action 
should  be  dismis.s^d,  and  the  dismissal  ordered 
by  the  court.  In  case  of  failure  to  pro.secute  any 
such  action  with  reasonable  diligence,  or  at  the 
request  of  the  plaintiff,  the  court,  in  its  discretion, 
may  substitute  any  such  citizen  consenting  thereto 
for  such  plaintiff.  If  the  action  is  brought  by  a 
citizen  and  the  court  finds  there  was  no  reasonable 
ground  or  cause  for  said  action,  the  costs  shall  be 
taxed  against  such  citizen. 

Sect.  6.  Any  violation  or  disobedience  of 
either  any  injunction  or  order  expressly  provided 
for  by  this  act  shall  be  punished  as  a  contempt  of 
court  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less 
than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sect.  7.  If  the  existence  of  the  nuisance  be 
established  in  an  action  as  provided  herein,  an 
order  of  abatement  shall  be  entered  as  a  part  of 
the  judgment  in  the  case,  which  order  shall  direct 
the  removal  from  the  building  or  place  of  all  fix- 
tures, musical  instruments  and  movable  property 
used  in  conducting,  maintaining,  aiding  or  abetting 
the  nuisance,  and  shall  direct  the  sale  thereof  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  sale  of  chattels  under 
execution,  and  the  effectual  closing  of  the  building 
or  place  against  its  use  for  any  purpose,  and  so 
keeping  it  closed  for  a  period  of  one  year,  unless 
sooner  released,  as  hereinafter  provided.  While 
such  order  remains  in  effect  as  to  closing,  such 
building  or  place  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody 
of  the  court.  For  removing  and  selling  the 
movable  property,  the  officer  shall  be  entitled  to 
charge  and  receive  the  same  fees  as  he  would  for 
levying  upon  and  selling  like  property  on  execu- 
tion, and  for  closing  the  premises  and  keeping 
them  closed,  a  reasonable  sum  shall  be  allowed  by 
the  court. 

Sect.  8.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property, 
as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be 
applied  as  follows: 

First.  To  the  fees  and  costs  of  such  removal 
and  sale  : 

Second.  To  the  allowances  and  costs  of  so 
closing  and  keeping  closed  such  building  or  place; 

Third.  To  the  payment  of  plaintiff's  costs  in 
such  action; 

Fourth.  The  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid- to 
the  owner  of  the  property  so  sold. 

If  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  do  not  fully  discharge 
all  such  costs,  fees  and  allowances,  the  said  build- 
ing and  place  shall  then  also  be  sold  under  execu- 
tion issued  upon  the  order  of  the  court  or  judge 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  applied  in  like 
manner. 

Sect.  9.  If  the,  owner  of  the  building  or  place 
has  not  been  guilty  of  any  contempt  of  court  in  the 
proceedings,  and  appears  and  pays  all  costs,  fees 
and  allowances  which  are  a  lien  on  the  building  or 
place  and  files  a  bond  in  the  full  value  of  the  prop- 
erty, to  be  ascertained  by  the  court,  with  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  court  or  judge,  conditioned 
that  he  will  immediately  abate  any  such  nuisance 
that  may  exist  at  such  building  or  place  and 
prevent  the  same  from  being  established  or  kept 
thereat  within  a  period  of  one  year  thereafter,  the 
court,  or  judge  thereof,  may,  if  satisfied  of  his  good 
faith,  order  the  premises,  closed  under  the  order 
of  abatement,  to  be  delivered  to  said  owner,  and 
said  order  of  abatement  canceled  so  far  as  the  same 
may  relate  to  said  property.  The  release  of  the 
property  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  release  it  from  any  judgment,  lien,  penalty  or 
liability  to  which  it  may  be  subject  by  law. 

Sect.  10.  Whenever  the  owner  of  a  building  or 
place  upon  which  the  act  or  acts  constituting  the 
contempt  shall  have  been  committed,  or  of  any 
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interest  therein  has  been  guilty  of  a  contempt  of 
court  and  fined  therefor  in  any  proceedings  under 
this  act,  such  fine  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  build- 
ing and  place  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  of  such 
person  therein  enforcible  and  collectible  by  execu- 
tion issued  by  the  order  of  the  court. 

Sect.  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed;

REPORT   ON   STREET   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

September  19,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  The  Finance  Commission  respect- 
fully calls  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  certain 
street  improvement  projects  now  awaiting  action 
by  the  city  government  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912  and  chapter  558 
of  the  Acts  of  1912,  as  amended  by  chapter  695 
of  the  Acts  of  1913. 

Chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912  provides  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  appropriate  by 
loan,  either  inside  or  outside  of  the  debt  limit  as 
the  City  Council  may  determine,  $2,500,000  for 
street  improvements,  not  more  than  $.500,000  of 
which  may  be  appropriated  in  any  year,  subject 
to  the  further  provision  that  not  less  than  60 
per  cent  of  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  expended  exclusively  in  the  suburban  districts 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  act  was  to  become 
effective  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  voters  of  the 
City  of  Boston  at  the  state  election  of  1912,  and 
it  was  accepted  by  a  vote  of  nearly  two  to  one, 
the  vote  being  37,313  for  and  19,849  against 
acceptance. 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature  of  1913 
for  the  purpose  of  making  it  mandatory  that  the 
loans  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  should 
be  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  instead  of  leaving  the 
question  of  borrowing  the  money  inside  or  outside 
of  the  debt  limit  to  the  City  Council,  as  section  5 
of  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912  provided.  This 
bill,  however,  failed  of  passage,  and  it  now  appears 
clearly  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  voters  and 
of  the  Legislatures  of  1912  and  1913  that  the 
question  of  raising  the  necessary  money  inside  or 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  was  to  be  left  to  the  sole 
determination  of  the  City  Council. 


During  the  present  year  the  City  Council  has 
twice  attempted  to  make  the  act  effective  and  to 
provide  thereby  for  the  necessary  improvement  of 
suburban  streets,  which  furnished  the  principal 
reason  for  the  passage  of  the  legislation  in  question. 
The  first  order  of  the  Council  authorized  the  appro- 
priation of  $500,000  inside  of  the  debt  hmit.  The 
order  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  seven  to  one,  but 
was  vetoed  by  the  Mayor.  The  second  order  of 
the  Council  was  for  $499,000,  also  inside  of  the 
debt  limit.  This  order  was  passed  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  It  was  also  vetoed  by  the  Mayor.  A  third 
order  for  $498,000,  also  inside  of  the  debt  hmit, 
has  been  introduced  and  is  now  pending,  but  the 
Mayor  has  threatened  that  he  will  veto  this  order 
if  it  passes  and  insists  that  the  loan  shall  be  provided 
outside  of  the  debt  limit.  This  action  of  the 
Mayor  is  a  clear  violation  of  both  the  letter  and 
the  spirit  of  the  act  wliich  provides  for  these 
street  improvements,  for  it  excluded  the  Mayor 
from  any  part  in  determining  whether  the  loan 
should  be  inside  or  outside  of  the' debt  limit  by 
leaving  that  question  to  be  determined  by  the 
City  Council  alone. 

Chapter  558  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  as  amended  by 
chapter  695  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  authorized  the 
widening  of  Avery  street  from  Washington  street 
to  Tremont  street,  and  provided  for  the  issue  of 
bonds  outside  of  the  debt  limit  not  exceeding 
$1,500,000,  the  act  being  subject  to  acceptance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  On  June  9, 
1913,  the  Mayor  requested  the  City  Council  to 
accept  the  act  and  the  question  of  acceptance  is 
still  pending. 

These  two  street  projects  taken  together  form 
an  important  scheme  of  downtown  and  suburban 
street  development,  under  which  as  much  con- 
sideration for  the  city's  needs  can  be  given  as  the 
present  condition  of  the  city's  finances  permits. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission  the 
provision  for  suburban  street  improvements,  em- 
bodied in  chapter  601  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  should 
not  be  permitted  to  fail  because  of  the  Mayor's 
insistence  upon  providing  for  the  same  by  a  loan 
outside  of  the  debt  limit;  particularly  as  the  loan 
provided  for  the  widening  of  Avery  street  must  be 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  act.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  intention  of 
the  Legislatures  of  1912  and  1913  respecting  the 
suburban  street  improvements  and  of  the  voters 
of  the  city,  as  expressed  by  their  vote  accepting 
the  act,  and  of  the  City  Council,  as  expressed  in 
the  orders  providing  for  the  loan  inside  of  the  debt 
limit,  should  be  set  aside.  If  these  intentions 
should  be  set  aside  the  suburban  street  improve- 
ments will  either  fail  or  will  be  provided  outside 
of  the  debt  limit,  contrary  to  the  city's  financial 
interests.    . 

The  present  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  in- 
side of  the  debt  limit  is  $1,108,490.67,  which  is 
ample  to  provide  for  the  pending  street  loan  of 
$498,000  and  to  leave  a  sufficient  margin  for  all 
legitimate  purposes  which  need  to  be  provided  for 
during  the  current  year.  ^ 

The  Finance  Commission  has  repeatedly  urged 
that  all  necessary  loans  be  provided  for  inside  of 
the  debt  limit  wherever  the  nature  of  any  project 
awaiting  action  by  the  city  government  would 
permit  the  project  to  be  financed  by  loans  inside 
of  the  debt  limit.  The  commission  did  not  object 
to  the  provision  in  the  Avery  street  widening  act 
requiring  that  the  $1,500,000  loan  should  be  out- 
side of  the  debt  limit,  as  it  believed  it  impracticable 
to  provide  such  a  large  loan  inside  of  the  debt 
limit.  The  suburban  street  project,  however,  calls 
tor  an  annual  loan  not  exceeding  $500,000  and 
this,  as  already  stated,  can  easily  be  provided  for 
inside  of  the  debt  limitf 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
act  providing  for  the  widening  of  Pleasant  street 
(chapter  591  of  the  Acts  of  1911)  authorized  the 
loan  of  $900,000  outside  of  the  debt  limit.  This 
expenditure  for  downtown  street  development  is 
not  likely  to  provide  the  improvements  which  were 
anticipated  by  the  advocates  of  the  act,  as  the 
street  railway  company  has  declined  to  apply  for 
a  location  on  the  street  and  consequently  the 
expected  improved  transportation  facilities  are 
not  likely  to  materialize.  The  commission  believes 
that  a  great  waste  of  the  city's  money  was  involved 
in  the  widening  of  Pleasant  street,  and  while  it 
cannot  now  be  predicted  that  the  large  sum 
authorized  for  the  widening  of  Avery  street  will 
not  be  productive  of  improvements  commensurate 
with  the  expenditure,  it  believes  that  this  latter 
expenditure    for    downtown   street   improvements 
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should  not  be  authorized  until  it  has  been  made 
certain  by  the  action  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  that  the  suburban  street  improvements 
authorized  by  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912 
will  be  provided. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  City  Council  pass  and  that  the 
Mayor  sign  the  pending  loan  of  §498,000  inside 
of  the  debt  limit  for  street  improvements  as  pro- 
vided by  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912. 

2.  That  action  upon  the  acceptance  of  the 
Avery  street  act  be  deferred  until  the  suburban 
street  improvement  loan  is  made  effective,  and  that 
after  it  has  been  made  effective  the  Avery  street 
act  be  accepted  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.

The  comriiunication  was  declared  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  re- 
consideration of  the  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  of  the  communication  from  the  Finance 
Commission  in  regard  to  loans  for  street  improve- 
ments. The  communication  which  has  just  been 
read  by  the  Clerk  by  its  title  has  been  received 
by  each  member  of  the  Council,  and  we  all  know 
its  contents.  I  do,  at  least.  Knowing  that  the 
communication  has  been  referred,  and  knowing 
that  in  all  probability  it  may  not  get  back  here 
for  some  time,  I  desire  at  this  time  to  publicly 
offer  my  criticism  of  that  document.  The  Finance 
Commission  sometimes,  to  use  a  slang  phrase, 
"  gets  my  goat,"  but  I  am  willing  to  acknowledge 
that  many  times  it  serves  a  good  purpo.?e,  and 
many  times  it  is  open  to  severe  criticism.  I 
think  this  communication,  which  has  not  been 
read  by  the  Clerk,  but  which  has  been  published 
in  the  newspapers  and  sent  to  each  one  of  us,  is 
one  of  the  communications  that  should  be  criti- 
cised publicly,  and  1  desire  briefly  to  do  so.  The 
Finance  Commission  was  originally  appointed  to 
do  away  with  plaj^ng  politics  in  our  government, 
but  ofttimes — 1  am  prejudiced,  I  .admit,  in  many 
cases — 1  have  seen  politics  show  plainly  in  its 
conduct.  Only  recently,  in  connection  with  the 
appointment  of  a  member  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  the  commission  went  out  of  its 
way  and  declared  that  it  was  opposed  to 
the  confirmation  of  the  appointment  of  a  certain 
gentleman  to  a  certain  office.  It  was  re- 
buked by  the  tribunal  to  which  it  protested,  in 
my  opinion  because  it  was  a  pohtieal  move.  This 
communication — and  I  will  briefly  allude  to  it — 
winds  up  with  this  recommendation:  "  The  Finance 
Commission  says  that  in  its  opinion  the  half 
million  dollars  for  street  improvements  should  be 
provided  within  the  debt  Umit."  I  have  looked 
both  ways  upon  that  proposition.  I  beheved  early 
in  the  year  that  the  money  for  such  improvements 
should  be  taken  outside  the  debt  limit  in  order 
that  we  might  take  care  of  other  great  improve- 
ments. Later,  when  I  could  not  make  my  vote 
effective,  I  voted  for  such  work  inside  the  debt 
limit,  believing  that  the  improvements  were 
necessary.  The  Finance  Commission  now  comes 
in  here  and  tells  this  body  in  plain  words  that  a 
mere  child  can  understand  that  certain  things 
must  be  done.  They  say  that  unless  the  Mayor 
of  this  city — and  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  us  in 
this  body,  as  we  are  voting  independent  of  the 
executive — signs  the  measure  for  the  .$498,000 
within  the  debt  limit,  they  advise — in  fact,  order, 
because  their  advice  in  my  opinion  is  an  order — 
this  Council  that  the  widening  of  Avery  street  be 
held  up  until  that  measure  is  signed  to  be  provided 
for  within  the  debt  limit,  and  then  they  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  Avery  street  widening.  They 
have  contended  all  along  that  every  measure 
before  this  body  should  stand  on  its  own  bottom 
and  should  be  considered  independently  of  all 
other  propositions,  should  be  considered  on  its 
merits,  and  they  now  advise  or  suggest  to  this 
body  the  very  thing  that  they  went  to  the  State 
House  and  opposed.  They  suggest  logrolUng. 
I,  as  one  member  of  this  body,  desire  to  publicly 
state  that  I  consider  that  at  this  particular  time 
the  Finance  Commission  is  playing  polities  of  the 
kind  that  they  claim  was  played  in  the  old  Common 
Council:  "Rub  my  back  and  I  will  rub  yours; 
vote  for  this  measure  and  1  will  vote  for  yours. 
If  you  don't  vote  this  way  I  will  not  vote  for  your 
measure,  but  if  you  will  vote  my  way  I  will  "vote 
for  your  measure."  That  is  their  position,  and  I 
think  everj'  newspaper  in  town  ought  to  criticise 


them  pubUcly  for  the  position  they  take.  I  know 
that  every  newspaper  would  criticise  any  member 
of  this  Council  who  said  publicly,  "If  you  wiU  not 
vote  in  such  and  such  a  way  I  will  not  vote  for 
yovir  measure."  I  hope  that  reconsideration  of 
the  reference  will  not  prevail. 

President  KENNY — The  gentleman  withdraws 
his  motion  and  the  communication  stands  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


MINORS'   LICENSES. 

President  ICENNY  submitted  reports  on  petitions 
for  minors'  licenses  for  fourteen  newsboys  and 
six  vendors — recommending  that  licenses  be 
granted.

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  business, 
Nos.  2  and  3,  viz.: 

2.  Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  September  8,  of  John  Archie  MacDonald, 
William  W.  Holden,  Robert  Rudolph  Jacobson, 
Eugene  Bissell  and  William  S.  Saunders  to  be 
Measurers  of  Leather.

EXPENSE   OF   REPAIRING   FLAGPOLE. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  business, 
No.  4,  viz.: 

4.  Ordered,  That  the  expenses  incurred  by  the 
City  Messenger  in  making  the  required  repairs  on 
the  city  flagpoles  located  in  Maverick  square. 
Central  square,  Monmouth  square,  Peabody 
square.  City  square,  Washington  Park,  Union 
Park  and  Meeting  House  Hill,  including  the  team- 
ing in  connection  with  said  repairs,  amounting  to 
S.571,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  approved  and 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City  Council, 
Incidental  Expenses. 

The  order  was  passed. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  order  (referred  September  8)  for 
loan  of  §498,000  for  streets  under  provisions  of 
chapter  661,  Acts  of  1912 — that  the  order  ought 
1»o  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  giving  the  order  its  first  reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  vote  again  for  this  order,  which  is  in 
substance  the  same  as  the  two  which  preceded  it, 
because  I  heartily  beUeve  that  the  3500,000  for 
streets  should  come  inside  the  debt  limit.  My 
action  upon  this  matter,  however,  is  entirely  in- 
dependent of  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Commission  just  sent  to  us.  That  recommend.i- 
tion  has  been  criticised,  and  1  think  very  properly, 
by  the  member  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber 
(Coun.  Watson).  The  Finance  Commission  is 
mixing  two  subjects.  My  vote  is  not  at  all  in- 
fluenced in  this  matter  by  the  Avery  street  ques- 
tion. Avery  street  is  an  entirely  separate  matter. 
When  I  voted  on  Pleasant  street  and  on  the  exten- 
sion of  ArUngton  street  1  did  so  on  the  merits  of 
those  respective  streets,  and  I  shall  do  so  on  Avery 
street,  regardless  of  any  action  that  the  Finance 
Commission   seeks   to    have   the    Mayor    take   in 
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regard  to  Avery  street  and  the  $500,(1(10  iinnied  in 
this  order.  Furthermore,  I  think  the  Finance 
Commission  descended  from  its  usually  high  plane 
in  regard  to  municipal  matters.  To  be  sure,  under 
the  present  charter,  we  are  a  government  of  checks 
and  balances.  The  Mas'or  is  given  great  power 
and  then  it  is  almost  all  taken  away  from  him  by 
various  checks  put  upon  him.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission is  one  of  those  checks.  Evidently  they 
take  this  government  of  checks  and  balances-  very 
seriously,  because  they  constantly  and  persistently 
oppose  the  Mayor.  They  think  the  Mayor  is 
interested  in  Avery  street,  but  they  have  doubtless 
overlooked  the  fact  that  there  are  thousands  of 
other  citizens  in  this  town  equally  interested  in 
Avery  street — not  from  the  financial  point  of 
view,  to  be  sure,  but  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
entire  city.  Avery  street  is  a  downtown  street 
and  its  widening  will  relieve  the  congestion.  It 
will  cut  in  two  the  longest  block  in  downtown 
Boston.  The  opposition  which  existed  to  it  last 
year  has  been  overcome  and  the  bill  as  presented 
to  us  from  the  Legislature  meets  with  no  objection 
from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  or  from  abutting 
owners.  That  bill  is  limited  to  January  1,  and  if 
we  do  not  pass  it  by  January  1  the  whole  proceed- 
ing must  be  gone  through  again,  another  bill  being 
put  through  the  Legislature.  Consequently,  there 
is  necessity  for  haste.  I  cannot  quite  agree  with 
the  member  on  the  other  side  that  this  is  a  matter 
of  logrolling.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  quite  that, 
because  it  is  not  brought  up  in  this  body.  One 
member  of  this  body  is  not  at  variance  with 
another,  but  it  is  a  case  of  two  coordinate  branches 
of  the  government  possibly  being  at  loggerheads, 
which  would  be  something  different.  If  the 
Finance  Commission  had  advised  us  to  turn  down 
all  loan  appropriations  and  had  not  singled  out 
Avery  street  as  it  has,  to  my  mind  that  would  be 
different.  But  even  that,  to  my  mind,  would  be 
vicious.  It  would  seem  to  me  better  to  change  the 
charter  and — I  believe  1  have  said  this  before — 
when  a  deadlock  occurs  between  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council,  and  exists  for  a  period  of  six 
months,  refer  the  matter  at  the  next  general  elec- 
tion to  the  citizens  of  this  town  aifd  let  them 
decide  it  by  referendum.  I  don't  want  to  object 
to  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  or  to 
the  statement  of  his  Honor,  unless  1  can  suggest 
a  remedy,  and  that  seems  to  be  a  perfectly  clear 
and  consistent  remedy.  We  have  been  at  logger- 
heads on  the  lighting  situation  for  three  years;  we 
have  been  at  loggerheads  on  the  extension  of  the 
building  limits  for  some  time.  Luckily  I  hope 
that  this  latter  difficulty  will  be  shortly  overcome. 
We  have  been  at  loggerheads  on  this  matter  of 
the  $.500,000  for  streets.  When  a  case  like  that 
arises  and  continues  for  six  months,  it  seems  to 
me  it  would  be  better  for  us  to  refer  it  to  the 
citizetts  of  Boston  to  decide  than  to  continue  as  at 
the  present  time.  That  is  much  better  than  to 
have  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  taking  oppo- 
site positions,  each  side  .sticking  to  its  own  opinion, 
and  then  having  the  Finance  Commission  also 
come  in,  making  itself  equally  ridiculous  in  this 
city  by  suggesting  the  old  style  and  vicious  methods 
that  have  prevailed  in  government  in  the  past.  I 
could  hardly  believe  that  the  Finance  Commission 
would  come  in  here  as  they  have.  I  think  ordi- 
narily their  opinions  are  entitled  to  great  weight, 
that,  showing  careful  research,  they  are  entitled 
to  great  consideration.  But  I  think  this  time  they 
have  descended  for  a  second  time  —  the  first  time 
being  when  they  recommend  that  the  members 
of  this  body  be  sent  to  jail — to  something  to  which 
they  should  not  have  descended,  exhibiting  a 
simply  ricUculous  frame  of  mind. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  intend  to 
vote  for  this  $498,000  within  the  debt  limit, 
because  I  know  that  if  I  move  to  amend  it  so  that 
the  money  will  be  borrowed  outside  the  debt  limit 
I  will  be  defeated  by  a  vote  of  eight  or  seven  to 
one,  and  I  do  not  propose  to  play  politics  with  the 
measure.  I,  too,  feel  as  the  member  from  the  Back 
Bay  feels  on  the  measure.  I  believe  it  should 
stand  on  its  own  bottom.  I  believe  also  that  we 
ought  to  consider  the  Avery  street  widening 
proposition  immediately.  If  the  members  have 
the  vote  to  defeat  it,  well  and  good;  it  the  votes 
are  here  to  pass  it,  well  and  good.  I  hope  we  will 
have  a  report  on  the  Avery  street  widening  today 
and  that  we  will  pass  it  today,  instead  of  continuing 
to  play  politics  for  the  benefit  of  the  Finance 
Commission. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  members  talking  here  in  a  way  miss 
the  point.     This  should  not  be  a  question   of  a 


controversy  between  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
jFinance  Commission.  .So  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
it  is  a  question  whether  the  body  is  going  to 
appropriate  the  $.500,000  within  or  without  the 
debt  limit.  The  statute  clearly  determines  that 
the  members  should  decide  that  point.  As  a 
niember  of  the  City  Council  I  wish  to  say  that 
it  should  come  from  within  the  debt  limit. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage,  ■ 
yeas  8,  nays  0,  and  will  come  up  for  second  reading 
and  passage  in  not  less  than  fourteen  days. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  September  8) 
designating  certain  streets  to  be  improved  or  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912 — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  read  once  and  passed, 
yeas  8,  nays  0.  Assigned  for  fourteen  days  for 
final  action. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  July  28)  for  loan  of 
S55,000  for  bridge  at  Winthrop — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  read  and  passed  once, 
yeas  8,  nays  0.  The  order  will  take  its  second 
reading  and  passage  in  not  less  than  fourteen  days. 

(4)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  July  28)  for  loan  of 
,$25,000  for  playground,  Mattapan — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  first  reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  for  any  member 
of  a  popular  elective  body  to  vote  against  a  play- 
ground comes  hard.  I  am  also  loath  to  vote 
against  this  playground  because  the  section  really 
needs  it.  At  the  same  time,  I  hold  consistency  to 
be  one  of  the  choicest  prizes  in  a  man's  public 
record,  and  if  I  should  vote  for  this  playground 
now,  I  would  not  be  consistent  with  my  orders 
and  votes.  I  voted  last  year  for  a  playground  in 
this  section,  and  I  have  not  regretted  it  up  to  the 
present  time,  but  I  have  been  annoyed  at  the  way 
that  that  money  was  spent.  I  consider  it  one  of 
the  shames  of  the  Fitzgerald  administration  that 
he  should  have  allowed  one  of  his  departments  to 
spend  that  money,  which  was  voted  in  good  faith 
by  this  body  for  the  Mattapan  disf«-ict,  for  a  play- 
ground at  the  very  outskirts  of  what  only  by  a 
stretch  of  imagination  could  be  called  the  Matta- 
pan district,  and  a  playground  in  proximity  to 
Franklin  Field,  the  greatest  playground  of  the 
country,  and  not  only  that,  but  that  a  lot  should 
have  been  chosen  situated  beside  a  railroad  track 
and  composed  one-half  of  rock  ledge  and  the 
other  half  of  swamp,  in  a  district  where  the  people 
surrounding  it  petitioned  against  it;  and  also 
that  this  Council  should  have  been  k»pt  in  igno- 
rance of  the  real  reason  why  that  lot  was  chosen. 
Because  of  my  feeling  in  regard  to  the  expenditure 
of  that  $25, COO  for  the  so-called  Mattapan  play- 
ground, I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order 
to-day.  Earlier  in  the  year  I  endeavored  to 
have  that  same  playground  sold.  It  represented 
a  miscarriage  of  public  funds.  I  was  not  sustained 
by  this  body  on  that  order,  and  I  bow  to  the  larger 
number;  but  I  certainly  believe  that  we  are 
doing  wrong  in  putting  $25,000  more  where 
$25,000  was  misspent  in  such  a  manner. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
much  pleased  to  hear  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman 
who  just  preceded  me,  but  I  wish  to  call  his  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  I  believe  he  was  in  error 
when  he  stated  that  originally  he  voted  in  favor  of 
an  appropriation  for  a  playground  for  the  Matta- 
pan district.  I  think  if  he  will  look  over  the 
records  he  will  find  th.it  he  has  made  a  mistake, 
that  he  voted  against  the  initial  appropriation  of 
$25,000  for  the  Mattapan  district  playground. 
With  his  second  point,  however,  I  concur  to  this 
extent,  that,  the  mone.y  having  been  appropriated, 
the  playground  should  have  been  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  Mattapan  square.  I  think  this  matter 
has  come  before  us  several  times,  and,  rather  than 
repeat,  permit  me  to  say  in  a  word  that  when  the 
hearing  took  place  in  the  old  Aldermanic  Chamber 
I  was  present — and  I  don't  think  the  gentleman 
who  has  just  spoken  was — and  said  that,  in  my 
opinion,  the  site  should  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
Mattapan  square.  But  under  the  charter  we  are 
not  the  ones  to  designate  where  locations  shall  be. 
That  has  boon  the  ruling,  the  gentleman  to  the 
contrary  ih.I  w  il  hsi  Kiiding,  and  we  have  no  re- 
course in  thai  irspcri .  In  that  regard  we  have  to 
bow  to  the  Park  Commissioners  and  to  the  Mayor. 
As  to  the  location  which  was  chosen  in  the  Matta- 
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pan  district,  I  do  not  agree  with  the  gentleman 
that  it  was  the  farther  end  of  the  district,  and 
when  he  says  it  is  near  Franklin  Field  he  also 
makes  a  mistake.  I  believe  that  it  is  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes'  walk  from  Franklin  Field,  and 
I  believe  it  is  also  a  large  and  growing  section. 
The  commissioners  having  selected  the  northerly 
end  of  the  district  for  that  playground.  I  believe 
that  the  district  which  should  have  had  the  play- 
ground originally  should  be  recognized,  and  I 
think  that  district  will  be  served  by  this  appropria- 
tion.    Therefore  I  shall  vote  in  favor  of  it. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  should  not 
take  up  the  time  of  the  body  again  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  statement  of  the  last  speaker  to  the 
effect  that  we  as  a  Council  have  no  right  to  decide 
where  a  playground  shall  be  located.  As  to  his 
recollection  of  my  record,  as  far  as  the  vote  on  the 
matter  is  concerned,  I  am  willing  to  leave  that  to 
the  City  Council  minutes.  It  is  not  worth  while 
debating  that  matter  and  going  into  personalities. 
But_as  to  the  powers  of  this  body.  I  notice  that 
when  we  located  a  playground  on  Parker  HiU  and 
sought  to  limit  it  to  one  side  of  the  street,  we  verj- 
quickly  had  the  administrative  end  of  the  govern- 
ment domi  on  our  necks.  That  branch  of  the 
government  recognized  perfectly  well  that  we 
could  limit  the  location  in  which  the  money  should 
be  spent.  Don't  we  limit  it  to  certain  wards,  for 
instance?  Don't  we  limit  it  to  the  Brighton 
district?  It  is  perfectly  ludicrous  to  say  that  we 
cannot  appropriate  money  except  in  a  broad, 
general  waj',  without  specifying  any  details.  I 
have  consistentlj-  fought  that  attitude,  and  I 
cannot  see  why  members  of  the  Council  should  get 
up  constantly  and  still  advocate  it.  They  are 
deliberately  throwing  away  what  little  power  they 
have.  If  we  haven't  that  power,  let  us  dissolve 
into  a  commonplace  debating  society,  as  suggested 
here  bj'  another  member — or,  perhaps,  better 
yet,  into  an  improvement  society.  What  power 
have  we?  If  all  we  can  do  is  pass  an  appropriation 
of  SIO.GOO,  815,000  or  825,000,  and  not  name  a 
place  or  purpose,  we  become  the  laughing-stock 
of  the  town.  We  had  better  save  the  price  of  our 
election. 

Coun.  COLLINS — -Mr.  President,  referring  to 
personalities,  I  might  suggest  that  the  onlj'  man 
who  has  mentioned  personalities  or  brought  them 
in  at  all  has  been  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
spoken.  I  have  corrected  him  in  a  misstatement. 
If  I  am  incorrect  I  shall  be  glad  to  be  corrected. 
In  the  second  place,  he  is  against  the  weight  of 
authority  not  only  of  the  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Law  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  everj-body  who  has  gone  into, 
this  thing  with  any  care  at  all.  The  decision  has 
been  absolutely  that  we  have  no  right  to  designate 
a  site.  That  is  what  I  said.  I  did  not  saj'  that 
we  had  no  right  to  set  forth  a  section,  but  I  did 
and  do  say  that  we  have  no  right  to  designate  a 
particular  site.  I  would,  therefore,  like  to  have 
the  gentleman  set  forth  some  authority  for  his 
statement  besides  himself,  so  that  he  might  con- 
vince me  and  other  members. 

Coun.  SMITH — This  is  hardlj'  gerinane  to  the 
subject  before  us.  However,  I  shall  be  glad  to 
set  forth  my  position  again.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission have  taken  a  position  which  I  do  not 
believe  is  justified.  Earlier  in  the  year  they 
recommended  at  another  time  that  I  be  sentenced 
tb  jail,  with  those  who  voted  with  me,  because  of 
action  which  we  took.  My  position  is  this.  I 
firmly  believe  that  under  the  old  charters  we  have 
the  rights  that  have  not  been  taken  away  under 
the  last  charter,  and  one  of  those  rights  is  the  right 
to'  designate.  That  right  has  never  been  taken 
away,  nor  has  the  right  to  state  for  what  purpose 
money  shall  be  used  been  taken  away.  Therefore, 
if  we,  as  the  legislative  end  of  the  government,  see 
fit  to  say  that  a  certain  playground  shall  be  put 
in  a  certain  section,  it  is  not  in  the  Mayor's  power 
or  that  of  his  subordinate  heads  of  departments  to 
say  that  they  shall  or  shall  not  do  it.  We  are 
elected  by  the  citizens  at  large  and  have  the  entire 
right  and  authority  under  the  old  charters  to  pass 
on  such  matters,  and  that  right  has  never  been 
taken  away  from  us.  The  Finance  Commission, 
for  one  reason  or  another, — and  it  is  getting  too 
near  election  time  to  make  any  statements, — see 
fit  to  take  the  opposite  view.  The  Mayor  naturally 
sees  fit  to  take  the  opposite  view,  because  the  more 
like  puppets  we  are  the  more  important  becomes 
his  office.  But  how  any  member  of  this  govern- 
nient,  this  Council,  can  willingly  advocate  throw- 
ing away  its  powers  is  more  than    I   can  under- 


stand. However,  I  do  not  care  to  understand  it. 
If  the  gentleman  sees  fit  to  vote  that  way,  my  vote 
will  be  against  it. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  will  simply 
say  a  few  words.  The  rights  and  powers  of  this 
Council  are  largely  limited  to  broad  fields,  namely 
to  passing  or  rejecting  appropriations,  for  instance. 
We  can  start  or  originate  them.  I  submit  that 
that  is  rather  an  important  function.  Judging 
from  remarks  of  the  gentleman  who  has  just 
spoken  I  should  think  that  he  considered  it  very 
unimportant.  We  have  the  right  to  originate 
loans.  In  other  words,  we  have  the  absolute  say 
alternatively  as  to  how  the  finances  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  conducted.  If  that  is  a  small 
power,  if  the  gentleman  takes  the  position  that 
that  amounts  to  nothing,  of  course  argument  is 
futile.  We  also  have  the  right  to  pass  ordinances, 
another  great  function.  Those  are  three  big 
functions  of  the  Council,  and  the  gentleman  after 
his  service  here  should  be  aware  of  it.  Perhaps 
it  may  "be  well  at  this  time  to  call  his  attention  to 
those  powers.  I  do  say,  however,  that  as  far  as 
interfering  with  the  details  of  the  management-  of 
the  departments  of  this  city,  we  have  no  right  as 
individuals  or  as  a  body  in  that  respect.  In  that 
idea  I  believe  I  am  supported  by  the  great  weight 
of  authority  in  the  City  of  Boston,  those  who  have 
gone  into  the  matter,  the  gentleman  to  the  con- 
trary' notwithstanding. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  both  of  the  eminent  jurists  who  have  pre- 
ceded me  to  furnish  me  with  some  authority  on 
the  subject.     I  want  to  learn  something. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  6,  nays  2,  Coun.  KENNY  and  SMITH 
voting  nay,  and  will  come  up  for  final  reading  and 
passage  in  not  less  than  fourteen  days.

lines  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  cities  of 
vSomerville  and  Everett;  thence  by  the  boundary

'  Everett  and  Chelsea  to  the  intersecHion  with  the 
center  line  of  Trumbull  street  extended  northerly; 
thence  iDy  said  center  line  of  Trumbull  street 
extended,  the  center  line  of  Trumbull  street  and 
said  center  line  extended  southerly  to  the  Harbor 
line;  thence  by  said  Harbor  line  to  its  intersection 
with  the  easterly  line  of  Pier  No.  5  belonging  to  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company;  thence 
by  a  straight  line  across  Boston  Harbor  to  its 
intersection  with  the  Harbor  line  at  the  easterly 
corner  of  Pier  No.  1  in  South  Boston;  thence  by 
the  Harbor  line  in  the  northerly,  easterly  arid 
southerly  portions  of  South  Boston  to  an  angle  in 
said  Harbor  line  nearly  oppo.site  the  intersection 
of  the  center  line  of  Columbia  road  with  the  center 
line  of  location  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad;  thance 


by  a  straight  line  to  said  intersection;  and  by  the 
center  lines  of  Columbia  road.  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
Seaver  street,  Columbus  avenue,  Atherton  and 
Mozart  streets,  Chestnut  avenue,  Sheiidau, 
Centre  and  Perkins  streets.  South  Huntington 
avenue,  Castleton  street,  and  the  center  line  of 
said  Castelton  street  extended  to  the  boundary 
line  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  town  of 
Brookline;  thence  by  said  boundary  Une  and  the 
boundary  lines  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
city  of  Newton,  the  town  of  Watertown,  and  the 
cities  of  Cambridge  and  Somerville  to  the  point  of 
bsginning.  Also  those  portions  of  Ward  20  upon 
or  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  following-named 
streets  and  squares:  Everett  square,  so  called; 
Fairmount  avenue  from  River  street  to  the 
Neponset  river;  River  street  from  the  location  of 
the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  to  Wintbrop 
street;  Hyde  Park  avenue,  on  the  easterly  side, 
from  the  northerly  side  of  Oak  street  to  Everett 
street;  Hyde  Park  avenue,  on  the  westerly  side, 
from  the  northerly  side  of  Pine  street  extension, 
so  called,  to  a  point  on  said  Hyde  Park  avenue 
opposite  the  southerly  line,  of  Everett  street: 
Harvard  avenue  from  River'  street  to  Winthrop 
street;  Maple  street  from  River  street  to  a  point 
one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  southerly  therefrom; 
Central  avenue  from  River  street  to  Winthrop 
street;  Davison  street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a 
point  three  hundred  feet  northeasterly  therefrom; 
Grove  street:  Pierce  street  from  Fairmount  avenue 
to  a  point  three  hundred  feet  northeasterly  there- 
from; Knott  street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a 
point  three  hundred  feet  easterly  therefrom;

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  wish 
to  offer  the  following  ordinance  as  a  substitute  for 
the  entire  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard, 
Nos.  6  and  7  on  the  calendar: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirteen. 
An  Ordinance  to  Extend,  Define  and  Establish  tlie 

Building  Limits  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  of  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section,  as  follows: 

Sect.  27.  The  building  limits  referred  to  in 
section  nine  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  1907  are  hereby  extended,  defined 
and  established  as  follows:  All  that  portion  of  the 
city  which  is  included  within  a  line  beginning  at  the 
intersection  of  the  boundary  lines  between  the  city 
of  Boston  and  the  cities  of  Somerville  and  Everett; 
thence  by  the  boundary  lines  between  the  city  of 
Boston  and  the  cities  of  Everett  and  Chelsea  to 
the  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Trumbull 
street  extended  northerly;  thence  by  said  center 
line  of  Trumbull  street  extended^,  the  center  line 
of  Trumbull  street  and  said  center  line  extended 
southerl.v  to  the  Harbor  line;  thence  by  said  Harbor 
line  to  its  intersection  with  the  easterly  line  of 
Pier  No.  5  belonging  to  the  Boston  ancl  Albany 
Railroad  Company;  thence  by  a  straight  line 
.across  Boston  Harbor  to  its  intersection  with  the 
Harbor  line  at  the  easterly  corner  of  Pier  No.  1  in 
South  Boston;  thence  by  the  Harbor  line  in  the 
northerly,  easterly  and  southerly  portions  of  South 
Boston  to  an  angle  in  said  Harbor  line  nearly 
opposite    the    intersection    of   the    center    line    of 
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Columbia  road  with  the  center  line  of  location  of 
the  Old  Colony  Railroad;  thence  by  a  straight 
line  to  the  said  intersection;  and  by  the  center 
lines  of  Columbia  road,  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Seaver 
street,  Columbus  avenue,  Atherton  and  Mozart 
streets.  Chestnut  avenue,  Sheridan,  Centre  and 
Perkins  streets.  South  Huntington  avenue.  Castle- 
ton  street  and  the  center  line  of  said  Castleton 
street  extended  to  the  boundary  line  between  the 
city  of  Boston  and  the  town  of  Brookline;  thence 
by  said  boundary  line  to  a  point  therein  one  hun- 
dred feet  southwest  of  Washington  street  in  the 
Brighton  district;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  to  and 
one  hundred  feet  southwesterly  from  the  center 
Une  of  Washington  street  to  an  angle  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  said  line  with  the  extension  of  a 
line  paiallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  north westei-ly 
of  Market  street;  thence  by  said  extension  and 
said  line  one  hundred  feet  parallel  to  and  north- 
westerly of  Markst  street  to  a  point  one  hundred 
feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Western  avenue; 
thence  by  a  line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet 
south  of  the  center  line  of  Western  avenue  and 
said  line  extended  to  a  point  in  the  boundary  line 
between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  town  of  Water- 
town  south  of  Watertown  Bridge,  so  called;  thence 
b>  said  boundary  line  and  the  boundary  lines 
between  the  cities  of  Cambridge  and  Somerville 
to  the  point  of  beginning.  Also  those  portions  of 
Ward  26  upon  or  within  one  huncbred  feet  of  the 
following  named  streets  and  squares:  Everett 
square,  so  called;  Fairmount  avenue  from  River 
street  to  the  Neponset  river;  River  street  from 
the  location  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad 
to  Winthrop  street;  Hyde  Park  avenue  on  the 
easterly  side  from  the  northerly  side  of  Oak  street 
to  Everett  street;  Hyde  Park  avenue  on  the 
westerly  side  from  the  northerly  side  of  Pine 
street  extension,  so  called,  to  a  point  on  said  Hyde 
Park  avenue  opposite  the  southerly  line  of 
Everett  street;  Harvard  avenue  from  River  street 
to  Winthrop  street;  Maple  street  from  River 
street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet 
southerly  therefrom;  Central  avenue  from  River 
street  to  Winthrop  street;  Davison  street  from 
Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred  feet 
northeasterly  therefrom;  Grove  street;  Pierce 
street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three 
hundred  feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Knott 
street  from  Fairmoimt  avenue  to  a  point  three 
hundred  feet  easterly  therefrom;  Railroad  ave- 
nue from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three  hvm- 
dred  feet  northeasterly  therefrom;  Station  street 
from  the  Neponset  liver  to  a  point  three  hundred 
feet  northeasterly  from  Fairmount  avenue;  Wal- 
nut street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  three 
hundied  feet  southwesterly  therefrom;  Maple 
street  from  Fairmount  avenue  to  a  point  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  feet  westerly  therefrom. 

This  ordinance  shall  become  operative  March 
1,  1914. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  in 
offering  this  ordinance  I  would  like  to  say  that  it 
differs  slightly  from  the  reports  of  the  Committee 
on  Fire  Hazard,  amounting  to  what  the  committee 
and  the  Council  were  practically  unanimous  in 
reporting  two  years  ago.  It  embraces  plans  Nos. 
1  and  2  of  the  late  Fire  Commissioner  Daly.  No. 
1  at  that  time  we  arranged  to  have  go  into  effect 
July,  1912,  the  second  extension  to  go  into  effect 
in  1914.  This  embraces  practically  the  same  lines 
which  1  and  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  have  stood  ready  to  vote  for  the  past  two 
years.  I  hope  that  the  ordinance  will  be  accepted 
as  a  substitute  for  the  entire  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Hazard. 

The  question  came  on  substitution  of  the  ordi- 
nance offered  by  Coun.  Ballantyne  for  Nos.  6  and 
7  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  only 
committee  of  which  1  am  chairman,  the  Committee 
on  Fire  Hazard,  through  me  reported  in  fayor  of 
extension  of  the  building  Hmits.  I  don't  know 
anything  about  what  has  happened  the  past  two 
year.s  or  the  past  five  years  in  this  Council.  All  1 
consider  is  what  has  been  going  on  this  year.  One 
thing  is  certain,  that  past  Councils  have  tried  to  do 
something  with  the  situation  and  have  failed  up 
tothis  time,  have  done  absolutely  nothing.  The 
original  ordinance  reportefl  by  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Hazard  provides  for  .ju.st  exactly  what  Fire 
Commissioner  Cole  asked  for.  Commissioner  Cole 
asked  to  have  included  certain  parts  of  Boston, 
most  all  of  East  Boston,  all  of  Charlestown,  all  of 
South  Boston,  all  this  side  of  Columbia  road  and 
of  Franklin  Park  through  to  t))e  Brookline  line, 
and  then  he  asked  to  have  taken  in  a  certain  por- 


tion of  Brighton,  that  portion  that  the  gentleman 
from  Roxbury  has  in  his  amended  ordinance  left 
out.  He  said  in  his  communication  to  this  body 
that  all  of  Brighton,  in  his  opinion,  could  well  be 
taken  in  without  any  hardship  to  anybody.  The 
conmiittee,  following  his  suggestion,  voted  to  take 
in  all  of  Brighton.  The  gentleman  is  one  of  the 
minority  members  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Hazard,  about  the  only  committee  upon  which  a 
certain  element  in  this  Council  is  in  the  ma.iority; 
and  the  gentleman  has  not  hesitated,  after  con- 
ferring with  others,  to  use  a  steam  roller  and 
try  to  go  a  little  mite  past  what  he  favored  a  few 
years  ago,  taking  that  portion  of  Brighton  men- 
tioned by  Commissioner  Cole,  minus  the  part  which 
Commissioner  Cole  said  could  be  easily  taken  in 
without  any  hardship.  When  the  gentleman  says 
his  po.sition  to-day  is  the  same  that  it  was  two, 
three  or  five  years  ago  he  is  in  error.  Brighton 
was  not  mentioned,  if  1  am  correctly  informed,  in 
the  extension  considered  at  that  time  at  all. 
Coun.  BALLANTYNE— It  was. 
Coun.  WATSON — Then  I  accept  the  correction. 
Now  he  comes  in  with  an  amended  ordinance, 
taking  out  what  is  called  the  Aberdeen  district, 
which  I  saw  the  other  day.  It  has  considerable 
vacant  land,  with  quite  an  opportunity  to  build. 
About  all  the  buildings  there  are  single  buildings, 
mostly  built  by  people  of  means,  and  I  think  they 
should  be  protected.  1  think  they  ought  to  be 
protected  as  well  as  the  rest.  1  don't  see  why  we 
should  allow  three-deckers  to  go  up  in  the  Aber- 
deen chstrict  and  prohibit  them  in  other  parts  of 
Brighton.  It  would  be  just  as  well  to  cut  out  all 
of  Brighton  as  the  part  he  wants  to  cut  out.  I 
insist  that  the  committee's  report  is  an  intelligent 
one,  because  we  have  had  the  advantage  of  all  the 
mass  of  information  that  the  gentleman  from  Rox- 
bury opposite  has  had,  with  his  wide  knowledge  of 
buildings  and  his  wide  acquaintance  with  builders, 
and  that  of  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown, 
too,  with  his  wide  knowledge  and  acquaintance 
with  builders — mostly  builders  of  three-flatters. 
Mr.  President,  1  know  that  1  am  taking  the  un- 
popular side  of  this  proposition.  I  have  been 
threatened  with  defeat  two  years  hence.  I  may 
get  it,  but  a  iniracle  happened  in  February,  and  it 
may  happen  again  if  1  decide  to  run.  That  does 
not  matter.  My  personal  friends  have  been  to 
me  on  this  proposition  and  have  told  me  that 
there  should  be  no  extension  of  the  limits  to  Dor- 
chester. They  have  told  me  of  the  great  hardship 
that  would  ensue  to  the  little  owners  of  land  there 
who  might  want  to  build  a  wooden  house.  I 
talked  the  matter  over  with  some  one  whose  ad- 
vice I  consider  very  valuable,  and  we  agreed  that 
in  all  reforms  whenever  progress  is  attempted 
anywhere,  in  any  direction,  some  have  to  suffer 
for  the  benefit  of  the  many.  The  newspapers  have 
had  nothing  to  do  with  my  position  in  this  matter. 
They  do  not  influence  me  a  particle.  I  don't 
think  their  opinions  amount  to  anything  more 
than  the  opinion  of  any  individual  on  the  street. 
The  opinion  of  the  writer  is  simply  the  opinion  of 
the  one  man  who  holds  the  pencil,  backed  up  by 
somebody  who  suggests  a  certain  reform  or  prin- 
ciple. My  position  is  taken  because  sooner  or 
later  we  had  to  do  something  along  the  lines 
suggested  by  the  committee.  And  1  sincerely  hope 
the  Council  will  not  turn  down  the  first  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard.  1  know  that  it 
will  be  a  serious  reflection  on  the  chairman,  and  he 
cannot  afford  it.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  amended 
ordinance  offered  by  the  gentleman  from  Roxbury 
will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  sincerely  hope 
the  amendment  will  not  prevail.  Brighton  in- 
creased in  the  last  two  years  15  per  cent.  That 
is  to  say,  the  value  of  the  buildings  built  in  the 
last  two  years  was  15  per  cent  of  the  total  valuation 
of  Brighton.  That  is  the  greatest  growth  in  any 
part  of  the  City  of  Boston.  There  were  $1,630,750 
worth  of  brick  buildings  erected  in  Brighton  in 
the  last  two  years;  there  were  only  $990,000  of 
wood  buildings  put  up  in  Brighton  in  the  last  two 
years.  In  other  words,  if  we  extend  the  building 
lirnits  to  Brighton,  compelling  them  to  build 
brick  buildings  in  Brighton,  we  are  only  following 
the  natural  course  of  building  construction  in 
Brighton  to-day.  During  the  last  two  years  two- 
thirds  of  the  new  construction  in  Brighton  has  been 
of  brick.  Brighton  has  grown  faster  than  any 
other  section.  That  seems  to  me  the  best  argument 
for  extending  the  building  limits  to  Brighton.  It 
is  useless  for  this  Council  to  extend  the  building 
limits  if  we  are  only  going  to  do  it  to  districts 
already  built  over.     If  wo  neglect  extending  the 
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building  limits  until  territory  is  covered  with 
wooden  buildings  there  is  no  necessity  for  our 
acting  at  all.  Two  years  ago  the  proposition  which 
the  majority  of  this  Council  wanted  to  pass  was 
to  extend  the  building  limits  one  block  toward 
Dorchester.  In  other  words,  the  seat  of  the  trouble 
at  that  time  was  not  going  to  be  touched.  The 
majority  of  the  Council  wished  to  give  two  years 
before  they  extended  the  building  limits  to  Dor- 
chester—  in  other,  words,  to  let  the  builders, 
speculative  builders  if  you  wish  to  call  them  such, 
have  a  chance  to  cover  that  territory  and  then  go 
out  and  put  the  limits  there  and  give  the  specula- 
tors a  chance  to  move  along  to  the  next  uncovered 
district.  That  seems  to  me  an  absolute  side- 
stepping of  the  whole  question.  It  is  just  shirking 
our  responsibilities.  I  think  one  of  the  chief 
pleasures  of  public  life  is  to  catch  the  humorous 
side  when  a  man  tries  to  evade  the  unpopular  side 
of  what  he  has  done,  and  I  could  not  fail  to  be 
impressed  by  the  canny  Scotch  humor  of  my 
friend  on  the  left  (Coun.  Ballantyne)  when  he 
got  up  and  in  terse,  concise  sentences,  as  usual, 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that' he  was  now  voting 
for  just  what  he  wanted  to  vote  for  two  years  ago. 
Fire  Commissioner  Daly's  plan,  which  we  were 
then  considering,  was  to  extend  to  Seaver  street 
and  Columbia  road.  The  plan  which  came  out  of 
the  committee,  and  which  the  gentleman  on  my 
left  was  almost  frantically  desirous  to  vote  for  at 
that  time,  was  to  extend  the  limits  three  blocks  in 
one  direction  and  one  block  in  another  direction 
toward  the  seat  of  the  greatest  trouble. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish 
to  rise  to  correct  the  gentleman.  I  would  ask  hirn 
to  try,  if  possible,  to  stick  to  the  truth  for  once. 

Coun.  SMITH— If  it  were  not  for  its  length,  I 
would  read  the  entire  debate  at  that  meeting. 
Coun.  WATSON — I  will  take  your  word  for  it. 
Coun.  SMITH — As  there  is  only  one  new  mem- 
ber of  the  Council,  I  will  not  burden  the  record  to 
that  extent.  But  what  I  have  stated  is  absolutely 
true,  as  proved  by  the  papers  on  file  in  the  com- 
mittee. Now,  to  what  is  the  change  due?  Let 
us  be  fair  with  ourselves.  If  this  alternative  plan, 
to  amend  what  the  committee  has  reported,  had 
not  come  in  to-day  I  would  have  refrained  from 
saying  what  I  am  going  to  say.  The  reason  why 
this  will  pass,  as  it  will  later  in  the  .day,  is  due  to 
the  public  Press  primarily.  The  Transcript,  the 
Herald,  the  Journal,  the  Record  are  the  ones 
responsible  for  this  change  in  sentiment  on  the 
part  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  of  this 
Council.  That  change  in  sentiment  in  the  public 
Press  has  caused  a  change  in  sentiment  on  the  part 
of  an  organization  much  beloved  in  certain  sec- 
tions and  hated  in  others,  both  probably  unjustly— 
tne  Good  Government  Association.  That  organi- 
zation,' since  the  return  of  one  Mr.  Bottomley,  has 
snapped  the  whip,  and  the  members  of  this  Council 
are  obeying  the  snap  of  that  whip  and  are  about 

to  vote 

President  KENNY — The  gentleman  is  out  of 
order.     Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Coun.  SMITH— The  amendment,  Mr.  President, 
is  about  to  be  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

President  lOSNNY.  (Rapping  the  gavel.)  The 
gentleman  will  suspend. 

Coun.  SMITH— For  what  reason? 
President     KENNY.     (Rap,     rap,     rap.)     The 
question    before   the   house   is    on   the   substitute 
offered  by  Coun.  Ballantyne. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President. 
President  IQENNY— Coun.  Ballantyne. 
Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  am  adciressing 
myself  to  the  proposed  amendment  of  this  ordi- 
nance.    According  to  the  point  of  this  amendment 
(rap,  rap,  rap) — ^and  in  spite  of    the    splitting  of 

the  gavel 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  has  recognized 
Coun.  Ballantyne. 

Coun.  SMITH — May  I  ask  the  reason  why  I 
am  ruled  off  the  floor? 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
gentleman  forfeited  the  floor. 

Coun.  SMITH — For  what  reason,  Mr.  President? 
President     KENNY — Because    the    gentleman 
was  out  of  order. 

Coun.  SMITH— For  what  reason? 
President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
gentleman  has  reflfected  upon  the  members  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — Most  certainly,  sir,  and  I  wish 
that  borne  out  by  an  inquiry  into  the  facts. 

President  KENNY.  (Rap,  rap,  rap.)  The 
gentleman  is  now  out  of  order.  Coun.  Ballantyne 
has  the  floor. 


Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
Chair  has  practically  accomplished  what  I  wished 
to  ask.  I  was  about  to  ask  that  the  brother  be 
denied  the  floor  until  he  had  retracted  the  state- 
ment that  he  had  made  to  the  Council.  I  wish, 
for  one,  to  say  that  the  whip  has  not  been  snapped 
over  me,  and  that  I  have  not  been  influenced  by 
the  snapping  of  the  whip  by  any  association  or 
individual  in  this  city,  or  by  the  Press  of  Boston, 
at  any  time.  I  would  refer  to  my  position  at  the 
meeting  of  .luly  28,  when  I  said  that  I  was  willing 
to  vote  to  extend  the  lines,  and  nobody  knows 
that  better  than  the  brother  who  has  made  the 
statement. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  kn9W 
nothing  about  what  the  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion has  done  or  tried  to  do  in  this  body.  I  would 
say,  as  one  member,  that  they  have  not  approached 
me,  and  I  say  that  when  a  member  insinuates  that 
other  members  have  been  approached  by  the 
Good  Government  Association  either  for  or 
against  the  measure  he  ought  to  be  called  upon  to 
produce  his  proof.  He  has  said  something  upon 
which  he  should  either  make  good  or  for  which 
he  should  apologize.  I  think  it  is  up  to  this  body 
to  give  the  Back  Bay  member  an  opportunity  to 
make  good  on  his  charges,  if  they  are  to  be  con- 
sidered charges.  I  ceitainly  have  respect  for  my 
fellow  members,  and  I  consider  that  whatever  is  a 
reflection  on  them  is  in  a  sense  a  reflection  on  me. 
The  question  of  the  Good  Government  Association, 
however,  has  nothing  to  do  with  this  proposition. 
This  has  to  do  with  the  extension  of  the  building 
limits.  The  gentleman  from  Roxbury  (Coun. 
Ballantyne)  has  brought  in  an  amendment  to  the 
order  introduced  by  me  as  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Hazard,  and  I  want  to  suggest 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  that  there  is  a  bit 
of  a  joker  in  that  ordinance,  whether  intentional 
or  otherwise.  There  are  two  ordinances  on  the 
calendar,  one  that  provides  for  the  extension  of 
the  building  limits  along  lines  suggested  by  certain 
boundaries,  and  then  there  is  No.  7,  which  pro- 
vides a  separate  ordinance,  to  the  effect  that  the 
building  limits  shall  be  extended  to  take  in  the 
entire  city  after  March,  1917.  If  the  gentleman's 
amendment  is  carried.  No.  7  on  the  calendar  is 
wiped  out  and  the  ordinance  marked  No.  7  on 
our  calendar  is  out  of  order. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  understands, 
Mr.  Councilor,  that  the  motion  for  substitution 
was  that  the  ordinance  proposed  to  take  the  place 
of  both  Nos.  6  and  7  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  understand  that  distinctly. 
Coun.  BALLANTYNE— If  the  gentleman  will 
allow  me,  I  will  state  how  I  made  the  motion.  I 
called  up  Nos.  6  and  7  and  offered  the  ordinance 
as  a  substitute  for  the  entire  committee's  report. 
Coun.  WATSON — Just  as  I  have  said,  and  it 
means  that  if  the  amendment  offered  by  the  gentle- 
man from  Roxbury  opposite  me  is  carried  No.  7 
on  the  calendar  is  defeated.  That  is  plain  enough, 
and  I  said  nothing  else.  I  think  there  ought  to  be 
an  opportunity  for  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  vote  on  these  two  propositions  separately, 
instead  of  voting  for  tlie  amendment.  I  am 
inclined  to  believe  that  the  wishes  or  the  hopes  of 
the  gentleman  opposite  will  be  cairied  out.  I 
believe  he  has  the  votes  to-day.  While  I  will  not 
accuse  him  of  lobbying,  nevertheless  somebocly 
has  seen  a  majority  of  the  members  of  this  Council, 
or  enough  to  defeat  the  ordinance  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Hazard.  There  is  only  a  little 
of  Brighton  left  out  of  this,  Mr.  President  and 
councilors.  Why  not  take  in  all  of  Brighton? 
Why  not  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee as  a  whole,  taking  in  all  of  Boston  by  1917? 
That  gives  everybody  who  haie  a  piece  of  land  three 
years  to  do  business  in,  if  he  wants  to.  If  he  wants 
to  put  up  a  three-decker  or  wooden  building  on 
that  piece  of  land,  he  can  do  it  in  three  years  as 
quickly  as  in  fifteen  years.  I  certainly  trust, 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  gentleman  has  offered 
an  amendment  here  that  will  not  allow  us  to  vote 
on  both  these  ordinances  separately,  that  his 
amendment  will  be  voted  down,  and  that  we  will 
make  some  substantial  progress  in  the  inatter  of 
amending  the  building  limits — a  question  with 
which  I  understand  the  City  Council  has  been 
wrestling  here  for  about  four  j^ears. 

Coun.    Ballantyne's   motion,   to    substitute    the 

ordinance  offered  by  him  for  Nos.  G  and  7  on  the 

calendar,  was  declared  carried.     Coun.  WATSON 

doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  substitution  prevailed,  yeas  5,  nays  3: 
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Yeas — Coim.  Attridge,  Ballantj-ne,  Collins, 
Kenny,  McDonald — 5. 

Nays — Coxin.  Buckley.  Smith,  Watson — 3. 

The  ordinance  offered  by  Coun.  Ballant3'ne,  and 
substituted  for  Nos.  6  and  7,  was  adopted.  Coun. 
BALLANTYNE  moved  to  reconsider:   lost. 


AVERY   STREET   WIDENING. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  City 
Council  take  from  the  files  ot  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee the  message  of  Mayor  and  order  relating  to 
Avery  street  which  was  referred  June  9  to  said 
committee. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference  just  made.  It 
will  be  easy  to  vote  upon  this  matter  of  reconsidera- 
tion and  test  whether  the  Council  actively  desires 
to  take  up  the  question  of  the  passage  of  an  order 
for  the  Avery  street  widening.  That  matter  has 
laeen  touched  upon  by  the  Finance  Commission 
in  its  last  report,  and  it  is  eminently  proper  and 
fitting  that  it  should  be  taken  up  at  this  time.  It 
gives  an  opportunity  to  find  out  how  many  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  actually  wear  a  collar.  There 
are  more  collars  than  those  discussed  in  the  Boston 
American.  There  are  collars  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  and  collars  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission: and  if  the  members  are  willing  to  take  up 
the  widening  of  Avery  street — a  matter  that  we 
must  take  up  before  January  1 — and  discuss  it  and 
act  upon  it  to-daj',  they  will  show  their  independ- 
ence. If  they  are  not  wdlhng  to  do  so  they  will 
make  it  evident  that  they  are  wearing  the  collars 
of  the  Finance  Commission.  I  therefore  hope  the 
matter  will  be  passed  upon  favorably  and  that  we 
as  a  Council  will  take  up  the  matter  of  the  ^adening 
of  Averj-  street,  a  much  needed  improvement  in 
the  downtown  section,  and  a  matter  that,  to  my 
mind,  and  1  think  in  the  minds  of  the  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Council,  is  entirely  separate 
from  the  order  pro^ading  8500,000  for  street 
improvements,  an  incinerator  for  Brighton  or  any 
other  proposition  now  before  the  government.  If, 
on  the  contrary,  it  does  not  meet  the  desires  of  the 
Council  to  take  up  to-day  this  matter  either  at  the 
present  moment  or  in  the  Executive  Committee, 
the  citizens  of  this  town  will  be  left  to  their  own 
conclusions.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  matter 
will  be  recalled  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  1  have  talked 
upon  this  matter  earlier  in  the  day  and  there  is  not 
much  more  1  can  say,  excepting  that,  if  I  knew  as 
much  about  the  Executive  Committee  earlier  in 
the  year,  when  the  Committee  on  Rules  were 
appointed,  as  I  do  to-day,  perhaps  I  might  not 
have  voted  for  our  secret  committee  hearings.  I 
have  found  out  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this 
body  that  if  an  order  gets  into  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee it  is  a  pretty  good  place  to  bury  it.  I  have 
called  for  action  on  the  Avery  street  widening  at  a 
number  of  meetings  in  the  Executive  Committee. 
It  is  immaterial  to  me  what  this  body  does  with 
the  Averj'  street  widening.  To  be  very  frank,  I 
intend  to  vote  for  it.  I  will  vote  for  any  large 
improvement  that  1  believe  will  be  good  for  the 
city.  I  believe  that  will  be  a  great  thing  for  the 
city,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  Executive 
Committee  to-day  wiU  report  back  the  Avery  street 
widening,  in  order  that  we  may  publicly  discuss 
the  question  here,  and  publicly  vote  upon  it,  either 
passing  it  or  defeating  it. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee  was  declared  lost.  Coun. 
SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays.  Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was 
refused,  yeas  1,  nays  7,  Coun.  SMITH  voting  yea. 


REQUEST   TO   SECRETARY    BOTTOMLEY. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  move 
that  .Secretary  Bottomley  of  the  Good  Government 
Association  be  retiuestcd  to  appear  before  this  body 
and  give  us  his  statement  as  to  whether  he  ap- 
proached members  of  this  Council  in  regard  to  the 
extension  of  the  building  limits  and  what  his 
attitude  was  on  the  extension  of  the  building  limits. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
motion  is  out  of  order. 


Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  inquire 
on  what  ground?  We  have  several  times  requested 
citizens  to  appear  before  this  body  to  give  us  the 
benefit  of  their  opinions. 

President  IvENNY — Does  the  gentleman  appeal 
from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  asked  the  reason  for  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  based  upofi 
anything  included  in  the  rules.

Report  accepted;  orders  rejected,  without 
prejudice.

SIDEWALK,    WEST    SELDEN    STREET. 

Coun.  COLLINS  presented  a  petition,  signed  by 
William  T.  Maybury  and  many  others,  for  side- 
walks on  West  Selden  street. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  Coun.  COLLINS 
offered  an  order — That  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  West  Selden 
street,  between  Morton  and  Grossman  streets, 
Ward  24,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon, 
said  sidewalks  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
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and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  tiie  provisions  of  chapter  437 
of  the  Acts  of  1893.

AVERY  STREET  WIDENING. 

Coun  SMITH  offered  an  order  —  That  the 
Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  report  on 
the  act  referring  to  the  widening  of  Avery  street 
at  the  next  meeting  of  this  body. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 
_  Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference,  because  the  order  is 
referred  to  the  same  committee  that  the  matter  is 
now  before.  The  act  for  the  widening  of  Avery 
street  is  now  before  the  Executive  Committee. 
My  order,  introduced  previous  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee  to-day,  was  voted  down. 
In  the  Executive  Committee  the  order  in  regard 
to  Avery  street  was  laid  on  the  table,  showing  an 
evident  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Council  not  to 
pass  upon  the  widening  of  Avery  street.  That 
action  is  exactly  in  line  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Finance  Commission  in  its  last  report. 
Personally,  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission 
seemed  to  me  to  require  almost  an  apology  to  this 
body  from  the  Finance  Commission.  However,  I 
did  not  take  that  attitude,  but  I  do  certainly  think 
it  humiliating  to  have  the  Finance  Commission 
treat  this  body  as  it  did  in  that  report  and  then  to 
have  the  body  take  exactly  the  action  laid  down 
for  it  by  the  Finance  Commission — in  other  words, 
pass  the  $500,000  for  street  improvements  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Finance  Commission  and  then 
turn  down  Avery  street.  I  do  not  want  my  vote 
on  the  $.500,000  for  streets  in  any  way  seeni  to  be 
colored  by  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Commission.  Furthermore,  I  think  that  the  Avery 
street  widening,  instead  of  being  held  over  the 
Mayor  of  this  city  as  a  club,  is  one  of  the  largest 
projects  that  is  before  this  body 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  must  remind 
the  member  that  he  is  not  talking  to  the  motion. 
The  motion  is  reconsideration  of  the  reference. 
Therefore  the  gentleman  must  confine  himself  to 
setting  forth  his  reasons  for  reconsideration  of  the 
reference. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  I  was  just 
saying,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Avery  street 
matter  is  such  an  important  proposition,  that  it  is 
of  such  large  moment  to  the  downtown  crow'ded 
section,  that  we  ought  to  take  it  up  at_pnoe,  that 
there  ought  to  be  no  delay.  The  matter  was 
,  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  on  .lune  9. 
It  has  been  there  fifteen  weeks  or  more  without  the 
slightest  action  being  taken.  They  have  not  even 
discussed  the  widening  of  Avery  street  in  Execu- 
tive Committee — have  not  even  discussed  it.  We 
have  only  until  the  1st  of  January  to  take  it  up. 
We  have  just  passed  an  order  that  the  time  for 
our  next  meeting  will  be  two  weeks  from  to-day. 
If  that  is  to  be  the  attitude  of  the  Council  through- 
out the  winter,  and  we  are  to  meet  only  once  in 
every  two  weeks ,  we  shall  have  a  very  short  time 
in  which  to  consider  the  widening  of  Avery  street 
between  now  and  the  1st  of  January,  what  with 
the  interruptions  by  elections  and  one  thing  and 
another.  I  certainly  hope  that  reconsideration 
will  prevail.  I  think  we  want  to  get  away  from 
this  petty  personal,  bickering  attitude  on  great 
public  questions.  Isn't  it  unfortunate  to  go  before 
the  citizens  of  this  town  on  a  proposition  involving 
as  much  money  as  the  widening  of  Avery  street 
and  to  take  this  personal,  bickering  attitude  upon 
it?  And,  gentlemen,  there  is  another  reason  why 
we  want  to  act  promptly  on  Avery  street.  There 
are  certain  property  owners  on  Avery  and  Tremont 
streets  who  are  being  personally  injured  by  the 
bickerings  of  this  body.  I  might  cite  two  cases. 
One  is  of  a  piece  of  property  owned  by  Mr.  William 
A.  Gaston,  on  one  side  of  Avery  street.  If  that 
property  is  taken  it  will  'he  cut  almost  in  half,  and 
it  will  then  become  a  question  of  what  he  will  do 
with  the  remaining  land.  Then  there  is  the 
property  represented  by  Arthur  D.  Hill,  where 
Avery  gets  almost  into  Tremont  street.  If  the 
improvement  is  made  it  will  be  impossible  for  him 
to  get  a  tenant  for  that  property,  and  he,  as  well 
as  other  owners,  is  being  left  in  a  very  uncertain 
state  by  the  dilatory  tactics  of  this  body.  He 
does  not  know  whether  that  tenement  is  to  be 
taken  or  not  taken.  You  cannot  let  grt^at  mer- 
cantile buildings  on  Tremont  street  from  month 


to  month  as  you  can  in  certain  sections  of  the  city. 
You  have  to  let  them  on  long  leases  and  can  only 
get  tenants  on  the  basis  of  a  long  lease,  and  our 
dilatory  tactics  are  making  it  impossible  for  those 
property  holders  to  properly  rent  their  buildings. 
We  should  consider  all  these  things,  and,  more 
than  all,  we  ought  to  consider  whether  something 
should  not  be  done  as  soon  as  possible  to  relieve 
the  crowded  downtown  district.  We  ought  to 
do,  as  in  the  Pleasant  and  Arlington  street  matters, 
what  we  can  to  relieve  the  downtown  congestion, 
to  let  business  run  out  toward  Park  square  or 
toward  the  South  End,  getting  it  away  from  the 
crowded  section.  You  cannot  do  that  without 
opening  up  the  streets.  I  therefore  hope  recon- 
sideration will  prevail. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  would  like  to 
state  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  the  legislation  pertaining  to  this  matter  cites 
that  the  Council,  if  it  decides  to  accept  the  act, 
has  until  the  31st  of  December,  1913,  in  which  te 
make  its  decision.  The  question  comes  on  Coun. 
Smith's  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  declared 
refused.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  a  rising  vote.  Reconsideration  was 
lost,  2  to  4. 


GAVEL   FOR   PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  a  new 
gavel  be  purchased  for  the  President,  to  be  paid 
for  from  City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  rules  the  order 
out  of  order. 


LOBBYING,  BUILDING  LIMITS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  a 
special  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Council 
be  appointed  by  the  President  to  investigate  the 
charges  preferred  by  Coun.  Smith  as  to  lobbying 
by  the  Good  Government  Association  on  the 
matter  of  the  extension  of  the  building  limits. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration  of  the  reference.  It  seems  to  me, 
after  the  action  taken  by  this  body  earUer  in  the 
day,  that  there  should  be  no  hesitation  on  the  part 
of  the  presiding  officer  in  appointing  a  committee 
to  investigate  charges.  To-day  the  City  Council 
has,  for  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  a  member 
of  the  body,  acted  very  much  like  the  old  Common 
Council,  where  it  was  a  daily  occurrence  for 
members  to  cast  the  lie  at  one  another.  The 
member  concerned,  from  the  Back  Bay,  is  prepared 
to  prove  his  charges  that  the  Good  Government 
Association  did  lobby  and  did  secure  certain 
members'  votes  on  the  matter  of  extending  the 
building  limits,  and  his  remarks  were  so  cutting 
that  the  presiding  officer  saw  fit  to  take  the  floor 
from  him  and  deny  him  the  privilege  of  again 
talking  on  the  question.  I  don't  think  it  is  a 
question  for  the  Executive  Committee.  If  the 
Good  Government  Association  is  lobbying  in  this 
body  and  the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay 
(Coun.  Smith),  who  was  indorsed  by  that  organiza- 
tion for  this  high  office,  can  show  it,  I  think  it  is 
only  proper  and  right  that  the  general  public 
should  know  it.  The  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion of  Boston  yearly  sends  to  every  voter  of  this 
city  the  life  history,  and  an  exaggerated  fife 
history,  of  some  members  to  whom  they  are 
opposed.  They  hold  themselves  up  to  be  hoher 
than  thou.  I  say  that  if  the  Good  Government 
Association  is  lobbying  in  this  body — and  I  am 
free  to  confess  that  indications  to  my  mind  strongly 
point  to  it,  because  of  the  action  of  the  body 
to-day — the  public  should  know  it.  I  believe  if 
the  people  who  help  support  that  organization 
were  satisfied,  as  I  am  satisfied,  that  the  Good 
Government  Association  is  nothing  more  nor  less 
than  a  political  machine  and  is  continuously 
ruining  people's  characters  and  killing  their 
political  futures,  they  would  very  rcadih-  withdraw 
their  $10,  $15,  .S20  and  $25  ocjMfribul  ions.  I 
think  if  the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  has 
made  a  statement  that  he  cannot  back  up  he 
ought  to  be  censured  by  this  body,  and  I  will  put 
in  a  resolution  to  that  effect  if  he  cannot  make 
good:  and  if  he  does  make  good  the  puolic  will 
know,  what  I  believe  to  be  true,  that  the  Good 
Government  Association  is  nothing  more  or  less 
than  a  political  machine. 
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Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to 
be  allowed  to  t\-ithhold  my  vote  on  this  matter, 
because  of  personal  grounds.  I.  however,  desire 
to  say  that  I  should  welcome  such  a  committee. 
1  cannot  see  that  I  have  made  any  statement  which 
requires  investigation,  but  such  investigation  as 
the  Council  desires  to  make  I  shall  welcome.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  United  Improvement 
Society  and  other  organizations  T\-ithout  number 
come  before  us  urging  us  to  take  certain  Lines  of 
action.  I  can  see  nothing  reprehensible  in  my 
saying  that  this  body  has  been  asked  to  do  certain 
things  by  the  Good  Government  Association.  But 
if  the  members  take  umbrage  at  such  statement  I 
shall  be  very  glad  to  substantiate  it. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  was 
declared  carried,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

President  IvENNY — The  Chair  mil  not  appoint 
the  mover  of  the  motion  on  the  committee,  in  view 
of  the  remarks  he  made  before  taking  his  seat,  but 
the  Chair  will  appoint  as  said  committee  Coun. 
Ballantyne,  Attridge  and  McDonald. 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  moved  a  general  recon- 
sideration on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting, 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.    Lost.

Sir, — Owing  to  the  passage  by  the  Legislature 
of  1913  of  "An  act  to  provide  for  suitably  aiding 
mothers  with  dependent  children,"  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Boston  find  themselves 
called  upon  to  pay  out  a  great  deal  of  money  in 
excess  of  the  amount  provided  for  in  their  annual 
appropriation  for  the  current  year.  I  therefore, 
in  behalf  of  the  Board,  respectfully  ask  you  to 
obtain  from  the  City  Council  an  additional  appro- 
priation for  the  Overseeing  of  the  Poor  Department 
for  tlie  balance  of  its  fiscal  year  in  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars  ($40,000). 

1  have  arrived  at  the  above  sum  by  using  as  a 
basis  the  number  of  cases  already  under  considera- 
tion by  us  as  applicants  for  aid  under  this  new  law. 
it  is  quite  possible  that  1  have  underestimated 
the  amount  needed,  but  if  so  1  will  again  conmiuni- 
cate  with  your  Honor  as  soon  as  further  develop- 
ments will  warrant  me  in  so  doing. 

Many  of  the  cases  now  before  us  are  urgent 
and  we  do  not  feel  as  if  we  ought  to  pay  out  any 
further  amounts  without  having  an  additional 
appropriation  and  1  therefore  request  that  you 
will  ask  the  Council  to  give  immediate  attention 
to  this  matter.

Our  engineer  reports  that  this  bridge  has  been 
settling  ever  since  it  was  built,  and,  although

grade  again.  Tlie  raising  of  the  bridge  will  neces- 
sitate raising  the  roadway,  walks  and  retaining 
walls  for  a  short  distance  from  the  bridge,  the 
probable  cost  of  the  whole  work  being  .'$5,000. 

As   this   work   does   not   come   under   ordinary 
maintenance  and  there  is  no  appropriation  avail- 
able for  it,  we  request  that  you  recommend  to  the 
City  Council  an  appropriation  of  said  amount.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — On  September  24,  1913,  the  City 
Council  referred  to  the  Finance  Commission  for 
investigation  the  claims  of  the  architect,  the 
electrical  engineer  and  tlie  heating  and  ventilating 
engineer  for  extra  commissions  on  their  contracts 
for  services  rendered  to  the  city  in  connection 
with  the  erection  of  the  City  Hall  Annex.  The 
Council  further  requested  that  the  report  of  the 
commission  be  filed  with  the  Council  on  or  before 
October  6,  1913. 

The  claims  for  extra  commissions  are  based  upon 
changes  made  in  the  plans  as  a  result  of  the  sug- 
gestions made  by  R.  Clipston  Sturgis,  who  was 
employed  by  the  Finance  Commission  as  an  expert 
to  study  and  report  upon  the  original  plans  before 
bids  were  solicited  for  the  erection  of  the  building, 
and  by  Ralph  M.  Comfort,  who  was  employed  by 
the  Mayor  as  an  expert  on  space  efficiency  after 
the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building  had 
been  awarded  and  the  building  was  in  process 
of  construction.

Thus  the  total  of  these  claims  as  at  present 
estimated  is  $8,020.74,  or  $1,246.44  less  than  the 
amount  which  the  Mayor  requested  the  Council 
to  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  these  claims. 

The  provision  in  the  contract  between  the  city 
and  these  claimants,  upon  which  the  latter  rely 
for  the  extra  compensation,  provides  as  follows: 

"  Section  4.  When  for  any  reason  other  than 
those  stated  in  section  two,  paragraph  (e.),  above, 
the  superintendent  of  public  buildings  or  such  other 
person  of  the  city  acting  with  authority  shall 
set  aside  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  engineer'! 
studies,  drawings  and  specifications  while  retaining 
him  to  prepare  corresponding  new  studies,  draw- 
ings and  specifications  for  the  same  building, 
the  city  shall  pay  the  engineer  for  the  work  thus 
set  aside  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  times  the  actual 
cost  of  draughting,  and  the  new  work  shall  be 
paid  for  on  a  commission  basis,  as  stated  in  section 
three  above." 

The  commission  has  been  informed  that  tha 
intention  of  this  provision  is  that  the  claimants 
should  receive  as  compensation  for  the  plans  or  any 
portion  of  the  plans  set  aside  a  sum  not  exceeding 
three  times  the  actual  amount  paid  to  the  draughts- 
men employed  by  the  architect  and  the  engineers, 
for  the  work  thus  set  aside,  exclusive  of  any  sum 
claimed  by  the  architect  or  engineers  for  the  value 
of  their  personal  services  as  draughtsmen  on  that 
work,  their  6  per  cent  commissions  on  the  cost  of 
construction  being  intended  to  cover  their  personal 
.services.  The  architect,  Mr.  Graham,  has  not 
made  any  claim  for  personal  services  as  a  draughts- 
man on  the  work  sot  aside,  but  both  engineers 
have  presented  such  claims  and  contend  that  the 
contract  provides  for  the  payment  of  three  times 
the  value  of  such  personal  services.  The  com- 
mission is  in  doubt  whether  the  city  is  under  a 
legal  obligation  to  pay  the  engineers  anything  for 
their  own  services  as  draughtsmen  in  addition  to 
their  regular  commissions.  It  is  certain  that  three 
times  the  draughting  cost  is  the  maximum  pro- 
vided by  the  contract,  and  a  court  might  well 
hold  that  the  city  would  not  be  obliged  to  pay  three 
linii's  the  engineer's  own  estimate  of  the  value 
of  his  own  services  as  draughtsman. 

The  electrical  engineer's  claim  on  account  of 
changes  due  to  Mr.  Sturgis's  recommendations  is 
$1,467.18,  made  up  as  follows:

As  a  voucher  for  pa.yment  to  one  of  the  draughts- 
men a  check  for  $156  was  exhibited,  but  no  original 
records  or  other  data  were  furnished  to  the  com- 
mission which  showed  that  this  payment  w.as  for 
the  work  in  question.  For  the  payment  of  .$40  50 
to  the  other  draughtsman  no  voucher  was  pro- 
duced and  no  original  record  or  other  data  was 
furnished  which  would  show  that  the  payment 
was  for  the  work  in  question.  No  record  or  other 
data  was  furnished  to  show  that  the  electrical 
engineer  himself  performed  draughtsman's  serv- 
ices upon  which  his  claim  for  $877.50  was  based, 
this  claim  being  based  upon  the  statement  that, 
although  no  record  of  his  time  was  kept,  he  knew 
that  he  worked  as  many  hours  on  this  draughting 
work  as  the  draughtsman  who  was  paid  $156  for 
390  hours  of  service. 

For  the  changes  due  to  the  recommendations 
of  Mr.  Comfort,  the  electrical  engineer  claims 
$754.80,  for  which  he  exhibited  time  shps  of  his 
draughtsmen  for  $251.62.  This  multiplied  by 
three  makes  up  the  $754.86  which  he  claims  for 
this  part  of  the  work. 

The  commission,  believing  that  it  is  doubtful 
as  a  matter  of  law  whether  the  electrical  engineer 
should  be  paid  three  times  his  own  estimate  of 
the  value  of  his  personal  services  as  draughtsman, 
or  that  the  reccirds  of  the  time  spent  by  himself 
and  his  drnughtsriieii  on  such  work  are  in  such 
form  as  would  enable  him  to  prove  his  claim  in 
the  courts  for  the  full  amount,  and  that  there  is 
also  a  doubt  whether  there  is  any  legal  obligation 
•  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  pay  for  the  changes  due 
to  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Comfort,  owing 
to  the  uncertainty  whether  there  was,  at  the  time 
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such  changes  were  ordered,  a  sufficient  appropri- 
ation to  pay  the  cost  of  the  same,  suggested  to  the 
electrical  engineer  that  he  waive  his  claim  for 
personal  services  as  draughtsman.  In  this  event 
the  commission  would  recommend  that  the  balance 
of  his  claim  be  paid  as  a  compromise,  thereby 
waiving  the  city's  right  to  the  determination  of 
the  doubtful  questions  of  law  and  fact  which  would 
arise  in  consideration  of  the  entire  claim.  Mr. 
Byrne,  however,  declined  to  entertain  this  sugges- 
tion and,  as  the  commission  is  unuilling  to  recoro- 
mend  that  the  city  should  resolve  all  doubts  which 
arise  upon  the  law  and  the  facts  in  the  case,  against 
itself  and  in  favor  of  the  electrical  engineer,  it 
beUeves  that  no  appropriation  should  be  made  to 
meet  any  part  of  his  claim  and  that  he  should  be 
allowed  to  establish  his  rights  in  the  courts. 

Similar  difficulties  were  met  in  the  consideration 
of  the  claim  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  engineer. 
His  e-stimate  of  the  value  of  his  personal  services 
as  draught.sman  on  account  of  changes  due  to  Mr. 
Sturgis's recommendations  isS137.7.5.  Thisniulti- 
plied  by  three  makes  up  his  claim  of  S413.2.5  for 
such  services.  He  presented  no  records  in  support 
of  his  statement  that  such  personal  ser\'ices  were 
rendered.  His  claim  of  SoOO,  on  account  of 
changes  due  to  the  recommendations  of  Mr. 
Comfort,  is  not  supported  by  any  record  of  the 
time  spent  by  the  draughtsmen  or  by  any  vouchers 
for  payments  to  them,  but  represents  only  his  ovrn 
estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  draughting,  multi- 
plied by  three.  The  commission  could  not  recom- 
mend the  payment  of  S.500  on  this  evidence,  nor 
could  it  recommend  the  payment  of  S413.2.5  for 
the  heating  and  ventilating  engineer's  personal 
services  as  draughtsman.  Mr.  Hern  decUned  to 
waive  his  claim  for  personal  services,  and  as  there 
are  doubts,  as  already  explained,  whether  the  city 
is  legally  obligated  to  pay  for  such  services,  or  for 
the  changes  due  to  Mr.  Comfort's  recommenda- 
tions, owing  to  the  uncertainty  whether  there  was 
a  sufficient  appropriation  at  the  time  to  pay  for 
such  changes,  the  commission  believes  no  appro- 
priation should  be  made  to  pay  any  part  of  the 
heating  and  ventilating  engineer's  claim,  but 
that  he  should  be  left  to  establish  his  rights  against 
the  city  in  a  court  of  law. 

The  architect's  claim  of  .S4,000  for  extra  com- 
pensation is  based  upon  his  estimate  of  the  reason- 
able cost  of  making  the  changes  and  not  upon  the 
actual  cost  of  draughting  the  plans  or  parts  thereof 
that  were  set  aside.  Therefore  the  claim  is  not 
supported  by  such  evidence  aa  the  contract 
requires.  Moreover,  there  is  some  doubt  as  to 
the  legal  basis  of  his  claims  based  on  the  changes 
due  to  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Sturgis  and 
Mr.  Comfort.  The  architect,  however,  has 
furnished  to  the  commission  evidence  which 
justifies  it  in  recommending  the  payment  of  a 
substantial  amount,  and  the  architect,  in  view  of 
the  doubts  which  have  been  raised  as  to  the  legal 
basis  of  some  of  the  orders  for  changes,  and  also 
in  view  of  his  unwillingness  to  engage  in  litigation 
which  might  delay  the  completion  of  the  building 
or  embarrass  any  of  the  city  officials  who  are 
charged  with  the  duty  of  erecting  it,  has  agreed 
to  accept,  in  full  settlement  of  his  claim  for  the 
changes  made  in  consequence  of  the  recommenda- 
tions of  Mr.  .Sturgis  and  Mr.  Comfort,  the  estimated 
actual  cost  to  him  of  making  the  changes,  excluding 
any  profit  thereon  to  which  he  might  be  entitled 
on  a  strict  interpretation  of  his  contract.  The 
sum  agreed  upon  as  full  settlement  is  S2,000,  and 
the  commission  believes  that  a  specific  appropria- 
tion of  this  amount  should  be  made  in  settlement 
of  his  claim. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  no  appropriation  be  made  to  irieet  the 
claims  of  the  electrical  engineer  or  the  heating  and 
ventilating  engineer,  but  that  they  be  left  to 
cstabUsh  their  rights  in  the  courts. 

2.  That  a  specific  appropriation  of  .52,000  be 
maclc  for  payment  in  full  of  the  claims  of  the  archi- 
tect on  account  of  changes  made  in  consequence 
of  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Sturgis  and  Mr. 
Comfort.

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  September  S)  for  loan  of  S10,000  for 
convenience  station,  Roxbury  Crossing — that  the 
same  ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice.

(referred  August  11)  for  loan  of  S50,000  for  police 
station,  Dorchester — that  the  same  ought  not  to 
pass,  without  prejudice. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  September  8)  for  loan  of  8100,000  for 
high  pressure  fire  service — that  the  same  ought 
not  to  pass,  jvithout  prejudice. 

(4)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  August  11)  for  loan  of  .$20,000  for  Tenean 
Beach — that  the  same  ought  not  to  pass,  without 
prejudice. 

(.5)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  August  11)  for  loan  of  S2.5,000  for  play- 
ground, Brighton — that  the  same  ought  not  to 
pass,  without  prejudice. 

Coun.      BALLANTYNE— Mr.     President,      in 
presenting  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
I  would  like  to  say  in  behalf  of  that  committee 
that  the  reason  for  rejecting  the  order  for  .S2.5,000 
for  playground  in  Brighton  is  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee  the  sum  is  entirely  inadequate  to 
furnish  a  suitable  playground  in  that  section  of 
the    city;     that   a    committee   of    the    citizens   of 
Brighton   has   selected   a  splendid  location   for  a 
park  and  playground  in  a  very  central  location,  a 
playground  that  is  all  ready  for  u.se  without  spend- 
ing SI,  in  my  opinion.     But  to  acquire  that  will 
require  the  sum  of  from  .$60,000  to  870,000.    This 
being  rather  late  in  the  year  to  begin  to  do  any- 
work  on  the  playground  connected  with  the  park, 
the  committee  thought  this  matter  had  better  be 
deferred  for  some  time,  when  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  could  be  provided  for  that  very  necessary 
improvement  in  Ward  23.     The  loan  of  820,000 
for  Tenean  Beach  is  postponed  for  the  reason  that 
up  to  the  present  time  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  have  not  secured  the  land,  so  far  as 
this  committee  knows.    They  have  not  secured  the 
land  upon  which  these  improvements  have  to  be 
made.    By  an  order  of  this  Council  some  time  ago 
the   Park   Commissioners   were  given   a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  secure  this  land,  and  I  believe 
that  negotiations  are  on  foot  now  with  the  Park 
and    Recreation    Department    towards    that   end. 
In  regard  to  a  loan  of  850,000  for  a  police  station  in 
Dorchester,  the  committee  has  not  yet  been  pro- 
vided mth  any  of  the  plans  or  .specifications,  and 
have  instructed  the  Clerk  of  Committees  to  wTitc 
to  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  and  the  architect   for  such  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  the  matter  as  they  can  get.    In 
regard  to  a  loan  of  810,000  for  convenience  station, 
Roxburj'  Crossing,  every  member  of  the  committea 
feels  that  this  is  a  very  necessary  improvement, 
but  we  have  not  yet  been  assured  that  any  location 
has  been  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Health  or  any 
other  department  of  the  city,  and  we  are  reminded 
that  some  time  ago  we  passed  an  appropriation  for 
convenience  stations  in  several  sections  of  the  city, 
that  Roxburj-  Crossing  was  included,  and  the  re- 
port came  back  that  a  suitable  location  could  not 
be  found.     The  location  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Health  was  objected  to  by  the  residents  of  the 
section,  and  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  not 
heard  of  any  location  being  selected.     In  regard 
to  the  loan  of  8100,000  for  high  pressure  fire  service, 
the  committee  thought  it  would  be  better  to  defer 
that  until  such   time  as  the  commissioner  might 
come  before  the  committee  and  give  u.s  information 
in  regard  to  tlic  amount  of  money  already  appro- 
priated, as  to  how  much  of  the  money  has  hccn 
expended,  and  how  much  progress  has  been  made 
with  the  work  of  installing  the  high  pressure  serv- 
ice.     AH    of    these    orders    are    rejected    wthout 
prejudice.     I  understand  that  part  of  the  orders 
will   be  presented,   orders   for  one  or   two  of   the 
matters    suggested    here,    to-day.      Those   orders, 
not  running  ag.ainst   time,   will  give  the  Council 
sufficient  time  to  consider  the  matters  further. 
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Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree  to 
practically  all  that  has  been  said  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  with  one  exception — 
that  is,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned.  He  speaks 
about  reporting  back  against  a  loan  of  $25,000 
for  a  playground  in  Brighton,  because  the  sum  is 
inadequate  and  because,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee,  it  was  too  late  in  the  year,  and  so 
forth  and  so  on.  I  do  not  agree  with  him  at  all 
along  those  lines.  I  did  not  call  for  any  vote  in 
the  matter  of  reporting  the  loan  favorably,  because 
I  was  satisfied  that  probably  there  would  not  be 
enough  votes  to  report  it  favorably.  Therefore 
I  did  not  call  for  any  vote  upon  it.  In  the  matter 
of  deferring  action  upon  the  subject  of  a  playground 
for  Brighton  I  do  not  agree  with  him  at  all.  I 
believe  that  is  necessary,  and  I  trust  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  will  send  in  an  order  providing 
a  sufficient  sum  to  purchase  the  site  which  the 
gentleman  from  Roxbury  opposite  was  favorable 
to  and  which  I  also  am  in  favor  of.  It  is  a  grand 
spot,  and  I  think  if  an  order  for  the  money  was 
sent  in  this  body  could  properly  pass  it  at  this 
time.  In  the  matter  of  a  convenience  station  at 
Roxbury  Crossing,  I  know  considerable  about  the 
location,  the  intended  location,  but  I  know  nothing 
about  the  merits  of  the  past  attitude  of  the  Council 
or  of  the  Health  Department  in  regard  to  the 
matter.  I  take  the  facts  to  be,  however,  as  the 
member  has  stated,  inasmuch  as  he  has  so  stated. 
In  regard  to  the  people  in  that  locality  disapprov- 
ing of  the  station  being  located  there,  I  will  say 
that  perhaps  there  is  some  opposition  to  the 
location  of  a  convenience  station  at  Roxbury 
Crossing,  but  I  think  the  great  need  of  the  same 
ought  at  least  to  do  away  with  any  objection  of  a 
few  parties,  and  I  intend  later  in  the  meeting  to 
offer  an  order  for  a  convenience  station  at  Roxbury 
Cro.ssing. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  word  on  the  Roxbury  Crossing 
situation.  I  believe  every  member  of  the  commit- 
tee is  of  the  same  opinion  as  the  councilor  who  has 
just  spoken,  that  that  is  a  necessary  improvement. 
Perhaps  the  sum  of  $10,000  will  not  be  adequate 
to  furnish  the  station  there,  and,  therefore,  just 
as  soon  as  a  location  is  secured,  a  proper  site  for 
it,  I  think  every  member  of  the  Council  will  vote 
for  that  convenience  station. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  orders  re- 
ected,  without  prejudice. 


LOAN  FOR  STREET  LAYING  OUT. 

President  KENNY  called  up  unfinished  business, 
No.  1,  viz.: 

1.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  thousand  dollars  ($498,000)  be  and

STREET   TRAFFIC   REGULATIONS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 

October  7,  1913. 
Ordered,  That  the  Street  Traffic  Regulations 
and  Rules  for  Driving  _  be  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  article  governing  parades  on 
public  streets  of  the  city,  said  article  to  be  known 
as  Article  10. 

Article  10. 
Section  1.  _No  procession  or  parade,  accom- 
panied by  music,  containing  two  hundred  or  more 
persons  (excepting  the  forces  of  the  United  States 
army  or  navy,  the  military  forces  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  the  police  and  the  fire  departments) 
shall  occupy  or  march  on  any  public  street  of  th» 
city,  except  in  accordance  with  permit  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners.  Said  permit 
shall  designate  the  time  and  place  of  formation  of 
such  procession  or  parade  and  the  streets  through 
which  it  is  to  pass,  and  the  chief  officer  or  person 
in  charge  of  said  procession  or  parade  shall  be 
held  responsible  and  Uable  for  auj'  de\aation  from 
the  conditions  set  forth  in  said  permit. 

Sect.  2.  Before  a  permit  is  issued  for  a  proces- 
sion or  parade  containing  two  hundred  or  more 
persons,  written  notice  of  the  object,  time  and 
route  of  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  at  least  twelve  hours 
before  the  time  fixed  for  the  formation  of  such 
procession  or  parade. 

Sect.  3.  All  processions  or  parades,  accom- 
panied by  music,  containing  less  than  two  hundred 
persons  may,  on  the  music  permit  issued  by  the 
Police  Commissioner,  march  on  any  public  street 
of  the  city.  Such  procession  or  parade  shall  march 
to  the  right  of  the  street  next  to  the  curb,  and  shall 
not  occupy  more  than  half  the  width  of  the  street 
through  which  it  is  passing;  and  the  free  passage 
of  street  railway  cars  shall  not  be  interfered  with 
or  obstructed  by  the  formation,  halting  or  march- 
ing of  any  such  procession  or  parade  or  the  persons 
composing  it. 

The  present  Articles  10,  11  and  12  of  said  Street 
Traffic  Regulations  and  Rules  for  Driving  are 
hereby  renumbered  and  shall  hereafter  be  known 
as  Articles  11;  12  and  13,  respectively.

in  such  act,  resolve  or  part  thereof."

EXTENSION     OF    WASHINGTON    STREET 

TUNNEL. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order —That  the 
Boston  Transit  Commission  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  City  Council  with  estimates  of  the  approximate 
cost  of  extending  the  Washington  Street  Tunnel  to 
Grove  Hall  and  to  Mattapan. 

Coun.  SMITH — iVIr.  President,  that  order  looks 
not  to  an  exact  estimate  but  to  an  approximate 
estimate.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out 
whether  it  is  within  the  bounds  of  reason  for  the 
city  to  build  a  subway  from  the  end  of  the  present 
Washington  Street  Subway  out  to  Dudley  street, 
most  of  which  would  be  through  very  loose  earth, 
making  a  very  cheap  cost.  And  then  the  addi- 
tional distance,  there  being  two  parts  of  the  order, 
from  Dudley  street  out  through  Grove  Hall  to 
Mattapan  square.  That  section  of  the  city,  it  is 
needless  to  say,  is  rapidly  growing.  The  conges- 
tion on  the  elevated  structure  at  Dudley  street  is 
almost  unbearable,  especially  at  the  busy  hours 
of  the  day.  It  is  an  inconvenient  structure  to  say 
the  best,  the  walk  from  the  Elevated  trains  to 
the  cats  running  out  Warren  street  being  a  con- 
siderable walk.  In  time  the  elevated  structure 
will  become  unbearable  throughout  the  length  of 
Washington  street.  While  it  seemed  a  good  thing 
at  the  time  the  city  voted  for  it,  it  now  seems  a 
curse  upon  the  city.  The  Legislature  and  this 
body  as  well  have  passed  resolutions,  the  Legisla- 
ture having  gone  even  further  and  passed  an 
appropriation  looking  to  a  tearing  down  of  that 
structure.  If  that  is  done,  of  course  we  are  not 
going  back  to  the  archaic  surface  car;  we  are 
looking  toward  a  tunnel.  The  street  is  wide  at 
that  point,  the  damage  to  buildings  abutting 
would  be  small,  the  digging  would  be  easy  and 
simple  as  far  as  Dudley  street,  where  the  tunnel 
could  come  to  the  surface.  The  construction 
charges  would  be  comparatively  light.  I  trust 
that  the  Transit  Commission  will  take  this  matter 
seriously  and  give  it  attention  before  the  winter 
is  over.  We  can  then  serve  that  section  of  Dor- 
chester which  is  not  served  by  the  extension  of 
the  subway  from  the  South  Station  out  to  Adams 
street.  It  would  tap  an  entirely  different  section 
running  up  close  to  Franklin  Park  and  out  into 
the  Mattapan  district.  It  would  make  available 
large  tracts  of  land  which  are  not  now  strictly 
available.  It  takes  as  long  in  the  busy  part  of 
the  day  now  to  get  from  intown  out  to  Mattapan 
square  as  it  would  to  take  the  train  from  the 
South  Station  and  go  out  to  Canton,  if  not  longer. 
'The  tendency  will  be,  unless  subways  are  built 
out  into  our  suburban  districts  of  the  city,  for 
poaple  to  prefer  going  on  the  train  and  preferring 
to  jump  beyond  the  city  limits,  benefiting  towns 
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on  a  radius  with  Canton  and  Norwood.  And  it  is 
for  that  reason  that  I  trust  the  Transit  Commis- 
sion can  give  the  matter  some  attention. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  1  would  call 
the  gentleman's  attention  to  the  fact  that  last 
year  this  city  government  appropriated  $3,000  on 
a  legislative  act,  the  passage  of  which  was  secured 
by  ex-Representative  Carr  of  Ward  24.  That 
$3,000  which  this  government  appropriated  was 
for  the  Transit  Commission  to  make  a  compre- 
hensive study  of  a  tunnel  from  Andrew  square  to 
Codman  square,  Dorchester,  and  find  which  was 
the  more  desirable  route  to  take.  That  in  a 
measure  has  something  to  do  with  the  question 
before  us  at  the  present  time,  and  I  believe  by  the 
passage  of  this  order  some  good  might  be  accom- 
plished if  anything  could  be  done  to  eliminate  the 
crowded  Dudley  Street  Station,  which  is  unbear- 
able and  really  is  far  behind  what  modern  transpor- 
tation ought  to  be.  1  surely  second  the  gentleman's 
order  and  hope  it  will  pass. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  was  not  the 
idea  of  antagonizing  the  tunnel  to  Codman  square 
but  with  the  idea  of  supplementing  it  with  a  tunnel 
out  through  Grove  Hall — Dudley  street.  Grove 
Hall  and  Mattapan  district — that  I  offered  this 
order. 

The  order  was  passed. 


OPERATION      OF      PROPOSED      TUNNEL 
EXTENSION. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Boston  Transit  Commission  be  requested  to 
inform  the  City  Council  as  to  whether  or  not, 
in  their  opinion,  it  would  be  advisable  for  the 
City  of  Boston  to  operate  a  proposed  extension 
of  the  Washington  Street  Tunnel,  if  authority 
were  given  by  the  Legislature. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  fully  realize 
that  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  question  of  oper- 
ating a  tunnel  which  it  had  built  is  hedged  about 
with  legislative  restrictions.  Nevertheless,  those 
could  be  overcome  if  the  people  so  willed,  and  I 
very  much  hope  that  the  Transit  Commission  will 
be  good  enough  to  spend  some  future  time  on  this 
problem  and  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  their  opinion 
as  to  whether  it  would  be  advisable,  providing  it 
was  possible  under  legislative  authority,  to  operate 
the  tunnel  just  as  described,  continuing  the  Wash- 
ington Street  Tunnel  out  to  Dudley  street.  Grove 
Hall  and  Mattapan.  There  is  much  to  be  said 
on  the  point  of  municipal  ownership  of  transporta- 
tion. It  seems  to  be  turning  out  extremely  well 
in  Cleveland;  they  have  voted  for  it  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. It  is  operating  in  parts  of  the  old  world. 
We  here  in  Boston  are  operating  our  ferries — 
perhaps  not  as  successfully  as  many  of  us  would 
like;  we  have  undertaken  other  departments.  It 
is  no  more  far  afield  for  us  to  operate  our  trans- 
portation than  it  is  for  us  to  operate  our  hospitals. 
Fifteen  years  ago  nobody  would  have  thought  that 
the  city  ought  to  undertake  the  work  of  milk  and 
baby  hygiene,  which  to-day  we  are  only  too  glad 
to  undertake.  And  with  the  idea  of,getting  some 
light  upon-  this  subject  from  a  commission  which 
is  most  able  to  report  on  it  I  offer  this  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr  President,  1  can't  let  this 
opportunity  pass  without  adding  my  word  to  the 
proposition  of  the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay. 

I  want  to  call  his  attention  to  this  fact,  which  may 
have  been  overlooked  by  him:  That  the  Transit 
Commission  of  Boston  has  never  initiated  any 
transportation  problem  since  they  held  office; 
they  have  always  had  to  act  on  the  recommenda- 
tion or  order  passed  by  the  Legislature.  A  very 
prominent  man  in  transportation  matters  told  me 
the  other  day  that  the  Transit  Commission  from 
the  day  it  was  created  until  the  present  time  had 
never  of  their  own  volition  initiated  any  com- 
prehensive rapid  transit  plan,  either  in  the  way  of 
elevated  or  tunnel,  and  1  think  the  proper  thing  at 
this  time  would  be  for  the  gentlem.an  from  Ward 

II  to  introduce  an  order  that  the  Transit  Com- 
mission for  once  in  their  life  initiate  some 
comprehensive  plan. 

The  order  was  passed. 


LOCATION   OF   H0RTICU1>TURAL 
BUILDING. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — t'hat  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Commission  be  requei'ted,  through 


his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report  on  tlie  advisability 
of  locating  the  proposed  Horticultural  Building 
on  land  adjoining  the  Forsyth  Dental  College. 

The  order  was  read  and"  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  Coun.  SMITH  asked  for  recon- 
sideration. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  just  one  word 
of  explanation  on  this.  I  know  the  hour  is  late. 
"There  is  adjoining  the  Forsyth  Dental  Building  a 
triangular  lot  of  land  running  out  to  Huntington 
avenue.  We  have  before  us  a  loan  order  asking 
the  purchase  of  that  lot  of  land  costing  approxi- 
mately $180,000.  Now,  I  personally  think  that 
that  matter  ought  to  be  gone  into  most  carefully 
and  most  considerately.  The  Forsyths  have 
given  a  building  costing  $600,000  and  an  endow- 
ment to  maintain  that  building  of  .$2,000,000,  a 
total  of  $2,600,000.  They  are  to  maintain  in  that 
building  110  dentists,  who  will  do  the  work  for  the 
school  children  of  Boston  absolutely  free  of  -charge, 
or,  if  not  absolutely  free,  at  the  mere  nominal  sum 
such 'as  is  asked  at  the  Massachusetts  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary.  They  will  be  able  to  take  care  of 
200,000  school  children  each  year.  Now,  such  a 
monumental  and  magnificent  gift  to  the  City  of 
Boston  deserves  consideration  by  this  Board.  The 
thing  that  the  donors  ask  ought  to  be  seriously 
taken  up.  Nevertheless,  $180,000  is  a  good  deal 
for  us  in  our  present  financial  condition. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  at 
this  time  to  correct  the  member  from  Ward  11, 
and  to  say  that  they  intend  to  handle  1,000  cases 
a  day. 

Coun.  SMITH — Well,  the  number  1  stated  was 
less  per  year  than  the  number  stated  by  the 
gentleman  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Chamber 
and  that  makes  their  gift  more  noteworthy  if  the 
figures  are  as  he  says.  Now,  if  we  are  going  to 
wipe  out  $180,000  of  taxable  property  and  add  it 
to  the  Fenway,  which  is  not  used  to  its  Hmit  no-w 
as  a  park,  if  we  are  going  to  -wipe  out  that  taxable 
property  without  any  compensating  value  to  the 
city,  1  think  this  Board  would  be  very  slow  to  pass 
the  appropriation.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  that 
triangular  lot,  which  is  now  depressed,  as  the 
streets  have  been  built  up  above  the  grade  there, ' 
could  be  used  for  the  Horticultural  Building  it 
would  detract  not  at  all  from  the  dental  building, 
the  Forsyth  Dental  Building,  because  the  Horti- 
cultural Building  would  necessarily  be  of  a  class — 
it  would  be  low  in  construction — ^which  would  not 
hurt  the  appearance  of  the  dental  building  one 
bit.  Not  only  that  but  it  would  be  just  across  the 
street  from  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  where  the 
crowds  go  on  Sunday,  and  they  could  easily  step 
across  the  street  and  get  the  benefit  of  the  exhibit 
of  horticulture  offered  by  the  city.  I  can  think  of 
no  more  appropriate  place  for  the  new  Horticul- 
tural Building,  and  1  trust  that  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  will  so  recommend.  In 
that  case  I  should  be  willing  .to  vote  for  the  pur- 
chase of  that  land  adjoining  tne  Forsyth  Dental 
School. 

Reconsideration  was  refused,  and  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


ELECTION   RETURNS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Messenger  be  directed  to  make  arrangements 
for  receiving  election  returns  on  the  days  of  the 
coming  state  and  city  elections,  ancl  that  the 
Mayor's  hearing  room  be  opened  on  the  evenings 
of  said  days  for  the  announcement  of  the  returns, 
the  expense  thus  incurred  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule.

STATEMENT   BY   MAYOR  FITZGERALD. 

After  the  drawing  of  jurors  had  been  completed. 
President  KENNY  said: 

You  will  kindJy  give  your  attention.  The 
Mayor  desires,  under  the  charter,  to  address  him- 
self to  the  Council  at  this  time. 

Mayor  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Counci,l,  I  thought  I  ought  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  given  me  by  my 
presence  in  the  Council  to-day  for  the  drawing  of 
jurors  to  address  to  you  a  few  words  upon  matters 
of  important  public  business  which  are  so  pressing 
that  I  deem  it  ray  duty  to  take  advantage  of  the 
charter  provisions  which  permit  the  Mayor  to 
address  the  Council.  I  wish  to  impress  upon  you 
the  necessity  of  urgent  action  upon  quite  a  few  of 
the  matters  now  before  your  honorable  body. 
The  first  is  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
Avery  street  act,  which  was  passed  by  the  last 
Legislature,  which  was  submitted  to  the  City 
Council,  I  think,  early  in  June,  and  which  has  been 
before  your  honorable  body  since  that  time.  This 
improvement  has  been  urged  by  various  business 
bodies  as  well  as  by  the  citizenship  generally  for 
many  years,  and  as  a  result  last  year  the  Legisla- 
ture passed  an  act  which,  although  not  wholly  sat- 
isfactory, yet  received  the  approval  of  a  large 
element  of  the  business  interests  of  the  city.  But 
upon  consideration  and  advice  with  representative 
business  organizations  the  matter  was  not  pressed 
in  the  Council  of  1912.  In  1913  the  act  was 
amended,  and  it  is  considered  now  a  perfectly 
proper  act  for  the  City  Council  to  accept.  It  per- 
mits the  assessment  upon  property  outside  the 
125-foot  limit,  an  objection  that  was  raised  to  the 
Act  of  1912,  so  that  all  the  properties  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  this  improvement  can  be  assessed  for 
one-half  the  cost  in  proportion  to  the  betterment 
received  by  each  piece  of  property  outside  of  the 
general  benefit  to  property  in  the  city.  The  block 
between  West  street  and  Boylston  street,  bounded 
by  Washington  and  Tremont  streets,  is  regarded 
as  the  biggest  business  block  in  the  entire  world, 
and  in  my  recent  trip  through  the  western  states 
I  learned  that  it  was  the  practice  in  the  recently 
built  communities  to  frame  blocks  not  longer  than 
300  feet.  In  as  much  as  this  particular  block  is 
more  than  three  times  what  is  considered  a  wise 
provision  in  the  newer  cities,  I  think  it  is  obvious 
that  this  matter  should  receive  our  attention.  I 
have  had  some  figures  prepared  which  show  that 
the  increased  assessed  valuation  of  property  due 
to  this  improvement  will  amount  to  something  like 
$5,000,000  a  year,  and  on  a  tax  rate  of  $17.20  this 
would  bring  about  $85,000  additional  revenue  to 
the  city  and  therefore  pay  for  the  city's  part  of  the 
improvement  in  less  than  ten  years,  at  the  same 
time  furnishing  increased  and  I  think  adequate 
means  of  access  to  and  egress  from  this  important 
part  of  the  city.  At  the  present  time,  shoppers 
are  compelled,  if  they  wish  to  go  to  the  south  of 
West  street  any  con.siderable  distance,  coming 
from  White's,  for  instance,  to  go  through  Boylston 
street,  and  every  one  of  you  here  is  familiar  with 
the  conditions  in  Boylston  street.  I  think  at  the 
corner  of  Boylston  and  Washington  streets,  when  a 
car  is  passing,  it  touches  the  elbows  of  passers-by  on 
the  outer  curb.  Boylston  street  is  over-trafficked 
now,  and  because  of  the  big  improvements  in  the 
Siegel  Company's  store  and  the  White  Company's 
store,  and  the  urgency  of  other  improvements  in 
that  particular  neighborhood  which  lie  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Avery  street,  I  hope  your  honor- 
able body  will  not  defer  action  upon  this  Avery 
street  improvement  any  longer.  As  I  said  a 
moment  ago,  it  has  been  before  you  now  for  more 
than  four  months,  and  its  advantages  are  so  obvi- 
ous to  the  citizenship  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  citizens  generally  have  indorsed 
the  proposition.     As  you  know  from   the  public 
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Press,  I  vetoed  the  street  order  calling  for  an  appro- 
priation of  5498,000.  That  matter  being  settled 
and  it  having  been  vetoed  by  me  three  times,  it 
should  be  obvious  to  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  that  it  is  only  a  waste  of  your  time  and 
mine,  and  is  not  fair  play  to  the  public,  to  indulge 
in  further  tinkering  with  street  improvements 
inside  the  debt  limit.  I  hope  the  Council  will 
attend  to  the  serious  business  that  is  before  it  and 
take  action  one  way  or  the  other  on  the  various 
public  improvements  that  have  been  before  the 
body  for  some  time.  The  S225,000  for  fire  alarm 
headquarters  is  very  urgent.  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  committee,  which  has  investigated  this 
matter  for  months,  has  reported  that  in  its  opinion 
the  proposition  submitted  by  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner and  indorsed  by  the  Mayor's  office  should 
receive  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  City 
Council. 

Among  other  things  it  saj's  that  "the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  in  its  report  of  March,  1913, 
suggested  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  sup- 
plementarj'  fire  alarm  service  based  on  outside 
telephone  connection  in  some  location  away  from 
Bristol  street,  in  a  fireproof  building,  so  that  in 
case  of  a  conflagration  which  would  require  the 
temporary  abandonment  of  fire  headquarters  a 
connection  could  be  made  so  that  the  alarms  from 
the  street  boxes  would  be  registered  in  each  district 
fire  house  and  the  entire  telephone  system  would 
be  connected  with  the  new  location.  This  could 
be  utilized  as  a  fire  headquarters  during  the 
temporary  interruption  of  the  main  service." 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  committee  reports 
that  the  proposition  of  the  Finance  Commission 
is  neither  sufficient  nor  dependable,  in  these 
words : 

"The  committee  believes  that  a  supplementary 
fire  alarm  service,  such  as  proposed,  would  be 
neither  sufficient  nor  dependable.  It  has  reached 
this  conclusion  after  conferring  with  the  Fire 
Commissioner  and  the  officer  (Mr.  Fickett) 
immediately  in  charge  of  the  cit3''s  fire  alarm 
service,  together  with  other  persons  who  in  the 
committee's  judgment,  are  qualified  to  give  expert 
advice  on  this  matter." 

Further  along  the  report  says: 

"The  committee  concluded  from  its  conference 
with  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission 
that  the  commission  quite  agreed  with  the  Cham- 
ber's committee  as  to  the  dangerous  nature  of 
the  present  location  and  as  to  the  great  advantage 
to  be  derived  from  locating  the  fire  alarm  system 
adjacent  to  the  new  public  station.  The  Finance 
Commission's  objection,  as  the  committee  under- 
stands it,  is  based  solely  on  the  ground  that  the 
city  cannot  afford  to  spend  approximately  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars  for  a  complete  and  lUtimate 
solution  of  this  problem,  and  that  the  cost  likely 
to  be  incurred  is  greater  than  the  advantages  to  be 
derived.  This  committee  unanimously  disagrees 
with  that  conclusion,  but  believes,  on  the  contrary, 
that  the  interests  of  economy  would  in  the  long 
run  be  served  by  constructing  the  addition  to  the 
underground  pumping  station  at  once." 

Tliat  communication,  including  other  statements, 
is  signed  by  William  B.  Munro,  Francis  R.  Bangs, 
Marshall  F.  Blanchard,  Sturgis  Coffin,  2d,  David 
A.  Ellis,  Amasa  C.  Gould,  Henry  E.  Hagan, 
Michael  J.  Murray,  Renton  Whidden,  Frederick  S. 
Whitwell  and  Joseph  R.  Yendley,  and  by  the  fol- 
lowing associate  members,  Burtis  S.  Brown, 
Augustus  S.  Cobb  and  Albert  F.  Flint. 

At  the  public  hearing  that  was  given  in  the  old 
Aldermanic  Chamber  the  other  day  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Rourke,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  urgency  of  $100,000  for  the  high  pressure 
service,  and  I  have  his  figures  here  now  showing 
that  the  list  of  contracts  let  to  date  includes 
$156,000  for  cast-iron  pipe,  $43,000  for  valves, 
$41,000  for  cast-iron  specials,  $8, .500  for  semi-steel 
specials,  $2,800  for  hydrant  hoods,  $28,000  for 
hydrants,  $2,800  for  hydrant  valves  and  $11,000 
for  miscellaneous  castings.  Then  there  is  approxi- 
mately for  engineering,  supplies,  architect's  fees, 
etc.,  $50,000,  amounting  to  $345,000,  leaving  a 
balance  available  of  $38,000.  'The  estimated  cost 
of  pumps,  for  which  bids  will  be  opened  October  28, 
to-morrow,  is  $140,000. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Rourke  has  said  that  he  does 
not  think  the  City  of  Boston  should  put  itself  in 
the  position  before  the  country  of  making  fools 
of  the  leading  manufacturers  dealing  with  pump 
supplies,  which  concerns  have  submitted  bids 
in  connection  with  this  work,  it  seems  to  me  that 
action  upon  the  matter  should  be  taken  to-day, 
so  that  when  the  bids  are  opened  to-morrow  Mr. 


Dorr  can  say  that  it  will  be  only  a  question  of 
two  weeks  when  the  appropriation  will  be  made; 
and  if  it  is  going  to  save  the  city  $75,000  when  the 
building  is  let  for  the  high  service,  if  the  appro- 
priation is  made  at  the  present  time,  it  seems  to 
me  obvious  that  as  public  officials  we  are  bound 
to  make  both  those  appropriations,  if  those  gentle- 
men who  are  the  responsible  officials  of  the  city 
really  know  what  they  are  talking  about.  I  don't 
think  there  will  be  any  question  as  to  your  action 
upon  the  appropriations  for  the  Roslindale  build- 
ing and  the  Ward  12  building,  the  plans  of  which 
have  been  before  you  for  two  weeks,  because  Mr. 
Attridge  and  Mr.  Ballantyne,  without  attempting 
to  commit  the  other  members  of  the  Council,  said 
they  thought  there  was  no  question  but  what 
those  appropriations  ought  to  receive  favorable 
consideration.  The  plans  for  the  police  station 
in  Dorchester  are  before  you,  and  I  hope  for 
favorable  action.  The  morning  paper,  which  I 
have  before  me,  reports  another  break  in  Dor- 
chester, making  fifty  or  sixty  in  as  many  days 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August;  and  Mr. 
Collins,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Council  and  who 
lives  in  the  Dorchester  district,  I  think  knows 
that  the  demands  from  the  citizenship  there  are 
very  \irgent  and  the  need  for  action  in  this  direc- 
tion very  great.  I  hope  there  will  be  no  further 
delay.  One  hundred  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
for  Consumptives'  Hospital  I  think  is  most 
important.  Mr.  McSweeney  told  you  that  the 
reports  of  the  department  show  that  there  are 
500  people  in  Boston  now  who  should  be  taken 
care  of,  and  that  even  with  the  appropriation 
of  $125,000  only  125  patients  could  be  taken  care 
of.  As  he  has  said,  if  those  125  are  deprived  of 
proper  accommodation  and  housing,  five  times  125 
will  be  afflicted  as  a  result  of  contact  with  them.  It 
seems  to  me  that  our  duty  is  so  obvious  and  plain 
that  there  should  not  be  one  moment's  hesitancy 
in  appropriating  the  money.  I  have  before  me  a 
report  from  the  New  York  Times  giving  an  account 
of  a  meeting  that  was  held  in  the  eity  of  Berlin  on 
the  question  of  insurance,  in  the  campaign  against 
consumption.  Doctor  Kaufmann,  a  noted 
German  specialist,  in  his  report  declared  that 
92  per  cent  of  the  patients  in  sanitoria  in  1912 
showed  such  improvement  that  invalidism  in  their 
cases  was  not  to  be  feared.  Of  the  patients  suc- 
cessfully treated  in  these  institutions  in  1907  no 
fewer  than  57  per  cent  were  at  the  end  of  1912  still 
capable  of  earning  their  living.  It  seems  to  me, 
in  view  of  that  expert  testimony  and  of  the  won- 
derful work  that  our  Consumptives'  Hospital  is 
doing  in  the  present  time,  as  well  as  the  urgency 
and  the  pitiful  appeal  that  comes  from  those 
hundreds  of  cases  where  patients  should  be  pro- 
vided with  beds,  that  there  should  be  no  hesitation 
in  acting  upon  this  matter,  I  have  submitted  to 
you  a  communication  to-day  in  which  I  have  urged 
those  improvements,  calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  $300,000  available  for  lighting  equipment 
could  be  very  properly  transferred,  as  there  is  no 
prospect  as  long  as  I  am  Mayor  of  the  city  that 
that  appropriation  will  be  signed.  When  these 
appropriations  are  acted  upon  favorably,  I  hope 
that  there  will  be  a  balance,  after  leaving  $300,000 
for  emergencies,  of  about  $228,000,  and  in  the 
statement  I  have  submitted  to  the  Council  I  have 
indicated  various  needs.  I  am  perfectly  willing 
to  sit  down  with  the  members  of  the  Council  at  any 
time  and  discuss  these  needs  in  respect  to  their 
relative  urgency,  and  I  know  that,  acting  as  we  all 
desire  to  act,  in  the  interests  of  the  whole  city, 
there  will  be  no  trouble  about  our  coming  to  an 
understanding  that  will  reflect  not  only  credit 
upon  ourselves  and  our  intelligence,  but  will  enable 
us  to  do  those  things  that  are  obviously  the  things 
that  our  public  duty  requires  us  to  do.  I  thank 
you. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald  retired  from  the  Chamber  at 
this  point.

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Care,  Custody  and 

Control  of  Public  Convenience  Stations. 
Be  it,  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  eighteen  of 
the  ■  Revi.sed  Ordinances  of  1898  as  amended  by 
chapter  eight  of  the  Oidinances  of  1908  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "city" 
in  next  to  the  last  line  of  said  section  the  following: 
piovided,  however,  that  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  cc-ij- 
trol  of,  and  shall  construct  all  urinals  and  public 
convenience  stations  upon  park  lands  and  public 
grounds, — so  as  to  read  as  follows: — Section  1.  The 
health  department  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
board  of  health,  consisting  of  three  commissioners, 
who  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  con- 
ferred by  general  or  special  acts  upon  the  city 
council  of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  on  boards  of  health, 
relative  to  the  public  health,  and  shall  include  in 
their  annual  report  a  review  of  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  city;  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters 
relating  to  quarantine,  and  to  the  quarantine 
grounds,  consisting  of  Gallop's  island  and  that 
portion  of  the  harbor  between  Long,  Deer,  and 
Spectacle  islands  known  as  the  President  Roads; 
shall  have  charge  of  the  hospitals  for  persons  having 
infectious  diseases,  established  by  the  city  on 
Southampton  street  and  on  Canterbury  street,  and 
of  the  patients  in  said  hospitals;  shall  keep  on 
hand,  so  far  as  practicable,  a  sufficient  quantity 
■  of  vaccine  virus  and  anti-toxine,  and  supply  the 
same  free  of  charge  to  the  physicians  in  the  several 
departments  and  in  the  Boston  Dispensary;  shall 
authorize  the  occupancy  or  use  of  stables,  shall  have 
the  care  and  custody  of  all  urinals  and  public  con- 
venience stations  now  or  hereafter  established  by 
the  city,  provided,  however,  that  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  shall  have  the  care,  cus- 
tody and  control  of,  and  shall  construct  all  urinals 
and"  public  convenience  stations  upon  park  lands 
and  public  grounds;  and  shall  have  the  supervision 
of  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

Sect.  2.  Section  six  of  chapter  ten  of  the  Ordi- 
nance.^' of  1912  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at 
the  end. thereof  a  new  sentence  as  follows: — Said 
board  shall  have  the  care,  custodj'  and  control  of, 
and  shall  construct  all  urinals  and  public  conven- 
ience stations  upon  park  lands  and  public  grounds. 
— so  as  to  read  as  follows: — Section  6.  Said  board 
shall  construct,  improve,  equip,  supervise  and 
regulate  the  use  of  all  gymnasia  and  all  bath 
houses,  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  the  city,  and 
shall  construct  every  such  new  bath  house,  gym- 
nasium or  means  for  public  recreation  for  which 
an  appropriation  may  hereafter  be  made.  Said 
board  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  control  of, 
and  shall  construct  all  urinals  and  public  conven- 
ience stations  upon  park  lands  and  public  grounds.

The  borrowing  capacity  of  thr  ni.s  :ii  Uie  present 
time  is  $1,028,490.67,  and  if  1  were  to  sign  this 
order  it  would  be  reduced  to  .1;.530,490.C7.  Four 
of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  who  were 
present  at  the  meciinr  IkIiI  in  the  old  Aldermanic 
Chamber  on  Mon.im  :i^'ivi-d  that  the  Council 
would  pass  the  ap|ii.j|ir  i.ii  l..n  for  municipal  build- 
ings in  RMsliii(l:il('  :iiiil  Ward  ]  2,  which,  together 
with  tlic  liiniisliinKs,  .■iruoiinl.  I.ci  aliout  .t300,000, 
thus  rcdiiciiiii:  tlje  bnrnnviiig  capacity  of  the  city 
to  .$230,490.67. 
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The  City  Council  is  aware  of  the  construction  I 
place  upon  the  answer  of  the  voters  to  the  question: 
"Shall  An  Act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  authorizing  the 
issue  of  bonds  of  the  City  of  Boston,  outside  the 
debt  limit,  to  the  amount  of  two  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of  new 
streets,  be  accepted?"  The  action  of  the  Council 
in  neglecting  the  plain  mandate  of  the  people  on 
this  matter  is  one  which,  as  chief  executive,  I  can 
neither  approve  nor  ignore. 

Moreover,  there  are,  as  the  City  Council  is  now 
fully  aware,  crying  needs  in  this  citj'  which  should 
not  be  postponed  one  day,  not  to  say  the  neces- 
sary six  months  which  must  elapse  if  they  are  held 
over  until  another  administration.  A  delay  in 
the  matter  of  the  Consumptives'  Hospital  means 
a  real  tax  on  the  future,  beside  which  the  tax 
occasioned  by  an  outside  loan  is  a  matter  of 
infinitely  small  importance,  for  delay  means  a 
tax  in  health  and  happiness  as  well  as  money. 
Mr.  McSweeney  said  at  the  hearing  last  Monday: 
"We  will  have  several  other  cases  of  consumption 
in  the  next  two  or  three  years  for  every  one  of  the 
cases  where  a  patient  lays  his  head  in  a  tenement," 
and  there  are  five  hundred  such  patients. 

The  matter  of  fire  alarm  headquarters  is  also 
one  which  brooks  no  delay.  We  have  no  guarantee 
that  we  shall  be  spared  the  terrible  disasters  which 
have  swept  other  cities  in  recent  years,  and  a 
great  fire  with  the  fire  alarm  headquarters  in  their 
present  state  is  a  thing  too  horrible  to  contemplate. 
It  is  lives  as  well  as  property  which  the  City 
Council  risks  in  postponing   action. 

The  question  of  the  high  pressure  fire  service  is 
one  which  affects  the  dignity  and  credit  of  Boston, 
and  1  find  it  difficult  to  believe  that  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  will  unnecessarily  compromise 
the  city  they  are  given  to  guard. 

The  urgency  of  a  police  station  in  Dorchester 
was  manifest  at  the  meeting  in  the  old  Aldermanic 
Chamber,  and  your  honorable  body  cannot  ignore 
it. 

1  do  not  speak  of  the  danger  of  leaving  the 
hazardous  curve  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  of 
the  ingratitude  of  not  safeguarding  the  Forsyth 
gift,  or  the  gilt  of  Mrs.  Robert  Evans  to  the  Art 
Museum,  of  a  playground  in  AUstan,  of  a  new 
police  station  for  Division  2,  of  the  improvement 
of  Copley  square,  of  a  municipal  building  for 
Hyde  Park,  of  bathing  facilities  for  Tenean 
Beach,  of  a  stadium  for  school  boys,  and  of  fire 
stations  in  Charlestown,  Neponset  and  Hyde  Park. 

It  is  possible  for  the  City  Council  to  secure  the 
most  pressing  of  these  necessities  for  the  people 
by  following  the  wish  of  the  people.  1  cannot 
believe  that  it  will  fail  to  do  so.

LEGAL   OPINION   ON   ORDERS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  October  9,  1913. 
John  F.  Dover,  Esq., 

Clerk  of  Committees: 

Dear  Sir, — I  received  your  letter  containing 
the  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  for  my  opinion  "as  to  the  legality 
of  the  passage"  of  the  following  orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
increase  the  pay  of  the  probationary  firemen  so 
it  will  equal  yearly  the  pay  of  the  city  laborers. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  Hie  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  ail\  isnliilii y  of  increasing  the 
salary  of  the  perniaiienl  members  of  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  [rum  $1,300  per  annum  to 
$1,400  per  annum. 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  consider 
the  advisability  and  expediency  of  increasing 
the  salary  of  the  reserve  men  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment from  the  present  rate  of  $2  to  $2.50  per 
day. 

Under  the  ordinances  of  the  city  it  is  provided 
that  every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  shall 
employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  all  subor- 
dinates in  his  department,  and  that  before  any 
increase  shall  be  made  in  the  compensation  a  report 
thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the  Mayor  and  no  such 
increase  shall  take  effect  until  approved  by  the 
Mayor  in  writing  filed  with  the  City  Auditor. 

This  function  is  clearly  an  executive  and  ad- 
minis-trative  one  in  the  management  of  the  business 
of  the  city.  It  is  to  be  assumed  that  the  foregoing 
orders  are  to  be  passed  to  have  a  legal  and  binding 
effect  upon  the  executive  and'  not  as  a  mere 
expression  of  opinion  of  the  City  Council  upon  a 
matter  not  within  its  jurisdiction  and  over  which 
the  City  Council  has  no  control.  In  the  former 
case    the    orders    clearly    bring    into    conflict    the 
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executive  and  legislative  branches  of  the  city 
government.  The  responsibility  for  bringing 
about  such  a  conflict  and  embarrassment  is  a 
subject  of  express  legislation  in  our  city  charter. 
See  section  8,  chapter  486,  of  the  Acts  of  1909, 
wherein  it  is  provided  that  "Neither  the  City 
Council  nor  any  member  or  committee,  officer  or 
employee  thereof  shall  .  .  .  directly  or  indirectly 
on  behalf  of  the  city  .  .  .  take  part  in  the  employ- 
ment of  labor  .  .  .  nor  in  the  conduct  of  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city 
.   .   .  nor  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money." 

The  employment  of  labor  necessaiily  includes 
fixing  the  compensation  to  be  paid  the  labor  so 
employed.  The  advisability  of  an  increase  in 
compensation  is  within  the  executive  and  ad- 
ministrative business  of  the  city.  Increases  in  the 
salaries  of  persons  paid  by  the  city  directly  call 
for  the  expenditure  of  public  money.  In  my 
opinion,  therefore,  the  foregoing  orders  are  funda- 
mentally of  no  legal  force  or  binding  upon  the 
Executive  of  the  City  of  Boston  apart  from  any 
distinction  in  the  administration  of  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments.

McDonald  presented  a  petition 
signed  by  Elizabeth  Collins  for  artificial  sidewalk 
at  Washington,  Cliff  and  Dana  streets.  Ward  21. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  Coun.  MC- 
DONALD offered  an  order — That  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk  along 
Nos.  2406-2422  Washington  street  and  along  the 
Cliff  and  Dana  streets  side  of  said  estate.  Ward  21, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said  side- 
walk to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  artificial  stone  with  granite  edge- 
stones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  437  of  the 
Acts  of  1893. 

Passed. 


CHARGES  OF  DEAN  HURLBUT. 

Coun.   WATSON   offered   the   following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  reported  in  the  public 
Press  that  Dean  Byron  S.  Hurlbut  of  Harvard 
University  has  written  a  special  article  which 
appeared  in  the  Harvard  Illustrated  Magazine 
in  which  he  criticises,  apparently,  political  con- 
ditions in  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  Dean  Hurlbut  speaks  of  a  day's 
work  being  done  by  "henchmen"  of  a  corrupt 
political  organization  for  which  25  cents  would  be 
extravagant  pay  but  for  which  they  receive  four 
times  that  sum; 

Whereas,  His  remarks  or  article  in  the  minds 
of  many  refers  to  the  City  of  Boston;  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  communicate  with  Dean  Hurlbut 
and  find  out  just  what  he  does  mean  and  request 
him  to  specify  any  charges  which  may  pertain  to 
the  City  of  Boston. 

The  preambles  and  order  were  declared  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  1  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  last  reference.  I,  for  one, 
am  sick  and  tired  of  being  obliged  to  listen  from 
time  to  time  to  deans  of  colleges,  officials  of 
colleges,  performers  and  whatnot,  continually  rav- 
ing about  political  conditions  and  about  those 
active  in  political  life  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
object  to  men  who  know  nothing  about  conditions, 
because  they  do  not  associate  with  those  whom 
they  attack  or  because  they  do  not  perhaps  train 
in  their  set,  continually  stating  publicly  and 
otherwise  without  any  foundation  that  this  man 
in  puVilic  life  or  that  man  in  public  life  is  corrupt 
and  dishonest.  I  hold  in  my  hand,  Mr.  President, 
a  newspaper  clipping  from  the  Boston  Post,  upon 
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which  t.liis  resolution  of  mine  is  based.  It  quotes 
Dean  Hurlbut  of  Harvard  College  as  having 
written  a  special  article  for  the  "Harvard  Illus- 
trated Magazine"  in  which  he  says  in  part: 

"Newspapers  sentimentally  record  the  death  of 
a  politician  (even  that  debased  word  is  almost  too 
good  to  use)  behind  whose  hearse  follows  a  crowd 
of  thousands,  to  many  of  whom  individually  he  has 
been  kind,  giving  a  sop — boots  and  bread.  Beside 
the  hearse,  as  a  pall  bearer,  walks  another  'poli- 
tician,' the  dead  man's  close  friend,  the  head  of  the 
most  gigantic  corruption  America  has  known,  a 
beast,  tearing  the  throat  of  the  populace,  sucking 
its  blood.  ,  The  dead  man  was  good-iiatured,  kind- 
hearted;  he  gave  picnics,  boots  arid  bread;  he 
lent  to  those  who  were  hard  pressed.  Picnics, 
boots,  bread,  money  in  one's  pocket — all  are 
highly  desirable.  It  is  reported  that  he  left  behind 
him  a  fortune  of  more  than  .$2,000,000;  and  his 
sole  employment  had  been  'political  life.'  " 

Mr.  President,  1  know  to  whom  this  gentleman 
refers,  and  so  does  every  member  of  this  body.  It 
was  a  gentleman  who  passed  away  recently  in 
New  York.    Then  he  says,  further,  and  1  quote: 

"Where  did  he,  and  hundreds  like  him,  save 
that  they  are  not  lovable,  get  it?  It's  easy  to  be 
generous  with  other  people's  money.  B>it  you 
needn't  go  to  the  most  astounding  city  in  the 
world  to  study  corruption  in  politics.  Eight  m.iri- 
utes  from  K..arvard  square  will  land  you  where,  if 
you'll  loiter  tor  a  bit,  you  may  see  the  henchman 
ol  just  as  corrupt  an  organization,  littler  but  quite 
as  nosty,  doing  'a  day's  job'  for  which  2.'>  cents 
would  be  extravagant  pay,  but  for  which  he  draws 
from  the  city  treasury  lour  times  that  amount — 
and  asks  for  more.    Why?    You  know  the  answer." 

Mr.  President,  I  hopt  that  the  Dean  of  Harvard 
— who  is  the  author  of  that  article  and  who 
teaches  the  youth  at  Harvard  College — will  call 
this  matter  to  the  attention  cf  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission,  who  has  received  from 
that  institution  an  honorable  degree  for  services 
rendered  by  him  in  investigating  political  condi- 
tions. He  has  rec<  ived  this  degree  from  that 
institution,  the  institution  from  which  Dean  Hurl- 
but  receives  pay  which  means  bread  and  butter 
to  him.  If  the  Dean  would  tell  the  youth  of  Har- 
vard that  they  should  enter  public  life  rather  than 
become  corporation  attorneys,  and  in.  that  position 
advise  corporations  who  get  from  different  Legis- 
latures special  privileges,  robbing  in  a  larger  way, 
he  would  perform  a  duty  to  those  young  men  and 
to  the  citizens.  Mr.  President,  I  will  continue  but 
a  moment  longer,  merely  calling  to  the  attention 
of  Dean  Hurlbut — provided  his  remarks  in  this 
article  read  by  me  refer  tc  the  City  of  Boston  and 
to  politicians  here,  so  called — the  fact  that  he 
should  present  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  provided  that  gentleman  asks  for 
them,  such  information,  facts  and  data  as  will 
enable  the  Finance  Commission  to  make  a  thorough 
investigation;  and  if  there  is  any  man  working  in 
the  City  of  Boston  to-day,  the  henchman  of  any 
political  leader  or  a  member  of  any  political  organ- 
iz.ation,  who  is  doing  25  cents  worth  of  work  and 
receiving  four  times  that  amount  for  it,  the  Fi- 
nance Commission,  in  my  opinion,  should  go  out 
of  business. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  as  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  College  I  will  admit  that  1  was  con- 
siderably surprised  by  the  article  in  the  Post, 
which  I'read  yesterday.  Nevertheless,  it  seems  to 
me  that  we  are  not  handling  the  article  in  the  right 
way.  If  we  want  to  act  on  it  we  can  do  so  directly, 
ourselves,  without  its  going  through  the  medium  of 
■  the  Finance  Commission.  I  am  rather  surprised 
to  see  the  member  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
Chamber  so  ready  to  use  the  Finance  Commission 
as  a  tool.  In  the  second  place,  it  seems  to  me  a 
great  mistake  to  dignify  Dean  Hurlbut's  comments 
on  Boston  politics  with  discussion  in  this  Chamber, 
much  less  with  an  order  or  with  a  request  for  infor- 
mation. 1  think  we  should  take  such  a  reference  to 
Boston  politics  as  decidedly  below  our  dignity, 
especially  to  take  notice  of  in  open  session.  Un- 
doubtedly the  gentleman  wished  to  draw  moral 
lessons  for  the  benefit  of  the  boys  in  the  college. 
He  might  just  as  well  have  talked  of  the  iniquities 
of  the  sugar  company  in  tipping  the  scales  at  the 
Custom  House,  and  he  might  just  as  well,  therefore, 
have  urged  the  undergraduate  of  Harvard  to  go 
into  business  in  order  to  purify  business,  because 
certainly  any  man  who  knows  anything  about 
business  and  politics  must  once  and  for  all  make  up 
his  mind  from  his  own  experience  that  business 
is  infinitely  worse  to-day  than  politics.  If  Dean 
Hurlbut     desires    to    urge    undergraduates   to    go 


into  politics  he  should  have  done  so  from  an  entirely 
different  motive,  the  motive  of  service  of  men  to 
their  fellow  citizens,  service  that  means  on  their 
part  loss  in  dollars  and  cents,  which  means  ostra- 
cism from  many  of  their  fellow  students  and  natij^'al 
friends  in  life.  But  the  matter  should  be  taken  up 
as  a  service  to  the  community  rather  than  as  slim- 
ming is  taken  up,  because  they  desire  to  purify 
the  thing  they  are  working  over.  The  chances 
are  even  that  there  are  more  opportuiiities  for 
young  men  to  purify  the  business  they  go  into,  even 
if  it  be  their  father's  own  business,  than  to.,purify 
poHtics,  Nevertheless,  1  shall  vote  for,  the,  order. 
1  think  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  1  would 
much  prefer,  however,  if  the  matter  is  to  be  taken 
up  here,  to  send  a  letter  directly  from  this  body  to 
Dean  Hurlbut,  I  should  even  prefer  to  have  any 
member  of  this  body  who  takes  umbrage  at  what 
Dean  Hurlbut  wrote  to  reply  himself  to  Dean 
Hurlbut  in  the  "Harvard  Illustrated  Magazine," 
which  he  would  find  open  to  him  for  such  a  reply. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  the  Chair  has 
referred  this  order  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  reconsideration  of  that  reference  has  been 
asked,  I  think,  by  one  of  the  members.  I  hope 
that  reconsideration  will  not  prevail.  In  the  first 
place,  if  we  are  going  to  put  in  orders  here  and  have 
them  referred  to  committees,  and  then  depart 
from  that  customary  and  sound  practice  of  having 
orders  which  are  introduced,  particularly  those 
containing  charges,  pass  without  an  opportunity 
to  examine  into  the  charges,  it  seems  to  me  we  will 
soon  cease  to  be  a  deliberative  body,  ^  but  will 
show  ourselves  to  be,  on  the  contrary,  an  impulsive 
body.  For  that  reason,  if  for  no  other,  I  hope 
that  reconsideration  will  not  prevail.  In  the 
second  place,  Mr.  President,  I  have  known  Dean 
Hurlbut  for  a  great  many  years  and,  like  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  spoken,  I  am  a  graduate  of 
Harvard.  I  have  always  found  Dean  Hurlbut  to 
be  a  man  of  very  good  discernment  and  a  thorough 
gentleman,  from  many  angles.  In  this  particular 
case,  if  the  statements  quoted  are  correctly  attrib- 
uted to  him,  I  believe  he  is  mistaken,  but  for  us 
to  pass  such  an  order  as  has  been  introduced  here, 
simply  based  on  the  copy  of  an  article  appearing 
in  a  magazine,  it  seems  to  me  is  the  height  of 
absurdity.  I  believe  we  should  not  take  notice  oi 
it  to-day  to  the  extent  o.  voting  in  favor  of  recon- 
sideration and  passing  the  order.  Therefore  I 
hope  the  reference  made  by  the  Chair  will  pre  vail 
and  that  reconsideration  of  the  reference  will  not 
prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
assured,  as  lar  as  assurances  can  go,  that  if  this 
matter  is  rtf  erred  to  the -Executive  Committee  it 
will  be  reported  back  to-day  favorably.  Therefore 
I  will,  with  unanimous  consent,  withdraw  my 
motion  to  reconsider. 

President  KENNY — If  there  is  no  objection 
the  request  of  the  councilor  will  be  allowed,  and 
the  preambles  and  order  will  stand  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Fire 
Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  hfi.ve  the  fire  alarm  box,  now  at  the 
corner  of  Mt.  Vernon  and  Charles  streets,  moved  to 
the  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Charles  streets. 

Passed. 


PROHIBITION    OF    SEARCH    LIGHTS. 

Coun.    SMITH    offered    an    order- That    the 
Street    Cornmissioners,    through    his    Honor    the 
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Ma>'or,  be  requested  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  adopting  a  street  traffic  regulation  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  so-called  search  lights  or  other  excessively 
brilliant  lights  on  automobiles  wthin  the  city 
limits. 
Passed. 


REPAIRING  OF  ALBANY  STREET. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  through  his  Honor  the 
ISIayor,  be  requested  to  have  repaved  Albany 
street,  between  Dover  street  and  Northampton 
street. 

Passed. 


PAVING    OF    MAVERICK    STREET. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his  Hoiior 
the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  pave  with  granite 
IdIocUs    Maverick    street,    from    Lubec    street    to 

Coun.  SMITH — Just  one  word  on  that.  The 
question  of  pavini;  that  street  was  taken  up  at  the 
town  meeting  in  East  Boston  last  winter.  Perhaps 
some  of  the  members  w;ho  were  present  at  the  meet- 
ing will  remember  that  the  residents  of  that 
section  were  then  guaranteed  that  i  the  matter 
would  be  attended  to,  as  it  was  upon  the  list.  I 
think  those  of  us  who  went  to  the  town  meeting 
will  remember  that  famous  list,  which  guaranteed 
improvement.  The  $300,000  for  streets,  the 
regular  appropriation,  was  stretched  to  cover  a 
multitude  of  necessities  in  the  various  districts. 
This  was  one  of  them,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  assured  the  meeting  that  it  would 
be  done.  Nothing  has  been  done  up  to  date,  and, 
of  course,  we  all  appreciate  the  fact  that  Maverick 
street  is  one  of  the  most  used  thoroughfares, 
especially  in  East  Boston.  It  is  perhaps  used  as 
much  as  any  street  in  East  Boston  and  as  much  as 
.most  of  the  downtown  streets  in  the  center  of  the 
city.  It  certainly  should  be  attended  to.  I  hope 
the  passage  of  the  order  will  spur  the  commissioner 
to  activity. 

The  order  was  passed. 


REPORT   ON   LOBBY   CHARGES. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
alleged  charges  of  lobbying  by  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  be  requested  to  make  a  report 
at  this  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  the  reason  I 
have  put  this  order  in  is  because  the  original 
charge  that  the  committee  was  supposed  to 
investigate  was  made  at  the  meeting  of  this  body 
on  September  22.  There  has  been  over  a  month 
in  which  the  committee  could  act.  As  lar  as  I 
have  been  informed,  no  action  has  been  taken. 
I  do  not  know  personally  what  they  are  investi- 
gating. The  statement  which  they  were  supposed 
to  be  investigating  was  that  the  Good  Government 
Association  had  snapped  the  whip — I  think  those 
were  the  identical  words — in  reference  to  the 
extension  of  the  building  limits.  By  that  I  meant 
that  the  Good  Government  Association  had 
brought  pressure  upon  this  body  to  have  the 
building  limits  extended.  I  cannot  for  the  life  of 
me  understand  why  that  statement,  made  with 
that  in  view,  demands  any  investigation. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  rule  at  this 
time  that  that  is  a  subject  which  the  member  is 
not  entitled  to  discuss,  in  view  of  the  fact,  Mr. 
Councilor,  that  the  matter  is  pending  before  the 
committee. 

Coun.    SMITH— But,  Mr.  President 

President  KENNY — Pardon  me  just  a  moment. 
Your  order  called  for  a  report  from  the  committee. 
The  Chair  rules  that  you  are  entitled  to  discuss 
the  reasons  why  that  report  should  be  forthcoming, 
under  the  rules,  but,  as  far  as  going  into  the 
charges  or  discussing  the  merits  of  the  proposition 
.  is  concerned,  the  Chair  rules  that  you  are  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  SMITH— I  think  the  ruling  of  the 
Chair  is  perfectly  just,  and  I  am  glad  to  abide  by  it. 
Speaking  to  the  point,  the  reason  why  the  com- 
mittee ought  to  report  is,   first,  that  it  has  had 


ample  time;  second,  that  there  is  a  campaign 
approaching  for  places  in  the  City  Council  and 
for  the  mayoralty.  The  committee,  if  it  does  not 
report  to-day,  must  necessarily  make  its  report 
after  that  campaign  has  begun,  and  the  fact  that 
it  waits  until  after  the  campaign  has  begun  before 
investigating  and  reporting  might  possibly  em- 
barrass certain  candidates  for  office.  The  fact 
that  the  chairman  of  that  committee  has  had*  his 
name  prsented  to  the  committee  of  the  Municipal 
League,  which  is  considering  the  mayoralty  situa- 
tion, is  an  additional  reason  why  the  committee 
should  act  at  this  meeting.  Out  of  fairness  to  any 
possible  candidates,  out  of  fairness  to  the  Municipal 
League,  and  because  the  committee  has  had  ample 
time,  I  think  they  should  report  to-day. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  as 
chairman  of  that  committee,  I  would  like  to  say 
that  a  meeting  of  that  committee  was  called  for 
October  2,  at  four  o'clock  p.  m.  The  councilor  on 
my  right  (Coun.  Smith)  was  not  quite  sure  at  the 
time  the  meeting  was  called  whether  or_nothe 
would  be  able  to  attend,  but  thought  he  possibly 
could  if  it  were  going  to  be  a  short  meeting.  We 
met  in  the  President's  room,  and  after  waiting 
thirty  minutes, — or  perhaps  the  better  way  to 
explain  what  we  did  would  be  to  read  a  copy  of  a 
letter  which  was  sent  to  the  councilor  on  my  right 
immediately  after  the  committee  adjourned:

Dear  Sir, — After  waiting  thirty,  minutes  for 
you  to  present  yourself  at  meeting  called  to 
investigate  charges  made  by  you  at  meeting  of 
City  Council  September  22,  and  after  the  Clerk 
of  Committees  telephoned  to  your  office  and 
learned  from  the  lady  answering  said  call  that 
"you  were  out  of  town  and  was  not  .expected  back 
to-day,"  the  committee  then  voted  instructing  the 
chairman  to  arrange  with  you  as  to  a  time  when 
it  woulcl  be  convenient  for  you  to  appear  before  the 
committee  to  substantiate  the  charges  made  at 
said  meeting.  Will  you  kindly  notify  the  chair- 
man, Mr.  Ballantyne,  as  to  the  day  and  hour  you 
will  be  ready  to  appear  before  the  committee?

I  have  in  my  possession  the  answer  to  that  com- 
munication : 

October  9,  1913. 
Mr.  John  F.  Dever, 

Clerk  of  Committees: 

Dear  Sir, — On  my.  return  to  the  city  I  find  a 
letter  from  the  Investigation  Committee,  composed 
of  three  Good  Government  members  appointed 
by  the  President,  who  is  himself  a  Good  Govern- 
ment member.  This  committee  is  ihv9stigating 
the  Council  on  account  of  my  statement  on  Septem- 
ber 22,  that  the  Council  was  voting  favorably  on 
the  extension  of  the  building  limits  because  the 
"Good  Government  Association  had  cracked  the 
whip."  May  I  inciuire  just  why  the  committee  is 
investigating? 

I  am  informed  that  the  committee  has  rriade 
no  investigation  and  has  summoned  no  member 
of  the  Good  Government  Association.  Iti  order 
that  the  matter  may  not  be  pigeonholed,  I  beg  to 
say  that  on  the  day  Mr.  Bottomly,  secretary  of 
the  Good  Government  Association,  returned  from 
Europe  in  August  I  chanced  to  meet  him  at  the 
South  Station.  He  asked  me  what  was  going  on 
in  the  Council,  and  I  explained  to  him  that  after 
three  years  of  agitation  the  Council  had  done 
nothing  toward  the  extension  of  the  building 
limits,  that  the  matter  was  receiving  attention  in 
all  the  Press  of  the  city,  and  that  the  Council  was 
throwing  itself  open  to  severe  censure,  individually 
and  collectively.  I  pointed  out  that  the  extension 
affected  not  only  the  living  conditions  of  our 
citizens  and  the  probable  creation  of  slums  in  the 
near  future,  but  that  it  was  vital  to  the  fire  pro- 
tection of  our  suburban  districts.  He  asked  me 
to  come  up  to  his  office  in  a  day  or  two  and  talk 
the  matter  over  further.  I  did  so,  and  he  then 
said  that  he  quite  agreed  with  me  that  the  limit 
should  be  extended.  I  asked  him  as  he  felt  that 
way  to  see  the  members  of  the  Council  individually, 
which  he  promised  to  do.  The  matter  came  up 
again  at  one  or  two  subsequent  meetings. 

On  September  17  or  IS  I  met  Mr.  Bottomly 
on  Tremont  street,  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
He  then  foretold  exactly  what  transpired  at  the 
meeting  of    the   Council   September    22,   namely. 
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that  an  amendment  would  be  brou)?ht  in  cutting 
down  the  extension  of  the  building  limits  to 
Brighton  as  recommended  by  the  Fire  Hazard 
Committee,  and  also  eliminating  the  committee's 
recommendation,  including  the  whole  city  within 
the  limits  by  1917. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  the  names  of  the 
councilors  in  this  connection.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  there  is  a  recognized  go-between  in  the 
Council  who  transmits  the  requests  and  opinions 
from  the  Good  Government  Association  and  the 
Finance  Commission  to  a  majority  of  that  body. 
It  is  also  evident  that  in  such  an  elective  body, 
some  of  whose  members  are  most  ambitious  for 
future  honors,  the  expressed  opinion  of  the  Good 
Government  Association  is  equivalent  to  a  demand.

Mr.  President,  I  submit  to  you  that  there  is  no 
reply  in  this  communication  to  the  question  I 
asked  in  my  communication  of  October  2,  which 
said,  "'Will  you  kindly  notify  the  chairman,  Mr. 
Ballantyne,  as  to  the  day  and  hour  you  will  be 
ready  to  appear  before  the  committee?" 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  see 
what  good  will  be  done  by  this  order  introduced  by 
the  councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Smith),  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Chair — which,  even  though  it  is  made  up  of 
those  who  are  indorsed  by  the  Good  Government 
Association,  might  if  it  had  the  power  report  some- 
thing— has  no  power  to  summon  witnesses. 
Witnesses  need  not  appear  unless  they  desire  to 
do  so  voluntarily.  I  see  no  good  to  be  attained 
by  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  committee.  I 
think  the  committee  ought  to  report  back,  "No 
action  necessary,"  or  something  to  that  effect.  I 
see  no  reason  for  any  further  action  in  the  matter. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  when  I  was 
notified  by  the  chairman  of  this  committee  that 
he  was  to  hold  a  meeting,  by  telephone,  I  dis- 
tinctly told  him  at  that  time  that  I  would  be  glad 
,to  talk  the  matter  over  outside  the  meeting,  that 

I  should  never  attend  a  meeting  unless  there  was  a 
stenographer  present  and  unless  the  witnesses 
werf-  put  under  oath — to  neither  of  which  things 
were  the  committee  or  its  chairman  willing  to 
agree.  Consequently  he  knew  that  I  would  not 
appear — ■ — 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  make  a  correction.  I  think  the  gentleman  is 
laboring  under  a  misunderstanding. 

President  KENNY — ^Does  the  gentleman  yield 
for  a  question? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  am  glad  to  yield  to  a  question 
or  to  a  statement  by  the  Rcntleman,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  think  the  memory  of 
the  gentleman  on  my  right  is  a  little  at  fault  to- 
day, because  I  stated  to  him  at  that  time  that  I 
did  not  think  that  the  committee  had  any  power  or 
right  to  summons  witnesses  or  to  administer  an 
oath,  but  that  there  would  be  a  stenographer 
present  and  there  was  a  stenographer  present  at 
that  meeting. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  to  continue,  the 
chairman  must  have  gathered  from  what  was  said 
that  I  would  not  attend  a  meeting  of  his  committee. 

II  there  is  any  doubt  on  that  point  I  might  make 
it  perfectly  evident  now.  I  shall  not  attend  any 
meeting  of  that  committee.  The  only  object  of 
my  attending  would  be  to  entrap  me  into  some 
statement  which  could  be  given  out  to  the  Press  in 
a  colorable  way  to  embarrass  me.  My  statement 
in  the  Council  of  September  22  has  been  macle 
and  is  under  investigation.  Now,  why  is  it 
necessary  for  me  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee? Why  do  they  summon  me  to  make  more 
statements?  I  offered  an  order  here  asking  Mr. 
Bottoml.v  to  come  before  the  Board  and  clear  up 
the  facts.  That  order  was  ruled  out  of  order  by 
the  President.  If  the  committee  is  in  earnest 
about  this  matter  it  will  summon  members  of  the 
Good  Government  .Association  before  it  and  will 
take  the  matter  up  in  a  businesslike  way,  and  will 
not  simply  ask  me  to  be  present,  and  drop  the 
matter  there.  I  shall  not  be  present  at  its 
meetings.  There  is  no  occasion  for  my  being 
present.  The  statement  that  they  are  investigat- 
ing has  been  made.  It  isi  in  the  records  of  the 
Council.  Now,  let  them  go  ahead  with  their 
duties,  as  members  of  this  Council,  and  investi- 
gate the  statement,  as  ordered  by  this  body. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  refers  this  order 
o  a  spc'-ial  committee  app  ointed  to  investigate 
he  matt  er  yn_d,er  discussion. 


PUBLIC   LANDS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  {referred 
September  8)  relative  to  the  transfer  to  the  City 
of  Boston  of  a  parcel  of  land  in  Mattapan  on  which 
is  located  a  public  comfort  station  of  the  City  of 
Boston — recommending  the  passage  of  the  follow- 
ing: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  author- 
ized to  execute,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  an  indenture  with  the  Metropolitan 
Park  Commission,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies 
his  message,  dated  September  8,  accepting  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  the  transfe  r 
for  care,  custody  and  control,  including  police 
protection,  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  in  the  Matta- 
pan district,  as  described  in  said  indenture,  and 
on  the  terms  and  conditions  as  therein  set  forth. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  October  20)  accepting 
gift  of  land  on  Pleasant  street,  Dorchester,  from 
Mary  F.  Thompson — -that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
say  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  that  we 
visited  this  parcel  of  land  a  few  days  ago  and  that 
it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  the  members 
of  the  committee  who  were  i>resent  that  this  gift 
ought  to  be  accepted.  It  is  certainly  a  very 
generous  gift  on  the  part  of  Miss  Thompson  to  the 
city.  The  land,  containing  about  13,000  feet, 
is  in  the  rear  of  the  school  building  and  fronting 
on  Sawyer  avenue.  Tho  whole  neighborhood  there 
is  built  up  with  two  and  three  apartment  houses. 
As  stated  in  the  document  there.  Miss  Thompson 
is  afraid  that  the  same  class  of  buildings  might 
be  erected  on  that  street  and  that  they  would 
become  an  eyesore  to  the  pupils  attending  the 
school  there.  It  is  woodland,  a  beautiful  spot, 
and  the  members  of  the  committee  heartily  approve 
of  the  acceptance  of  it. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Council  voted 
to  accept  the  gift,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

(3)  Report  on  message  ot  Mayor,  communica- 
tions and  order  (referred  October  27)  accepting 
gift  of  land  on  Hallet  street,  Neponset,  offered  by 
William  Wood — recommending  reference  of  same 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Report  accepted;  said  reference  ordered. 


WASHINGTON    SCHOOL    MEMORIAL. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  presented  a  petition, 
signed  b,y  ,Tames  P.  Cleary  et  al.,  asking  that  the 
capstone  of  the  old  Washington  School  be  placed 
in  the  Roxbury  Courthouse,  which  stands  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Washington  Schoolhouse. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  Coun.  BALLAN- 
TYNE offered  an  order— That  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $300 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for 
Public  Buildings  Department,  said  sum  to  be  used 
for  till'  purpose  of  placing  the  capstone  of  the 
Washington  School,  marked  "Washington  School, 
1840,"  in  the  Roxbur.v  Municipal  Court,  which 
builcling  occupies  the  site  of  the  old  schoolhouse. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


COMMITTEE   REPORT  ASKED   FOR. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  state- 
ments made  at  the  meeting  of  September  22  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr,  President,  this  order  is 
similar  to  the  one  just  acted  on,  with  the  exception 
that  instead  of  being  asked  to  report  at  this  meet- 
ing the  committee  is  asked  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council.  If  this  order  is  acted 
upon  favorably,  as  I  presume  out  of  fairness  it  will 
be,  1  shall  then  move  that  when  this  body  adjourns 
it  be  to  meet  on  Friday  of  this  week,  in  order  that 
the  body  may  read  the  report  of  that  special 
committee.  I  cannot  conceive  why  the  members 
of  this  body,  who  have  always  acted  most  gallantly 
toward  their  fellow  members  on  the  eve  of  an 
election,  should  in  this  case  embarrass  any  possible 
candidate  for  office  on  the  eve  of  nomination  papers 
being  circulated  for  signatures.     That  is  especially 
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true  when  some  of  the  members  of  this  Council 
have  been  mentioned  for  the  office  of  mayor. 
The  order  was  passed.

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  1  should  like 
to  move  that  when  this  body  adjourns  it  be  to  meet 
again  not  later  than  Friday  of  this  week. 

BALLANTYNE— 1  would  move  that 
further  consideration  of  that  motion  be  delayed 
until  after  the  executive  meeting.  My  reason 
for  that  is  that  1  shall  be  very  glad  to  have  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  so  that  the  committee  can  report 
previously  to  the  day  set  for  a  meeting  by  the  Coun- 
cil.

I  hope  that  further  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  will  be  delayed  at  this 
time. 

President  KENNY — Is  that  agreeable  to  the 
mover  of  the  motion? 

Coun.  SMITH— It  is. 

President  KENNY — Then  it  will  lie  on  the  table.

CITY   REAL   ESTATE. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
City  (Council  with  a  list  of  all  real  estate  owned  by 
the  city,  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  same  that 
is  not  used  for  municipal  purposes. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  my  purpose  in 
introducing  this  order  is  simply  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  sale  of  such  land  as  the  city  does  not 
need.  I  think  action  of  this  sort  is  even  more 
imperative  now  than  it  has  been  in  former  years 
because  of  the  condition  of  the  city  treasury.  As 
we  all  know,  there  are  large  areas  of  land,  amount- 
ing in  value  to  many  thousands  of  dollars,  that 
are  of  no  use  to  the  city,  that  are  lying  dead  and 
not  paying  taxes,  which  might  just  as  well  be  sold 
to  somebody.  Much  of  that  land  is  not  improv- 
ing rapidly  in  value  and  there  is  nothing  to  be 
gained  by  holding  it.  I  refer  to  such  land  as  th.at 
around  the  reservoir,  that  large  lot  we  have  seen, 
which  is  partly  excavated,  the  rock  having  been 
taken  out  for  street  purposes.  There  is  a  corner 
lot  in  Allston,  a  small  lot  which  I  think  the  com- 
mittee has  been  out  to  see,  and  a  lot  in  Milton. 
There  is  also  a  lot  near  the  Edison  plant,  near  the 
railroad,  out  at  the  South  End.  There  are  several 
such  lots  of  land.  There  are  others  which  do  not 
occur  to  me  at  the  moment.  Such  lots  could  be 
sold  and  the  city  could  receive  some  return,  rather 
than  have  them  lying  dead  a:  they  are  at  the 
present  time. 

The  order  was  passed. 


INVESTIGATION  OF  LOBBYING  CHARGES. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  will 
submit  a  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  investigate  charges  in  regard 
to  lobbying  by  the  Good  Government  Association. 
In  conjunction  with  this  report  I  would  also  present 
the  copy  of  the  letter  which  was  sent  to  Coun. 
Smith  in  compliance  with  the  last  motion  which 
appears  in  this  report. 

"  Charges  as  to  Lobbying,  Building  Limits. 
"Boston,  October  2,  1913. 

"Hearing  before  a  special  committee  of  the 
City  Council  appointed  to  investigate  charges 
preferred  by  Coun.  Smith  as  to  lobbying  by  the 
Good  Government  Association  on  the  matter  of 
the  extension  of  the  building  limits. 

"The  full  committee  was  present,  consisting  of 
Coun.  Ballantyne,  Chairman;  Coun.  Attridge  and 
(ioun.  McDonald. 

"The  CHAIRMAN — The  committee  will  come 
to  order.  This  committee  is  appointed  in  accord- 
ance with  an  order  offered  by  Coun.  Watson  at 
the  last  meeting. 

"  'That  a  special  committee  of  three  members  of 
the  Council  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  in- 
vestigate the  charges  preferred  by  Coun.  Smith  as 
to  lobbying  by  the  Good  Government  Association 
on  the  matter  of  the  extension  of  the  building 
limits. 

"  'President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  not 
appoint  the  mover  of  the  motion  on  the  committee, 
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iii  view  of  the  remarks  he  made  before  taking  his 
seat,  but  the  Chair  will  appoint  as  said  committee 
Coun.  Ballantyne,  Attridge  and  McDonald.' 

"The  committee  is  now  in  session  to  hear  those 
charges  and  to  hear  from  Mr.  Smith  what  he  has 
to  say  on  those  charges.  And  1  will  say  for  the 
benefit  of  the  cornmittee  that  1  have  had  the  Clerk 
ring  up  Mr.  Smith's  office  and  the  information 
comes  back  over  the  telephone  that  Mr.  Smith  is 
out  of  town. 

"Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr,  Chairman,  did  Mr. 
Smith  know  this  meeting  was  to  be  held  at  this 
hour? 

"The  CHAIRMAN— Mr.  Smith  has  been 
notified  the  same  as  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  I  also  had  a  conversation  with  him 
over  the  telephone  and  he  said  he  would  be  present 
at  four  o'clock  to-day. 

"Coun.  McDonald — I  notice  in.  two  or  three 
places  he  has  demanded  an  inquiry  into  the  charges 
he  made.  He  introduced  an  order  himself  to  have 
Mr.  Bottomly,  the  secretary  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association,  come  before  the  Council,  or  a 
committee,  and  tell  whether  he  approached  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  with  regard  to  the  extension 
of  the  building  limits,  and  what  his  attitude  was 
with  regard  to  the  extension  of  the  building  limits. 
He  did  that  himself,  and  if  he  did  that  himself  and 
was  satisfied  I  don't  know  why  Mr.  Watson's 
order  would  not  bring  about  the  same  purpose. 
However,  he  isn't  here  and  1  don't  know  what  we 
can  do  about  it. 

"Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  Chairman,  Coun. 
Watson's  order  is,  I  think,  a  proper  one,  in  view 
of  the  faet  that  Coun.  Smith  said  something  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  charge  of  lobbying;  that  is, 
that  the  Good  Governmen't  Association  'since  the 
return  of  one  Mr.  Bottomly  has  snapped  the 
whip,  and  the  members  of  this  Council  are  obeying 
the  snap  of  that  whip  and  are  about  to  vote.'  Well, 
now,  that  is  a  charge  pi-actically  that'Mr.  Bottomly 
and  that  association  with  which  he  is  connected 
have  done  some  lobbying  with  some  members  of 
the  Council.  It  appears  on  page  287  of  the  minutes 
that  Coun.  Smith,  when  he  was  called  to  order 
by  the  President,  or  when  the  President  ruled  that 
he  had  forfeited  the  floor,  asked  '  For  what  reason? ' 
"  President  Kenny  said: 

"  'Because   the    gentleman    was    out  of    order.' 
"  Coun.  Smith  said  again,  '  For  what  reason? ' 
"'President    KENNY— The    Chair   rules    that 
the  gentleman  has  reflected  upon  the  members  of 
the  Council.'    . 

"Coun.  .Smith  then  replied: 

"  'Most  certainly,  sir,  and  I  wish  that  borne  out 
by  an  inquiry  into  the  facts.' 

"Now  he  himself  said  that  he  wished  to  have 
that  borne  out  by  an  inquiry  into  the  facts.  We 
are  sitting  here  to-day,  called  for  the  special  pur- 
pose of  finding  out  what  the  facts  are.  Mr.  Smith 
has  made  the  charges,  and  if  he  has  got  charges 
to  present  to  the  public  or  to  this  committee  he 
should  come  forward  and  present  them.  Here  is  a 
proper  opportimity  for  him  to  get  the  proper 
publicity  if  any  lobbying  has  been  done. 

"Coun.  McDonald — He  says  here,  Mr. 
Chairman: 

"  'Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to  be  allowed  to 
withhold  my  vote  on  this  matter  because  of  per- 
sonal grounds.  I,  however,  desire  to  say  that 
I  should  welcome  such  a  committee.  I  cannot  see 
that  I  have  made  any  statement  w.hich  requires 
investigation,  but  such  investigation  as  the  Council 
desires  to  make  I  shall  welcome.' 

"  'I  can  see  nothing  reprehensible  in  my  saying 
that  this  body  has  been  asked  to  do  certain  things 
by  the  Good  Government  Association.  But  if  the 
members  take  umbrage  at  sucH  statement  I  shall 
be  very  gl.ad  to  substantiate  it.' 
"And  he  is  net  here. 

"Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Now  we  are  here  to  give  ^ 
Coun.  Smith  a  chance  to  substantiate  any  of  the 
statements  that  he  has  made  and  also  to  give  him 
what  he  said  he  wished  borne  out  by  an  inquiry 
into  the  facts.  We  are  giving  him  a  chance  to 
bring  forth  any  facts  that  ho  has  to  substantiate 
the  statement  that  Mr,  Bottomly  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Good  Government  Association  had 
influenced  the  members  of  the  Cit.y  Council  on 
the  building  limits  ordinance. 

■  "The  CHAIRMAN— What  is  the  pleasure  of 
the  committee  in  regard  to  postponing  the  meeting? 
"Coun.  McDonald — The  gentleman  that 
made  the  charges  isn't  here.  I  don't  know  what 
the  committee  can  do.  He  is  out  of  town.  I  make 
the  motion  that  the  committee  adjourn,  subject  to 
the  call  of  the  chairman,  if  necessary. 


"Coun.  ATTRIDGE— I  would  like  to  amend 
that  if  it  is  possible,  and  ask  that  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  communicate  with  Mr.  Smith  and 
try  to  arrange,  if  possible,  a  date  when  Mr.  Smith 
will  be  present  and  bring  his  facts  to  the  attention 
of  the  committee. 

"Coun.  Mcdonald — I  win  accept  the 
amendment. 

"The  CHAIRMAN— You  have  heard  the 
motion  as  made — That  the  chairman  get  into 
communication  with  Mr.  Smith  and  get  a  date 
that  will  be  satisfactory  tor  him  to  lay  the  facts 
before  the  committee.  Those  in  favor  say  'Aye* — 
those  oppo-sed  'No.'  It  is  a  vote.  A  motion  to 
adjourn  will  be  in  order. 

"  (Upon  motion  the  committee  voted  to  adjourn.) 

"Adjourned." 

Smith,  sent  in  accordance 
with  the  motion  which  appears  at  the  latter  part 
of  the  report  of  the  meeting,  was  as  follows:

for  you  to  appear  before  the  committee  to  sub- 
stantiate the  charges  made  at  said  meeting.  Will 
you  kindly  notify  the  chairman,  Mr.  Ballantyne, 
as  to  the  day  and  hour  j'ou  will  be  ready  to  appear 
before  the  committee?

President  KENNY — The  Chair  understands 
that  this  is  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  in 
view  of  the  statements  made  by  the  councilor  on 
my  right  at  the  meeting  to-day,  that  he  had  no 
intention  of  appearing  before  that  committee  on 
any  date  which  they  might  set,  the  committee 
simply  submits  its  report  of  the  minutes  of  a  meet- 
ing held  on  October  2  and  a  letter  which  was 
written  in  compliance  with  the  last  vote  of  that 
committee.  The  committee  considers  that  that  is 
as  far  as  it  can  go  in  the  matter  and  asks  that  the 
report  be  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged, 
and  further  consideration  of  the  matter  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Council. 

President  KENN.Y — Asks  for  the  acceptance  of 
the  report  as  now  submitted? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  suggest  that  the  chairman  of  that  committee 
make  his  report  in  writing,  if  it  is  in  order  for  the 
councilor  to  do  that. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  simply  wish 
to  say  that,  of  course,  I  shall  refrain  from  voting 
upon  this  matter.  Furthorniore,  1  want  to  repeat 
what  I  said  at  the  meeting'  of  September  22,  that 
1  can  see  no  reason  for  thr  ( '(junril,  now  that  they 
liave  had  time  to  consider'  llie  matter  carefully, 
taking  exception  to  my  statement  on  that  date.  I 
believe,  moreover,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  public 
bodies  in  Boston  to  bring  all  the  legitimate  pressure 
they  can  bring  to  bear  upon  this  body  to  secure 
what  they  in  their  wisdom  think  is  proper  legisla- 
tion. If  it  were  not  so,  if  public  bodies  did  not 
take  this  attitude,  th  is  body  would  be  greatly 
crippled.  I  think  we  can  all  say  in,  fairness  that 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  reoorts  are  most 
helpful  to  us  and  that  the  Real  Estate  Exch'ange, 
the  United  Improvement  Association  and  other 
bodies,  such  Ss  the  Boston  Common  Society  and 
others,  are  of  great  assistance  to  this  body  in 
investigating  and  reporting  on  questions,  .and  in 
going  further  and  sending  their  secretaries,  even  if 
they  be  paid  secretaries  that  making  no  difference, 
to  interrogate  us  and  to  implore  us  individually 
and  collectively  to  take  what  they  consider  to  be 
the  proper  action  on  such  matters.  That  was  all 
that  my  statement  was  intended  to  mean.  I 
think,  as  the  committee's  report  shows,  that  Coun. 
McDonald  spoke  very  wisely  when  he  said  that  1 
myself  was  the  first  man  to  appro.-uh  Mr.  Bottomly, 
that  1  asked  him  to  see  the  othiT  members  of  the 
Council.     In  otlier  words,  I  absolutely  approve  of 
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this  method  of  public  bodies  bringing  their  pressure 
to  bear  on  the  Council.  1  not  only  approve  of  it 
but  I  desire  and  encourage  it.  In  the  light  of 
those  facts  I  can  see  no  exception  that  can  possibly 
be  taken  to  that  language,  and,  while  1  shall  not 
vote,  1  trust  that  the  committee's  report  will  be 
adopted. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  at  the  time 
when  I  offered  this  order  to  investigate  the  charges 
made  by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  (Coun. 
Smith)  I  spoke  about  the  whip  being  snapped  on 
the  backs  of  certain  Good  Government  Association 
members  of  this  body.  I  want  to  say  now  that  I 
think  another  whip  has  been  snapped  on  another 
back. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  was 
discharged.

FURNITURE,    CITY   HALL   ANNEX. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

October  30,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council; 

Gentlemen, — ^The  Finance  (Commission  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report  upon  the  pending 
appropriation  for  pro\iding  furniture  and  fittings 
for  the  City  Hall  Annex  and  upon  the  question 
of  the  acceptance  of  the  Avery  Street  Widening 
Act. 

1.  Appropriation  for  Furniture  and  Fittings  for 
the  City  Hall  Annex. 

Two  appropriation  orders  are  now  pending 
before  the  Citv  Council  for  this  purpose,  one  for 
$85,000  and  one  for  S25,000,  a  total  of  8110,000. 
Bids  for  furniture  and  fittings  were  soUcited  by 
advertisement  on  September  13,  1913,  and  bids 
were  opened  on  October  14,  1913.  The  lowest 
bid  was  for  the  sum  of  8102,840.95.  This  bid  is 
not  complete,  as  it  does  not  include  the  price  for 
the  marble,  slate  and  concrete  counter  work.  It 
is  probable  that  .S7,000  or  SS,000  would  have  to  be 
added  to  this  bid  to  cover  such  work.  Only  one 
bid  for  the  entire  work  was  received,  namely,  for 
$111,896. 

The  investigation  made  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  led  the  commission  to  believe  that  if 
no  contract  is  awarded  on  the  present  bids,  but 
new  bids  are  soHcited,  much  lower  bids  will  be 
received  and  the  city  will  save  a  large  sura  of 
money.  The  Finance  Commission's  inspector  of 
purchases    and    suppUes,    Mr.    Thomas    J.    Ball, 
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has  kept  in  touch  with  the  architect  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  of  preparing  specifications  and 
advertising  for  bids,  and  has  lately  been  assisted 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Bruce  Boyd,  an  efficiency  engi- 
neer, who  was  employed  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to"  cooperate  with  the  architect,  Edward 
T.  P.  Graham,  and  Mr.  Ball  in  protecting  the 
city's  interests  in  the  purchase  and  installation  of 
the  furniture  and  fittings  for  the  City  Hall  Annex. 
As  a  result  of  the  studies  of  Messrs.  Ball  and  Boyd, 
and  of  a  conference  recently  held  between  them 
and  the  architect,  the  Finance  Commission  has 
requested  the  latter  to  ask  the  executive  depart- 
ment to  reject  the  present  bids  and  to  advertise 
for  new  proposals.  Mr.  Boyd,  the  efficiency 
engineer,  has  had  such  large  experience  in  deaUng 
wth  the  equipment  of  buildings  as  to  require 
that  his  views  be  given  the  most  careful  consider- 
ation. A  list  of  some  of  the  works  upon  which 
he  has  been  engaged  is  set  forth  in  an  appendix 
hereto  annexed  and  marked  "Appendix  I.,"  the 
perusal  of  which  should  satisfy  anyone  as  to  his 
qualifications.  It  is  his  opinion  that  if  the  new 
advertisement  for  proposals  should  ask  for  sep- 
arate bids  on  the  various  parts  of  the  work,  instead 
of  asking  for  a  lump  sum  bid  for  the  entire  work, 
the  contract  could  be  made  for  a  much  smaller 
sum  than  any  which  could  be  made  upon  the  basis 
of  the  present  bids,  that  the  annex  could  be 
equipped  and  made  ready  for  use  earlier  than  if 
the  contract  were  awarded  on  the  present  bids,  and 
that  the  design  of  some  of  the  furniture  and  fittings 
would  be  simplified  and  improved. 

The  commission  therefore  recommends  that 
on  the  two  appropriation  orders,  amounting  to 
$110,000,  for  furniture  and  fittings,  action  be 
deferred  until  the  executive  department  has  given 
careful  consideration  to  the  above  suggestions. 

2.     The  Avery  Street  Widening  Act. 

The  commission  has  been  informed  that  certain 
members  of  the  City  Council  are  of  the  opinion 
that  unless  the  Avery  Street  Widening  Act  (chapter 
558  of  1912.  as  amended  by  chapter  695  of  1913) 
is  accepted  before  January  1.  1914,  the  act  will 
fail,  as  its  acceptance  after  that  date  will  be  null  and 
void.  The  commission  believes  this  to  be  an 
erroneous  assumption  and  that  the  Council  may 
lawfully  accept  the  act  at  any  time  after  January 
1,  1914.  The  first  act.  chapter  558  of  1912,  pro- 
vides in  section  5  as  follows: 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Boston:  provided,  that  it  is  so  accepted  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  .January,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fourteen. 

The  later  act,  chapter  695  of  1913,  provides  in 
section  5  as  follows: 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Boston. 

Thus  it  appears  that  the  limitation  in  time 
contained  in  the  earlier  act  was  repealed  by 
section  5  of  the  later  act,  as  the  later  act  provides 
explicitly  that  the  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  and 
contains  no  limitation  as  to  the  time  when  such 
acceptance  can  be  voted  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.  It  appears  clear  that  if  the  Legislature 
of  1913  intended  that  the  City  Council  should  be 
restricted  in  point  of  time  up  to  January  1,  1914, 
it  would  have  inserted  that  limitation  in  the  later 
act  in  express  terms  or  by  reference  to  section  5  of 
the  earlier  act,  but  as  it  failed  to  do  so  there  does 
not  seem'  to  be  any  doubt  that  the  last  word  of 
the  Legislature  upon  this  subject  means  that  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  accept  the  act  at 
any  time  and  that  such  acceptance  will  be  valid. 

The  commission  therefore  suggests  that  in 
considering  the  question  of  accepting  the  act  the 
true  interpretation  of  the  statute  should  be  borne 
in  mind.

PARKMAN   FUND. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  the  following: 


(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  October  27)  appropriating  ■ 
$15,000  for  Commonwealth  avenue  and  Fens — that 
the  order  ought  to  pass. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  October  27)  for  transfer 
of  monej'  to  Zoo  and  Aquarium — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  1  move  you 
a  suspension  of  the  rules  on  both  of  these 
orders.  At  present  we  have  in  the  Parkraan 
Fund  S15,300;  there  is  that  sum  of  money  in 
the  treasury  at  this  time.  His  Honor  the  Maj'or 
has  sent  in  two  items,  one  for  $10,000  to  extend 
the  work  upon  which  the  Council  has  already 
been  committed,  namely,  the  irrigation  work  on 
Commonwealth  avenue.  We  have  concluded  it 
would  be  a  wise  expenditure  to  start  this  work; 
it  would  cost  $28,000.  The  Mayor  has  sent  an 
order  for  $5,000,  which  this  Council  has  passed; 
therefore,  the  $10,000  item  is  simply  a  continua- 
tion of  that  work.  It  seems  appropriate  we  should 
pass  these  orders  at  once,  because  winter  is  coming 
on  and  the  work  will  not  be  done.  Therefore 
I  move  a  suspension  of  the  rules  under  that 
order.  The  second  item  refers  to  grading  and 
filling  of  a  meadow  on  the  Fens.  I  have  here  a 
letter  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Park  De- 
partment, which  I  will  either  read  or  hand  to  the 
stenographer  for  incorporation  in  the  minutes  of 
the  Council.     It  seems  to  me  a  proper  letter — ■ — ■ 

Coun.   WATSON— Read  it. 

Coun.  COLLINS— (Reading)  October  30,  1913. 
Dear  Sir, — In  relation  to  the  request  of  this 
department  for  the  apportionment  of  funds  avail- 
able for  use  at  the  present  time,  I  would  say  that 
we  have  recommended  that  $10,000  be  appro- 
priated to  carry  on  the  work  of  resoiling  the 
Commonwealth  avenue  lawns  between  Arlington 
and  Dartmouth  streets,  and  the  irrigation  of 
the  same.  This  work  is  already  under  way,  as 
we  were  given  during  the  summer  $5,000  with 
which  to  make  a  start.  It  is  very  urgent  that  the 
further  appropriation  asked  for  be  made  at  this 
time,  as  we  have  a  large  part  of  our  maintenance 
force  which  can  be  used  to  advantage  on  this 
work  between  now  and  the  first  of  January.  We, 
.also,  have  extended  improvements  arranged  for 
in  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  the  most  important  item 
being  the  development  and  planting  of  the  10-acre 
meadow  from  the  John  Boyle  O'Reilly  monument 
down  to  the  corner  of  Ipswich  and  Boylston  streets 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Fens  pond.  This  includes 
the  building  of  walks  along  the  shore  of  the  basin 
and  the  foaming  of  the  meadow,  which  has  re- 
cently been  filled,  without  expense  to  the  depart- 
ment, by  the  Transit  Commission,  the  material 
being  taken  from  the  Boj'lston  street  subway. 
In  view  of  the  many  improvements  made  by  own- 
ers of  real  estate  in  the  surrounding  sections,  I 
believe  it  is  essential  that  this  work  be  undertaken 
at  once.  For  this  reason  I  ask  that  $5,000  now 
available  from  the  Parkman  Fund  be  appropriated 
for  this  purpose.  The  plans  now  being  prepared 
for  the  work  above  mentioned  would  contemplate 
the  expenditure  of  about  $15,000.  This  sum 
would  construct  the  walks  and  would  enable  us  to 
cover  the  meadow  with  a  foot  of  loam,  and  carry 
out  the  planting  scheme  of  our  architect.  This 
is  the  site  which  has  been  suggested  for  the  pro- 
posed horticultural  building,  liut  we  desire  to 
carry  out  the  present  plan  whether  or  not  the 
horticultural  building  is  undertaken. 

Anolhcr  ini|inivement  which  demands  immedi- 
ate attejilinn  in  the  Fens  is  the  building  of  a  short 
drive  from  the  Westland  avenue  entrance  toward  the 
John  Boyle  O'Reilly  monument,  made  necessary 
by  the  large  amount  of  night  traffic  between  the 
Somerset  Hotel,  Commonwealth  avenue  and  the 
Bay  State  road  section  with  Symphony  Hall  and 
the  Opera  House.  The  existing  arrangement  of 
the  park  drives  presents  a  very  dangerous  corner 
at  the  junction  of  the  Fenway  drive  and  the  West- 
land  avenue  entrance.  The  cost  of  this  improve- 
ment would  be  between  three  and  four  thousand 
dollars.

This  improvement  will  cost  something  like 
$15,000  and  this  $5,000  will  begin  the  work.  I 
move  a  suspension  of  the  rules  on  that  order. 
The  second  order  is  a  transfer  of  $5,000  to  Reserve 
Fund  from  unexpended  balance.     Two  j-ears  ago 
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the  Council  appropriated  for  many  small  improve- 
ments, one  of  which  the  Board  has  deemed  it  wise 
not  to  carry  out,  namely,  the  installation  of  small 
convenience  stations  in  the  parks,  because  they 
would  be  unsanitary.  That  leaves  an  unexpended 
balance  of  something  like  $5,000  which  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  has  recommended 
should  be  given  over  to  the  extension  of  the  Zoo- 
logical Garden  and  the  Aquarium;  therefore,  I 
move  a  suspension  of  the  rules  on  that  order,  as 
at  this  time  the  grading  can  be  done  better. 

The  rule  was  suspended   and   the   orders   were 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 


UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

President  KENNY,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule,  called  up  unfinished  business,  Nos.  1  and  2, 
viz.:

2.  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)   from 


the  Reserve  Fund  to  an  appropriation  to  be 
expended  for  Investigation,  Tunnel  Between 
Boston  and  Chelsea,  called  for  in  chapter  78  of  the 
Resolves  of  1913. 

The  orders  were  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 


SIDEWALK,    DRAPER   STREET. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order^That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  Nos.  15,  20,  22  Draper  street.  Ward  20, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and 
to  be  bui't  of  artificial  stone  with  granite  edge- 
stone,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  437  of  the 
Acts  of  1893.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  the  inclosed  order  of  the 
City  Council,  requesting  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners "to  consider  the  advisability  of  adopting 
a  street  traffic  regtilation  to  prohibit  the  use  of  so- 
called  search  fights  or  other  excessively  brilliant 
lights  on  automobiles  within  the  city  limits,"  I  am 
directed  by  the  Board  to  say  that  it  believes  it 
has  no  authority  to  make  such  a  regulation. 

When,  in  190S,  the  Board  made  the  street  traffic 
regulations  it  gave  considerable  attention  to  this 
question,  and  from  time  to  time  .since  it  has  given 
it  consideration.  Had  it  possessed  the  power  it 
would  have  long  ago  made  a  regulation  requiring 
that  headlights  on  all  motor  vehicles  be  dimmed 
while  such  vehicles  were  traversing  our  well  lighted 
streets. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  use  of 
high  powered  electric  and  acetyline  gas  lights  on 
motor  vehicles  is  not   necessary   within   the   city 
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limits.  On  the  contrary,  they  are  a  menace  to 
pedestrians  and  to  drivers  of  other  vehicles  because 
of  their  blinding  glare. 

Manv  of  the  leading  cities  of  the  country  have 
regulations  prohibiting  the  use  of  such  headlights 
in  their  business  and  congested  thoro\ighfares,  par- 
ticularlv  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Washington. 

On  tiie  receipt  of  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
the  Board  took  up  the  question  with  the  Hon. 
Joseph  J.  Corbett,  Corporation  Counsel.  He  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  making  of  such  a  regulation 
properly  belongs  to  the  A'l  assachusetts  Highway 
Commission,  under  the  authority  of  section  27  of 
chapter  .534  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  Mr.  Corbett 
makes  the  practical  suggestion  that  if  the  High- 
way Commission  should  make  such  a  regulation 
it  could  be  made  to  take  effect  on  the  date  of  the 
annual  registration  of  motor  vehicles,  and  thereby 
notice  of  it  could  be  given  to  all  owners,  operators 
and  chauffeur.s  by  furnishing  a  copy  of  the  regula- 
tion with  every  certificate  and  license  issued.

Inclosed  please  find  financial  statement  of  the 
High  Pressure  Fire  Service,  as  of  November  1, 
1913,  showing  an  available  balance  of  .539,729.25. 
On  October  28  bids  were  opened  for  furnishing 
and  erecting  an  electric  pumping  plant,  and  the 
lowest  bid  received  was  that  of  the  General 
Electric  Company,  8175,357.  This  was  con- 
siderably higher  than  our  preliminary  estimate, 
which  wa,s  based  on  the  New  York  plant.  After 
carefully  going  over  the  various  bids  siibmitted,  I 
am  inclined  to  think  that  no  lower  bid  would  be 
received  if  we  were  to  readvertise,  and  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  $1.50,000  be  ^  made 
available,  in  order  that  we  ma>'  award  this  con- 
tract. The  balance  will  be  necessary  to  take  care 
of  the  engineering  force  for  the  rest  of  the  year.

On  October  27,  1913,  I  wrote  to  your  honorable 
body  recommending  the  immediate  consideration 
of  the  appropriations  for  municipal  buildings  in, 
Roslindale  and  Ward  12,  and  transmitted  loan 
orders  for  fire  alarm  headquarters,  High  Pressure 
Fire  Service,  Consumptives'  Hospital  Department 
and  police  station  in  Dorchester. 

The  urgency  of  these  matters  should  force 
immediate  action.  Every  day  the  Mayor's  office 
turns  away  citizens  who  want  to  know  why  they 
are  not  getting  these  needed  and  virtually  promised 
improvements,  with  the  vague  reply  that  the  matter 
is  before  the  City  Council.  The  architects  have 
submitted  plans  for  municipal  buildings  in  RosUn- 
dale  and  Ward  12  and  the  police  station  in  Dor- 
chester, and  there  seems  to  be  no  reasonable 
excuse  for  further  delay.  I  trust  the  City  Council 
will  take  the  necessarylmmediate  action  on  these 
orders.

AVERY   STREET   WIDENING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  10,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

The  Avery  street  widening  has  been  discussed 
now  for  a  quarter  of  a  centun,^  and  at  the  present 
time  there  is  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  respon- 
sible body  that  the  amended  bill  of  1913  should  be 
accepted  by  the  City  Council.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission opposed  the  'Dill  of  1910  on  the  ground  that 
"an  excessive  portion  of  the  cost  of  street  widening 
would  fall  on  the  City  of  Boston."  The  amended 
bill  offers  no  such  objection;  in  fact,  the  Finance 
Commission  recommends  that  it  be  accepted  in 
the  following  terms: 

"That  action  upon  the  acceptance  of  Avery 
street  be  deferred  until  the  suburban  street  im- 
provement loan  is  made  effective,  and  that  after 
it  has  been  made  effective  the  Avery  street  act 
be  accepted  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council." 

There  is  no  question,  then,  in  the  mind  of  the 
Finance  Commission  that  the  measure  before  the 
City  Council  is  desirable  and  ought  to  pass.  By 
what  right,  on  what  unjustifiable  and  pernicious 
principle  does  it  advise  the  delay  of  this  important 
improvement?  On  the  principle  that  legislation 
should  be  a  compromise  between  the  personal 
desires  of  the  legislators,  that  votes  should  be 
exchangeable  and  one  "Yes"  on  an  undesirable 
matter  purchase  a  "Yes"  on  a  desirable  matter. 
Is  this  policy  which  the  Finance  Commission 
openly  advocates  one  that  we  have  a  right  to 
expect  from  a  body  formed  to  help  secure  the  high- 
est economy  and  efficiency  in  the  conduct  of  city 
affairs? 

All  the  property  owners  in  the  vicinity  of  -Avery 
street  must  suffer  serious  financial  loss  while  the 
City  Council  hesitates  and  delays.  The  Chamber 
of  Commerce  urged  the  passage  of  the  bill  and 
actively  supported  it;  petitions  have  come  from 
important  business  men  urging  its  acceptance: 
improvements  are  delayed  and  business  is  in  some 
sort  suspended  while  the  City  Council  plays 
politics  according  to  the  direction  of  the  despotic 
Finance  Commission.  Is  this  the  "reform"  we 
were  led  to  expect  from  a  commission  of  high- 
minded  citizens?  It  looks  far  more  like  the  cor- 
ruption heralded  abroad  as  prevalent  in  the  old 
days. 

That  the  City  Council  will  actually  allow  them- 
selves to  be  guided  by  this  deplorable  advice  of 
the  Finance  Commission  is  something  which  I 
utterlj'  fail  to  believe.  They  will  decide  each  ques- 
tion on  its  merits  according  to  their  avowed  policy. 
They  will  accept  the  Avery  street  act,  and  allow 
no  methods  of  cheap  political  chicanery  to  hamper 
their  judgment  in  any  way.

Dear  Sir, — -Acting  under  jfour  instructions,  I 
have  made  an  examination  of  the  City  Clerk's 
Department  in  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  office 
applies  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  citj'  govern- 
ment. My  examination  covered  the  fiscal  year 
which  ended  January  31,  1913,  and  also  the  current 
year  up  to  and  including  September  30.

DISPOSAL  OF  CITY  REFUSE. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

November  S,  1913. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  the  request  by  the  City 
Council  for  an  investigation  and  report  by  the 
Finance  Commission  on  the  question  whether  or 
not  the  contract  between  the  Cit.v  of  Boston  and 
the  Boston  Development  and  Sanitary  Company 
for  the  disposal  of  city  refuse  is  being  carried  out 
according  to  its  terms,  tlie  conimission  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report: 

The  contract  is  not  being  carried  out  in  all 
respects  according  to  its  terms  by  either  of  the 
parties. 

The  city  has  violated  the  terms  of  the  contract 
bj'  failing  to  build  two  inland  receiving  stations 
and  by  failing  to  deliver  to  the  company  all  of  the 
refuse  collected  by  the  city's  employees.  It  has 
also  failed  to  perform  its  dut.v  under  the  contract 
to  "scouro  as  complete  a  sep.aration  of  materials 
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as  it  may  find  to  be  practicable."  as  it  lias  done 
very  little  to  prevent  the  mixture  of  garbage  with 
other  forms  of  refuse. 

The  company,  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  has  permitted  the  escape  of  offensive 
odors  and  has  placed  refuse  mixed  with  garbage 
upon  the  dumps. 

I.  The  City's  Failures. 
1.  Inland  Receiving  Stations. 
The  contract  requires  the  city  to  furnish  to  the 
company  for  its  use  two  inland  receiving  stations, 
one  on  Codman  street,  Dorchester,  and  one  at  the 
corner  of  Columbus  avenue  and  Ritchie  street, 
Roxbury.  The  intention  was  that  the  city  should 
deliver  refuse  to  the  company  at  these  stations. 
The  city's  failure  to  provide  the  stations  has 
relieved  the  company  of  the  expense  of  maintaining 
thern  and  of  transporting  the  refuse  from  such 
stations  to  the  waterfront.  It  appears  that  the 
city  would  save  no  money  if  it  should  build  the 
Codman  street  station,  and  both  parties  to  the  con- 
tract seem  to  have  waived  the  provision  for  the 
building  of  this  station.  The  city's  failure  to  build 
the  Roxbury  station  has  led  to  the  making  of  a 
much  longer  haul,  namely,  to  the  waterfront  at 
Albany  street,  and  this  causes  the  city  a  net  loss 
of  about  !$25,000  a  year. 

2.     Failure  to  Deliver  All  Refuse  Collected. 

It  was  well  understood  by  both  parties  to  the 
contract  that  the  payments  by  the  city  to  the 
company  would  be  much  less  than  the  cost  to  the 
company  of  disposing  of  the  refuse,  and  that  the 
company  would  not  have  made  the  contract  ex- 
cept upon  the  assumption  that  the  entire  quantity 
of  refuse  collected  by  the  city's  employees  in  the 
contract  territorj'  would  be  delivered  to  the  com- 
pany. Under  the  contract  the  city  a.'^sumed  the 
obligation  to  deliver  to  the  company  all  of  the 
refuse  collected  by  the  city's  employees,  but  this 
obligation  has  been  disregarded  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  cause  a  large  financial  loss  to  the  company. 

At  the  time  the  contract  was  signed  it  was  well 
known  that  city  employees  were  extensively  en- 
gaged in  selling  grease,  rags,  bottles,  tin,  zinc  and 
other  materials  foimd  in  the  city's  refuse.  To 
stop  this  practice  and  thereby  protect  its  own 
interests,  the  company  appointed  several  inspectors 
to  watch  the  city's  employees.  The  reports  of 
these  inspectors  showing  the  theft  of  valuable  parts 
of  the  refuse  by  city  employees  have  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  city  officials,  but  the  city 
has  done  practically  nothing  to  stop  these  thefts 
and  the  company  has,  consequently,  dispensed 
with  the  services  of  the  inspectors  as  .a  useless 
expense. 

3.     Failure  to  Separate  Garbage  from  Other 
Refuse. 

The  city  contracted  to  "secure  as  complete  a 
separation  of  materials  as  it  may  find  to  be  practi- 
cable." By  sections  14  and  17,  chapter  47,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  it  is  provided  that: 

Section  14.  No  person  shall  keep  in  his  house, 
or  on  his  land,  any  house  offal,  unless  the  same  is 
placed  in  a  suitable  vessel,  free  from  ashes  and  other 
refuse  matter,  and  so  placed  as  to  be  easily  re- 
moved. 

Section  17.  No  person  shall  place  or  keep  in 
or  near  any  building  ashes  or  cinders  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  liable  to  cause  fire,  nor  mix  them 
with  other  substances,  nor  place  or  keep  them 
except  in  metallic  vessels,  so  placed  as  to  be  easily 
removed. 

These  ordinances  have  not  been  enforced.  The 
city  has  failed  to  perform  its  duty  under  the  con- 
tract to  "secure  as  complete  a  separation  of  mate- 
rials as  it  may  find  to  be  practicable."  Garbage 
mixed  with  other  forms  of  refuse  is  taken  to  some 
extent  throughout  the  city,  but  there  is  practically 
no  separation  in  a  large  part  of  District  10,  which 
includes  the  North  and  West  Ends,  in  a  part  of 
District  7  in  Roxbury,  and  in  a  part  of  District  6 
in  Dorchester.  The  failure  of  the  city  to  eni^orce 
.separation  has  had  two  bad  results;  it  has  caused 
the  company  to  place  refuse  mixed  with  con.sider- 
able  quantities  of  garbage  upon  its  dump  at  East 
Boston,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  residents  of  that 
section,  and  it  has  caused  a  serious  financial  loss 
to  the  company,  as  it  has  prevented  the  company 
from  obtaining  from  such  mixed  refuse  the  valuable 
by-products  which  it  expected  to  utilize  for  its 
profit.  The  city  officials  assert  that  it  is  practi- 
cally impossible  to  secure  the  separation  of  refuse 
in    these    districts,    but    the    commission   believes 


that  nothing  except  the  fear  of  political  conse- 
quences has  prevented  a  serious  attempt  to  enforce 
the  ordinances. 


II.     The  Comfany's  Failxibes. 
1.     Uncovered  Scows  and  Conveyors. 

"The  contract  provides  that  "The  loads  shall  be 
so  inclosed  and  protected  as  to  prevent  the  escape 
of  disagreeable  odors  during  transit."  The  scows 
used  by  the  company  are  not  inclosed,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  contract.  This  neglect  probably 
causes  occasional  offence  for  brief  periods  to  a 
comparatively  small  portion  of  the  community. 

The  contract  also  provides  that  "The  arrange- 
ment of  conveyors,  tanks,  presses,  etc.,  shall  be 
such  that  after  the  delivery  of  the  garbage  to  the 
conveyor  at  the  wharf  .  .  .  the  apparatus  (shall 
be)  so  inclosed  that  the  material  shall  be  at  no 
time  exposed  to  the  outside  air."  The  conveyors 
for  garbage  at  Spectacle  Island  are  not  entirely 
inclosed.  The  odors  from  this  source  are  offensive 
only  in  a  slight  degree  and  it  is  unlikely  that  they 
are  carried  to  the  mainland. 


2.     Failure  of  Reduction  Process  to  Destroy 
Offensive  Odors. 

The  contract  requires  the  company  to  reduce 
the  garbage  in  such  a  manner  as  to  destroy  all 
offensive  odors.  For  this  purpose  the  company 
proposed  to  use  the  dry  heat  system  in  treating 
the  garbage  at  its  reduction  plant  at  Spectacle 
Island.  Under  this  system  it  was  expected  that 
no  offensive  odors  would  arise. 

It  also  submitted  an  alternative  proposal  tor 
treating  garbage,  namely,  by  the  steam  cooking 
process,  the  proposal  stating  that  all  vapors  driven 
off  during  the  cooking  would  be  carried  away'  by 
means  oi^  fans,  through  spray  condensers  and 
through  the  furnace  fires,  and  that  the  air  and 
vapors  from  all  conveyors,  apparatus  and  rooms 
would  be  carried  by  means  of  fans  and  vapor  pipes 
through  condensers  and  through  the  furnace  fires. 
It  was  also  beheved  that  this  system  would  elimi- 
nate all  offensive  odors. 

The  company  erected  at  Spectacle  Island  a  com- 
bined reduction  and  incineration  plant  which  ap- 
parently is  as  good  as  any  plant  in  existence.  The 
steam  cooking  process  was  adopted,  and  the 
attempt  was  made  to  destroy  offensive  odors  by 
pas.sing  them  through  the  furnaces  of  the  inciner- 
ator; but  not  all  the  air  containing  offensive  odors 
was  passed  through  furnaces. 

Few,  if  any,  complaints  were  received  until  after 
the  incinerator  furnaces  had  been  -destroyed  by 
excessive  heat.  Then  it  became  necessary,  for  the 
time  being,  to  pass  all  the  air  coming  from  the 
apparatus  which  dried  the  tankage  directly  into 
the  "open  air  without  pas.sing  it  through  any 
furnaces.  The  odors  which  then  arose  immediately 
caused  complaints.  To  remedy  the  difficulty  the 
company  immediately  began  the  reconstruction  of 
the  incinerator,  and  it  also  installed  another 
method  of  disposing  of  the  offensive  odors,  namely, 
that  by  which  they  are  to  be  absorbed^  by  the 
introduction  of  a  fine  spray  of  water  into  the 
ventilating  flues  through  which  the  gases  pass. 
Since  this  installation  has  been  completed  the 
offensive  odors  have  been  greatly  reduced.  The 
company  believes  they  would  have  been  entirely 
eliminated  except  for  the  fact  that  the  present 
pumping  apparatus  has  not  proved  to  be  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  to  furnish  the  necessary  amount 
of  water  to  absorb  all  the  odors. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  incinerator  has  been 
completed,  it  is  now  in  operation,  and  a  portion  of 
the  gases  are  now  being  passed  through  furnaces 
of  the  incinerator. 

The  company  states  that  it  is  determined  to 
eliminate  all  offensive  odors  from  this  plant,  and 
for  that  purpose  will  install  a  larger  pumping 
apparatus,  using  additional  sprayers  if  necessary. 
The  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  believes 
that  there  is  no  reduction  or  incineration  process 
for  the  disposal  of  garbage  in  existence  under  which 
freedom  from  offensive  odors  can  be  guaranteed 
under  adverse  climatic  conditions  or  under  ineffi- 
cient operation.  He  believes  that  when  the 
improvements  of  the  Spectacle  Island  plant  have 
been  completed  no  offensive  odors  will  reach  the 
mainland  it  the  operation  of  the  plant  is  efficient 
and  the  climatic  conditions  are  favorable.  He  also 
believes  that  if  climatic  conditions  are  unfavorable, 
as,  for  example,  when  the  weather  is  foggy  and  an 
east  wind  is  blowing  toward  the  mainland,  some 
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odors,  though  not  seriously  offensive,  will  reach 
the  mainland,  even  though  the  plant  is  being 
operated  in  an  efficient  manner. 

3.     Placing  of  Garbage  upon  Dumps. 

The  contract  provides  that  "In  no  case  will  the 
dumping  of  garbage  or  refuse  containing  any 
mixture  of  garbage  be  allowed."  Refuse  with 
slight  admixtures  of  garbage  has  been  placed  upon 
the  dumps  at  Massachusetts  avenue  and  South- 
ampton street.  So  far  as  the  commission  has  been 
able  to  discover.no  complaints  have  been  made 
on  this  account;  and  the  mixture  of  garbage  in 
the  refuse  dumped  at  these  places  is  so  slight  as 
to  make  it  practically  impossible  for  the  company 
to  separate  such  garbage  from  the  other  refuse. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  commission  the  conditions 
at  these  dumps  do  not  cause  any  public  discomfort. 

The  conditions  at  the  East  Boston  dump  are 
more  serious.  Here  the  company  receives  un- 
separated  refuse  taken  from  the  North  and  West 
Ends.  The  company  places  this  mixed  refuse, 
containing  considerable  quantities  of  garbage,  upon 
this  dump,  and  consequently  offen.sive  odors  arose 
during  last  summer.  After  complaints  had  been 
made  the  company  began  to  cover  the  mixed 
refuse  on  the  dump  with  earth  taken  from  the 
subway  excavations  and  with  street  sweepings. 
This  materially  improved  conditions,  and  if  these 
precautions  continue  to  be  taken  it  is  unlikely 
that  offensive  odors  will  arise  during  the  cold 
weather.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  whether  such 
precautions  will  eliminate  offensive-  odors  during 
the  summer. 

The  company  has  an  incinerating  plant  at  the 
East  Boston  dump  and  also  a  screen,  and  its  officials 
have  stated  that  it  has  attempted,  though  without 
success,  to  screen  the  refuse  delivered  at  this 
dump  so  as  to  separate  the  garbage  and  paper 
from  the  ashes  and  street  sweepings  and  thereby 
avoid  the  necessity  of  placing  garbage  upon  the 
dump.  If  the  city  continues  in  its  neglect  to 
enforce  the  ordinances  requiring  separation,  the 
company  will  still  be  obliged  to  keep  garbage  from 
being  placed  on  the  dump,  and  in  this  case  it  must 
perfect  its  screening  process  so  as  to  secure  sepa- 
ration or  incinerate  the  entire  quantity  of  mixed 
refuse  now  delivered  at  East  Boston.  This  would 
place  a  great  burden  upon  the  company,  although 
it  must  have  had  such  a  contingency  in  mind  when 
the  contract  was  signed.  The  contract,  after 
stating  the  city's  intention  as  to  the  method  of 
collection,  provides  that  the  city  "will  secure  as 
complete  a  separation  of  materials  as  it  may  find 
to  be  practicable,  but  any  failure  on  the  part  of 
householders  or  others  to  separate  refuse,  from 
whatever  cause  arising,  shall  not  be  held  to  justify 
the  contractor's  default  in  fulfilling  any  of  the  re- 
quirements- of  the  contract";  and  the  contract 
requires  that  the  company  shall  dispose  of  the 
refuse  in  a  manner  inoffensive  to  the  public. 

III.     Resulting  Financial  Losses. 

As  already  stated,  the  city  is  losing  about 
$2.5,000  a  year  through  its  failure  to  build  a  receiv- 
ing station  in  Roxbury,  as  provided  in  the  contract. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  city  should  not 
build  the  station  and  stop  this  loss. 

The  companj'  is  losing,  according  to  its  esti- 
mates, $15,000  a  year  owing  to  the  pilfering  by  city 
employees  of  valuable  materials  frcm  the  refuse. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  city  should  not 
prevent  its  employees  from  stealing  the  company's 
property. 

The  company  also  estimates  that  it  loses 
$35,000  a  year  owing  to  the  city's  failure  to  enforce 
the  ordinances  requiring  separation,  as  the  com- 
pany is  obliged  to  place  on  the  dumps  garbage 
which,  if  delivered  separate  from  other  refuse, 
could  be  treated  at  the  reduction  plant,  so  as  to 
produce  revenue  to  the  amount  above  stated. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  city  should  not 
enforce  the  ordinances  requiring  separation, 
thereby  permitting  the  company  to  obtain  the 
revenues  to  which  it  is  fairly  entitled,  and  also 
relie-ving  the  citizens  of  East  Boston  of  the  danger 
of  nuisance  from  placing  garbage  upon  the  dump. 

The  S50,000  thus  lost  each  year  by  the  company 
through  the  city's  neglect  is  equal  to  5  per  cent  on 
the  amount  stated  by  the  company  to  be  invested 
in  its  plant. 

The  commission  submits  the  following  recom- 
mendations to  the  executive  department: 

1.  That  the  city  proceed  with  vigor  to  enforce 
the  existing  ordinances  requiring  the  separation  of 
refuse  materials. 


2.  That  the  city  put  a  stop  to  the  present 
practice  of  stealing  valuable  parts  of  the  refuse 
and  deliver  to  the  company  all  the  refuse  collected 
by  the  city's  employees. 

3.  That  the  city  build  a  receiving  station  in 
Roxbury. 

4.  That  the  company  be  given  further  oppor- 
tunity to  perfect  its  plant  at  Spectacle  Island,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  escape  of  offensive  odors. 

5.  That  the  company  proceed  at  once  to  cover 
its  scows  and  its  conveyors  at  Spectacle  Island,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  escape  of  offensive  odors.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  that  reference  and  will  ask  that 
the  resolution  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.  My  purpose  in  asking  reconsideration  and 
suspension  of  the  rule  is  the  fact  that  I  fear  if  this 
goes  into  the  Executive  Committee  it  rna.v  not 
come  back.  In  fact,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that 
it  may  be  held  there,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  we 
will  take  action  at  this  time. 

Recon.sideration  of  the  reference  was  declared 
lest.

ACCEPTANCE   OF  AVERY   STREET. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas.  The  Finance  Commission  has  volun-- 
teered  a  judicial  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the 
Council  may  lawfully  accept  the  Avery  street 
widening  act  at  any  time  after  January  1,  1914; 
and 

Whereas,  The  acceptance  of  the  acts  after  said 
date  might  pcssibly  invite  an  attack  on  the  validity 
ol  such  acceptance,  which  might  involve  the  city 
in  long  drawn  out  litigation  and  perhaps  even 
result  in  a  decision  from  the  Supreme  Court  over- 
ruling the  Finance  Commission; 

Ordered,  That  the  said  commission  be  requested 
to  inform  the  Council  whether  or  not,  in  view  of 
the  possibility  of  such  delay  and  adverse  decision, 
they  would  nevertheless  recommend  postpone- 
ment of  action  until  after  January  1,  1914. 

The  preambles  and  order  were  declared  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Jlr.  President,  I  ask  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference.  I  would  not  have  in- 
troduced this  order  nor  have  asked  for  reconsid- 
eration had  it  not  been  that  my  friend  on  the 
opposite  side  (Coun.  Watson),  who  introduced  the 
last  resolution,  has  aroused  my  suspicions.  Hav- 
ing had  experience  of  the  sad  death  of  so  many 
orders  in  Executive  Committee,  I  am  worried  about 
the  Averjr  street  order,  which  has  been  in  the 
Executive  Committee  so  long  and  which  has  never 
been  discussed  by  this  body,  although  it  was  intro- 
duced here,  I  think,  on  June  S.  For  that  reason  I 
have  introduced  this  order.  .  It  raay  be  that  later 
in  the  session  the  Executive  Conmiittee  will  take 
final  action  on  Avery  street.  If  so,  this  order  can 
very  well  go  without  a  vote,  unless  bj'  any  chance 
that  action  should  be  adverse  to  Avery  street. 
The  purpose  of  the  order  is  to  discover  from  the 
Finance  Commission  itself  whether  they  consider 
the  subject  as  free  from  anj'  possibility  of  injunc- 
tion if  we  do  not  finally  pass  upon  the  legislative 
act  calling  for  the  widening  of  Avery  street  before 
December  31.  There  seems  lately  to  be  a  grave 
legal  doubt  on  this  point.  Personally  I  thmlv  it 
is  a  verj'  clear  case,  but  I  don't  pretend  to  pass 
upon  it  as  an  expert  la-n'yer.  We  have  already 
had  before  us  this  afternoon  a  la\vj'er  of  standing 
who  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  we  must  pass  upon 
this  act  before  December  31,  if  at  all;  that  we  are 
throwing  ourselves  open  to  attack  by  property 
owners  on  Avery  street  in  the  way  of  injunction 
if  we  postpone  action  until  after  the  fixst  of  the 
^'car.  As  the  Finance  Commission  has  given  a 
very  definite  opinion  on  this  subject,  the  purpose 
of  this  order  is  to  discover  how  strongly  they  are 
of  that  opinion,  whether  they  will  advise  this  "body 
to  go  to  the  extent  of  waiting  until  after  the  first 
of  the  year  and  possibljr  meeting  the  danger  of 
injunction  proceedings  by  the  property  owners  on 
Avery  street.  I  should  like  to  press  reconsidera- 
tion on  this  matter  because  of  my  fears  about  the 
action  of  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  Avery 
street  act  itself. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,*  I  hope  that 
reconsideration  will  not  prevail.  This  is  an  order 
which  contemplates  some  study  and  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  Council,  in  the  fir.st  place,  before 
its  passage.  In  the  second  place,  the  Council 
to-day  is  going  to  take  up  the  consideration  of 
Avery  street,  and  I  think  it  would  be  unwise,  hasty 
and  ill-advised  to  reconsider  the  reference  of  this 
matter  to  the  committee  at  this  time.  I  hope 
reconsideration  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  reconsideration,  for  the 
reason  that  I  expect  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
vote  on  Avery  street  to-day.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  I  think  two  weeks  ago,  it 
was  decided  unanimously  that  that  matter  should 
be  taken  up  tor  action  in  the  executive  session 
to-day.  I  expect  to  cast  the  final  vote  of  the  Avery 
street  question  to-day,  and  tor  that  reason  I  am 


going  to  vote  against  reconsideration  of  this 
reference.  Those  who  do  not  expect  to  vote 
finally  on  Averj-  street  to-day  I  suppose  will  vote 
for  reconsideration. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  if  the  final  vote 
to-day  is  against  Avery  street  it  then  becomes 
important  to  know  whether  the  Finance  Com- 
mission advises  that  we  can  take  up  the  Avery 
street  act  after  January  1.  Of  course,  if  the  gentle- 
men who  have  just  spoken  are  prepared  to  vote  in 
favor  of  Avery  street  and  believe  the  majority  will 
vote  that  waj',  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  let  this 
order  rest 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  as  I 
understand  this  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  In  the  event  of  the  vote  being  adverse 
to  the  extension  of  Avery  street  I  shall  stand  ready 
to  move  a  return  of  this  and  the  passage  of  the 
order  later  in  the  session. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  declared 
lost. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote,  and  in  the  meantime  withdraw  the  order. 

President  KENNY — Coun.  Smith  asks  unani- 
mous consent  to  withdraw  the  order.  If  there  is 
no  objection  it  may  be  withdrawn. 

The  preambles  and  order  were  withdrawn.

Ward  7,  that  this  Council  will,  on  Monday, 
November  24,  1913,  at  three  o'clock  p.  m.,  give 
a  hearing  in  each  case  on  the  qiiestion  of  adjudging 
such  buildings  a  nuisance  to  the  neighborhood,  or 
dangerous,  at  which  time  any  parties  interested 
may  appear  and  be  heard. 

Report  accepted;   order  passed. 

(6)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  June  9)  accepting  acts  relative  to  the 
widening,  extension  and  construction  of  Avery 
street — recommending  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  President 
stated  that  the  order  would  lie  over  under  the  rule. 

Coun.  BALI.ANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
a  suispension  of  the  rules  in  connection  with  the 
motion  and  want  to  say  that,  in  view  of  a  com- 
munication that  was  presented  to  the  Council 
here  to-day,  I,  as  one  member  of  the  committee, 
would  like  to  state  just  where  I  have  stood  on  this 
matter  of  the  widening  of  Avery  street  right  along. 
I  want  to  say  that  my  vote  that  I  am  going  to  cast 
here  to-day  has  not  been  influenced  one  iota  by  any 
communications  we  have  received  from  the  Mayor 
or  from  any  body  of  citizens.  I  have,  along  with 
other  members  of  this  Council,  given  very  careful 
and  very  serious  consideration  to  this  proposition 
for  many  weeks,  and  while  there  has  been  a  ques- 
tion as  to  the  date  when  the  acceptance  would 
expire  by  the  Council,  I  have  always  intended  that 
this  matter  should  be  acted  upon,  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  before  the  expiration  of  this  year — 1913. 
I  have,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  with  other 
members  of  the  Council  looked  into  the  matter  very 
carefully.  We  have  gone  over  the  ground,  and 
while  we  have  always  admitted  that  that  is 
probably  the  longest  mercantile  block  in  this  • 
country,  if  not  in  the  world,  the  question  in  some 
of  our  minds  was  as  to  whether  or  not  the  improve- 
ment ought  to  be  made  nearer  the  center  of  that 
block.  We  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
expense  of  moving  the  improvement  nearer  the 
center  would  be  too  great,  but  we  have  always 
been  of  the  opinion  that  something  ought  to  be 
done,  and  done  speedil.v,  to  relieve  the  congestion 
in  that  section  of  the  city.  I  for  one  do  not  like 
the  way  that  the  Council  has  been  handled  in  this 
and  other  matters  that  have  come  before  the  body. 
It  seems  that  when  an  important  matter  of  this 
kind  comes  in,  certain  inclividuals,  city  officials, 
and  sometimes  our  executive,  think  that  we  ought 
to  be  able  to  act  the  moment  these  orders  come  in. 
Now  I  for  one  do  not  intend  in  the  future  to  do 
anything  different  than  I  have  in  the  past  on  these 
important  matters.  I  will  take  my  time  in  spite 
of  public  criticism.  I  will  take  my  time  to  look 
into  these  matters  and  use  my  best  judgment  on 
every  matter  that  comes  before  this  Council.  1 
am  very  glad  to-day  to  vote  for  the  extension  of 
Avery  street  because  I  believe  that  that  is  the 
Iciist  expensive  and  the  best  plan  at  the  present 
time  for  relieving  the  congestion  in  that  district. 
I  also  believe  that  it  will  not  only  improve  that 
section  of  the  cit.v  but,  as  stated  to  our  President 
to-day,  even  going  up  School  street.  I  think  the 
extension  of  Avery  street  will  benefit  this  section 
of  the  city  and  will  relievo  the  congestion  here.  I 
am  very  glad  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  extension  of 
Avery  street  at  this  time. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I,  too,  have 
favored  this  proposition  from  the  beginning, 
although  I  arrived  at  my  conclusion  a  little  sooner 
than  some  of  the  members.  I  have  felt  it  was  a 
necessary  improvement.  I  have  also  felt  that  if 
the  million  and  a  half  dollars  which  this  improve- 
ment will  cost  could  be  diverted  to  other  improve- 
ments that  I  have  in  mind  that  I  might  perhaps 
prefer  them.  But  in  view  of  the  tact  that  the  act 
was  specific  and  provided  thiifc  the  amount  could 
be  borrowed  just  oneway — -outside  the  debt  limit 
■ — and  be  used  for  one  purpose,   I  have  heartily 


favored  it  from  the  start.  I  think  it  means  a  great 
deal  to  the  City  oi  Boston  and  I  stand  ready  and 
willing  to  vote  large  sums  of  money  for  an.v  im- 
provement that  will  do  what  this  improvement  is 
going  to  do — uplift  that  part  of  Boston. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  sometimes 
happens  that  I  differ  from  this  body — the  majority 
of  it — in  my  opinions,  therefore  it  is  a  special 
pleasure  to-day  to  congratulate  the  bocly  upon  this 
action  in  the  matter  of  Avery  street  widening. 
My  attitude  on  this  subject  has  been  known  since 
the  act  was  passed  in  the  Legislature  last  year 
doing  away  with  the  objections  which  existed  in 
the  act  of  the  preceding  year.  I  think  the  effect  of 
this  expenditure  will  be  very  marked  in  the  down- 
town district.  I  wish  that'  I  might  at  this  same 
time  congratulate  his  Honor  the  Slayor  upon  per- 
mitting the  expenditure  of  half  a  million  dollars 
in  the  out-of-town  district.  The  two  aets  are 
entirely  separate  in  spite  of  any  attempt  to  join 
them  on  the  part  of  the  Finance  Commission. 
Nevertheless  his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  confer 
a  blessing  upon  the  out-of-town  districts  if  he 
yielded  a  point  which  to  him  has  become  a  matter 
of  personal  honor,  probably,  more  than  a  matter 
of  financial  policy,  and  allow  the  out-of-town  dis- 
tricts to  receive  a  half  million  dollars  while  the 
downtown  districts  are  receiving  about  the  same 
amount.  I  say  "about  the  same  amovmt"  ad- 
visedly, because,  although  the  act  calls  for  about 
81,500,000,  the  abutters  will  pay,  so  that  the 
amount,  the  net  cost  to  the  city,  will  be  brought 
down  to  about  half  a  million  dollars.  I  think  the 
only  question  which  has  e.xisted  ever  this  matter 
has  been  one  of  expediency  in  passing  it  quickly 
rather  than  in  the  final  opinion  of  the  members. 
As  long  as  it  has  been  passed  belore  the  31st  of 
December  I  think  the  whole  town  should  con- 
gratulate this  body  upon  their  unanimous  decision. 
The  question  came  upon  the  suspension  of  the 
rules.  The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order 
was  passed,  yeas  8. 

(7)  Report  on  communication  from  Finance 
Commission  (referred  to-day)  reporting  on  the 
contract  for  the  disposal  of  the  City  of  Boston 
refuse — that  the  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  in  regard  to  the 
statement  of  the  Finance  Commission  on  the 
garbage  contract  I  want  to  say  just  this  one  word, 
that  it  .seems  to  me  very  ill-timed  for  the  Finance 
Commission  to  in  effect  become  the  attorney  for 
the  garbage  company.  As  I  conceive  the  Finance 
Commission's  duties,  they  are  distinct  from 
those  of  an  attorney  employed  by  a  contractor 
doing  work  for  the  city.  The  duties  of  the  Finance 
Commission  are  to  look  at  the  proposition  from  the 
city's  standpoint  only  and  not  to  frame  a  case  for 
any  contractor  working  for  the  city.  In  this 
report  they  seem  to  have  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  garbage  contractors  a  weapon  to  use  against 
the  city.  They  h.ave  specifically  called  attention 
in  their  report  and  in  their  summary  at  the  end 
to  the  fact  that  the  city  is  not  properly  separating 
the  refuse. '  That  is  no  new  deduction.  It  bears 
not  at  all  upon  this  question,  because  it  was  known 
from  the  beginning  that  the  city,  in  spite  of  ordi- 
nances, never  had  and  never  could  entirely  separate 
the  classes  of  refuse.  It  was  not  only  known 
to  the  city,  not  only  stated  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  but  it  was  stated  by  both  Mr. 
Anderson  and  Mr.  McClennen  in  their  arguments 
before  this  Council  when  we  had  a  hearing  on  the 
garbage  proposition.  Let  me  back  up  these 
assertions  b.v  some  facts.  I  said  it  was  known  by 
the  contractor.  The  ordinances  have  not  changed. 
The  ordinances  have  always  called  for  a  separa- 
tion, but  it  is  physically  practically  impossible  to 
get  a  separation  such  as  the  ordinances  call  for  in 
the  North  and  West  Ends  of  Boston  and,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  in  some  other  sections.  Here  is  a 
document  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works' 
office.  This  was  obtainable  at  the  time  the  con- 
tract was  made.  It  was  an  exhibit  during  our 
hearing  and  it  shows — not  to  tire  you  with  the 
whole  thing,  but  simpl.v  on  the  percentage  of 
garbage  mixed  with  other  refuse — ^that  from 
North  Margin  street  it  was  9.95,  or  about  10  per 
cent;  from  Norman  street,  35.12  per  cent;  from 
South  Margin  street,  55.57  per  cent,  and  from 
Hale  street,  50.87  per  cent.  In  other  words, 
while  the  ordinance  had  been  as  it  is  now,  there 
had  never  been  separation,  and  the  contractors 
were  perfectly  cognizant  of  that,  as  shown  by  this 
exhibit,  and  have  nff  right  now  to  object.  Not 
only  have  they  no  moral  right  to  object,  because 
they  faced  that  when  they  bid  for  the  contract, 
but  they  have  no  legal  right  to  object.     There  is  a 
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clause  in  the  contract  which  protects  the  city,  if 
separation  is  not  made,  from  any  claim  by  the 
contractor.  Consequently  it  seems  to  me  very 
poor  form  for  the  Finance  Commission  to  appar- 
ently go  outside  of  its  duties  to  point  out  to  the 
contractor  that  he  has  a  case  for  complaint  against 
the  city.  To  show  that  that  was  recognized  by  the 
contracting  party  I  have  here  the  report  of  the 
hearings  on  the  refuse  question.  We  all  remember 
that  in  that  hearing  Mr.  Fetherston  of  New  York  ' 
was  looked  upon  as  an  expert,  and  you  will  find  on 
page  131  this  statement  from  his  testimony: 

"Q.  And  if  rubbish  is  there,  there  is  always 
garbage,  in  the  practical  result?  A.  Yes;  in 
practice  it  is  found  that  the  separation  sj'Stem  is 
not  in  itself  sufficient,  that  garbage  always  finds 
its  way  with  the  ashes  to  the  dumps." 

And  I  refer  still  again  to  the  testimonjr  of  the 
same  witness  on  page  164: 

"Q.  Now,  in  your  figures  in  connection  with 
this  contract,  what  percentage  of  the  refuse  have 
you  figured  would  go  as  garbage  to  the  reduction 
plant?  What  percentage  of  the  total  refuse  would 
go  as  garbage  to  the  reduction  plant?  A.  I 
think  it  approximates  150  tons  a  day,  according 
to  the  figures. 

"Q.  One  hundred  fifty  tons.  One  hundred  fifty 
tons,  taking  a  total  of  1,-370?  A.  Or  1,400 
tons,  in  round  figures,  following  up  the  basis  of 
1,400  tons  per  day  in  the  year  1912-13." 

I  will  not  burden  the  Council  by  reading  that 
whole  page,  but  looking  down  through  page  165 
it  bears  out  the  impression  that  the  contracting 
parties  knew  perfectly  well  that  there  Was  a  mixture 
of  refuse  and  garbage,  and  that  there  must  of 
necessity  be  a  mixture,  even  though  the  ordinance 
called  for  a  separation. 

Again,  to  refer  to  the  report,  pages  172  and  173: 

"Q.  And  is  it  not  a  perfectly  well  ascertained 
fact  that  in  the  cinders  and  rubbish  that  j'ou  get 
mixed  up  with  the  rubbish,  such  as  will  come  from 
all  the  sources  of  collection  in  a  city  like  Boston, 
there  will  inevitably  be  a  large  amount  of  garbage 
inseparable  except  bj-  screening?  A.  I  believe 
that  is  true. 


"Q.  Is  it,  then,  safe  for  anj-  city  to  make  a 
contract  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  which  does 
not  involve  the  screening  of  the  ashes  and  the 
incineration  of  those  which  do  not  go  through  the 
screens?  A.  I  know  of  no  process  to  do  anything 
other  than  screen  fine  ash  out,  in  order  to  separate 
the  garbage,  and  put  it  through  an  incinerator." 

All  those  things  were  known  to  this  Council  and 
known  to  the  contractors  in  public  hearing,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  Finance  Commission  have  no 
right  to  call  the  attention  of  the  contractor  to  the 
lack  of  separation  and  that  the  contract  protects 
us  legally  from  any  right  of  action  by  the  con- 
tractor. I  don't  want  to  press  this  matter  now, 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  at  some  future  date  when 
the  Council  has  had  time  to  digest  this  report, 
it  would  be  well  to  send  back  some  statement  of 
its  opinion  to  the  Finance  Commission  and  any 
suggestions  which  we  may  have  as  to  the  limitation 
of  power  on  the  part  of  the  Finance  Commission. 
While  we  may  ask  for  expressions  of  their  opinion 
to  guide  us  we  don't  ask  for  their  opinions  to  guide 
contractors  who  do  work  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Report  accepted;  recommendation  adopted. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  COLLINS  moved  a  general  reconsidera- 
tion on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting, 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.

Dear  ,Sir, — The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission 
has  received  the  inclosed  order  of  the  City  Council, 
inquiring  why  work  has  not  been  begun  on  the 
Ward  8  Bath  House  on  Blossom  street,  the  sum  of 
$37,90.5  being  available  therefor. 

Also  the  commission  has  received  a  numerously 
signed  petition  from  the  Jolly  Boys'  Club,  asking 
that  the  ward  building  on  Blossom  street  be 
changed  into  a  public  bath  house. 

When  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  public  baths  they  received, 
with  other  papers  from  the  former  bath  com- 
mission, the  plans  and  estimates  tor  proposed 
changes  at  this  Ward  8  wardroom. 

It  was  therein  proposed  to  underpin  the  walls, 
in  order  to  give  a  deeper  basement  for  boilers,  etc., 
to  put  in  showers  for  men  and  for  women  through- 
out the  first  story,  and  raising  the  roof  to  put  some 
offices,  etc.,  in  a  partial  half-story  and  a  gymnasium 
in  an  upper  story  that  would  cover  the  entire  lot. 
The  lowest  bid  for  this  work  was  §35,113,  and  the 
appropriation  would  cover  the  expense. 

The  proposed  scheme  has  seemed,  however,  to 
this  commission  to  have  fundamental  defects. 
The  wardroom  now  covers  the  entire  lot,  and  is 
lighted  from  above.  With  the  exception  of  about 
twenty-five  feet  in  length  of  one  side  wall,  no  side 
or  rear  light  can  be  depended  upon,  as  neighbors 
.ad.ioin  those  three  sides.  It  this  room  is  filled 
with  showers  and  a  gymnasium  the  full  size  of  the 
lot  be  placed  over  it,  everything  under  the  gym- 
nasium must,  necessarily,  be  as  much  without 
direct  light  and  air  as  the  hold  of  a  steamer.  We 
do  not  think  such  a  room  is  a  proper  one  to  receive 
thirty-eight  bath  alcoves  and  much  other  plumbing. 

The  adjoining  house  is  now  for  sale  and  that 
might  be  bought  with  the  yard  lot  behind  it,  about 
2,072  square  feet,  for  possibly  $7, .500.  A  building 
with  showers  in  it  could  be  built  on  this  land  and 
the  wardroom  be  turned  into  a  gymnasium,  and 
there  would  be  about  $30,000  left  of  the  appropria- 
tion to  do  this.  Judging  from  the  bids  received 
for  the  other  proposed  rebuilding,  this  should  be 
enough  or  nearly  so,  and  the  result  would  be  far 
better. 

Adjoining  the  land  just  spoken  of  is  other  land 
practically  unoccupied.  Apparently  4,105  square 
feet  of  land  (including  the  house  and  land  referred 
to  above)  can  be  bought  for  .S9,700.  Most  of  it  is 
back  land  requiring  only  a  very  simple  building. 
On  this  could  be  built  a  gymnasium  with  showers 
and  lockers  beneath  it,  and  the  present  wardroom 
could  be  turned  into  a  swimming  bath.  There 
would  be  about  S28,000  left  for  this  building  and 
the  swimming  bath  after  the  purchase  of  land,  and 
probably  some  $20,000  in  addition  to  that  sum 
would  be.  needed  to  complete  the  gymnasium, 
shower  baths  and  swimming  bath.  The  latter 
seems  a  very  desirable  feature  of  a  bath  house  in 
such  a  neighborhood,  and  if  one  is  to  be  built 
there,  this  is  a  good  time  and  place  to  build  it. 

We,  therefore,  suggest  and  recommend  such  an 
appropriation  of  .§20,000  more  for  these  purposes.

Dear  Sir, — I  respectfull.y  call  your  attention  to 
the  need  of  suppljdng  an  addition  to  the  power 
plant  at  Northern  Avenue  Drawbridge.  This 
bridge  is  operated  by  compressed  air,  supplied  by 
two  electrically-driven  air  compressors,  located  in 
a  power  house  on  the  draw  fender  pier.  Since  the 
bridge  was  built  water  traffic  in  Fort  Point  channel 
has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  at  times  both 
conapressors  are  required  to  work  at  their  full 
capacity  throughout  the  working  day.  Under 
these  conditions,  if  one  compressor  should  be 
thrown  out  of  ser\-ice,  through  accident,  the 
remaining  compressor  would  be  far  from  sufficient 
to  do  the  required  work,  and  the  result  would  be 
serious  delay  both  to  water  traffic  through  the 
bridge  and  to  the  highway  travel  over  the  bridge. 

Northern  avenue  is  the  principal  street  leading 
to  the  new  Commonwealth  Pier  and  the  new  Fish 
Pier,  as  weU  as  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  freight  yard.  It  already  carries 
heavy  street  traffic  and  this  traffic  is  likely  to  be 
largely  increased  next  year  by  the  increase  in 
business  due  to  these  two  piers.  Delay  to  this 
hea\'y'  highway  travel  through  inability  to  properly 
and  quickly  operate  the  drawbridge  would  result 
in  serious  loss  to  the  firms  whose  vehicles  use  the 
bridge,  and  would  be  a  condition  for  which  the 
city  could  not  offer  reasonable  excuse. 

The  power  plant  of  the  bridge  should  be  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  one  large  air  compressor,  so 
that  there  will  be  three  compressors  in  place  of 
two,  as  at  present,  leaving  one  compressor  always 
in  reserve.  To  accommodate  the  new  compressor 
an  addition  must  be  built  to  the  power  house  and 
certain  alterations  and  additions  made  in  the  draw 
fender  pier.  The  estimated  cost  of  furnishing  and 
instalhng  a  suitable  motor-driven  compressor,  with 
changes  and  additions  to  the  electrical  installation 
and  piping  system,  and  including,  also,  the  cost  of 
the  changes  and  additions  to  the  draw  fender 
pier  and  the  addition  to  the  power  house,  is  ten 
thousand  (10.000)  dollars.  As  this  work  is  in  the 
nature  of  permanent  installation  and  not  a  main- 
tenance charge,  the  expense  might  properly  be 
met  by  a  loan.

Dear  Sir, — On  October  6  last  the  City  Council 
passed  an  order  requesting  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  "to  make  such  taking  of  property 
at  southwest  corner  of  Winter  and  Washington 
streets,  near  entrance  to  subway,  as  will  relieve 
the  congestion  existing  at  that  point."  In  reply 
to  your  request  for  a  report  on  the  subject,  I  am 
directed  by  the  Board  to  say  that  the  improvement 
would  cost  at  least  860,000.  It  would  necessitate 
cutting  the  corner  diagonally  and  taking  a  strip  of 
land  of  about  100  square  feet  area. 

This  corner  is,  as  you  know,  the  highest  priced 
parcel  of  land  in  the  city.  It  is  assessed  for  S300 
a  foot. 
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The  cutting  of  the  corner  would  seriously 
ilamage  the  lot,  as  any  building  erected  thereon 
would  be  without  a  show  window  directly  on 
Washington  street 

At  best  the  improvement  would  be  of  but  little 
benefit,  as  the  space  between  Winter  street  and 
the  subway  entrance  on  Washington  street  is  too 
narrow  to  permit  of  making  the  cut  large  enough 
to  afford  much  relief  to  foot  trafpc  at  that  point. 

However,  if  the  improvement  is  to  be  made  it 
should  be  made  now  as  the  building  on  the  corner 
is  being  torn  down.

Dear  Sir, —  We  respectfully  request  that  you 
lay  before  the  City  Council  the  inclosed  order 
appropriating  money  received  from  the  state  for 
reimbursement  of  expenses  incurred  in  suppressing 
gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths,  for  a  continuance  of 
this  work. 

We  have  expended  over  ,$57,000  on  this  work 
this  year,  which  is  partly  reimbursed  by  the  amount 
charged  to  private  estates  and  collected  through 
the  taxes  and  credited  to  our  appropriation.  We 
feel  that  we  should  also  have  the  benefit  of  the  con- 
tribution of  the  state  towards  this  work,  which 
will  be  about  .$20,000,  and  will  enable  us  to  keep 
our  men  on  this  work  employed  through  the  winter. 

The  work  of  suppressing  the  moths  has  been  an 
expensive  one  in  the  past  year,  and,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  city's  experience  with  these  pests,  all 
trees  infested  have  been  sprayed. 

The  condition  of  our  appropriation  for  main- 
tenance will  require  the  suspension  of  a  great  deal 
of  work  which  can  be  done  to  the  best  advantage 
at  this  time  of  year,  i.  e.,  cutting  off  the  webs  of  the 
brown-tail  moth  and  destroying  the  egg  clusters 
of  the  gypsy  moth.  Spraying  alone  is  not  effective 
in  the  case  of  the  brown-tail  moth,  and  their  webs 
can  only  be  removed  in  the  winter.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  the  request  of 
your  Honor  I  have  had  a  conference  with  the 
architect,  contractor,  and  engineers  of  the  City 
Hall  Annex  Building  in  reference  to  the  electrical 
w'ork,  counter  work,  etc.,  made  necessary  prin- 
cipally by  request  of  the  Board  of  Health  on  the 
eleventh  floor,  and  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following: 

I  recommend  the  expenditure  of  $1,277  for 
electrical  work  on  the  eleventh  floor.  Said  sum 
to  include  not  alone  all  changes  in  electrical  work, 
but  all  cutting  and  patching  necessary  thereto, 
on  all  floors,  up  to  and  including  the  eleventh. 

I  also  recommend  an  appropriation  in  the  sum 
of  $4,000  to  provide  counters  at  this  time,  for, 
while  this  item  is  in  the  nature  of  furniture,  I 
feel  that  the  contractors  can  take  care  of  this 
feature  now,  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  addition 
to  their  contract,  mxich  better  than  to  have  it 
done  later  when  it  will  necessitate  more  or  less 
cutting. 

The  same  condition,  practically,  applies  to  the 
question  of  low  partitions,  and  I  recommend  the 
substitution  of  plaster  block  partitions,  instead 
of  those  specified  in  the  contract,  thereby  making 
quite  a  saving  with  no  detriment  to  the  building. 
This  will  require  the  sum  of  $11,500. 

Further  changes  on  the  eleventh  floor,  attribut- 
able wholly  to  the  Board  of  Health,  is  the  cjuestion 
of  plumbing  and  heating.    This  will  cost  $1,298. 

I  also  suggest  consideration  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Water  Department  that  the  meter  be 
ciianged.    This  would  cost  $150.

EXTENSION    OF    WASHINGTON    STREET 
TUNNEL. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Transit  Commission, 

November  13,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
Thomas  J.  Kenny,  President: 

Gentlemen, --Under  date  of  October  20,  1913, 
your  honorable  body  passed  the  following  order: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with 
estimates  of  the  approximate  cost  of  extending  the 
Washington  Street  Tunnel  to  Grove  Hall  and  to 
Mattapan." 

In  compliance  with  this  request  I  beg  leave  in 
behalf  of  the  Transit  Commission  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

The  cost  of  extending  the  Washington  Street 
Tunnel  to  Grove  Hall  will  of  course  depend  upon 
the  route  selected.  The  commission  has  had  an 
approximate  estimate  made  of  the  cost  of  such  a 
tunnel,  diverging  from  the  Washington  Street 
Tunnel  at  Eliot  street,  where  said  tunnel  begins 
to  ascend  to  the  elevated  structure,  and  thence 
proceeding  under  Washington  street  and  under  the 
steam  railroad  tracks  to  Dover  street,  thence 
crossing  under  private  property  to  Harrison  ave- 
nue, thence  following  the  line  of  said  avenue  and 
other  streets  and  avenues  to  Grove  Hall  and 
Mattapan.  This  route  is  indicated  on  the  accom- 
panying map  and  upon  a  superficial  examination 
seems  to  be  the  most  favorable  route  for  such  a 
tunnel.  Eight  stations  have  been  assumed  on  this 
line,  beginning  with  one  at  Dover  street  and  in- 
cluding the  terminal  station  at  Mattapan. 

The  approximate  cost  of  such  a  tunnel  has  been 
estimated  by  our  chief  engineer,  Mr.  E.  S.  Davis, 
as  follows: 

For  construction S14, 470,000 

For  land  damages 60,000 


$14,530,000 


Similarly,  Mr.  Davis  has  estimated  the  approxi- 
mate cost  of  a  tunnel  extending  only  to  Grove 
Hall,  as  follows: 

For  con.struction $7,850,000 

For  land  damages 60,000 


$7,910,000 


The  only  land  damages  estimated  in  the  above 
are  those  involved  in  crossing  under  private  prop- 
erty from  Washington  street  to  Harrison  avenue, 
south  of  Dover  street.  It  is  to  be  remarked, 
however,  that  the  construction  of  stations  and  the 
entrances  thereto  might  involve  additional  land 
damages,  perhaps  of  large  amount. 

We  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  once  more 
to  the  fact  that  this  is  only  an  approximate  esti- 
mate prepared  by  our  chief  engineer,  no  funds 
being  available  for  making  surveys,  borings,  or  for 
other  detailed  studies  which  would  be  necessary 
for  a  more  exact  estimate. 

A  copy  of  Mr.  Davis's  report  is  appended.

I  submit  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
extending  the  Washington  Street  Tunnel  to  Grove 
Hall  and  to  Mattapan.  The  route  on  which  the 
estimate  is  made  begins  at  or  near  Kneeland 
street  and  follows  unrler  Washington  street  to  a 
point  a  little  south  of  Dover  street;  thence  crosses 
various  small  streets  and  private  property  into 
Harrison  avenue,  near  Waltham  street;  thence  in 
Harrison  avenue  to  Dudley  street;  thence  in 
Warren  street  to  Grove  Hall,  and  from  there  it 
continues  in  Blue  HUl  avenue  to  Mattapan,  the 
total  length  being  about  6.2  miles.  The  stations 
are  located  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Washing- 
ton and  Dover  streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection 
of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  Harrison  avenue, 
at  or  near  Dudley  street,  at  or  near  the  intersection 
of  Warren  street  with  Townsend  and  Quincy 
streets,  at  or  near  Grove  Hall,  at  or  near  the  inter- 
section of   Blue   Hill  avenue  and  Talbot  avenue 


(near  Franklin  Field),  at  or  near  the  intersection 
of  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Morton  street,  and  at 
Mattapan  square. 

At  the  proposed  Dudley  Street  Station  connec- 
tion can  be  made  with  the  existing  Dudley  Street 
Station  by  passageways  so  constructed  that 
passengers  wishing  to  transfer  to  other  routes 
may  do  so.

If  the  tunnel  should  be  constructed  only  to 
Grove  Hall,  a  distance  of  about  3.3  miles,  the 
approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  would  be:

Total $7,910,000 


It  is  assumed  that  the  entrances  and  exits  at  the 
stations  are  to  be  in  the  streets.  If  private  prop- 
erty should  be  taken  for  such  entrances  and  exits 
the  amount  estimated  for  land  damages  should 
be  increased. 

The  route  by  way  of  Harrison  avenue,  leaving 
Washington  street,  south  of  Dover  street,  is  chosen 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  about  185  feet  shorter,  and 
has  a  better  alignment  than  a  route  continuing  in 
Washington  street  to  Dudley  street.  Construc- 
tion of  the  last  mentioned  route  would  cost  more. 
The  elevated  structure  would  have  to  be  supported. 
There  would  be  more  serious  interference  with  the 
street  car  and  siu'face  traffic,  and  increased  liability 
of  accidents  in  supporting  the  elevated  structure, 
besides  causing  greater  annoyance  to  the  public.

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  forty-five  thousand 
dollars  (S45,000)  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings,  for  erection  of  police 
station  in  westerly  part  of  Dorchester,  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to  time, 
upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  an  oral 
communication  to  deliver  to  Coun  Collins  which  I 
have  not  delivered  as  yet  and  for  that  purpose 
I  move  that  the  matter  lie  on  the  table  temporarily 
until  after  the  recess. 

The  matter  was  laid  on  the  table. 


Later  in  the  session,  on  motion  of  Coun.  WAT- 
SON, the  order  was  taken  from  the  table  and 
was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  8, 
nays  0.  It  will  come  up  for  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage  in  not  less  than  two  w'eeks  from 
to-day. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  November  10),  for  loan 
of  8150,000  for  high  pressure  fire  service — that  the 
order  ought  to  pass. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  8,  nays  0,  and  will  come  up  for  second  and 
final  reading  and  passage  in  not  less  than  two  weeks 
from  to-day. 

(3)  The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was 
referred,  October  27,  the  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  orders  for  loans  for  various  purposes,  respect- 
fully recommend  that  the  order  for  a  loan  of 
8125,000  for  new  buildings  for  Consumptives' 
Hospital  Department  be  laid  on  the  table;  that 
the  order  for  a  loan  of  8100,000  for  High  Pressure 
Fire  Service  be  rejected,  the  Mayor's  recommend- 
ation having  been  withdrawn;  and  that  the  order 
for  a  loan  of  $225,000  for  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters 
and  the  order  for  a  loan  of  -840,000  for  Police 
Station,  Dorchester,  be  rejected,  as  the  committee 
recommend,  in  a  supplementary  report,  their  pas- 
sage in  new  drafts. 

The  report  was  accepted.  The  order  for  a  loan 
of  8125,000  for  Consumptives'  Hospital  Depart- 
ment was  laid  on  the  table.  The  remaining 
orders  were  rejected,  as  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

(4)  Report  on  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  for  a  loan  of  8225,000  for  fire  alarm  head- 
quarters, recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying new  draft  of  the  order. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  (8125,000)  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  Fire  Alarm 
Headquarters,  Equipment,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  upon  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  8,  nays  0,  and  will  take  its  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  in  not  less  than  two  weeks 
from  to-da3'. 

(5)  Report  on  order  (referred  July  7)  for  loan 
of  848,000  for  the  extension  of  East  First  street. 
South  Boston,  recommending  reference  of  same 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Report  accepted;  said  reference  ordered. 


PRICE   OF   THEATER  TICKETS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas,  Certain  places  of  amusement  in  the 
City  of  Boston  have  been  making  a  practice  of 
increasing  the  price  of  seats  on  certain  occasions 
and  have  also  from  time  to  time  disposed  of  the 
cream  of  seats  in  many  instances  to  speculators, 
or  so-called  agents,  thereby  denying  the  general 
public  the  right  to  purchase  seats  at  regular  box 
office  prices,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  urgently 
protests  against  the  above  practice,  and  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Affairs  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to 
petition  the  General  Court  of  1914  to  enact  some 
statute  that  will  make  impossible  any  condition 
that  prohibits  the  citizens  from  their  right  to 
secure  tickets  for  any  place  of  amusement  in  this 
city  at  box  office  and  standard  prices. 

■The  preamble  and  order  were  declared  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  recon- 
sideration of  that  reference.  It  has  been  called 
to  my  attention  in  the  last  ten  days  that  there  has 
been  a  practice  prevalent  in  Boston  on  the  part  of 
certain  amusement  houses  to  dispose  of  tickets  to 
certain  agents  or  speculators  at  an  increased  price 
over  the  face  value,  the  agents  or  speculators  in 
their  turn  selling  them  to  their  clients  at  still  an 
increased  price.  I  know  of  an  actual  occurrence 
on  Saturday  when  a  friend  of  mine  from  New  York 
thought  he  woxdd  like  to  go  to  the  Colonial  Theater 
on  Saturday  evening.  I  appUed  at  the  box  office 
for  tw^o  tickets  and  was  informed  that  the  whole 
house  had  been  sold,  and  had  been  sold  for  many 
weeks.     After  considerable  talk  between  the  agent 
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and  myself,  I  was  informed  that  ah  agent  by  the 
name  of  Herrick,  who  has  among  his  clients  many 
influential  citizens  of  Boston  who  do  not  care  to 
wait  in  line  and  who  desire  the  cream  of  seats, 
had  purchased  the  entire  house.  I  also  found  out 
that  in  the  corridor  of  the  theater  up  to  within 
twenty-four  hours  of  the  time  when  I  approached 
the  office  there  was  a  sign  stating  that  the  entire 
house  for  Saturday  evening  had  been  sold  out  to 
the  Harvard  Athletic  Association,  which  was  a 
pure  lie.  No  such  thing  had  taken  place.  But 
the  day  when  I  was  in  the  Colonial  Theater  I 
found  that  that  sign  had  chsappeared.  The 
Shubert  Theater  also  sold  out  practically  the 
entire  house,  and  certainly  the  cream  of  the  house, 
to  the  same  Herrick  who,  as  I  have  said,  numbers 
among  his  cUents  rich  and  influential  people  who 
can  afford  to  pay  fancy  prices.  I  know  that  a 
petition  was  presented  last  year  in  regard  to  this 
matter  to  the  Legislature  and  was  heard  before 
the  committee  having  to  do  with  such  subjects, 
and  that,  while  a  considerable  number  of  the 
pubhc  appeared  in  favor  of  the  statute  asked  for 
in  the  petition,  to  prohibit  this  increase  in  the  prices 
of  tickets  because  of  these  transactions  with  certain 
speculators,  nevertheless  the  committee  reported 
leave  to  withdraw.  Of  course,  I  have  my  own 
idea  why  they  reported  leave  to  withdraw.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  many  here  who  are 
probably  thinking  what  I  am  going  to  state  now, 
that  it  may  be  far  fetched  on  my  part  to  introduce 
such  a  resohition  here.  It  may  be  that  we  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  matter.  It  is  true  that  we 
cannot  legislate  and  I  understand  that  we  cannot 
pass  an  ordinance  covering  this  sort  of  thing  and 
thereby  protecting  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  and  of  the  Commonwealth.  But  I  do 
know  that  we  have  a  perfect  right  to  go  on  record 
as  protesting  against  such  conduct.  I  know  that 
ninety-nine  out  of  every  100  theater-goers  in 
Boston  are  opposed  to  such  conduct.  On  the 
other  hand,  I  think  I  can  satisfy  the  Council  that 
there  is  a  combination  between  certain  theater 
managers  and  certain  agents  who  do  not  desire 
to  be  called  speculators.  I  have  in  mind  that  in 
New  York  to-day  a  certain  man  by  the  name  of 
Tyson,  who  has  had  the  privilege  of  securing  the 
cream  of  all  the  theater  tickets  in  New  York  in 
connection  with  amusements  events  of  any  con- 
sequence, procuring  these  tickets  through  an 
arrangement  with  the  management  and  then 
selling  them  to  the  public,  is  on  trial  for  embezzle- 
ment; that  it  was  brought  out  in  the  trial  before 
what  corresponds  with  our  Superior  Court  in  New 
York,  by  District  Attorney  Whitman,  that  the 
management  of  the  theaters  had  a  standing 
arrangement  with  the  agent  and  that  they  did 
business  on  the  dollars  and  cents  principle  all  the 
time,  these  speculators  taking  the  entire  issue  of 
tickets  to  sell  and  paying  in  excess  of  the  face 
value  of  the  tickets  to  the  management.  Perhaps 
I  have  taken  more  time  than  I  should  on  this 
matter.  It  may  seem  of  little  consequence, 
perhaps,  to  many,  but  I  believe  it  is  high  time  that 
the  theatrical  people  or  the  amusement  managers 
of  Boston  should  at  least  play  fair  with  the  public. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  the  licensing  power  of  this 
city  has  not  the  authority  to  revoke  the  licenses  of 
those  who  thus  increase  tiie  price  of  tickets 
through  these  dealings  with  speculators.  I  want 
to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  the  price  of 
orchestra  seats  at  the  Colonial  Theater  beginning 
Monday  and  ending  Saturday  is  $2,  but  that  on 
Saturday  night  the  manager  of  the  Colonial 
Theater  changed  the  tickets  so  that  the  face 
value  for  that  night  was  S3,  thereby  making  the 
price  $1  additional.  I  don't  think  there  is  any 
more  reason  for  their  increasing  the  price  of 
tickets  on  Saturday  night  than  on  Monday  night. 
It  is  the  same  show  and  the  same  public  go,  and 
as  the  ordinary  man  goes  to  the  theater  on  Satur- 
day nights  or  holidays,  I  think  we  should  go  on 
record  as  resolving  that  we  are  opposed  to  such 
conduct,  and  as  giving  at  least  the  moral  influence 
of  our  vote  in  that  direction.  I  therefore  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference,  and  if  that 
reconsideration  prevails,  I  shall  move  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  so  that  the  order  may  take  its 
passage  at  this  time. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  very 
glad  to  vote  for  reconsideration  of  this  reference. 
The  only  objection  that  I  have  to  the  order  is 
that  it  does  not  go  far  enough.  I  think  it  ought 
to  call  upon  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  draw  an 
order  which  the  Legislative  Committee  could 
recommend  to  the  General  Court.  I  believe  we 
should  get  right  down  to  brass  tacks  and  ask  our 


Corporation  Counsel  to  draft  such  a  measure.  I 
don't  suggest  that  as  an  amendment,  unless  the 
originator  of  the  order  desires  it. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  willingly 
accept  the  suggestion  and  withdraw  my  motion  to 
reconsider,  and  perhaps  in  executive  session  we 
can  arrange  for  the  redrafting  of  the  measure. 

The  preamble  and  order  stood  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 


PLANS,     MUNICIPAL    BUILDING,     WARDS 
21  AND  22. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  recommend  to 
the  City  Council  a  transfer  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
for  plans  for  municipal  buildings  in  Wards  21  and 
22. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


ABATEMENT   OF   NUISANCE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  the 
School  Committee,  the  Board  of  Health  and  Com- 
rnissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  devise  some  means  of 
abating  the  nuisance  which  exists  in  the  locality 
of  the  Hugh  O'Brien  School  and  the  Samuel  W. 
Mason  Primary  School. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  ask  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  I  want  to  present  this 
letter  to  go  with  the  order.  I  will  ask  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  invite  Mr.  Murphy,  the  master 
of  the  Hugh  O'Brien  District,  to  come  and  make 
a  statement.  With  the  President  of  the  Council 
I  ^'isited  that  section  a  few  days  ago,  and  I  think 
the  conditions  surrounding  those  two  schools  are, 
to  say  the  least,  a  disgrace  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  should  like  very  much  to  have  Mr.  Murphy  come 
before  the  Executive  Committee  and  make  a  state- 
ment in  regard  to  conditions  as  they  exist  to-day 
and  as  they  have  existed  for  several  years  in  that 
section. 

The  letter  presented  by  Coun.  Ballantyne  was 
as  follows: 
The  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 

Mason  Street,  November  24,  1913. 
Mr.  Walter  Ballantyne, 

Member  City  Council: 

My  dear  Sir, —  The  condition  of  that  unim- 
proved part  of  Laugdon  street,  Roxbury,  near  the 
S.  W.  Mason  School,  is  in  my  opinion  detrimental 
to  the  best  interests  of  children  attending  that 
school. 

Some  children  in  going  to  and  from  school  pass 
at  times  through  slirny  mud,  and  at  other  times 
through  fine  dust  which  I  believe  to  be  objectiona- 
ble not  only  because  it  is  mud  and  dust,  but 
because  of  the  character  of  the  same.  I  am  told 
that  the  dump  spread  in  this  region  is  often  street 
sweepings. 

Besides  this,  the  general  effects  of  such  unsuit- 
able conditions  are  bad,  the  children's  shoes  and 
the  schoolhouse  floors  are  often  covered  with  the 
unwholesome  dirt  collected  in  passing  through  this 
region.  The  school  cannot  force  standards  it 
should  maintain  when  the  condition  of  the  streets 
prevents  such  enforcement. 

Any  action  which  you  may  be  able  to  secure 
looking  toward  the  correction  of  existing  conditions 
will  be  a  kindness  to  the  children  of  the  S.  W. 
Mason  School.

The  order  and  letter  were  declared  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr,  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  reference  of  the  order. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  will  say  that 
the  order  and  the  communication  go  together,  that 
both  have  been  referred  and  that  the  action  cannot 
be  reconsidered  on  one  paper.  They  must  go 
together. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  only  arose 
and  moved  reconsideration  in  order  to  ask  a  ques- 
tion in  public  of  the  councilor  who  offered  the 
order.  I  now  ask  unanimous  consent  to  ask  a 
question  of  the  councilor  at  this  time,  and  I  will 
withdraw  my  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference. 
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President  KENNY — If  thRre  is  no  objection, 
you  may  ask  the  councilor  a  question. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— And  I  shall  be  glad 
to  answer  it  if  I  can. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  councilor  from  Roxbury  if  the  evil  condition 
that  exists  ha-s  been  called  to  the  attention  of  any 
authorities  bv  the  School  Committee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — I  cannot  answer  that 
question.  The  condition  was  called  to  my  atten- 
tion some  two  or  three  v.-eeks  ago  when  I  met  Mr. 
Murphy  at  a  meeting  in  Roxbury  and  agreed  to 
go  up  and  look  at  the  situation.  Whether  the 
attention  of  ans^  city  department  has  been  called 
to  the  conditions  or  not  I  don't  know.  I  might 
say,  while  on  my  feet,  that  the  reason  why  I  have 
brought  this  matter  up  to-daj',  calling  the  attention 
of  different  departments  to  the  matter,  is  that  part 
of  the  streets  there  are  pubUc  streets  and  part  are 
private  streets  not  accepted  by  the  city,  and  then 
there  are  other  conditions  on  surrounding  private 
land  that  never  should  be  allowed  to  exist,  that 
the  Board  of  Health  should  take  care  of.  The 
reason  for  calling  the  attention  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioners to  the  matter  is  this,  that  they  might 
see  their  way  clear  to  improve  conditions  by  laying 
out  one  or  two  streets  there,  which  can  be  done  at 
very  small  expense,  and  which  would  improve  con- 
ditions not  onlA'  for  that  school  but  for  the  entire 
neighborhood.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  members 
of  the  Council  who  can  spend  the  time  to  do  so  will 
go  out  and  look  over  conditions  there,  and  I  will 
guarantee  that  you  cannot  find  such  conditions 
surrounding  any  other  school  in  Boston  or  in  any 
of  our  neighboring  cities.  A  primary  school  was 
put  there  some  eight  or  nine  years  ago,  down  in  a 
dump,  and  dump  conditions  have  existed  there 
since  the  school  has  been  in  existence. 

Coun.  WATSON — One  other  question,  if  I  may 
be  allowed,  with  unanimous  consent.  ^  I  would  ask 
the  gentleman  if  he  does  not  think  it  is  beyond  the 
rights  of  the  Council — or  whether  he  thinks  that 
it  is  within  our  rights — to  request  something  of  this 
sort  to  be  done  in  this  way,  instead  of  having  a 
direct  request  made  through  the  School  Depart- 
ment? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  Council  ought  to  take  some  action  where  con- 
ditions of  that  kind  exist  for  any  length  of  time, 
and  I  think  it  is  well  that  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil should  have  a  direct  statement  from  the  master 
of  the  school  which  has  had  to  contend  with  these 
conditions  everv  day  for  years  past. 

Coun.  SMITH— jlr.  President, 

President  KENNY — The  matter  is  now  before 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
it  is  well  for  the  Council  to  welcome  not  only  the 
master  of  this  school  but  the  people  of  the  city 
generally  in  the  matter  of  reports  to  this  body, 
no  matter  what  departments  are  concerned,  and 
that  we  should  busy  ourselves  upon  general  condi- 
tions in  the  city.  From  time  to  time  I  have  been 
criticised  in  this  body  for  getting  interested  in 
work  that  belonged  properly  to  the  administrative 
branches  of  this  government,  but  I  have  constantly 
taken  the  attitude  that  we,  as  representatives  of 
the  citizens,  elected  by  the  people  of  the  whole 
city,  should  interest  ourselves  in  local  matters, 
even  though  they  be  administrative  in  their  nature. 
I  shall  be  very  glad  to  vote  for  this  measure. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  would  state  that 
the  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  that  there  is  nothing  pending  before 
the  body.  The  matter  has  been  under  discussion 
here  for  some  time,  and,  while  the  discussion  was 
out  of  order,  the  Chair  did  not  desire  to  curtail  it 
under  the  circumstances.  But  the  matter  has  been 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  there  is 
nothing  pending  before  the  body. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  COL- 
LINS, at  4.18  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President. 

The  members  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  bv  President 
KENNY  at  6.01  p.  m. 


COUNTY   ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  a  report  on  petition  of  John  P.  Manning, 


clerk  of  Superior  Criminal  Court,  for  additional 
appropriation  for  clerk  hire — ^recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  in  addition  to  the  amounts  here- 
tofore allowed  for  clerical  assistance  in  the  ofSce 
of  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Criminal 
Business  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  there  be  allowed, 
until  otherwise  ordered,  the  further  amount  of 
three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
(S3, 950),  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  County  of  Suffolk,  Superior  Criminal 
Court. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  COLLINS^Mr.  President,  last  year  Mr. 
Manning  came  before  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts  and  asked  for  the  amount  which  he  asks 
for  now.  LTnder  a  ruling  by  Auditor  Mitchell, 
unless  the  words  "until  othermse  ordered"  are 
inserted  the  respective  orders  die  with  the  Council 
of  that  year.  Consequently,  this  is  simply  a 
renewal  of  the  order  that  this  Council  passed  upon 
last  year.  But  it  does  not  contemplate  giving 
Mr.  Manning  any  more  money  for  clerk  hire  than 
he  had  last  year.  To  confirm  that  statement  I 
will  submit  herewith,  and  will  ask  the  clerk  to 
read,  and  will  request  that  it  be  incorporated  in  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting,  a  letter  from  Mr.  Manning. 

The  letter  referred  to  by  Coun.  Collins  is  as 
follows: 

Superior  Court, 
For  the  Transaction  of  Criminal  Business, 

November  20,  1913. 
To  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts: 

I  most  respectfvilly  ask  that  your  committee  act 
favorably  to-day  upon  a  petition  I  have  filed  with 
the  Council  for  the  appropriation  of  thirty-nine 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (.53,950)  for  extra  clerical 
assistance  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Superior  Court 
for  Criminal  Business  in  this  countj'. 

Last  year  your  committee  voted  that  amount, 
but  the  order  was  so  framed  that  it  extended  only 
for  the  fiscal  year  1912-13.  I  wanted  it  to  con- 
tinue from  year  to  year.  I  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  order  be  renewed  and  made  pay- 
able until  otherwise  ordered.  This  action  will 
ob\date  the  necessity  of  coming  before  your  com- 
mittee year  after  year  for  that  amount. 

The  whole  amount  appropriated  by  the  Council 
for  extra  clerical  assistance  in  this  office  last  year 
was  S20,4oO.  The  S3, 950  was  included  in  that 
amount,  as  I  supposed.  The  320,450  was  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  office,  with  its 
increased  business  and  additional  sessions. 

I  relied  upon  the  $20,450  for  payment  of  clerks 
for  the  whole  year,  and  have  expended  it  all  with 
the  exception  of  S9  in  the  treasury  and  83,950 
asked  for,  leaving  me  without  any  money  for  the 
next  three  months. 

My  regular  office  force  has  not  been  increased 
for  nearly  two  years;  two  persons  were  employed 
temporarily  during  the  months  of  July  and  August 
past,  and  two  other  persons  during  the  year  to  do 
extra  work  as  necessity  required. 

I  intend  to  use  the  money  for  the  payment  of 
the  clerks  now  employed.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
just  add  a  word  to  the  effect  that  we  have  made 
an  exhaustive  examination  and  that  the  committee 
is  satisfied  that  the  order  is  correct. 

President  KENNY — Unless  the  rule  is  sus- 
pended, the  order  will  lie  over. 

Coun.  COLLINS — In  view  of  the  remarks  of 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken,  I  ask  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE     REPORTS. 

Coun.  McDonald,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  petition  of  Thomas  V.  L.  John- 
son et  nl.  (referred  October  27)  for  sidewalks  on 
Park  street,  between  Centre  and  Montview  streets, 
— recommending  the  passage  of  the  following; 

Ordered,  That  the  C-ommissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  both  sides  of  Park 
street,  between  Centre  street  and  JMontview 
street.  Ward  23,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter   adjoining;  to    be    from  5  to  12 
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feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone 
witli  granite  edgestone  under  tiie  provisions  of 
ciiapter  437  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  for  loan 
of  $48,000  for  extension  of  East  First  street  to 
connect  with  West  First  street.  South  Boston — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  1  cannot  say 
that  I  am  thoroughly  in  favor  of  this  order,  al- 
though I  dislike  very  much  to  vote  against  it  on 
the  limited  information  I  have  received.  While 
I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  order  will  pass 
to-day  or  will  pass  eventually,  and  while  I  shall 
vote  for  it,  I  am  satisfied  that  this  proposition 
will  cost  many  times  $48,000  and  am  very  sorry 
that  the  balance  of  the  Council  do  not  see  it  my 
way. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President  .  it  is  a  great 
pleasure  for  me  to  vote  for  this  order,  as  I  thor- 
oughly believe  in  such  development  as  it  provides 
for.  At  the  same  time,  1  vote  for  it  with  a  full 
understanding  based  upon  the  facts  presented  at 
the  hearing  this  afternoon,  that  the  probability 
is  that  it  will  cost  in  excess  of  S48,000.  Upon  the 
evidence  offered  at  the  hearing,  however,  I  should 
be  prepared  to  vote  for  it  if  it  cost  as  much  as 
S100,000.  Consequently  I  have  no  qualms  about 
voting  for  the  order.  As  in  the  case  of  all  public 
improvements,  somebody  must  be  hurt.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  one  of  the  firms  over  there  is 
to  be  wiped  out  of  business  as  far  as  that  location 
goes,  through  the  extension  of  First  street;  but 
that  is  a  necessary  consequence  of  development, 
and,  if  they  are  properly  cornpensated,  as  1  believe 
they  will  be  by  the  courts,  it  ought  not  to  stand 
in  the  way  of  this  improvement.  It  will  give  me 
great  pleasure  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  8,  nays  0. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  and  passage 
in  not  less  than  fourteen  days. 

(3)  Report  on  preamble,  resolve  and  order 
(referred  to-day)  concerning  prices  of  theater 
tickets  in  places  of  amusement  in  the  City  of 
Boston — recommending  passage  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Whereas,  Certain  places  of  amusement  in  the  . 
City  of  Boston  have  been  making  a  practice  of 
increasing  the  price  of  seats  on  certain  occasions, 
and  have  also  from  time  to  time  disposed  of  the 
cream  of  seats,  in  many  instances,  to  speculators 
or  so-called  agents,  thereby  denying  the  general 
public  the  right  to  purchase  seats  at  regular  box 
office  prices;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  pro- 
tests against  the  above  practice;  and  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 

a nested  to  draw  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the 
eneral  Court  of  1914,  seeking  legislation  which 
will  make  impossible  any  condition  that  prohibits 
the  citizens  of  Boston  from  their  right  to  secure 
tickets  for  any  place  of  amusement  in  the  city  at 
box  office  and  standard  prices. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  favor  the 
order,  but,  being  attorney  for  one  of  the  amuse- 
ment places  in  the  City  of  Boston  which  has  con- 
stantly fought  against  this  promiscuous  speculation 
in  seats,  naturally  I  don't  feel  that  it  is  my  place 
to  vote  for  the  order.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  most 
of  the  theatrical  managers  and  owners  in  Boston 
have  gone  before  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Beacon  Hill  and  have  asked  for  a  statute  of  this 
kind,  but  have  so  far  been  unsuccessful.  On 
account,  sir,  of  my  private  interest,  I  shall  respect- 
fully ask  to  be  excused  from  voting. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — Mr.  President,  is  an  amend- 
ment in  order  at  this  time? 

President  KENNY— Yes. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY^Mr.  President,  I  am  rather 
surprised  that  the  City  Council  of  Boston  should 
allow  an  order  to  come  out  of  its  E.xecutive  Com- 
mittee containing  the  words  "cream  of  seats." 
(L/augliter.)  I  don't  know  just  what  those  words 
mean,  and  I  respectfully  move  an  amendment, 
tiiat  those  words  be  erased  and  that  the  words 
"most  desirable  seats"  be  inserted  in  place  thereof. 

Coun.  WATSON^Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  the  gentleman  offers  the  amendment  at 
my  suggestion.     (Laughter.) 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  nothing  of 
the  sort.      (Laughter.) 

Coun.  Buckley's  amendment  was  adopted, 
and  the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order 
as  amended. 


Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
roll  call. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  think  this  is 
'  a  very  proper  order,  and  I  shall  be  very  glad  to 
vote  for  it.  I  think,  however,  if  we  are  going  to 
take  this  action  that,  if  not  as  a  body,  still  individ- 
ually, we  ought  to  resolve  not  to  accept  compli- 
mentary tickets  to  any  places  of  amusement  as 
members  of  this  body.  I  do  not  mean  by  that  to 
make  the  slightest  insinuation  against  any  mem- 
ber of  this  body,  because  I  personally  liave  accepted 
tickets  to  the  ball  park  which  have  been  sent  me 
without  requesting  them,  and  I  think  that  is  true 
of  most  of  us.  As  I  understand  it,  this  order 
would  hit  the  baseball  parks  as  much  as  it  would 
the  theaters.  From  the  wording  of  the  order  I 
think  that  is  true.  While  it  may  not  mean  much, 
personally  I  should  prefer  not  to  accept  tickets  if 
I  am  going  to  vote  for  this  order,  and  I  think  it 
would  be  well  to  have  some  understanding  of  the 
sort  at  this  time  rather  than  later. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  we  get  so  few  tickets,  it  will 
not  hurt  us  very  much,  any  way.  Perhaps  I 
would  feel  quite  as  strongly  in  the  matter  as  the 
councilor  from  the  Back  Bay,  if  I  were  retiring 
this  year  (laughter);  but  I  want  to  say  on  this 
matter,  that,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  if  this 
order  is  going  to  interfere  with  free  passes,  the 
passes  can  be  stopped.  I  have  no  objection.  I 
ask  for  a  roll  call. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed,  yeas  7, 
nays  0. 

(4)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order

(11)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  November  10)  transferring 
$3,000  for  Charlesgate  West  Bridge,  restoration — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0.

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk  along 
both  sides  of  Beacon  street,  between  Brookline 
avenue  and  Audubon  road.  Ward  11, ^n  front  of 
the   estates   bordering   thereon,    said   sidewalk   to 
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be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining, 
to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of 
artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the 
provdsions  of  chapter  437  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  SillTH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
reconsideration  of  that  reference. 

President  KEN^TT— The  Chair  would  state  that 
the  order  which  the  councilor  has  offered  does  not 
bear  the  indorsement  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Pubhc  Works.  Therefore,  it  would  have  to  go  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  SMITH — ilr.  President,  if  that  is  neces- 
sary, this  is  my  first  realization  of  the  fact.  I  have 
heard  such  orders  here  constantly. 

President  EENNY — The  orders  passed  have 
been  orders  that  have  received  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  they 
have  not  been  passed  until  then.  Otherwise,  they 
are  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


PRECI^XTS,  WARD  23. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order— That  the 
Election  Commissioners  be  requested  to  consider 
and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  advis- 
abihty  of  pro^dding  two  or  more  voting  precincts 
in  Ward  23. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  as 
to  the  reason  for  this  order.  Certain  sections  of 
Ward  23  are  at  a  great  distance  from  the  voting 
booths.  While  I  realize,  and  we  all  reahze,  that 
we  cannot  give  even,-  group  of  houses  in  the  city 
a  voting  booth,  the  fact  is  that  the  growth  of 
population  has  been  so  rapid  in  certain  sections 
that  communities  o£  considerable  size  are  put  to 
great  inconvenience  in  going  to  vote.  That  is 
notably  the  case  in  Germantown.  The  real  estate 
development  there  has  been  verj-  great,  a  great 
many  new  houses  have  been  erected,  with  the 
result  that  a  large  part  of  the  community  there 
has  to  go  a  great  distance  to  vote.  I  certainly 
trust  that  this  matter  will  be  brought  directly 
to  the  attention  of  the  Election  Commissioner. 

Tie  order  was  passed. 


INVESTIGATION   OF  ASSESSING  SYSTEM. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  follomng: 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  on  April  10,  1911, 
requested  the  Finance  Commission  to  investigate 
and  report  on  the  Somers  system  of  assessing, 
and  on  June  13,  1911,  requested  a  similar  investi- 
gation and  report  on  the  so-called  New  York 
system  of  assessing;  and 

Whereas,  No  report  has  been  received  by  this 
body  in  reply  to  either  request; 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  inform  this  body  before  the  next 
meeting  whether  or  not  they  intend  to  make  a 
report  on  the  subject. 

Coun.  SillTH— Mr.  President,  I  have  thought 
that  it  would  be  well  to  introduce  this  order  and 
have  it  acted  upon,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  my 
campaign  I  shall  bring  prominently  before  the 
citizens  the  inequalities  of  assessments  in  this 
town.  I  shall  also  bring  forward  the  fact  that 
almost  the  first  thing  I  did  as  a  member  of  this 
body  was  to  call  attention  not  only  of  the  body 
but  of  the  Finance  Commission  to  the  so-called 
Somers  system  used  in  many  western  cities  and 
to  the  New  York  system,  which  is  much  the  same, 
and  asked  for  information  in  regard  to  those  two 
systems — inferentially,  of  course,  asking  for  any 
report  which  they  had  to  make,  especially  in  view 
of  the  present  condition  of  our  assessments  in 
Boston.  Since  that  time  I  have  constantly  brought 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  this  body  by  specific 
examples,  by  an  order  now  in  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  body,  which  w^as  refused,  by 
invitations  to  Mr.  Doty,  of  Cleveland,  who 
addressed  this  body,  the  Finance  Commission  and 
the  city  assessors,  and  also  bj-  an  invitation  to 
Mr.  Purdy,  of  New  York,  who  addressed  the  same 
bodies  on  the  same  subject  at  another  time.  I 
have  constantly  agitated  this  subject  for  three 
years,  and  I  intend  to  be  very  active  in  my  appeal 
to  the  people  to  decide  whether  they  are  satisfied 
with  assessing  methods  in  Boston  to-day  and  with 


the  results  of  those  methods.  It  would  be  unfair 
on  my  part  to  go  through  this  campaign,  bringing 
that  subject  up,  as  I  intend  to  bring  it  up,  without 
first  giving  the  Finance  Commission  a  chance  to 
make  a  report.  They  have  had  this  question  before 
them  for  almost  three  years,  and  never  one  word 
have  we  heard  from  them.  Not  only  that,  but  I 
know  for  an  absolute  fact  that  they  undertook 
two  j-ears  ago  to  make  an  investigation.  They 
paid  an  expert  to  investigate  the  selling  prices  of 
hoiises  and  property,  as  compared  with  their 
assessed  value,  and  I  know  for  a  fact  that  the 
report  of  that  expert  was  such  as  to  warrant  action, 
to  warrant  a  report  to  this  body  by  the  Finance 
Commission,  as  to  some  improvement  in  our 
methods  here.  I  saj-  it  would  not  be  fair  for  me 
to  go  out  in  this  campaign  and  actively  refer  to 
that  matter,  calling  attention  to  lack  of  interest 
and  lack  of  a  report  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
calling  the  matter  actively  to  the  people's  atten-- 
tion,  without  giving  the  Finance  Commission  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  report;  and  I  think' such 
action  aU  the  more  fair  on  my  part  when  a  large 
number  of  people  in  this  town  actually  believe, 
whether  rightly  or  wrongly,  that  there  are  certain 
subjects  which  the  Finance  Commission  will  not 
investigate  and  vnU.  not  report  upon,  that  there 
are  certain  public  questions  w-hich  they  absolutely 
cover  up,  questions  affecting  the  large  downtown 
prqperty_  owners ;  •  that,  while  thej'  are  most  active 
in  investigating  and  reporting  upon  an  S83  charge 
by  the  Cqmmissioner  of  Public  Works  for  his  trip 
to  Detroit,  they  have  for  three  jj'ears  neglected 
one  of  the  fundamental  questions — the  question  of 
how  this  city  shall  raise  its  money  from  taxes  on 
real  estate,  not  only  how  it  shall  do  it,  but  whether 
it  is  being  done  equitabb'  at  the  present  time  as 
between  one  property  owner  and  another.  I  am 
not  going  to  enlarge  upon  the  belief  of  the  majority 
of  the  people  of  this  town,  but  I  am  simply  going 
to  say  that  because  of  that  belief  I  have  introduced 
this  order,  in  order  to  give  the  Finance  Commission 
a  last  opportunity  to  report.  If  they  do  not  care 
to  do  so,  w-ell  and  good,  the  campaign  can  go  on 
as  originally  planned.  But  unless  they  report 
there  is  an  inference  that  they  are  protecting  down- 
town property  owners  who  are  knowm  to  be  favor- 
able not  only  to  them  personally  but  to  their 
attitude  towards  this  city  government.  The 
coiistant  attitude  of  opposition  to  the  City  Council 
which  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  taken  is  an  accept- 
able attitude  to  the  large  downtown  property 
owners,  and  the  inference  mil  remain  in  the  minds 
of  a  large  number  of  our  citizeas  that  the  Finance 
Commission,  through  inaction,  is  protecting  that 
body  of  citizens,  while  it  is  at  the  same  time  inves- 
tigating petty  minor  matters  of  expense  which 
are  thoroughlj-  legitimate. 
The  order  was  passed.

Coun.  SillTH  offered  an  order — That  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  pro\'ide  a  stopping 
place  for  cars  on  Tremont  street  at  Pembroke 
street.

In  explanation  of  the  foregoing  facts  I  would 
add  that  the  item  of  .811,500  is  for  the  substitu- 
tion of  gypsum  block  partitions  in  place  of  steel 
and  wood  partitions,  which  were  contemplated  in 
the  furniture  estimate  previously  made.  A  saving 
in  the  sum,  equal  to  the  diiTerence  in  cost  of  steel 
and  gypsum  blocks,  can  be  made  thereby. 

Regarding  the  item  of  $800  I  would  say  that  this 
provides  for  the  making  of  a  fireproof  room  on 
the  fourth  floor  for  the  storage  of  valuable  property 
belonging  to  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department, 
and  by  so  doing  will  allow  for  the  use  of  wood 
instead  of  steel  furniture  in  all  the  rest  of  quarters 
occupied  by  them  on  that  floor.  This,  too,  will 
make  towards  a  saving,  as  it  will  permit  the  using 
of  considerable  of  their  present  equipment. 

The  item  of  $4,000  for  counters  should  be 
provided  at  this  time,  although  it  is  practically 
one  of  furnishings.  It  should  be  done  at  this  time, 
as  it  can  be  done  more  expeditiously  and  probably 
at  less  cost  than  at  some  time  later. 

The  other  items  provide  for  the  bids  submitted 
on  November  24,  covering  these  features  and 
professional  services  incidental  thereto. 

Therefore,   I  most  respectfully  suggest  that  an 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  thousand 
two     hundred     seventy-six     and     seventeen     one 
hundredths  (37,276.17)  dollars  be  provided.

do  not. 

In  further  explanation  of  our  answer  we  wish  to 
say  that  there  are  janitors  in  the  library  service 
who  have  sole  charge  of  branch  library  buildings, 
and  part  of  whose  duty  it  is  to  open  up  in  the 
morning  and  close  late  at  night,  and  who  besides 
this  care  for  the  heating  apparatus  at  intervals 
during  the  day  and  keep  the  buildings  clean  by 
sweeping  and  dusting  early  in  the  morning  or  late 
at  night,  but  whose  duties  do  not  require  continuous 
work  in  excess  of  eight  hours  a  day.  Whether  such 
janitors  if  they  work  more  than  48  hours  in  one 
week  are  within  the  provisions  of  the  "eight-hour 
law,"  so  called,  is  a  question  as  to  which  the 
trustees  took  the  advice  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
before  the  law  went  into  effect,  and  he  advised 
them  as  follows:  ".Janitors  in  my  opinion  are  not 
workmen,  laborers  or  mechanics  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  law,  they  being  in  the  classiiied  service 
and  not  in  the  labor  division."

Commissioners  met  and  made  certain  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Council.  In  order  that  every  member 
of  the  Council  may  know  about  these  recommenda- 
tions and  be  prepared  when  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
sees  fit  to  send  in  orders  pertaining  thereto,  I 
offer  a  letter  and  ask  that  it  be  incorporated  in  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting. 

The  letter  submitted  by  Coun.  Collins  was 
as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the 
Department  of  Parks, 

December  6,  1913. 
Mr.  Walter  L.  CoUins, 

Chairman  of  the  Parkman  Fund  Trustees: 

Dear  Sir, — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park 
and  Recreation  Commissioners,  held  to-day,  it  was 
voted  to  request  that  from  the  income  of  the 
Parkman  Ji'und  $5,000  be  appropriated  to  continue 
the  work  of  resoiling  Commonwealth  avenue, 
between  Dartmouth  and  Arlington  streets,  and 
installing  the  irrigation  system  between  Arlington 
street  and  Massachusetts  avenue.  The  depart- 
ment force  is  already  working  there,  and  this 
$5,000  will  permit  the  department  to  carry  out  all 
the  work  that  can  be  prosecuted  during  the  present 
year. 

We  also  ask  that  $8,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Back  Bay  Fens.  This  will 
permit  the  changes  at  the  Westland  avenue 
entrance,  making  a  new  drive  towards  the  John 
Boyle  O'Reilly  monument.  The  present  arrange- 
ment is  very  dangerous  for  automobiles,  particu- 
larly at  night,  as  the  drive  is  used  by  residents  of- 
the  Back  Bay  district  in  driving  to  and  from  the. 
Opera  House,  Symphony  Hall  and  other  places  on 
Huntington  avenue.  ._:' 

We  ask  that  $5,000  be  appropriated  for  improve- 
ments at  the  golf  course  and  changes  in  the  refec- 
tory building  to  give  locker  and  shower  accommo- 
dations to  golfers.  This  is  in  line  with  the  request 
sent  to  the  City  Government  -NovembeT  18.- 

We   ask   that   the   balance   of   the   money   now 
available  from  the  Parkman  Fund  be  appropriated 
for  the  extension  of  the  Franldin  Park  Zoo. 
Very  truly  yours,

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  from  T)orchester  if  he  can 
inform  me  whether  these  lockers  are  to  be  put 
into  the  building  for  the  use  of  golf  players? 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  took  that 
up  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment and  he  told  me  that  the  showers  and  lockers 
were  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public,  that  the 
golfers  have  been  active  in  securing  them,  because 
they  use  that  part  of  the  field  more  than  anybody 
else,  but  that  the  lockers  and  showers  were  espe- 
cially for  the  use  of  the  public. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  simply 
desired  to  know  whether  this  was  the  thing  that 
the  Scarboro  Golf  Club  has  been  seeking  for  a 
long  time.  If  it  is,  I  want  to  say  that  .1  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  it,  because  I  know  there  should  be 
lockers  and  showers  such  as  they  desire.  If  this 
is  what  has  been  desired  by  them,  I  heartily  favor 
the  order. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
under  suspension  of  the  rule,  yeas  8,  nays  0,  and 
will  take  its  final  reading  and  passage  in  not  less 
than  two  weeks.

WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  petition  the 
General  Court  of  the  year  1914  for  appropriate 
legislation  to  authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 
establish  and  maintain  one  or  more  municipal 
lodging  houses  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
temporary,  lodging  for  persons  out  of  work,  gener- 
ally friendless  and  having  no  place  to  stay. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


FIRE  H.A.ZARD  CONDITIONS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  render  to  the  City  Council 
his  opinion  as  "to  whether  or  not  the  said  Council 
has  the  right,  by  ordinance,  to  remedy  existing 
conditions  regarding  the  fire  hazard  in  buildings 
which  are  not  properly  equipped  for  the  safety  of 
inmates. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  of  the  last  reference.  I  desire  to 
ask  the  Council  to  indulge  with  me  a  moment 
while  I  move  a  leconsideration  of  the  reference 
by  the  Chair.  I  think  that  any  consideration  at 
this  time  by  any  committee  of  an  order  such  as  I 
have  introduced  is  unnecessary.  I  think  we  ought 
to  pass  the  order  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 
I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body  since  February 
of  this  year,  and  I  have  found  out  from  time  to 
time  how  little  power  and  authority  we  have 
under  any  and  all  conditions  confronting  us.  We 
have  seen  during  the  past  week  a  horrible  fire  in 
the  South  End,  a  lodging  house  having  been  burned 
and  twenty-eight  unfortunates  having  lost  their 
lives,  many  others  being  badly  injured.  The 
condition  that  existed  there  was  an  evil  one.  The 
same  condition  exists  in  hundreds  of  places  in 
Boston  within  the  building  limits  to-day,  and 
here  we,  the  nine  members  of  the  City  Council, 
making  with  the  Mayor  the  ten  directors  of  this 
great  city,  sit,  absolutely  without  authority  or 
power  to  remedy  an  evil  that  we  know  exists.  We 
must  wait  until  the  General  Court  assembles,  and 
then  a  committee  will  have  to  consider  whether 
or  not  there  should  be  a  remedy  provided  under  a 
change  in  our  building  laws.  The  reason  why  I 
have  introduced  this  order  and  now  trust  that 
reconsideration  of  its  reference  will  prevail  is 
that  I  want  it  acted  upon  now.  I  want  to  find  out 
whether  we  can  by  ordinance  legislate  against  the 
conditions  that  at  present  exist  in  the  South  End. 
I  am  proud  of  my  membership  in  this  body,  as 
other  members  ought  to  be,  and  I  think  we  have 
authority  to  act.  I  think  we  have  under  the 
charter  the  right  to  do  certain  things  which  we 
assume  that  we  have  not  the  right  to  do.  It  is 
unfortunate  it   this  Board  of  nine   members   and 


his  Honor  the  Mayor,  who  compose  the  directorate 
of  this  gieat  city,  cannot  at  once  get  together  and 
pass  some  kind  of  legislation  that  will  remedy  the 
condition  of  things  existing  in  the  matter  of  fire 
hazards  in  the  lodging  house  sections  of  this  city. 
I  am  satisfied  that,  notwithstanding  what  a 
legislative  committee  or  the  Legislature  may  do 
in  regard  to  fire  hazard  matters  or  anything  else, 
in  the  end  the  city  will  be  in  the  same  condition 
that  it  is  in  to-day,  because  of  the  interests  of  those 
people  who  own  property  such  as  this  property 
in  question  at  the  South  End.  X  hope  that  recon- 
sideration will  prevail,  and  if  it  prevails,  I  hope 
that  my  order  will  go  on  its  passage  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules  so  that  we  may  find  out  whether 
we  have  authority  to  do  something  to  remedy 
existing  evils. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  also  trust 
that  reconsideration  will  prevail.  I  think  this 
question  of  whether  or  not  we  have  any  power  to 
act  in  the  matter  is  one  upon  which  we  should 
be  informed  at  once.  It  is  a  consolation  to  me, 
getting  out  of  the  body  this  year,  to  realize  that 
there  is  one  other  member  here  who  is  zealous  in 
behalf  of  the  powers  of  the  Council,  even  under  the 
new  charter,  who  recognizes  the  fact  that  we  have 
had  more  power  than  we  have  been  accustomed  to 
use  in  the  past  four  years.  No  matter  what  position 
I  may  hold  in  the  future,  I  trust  that  this  body. 
will  awake  to  the  situation  and  will  realize  that, 
•  as  elected  representatives  of  the  city  at  large,  they 
have  the  powers  that  the  old  aldermen  had  e.xcept 
where  they  were  cut  down  specifically  by  the  city 
charter.  I  think  that  in  this  case  we  have  more 
powers  than  we  realize,  and  that  we  should  act 
under  authority  of  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  I  therefore  trust  that  reconsideration 
will  prevail. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
I  will  be  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  order.  I^ 
am  in  favor  of  any  legislation  that  will  impiove 
the  building  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston.  But  I  am 
not  in  favor  of  reconsideration  of  the  reference.  I 
think  this  is  a  proper  order  to  refer  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  where  we  can  consider  it  to-day  and 
perhaps  make  some  amendment  that  will  make  it 
even  more  useful  to  this  body.  I  hope,  therefore, 
that  reconsideration  will  not  prevail.  I  am  pre- 
pared to  take  action  on  the  order  in  executive 
session  to-day  and  pass  it  upon  our  return  to  the 
Chamber.  I  hope  there  will  be  no  delay.  I  am 
just  as  anxious  as  my  brother  on  the  other  side 
to  have  some  action  taken  which  will  avoid  any 
such  calamity  in  the  future  as  we  have  met  with 
during  the  past  week. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  withdraw  my  motion  to  reconsider  and 
let  this  order  go  into  executive  session,  but  I  hope 
it  will  be  reported  back  to-day. . 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  being 
withdrawn,  the  order  stood  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.

CURFEW  LAW. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of 
age  shall  be,  loiter  or  remain  upon  any  street, 
highway,  park,  square,  thoroughfare,  public  alley, 
public  ground  or  public  place  after  nine  o'clock 
p.  m.,  unless  accompanied  by  a  parent  or  guardian, 
or  other  adult  person,  or  unle.ss  said  child  is  travel- 
ing in  the  most  direct  course  between  the  place 
of  his  employment,  or  an  evening  school  at  which 
he  is  an  attendant,  and  his  home. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
exceeding  five  dollars. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  SMITH — -Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  recon-  ■ 
sideration  in  order  that  I  may  make  this  statement. 
As  I  think  the  Council  will  recognize  at  once  this 
is  the  curfew  ordinance  which  was  drawn  up  two 
years  ago.    At  that  time  I ■ 

Pres.  KENNY— The  Chair  will  rule  that  he  does 
not  think  the  gentleman's  motion  is  in  order 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  make  a 
statement.  Under  the  rules  matters  are  referred 
to  the  committees  for  analysis,  investigation  and 
report.  When  a  matter  is  returned  here  under  a  re- 
port each  member  is  entitled  to  be  heard;  but,  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  statement  after  a 
matter  has  been  referred,  the  Chair  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  councilor's  motion  is  not  in  accordance 
with  and  was  not  contemplated  by  the  rules;  that, 
under  the  rules  of  this  body,  any  member  of  the 
body  presenting  an  order  is  notified  and  is  entitled 
to  be  heard  upon  the  matter  before  the  committee 
to  which  it  is  referred. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  asked  recon- 
sideration, hoping  it  would  prevail,  for  this  reason. 
The  conditions  in  East  Boston  demand  some  such 
ordinance.  Those  conditions  ought  not  to  prevail 
for  one  week  or  one  day  longer.  The  citizens  of 
that  section  of  the  city  are  strongly  aroused  and 
they  demand  from  the  city  fathers  some  action 
which  will  assist  them  in  their  crusade  to  make  that 
section  of  the  city  a  cleaner  and  better  section  to 
live  in.  I  well  know  the  arguments  against  this 
proposed  ordinance.  The  Police  Commissioner 
two  years  ago  stated  that  he  felt  that  such  an 
ordinance  could  not  be  enforced,  because  a  penalty 
or  fine  cannot  be  collected  from  a  child,  nor  is  the 
parent  of  the  child  legally  liable  for  the  fine,  and 
you  cannot  arrest  a  minor.  Nevertheless,  if  we 
had  an  ordinance  such  as  this  on  the  books  it 
would  be  a  great  power  to  restrain  children  from 
being  on  the  streets  and  restrain  parents  from 
allowing  children  to  be  on  the  streets  after  nine 
o'clock.  The  mere  moral  effect  of  such  an  ordi- 
nance would  justify  its  passage.  You  will  remember 
that  two  years  ago  I  asked  that  a  public  hearing 
be  given  on  this  subject,  that  we  had  a  very  large 
hearing  in  the  old  Aldermanie  Chamber  below, 
that  the  expfressions  of  opinion  in  favor  of  this 
ordinance  were  very  strong,  and  that  they  came 
from  the  residential  sections  of  the  city.  At  that 
time  it  was  suggested  that  the  ordinance  apply 
only  to  downtown  Boston,  and  the  part  of  Boston 
which  would  be  most  apt  to  att'ect  children  ad- 
versely, sections  such  as  Chinatown.  I  think, 
however,  that  there  are  residential  parts  of  the 
city,  such  as  South  Boston  and  East  Boston, 
where  the  inhabitants  would  welcome  such  an 
ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if,  under  his  order  as  drawn, 
it  would  not  be  possible  for  a  child  to  go  through 
Chinatown  at  any  hour  of  the  night  provided  he 
was  accompanied  by  an  adult.  His  order  says 
that  he  shall  be  accompanied  by  his  parent, 
guardian  or  any  other  adult.  I  think  the  ordinance 
is  weak  in  that  particular. 

Coun.  SMITH — That  is  so,'  but  he  cannot  go 
there  unaccompanied.  The  ordinance  also  ap- 
plies, as  presented,  to  the  whole  city,  and  if  the 
Council  in  its  wisdom  wants  to  limit  it  to  any  one 
section  of  the  city  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  agree, 
But  I  have  changed  my  mind  from  two  years  ago. 
At  that  time  the  ordinance  was  reported  adversely 
and  I  made  no  objection,  because  I  had  personally 
talked  with  the  Police  Commissioner  and  he  had 
assured  me  that  he  had  no  power  to  enforce  it. 
I  felt  then  that  as  he  had  no  power  to  enforce  it  it 
should  not  be  put  on  the  books.  To-day  with 
the  changed  conditions  in  some  sections  of  the  city 
I   have   come   to   the   conclusion   that   the   moral 
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effect  of  such  an  ordinance  would  be  worth  the 
passage,  and  I  therefore  trust  that  reconsideration 
will  prevail  and  that  we  may  take  this  matter 
UD  at  once. 

Reconsideration  was  declared  lost.  Coun. 
SMITH  doubted  the  vote.  Reconsideration  was 
refused  by  a  rising  vote.

METHODS   OF   ASSESSING. 

Coun.  SMITH  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  hereby  requested  to  petition  the 
Legislature  at  its  next  session  for  the  passage  of 
legislation  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  to  investigate  the  present  methods  of 
assessing  taxes  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  report 
such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  recon- 
sideration of  the  reference.  The  order  has  been 
introduced  because  at  the  last  meeting  I  intro- 
duced an  order  asking  the  Finance  Commission  to 
Ifet  us  know  whether  they  were  going  to  report  on 
orders  passed  by  this  body  three  years  ago.  No 
message  has  been  sent  this  body,  and  I  therefore 
take  it  for  granted  that  they  are  not  going  to  report 
on  the  assessing  .5ystem  in  this  city;  that  they  are 
not  going  to  report  on'  orders  passed  by  this  body 
three  years  ago.  I  have  done  the  cotirteous  thing 
in  regard  to  this  matter.  As  it  is'  a  subject  to  be 
considered  in  this  present  mayorality  campaign, 
it  seems  to  me  if  they  were  going  to  report  they 
should  have  -  done  so  before  the  campaign  went 
any  further.  The  reason  why  it  becomes  important 
to  pass  this  order  is  because  the  Legislature  meets 
the  first  of  January.  It  is  an  important  subjept 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  have  time 
to  draft  a  measure  in  suitable  form.  If  the  Finance 
Commission  is  not  alive  to  the  taxation  question 
and  is  not  willing  to  run  the  risk  of  antagonizing 
certain  large  downtown  property  owners,  the 
sooner  we  learn  it  the  better.  I  think  it  has 
become  apparent  to  everybody  in  the  city  that  the 
Finance  Commission  is  not  willing  to  report  on  tlys 
subject.  It  is  willing  to  investigate  and  report 
on  joy  riding  and  on  an  expenditure  of  $83  by 
Commissioner  Rourke  in  going  to  Detroit.  It  is 
■willing  to  take  up  minor  questions  and  go  into 
them  in  detail  but  it  is  not  willing  to  take  up  one 
of  the  fundamental  questions  in  this  city, —  and 
that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion has  had  two  reports  made  on  this  subject. 
They  have  had  three  years  to  investigate  and 
cannot  claim  lack  of  time.  They  cannot  claim 
lack  of  information,  because  two  experts  have  made 
reports  to  them.  One  report  was  made  shortly 
after  I  introduced  the  orders  three  years  ago,  and 
the  other  about  a  year  later,  when  they  employed 
Mr.  Courtney  Crocker  to  investigate  the  assess- 
ments of  land  as  compared  with  the  selling  values 
of  land  in  this  city.  Both  of  those  reports,  as  I 
happen  to  know,  pointed  to  the  fact  that  assess- 
ments were  nowhere  near  the  selling  value,  and  if 
the  commission  had  not  been  blinded  and  deter- 
mined to  make  no  report  to  this  body,  the  reports 
which  they  had  had  would  have  driven  them  into 
reporting  in  favor  of  some  new  method  of  assessing. 


The  facts  are  before  them  and  they  have  had 
ample  time.  I  say  that  undoubtedly  there  is 
some  hidden  reason.  The  people  of  this  town  are 
left  to  draw  their  own  conclusions  as  to  '«'hether 
the  Finance  Commission  is  protecting  certain 
large  downtown  property  owners  instead  of  playing 
fair  with  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  whether  it  is 
acting  as  a  searchlight  upon  all  municipal  questions, 
or  only  upon  small,  petty  questions,  of  Uttle 
import  to  the  citizens  of  this  city.  I  hope  recon- 
sideration will  prevail.  I  think  the  time  is  drawing 
near  when  we  ought  to  take  this  matter  up  before 
the  Legislature  if  we  cannot  get  action  from  the 
only  official  body  in  this  citj'  provided  to  give  such 
action.  I  don't  want  to  bother  the  City  Council 
at  any  length  at  this  time.  If  the  matter  is 
referred  to  a  committee,  I  will  attend  but  fe-w 
more  meetings  of  the  City  Council.  I  hope,  if 
it  is  referred  to  a  committee,  that  the  majority 
of  the  committee  will  be  manly  and  will  not  take 
the  position  in  this  body  of  carrying  it  over  until 
next  year.  I  can  well  imagine,  as  in  the  case  of 
building  limits,  that  the  subject  may  be  pigeon- 
holed in  the  committee  over  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  seems  to  me,  out  of  deference  to  my  expiring 
term,  and  because  of  the  urgency  of  the  matter, 
also  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  had  all  the  data  and  all  the  time  it 
can  reasonably  request,  that  this  matter  should  be 
reported  promptly  to  the  committee  to  which 
it  is  referred. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  reference  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Reconsideration  of  the  reference  was  refused, 
yeas  3,  nays  5.

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  render 
to  the  City  Council  his  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  said  Council  has  the  right,  by  ordinance, 
to  remedy  existing  conditions  regarding  the  fire 
hazard  in  buildings  which  are  not  properly  equipped 
for  the  safety  of  inmates. 

In  my  opinion  the  General  Court  has  denied  this 
right  to  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 

By  section  1  of  chapter  655  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1913  every  city  except  Boston  may,  for  the 
prevention  of  fire  "and  the  preservation  of  life, 
regulate  by  ordinance  matters  regarding  the  fire 
hazard  so  long  as  such  ordinances  are  consistent 
with  law. 

Boston  is  the  exception,  as  the  Legislature  has 
enacted  a  special  building  law  for  this  city,  which 
contains    provisions    requiring    buildings    to    be 
equipped  for  the  safety  of  the  inmates.

When 
the  bids  for  the  Municipal  Building  were  received  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  the  lowest 
bid  was  found  to  be  in  excess  of  the  appropriation, 
and  various  items  were  eliminated  at  that  time  in 
order  to  bring  the  work  within  the  appropriation. 
The  superintendent  states  that  he  has  been  in- 
formed that  these  items  which  were  omitted  at 
that  time  should  now  be  provided  for,  and  he 
therefore  requests  this  additional  appropriation. 
An  itemized  list  of  the  various  amounts  required 
is  included  in  his  communication.

Dear  Sir, — On  December  19,  1911,  an  appropria- 
tion of  $90,000  was  passed  by  the  City  Council 
to  purchase  a  site  and  to  erect  a  municipal  build- 
ing at  the  corner  of  Oak  and  Tyler  streets.  Ward  7. 
A  committee  of  citizens  in  that  section  of  the  city 
waited  upon  Mr.  T.  Edward  Sheehan,  architect, 
and  advanced  certain  ideas  which  they  wished  to 
have  incorporated  in  the  building  and  plans  and 
specifications  were  drawn  accordingly. 

Proposals  were  called  for  and  when  the  bids 
were  opened  it  was  discovered  that  the  lowest  was 
in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  a  fact  which  you 
were  apprised  of  at  the  time,  and  in  consultation 
with  your  Honor  it  was  decided  to  change  the 
construction  of  the  building,  as  it  seemed  improb- 
able to  get  an  extra  appropriation  at  that  time. 
While  the  change  was  being  made  in  the  plans, 
the  Park  Department,  who 'were  then  preparing 
plans  for  a  convenience  station  on  tlieir  property, 
which  was  adjoining,  conceived  the  idea  that, 
inasmvich  as  their  playground  space  was  limited, 
it  would  be  more  practicable  if  the  conven- 
ience station  could  be  made  a  part  of  the  new 
building,  and  Mr.  Sheehan  drew  plans  accordingly, 
making  it  practically  a  part  of  our  building  and 
extending  same  to  cover  about  eight  feet  of  the 
playground.  The  plans  and  specifications  as  then 
drawn  were  advertised  with  the  same  result. 
The  lowest  bid,  in  the  sum  of  .$85,281,  was  still  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation.  It  was  then  decided 
to  eliminate  certain  features  to  bring  it  within 
the  appropriation,  and  figures  were  obtained  from 
the  two  lowest  bidders.  This  being  done  I  sub- 
mitted a  statement  to  your  Honor  in  which  was 
a  request  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  S22,000, 
which  was  granted  on  June  13,  1913.  I  then 
made  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  S77,881  and  work 
was  begun  on  the  construction  of  the  building, 
which  has  continued  ever  since. 

The  committee  who  waited  on  the  architect 
at  the  first  inception  of  the  building  now  appears 
on  the  scene  and  asks  that  those  features  which 
were  originally  proposed,  but  since  eliminated,  be 
put  back  and  I  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
architect  and  requested  him  to  submit  the  lowest 
estimate  from  the  contractor,  which  he  did  as 
follows:

Dear  Sir, — As  the  playground  on  Tyler  street 
is  approaching  completion,  we  find  that  the  adjoin- 
ing municipal  building  (now  being  built)  is  finished 
with  an  ordinary  rough  party  wall  toward  the 
playground,  the  presentable  face  work  of  the  street 
fronts  being  stopped  at  the  corner  of  the  building. 

The  frontage  on  this  open  city  playground  seems 
to  us  more  important  than  that  on  the  compara- 
tively narrow  streets,  but  at  any  rate  important 
enough  to  receive  a  certain  modest  consideration.

Dear  ■  Sir, — In  reference  to  the  matter  of  the 
request  for  loan  order  of  $12.5,000  for  buildings  at 
Mattapan,  I  am  informed  that  delay  has  resulted 
because  of  the  failure  to  file  certain  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  proposed  buildings,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  cost. 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  buildings  contem- 
plated, which  will  be  built  if  the  loan  order  re- 
quested is  granted,  are  additional  units  of  a  general 
scheme  of  buildings  approved  some  years  ago. 
The  main  ward  building  will  be  of  the  type  of  the 
two  wards  already  constructed,  and  will  cost 
approximately  the  same.  The  cottages  asked  for 
are  of  the  general  type  of  the  cottages  now  in 
operation  at  Mattapan,  and  will  cost  approximately 
the  same. 

I  can,  if  you  desire,  submit  for  your  information 
a  plan  of  one  of  the  ward  units  and  also  a  plan  of 
the  cottages  now  existing,  which  can  be  borrowed 
from  the  architects.  These  buildings ,  for  which 
the  money  is  requested  will,  in  general,  follow 
these  types,  and  the  cost  will  be  about  the  same, 
the  only  difference  being  in  whatever  change 
which  may  be  made  in  the  cost  of  materials  and 
labor  since  our  first  buildings  were  erected.

The  building  of  a  dike  over  the  Dacia  street 
retaining  wall  would  be  decidedly  dangerous  to 
the  homes  of  those  living  opposite  the  playground, 
as  the  dike  would  be  liable  to  give  way  during  the 
winter.

Gentlemen, — Bj'  direction  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission  I  inclose  herewith  copy 
of  a  communication  in  regard  to  the  acceptance 
of  chapter  363  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  which  was 
sent  this  day  to  the  Acting  Mayor.

Hon.  Thomas  J.  Kenny, 

Acting  Mayor  of  Boston: 

Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  respectfully 
suggests  that  you  submit  to  the  City  Council  for 
consideration  at  its  meeting  to  be  held  on  Decem- 
ber 22,  1913,  the  necessity  of  accepting  section  2  of 
chapter  363  of  the  Acts  of  1913.  Section  2  of  said 
chapter  authorizes  the  School  Committee  to  appro- 
priate for  the  High  School  of  Commerce  $100,000, 
in  addition  to  the  amounts  authorized  by  previous 
statutes;  and  section  5  provides  that  section  2  shall 
take  effect  "if  approved  within  the  calendar  year 
1913  by  the  Mayor  and  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston."  As  the  time  for  action 
expires  on  December  31,  1913,  it  is  essential  that 
the  section  in  question  be  accepted  on  December 
22,  in  order  to  avoid  further  delay  in  the  erection 
of  the  High  School  of  Commerce.  This  seems  to 
the  commission  to  be  a  matter  not  admitting  of 
delay. 

The  amount  previously  authorized,  $600,000, 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  project. 
The  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  have  selected  a 
site  in  the  Fenway  district  on  Avenue  Louis 
Pasteur  containing  approximately  75,000  square 
feet,  a  part  of  which  is  assessed  for  75  cents  per 
square  foot  and  the  remainder  for  80  cents  per 
square  foot.  They  have  estimated  that  the  cost 
of  the  land  plus  the  amount  needed  for  the  build- 
ing, architects'  fees,  furnishing,  temporary  heat- 
ing and  other  incidentals  will  be  approximately 
$650,000,  or  $50,000  more  than  the  amount  now 
authorized. 

A  financial  statement  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  accept 
section  2  of.  chapter  363  of  the  Acts  of  1913  at  its 
meeting  on  December  22  next. 

2.  'That  the  acceptance  of  section  2  be  certified 
to  the  School  Committee  so  that  it  may  appro- 
priate the  $50,000  necessary  to  complete  the  project.

Judicial  Court  (referred  November  24)  for  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $400  for  clerk  hire — ■ 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following: 


Ordered,  That  until  otherwise  ordered,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amounts  heretofore  allowed  for  clerical 
assistance  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  said 
amount  being  $9,750,  there  be  allowed  a  further 
amount  of  S400,  making  said  total  $10,150;  said 
sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  County 
of  Suffolk,  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  communication  from  clerk's 
office.  Municipal  Criminal  Court  (referred  October 
6),  relative  to  appointment  of  male  probation 
officer  and  fixing  of  salary,  also  fixing  salary  of 
female  probation  officer — recommending  the  pass- 
age of  the  foUow-ing: 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  Victor  Vance 
Anderson  and  Alfretta  P.  McClure,  male  assistant 
officer  and  female  assistant  officer,  respectively, 
of  the  Municipal  Criminal  Court,  Boston,  deter- 
mined by  the  chief  justice  of  said  court  at  the  rate 
of  $2,000  and  $1,500  per  annum,  respectively,  to 
date  from  October  6,  1913,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  approved,  said  sums  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  County  of  Suffolk,  Municipal 
Criminal  Court,  Boston. 

Coun.  WATSON  dissents. 

The  question  came  on  accepting  the  report. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  1  desire  to 
enlighten  the  Council  on  this  matter  at  this  time. 
As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  County  Ac- 
counts 1  dissented  from  the  committee's  report. 
Three  of  the  five  members  were  present  when  this 
matter  was  considered.  It  had  been  before  that 
committee  for  a  considerable  time,  a  month  or 
more.  I  took  exceptions  to  approving  the  salary 
of  Victor  Vance  Anderson,  iVl.  D.  1  have  no 
objection  to  approving  the  salary  of  the  female 
probation  officer  and  wish  that  I  could  separate 
the  Older  so  as  to  do  it.  My  opposition  to  accept- 
ing the  report  of  the  committee  so  far  as  approving 
the  salary  of  Victor  Vance  Anderson  is  concerned, 
is  not  personal.  But  1  am  a  resident  of  Boston 
and  of  Suffolk  County  and  1  am  one  of  the  nine 
representatives  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  which 
is  a  pait  of  the  county.  The  justices  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Couit,  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1913, 
— which  contained  a  joker,  by  the  way, — had  the 
right  to  appoint  an  additional  probation  officer. 
Under  the  law  they  can  appoint  such  officer  and  we 
have  nothing  to  say  as  to  who  he  shall  be  or  regard- 
ing his  fitness.  We  merely  have  the  power,  as 
County  Commissioners,  to  approve  the  salary  as 
arranged  for  by  the  justices  of  the  Municipal 
Court.  The  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  had 
under  consideration  a  number  of  candidates  for 
probation  officer.  In  their  wisdom  they  selected 
a  gentleman  who  is  supposed  to  be  well  versed  in 
psychology,  a  mental  expert,  a  man  who  has  had 
some  experience  in  the  Psychopathic  Hospital  in 
Boston,  a  young  man  perhaps  of  much  ability, 
a  young  man  born  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and 
who,  as  the  chief  probation  officer  told  me,  had 
been  wandering  all  over  the  country,  finally 
landing  in  Cambridge,  and,  although  he  has  resided 
in  Cambridge  and  has  Uved  in  Massachusetts  for 
three  years,  he  has  not  seen  fit  to  register  as  a  voter 
in  the  Commonwealth,  not  having  even  arranged 
to  pay  a  poll  tax.  Yet  he  is  selected  by  the  judges 
of  the  Municipal  Court  as  one  of  the  probation 
experts  for  this  work,  a  man  living  outside  of  the 
county,  and  the  people  of  the  county  are  to  be 
called  on  to  pay  him  S2,000  a  year.  It  may  be 
that  the  justices  of  the  Municipal  Court  have  in 
their  judgment  picked  the  best  man.  I  am 
wiUing  to  admit  that  he  has  considerable  fitness. 
I  interrogated  the  other  day  before  the  Committee 
on  County  Accounts — after  some  difficultj^  with  the 
chairman,  who  wanted  to  ask  the  questions  for 
me — and  tried  to  find  out  from  the  gentleman 
what  his  duties  were  to  be.  He  "ducked,"  to 
use  a  slang  phrase,  aU  the  time.  Now,  his  duty 
is  supposed  to  be,  when  a  defective  comes  up 
there  under  a  charge  of  drunkenness  or  vagrancy, 
to  look  him  over  and  decide  whether  he  should 
go  to  Deer  Island,  the  House  of  Correction  or  jail, 
or  whether  he  .shall  be  treated  as  an  insane  criminal. 
1  tried  to  find  out  from  this  man,  with  this  knowl- 
edge regarding  mental  diseases  and  the  care  of 
defectives,  how  he  was  going  about  it  when  it  came 
to  deciding  what  was  to  be  done  with  men  brought 
up  for  drunkenness  or  vagrancy,  or  as  insane 
criminals,  liable  to  be  sent  away  to  the  House  of 
Correction,  the  jail  or  some  other  institution.  I 
tried  to  find  out  from  him,  for  instance,  where 
these  defectives,  if  they  were  adjudged  insane,  were 
to  be  sent,  and  he  could  not  tell  me.  He  did  not 
know  where  they  went  to.     He  did  not  know  that 
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they  went  to  the  Bridgewater  Hospital  for  Insane 
Criminals,  where  to-day  40  per  cent  of  men  charged 
with  drunkenness  and  vagrancy  are  rubbing  elbows 
with  murderers,  highwaymen  and  the  worst  of 
criminals.  He  could  not  answer  my  questions. 
All  he  knew  was  that  he  could  look  them  in  the 
eye  and  would  know  whether  they  were  defective 
or  not.  Well,  1  can  size  up  defectives  sometimes, 
and  it  may  be  that  he  didn't  look  good  to  me.  I 
think  it  entirely  wrong  for  the  judges  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Court  to  select  a  man  outside  of  Suffolk 
County  for  the  position  of  probation  officer,  when 
the  male  citizens  of  Winthrop,  Revere  and  Boston, 
comprising  135,000  or  140,000  voters,  who  have 
to  pay  the  bills,  are  not  considered.  I  believe 
the  voters  and  citizens  of  Suffolk  County  should 
be  at  least  considered  in  a  matter  of  this  kind, 
in  the  selection  of  a  man  to  fill  such  a  position, 
without  practically  being  told  in  this  offhand  way 
that  there  is  not  a  man  in  Suffolk  County  competent 
to  perform  the  labors  that  are  required  of  Dr. 
Victor  Vance  Anderson.  While  1  realize  that 
we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  selection  of  the 
man  for  this  position,  we  do  have  something  to  say 
about  the  payment  of  his  salary,  and  1  say  this 
much,  that  1  will  not  vote  to  approve  of  his  salary. 
I  cannot  pass  upon  his  fitness,  or  1  cannot  approve 
or  disapprove  of  his  appointment,  but  I  can,  to 
the  extent  of  my  vote  at  least,  express  my  feelings 
in  the  matter  of  the  payment  of  the  salary,  and 
perhaps  with  other  votes  in  this  Board  we  might 
withhold  his  salary — and  I  clon't  know  any  re- 
formers who  work  for  nothing.  I  shall  not  vote 
for  this  order,  either  for  Miss  McClure  or  Mr. 
Anderson,  unless  it  can  be  divided  and  I  will  ask 
the  Chair  if  it  is  possible  for  me  to  have  a  division 
of  the  question,  in  order  that  we  may  vote  upon 
Miss  McClure  first? 

President  KENNY — -The  question  is  first  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  report,  ancl  after  the  report  has 
been  accepted  the  councilor  can  then  move  to 
strike  out. 

Coun.  WATSON— Of  course,  Mr.  President,  I 
dissented  from  the  report,  and  I  sincerely  trust 
that  the  report  will  not  be  accepted.  I  desire  that 
when  the  vote  is  taken  it  be  taken  by  roll  call,  on 
the  question  of  passing  the  order. 

President  KENNY — The  question  is  first  on 
accepting  the  report. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

President  KENNY — The  question  now  comes 
on  the  adoption  of  the  order.  The  gentleman  has 
a  right  to  move  to  strike  out. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
move  to  amend  by  striking  out  of  the  order  the 
name  of  Victor  Vance  Anderson  and  his  salary, 
so  that  the  order  will  simply  apply  to  Alfretta  E. 
McClure,  the  female  assistant  probation  officer. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Watson's  motion 
to  strike  out. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  question 
before  this  Council  is  a  fairly  simple  one.  It  is 
this:  Whether  or  not  we,  sitting  as  County  Com- 
n)issioners,  shall  approve  the  salary  of  a  man 
picked  by  the  Chief  Justice  and  associate  justices 
of  the  Boston  Mimicipal  Court?  Before  pro- 
ceeding I  would  like  to  read  the  statute  under 
which  they  are  acting,  and  I  think  it  will  throw  a 
great  deal  of  light  on  this  question.  It  is  chapter 
612  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  being  "An  Act  to  Increase 
the  Probation  Service  of  the  Municipal  Court  of 
the  City  of  Boston." 

"Section  1.  The  chief  justice  of  the  municipal 
court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  associate  justices  of  said  court,  may  appoint 
such  male  and  female  assistant  probation  officers 
as  the  justices  of  the  court  shall  determine  to  be 
necessary  for  said  eouit." 

Mr.  President, ■ 

Coun.  WATSON— Read  all  of  the  act,  please. 
The  joker  I  want  to  bring  out. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  with  your 
consent  I  shall  read  section  2  for  the  benefit  of  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  spoken: 

"Section  2.  Section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  forty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  words  'Revised  Laws,'  in  the  seventh  line,  the 
words:  And  for  such  other  work  in  connection 
with  its  probation  service  as  the  justices  of  said 
court  shall  determine,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  1.  The  municipal  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  may  employ  such  clerical  assistance  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  keeping,  indexing  and 
consolidation  of  the  records  required  to  be  kept  in 
said  court  under  the  provisions  of  section  forty 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twelve  and  section 


oighty-foui  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventeen 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  for  such  other  work  in 
connection  with  its  probation  service  as  the  justices 
of  said  court  shall  determine.  The  compensation 
for  such  service,  which  shall  be  fixed  bv  the  court, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  County  of  Suffolk,  upon 
vouc?hers  approved  by  the  court. 

"Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage." 

Mr.  President,  under  that  act  it  is  very  clear 
that  the  only  one  to  have  any  right  in  the  matter 
of  the  selection  of  those  appointees  under  the  act 
—  namely,  probation  officers — are  the  justices  of 
the  Municipal  Court.  What  have  we  to  do  with 
the  question?  Only  to  approve  the  salaries  as 
fixed  by  the  judges  for  the  probation  officer.  It 
is  a  fair,  simple  question.  For  some  years,  the 
four  years  that  I  have  been  in  the  government, 
every  time  when  the  judge  of  a  municipal  or 
district  court  sends  an  appointment  to  us,  we 
naturally  approve  the  salary.  All  we  have  to  pass 
upon  is  the  adequacy  of  the  salary.  We  have 
already  done  that  a  number  of  times  this  year. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if  I  have  not  said  all  that  he 
has  said?  Isn't  it  true  that  I  said  all  we  had  the 
power  to  do  was  to  approve  the  salary?  I  said 
that  we  could  not  pass  upon  the  fitness  of  the 
candidate,  that  that  was  the  duty  of  the  chief 
justice  and  the  associate  justices. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I,  was  unaware  that  the 
gentleman  was  making  an  argument  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  order.  I  assumed  that  he  was  against 
it. 

Coun.  WATSON— Quite  a  joke. 
Coun.  COLLINS — As  to  the  act  under  which 
we  are  acting,  in  the  first  place,  all  we  have  to 
consider  is  the  adequacy  of  the  salary.  In  the 
matter  of  the  fitness  of  the  individual,  while  that 
is  not  a  question  for  us  to  consider,  at  the  gentle- 
man's suggestion  I  had  Dr.  Anderson  and  Mr. 
Sargent,  the  head  of  that  department,  before  the 
Committee  on  County  Accounts.  I  furthermore 
interviewed  Chief  .lustice  Bolster  in  respect  to  the 
matter.  Chief  .Justice  Bolster  said  that  this  was 
a  novel  appointment  and  that  before  he  made  it 
he  thought  he  ought  to  go  into  it  very  carefully. 
He  went  to  leading  specialists  of  this  city,  asking 
them  to  recommend  a  man.  It  did  not  matter  to 
him  where  the  man  came  from.  What  he  wanted 
was  the  best  man  to  take  care  of  and  help  the 
vmfortunates  who  came  before  the  tribunal.  As  a 
result  he  selected  this  man.  He  did  not  know  where 
the  man  lived  or  where  he  came  from,  knew 
nothing  about  him  except  that  he  had  done  con- 
siderable work  along  this  line.  With  the  residence 
of  the  appointee  he  had  nothing  to  do.  As  a  case 
in  point  T  would  refer  to  the  action  of  Governor 
Foss,  and  the  possible  action  later  of  Governor- 
elect  W.alsh  on  a  coUateial  matter.  We  havf  .sitting 
here  with  us  a  member  of  the  next  Governoi's 
Council.  If  the  next  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, David  I.  Walsh,  should  see  fit  to  send  in 
an  appointment  of  an  associate  justice  of  the  court, 
the  fact  tliat  he  should  send  in  the  name  of  a  man 
living  in  Arlington,  to  act  as  judge  in  one  of  our, 
Suffolk  County  couits,  would  have  absolutely  no 
healing  on  the  question  of  the  fitness  or  propriety 
of  the  appointment.  That  is  just  what  Governor 
Foss  did.  He  appointed  as  an  associate  justice 
of  one  of  our  courts  a  man  living  in  Arlington, 
and  I  never  heard  a  protest  from  the  gentleman 
or  from  any  other  gentleman  living  in  Boston 
against  that  appointment  on  that  ground.  That 
was  a  much  stronger  case  th-tn  this.  The  fact  is 
that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  ai^provnl  of 
the  appointment.  The  sole  question  with  which 
we  have  to  do  is  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  salary, 

and  I  want  to  ,'ffer  here 

Coun.     WATSON— Mr.     President,     will     the 
gentleman  yield  for  one  more  question? 
Coun.  COLLINS— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman  if  the  City  Council  has  to  approve  the 
judge's  salary?    Isn't  that  fixed  by  statute? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Of  course,  the  City  Council 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  judge's  salary. 
Coun.  WATSON— Well,  there  you  are. 
Coun.  COLLINS — ^I  was  simply  trying  to  make 
an  analogous  argument,  the  case  I  brought  up 
being  a  stronger  case  from  the  gentleman's  stand- 
point, where  the  GoA^ernor's  Council  votes  to 
approve  the  appointment  of  a  man  as  a  judge  in 
one  of  our  courts  who  is  not  even  a  resident  of  the 
county.-  Before  closing,  Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  offer,  and  to  have  it  incorporated  in  the  minutes 
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of  this  meeting,  an  article  which  appeared  in  the 
November  issue  of  the  "Journal  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Criminal  Law  and  Criminology." 
The  article  is  as  follows : 

"An  Important  Appointment  in  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Boston. 

"The  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City 
of  Boston  have  just  appointed  Victor  V.  Anderson, 
M.  D.,  as  an  assistant  probation  officer  in  that 
court.  Doctor  Anderson,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
medical  training,  is  a  special  stud^ent  of  psychology, 
and  is  at  present  an  assistant  instructor  in  psychol- 
ogy in  Harvard  Universitj-.  He  has  also  been  an 
assistant  for  the  last  two  years  in  the  Summer 
School  courses  given  at  Harvard  bj'  Dr.  WUham 
Healy,  of  Chicago,  in  Abnormal  Psychology,  with 
special  reference  to  delinquents.  He  is  assistant 
physician  at  the  Boston  Psychopathic  Hospital,  a 
Reaching  Fellow  in  Psychiatry  in  the  Graduate 
School  of  Medicine  in  Harvard  University,  giving 
a  course  on  the  diagnosis  of  feeblemindedness  to 
post-graduate  physicians,  and  since  the  opening  of 
the  Boston  State  Hospital  has  been  on  the  medical 
staff  in  the  Psychopathic  Department,  carrying 
on  a  special  investigation  of  mental  defectives. 

"The  appointment  of  Doctor  Anderson  to  his 
present  post  is  a  frank  admission  by  the  judges 
of  that  court  of  the  need  of  an  expert  in  matters  of 
medicine  and  psychology,  in  supplementation  of 
its  ordinary  probation  work,  and  the  appointment 
is  made  in  the  hope  and  expectation  that  his 
services  will  be  valuable,  not  only  to  the  judges  of 
the  court  in  determining  criminal  responsibiUty 
of  prisoners,  and  lesser  degrees  of  feeblemindedness 
indicating  necessity  for  medical  rather  than  penal 
treatment,  but  also  of  assistance  to  the  remainder 
of  the  probation  force  of  the  court  through  his 
expert  training  in  matters  of  psychology,  in  indicat- 
ing proper  methods  of  treatment  of  persons  on 
probation. 

"Appointments  of  this  sort  are  the  logical  con- 
sequences of  the  doctrine  of  Individualism  of 
punishment.  We  must  know  the  individual  to 
whom  punishment  is  to  be  fitted  unless  we  are 
willing  to  go  on,  in  an  archaic  fashion,  making  the 
extent  and  nature  of  penal  treatment  depend  upon 
the  offense  committed;  the  theft  of  a  doUar  watch 
or  of  a  high  grade  automobile,  for  instance.  We 
are  not  willing  to  go  on  that  way.  The  develop- 
ment in  Boston  is  exactly  in  the  hue  of  progress 
that  is  most  earnestly  urged  by  the  Institute  of 
Criminal  Law  and  Criminology.  The  Committee 
of  the  Institute  on  Methods  of  Recording  Data 
Concerning  Criminals  has  recommended  the  crea- 
tion of  just  such  situations  in  our  own  courts  as 
that  which  Doctor  Anderson  has  come  to  fill  in 
Boston.  The  last  report  of  this  committee  is  now 
in  bulletin  form  and  may  be  obtained  from  the 
secretary  at  iVIadison.  The  rapid  development  of  a 
department  for  research  in  the  state  reformatory 
at  Jefferson\iUe,  Indiana,  is  another  hopeful  sign 
of  the  times  in  American  criminology.

I  ask  to  have  that  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of 
the  Council — and  I  repeat  what  I  said  in  the  first 
place,  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  -nith  the  merits 
of  the  appointment.  That  question  is  settled  by  the 
law,  which  I  have  read.  The  only  question  upon 
which  we  have  to  pass  is  the  adequacy  of  the 
salary.  We  have  done  that  already  in  other  cases, 
and  we  should  do  it  now  in  this  case. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  may  be  that 
if  I  were  practicing  in  the  Municipal  Courts  I 
might  wobble  on  this  thing,  too.  But  I  am  not  a 
lawyer.  The  gentleman  speaks  about  the  article 
in  that  medical  magazine,  or  whatever  it  may  be. 
He  must  know  that  such  articles  can  be  purchased 
at  so  much  a  column  without  any  difficulty.  The 
point  he  raised  about  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Brackett  of  Arlington  as  justice  of  one  of  our 
courts  by  Governor  Foss  has  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  this  question.  If  I  had  not  asked  the 
question  I  did  he  might  have  got  away  with  it. 
But  the  fact  is  that  we  have  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  justices. 
I  am  entirely  consistent  in  the  position  I  take. 
I  have  been  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  tliis 
body  fairly  consistent  I  think,  and  I  hope  I  will 
continue  to  be  so.  The  gentleman  has  stated 
correctly  that  the  law  specifies  how  this  man  shall 
be  appointed  and  that  we  have  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  passing  on  the  fitness  of  the  appointment. 
Personally  I  am  very  glad  that  we  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  appointment.  If  we  had,  I  prob- 
ably  would  lose   a  thousand  friends,   who  would 


want  the  job.  i  am  glad  that  it  is  in  other  hands. 
But  I  am  against  the  principle  of  any  department 
of  the  state  or  city  selecting  outside  of  Suffolk 
County  a  man  for  a  position  that  I  believe  we 
have  men  in  Suffolk  County  that  can  fill,  men 
who  would  be  just  as  good  men  for  the  position 
as  this  man  who  has  been  appointed.  1  know  that 
there  are  many  physicians  in  Boston,  able  men, 
who  have  an  income  of  less  than  82,000  a  year,  and 
who  would  welcome  this  appointment,  and  who 
would  no  doubt  be  glad  to  be  candidates  for  it. 
But  that  is  neither  here  nor  there.  1  am  opposed, 
in  so  far  as  I  have  any  authority  in  the  matter, 
to  paying  a  salary  to  a  man  who  during  his  entire 
three  years'  residence  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts 
has  lived  in  Middlesex  County  and  who  has  not 
even  taken  interest  enough  in  pubhc  affairs  to 
become  a  voter  in  Massachusetts.  He  is  evidently 
a  man  who  is  not  interested  in  civic  affairs  in 
his  community,  entirely  aside  from  the  fact 
that  he  comes  from  outside  the  county.  I 
know  that  the  councilor  is  very  conservative  and 
careful  in  his  attitude  towards  the  courts,  but  he 
knows,  and  must  know,  in  his  heart,  that  such 
appointments  should  not  be  made.  I  feel  that 
he  agrees  with  me  that  the  Chief  Justice  should 
not  select  for  a  position  of  this  kind  a  man  who  has 
spent  his  entire  time  in  Middlesex  County  and 
who  has  not  been  sufficiently  interested  in  civic 
affairs  during  his  three  years'  residence  in  the 
state  to  become  a  voter  in  Massachusetts.  I  feel 
that  the  gentleman  agrees  with  me  that  such  an 
appointment  should  not  be  made,  when  the  tax- 
payers of  Suffolk  County  have  to  pay  the  bills. 
I  think  the  gentleman  has  a  human  side,  even  if  he 
does  not  often  show  it,  and  I  believe  he  is  opposed 
to  a,nything  of  that  sort.  But  when  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court  sends  for  Coun. 
Collins  and  sits  down  with  him  in  the.  lobby, 
he  makes  him  almost  think  that  he  is  the  leader 
of  the  bar  of  Suffolk  County.  Then  the  Proba- 
tion Chief  comes  down  and  waits  on  Coun.  Collins. 
He  doesn't  bother  much  with  me,  but  he  sends 
for  Coun.  CoUins  and  talks  it  over,  and  there  is  no 
thought  of  patting  me  on  the  back  until  they  find 
out  that  I  am  sinking  my  teeth  into  it.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  this  man  is  competent  to  hold  the 
position.  One  of  my  best  friends  has  told  me  so. 
But  he  is  no  more  competent  than  fifty  or  one 
hundred  men  in  Suffolk  County.  I  would  ask 
you,  Mr.  President,  if  you  yourself  do  not  know 
of  inen  in  Boston  who  would  be  suitable  men  for 
this  position,  men  perhaps  older  than  the  man 
selected,  men  who  are  experts  in  mental  matters 
and  who  know  something  about  psychology, 
men  who  would  be  thoroughly  competent  to  fill 
that  position  of  probation  officer  in  Suffolk  County, 
to  which  Victor  Vance  Anderson  of  Cambridge  has 
been  appointed?  Let  us  be  fair  in  this  matter. 
I  don't  care  how  others  may  look  at  this,  but  I 
am  the  custodian  of  my  own  opinion  and  my 
own  vote.  I  am  going  to  vote  against  spending 
S2,000  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  of 
Suffolk  Countj',  upon  a  resident  of  Cambridge 
and  Middlesex  County,  who  is  not  even  a  legal 
voter  in  Massachusetts,  who  has  not  had  sufficient 
pride  to  become  registered  in  three  3fears.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  to  honestly  answer  this 
question,  whether  he  can  show  me  a  man  in 
Middlesex  County  who  resides  in  Suffolk  County, 
who  holds  a  job  that  pays  a  nickel?  I  beUeve  in 
reciprocity.  I  am  oppcsed  to  pajing  S2,000  to 
this  gentleman  in  connection  with  this  position. 
I  am  not  against  him  personally,  but  upon 
principle. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  gentleman  that  we  have  nothing  to  clo  with 
the  appointment  itself.  It  seems  to  me  that  he 
ought  to  try  to  argue  his  case  with  the  justices 
of  the  Municipal  Court  before  the  appointment 
comes  in.  After  it  is  here,  all  we  have  to  do  in 
the  matter  is  to  approve  the  salary. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  yield  or  will  withdraw  the  order  or  will 
lay  it  on  the  table,  and  the  Chief  Justice  will  give 
nie  an  audience,  I  will  go  and  talk  it  over  -nith 
him.  I  did  not  know  that  the  man  was  to  be 
appointed,  or  I  might  have  protested  at  the  time. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  tliis  order 
has  been  before  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts 
for  the  last  two  months.  At  the  request  of  the 
gentleman  we  have  postponed  action  from  time 
to  time.  I  believe  tliis  is  the  time  for  action,  and 
I  believe  that  we  ought  to  act  now.  I  trust  that 
the  Council  will  act  favorably  upon  this  order. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
prepared  to  vote  for  this  order  to-day.     If  it  is

true,  as  Coun.  Watson  says,  that  the  gentleman 
appointed  is  not  even  a  citizen  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  a  voter  In  the  Commonwealth,  I  don't 
think  he  ought  to  be  appointed  as  a  probation 
oiEcer. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
furnish  some  information  in  one  word  to  the 
councilor,  if  he  will   allow  me  to  do  so. 

President  KENNY — ^Does  the  member  yield 
for  a  question? 

Coun.  McDonald— Yes,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
state  to  the  councilor  from  Charlestown  (Coun. 
McDonald)  that  the  gentleman,  Mr.  Anderson, 
told  me  that  he  has  never  got  registered  yet  in 
Massachusetts,  although  he  has  lived  in  Cambridge 
for  three  years, — Mr.  Victor  Vance  Anderson! 

Coun.  McDONALD^Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  entire  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  reference  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, if  the  committee  will  act  upon  the  matter 
with  reasonable  dispatch.  If  that  is  the  intention 
of  the  gentleman  in  making  the  motion,  I  will 
agree  to  it.  Otherwise  I  shall  disagree  and  shall 
ask  for  a  roU  call.  I  would  like  to  hear  from  the 
gentleman  who  made  the  motion  in  regard  to  that 
matter. 

President  KENNY — -I  think  the  councilor  did 
not  hear  the  suggestion. 

Coun.  COLLINS — That  if  it  is  the  gentleman's 
intention  to  have  the  Executive  Committee  act 
upon  the  matter  with  reasonable  dispatch,  one 
way  or  the  other,  either  for  or  against,  at  this  . 
or  "the  next  meeting,  I  shall  agree  to  that  motion. 
But  I  believe  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts 
has  gone  into  the  matter  thoroughly  and  that  the 
Council  is  well  versed  in  the  situation  as  presented 
by  .-the  arguments  here  to-day.  Therefore,  I 
would  ask  the  gentleman  who  made  the  motion  if 
it  is  his  intention  that  the  matter  shall  be  acted 
upon  in  the  oonunittee  with  reasonable  dispatch? 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  making  the  motion  is  that  I  would  like  to  talk 
with  Mr.  Anderson  and  find  out  why  he  has  not 
become  a  voter  in  the  Commonwealth.  Why  should 
we  vote  to  pass  this  order,  unless  we  feel  that  it  is 
a  proper  one?  In  doing  so  we  will  be  practically 
confirming  the  appointment,  because  unless  we 
vote  to  approve  the  salary  he  will  not  get  any 
salary.  If  the  man  is  not  interested  enough  in 
affairs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
register  as  a  voter  and  to  vote  in  the  Common- 
wealth, I  don't  think  he  ought  to  hold  such  a 
responsible  position  as  probation  officer.  I  think 
we  should  at  least  talk  with  him  about  it  and  find 
out  his  reasons  for  not  registering  as  a  voter  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  see 
what  right  any  member  of  this  Board  has  to  try, 
in  connection  with  a  motion  of  this  sort,  to  bind 
the  Executive  Committee  in  the  matter  of  action, 
as  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  seems  to  be 
trying  to  do.  If  it  goes  there,  I  shall  try  to  keep 
it  there.  I  will  be  frank  with  you  in  that  matter. 
He  speaks  of  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts 
considering  this  matter.  There  are  five  members 
of  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts,  and  three 
of  us  were  present.  I  voted  to  dissent;  the  gentle- 
man voted  to  report  the  bill,  and  Coun.  Attridge 
said,  "Let  us  report  it  back  there  and  have  it  out 
on  the  floor."  So  it  wasn't  much  of  a  report  of 
the  Committee  on  County  Accounts. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  to  refer  this  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  I  will  say  now  that  I  shall  favor 
returning  it  to  this  body  to-day  or  at  the  next 
meeting.  I  have  no  objection,  however,  to  its 
being  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
this  time. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
who  made  the  motion  is  not  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee. Since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Council  I  have  known  him  to  be  extremely  fair 
in  granting  the  wishes  of  his  associates.  My 
suggestion  is  that  the  matter  has  been  gone  into 
thoroughly  and  that  we  ought  to  have  action  one 
way  or  the  other.  Personally  I  don't  want  to 
crowd  the  proposition  through.  I  want  to  give  the 
gentleman  an  opportunity  to  look  into  it.  But 
I  put  myself  on  record  now  as  saying  that  I  am 
going  to  insist  on  action  on  this  thing  in  the 
immediate  future. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  think  the  speech 
of  the  last  gentleman  ought  to  be  engraved  on 
the  tablets  of    this  body — that  he  is  in  favor  of 


action.  If  there  is  a  motto  that  this  body  has 
needed  during  the  last  three  years,  it  is  that — that 
it  is  in  favor  of  action.  If  there  is  one  body  in 
all  my  experience  that  has  been  lethargic,  that  has 
been  prone  to  inaction,  it  is  this  City  Council. 
I  am  going  to  vote  for  action.  It  is  chronic  with 
me.  I  believe  in  action.  Neither  one  of  the 
gentlemen  has  brought  any  charge  against  this  man 
as  to  his  competency  to  fill  the  office.  The  only 
charge  is  that  he  is  not  a  voter  and  has  not  been  a 
voter  in  three  years'  residence  in  the  Common- 
wealth. The  fact  that  a  man  is  a  voter  in  the 
Commonwealth  is  no  prerequisite  to  this  office. 
Naturally  I  am  a  little  diffident  in  talking  on  the 
subject  of  voters,  but  we  have  put  into  office  in  this 
city,  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  several  gentle- 
men who  have  not  previously  been  voters  in  Boston 
or  in  the  Commonwealth.  That  is  no  charge  to 
bring  against  a  man,  that  he  is  not  a  voter  here. 
I  would  welcome  the  best  man  we  can  get,  and  it 
the  justices  have  decided  that  this  man  is  able — • 
and  Coun.  Watson  has  no  objection  to  raise  to 
his  ability  for  the  office — why  not  let  us  act  as  the 
last  speaker  has  said,  and  vote  this  salary?  I 
heartily  oppose  any  putting  over  of  the  matter, 
either  through  reference  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 
If,  however,  there  are  any  charges  as  to  the  ability 
of  the  man  to  fill  the  office,  I  will  not  only  not  vote 
to  approve  his  salary,  but  would  be  wilhng  to 
amend  for  an  aiiiendment  that  it  should  be  5  cents. 

Coun.  McDonald— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  such  men  as  the  speaker  has  referred  to, 
brought  here  by  the  Mayor  from  outside,  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  argument  in  this  case.  I 
think  I  know  who  he  means.  The  gentleman  who 
was  last  brought  here  in  that  way  to  take  a  respon- 
sible position  was  brought  here  directly  and 
appointed.  That  is  a  different  proposition  from 
that  of  a  man  who  has  lived  here  or  in  Cambridge 
for  three  years,  and  has  not  sufficiently  realized 
the  responsibilities  of  citizenship  to  become  a 
registered  voter.  I  don't  know  anything  about 
the  man,  as  to  whether  he  is  competent  or  not, 
and  I  think  I  ought  to  know.  I  would  like  to  talk 
with  the  man,  to  talk  with  somebody  who  knows 
him  or  to  talk  with  him  directly  and  find  out 
whether  he  is  competent  or  not.  I  would  say 
nothing  about  a  man's  citizenship  if  he  were 
brought  here  say  a  month  ago,  to  take  that  job. 
That  is  a  different  proposition.  But  he  has  been 
in  Cambridge  for  three  years,  in  another  county, 
and  he  admits  that  he  did  not  think  enough  of 
voting,  of  the  privileges  of  citizenship,  to  become 
a  registered  voter;  and  then  he  is  appointed  pro- 
bation officer,  to  take  care  of  men  who  are  charged 
with  different  offences,  and  he  will  have  occasion 
to  tell  them  time  and  time  again  that  they  have 
not  got  a  settlement  in  Boston,  something  like 
that,  or  in  this  county,  where  he  himself  never 
paid  a  poll  tax.  Possibly  I  might  like  to  ask  that 
gentleman  whether  or  not  he  has  ever  paid  a  poll 
tax  or  voted.  He  has  not  voted  in  Massachusetts 
and  admits  that  he  has  not.  I  may  vote  for  him, 
and  I  am  not  now  opposing  his  appointment  or 
questioning  his  ability.  But  I  think  I  am  entitled* 
to  know  his  reasons  for  not  becoming  a  voter  and 
what  his  interest  in  our  courts  has  been,  and  other 
things  that  might  qualify  him  for  the  job.  I 
don't  care  whether  he  is  a  doctor  or  a  carpenter. 
Triiat  has  nothing  to  do  mth  the  matter  as  far  as 
I  am  concerned.  I  want  to  find  out  his  qualifica- 
tions for  the  job  to  which  he  is  appointed,  and  I 
hope  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  committee 
so  that  we  can  find  out. 

Coun,  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
reiterate  what  I  said  a  few  moments  ago.  If  the 
gentleman  wants  to  look  into  the  matter  I  have 
no  objection.  But  I  would  like  to  get  action 
very  soon. 

Coun.  McDonald's  motion  that  the  matter  be 
referrecl  to  the  Executive   Committee  was  carried. 


ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  preamble  and  resolve  (referred 
February  16)  in  favor  of  legislation  relative  to 
building  limits — that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  preamble  and  resolution 
passed. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  ordi- 
nance (referred  October  27)  concerning  the  care, 
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custody  and  control  of  public  convenience  stations 
^-having  considered  the  matter,  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  new  draft. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Care,  Custody  and 
Control  of  Pubhe  Convenience  Stations. 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  eighteen  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  as  amended  by 
chapter  eight  of  the  Ordinances  of  1908,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following; 

Section  1.  The  health  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  board  of  health,  consisting 
of  three  commissioners,  who  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  relative  to  the  public  health  con- 
ferred by  general  or  special  acts  upon  the  city 
council  of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  on  boards  of  health, 
and  shall  include  in  their  annual  report  a  review  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city;  shall  have 
charge  of  all  matters  relating  to  quarantine,  and 
to  the  quarantine  grounds,  consisting  of  Gallop's 
Island  and  that  portion  of  the  harbor  between 
Long,  Deer,  and  Spectacle  Islands  known  as  the 
President  Roads;  shall  have  charge  of  the  hospital 
for  persons  ha\'ing  infectious  diseases,  established 
by  the  city  on  Southampton  street,  and  of  the 
patients  in  said  hospital;  shall  keep  on  hand,  so  far 
as  practicable,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  vaccine 
virus  and  antitoxine,  and  supply  the  same  free  of 
charge  to  the  physicians  in  the  several  departments 
and  in  the  Boston  Dispensary;  shall  authorize  the 
occupancy  or  use  of  stables;  shall  have  the  care 
and  custody  of  all  urinals  and  public  convenience 
stations  now  or  hereafter  established  by  the  city, 
except  those  located  upon  park  lands  or  public 
grounds;  and  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the 
burial  of  the  dead. 

Sect.  2.  Section  six  of  chapter  ten  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1912  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  a  new  sentence,  as  follows:  "Said 
board  shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  control  of, 
and  shall  construct,  all  urinals  and  pubUc  con- 
venience stations  upon  park  lands  and  public 
grounds" — so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sect.  6.  Said 
board  shall  construct,  improve,  equip,  supervise, 
and  regulate  the  use  of,  all  g^'mnasia  and  all  bath 
houses,  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  the  city,  and 
shall  construct  every  such  new  bath  house,  gym- 
nasium or  means  for  public  recreation  for  which  an 
appropriation  may  hereafter  be  made.  Said  board 
shall  have  the  care,  custody  and  control  of,  and 
shall  construct  all  urinals  and  public  convenience 
stations  upon  park  lands  and  public  grounds. 

Report  accepted;    ordinance  passed. 


SHIPBUILDING,    CHARLESTOWN    NAVY 
YARD. 

Coun.  McDonald  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Congress  has  appropriated  the  sum  of 
one  million  four  bundled  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  supply  ship 
for  the  increase  of  the  LTnited  States  Navy  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  favoring  the  building  of 
ships  of  this  class  in  government  yards;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  a  "Build  a  Ship  at 
Boston"  conference  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
having  the  Boston  yard  designated  as  the  locality 
for  the  building  of  this  ship,  thereby  benefiting 
many  of  our  citizens  and  the  state  in  general; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  do  hereby  indorse  said  movement 
and  give  it  our  hearty  encouragement  and  suppoit; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
he  is  hereby  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
rnembers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  from  Massachusetts, 
informing  them  of  this  resolve  and  urging  them  to 
support  the  above  measure. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  pre- 
ambles and  resolves. 

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  no  doubt 
every  member  of  the  City  Council  is  familiar  with 
the  agitation  that  is  now  going  on  in  different 
societies  and  organizations,  including  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  to  have  one  of  those  ships,  designated 
in  the  provision  that  has  been  made  for  warships 
by  Congress,  built  in  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard.  We  have  over  there  the  largest  plant  in 
the  country.  The  only  trouble  with  that  plant  is 
the  same  as  in  the  case  with  other  navy  yards, 


that  they  have  not  the  proper  slips  and  ways,  so 
called.  Congress  has  an  appropriation  before  it 
now  providing  for  proper  slips  and  ways  for  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard.  They  have  passed  an 
appropriation  for  two  other  na\'y  yards,  not 
nearly  so  large  as  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard — • 
the  Pensacola  Navy  Yard  and  the  Norfolk,  Va., 
Navy  Yard,  to  provide  for  the  building  of  one  of 
these  warsiiips  covered  by  the  appropriation. 
The  Charlestown  Nav'y  Yard  is  a  great  big  institu- 
tion. At  the  present  time  there  are  less  than  1,000 
men  working  there.  They  have  had  there  in  other 
years  at  least  2,500  men.  I  understand  from  dis- 
patches that  have  come  from  Washington  in  the 
last  two  or  three  days  that  they  are  going  to  lay 
off  at  least  half  the  men  now  working  in  the  Charles- 
town Navy  Yard.  When  the  battleship  "Georgia" 
goes  out  from  there  they  will  not  have  any  work 
there  at  all  for  the  men  who  have  been  working 
for  years  in  the  Charlestown  Navy  "V  ard.  I  trust 
that  something  will  be  done,  not  only  by  officials 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston  but  by  congressmen  and 
by  the  Commonwealth,  to  prevail  on  the  Secretary 
of  the  Na-i'y  to  include  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard  in  the  lists  that  are  going  to  be  sent  out  for  ■ 
the  building  of  warships  in  navy  yards.  I  think 
that  can  be  readily  done.  A  good  deal  of  agitation 
is  going  on,  and  they  are  going  to  insist  that  the 
Charlestown  Navj'  Yard  be  preserved  and  that 
one  of  those  warships  be  built  over  in  Charlestown, 
and  I  trust  that  the  resolutions  will  pass. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
from  Charlestown  is  to  be  highly  commended  for 
introducing  this  measure.  It  means  much  to 
the  people  of  Boston.  I  know  of  many  skilled 
mechanics  who  are  to-day  out  of  employment  and 
who  are  seeking  employment  in  their  particular 
line  all  over  greater  Boston.  I  know  of  skilled 
mechanics  working  in  the  Navy  Yard  to-day  as 
laborers  at  a  small  salary.  It  seems  to  me  "that 
Congress  should  make  some  effort  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Na\'y  in  the  line  of  utilizing  the  great 
plant  that  we  have  in  Charlestown,  and  I  hope 
that  the  resolutions  vAW  be  passed. 

The  preambles  and  resolutions  were  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 


WIDENING   OF   STREETS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars  (880,000)  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated,  to  be  expended  according 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of 
1912,  entitled  ■"An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Widening 
and  Laying  Out  of  Certain  Streets  or  Thoroughfares 
in  the  City  of  Boston,"  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  said  amount,  the  indebtedness 
incurred  undei  the  provisions,  of  this  order  to  be 
included  within  the  statutory  debt  Limit  authoiized 
by  law. 

Ordered,  That  the  following-named  streets  be 
and  herebj'  are  designated  for  improvement  or 
construction,  as  hereinafter  specified,  in  accordance 
with  the  pro-visions  of  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of 
1912,  viz.: 

Hyde  Park  avenue,  widening $55,000  00 

Amory  street,  widening 25,000  00 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


PUBLIC  LANDING,  CHARLESTOWN. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  City  Council  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  a  public  landing  at  the  Charlestown  side 
of  the  Charles  River  Avenue  Bridge.

Coun.  McDONALDr— Mr.  President,  Coun. 
Buckley  and  1  feel  that,  while  we  would  like  to 
have  the  question  of  whether  the  elevated  struc- 
ture in  Charlestown  should  be  removed  and  a 
tunnel  substituted  go  on  the  ballot,  from  what 
authority  we  can  get  it  cannot  go  on,  or  if  it  does 
go   on,  it  is  liable  to   nullify  the  entire  election. 


If  it  is  possible  to  put  it  on  in  time,  we  will  see 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  that  the  neces- 
sary order  is  introduced  in  order  that  it  shall  be 
put  on. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  is  very  un- 
usual that  a  bill  of  this  character  comes  to  us  with 
so  apparent  a  joker.  The  fact  that  there  is  such 
a  flagrant  joker  in  this  bill  raises  the  question, 
who  drew  the  bill^-whether  it  was  drawn  by  the 
Ijaw  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  the 
knowledge  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor?  If  so,  it  then 
becomes  interesting  to  recall  the  fact,  that  at 
about  the  time  when  this  bill  was  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, his  Honor  the  Mayor  was  appearing  at  town 
meetings  throughout  this  city  defending  the  ele- 
vated road;  and  the  question  becomes  pertinent, 
whether  this  was  another  method  of  defending  the 
elevated  road,  by  inserting  in  this  worthy  bill  a 
joker  which  nullifies  the  whole  intent  and  import- 
ance of  the  act?  1  trust  that  at  some  future  day 
we  will  have  a  bill  without  a  joker. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  1  think  it 
might  be  well  to  make  another  statement  at  this 
time,  as  a  great  many  people  may  think  that  the 
situation  is  the  fault  of  the  two  members  of  the 
City  Council.  It  is  not  our  fault.  There  were 
five  members  of  the  Legislature  from  Charlestown 
and  a  senator  there  who  should  have  read  this 
bill  and  should  have  been  familiar  with  the  terms 
of  it  at  the  time  when  it  passed  the  Legislature. 
We  cannot  get  it  on  the  ballot  when  they  did  not 
do  their  work  properly  up  there. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  1  have  been 
approached  on  this  proposition  by  representatives 
of  the  Charlestown  Improvement  Association  and 
told  -them  that  1  would  be  only  too  glad  to  assist 
their  two  representatives  in  this  body  in  any  way 
that  1  could  in  the  matter.  Therefore,  1  would 
say  that  1  am  satisfied  with  the  action  reported 
by  the  committee,  as  long  as  it  is  agreeable  to 
the  representatives  from  Charlestown. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed.- 

(12)  Report  on  order  (referred  December  8)  to 
petition  Legislatm-e  for  commission  to  investigate 
the  assessing  system — that  the  order  ought  not 
to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  the  order 
before  this  body  relates  to  the  most  important 
subject  in  this  Commonwealth  to-day,  the  subject 
of  taxation.  No  other  subject  touches  as  vitally 
the  working  men  in  this  Commonwealth,  the 
owners  of  factories  and  capitalists  alike  as  does 
the  subject  of  taxation.  The  income  tax  has 
recently  brought  more  vividly  to  the  attention  of 
the  public  the  absurdity  of  our  present  system  of 
taxation  in  Massachusetts.  It  has  brought  into 
sharp  relief  the  weight  of  the  taxes  which  are  placed 
upon  manufacturers,  financiers  and  workingmen 
in  this  community,  as  compared  with  surrounding 
communities.  It  has  brought  into  sharp  relief 
the  fact  that  Massachusetts  can  no  longer  stagger 
ahead  under  this  burden  of  taxation  if  surrounding 
states  are  to  reduce  their  taxation  and  thereby 
draw  to  themselves  our  industries  and  our  csipital. 
Upon  this  matter  of  the  system  of  taxation  in 
Massachusetts,  there  are  two  opposing  factions 
backed  by  the  two  banking  houses  in  this  town, 
■The  two  banking  houses  in  this  town  are  diametri- 
cally opposed  on  this  question  of  taxation.  One 
of  them,  on  Devonshire  street,  thinks  that  the 
constitution  should  be  kept  just  as  it  is,  that  the 
words  "equal  and  proportionate"  should  be  kept 
in  the  constitution.  The  other  banking  hou.se,  on 
State  street,  feels  that  those  words  should  be 
stricken  out.  The  house  on  State  street  deals  in 
securities  which  are, taxable  under  the  present  law; 
the  house  on  Devonshire  street  deals  in  securities 
that  are  nontaxable  under  the  present  law,  broadly 
speaking.  Four  years  ago,  in  the  L  legislation 
attempted  in  regard  to  this  matter,  these  banking 
houses  were  very  active.  The  change  of  the  con- 
stitution went  "through  one  Legislature;  it  was 
killed  in  the  following  Legislature.  To-day  those 
houses  take  exactly  the  same  attitude  that  they 
did  four  years  ago,  and  the  fight  in  the  coming 
Legislature  will  be  just  as  keen  as  it  was  four  years 
ago.  Providing  that  the  State  street  banking 
house  wins  and  that  taxes  on  personal  property  are 
removed,  at  least  in  some  degree,  perhaps  through 
the  four-mill  tax,  or  some  other  form  of  tax  of 
that  nature — ^it  means  that  the  burden  of  taxation 
will  all  the  more  fall  upon- real  estate.  We  will 
have  to  raise  just  as  many  millions  of  dollars  to  run 
our  city,  and  we  cannot  raise  it  from  personal 
property  in  anything  like  the  degree  that  we  do  at 
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present.  We  will  have  to  raise  the  money,  and 
will  have  to  raise  more  money,  therefore,  from  real 
estate.  If  the  State  street  banking  house  wins 
and  the  constitution  is  changed,  and  we  have  to 
raise  a  greater  percentage  of  our  taxes  from  real 
estate,  it  becomes  all  the  more  important  that  the 
assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  should  be  based 
upon  the  fair  selling  value;  it  becomes  all  the 
more  important  that  the  assessed  value  of  real 
estate  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  assessors' 
oath,  that  when  an  assessor  takes  oath  and  swears 
to  assess  property  at  the  fair  market  value,  he 
shall  live  up  to  his  oath,  because  instead  of  raising 
only  half,  a  quarter,  or  a  third  of  the  taxes  upon 
real  estate,  in  some  communities,  they  will  have 
to  raise  two-thirds  or  three-quarters  from  real 
estate,  and  the  proportion  of  injustice  will  be  corres- 
pondingly increased.  For  that  reason  I  urge  the 
passage  of  this  order  to-day.  It  is  not  that  I  iirge 
it  now  for  the  first  time.  This  order  would  now 
have  no  place  in  the  body  if  the  body  had  shown  the 
slightest  inclination,  willingness  or  desire  to  be  fair, 
to  bring  the  assessments  upon  real  estate  some- 
where near  the  fair  market  value.  Three  years 
ago  the  Finance  Commission  was  asked  to  pass 
upon  this  matter,  in  two  separate  orders.  Almost 
my  first  act  in  this  Council  was  to  secure  the 
unanimous  passage  of  those  orders,  and  yet  for 
three  years  the  Finance  Commission  has  done 
not  one  solitary  thing,  so  far  as  this  body  knows, 
in  regard  to  the  matter.  Furthermore,  two  and 
one  half  years  ago  the  United  Improvement 
Association  asked  for  the  opinion  of  the  Finance 
Commission  upon  this  subject  of  assessing.  A 
special  committee  of  the  United  Improvement 
Association  made  a  report,  and  a  very  able  report, 
and  they  put  it  up  to  the  Finance  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Finance  Commis- 
sion sent  back  a  letter  in  which  they  said  that  they 
had  had  an  expert  giving  them  facts  and  statistics 
on  that  question  and  that  they  would  report  in 
the  near  future.  The  two  and  one  half  years 
have  passed,  and  we  have  seen  no  report  from 
the  Finance  Commission.  Do  the  members  of 
the  Finance  Cormnission  of  the  City  of  Boston 
intend  to  insult  the  United  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation? They  have  insulted  the  members  of  this 
City  Council,  in  refusing  to  answer  that  request 
for  a  report  for  the  last  three  years.  They  can- 
not plead  ignorance  of  the  facts.  Two  and  one- 
half  years  ago  they  said,  in  answer  to  the  United 
Improvement  Association's  report,  that  they 
would  report  in  the  near  future,  that  they  had 
facts  and  figures  at  their  disposal  and  experts 
at  work.  Since  then  they  have  employed  a  new 
expert,  and  have  had  a  second  report  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  they  are  all  the  more  in  possession  of 
facts  and  figures.  Yet  they  ho'ld  their  silence. 
I  have  personal  knowledge  that  the  second  expert 
gave  the  same  answer  to  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion that  the  first  expert  did.  They  both  said 
that  fair  market  value  was  not  the  assessed  value 
here  in  Boston,  that  the  figures  differed  widely. 
I  kn6w  that  those  experts  said  that;  I  know  that 
their  figures  bore  out  those  statements.  I  know 
that  the  Finance  Commission  was  in  possession 
of  those  facts  three  years  ago.  They  promised 
two  and  one  half  years  ago  to  weigh  carefully  the 
report  of  the  United  Improvement  Association 
and  to  take  some  prompt  action.  They  have 
insulted  the  United  Improvement  Association; 
they  have  insulted  this  body, — and  they  have  not 
done  it  ^Hthout  a  reason.  The  reason  which  every 
man  in  this  town  attributes  to  their  lack  of  actnio 
is  the  fact  that  they  are  protecting  downtown 
property  owners,  who  virtually  support  the  Good 
Government  Association,  the  Citizens'  Municipal 
League,  and  who  furnish  the  power  that  keeps 
the  Finance  Commission  in  their  places  to-day; 
that  when  a  nomination  is  made  by  the  Governor 
it  is  done  at  the  behest  of  those  same  gentlemen 
who  to-day  are  protected  in  their  assessments 
on  their  large  holdings  of  downtown  property, 
Thi3_  becomes  all  the  more  important  when  we 
consider  that  the  term  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission  is  about  over.  I  hope  that 
the  next  Governor,  who  has  the  appointment 
of  that  new  chairman,  will  weigh  carefully  the 
fact  that  the  present  chairman,  by  his  lack  of 
action  on  these  orders  of  the  Council  and  these 
requests  of  the  United  Improvement  Association, 
has  protected  the  downtown  property  owners,  who 
are  the  chief  contributors  to  the  Good  Government 
Association  and  the  Citizens'  Municipal  League. 
This  town  is  no  different  from  any  other  town.  We 
can  read  Ben  Lindsay's  book  about  Denver 
and    can    see    the    graft    very    plainly.     We    can 


see  the  financial  powers  of  Denver  getting  at  the 
government  of  Denver,  pulling  their  wires  and 
getting  the  results  they  want.  We  can  see  the 
same  thing  happening  in  Philadelphia,  in  New 
York  and  in  Chicago;  and  the  only  reason  why  we 
cannot  see  it  in  Boston  is  because  we  are  too  near 
the  problem,  too  close  to  the  facts.  We  do  not  get 
the  proper  perspective.  But  human  nature  is 
much  the  same  in  Boston  as  it  is  in  Denver,  in 
Philadelphia,  in  New  York  or  Chicago.  Human 
nature  is  very  much  the  same  in  all  places.  Men 
are  grasping,  whether  they  live  in  IJoston  or  in 
these  other  cities.  They  are  protecting  their  own 
financial  interests.  They  n^y  do  it  in  different 
ways.  They  may  do  it  with  more  finesse  in 
Boston,  with  more  culture.  But  human  nature  is 
the  same  and  it  is  working  here  as  it  is  in  the 
other  cities.  I  ask  you  whether  this  inaction  on 
this  subject  by  the  Finance  Commission  over  a 
three  years'  period,  when  asked  by  the  city  govern- 
ment to  report  and  when  asked  by  the  United 
Improvement  Association  to  report,  is  a  mere 
coincidence,  or  whether  there  is  some  deep-laid 
design  back  of  it'?  I  know  what  the  verdict  of  the 
people  of  this  town  is.  You  can  go  out  on  any 
street  corner  and  ask  them.  Put  these  facts  to 
them,  and  any  fair-minded  audience  will  say  that 
there  must  be  some  reason  for  that -inaction. 
Since  these  orders  have  been  passed  and  since  the 
request  of  the  United  Improvement  Association 
has  been  made,  there  have  been  all  sorts  of  petty 
investigations  by  the  Finance  Commission.  "There 
has  been  an  investigation  of  an  expenditure  of  S83 
by  Commissioner  Rourke — a  legitimate  expendi- 
ture, as  I  believe;  an  investigation  of  the  use  oy 
city  automobiles  for  joy  riding,  all  sorts  of  petty, 
minor  matters.  I  say  an  investigation  of  those 
things  is  well  enough  in  its  way,  if  the  commission 
has  time  to  look  into  them  after  considering  the 
important  subjects  for  investigation  in  this  town. 
But  have  they  considered  this  assessing  problem, 
and,  if  they  have  not,  why  not?  They  have  the 
facts.  They  know  from  their  first  report  that 
property  in  the  North  End  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
which  is  largely  owned  by  trustees, — and  very 
reputable,  blue-blooded  trustees  they  are. — is 
under-assessed,  grossly  under-assessed,  and  they 
know  from  their  second  report,  made  by  Repre- 
sentative Courtenay  Crocker,  that  assessments 
are  far  different  from  fair  market  values.  If  they 
know  those  facts,  and  have  known  them  for  two 
years,  why  don't  they  break  silence?  This  body 
does  not  care  to  investigate.  It  turned  down  my 
order  of  last  year  asldng  for  an  investigating  com- 
mittee. I  have  used  every  method  I  know  of,  or 
can  think  of,  and  I  now  resort  to  this  order,  which 
asks  that  the  Governor  appoint  a  commission  to 
investigate  that  subject.  I  believe  the  incoming 
Governor  will  be  fair  on  this  taxation  question. 
I  think  he  sees  its  far-reaching  character.  I  think 
he  sees  that  it  affects  the  working  man  more  than 
anybody  else.  Capital  can  fly  out  of  the  state. 
It  can  fly  to  the  New  York  safe  deposit  boxes  and 
be  protected  and  not  be  taxed;  it  can  go  to  Rhode 
Island  or  Connecticut  and  pay  a  four-mill  tax,  or 
it  can  go  to  Maine  and  pay  no  tax.  Capital  is  not 
affected  by  the  taxation  question,  but  the  indus- 
tries of  this  state  are  affected.  By  the  departure 
of  capital  we  lose  the  benefits  of  capital  in 
this  community,  the  helpfulness  of  capital.  Men 
are  taxed  upon  their  stock  in  trade,  upon 
their  patents,  upon  their  business  rights,  upon 
their  machinery,  and  those  industries  will  leave 
this  state,  just  as  capital  is  leaving  this  state. 
Four  or  five  years  ago  capital  darted  around  from 
one  part  of  the  state  to  another,  wherever  it  could 
get  the  lowest  rate.  But  that  is  now  out  of  date. 
The  state  tax  commissioner  now  looks  after  the 
matter,  and  to-day  capital  does  not  stop  at  simply 
going  to  a  town  where  it  could  get  a  low  tax  rate, 
but,  when  the  state  tax  collector  gets  after  it, 
gets  out  of  the  state  altogether.  It  is  no 
longer  a  question  of  going  to  a  town  where  the 
least  tax  rate  can  be  obtained,  but  going  right  out 
of  the  state.  Why,  one  of  the  big  financiers  of 
this  town  told  me,  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  largest 
estates  in  New  England,  that  two  of  the  trustees 
were  only  dummies,  that  they  lived  outside  of 
Massachusetts,  and  that  he,  although  he  was 
the  only  man  who  really  had  any  authority,  acted 
as  agent  for  those  trustees;  that  he  really  did  all 
the  business  for  the  estate,  but  that  he  had  the 
others  living  outside  of  the  state  and  acting  as 
dummies  in  order  to  avoid  taxation.  So  you  see 
that  is  not  an  injury  to  the  capital  but  to  the 
working  man  and  to  the  industries  of  the  state. 
I   believe    the    incoming   governor   will   see   that. 
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and  I  believo  he  would  welcome  a  chance  to  appoint 
a  commission  to  consider  the  subject.  You 
cannot  go  into  this  taxation  question  without 
being  fair  in  the  matter  of  the  assessment  of  real 
estate.  That  is  the  first  step.  The  President  of 
this  body  has  for  three  years  objected  to  my 
efforts  along  that  line.  He  has  done  everything 
he  could  legitimately  to  back  his  belief  and  to 
prevent  action  which  would  result  in  having  the 
assessments  of  this  town  fairly  and  equitably  made. 
And  that  is  the  first  step  in  this  taxation  problem. 
By  doing  that  he  has  for  three  years  blocked  the 
efforts  of  that  State  street  banking  house  which 
desires  a  change  in  thg.  constitution  and  a  reduction 
in  the  rate  of  taxation  on  personal  property, 
because  that  same  State  street  banking  house 
that  would  welcome  a  change  in  the  constitution 
would  also  welcome  having  the  assessments  on 
real  estate  fair,  realizing  that  a  larger  percentage 
of  the  tax  must  be  drawn  from  real  estate  in  case 
the  constitutional  amendment  goes  through. 
Therefore,  the  president  of  this  body  and  the  other 
members  of  this  body  have  for  three  years  blocked 
the  first  step  in  taxation  reform  in  Massachusetts. 
I  am  therefore  put  to  it  to  ask  the  Governor  of  this 
state  to  intervene  in  what  should  properly  be  a 
city  matter  and  see  if  we  cannot  by  some  method 
other  than  the  present  method  get  a  more  equitable 
assessment  of  our  real  estate.  I  trust  that  the 
report  of  the  committee  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  offer  a  substitute,  if  the  Council  is  agreeable — 
and  I  have  not  got  it  in  writing — that  the  in- 
coming Legislature  be  petitioned  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston,  through  its  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, to  amend  the  taxation  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth so  as  to  promote  a  more  equitable  method 
of  taxation.  I  think  the  order  as  it  was  offered 
by  the  gentleman  perhaps  does  not  quite  cover  the 
ground,  because  the  governor-elect  is  opposed 
to  any  more  commissions.  I  know  that  in  a 
personal  conversation  last  Friday  he  told  me,  in  the 
presence  of  Dr.  L.  Vernon  Briggs,  that  he  was  going 
to  try  to  cut  down  commissions.  Therefore  I 
think  it  would  be  not  quite  the  right  procedure  for 
us  to  pass  an  order  providing  for  another  cornmis- 
sion,  the  governor-elect  being  opposed  to  additional 
commissions.  I  know  that  there  is  sad  need  of 
reform  in  the  methods  of  taxation  in  this  Common- 
wealth. Taxation  is  not  properly  distributed;  the 
burdens  are  not  placed  on  the  shoulders  most  able 
to  bear  thern.  Those  best  able  to  bear  them  are 
getting  away  in  one  way  or  another.  The  fact 
that  the  gentleman  has  spoken  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  referring  to  their  opposition  to  his 
proposed  reform  in  taxation  methods  in  Boston, 
gives  me  an  opportunity  to  say  a  word  in  regard 
to  the  Finance  Commission.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  gentleman  was  given  considerable  latitude 
I  trust  that  I  will  be  given  the  same  latitude  by 
the  Chair.  It  is  well  known  that  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission,  who  receives  S5,000  per 
year  as  salary,  does  not  give  all  or  even  a  small 
part  of  his  time  to  the  work.  He  and  his  coni- 
panions  are  responsible  to  nobody.  Their  say  is 
supreme  in  many  cases.  This  is  not  so  with  the 
members  of  this  body.  We  receive  our  power  from 
the  people  and  I,  for  one,  am  responsive  to  their 
demands,  and  to  them  alone.  That  explains  my 
position  in  opposing  the  Finance  Commission's 
recommendations  in  many  cases.  The  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  and  his  companions 
have  about  finished  the  work  for  which  the  com- 
mission was  created,  I  want  to  inform  the  gentle- 
man from  the  Back  Bay.  They  were  created,  in 
my  opinion,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  hounding  Mayor 
Fitzgerald.  Now  that  the  cause  for  their  being 
born  has  removed  himself  from  their  ever  ready 
attacks  and  is  not  to  be  a  candidate  for  mayor,  it 
is  obvious  that  their  work  is  now  at  an  end.  Mayor 
Fitzgerald  will  be  remembered  in  Boston,  and  in 
fact  throughout  the  land,  when  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Commission  and  their  angel  have  been 
long  forgotten.  He  is  not  to  be  a  target  for  their 
unfair,  spiteful  and  un-American  assaults,  further. 
His  character  will  not  now  be  assailed  day  and 
night  by  them,  nor  will  he  be  struck  in  the  back  and 
in  the  dark  by  the  Finance  Commission.  If  Mayor 
Fitzgerald's  health  would  permit,  I  feel  sure  that 
he  would  receive  at  the  hands  of  the  people  an 
indorsement  that  would  forever  seal  the  fate  of 
the  spirit  back  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  the 
members  of  the  commission  as  well.  If  he  was  a 
candidate  for  re-election  as  mayor,  he  would 
receive  a  vote  that  has  seldom  been  equalled  by 
any  candidate  for  mayor  in  this  city.  The  constant 
hounding     by    the    Finance    Commission,     rhore 


particularly  by  the  chairman,  in  my  opinion,  is  as 
much  responsible^for  the  illness  that  the  Mayor  is 
now  undergoing  as  any  other  cause.  I  am  told 
that  his  recovery  was  rapid  until  he  was  made  the 
target  for  a  popgun  attack  recently  by  the  Finance 
Commission.  I  have  in  mind  the  picayune  attack 
by  the  Finance  Commission  in  the  matter  of  the 
Mayor's  theater  party  at  the  Colonial  Theater  on 
the  evening  of  the  Harvard-Yale  football  game, 
when  the  Mayor,  because  he  could  not  secure  seats 
for  his  guests  and  party,  sat  in  the  aisle  and  thereby 
was  guilty  of  violating  a  city  ordinance.  The 
commission  spent  much  time  and  money  in 
investigating  this  matter.  I  wonder  would  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  have  made 
the  inquiry  if  the  party  was  made  up  of  others 
than  the  Mayor  and  his  guest,  William  Randolph 
Hearst,  who  is  editor  of  a  paper  that  not  so  long 
ago  had  a  little  something  to  say  concerning  that 
gentleman?  If  it  was  Governor  Foss  and  the 
editor  of  the  Boston  Globe  or  Post  or  Herald,  or  in 
fact  any  other  of  the  several  papers  published  in 
Boston,  would  the  Finance  Commission's  chairman 
have  been  so  ready  to  make  a  mountain  out  of  a 
molehill?  I  think  not.  I  am  sure  that  the  greater 
percentage  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  are  mindful 
of  the  fact  that  the  unfair  conduct  of  the  Finance 
Commission  regarding  Mayor  Fitzgerald  and 
certain  other  parties,  is  entirely  personal.  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  order  may  be  amended, 
and  therefore  I  would  move  to  lay  the  same  upon 
the  table  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  Watson's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was 
declared  lost. 

Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  3, 
nays  5: 

Yeas — Coun.  Buckley,  Smith,  Watson — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Collins, 
Kenny,  McDonald — 5. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
declared  rejected.  Coun.  SMITH  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  order  was  rejected,  yeas  1,  nays  7,  Coun. 
SMITH  voting  yea. 


PARKMAN    FUND. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of 
Mayor,  communication  and  order  (referred  to- 
day) appropriating  $22,100.29  for  various  improve- 
ments— -that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

"The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

Coun.  SMITH — ^Mr:  President,  may  I  make  a 
statement  in  connection  with  the  vote  on  the 
expenditure  of  the  Parkman  Fund? 

President  KENNY — With  unanimous  consent 
the  member  may  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  SMITH — ^I  was  not  paying  particular 
attention  at  the  time  when  that  matter  was  up.  I 
would  say  that  there  are  three  items  grouped  in 
that  one  order.  I  am  in  favor  of  two  of  them  and 
will,  therefore,  allow  my  vote  "Yes"  to  stand; 
but  I  am  not  in  favor  of  the  third  item,  which  appro- 
priates something  like  S9,000  for  the  Zoo  and 
Aquarium.  I  believe  that  the  Parkman  money 
can  be  better  spent  elsewhere  in  the  city  than  upon 
the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  I  have  been  consistent 
in  this  belief  for  the  last  year.  While  I  know  that 
the  Zoo  and  Aquarium  need  money,  and  I  think 
will  always  need  money,  I  should  be  in  favor  of 
seeing  other  small  parks  improved  rather  than 
seeing  more  money  put  into  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium. 
Those  two  items  have  eaten  up  by  far  the  larger 
portion  of  the  Parkman  money.  I  am  consistent, 
I  think,  in  desiring  not  to  see  more  money  spent 
upon  the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  But  I  will  allow 
my  vote  to  stand,  because  these  three  items  are 
grouped  in  one  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  if  there  is 
no  objection.  I  will  make  a  brief  statement.  The 
gentleman  objects  to  devoting  money  from  the 
Parkman  Fund  to  improvement  and  extension  of 
the  Zoo  and  Aquarium.  I  want  to  say  here  that 
he  has  been  con.sistent  in  that  respect.  He  and  I 
have  rlisagreed  many  times  concerning  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  for  tliat  purpose.  I  still  hold  to  the 
opinion  I  have  expressed  many,  many  times  in  the 
Council  before  that  the  money  spent  for  the  Zoo 
ancl  Aquarium  has  been  wisely  spent,  that  the 
money  so  spent  has  tended  to  humanize  the  use 
of  Franklin  Park  and  City  Point.     As  to  the  com- 
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mittee's  report  I  beg  to  call  the  gentleman's  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  since  we  have  been  reporting 
orders  here  during  the  year  no  large  sums  of  money 
have  been  appropriated  for  any  new  things  in  the 
Zod  or  Aquarium.  The  work  has  been  in  the 
nature  of  extension  work.  In  our  report  to-day, 
for  instance,  we  have  recommended  the  expendi- 
ture of  something  like  S22,000;  85,000  is  expended 
on  extension  work  in  connection  with  Common- 
wealth avenue.  That  means  that  we  will  have 
expended  this  year  from  this  fund  -520,000  for  that 
purpose — in  a  nutshell,  about  10  per  cent  of  the 
money  which  we  have  spent.  Boston  Common 
we  have  given  $50,000;  to  the  smaller  parks,  con- 
cerning which  he  has  spoken,  we  have  given  $10,000. 
In  conclusion,  there  is  a  new' improvement  that 
the  committee  has  started — namely,  the  renovation 
and  improvement  of  the  Fens.     The  report  to-day 


contemplates  an  expenditure  of  about  .58,000  for 
that  purpose.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  expendi- 
tures we  have  recommended — for  the  Zoo,  Aqua- 
rium and  these  other  matters — are  fair  and  just 
to  all  sections  of  the  citj',  and  I  think  the  committee 
has  acted  wisely. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  COLLINS  moved  a  general  reconsidera- 
tion on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting,

Dear  Sir,— ^With  respect  to  the  new  fire  station 
in    Chailestown,    I    would    submit    the    following 
figures  as  to  the  station  and  apparatus: 

The  architects  estimate  that  the  building,  pro- 
vided it  is  built  of  fireproof  construction,  would 
cost  $80,000.  The  cost  of  the  apparatus  to  be 
placed  in  the  station  when  completed  would  be 
S9,000,  a  total  of  889,000  plus  the  cost  ot  the  land. 
The  land  is  assessed  for  .S9,.500. 

If  the  finances  of  the  city  would  allow  I  would 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  be 
granted  for  land,  building  and  apparatus  to  be 
erected  on  the  lot  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Park 
and  Joiner  streets,  Charlestown. 


The  building  can  be  built  for  less  money  but  the 
construction  would  not  be  so  good.  If  the  city's 
finances  will  not  allow  the  appropiiation  of 
S100,000,  I  would  recommend  that  S80,000  be 
appropriated  for  land,  building  and  apparatus  as 
above.

be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings  for  New  Police  Station, 
Division  2. 

My  reasons  for  wishing  this  transfer  are  contained 
in  my  message  to  your  honorable  body,  dated 
Augu.st  26,  1912,  at  which  time  the  City  Council 
authorized  the  transfer  of  $10,000  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  for  plans  for  new  police  stations  in  Divisions 
2,  6  and  15. 

I  quote  from  my  message  of  that  date:  "In  1909 
a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Attridge  and  Hale,  investi- 
gated the  accommodations  for  persons  awaiting 
trial  in  the  various  municipal  court  buildings  and 
police  stations.  .  .  .  After  reciting  the  conditions 
as  they  found  them,  the  committee  ended  its 
report  with  the  following  words:  'We  feel  sure  that 
whoever  realizes  what  the  conditions  in  Boston 
are,  and  how  vitally  these  conditions  affect  the 
public  health  and  public  morals,  will  also  realize 
that  this  state  of  affairs  must  cease,  and  this  dis- 
grace to  the  city  must  be  wiped  out  no  matter 
what  the  cost.'  .  .  .  Station  2,  with  other  city 
stations,  was  specifically  pointed  out  as  a  .station 
in  which  conditions  are  very  bad  indeed." 

The  building  is  to  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the 
old  Registry  of  Deeds,  Court  square,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  eld 
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building  now  occupied  bv  Division  2,  together 
with  the  transfer  of  $150,000,  which  I  now  recom- 
mend, will  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  suitable  building  for  the  district. 

I  trust  that  your  honorable  body  will  give  this 
matter  its  earnest  consideration.

Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  held  on  the  seventh  day  of  January, 
1914,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  chairman 
should  ask  the  Mayor  for  an  appropriation  suffi- 
ciently large  to  erect  a  new  building  for  the  Way- 
farers' Lodge. 

The  building  now  used  as  a  Wayfarers'  Ijodge 
belongs  to  the  School  Department  and  is  loaned 
by  them  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor:  it  is  old, 
and  although  a  great  deal  of  money  has  been  spent 
upon  it,  it  is  ill  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  the 
lodge,  and  the  j'ard  room  is  insufficient  to  accom- 
modate the  wood  and  give  room  to  work  the 
lodgers.  "The  need  of  a  new  building  has  been 
stated  in  several  of  my  annual  reports  and  is 
emphasized  at  this  time  by  the  increasing  difficulty 
with  which  the  men  applying  for  a  night's  lodging 
are  accommodated.  Several  times  recently  our 
accommodations  have  been  overtaxed,  more  men 
applying  for  lodging  than  we  could  give  proper 
beds,  so  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  have  them 
sleep  upon  the  floor,  or  upon  benches,  or  sit  up  all 
night. 


Owing  largely,  as  we  believe,  to  our  insisting 
upon  each  lodger  taking  a  bath  and  doing  a  mod- 
erate amount  of  work  in  the  morning  the  problem 
of  caring  for  homeless  men  is  better  cared  for  in 
Boston  than  in  other  large  cities  in  the  past. 
We  wish  for  a  new  building  in  order  that  we  may 
take  care  of  the  increased  number  of  applicants 
caused  primarily  by  the  natural  increase  in  popu- 
lation, and  secondly,  because,  owing  to  wise 
laws  and  a  rigid  application  of  them  throughout 
the  country  districts  of  the  state,  tramps  innd  no 
home  except  in  the  large  cities.

Dear  Sir, — The  Columbus  Day  Committee  of 
1913,  at  its  final  meeting  after  that  celebration, 
voted  to  recommend  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  the  adoption  of  a  City  Flag,  and  that  the 
design  used  on  Columbus  Day  for  the  first  time 
be  adopted. 

In  accordance  with  this  action  by  the  committee 
I  have  prepared  the  accompanying  draft  of  an 
ordinance,  which  is  submitted  for  consideration. 
It  is  based  upon  similar  ordinances  in  other  cities, 
particularly  Philadelphia  and  Cleveland. 

The  inclosed  draft  names  a  "Municipal 
Standard"  to  be  of  silk  and  a  bunting  "City  Flag" 
for  ordinary  purposes. _ - 

The  Art  Commission  was  consulted  by  the 
Columbus  Day  Committee  and  members  of  that 
commission  approved  the  design  which  was 
adopted  from  many  suggestions  because  of  its 
dignity,  simplicity  and  appropriateness  for  Boston.

Draft  of  an  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Municipal 

Standard  and  City  Flag  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Municipal  Standard  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  which  is  hereby  established,  shall  be 
made  of  silk  of  the  colors  designated,  namely. 
Continental  blue  and  buff,  and  shall  be  5_feet  in 
length  and  32-  feet  in  width,  or  in  proportion  thereto. 
Provided,  that  a  City  Flag  of  like  design  and  colors 
may  be  made  of  bunting  for  outdoor  display,  the 
size  of  such  bunting  flag  to  depend  upon  the  place 
of  display.  The  body  of  the  Standard  shall  be 
blue  as  specified,  with  the  official  city  seal  em- 
broidered in  the  center;  and  two  rings  of  white 
shall  encircle  the  seal  as  indicated  by  photograph 
attached.  The  reverse  of  the  Municipal  Standard 
shall  bear  a  representation  of  the  Trimountain. 
The  City  Flag  shall  have  no  reverse  except  the 
seal  showing  through  the  bunting,  the  seal  to  be 
painted  on  or  woven  in  the  fabric.  The  Municipal 
Standard  shall  have  a  fringe  of  Continental  buff; 
the  City  Flag  to  be  without  fringe. 

Sect.  2.  The  colors  herein  specified  shall  be  the 
official  colois  for  the  City  of  Boston,  namely: 
Continental  blue  and  Continental  buff,  according 
to  samples  attached. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Flag  shall  be  displayed  on 
City  Hall,  on  other  municipal  buildings,  on  Boston 
Common  and  in  other  public  places  on  all  holidaj^s 
and  other  occasions  when  the  national  flag  is 
ordered  to  be  displayed;  pro\nded  that  the  City 
Flag  may  be  used  on  other  occasions  not  in  conflict 
with  this  oidinance. 

Sect.  4.  The  Municipal  Standard  of  silk  shall 
be  carried  or  displayed  in  parades,  at  reviews  and 
on  other  official  occasions  when  the  Mayor  is 
present  and  when  directed  by  him.  Boston 
organizations  may  have  copies  of  the  Municipal 
Standard  on  approval  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  5.  Neither  the  Municipal  Standard  or 
City  Flag  or  any  reproduction  shall  be  used  for 
any  commercial  purpose  and  no  advertising  device 
shall  be  placed  upon  it,  or  used  in  connection  with 
it;  and  the  Municipal  Flag  or  Standard  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  except  with  the  permission  of  the 
Mayor. 

Sect.  6.     (Penalties). 

Sect.  7.  The  City  Messenger  shall  be  custodian 
of  the  Municipal  Standard,  and  of  the  city  flags 
that  are  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sect.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage,  except  that  section  3  shall  not  take 
effect   until  -thirty   days   after   passage;  but   the 
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Municipal  Standard  or  City  Flag  maj'  be  used 
before  that  time  if  in  accordance  with  this 
ordinance.

SALARY   INCREASES. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

January  15,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report  upon  the  pending 
ordinances  for  the  increase  of  31,000  in  the  salary 
of  each  of  the  three  Street  Commissioners,  and  the 
increase  of  -SoOO  in  the  salarj'  of  each  of  the  fifty 
assistant  assessors,  and  upon  the  pending  order 
for  the  transfer  of  Sl-50,000  from  the  existing  appro- 
priation for  street  lighting  equipment,  to  a  special 
appropriation  for  a  new  police  station  in  Di-\-ision  2. 

The  order  pro^^ding  for  the  increase  of  the 
salaries  of  the  Street  Commissioners  was  intro- 
duced yesterday  by  a  member  of  the  City  Council. 
The  order  for  the  increase  of  the  salaries  of  the 
first  assistant  assessors  was  originally  introduced 
on  May  1-5,  1913,  and  was  passed,  but  was  vetoed 
by  the  Mayor  on  June  20,  1913.  On  November 
10,  1913,  it  was  re-introduced.  The  order  for  the 
transfer  of  S150,000  from  the  street  lighting  appro- 
priation was  introduced  yeste_rday  by  the  Jlayor. 
As  these  two  ordinances  and  the  transfer  order 
majr  be  made  effective  before  February  2,  1914, 
the  date  when  the  Mayor-elect  is  to  assume  office, 
the  Finance  Commission  believes  that  action  on 
these  various  matters  should  be  postponed  until 
after  that  date,  as  the  Mayor-elect  is  entitled  to 
pass  upon  the  questions  involved. 

It  is  not  in  accordance  with  sound  financial 
policy  to  authorize  increases  of  salaries  near  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year.  It  would  improve  the 
financial  system  of  the  city  if  all  prospective 
salary  increases  were  incorporated  in  the  depart- 
mental estimates  and  if  no  salary  increases  were 
made  during  the  ensuing  year  except  those  which 
have  been  allowed  in  the  budget.  This  would 
stop  the  pernicious  practice  of  making  increases 
in  salaries  shortlj-  prior  to  election  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  the  election,  and  it  would  alsoprevent 
the  fulfilment  after  election  of  ante-election  prom- 
ises of  salary  increases. 

The  commission  trusts  that  the  budget  for  the 
fiscal  year  1914-15  wdll  pro\dde  for  all  increases  in 
salaries  which  are  to  take  effect  during  that  year. 
During  the  remainder  of  the  present  fiscal  year 
salaries  not  fixed  by  ordinance  can  be  increased 
by  the  Mayor  without  the  consent  of  the  Council, 
but  the  Council  has  the  power  to  prevent  the 
passage  or  ordinances  w-hich  increase  salaries. 
If  the  pending  order  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
Street  Commissioners  is  made  effective  prior  to 
-  Febnlary  2,  1914,  the  Mayor-elect  -nill  probably 
be  unable  to  prevent  his  administration  from  being 
burdened  by  this  addition  of  83,000  to  the  annual 
pay  roll,  as  the  Council,  having  passed  the  ordi- 
nance, will  not  be  likely  to  stultify  itself  by  repeal- 
ing it.  The  Finance  Commission  believes  the 
Mayor-elect  is  entitled  to  fair  play,  and  it  trusts 
that  the  Council  will  take  the  same  \new  of  the 
situation  by  postponing  consideration  of  this 
ordinance  until  the  Mayor-elect  has  had  an 
*  opportunity  to  give  it  careful  consideration.  The 
commission  also  believes  that  the  present  sala- 
ries of  the  Street  Commissioners,  .54,500  for  the 
chairman  and  .54.000  for  each  of  his  associ.ates,  is 
ample  compensation  for  the  work  performed,  and 
that  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  city's  interests 
to  increase  such  salaries. 

For  similar  reasons  the  ordinance  for  the  in- 
crease of  8500  in  the  annual  salaries  of  each  of 
the  first  assistant  assessors  should  be  postponecl 
until  after  the  beginning  of  the  next  adniinis- 
iTation.     If  it  should  be  passed  prior  to  February 


2,  1914,  it  would  impose  a  new  burden  of  525,000 
a  year  on  the  city  without  the  consent  of  the 
incoming  Mayor. 

For  similar  reasons  the  Council  should  withhold 
from  present  consideration  the  order  w^hich  the 
Mayor  submitted  yesterday,  pro\'iding  for  a 
transfer  of  5150,000  from  the  appropriation  of 
5300,000  for  street  lighting  equipment,  to  a  special 
appropriation  for  a  new  police  station  for  Di^asion 
2.  The  proposed  transfer  involves  two  important 
questions  of  policy. 

1.  If  the  transfer  is  made  the  appropriation 
for  street  liffhting  equipment  will  be  reduced  from 
5300,000  to  8150,000  and  the  latter  sum  wOl  not  be 
sufficient  to  provide  the  street  lighting  equipment 
which  the  city  ^dll  have  to  furnish  if  the  contract 
-ndth  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  is 
terminated,  and  electric  lamps  are  not  substituted 
for  gas  lamps.  The  commission  has  been  informed 
that  within  a  few  months  the  ex-periments  will  be 
completed  wliich  are  being  made  by  the  General 
Electric  Company  with  the  new  electric  lamp, 
which  is  exijected  to  cost  onlj'  a  little  more  than 
the  present  tungsten  lamp,  but  to  have  double 
its  efficiency.  When  these  experiments  have  been 
completed,  the  Council  will  be  able  to  determine 
whether  it  would  be  better  to  use  the  new  electric 
lamp  for  street  lighting  instead  of  the  gas  lamps 
which  are  now  in  use,  or  to  use  inverted  mantle 
gas  lamps,  together  with  automatic  lighting  and 
extinguishing  devices,  which  were  pro%dded  for  by 
the  appropriation  of  5300,000  on  June  30,  1911, 
for  new  gas  lighting  equipment.  If  it  should  appear 
that  the  new  type  of  electric  lamp,  which  is  now 
being  exjierimented  upon,  could  not  be  used  to  the 
city's  advantage,  'then  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  on  hand  the  entire  5300,000  which  has  been 
appropriated  tor  new  gas  lighting  equipment.  The 
city  should  not  be  forced  to  continue  the  present 
disadvantageous  contract  with  the  Rising  Sun 
Street  Lighting  Company.  If  it  should  appear, 
however,  that  the  new  electric  lamp  could  not  be 
used  to  advantage,  the  city  would  be  compelled 
to  continue  the  contract  with  the  Rising  Sun 
Street  Lighting  Company,  unless  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  should  pro^^de  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  5150,000  to  restore  the  amount  which 
it  is  proposed  to  transfer.  The  city  ought  not  to 
be  left  exposed  to  the  danger  that  this  5150,000 
might  not  be  appropriated.  These  considerations 
make  it  clear  to  the  commission -that  it  would 
be  unwise  to  pro\'ide  for  a  new-  police  station  by 
the  proposed  transfer  of  money  from  the  street 
lighting  equipment  loan.  A  new  police  station 
seems  to  be  necessary,  but  the  funds  .should  be 
provided  in  some  other  way. 

2.  It  is  doubtful  whether  it  is  good  policy  to 
place  a  police  station,  as  proposed,  upon  such 
valuable  land  as  that  which  is  occupied  by  the  old 
probate  building.  This  land  is  assessed  on  an 
average  of  570  per  square  foot.  A  police  station 
ought  not  to  be  placed  upon  such  valuable  land, 
if  it  is  possible  to  find  an  appropriate  sit  where 
the  land  is  cheaper. 

The  commission  recommends  that  until  the 
Maj'oi-elect  has  taken  office,  the  City  Council 
delay  action  upon: 

1.  The  pending  oider  to  increase  the  salaries 
of  the  Street  Commissioners. 

2.  The  pending  order  to  increase  the  salaries 
of  the  first  assistant  assessors. 

3.  The  pending  order  to  transfer  5150,000  from 
the  loan  for  street  fighting  equipment  to  a  special 
appropriation  for  a  new  police  station  for  Division  2.

Ever 
since  I  have  been  in  the  Council  I  have  felt  that 
we  ought  to  make  one  appropriation  for  a  building, 
that  we  ought  to  have  definite  information  upon 
which  to  base  that  appropriation,  and  that  it  ought 
to  be  final.  In  this  case  we  had  our  specifications 
made  out  and  made  an  original  appropriation,  if 
I  remember  rightly,  which  was  supposed  to  cover 
the  expense.

COLLECTION   OF   REFUSE,   ETC. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  collecting  ashes, 
garbage  and  ref  use'under  the  contract  system  has 
proven  a  failure;  and, 

Whereas,  The  pay  of  the  employees  of  the  con- 
tractors is  below  that  of  the  men  employed  by  the 
city  for  the  same  work  in  districts  where  the 
contract  system  does  not  exist;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  records  itself 
that  when  said  contracts  terminate  that  no  further 
contracts  be  awarded,  as  it  is  the  belief  of  the 
Council  that  the  work  should  be  done  by  em- 
ployees of  the  city; 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  preambles  and 
resolution  be  sent  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

The  preambles  and  resolutions  were  declared 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President.  I  move  a  re- 
consideration. My  purpose  in  introducing  the 
resolutions  is  because  of  personal  observations 
made  by  myself  relating  to  the  holcUng  up  of  the 
collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  my  immediate 
locality  by  the  contractors.  For  over  three  years 
people  within  the  confines  of  the  Roxbury  ward 
where  I  live  have  been  used  horribly  by  the  con- 
tractors. Sometimes  three  weeks  would  pass 
without  any  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage;  at 
other  times  the  ashes  collected  from  the  cellars 
and  placed  on  the  sidewalk  have  remained  there 
for  two  or  three  days.  Furthermore,  the  employees 
of  the  contractors  who  collect  ashes  in  the  district 
get  SI. 65  or  SI. 75  a  day.  It  seems  to  me  that 
any  work  done  in  connection  with  the  city's 
functions  should  be  paid  for  on  at  least  the  basis 
of  the  wages  paid  to  men  employed  directly  by 
the  city.  I  know  personally  that  the  collection 
of  garbage  in  other  sections  of  the  city  is  as  bad. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  City  of  Boston  ought  to 
be  able  to  collect  its  own  garbage  and  ashes  and 
pay  to  the  help  a  living  wage.  Under  the  present 
contract  system  we  see  the  results  of  the  collection 
of  garbage  and  ashes,  not  only  in  the  improper 
way  in  which  the  work  is  done  but  in  the  inferior 
wages  paid  to  the  men.  I  am  satisfied  that  we 
have  economy  with  filtli  instead  of  economy  with 
efficiency.  The  people  all  over  Boston,  from 
East  Boston  to  West  Roxbury,  are  complaining 
about  the  conditions.  I  believe  the  city  could  do 
its  own  collection  at  a  profit  and  give  better  service, 
and  that  it  would  not  cost  as  much  as  it  does  by 
contract.  I  have  in  my  hand  a  list  of  contracts 
dating  from  January  31,  1913,  which  total  nearly 
$70,000,  for  the  collection  of  ashes,  garbage  and 
store  dirt  in  Roxbury,  East  Boston,  Brighton,  Hyde 
Park,  and  so  forth.  I  believe  that  the  city  could  use 
the  $70,000  and  could  maintain  its  own  depart- 
ment of  teams  and  men.  I  think  it  is  a  crying 
shame  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  have  an 
auxiliary  department  of  contractors  doing  work 
of  this  kind,  and  paying  men,  who,  if  in  the  employ 
of  the  city,  would  be  getting  S2.50  a  day,  only 
$1.05  or  .$1.75  a  day.  I  know,  too,  that  con- 
tractors in  Boston  collecting  ashes  and  garbage 
to-da,y  are  housing  their  employees  in  shacks. 
That  was  a  matter  of  discussion  during  the  late 
campaign.  I  know  that  the  public  in  general 
believe  that  the  matter  of  collecting  garbage 
and  ashes  by  contract  is  a  failure.  While  I  realize 
that  we  have  absolutely  no  power  in  the  matter 
we  can  take  action  which  will  be  of  moral  assistance 
■in  having  this  state  of  alTairs  remedied.  It  seems 
to  me  this  resolution  will  at  least  be  useful  in 
voicing  the  feeling  of  the  Council  in  favor  of 
changing   the    conditions.     I    cannot   for   the   life 


of  me  see  why  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
should  not  oblige  the  contractors,  when  they  make 
a  bid,  to  pay  wages  equal  to  the  wages  paid  by  the 
city  for  the  same  class  of  work.  I  realize  that  I 
am  treading  on  dangerous  ground,  that  a  iiumber 
of  these  contractors  are  in  my  immediate  vicinity, 
and  that  perhaps  their  friendship  might  mean 
more  to  me  personally  than  success  in  accomplish- 
ing the  purpose  of  these  resolutions.  But  I  want 
to  say  that  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  citizens  of  Roxbury 
and  in  general  throughout  the  entire  City  of  Boston 
that  all  contract  labor  covering  the  collection  of 
garbage  and  ashes  should  be  discontinued.  I 
believe  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  greatly  benefited 
if  the  present  system  were  done  away  with  and 
I  think  that  action  such  as  I  have  indicated  might 
well  be  taken  to  the  Mayor  or  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  that  that  is  the  way  to  remedy 
the  conditions. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  while  the  last 
gentleman  has  been  speaking  I  have  been  wonder- 
ing whether  his  remarks  were  not  applicable  to 
all  contracts  where  the  city  enters  into  an  agree- 
ment for  city  work  to  be  done  by  outsicle  parties — • 
whether  his  remarks  might  be  applied  to  the 
collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  alone,  or  whether 
they  would  not  be  equally  applicable  to  all  con- 
tracts entered  into  by  the  city. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  if  I  may  be 
allowed  to  answer  the  gentleman,  I  want  to  say 
that  the  collection  of  ashes  and  ga.rbage  has  to  do 
with  the  most  important  function  of  the  city,  that 
is,  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  community. 
The  other  contracts  are  of  minor  importance,  in 
my  opinion,  as  compared  with  contracts  that  have 
to  do  with  the  public  health.  I  know  that  garbage 
lies  for  two,  three  and  four  weeks  at  the  back  doors 
of  the  ordinary  tenement  houses.  I  know  that 
that  is  dangerous  to  public  health,  and,  while  this 
resolution  cannot  compel  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  or  the  Mayor  to  bring  about  this 
change,  it  will  at  least  be  a  means  of  recording  my 
protest  against  the  existing  conditions  and  showing 
myself  in  favor  of  a  change. 

Coun.  SMITH — ^Mr.  President,  my  purpose  in 
asking  the  question  was  to  get  the  gentleman's 
opinion  as  to  contracts  for  the  disposal  of  that 
refuse  after  it  is  collected.  • 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President^— 

Coun.  SMITH — If  I  may  continue 

Coun.  WATSON — ^Will  the  gentleman  waive 
for  a  moment? 

Coun.  SMITH — I  shall  be  only  a  moment,  Mr. 
President.  We  -have  committed  ourselves  to  a 
ten-year  contract  for  the  disposal  of  garbage  and 
refuse.  That  contract  has  never  been  lived  up  to 
by  the  contracting  parties.  I  believe  that  they  are 
menacing  the  health  of  this  community  fully  as 
much  as  the  contractors  who  are  collecting  the 
garbage  and  refuse.  I  believe  the  city  officials 
who  are  responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
contract  and  who  should  force  the  contracting 
parties  from  New  York  to  live  up  to  their  bargain, 
'  are  not  doing  their  duty.  I  beheve  that  the  City  of 
Boston  could  just  as  well,  and  better,  and  with 
more  profit  to  itself,  dispose  of  the  garbage  and 
refuse  itself,  rather  than  have  it  done  by  the  con- 
tractors with  whom  we  are  dealing.  Therefore, 
I  ask  the  question,  whether  this  resolution,  apply- 
ing to  the  collection  alone,  is  not  equally  applicable 
to  the  disposal  after  collection  is  made'? 

Coun.  WATSON — If  the  gentleman  does  not 
know  already,  Mr.  President,  I  will  inform  him 
that  the  contracts  to  which  I  had  reference  expire 
January  31,  1914,  this  month,  and  the  contract 
for  disposal  does  not  terminate  until  1922.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  I  will  yield  to  the  gentleman  if  he 
wishes. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  may  I  also 
state,  while  I  am  aware  of  those  facts  just  stated, 
I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  last  speaker  is  also 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  ten-year  garba,ge  con- 
tract can  be  terminated  at  any  time  if  its  pro- 
visions are  not  lived  up  to,  and  those  provisions 
never  have  been  lived  up  to  since  the  contra  ct  was 
in  force. 

Coun.  WATSOTSF— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
doubt  of  the  wisdom  shown  by  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  11  in  keeping  in  touch  with  what  is  being 
done  b,v  the  disposal  company.  I  have  not  been 
in  touch  with  the  operations  of  the  company  as 
closely  as  he  perhaps.  But  I  am  speaking  of 
conditions  that  exist  right  under  my  nose.  If  the 
Boston  Disposal  Company  is  not  performing  the 
contract  in  reference  to  disposal,  that  is  another 
thing,  and  it  can  be  taken  up  when  that  fact  is 
clearly  sot  forth.     The  gentleman  may   be  right 
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about  that;  I  am  not  aware  of  it.  But  I  do  know 
about  the  conditions  that  exist  at  the  present 
time  in  my  very  house,  and  I  will  say  that  plainly. 
If  the  gentleman  desires  to  put  the  hooks  into  the 
disposal  company  in  reference  to  this  matter,  well 
and  good,  but  I  have  a  specific  resolution  here  in 
reference  to  a  contract,  the  working  under  which 
we  are  all  familiar  with,  which  expires  the  tliirty- 
first  day  of  this  month,  and  the  question  he  raises 
about  the  Boston  Disposal  Company  should  not 
enter  into  it.  If  the  Boston  Disposal  Company  is 
not  living  up  to  its  contract  and  its  violation  of 
the  contract  is  endangering  the  public  health,  that 
is  also  a  matter  which  can  be  taken  up.  It  may 
be  that  he  is  perfectly  correct  in  his  statements. 
But  I  know  of  these  specific  conditions  that  I  have 
set  forth  in  these  resolutions,  and  I  think  we  are 
prepared  to  act  upon  this  matter  at  this  time. 
When  the  Boston  Disposal  Company  matter 
comes  before  me,  I  will  meet  it,  as  I  trust  he  will 
meet  this.  I  hope  reconsideration  of  the  reference 
will  prevail. 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  hope  the 
gentleman  does  not  misunderstand  my  remarks  on 
this  sub,iect.  I  am  not  only  in  favor  of  his  resolu- 
tion, but  I  am  in  favor  of  broadening  it  to  include 
the  disposal  as  well  as  the  collection  of  garbage 
and  refuse.  I  can  but  believe  that  the  last  speaker 
is  as  well  informed  of  conditions  in  this  city  as  I 
am.  I  cannot  believe  that  he  is  ignorant  of  the 
condition  that  exists  at  Orient  Heights,  any  more 
than  I  am  ignorant  of  it, — that  the  dump  of  the 
Disposal  Company  under  its  contract  is  a  menace 
not  only  to  the  convenience  but  to  the  health  of 
the  people  of  Orient  Heights.  Nor  can  I  believe 
that  he  is  ignorant  of  the  condition  that  exists  in 
South  Boston  and  throughout  the  shores  of 
Dorchester  Bay  because  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
Disposal  Company  is  living  up  to  its  contract  on 
Spectacle  Island.  It  is  not  only  a  matter  that 
affects  the  comfort  of  the  residents  of  South 
Boston  and  along  the  shores  of  Dorchester  Bay,  but 
it  is  a  question  that  affects  their  health  also. 
This  is  a  subject  upon  which  I  feel  keenly.  The 
city  entered  into  that  contract  knowing  the  con- 
ditions that  would  follow  even  its  enforcement. 
Those  conditions  are  aggravated  by  the  fact  that 
it  is  not  enforced.  We  had  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Health  of  the  State,  we 
had  the  opinion  of  Dr. -Cabot  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  and  of  the  medical  examiner 
for  this  end  of  Suffolk.  Those  facts  were  all  before 
this  body  at  the  time  when  they  entered  into  the 
contract.  The  situation  has  been  aggravated  by 
the  lax  enforcement  of  the  contract.  Therefore, 
rather  than  being  opposed  to  the  resolutions 
introduced  by  the  last  speaker,  I  am  in  favor  of 
them  and  would  extend  them.  I  have  no  animosity 
against  the  contracting  parties  from  New  York. 
I  do  not  desire,  to  use  the  last  speaker's  words,  to 
"put  the  hook"  into  them.  I  desire  to  include 
the  carrying  out  of  the  terms  of  that  disposal 
contract,  if  it  is  to  be  continued. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  sat  in 
this  Council  for  eleven  months,  and  during  that 
time  the  gentleman  from  Ward  ,11  has  not  let  a 
subject  before  this  body  get  by  without  protesting 
and  speaking  upon  it  and  dragging  other  matters 
into  it,  and  I  want  now  to  protest  against  his 
getting  up  here  and  putting  things  into  my  mouth. 
I  am  not  ignorant  about  conditions  in  a  general 
way,  but  all  I  know  about  the  conditions  he  refers 
to  is  hearsay,  and  the  last  thing  I  heard  about  the 
Disposal  Company  was  that  it  was  living  up  to  its 
contract.  I  know  that  a  lady  sent  to  me  by  Coun. 
Smith,  opposite,  told  me  that  two  months  ago 
the  conditions  were  cleaned  up  at  Orient  Heights. 
So  far  as  I  know  what  the  gentleman  states  here 
is  hearsay  and  that  is  all.  I  had  understood  that 
conditions  were  improved,  That,  of  course,  is  a 
matter  that  can  be  looked  into,  but  it  is  a  matter 
that  is  independent  from  the  resolutions  I  have 
introduced.  I  am  not  ignorant  of  conditions.  I 
may  not  be  as  familiar  with  certain  conditions  as 
the  councilor  may  be,  because  I  have  not  had  a 
chance  to  look  into  thi  m  perhaps  as  closely  as  he 
has.  I  would  like  to  know  first  what  he  actually 
knows  about  the  conditions  be  is  speaking  of? 

Coun.  SMITH— Mr.  President,  I  ask  the  last 
speaker's  pardon  if  I  have  been  more  charitable 
to  him  than  I  ou,ght  to  be.  I  presumed  that  he 
was  as  active  a  member  of  this  body  as  I.  I 
presumed  that  he  was  as  well  aware  of  conditions 
in  this  city  as  I.  He  has  certainly  voted  on 
resolutions  in  this  body  during  the  last  year  for 
investigation  of  the  conditions  of  which  I  speak. 
He  has  read,  I  presume,  the  report  of  the  Finance 


Commission  on  those  conditions,  following  the 
resolution  in  this  body.  He  has  no  doubt  since 
been  aware  of  the  crusade  again.st  these  conditions 
by  the  Women's  Municipal  League.  He  has,  I 
have  no  doubt,  attended  the  town  meetings  in  the 
various  sections  where  these  conditions  have  been 
the  cause  of  perhaps  the  most  active  protests  by 
the  citizens  of  the  respective  sections.  He  has, 
I  have  no  doubt,  been  invited  to  the  meetings 
held  in  the  East  Boston  High  School  with  regard 
to  this  special  subject.  The  town  has  rung  with 
the  lack  of  enforcement  of  this , contract  and  the 
newspapers  have  been  full  at  times  of  the  con- 
ditions existing  and  the  inconvenience  and  menace 
of  the  community  resulting  therefrom.  He  is  to 
continue  as  a  member  of  this  body.  I  am  not.  I 
trust  that  in  the  remaining  portion  of  his  term 
he  will  l:)ecome  more  familiar  with  and  will  vote 
more  intelligently  upon  the  resolutions  upon  this 
subject  than  he  claims  to  have  done  in  the  past. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  just  a  word. 
I  want  to  say  that  I  never  yet  professed  to  know 
as  much  about  municipal  affairs  as  the  councilor 
from  Ward  11.  That  is  beyond  my  intelligence. 
He  has  sirpreme  knowledge  in  regard  to  every 
subject  thjit  comes  before  this  body,  and  is  so  in 
touch  with  all  subjects  with  which  we  deal,  know- 
ing them  from  A  to  Z,  that  I  would  not  for  one 
moment  feel  that  I  could  ever  hope  to  catch  up 
to  him.  But  I  do  know  this  nurch,  that  when  a 
lady  representing  the  Municipal  League  came  to  me 
and  said  she  was  interested  in  reUeving  the  con- 
ditions that  existed  at  Orient  Heights,  she  told  me 
that  Coun.  Smith  had  promised  to  take  care  of  it 
himself,  but  said  that  if  she  could  also  have  my 
help  she  would  appreciate  it.  I  am  very  much 
surprised,  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  having 
the  matter  in  charge,  that  conditions  were  not 
improved.  He  has  tremendous  knowledge  of  city 
affairs  and  wonderful  interest  in  the  people,  and 
I  am  surprised  that  the  conditions  woirld  continue 
to  exist  for  a  moment.  But  I  do  want  to  say  this, 
just  a  word,  that  I  was  told  by  a  lady  who  came 
to  me,  after  we  acted  in  the  matter,  that  the  con- 
ditions that  existed  at  Orient  Heights  had  been 
relieved,  and  I  know  that  the  Finance  Commission 
came  in  here  and  said  that  conditions  were  on 
the  mend.  I  know  that.  And  I  know  that  he 
criticised  the  Finance  Commission  for  covering  up 
something,  as  he  put  it.  Now,  this  is  a  little, 
harmless  resolution  of  mine  and  really  means 
nothing  except  for  the  moral  effect  it  may  have. 
It  deals  with  a  subject  with  the  importance  of  which 
we  are  all  familiar.  There  can  be  no  question 
about  it,  and  we  all  at  the  present  time  rrnderstand 
and  know  the  situation.  I  have  nothing  for  or 
against  the  Disposal  Company.  If  they  are 
violating  their  contract,  that  is  a  matter  that  can 
be  taken  up.  Certainly  the  Good  Government 
Association,  the  Municipal  Leagire  and  the  gentle- 
man opposite  ought  to  be  able  to  take  care  of  that. 
As  far  as  knowing  about  the  conduct  of  municipal 
affairs  is  concerned,  I.  want  to  say  that  I  have 
had  twenty-one  years'  experience  and  knowledge 
of  city  affairs,  inside  and  outside  of  office,  and, 
while  I  have  never  been  able  to  attain  the  gentle- 
nran's  knowledge  of  srroh  affairs  and  can  never 
hope  to  do  so,  I  have  felt  that  I  did  know  something 
about  conditions  in  this  city.  While  my  knowledge 
may  be  deficient  I  have  two  more  years  in  the 
Council,  while  he  does  not,  and  it  may  be  that  in 
those  next  two  years  I  will  be  able  to  brighten 
up  a  little  on  these  subjects.  I  trust  that  reference 
to  the  Executive  Committee  will  be  reconsidered 
and  that  the  resoUrtions  will  be  passed  at  this 
time. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  is  interesting 
to  hear  Coun.  Wp.tson  following  so  closely  the 
Finance  Commission.,  I  am  glad  to  accept  his 
apology. 

The  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  was 
reconsidered,  and  the  resolutions  were  passed.

INCREASE   IN   ASSESSORS'    SALARIES. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  I  move  you,  sir, 
that  we  ta,ke  from  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
the  ordinance  for  the  increase  of  -the  assessors' 
salaries.  I  think  that  the  ma,iority  of  the  members 
of  this  Council  are  in  favor  of  the  increase.  Per- 
sonally I  am  in  favor  of  the  increase.  The  only 
argument  against  its  being  taken  up  now  and 
passed  is  the  argument  advanced  by  the  Finance 
Commission  in  the  report  received  to-day,  to  the 
effect  that  we  would  be  putting  a  burden  upon 
the  incoming  administration.  While  that  is  a 
valid  argument,  it  seems  to  me  to  have  little 
weight  when  we  consider  that  Mayor-elect  Cuiley 
in  his  platform  advocated  new  methods  of  assessing 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  equitable  assessing  of 
real  estate  in  Boston.  If  new  methods  are  to  be 
undertaken  and  new  duties  put  upon  the  assessors, 
combined  with  their  ijresent  duties,  that  seems 
to  me  to  warrant  all  the  more  the  increase  in  their 
salaries  asked  for  by  this  ordinance.  Therefore, 
if  the  matter  is  taken  from  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  I  shall  vote  in  favor  of  it.  I  trust  that 
the  matter  will  be  taken  up.  It  is  not  as  if  we  were 
taking  it  up  entirely  new  at  this  stage,  because  the 
matter  was  brought  in  months  ago.  It  was  voted 
upon  favorably  by  this  body  and  vetoed  by  the 
Mayor  on  the  ground  that  the  money  did  not  exist 
at  that  time  to  carry  out  the  ordinance.  At  the 
present  time  the  Council  is  in  favor  of  it,  and  I  can 
see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  passed.  We 
are  not  putting  a  burden  upon  the  incoming 
administration,  because  the  incoming  administra- 
tion is  pledged  to  reforms  in  that  department. 
When  the  matter  was  up  before,  the  president  of 
this  body  and  myself  voted  in  favor  of  an  amend- 
ment which  called  for  the  increase  in  1914,  but 
against  the  increase  at  the  time  when  it  was  asked 
for.  We  have  entered  upon  the  year  1914  and  I 
take  it  for  granted  that  the  president  of  this  body, 
as  well  as  myself  and  the  majoiitj'  of  the  members 
are  in  favor  of  voting  upon  the  matter  favorably 
at  this  time.  , 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  am 
in  favor  of  the  recall  of  this  ordinance  from  the 
committee  for  the  reason  that  this  ordinance  is 
nothing  new  before  this  body.  On  May  5  of  this 
year  I  presented  practically  the  same  ordinance 
and  explained  my  reasons  for  the  increase  in  this 
way,  that  I  thought,  as  long  as  the  assessors  had 
been  put  under  civil  service  and  it  was  necessary 
to  have  the  very  best  men  we  could  possibl.v  get 
to  hold  those  positions,  the  salary  of  $1,000  was 
entirely  inadequate  to  allow  the  City  of  Boston  to 
get  the  services  of  the  kind  of  men  it  should  have. 


The  ordinance  went  through  this  Council  with 
scarcely  any  dissent,  and  was  vetoed  by  the 
Mayor,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  retroactive,  that 
it  went  back  to  the  first  of  April  of  that  year,  and 
we  were  given  to  understand  that  if  it  were  to 
apply  from  the  date  of  its  passage  or  from  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1914  it  would  be  different. 
I  presented  the  ordinance  again  some  few  weeks 
ago  and  I  had  practically  the  assurance  then  that 
the  Mayor  was  in  favor  of  it.  I  believe  that  to-day 
he  is  in  favor  of  it.  I  don't  think  we  are  saddHng 
anything  on  the  new  administration  more  than 
what  the  present  administration  was  perfectly 
willing  to  shoulder,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  that  order  at  the  present 
time. 

Coun.  Smith's  motion  to  recall  the  ordinance 
from  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  was  declared 
lost.  Coun.  Smith  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays.  The  motion  to  recall  the 
ordinance  was  lost,  yeas  .3,  nays  4: 

Yeas — Coun.    Ballantyne,    Buckley,    Smith — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Collins,  Kenny,  Mc- 
Donald— 4. 

Later  in  the  ses.sion  Coun.  SMITH  said:  Mr. 
President,  I  move, — ^Resolved,  that  this  bodj'  is  in 
favor  of  the  increase  of  assessors'  salaries  as  outlined 
in  the  order  which  is  now  in  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  to  that  effect. 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules  at  this 
time  that  the  resolution  is  not  in  order,  as  the 
matter  is  already  pending  before  the  committee 
for  report.  The  Chair  also  understands  that  the 
committee  voted  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  ne.xt 
city  government.  Under  the  circumstances,  as 
the  matter  is  before  the  committee,  the  Chair  rules 
that  the  member's  motion  is  not  in  order. 

Coun.  SMITH^Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
the  Chair's  ruling  to  be  that  this  body,  which  will 
not  be  the  same  body  under  the  new  administra- 
tion, cannot  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  and 
that  members  who  are  going  out  from  this  body 
will  have  no  chance  to  vote  on  such  a  resolution? 

President  KENNY — ^The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  motion  offered  by  the  councilor  is  not  in 
order. 

Coun.  SMITH — And  that,  therefore,  members 
leaving  this  body  will  have  no  power  to  vote  on  a 
resolution  of  this  kind? 

President  5:ENNY—  The  Chair  is  still  of  the 
opinion  that  the  matter  is  pending  before  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  that,  pending  a 
report  of  the  committee,  the  resolution  is  not  in 
order  now,  but  may  be  considered  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ordinances.  The  entire  subject  matter  is 
before  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  SMITH — But  the  resolution  is  not 
pending  before  the  committee. 

President  KENNY — The  Chair  is  of  the  opinion, 
as  he  has  already  stated,  that  that  is  a  matter  which 
is  already  pending  before  the  committee,  is  already 
being  inquired  into  by  the  committee,  and  that 
a  report  from  that  committee  under  the  rules 
will  be  expected  here. 

Coun.  SMITH— And  that,  therefore,  the  out- 
going members  will  have  no  chance  to  vote  on  it? 

President  KENNY— The  Chair  rules,  therefore, 
that  the  resolution  is  not  in  order  at  this  time.

FIRE 


Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the  Alayor, 
be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with 
any  information  he  can,  after  due  inquiry,  rela- 
tive to  whether  or  not  the  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  were  directly  or  indirectly  assessed 
for  campaign  funds  in  behalf  of  anj'  candidate 
for  office  at  the  municipal  election  held  in  this 
city  on  January  13,   1914. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  my  reason  for 
introducing  the  order  is  that  I  have  been  informed 
from  fairly  reliable  sources  that  during  the  late 
campaign  for  city  officers  the  Police  Department 
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and  Fire  Department  members  put  up  a  certain 
amount  of  money  to  advance  the  interest  of  one 
of  two  candidates  for  mayor.     I  am  not  prepared 
at  this  time  to  tell  the  members  of  this  body  who 
my  informant  is,  but  I  want  to  say  that  the  informa- 
tion came  from  very  reliable  quarters.     The  fire- 
men and  the  policemen  a  short  time  before  election 
were  granted  an  increase  of  $100  a  year  in  their 
salaries.     I  was  informed  at  that  time  that  there 
was  to  be   an  assessment  made  on  the  members 
of  both  those  departments  for  campaign  purposes. 
In  order  not  to  make  it  appear  that  I  am  interested 
in    any    particular   candidate   for   mayor,    I    have 
introduced   two   orders,    one   that   applies   to   the 
Police  Department  and  the  other  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment.    The    Fire    Department,    I    am    informed, 
subscribed  money  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the 
Mayor- elect,    and    the    Police    Department    sub- 
scribed —  if  they  did  subscribe  —  for  the  purpose 
of  trying  to  secure  the  election  of  the  gentleman 
who   was   defeated.     Therefore,    I    cannot   be   re- 
ferred to  as  being  biased  in  my  stand.     I  feel  this 
way,   Mr.   President.     If  any  employee  of  a  city 
department  is  earning  his  money  properly  and  is 
rendering  an  equivalent  of  100  cents  on  the  dollar 
for  the  money  he  received,  he  should  not  be  com- 
pelled or  asked  to  contribute  to  the  campaign  fund 
of  any  candidate  for  office  as  a  reward  for  what  is 
given  to  him.     In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  city 
charter   provides    for    reform    in   Boston,    I    have 
tried  in  many  ways  to  live  up  to  the  spirit  of  the 
charter.     I   feel   that   it    is   high   time   that     the 
assessments  on  city  employees  in  the  interests  of 
candidates  for  city  officers  should  cease.     I  believe 
that  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, if  they  will  make  proper  inquiry,  will 
find    that    assessments    were    made    directly    or 
indirectly,    and    were  received    by    the    managers 
of  one  if  not  both  the  candidates  for  mayor,  and 
if  that  is  so  I  think  it  ought  to  be  shown.     I  say 
that  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  should  be 
kept  out  of  politics,  if  we  are  going  to  have  reform 
in  Boston,  as  the  charter  wants  us  to  have.     At 
this  time  I  want  to  step  aside  from  the  subject  1 
am  discussing  and  say  a  word  in  regard  to  two 
organizations   in   Boston,    the    Municipal   League 
and  the  Good  Government  Association.     During 
the  late  campaign  for  mayor  I  saw  fit  to  support 
the  man  who  was    handicapped   by  the  indorse- 
ment of  those  two  organizations.     Every  evening 
when  I  spoke  in  behalf  of  that  gentleman  I  in- 
formed those  listening  to  my  voice  that,   utterly 
regardless   ot    the   indorsement   of   those   associa- 
tions, I  was  supporting  a  man  whom  I  considered 
a  fit  man  for  that  office.     I  have  been  met  on  the 
street  and  criticised  by  citizens  for  supporting  a 
candidate    who    had    the    indorsement    of    those 
associations.     I    had   hard    work    to    support   my 
position,  finally  telling  them  that  I  supported  the 
man  and  not  the  men  who  were  supporting  the  man. 
I  told  them  that,  and  I  have  not  to-day  changed 
my  feeling  about  the  Municipal  League  and  the 
Good    Government    Association.     Those    associa- 
tions may  be  all  right,  but  the  few  who  control 
them  should,   in   my   opinion,   retire   from   active 
politics.     Last  year  I  was  elected  to  this  body  on  a 
very  concrete  platform.     I  told  the  public  what  I 
stood  for,  and  I  have  lived  up  to  my  pledges  to  the 
letter.     I  said  I  favored  a  revision  of  the  charter 
so  as  to  cut  down  the  number  of  signatures  neces- 
sary to  run  for  mayor  and  other  city  offices  to  one 
thousand.     I  got  through  this  body  a  resolution 
in  favor  of  that.     I  went  to  the  Legislature  and 
the  gentleman  from  the  South  End  district  went 
with   me,   and  there   I   opposed  the   chairman   of 
the  Finance  Commission  and  Dr.  Morton  Prince 
and  all  those  people  who  think  they  are  custodians 
of  all  that  is  good  in  this  city,  and  I  received  no 
satisfaction  at  all.     I  favored  a  district  alderman  or 
councilman  bill.     I   believe  now  that  the  charter 
should  be  so  amended  that  we  would  have  district 
or  ward  councilors,  or  councilors  that  will  repre- 
sent the  different  localities,  and  I  am  going  to  the 
Legislature  in  favor  of  that  even  if  it  legislates  me 
out  of  ofiice.     I  have  been  consistent  in  my  posi- 
tion.    I  have  been  at 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  will  the  gentle- 
man yield  tor  a  question? 

Coun.  WATSON— With  pleasure. 
Coun.  SMITH — I  wanted  to  ask  what  campaign 
was  under  way  now? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  .am  dehvering  an  obituary 
on  a  member  who  will  soon  depart  from  this  body. 
(Laughter.) 

Chairman  B.\LLANTYNE— The  ^  Chair  will 
remind  the  gentleman  that  the  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  order  just  offered  by  Coun.  Watson. 


Coun.  WATSON — ^Mr.  President,  I  may  possibly 
get  away  from  the  scope  of  the  order.

I  want  to  say  now 
that  I  will  be  here  two  years  more,  God  willing, 
if  the  charter  is  not  amended.  I  will  be  under 
a  mayor  whom  I  did  not  support,  and  I  am  going 
to  give  him  full  support,  even  though  I  don't 
believe  in  him  and  didn't  believe  in  him.  I 
shall  not  be  a  party  to  handicapping  him  a  particle. 
If  Mayor-elect  Curley  comes  into  this  body  with 
clean  hands,  he  will  find  no  firmer  supporter  of 
his  policies  than  I.  Mr.  President  and  fellow 
members,  the  order  I  have  introduced  is  a  gen- 
uine order,  and  I  don't  want  it  referred  to  the 
Finance  Commission,  because  they  do  net  do 
their  work  properly.  The  Finance  Commission 
investigates  that  which  does  not  hit  its  friends. 
The  moment  anything  is  liable  to  interfere  with  its 
friends'  doings,  right  or  wrong,  the  Finance 
Commission  takes  to  the  woods.  I  am  satisfied 
that  if  the  Police  Commissioner  will  do  his  duty 
as  he  did  it  in  a  case  where  I  was  hooted  off  the 
platform  in  Faneuil  Hall,  where  a  policeman 
aided  in  the  hooting — if  he  does  his  duty  in  this 
rnatter  as  well  as  in  that,  there  will  be  no  atten- 
tion paid  to  the  order.  But  I  know  that  if  he 
will  investigate  firmly,  call  upon  the  members  of 
the  Boston  Social  Club,  the  social  organization 
of  the  Police  Department,  as  the  Russell  Club  is 
of  the  Fire  Department,  it  can  be  easily  found 
through  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Fire 
Comrnissioner  that  the  Police  Department  and 
the  Fire  Department  of  Boston  are  in  politics, 
although  not  because  they  want  to  be.  Therefore, 
I  trust  that  this  order  will  pass  to-day. 
The  order  was  passed.

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  before  final 
action  is  taken  upon  these  matters  I  desire  to  say 
a  word  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  and,  I  hope, 
to  the  public  as  well.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Finance  Commission  spends  approximately 
$35,000  a  year  in  its  work,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
last  j^ear  when  the  budget  was  considered  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  this  body  they  asked 
$35,000,  when  under  the  law  they  were  allowed 
$30,000  anyway,  I  desire  to  say  just  a  word  at 
this  time.  When  I  interrogated  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission  regarding  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  $35,000,'  I  secured  from  him  much 
data.  I  believed  at. that  time  that  thev  were  not 
entitled  to  the  $5,000'  increase  over  the  $30,000 
allowed  them  by  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  but 
the  rest  of  the  Council  in  their  wisdom  did  not 
agree  with  me.  I  now  contend  that  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston,  appointed  by 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  saddled 
upon  the  taxpayers,  has  been  wasting  the  people's 
money  the  past  year,  and  I  am  going  to  cite  for 
consideration  by  the  members  of  this  body  the 
fact  that  the  Firiance  Commission  in  a  bulky 
report  recently  took  his  Honor  to  task  for  having 
done  something  regarding  Civil  Service  rules. 
The  Mayor  replied  to  the  Finance  Commission, 
and  the  Finance  Commission  came  back  at  the 
Mayor  with  this  statement,  in  substance,  that 
they  could  prove  that  the  Mayor  was  in  error  in 
his  statement.  I  know — I  say  I  know,  but  I  will 
qualify  that,  I  feel  more  than  reasonably  satis- 
fied— that  for  the  past  forty-eight  hours,  and 
perhaps  seventy-two  hours,  the  entire  force  in  the 
Finance  Commission's  Department,  experts,  stenog- 
raphers and  other  employees,  have  suspended 
all  other  work  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a 
joint  debate  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston  over  a 
mere  detail.  This  controversy  between  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  is  costing  the  taxpayers  up- 
wards of  $150  a  day.  I  say  it  is  entirely 
wrong.  The  Finance  Commission  i^as  presumably 
appomted    under  the  law  to  handle   matters  that 
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vitally  concern  the  finances  of  this  city  and  the 
proper  and  legal  conduct  of  the  departments,  but 
we  find  them  to-day  in  a  controversy  with  the 
Mayor  over  a  mere  detail,  and  the  taxpayers  have 
to  pay  the  bills.  I  say  it  is  high  time  that  the 
Finance  Commission  attended  to  its  duties  and 
suspended  joint  debates  with  any  indi\ddual  with 
whom  perhaps  they  do  not  agree.  I  do  not  say 
this  as  a  defender  of  the  Maj'or,  because  it  is  up 
to  him  to  defend  himself.  I  am  talking  tor  the 
people  who  pay  the  taxes,  people  whose  money, 
I  believe,  is  being  wasted  by  investigation  of  a 
mere  detail  by  the  Finance  Commission  to-day.

BALLANTYNE,  for  the  -Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of 
Mayor,  communication  and  ordinance  "(referred 
January  16)  establishing  a  municipal  standard  and 
city  flag — that  the  ordinance  ought  not  to  pass, 
without  pre,iudice. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  the 
reason  for  "the  committee's  making  this  report 
re.iecting  the  order  is  that  we  are  informed  that 
the  order  is  improperly  drawn.  -I  hold  in  my  hand 
a  similar  order,  which  I  will  put  in  and  ask  to  have 
referred   to   the   Law   Department   for   correction. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  rejected. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  BALLANTYNE 
offered  the  following: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Municipal  Standard  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  which  is  hereby  established,  shall  be 


made  of  silk  of  the  colors  designated,  namely, 
Continental  blue  and  buff,  and  shall  be  5  feet  in 
length  and  34  feet  in  width,  or  in  proportion  thereto. 
Provided,  that  a  City  Flag  of  like  design  and 
colors  may  be  made  of  bunting  for  outdoor  dis- 
play, the  size  of  such  bunting  flag  to  depend  upon 
the  place  of  disi:lay.  The  body  of  the  Standard 
shall  be  blue  as  specified,  with  the  official  city 
seal  embroidered  in  the  center;  and  two  rings  of 
white  shall  encircle  the  seal  as  indicated  by 
photograph  attached.  The  reverse  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Standard  shall  bear  a  representation  of  the 
'Trimountain.  The  City  Flag  shall  have  no 
reverse  except  the  seal  showing  through  the  bunt- 
ing," the  seal  to  be  painted  on  or  woven  in  the 
fabric.  The  Municipal  Standard  shall  have  a 
fringe  of  Continental  buff;  the  City  Flag  to  be 
without  fringe. 

Sect.  2.  The  colors  herein  specified  shall  be  the 
ofiicial  colors  for  the  City  of  Boston,  namely. 
Continental  blue  and  Continental  buff,  according 
to  samples  attached. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Flag  shall  be  displayed  on 
City  Hall,  on  other  municipal  buildings,  on  Boston 
Common  and  in  other  public  places  on  all  holidays 
and  other  occasions  when  the  national  flag  is 
ordered  to  be  displayed;  provided  that  the  City 
Flag  may  be  used  on  other  occasions  not  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  The  Municipal  Standard  of  silk  shall  be 
carried  or  displayed  in  parades,  at  reviews  and  on 
other  official  occasions  when  the  Mayor  is  present 
and  when  directed  by  him.  Boston  organizations 
may  have  copies  of  the  Municipal  Standard  on 
approval  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  5.  Neither  the  Municipal  Standard  nor 
City  Flag  nor  any  reproduction  shall  be  used  for 
any  commercial  purpose,  and  no  advertising  device 
shall  be  placed  upon  it  or  used  in  connection  with 
it;  and  the  Municipal  Flag  or  Standard  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  6.     (Penalties.) 

Sect.  7.  'The  City  i\Iessenger  shall  be  custodian 
of  the  Municipal  Standard,  and  of  the  city  flags 
that  are  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sect.  8.  'This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage,  except  that  section  3  shall  not  take 
effect  until  thirty  days  after  passage;  but  the 
Municipal  Standard  or  City  Flag  may  be  used 
before  that  time  if  in  accordance  with  this 
ordinance.

SALARIES   OF   PROBATION    OFFICERS. 

Coun;  COLLINS  called  up  unfinished  business. 
No.  6,  viz.: 

6.  Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  Victor  Vance 
Anderson  and  Alfretta  P.  McClure,  male  assistant 
officer  and  female  assistant  officer,  respectively, 
of  the  Municipal  Criminal  Court,  Boston,  deter- 
mined by  the  chief  justice  of  said  court  at  the  rate 
of  $2,000  and  $1,500  per  annum,  respectively,  to 
date  from  October  6,  1913,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  approved,  said  sums  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  County  of  Suffolk,  Municipal 
Criminal  Court,  Boston. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON^Mr.  President,  this  is  an 
order  that  I  have  been  partly  instrumental  in 
having  held  up  until  to-day.  As  has  been  well 
said  by  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun. 
Collins),  who  is  an  attorney,  we  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  approving  or  appointing  of  these 
probation  officers.  I  took  the  position  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Council  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  taxpayers  of  Suffolk  County  paid  the  bills, 
there  should  be  an  effort  made  to  secure  a  gentle- 
man from  Suffolk  County  to  fill  this  position. 
The  justices  of  the  Municipal  Coiirt  in  their  wisdom 
saw  fit  to  select  Dr.  Victor  Vance  Anderson  of 
Cambridge  for  this  position.  To-d.ay,  in  con- 
sequence of  my  position  in  the  matter,  I  had  a  talk 
with  certain  justices  of  the  Municipal  Court  and, 
while  they  disagreed  with  me  in  the  main  regarding 
my  opposition,  they  did  agree  mth  me  that,  while 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Anderson  was  a  resident  of 
Cambridge  and  Middlesex  County  was  not 
sufficient  reason  for  turning  him  down,  there 
was  reason  in  my  criticism  that  he  was  not 
even  a  legal  voter  in  Cambridge.  We  are  brought, 
as  a  result  of  my  questions  and  queries,  face  to 
face  with  the  fact  that  the  gentleman  is  not  only 
not  a  voter  in  Suffolk  County  but  has  not  cared 
enough  for  his  civic  rights  to  become  a  voter  in 
Massachusetts.  The  justices  agreed  with  me 
that  that  was  wrong,  entirely  wrong,  and  in 
consequence  of  my  audience  to-day  with  the 
different  justices  of  the  Municipal  Court,  taking 
almost  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  during  which  we 
discussed  the  matter  pro  and  con,  while  in  the  main 
we  disagreed  in  the  position  that  the  man  should 
at  least  become  a  voter  in  Massachusetts  we  did 
agree.  We  all  thought  at  least  that  it  was  entirely 
improper  for  him  not  to  be  a  voter,  agreed  that  he 
ought  to  be  a  voter.  I  dislike  greatly  to  vote 
against  this  order,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  no  right  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  this 
man,  as  the  justices  showed  to  me,  I  am  inclined 
to-day  to  vote  for  the  order.  But  I  want  to  say 
that  my  reason  for  taking  a  different  position  to- 
day is  that  sometimes  wise  men  change  their 
minds,  but  fools  never,  I  would  like  to  vote 
against  this  proposition  if  my  vote  would  be  the 
means  of  defeating  the  appointment,  but  I  know 
that  my  vote  will  not  prohibit  the  man  from  hold- 
ing the  position.  The  gentleman  is  fitted  for  the 
position,  is  a  psychologist.  The  justices  of  the 
Municipal  Court  to-day  showed  me  that  they 
made  a  thorough  search  for  the  one  whom 
they  considered  would  be  the  ideal  person  for  the 
position.  They  consulted  with  learned  alienists 
of  greater  Boston,  and  no  man  could  be  found  who 
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would  work  for  t.he  salary  of  $2,000.  It,  was  shown 
to  me  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  justices 
to  keep  the  salary  at  $2,000,  but  that  the  gentle- 
man is  appointed  practically  for  a  probationary 
period.  If  he  proves  equal  to  the  job  they  intend 
to  pay  him  more  money.  I  am  satisfied  that 
Victor  Vance  Anderson  will  become  a  voter  in  ^he 
Commonwealth  immediately,  and  in  all  proba- 
bility a  voter  in  Suffolk  County  before  the  next 
election.  Having  perhaps  shown  to  the  liberal 
members  of  this  Board  my  position  and  having 
registered  my  protest  by  having  the  matter 
through  me  held  up  to  date,  I  wish  to  say  that 
to-daj'  I  shall  vote  to  pay  the  S2,000  to  Dr.  Victor 
Vance  Anderson  as  psychologist  and  probation 
officer  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  this  matter 
has  been  pretty  well  threshed  out  in  other  meetings 
of  the  Council.  This  man's  qualifications  have  been 
set  forth  in  an  article  read  in  this  body  and  printed 
in  the  minutes.  I  want  to  say,  in  behalf  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  that  we  would  prefer  to  see  a  man  living 
within  Suffolk  County  appointed  to  this  position, 
a  man  who  is  a  resident  and  voter  in  Boston.  But 
we  believed  that  under  the  law  we  had  no  right  to 
say  wh%re  he  should  come  from,  that  that  is  a 
matter  resting  entirely  with  the  justices  of  the  - 
Supreme  Court.  The  question,  therefore,  comes 
solely  on  approval  of  the  salary,  and  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  gentleman  agrees  with  me  in  that 
matter. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  1  ask  for  a 
roll  call,  in  order  that  my  position  may  be  seen  by 
everybody. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun. 
BUCKLEY  voting  nay. 


COUNTY   ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  communication 
(referred  December  22)  establishing  salary  of 
probation  officer  for  Wayward  and  Delinquent 
Children  at  Municipal  Court,  Charlestown  dis- 
trict— recommending  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  probation  officer 
for  Wayward  and  Delinquent  Children  of  the 
Municipal  Court  of  the  Charlestown  district, 
determined  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  said  court, 
at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500) 
per  annum,  beginning  January  I,  1914,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  approved,  the  amount  to  be 
chaiged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  Municipal  Court,  Charlestown  District. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  through  you 
I  would  like  to  ask  Coun.  Buckley,  from  Charles- 
town, if  he  will  kindly  set  forth  the  qualifications 
of  the  gentleman  named  for  the  position  of  pro- 
bation officer?  For  instance,  I  would  like  to  know 
whether  he  is  a  voter  in  Suffolk  County  and  a 
ps.ychologist? 

Coun.  BUCKLEY— Mr.  President,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  councilor  on  my  right  I  would 
say  that  it  is  not  a  gentleman,  it  is  a  lady,  and 
she  has  occupied  this  position  for  several  years. 
She  is  one  of  the  best  probation  officers  we  have 
in'SuffoIk  County.  She  was  born  in  Charlestown, 
she  has  always  lived  there;  her  education  was 
obtained  in  the  Charlestown  schools;  her  work 
has  increased  tremendously  and  she  earns  every 
cent  .she  gets.  She  not  only  does  her  work  in 
the  court,  but  she  is  a  real  probation  officer, 
something  like  they  had  in  the  Roxbury  Court 
when  John  Reagan  was  probation  officer,  the  same 
type.  Instead  of  bringing  the  youngsters  into 
court,  she  visits  them  in  their  homes  and  tries  to 
lead  them  right. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  intended  to 
ask  if  the  lady  was  a  resident  of  the  councilor's 
district,  but  I  presume  she  is,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  he  is  indorsing  her  appointment.  I  am  only 
too  glad,  after  what  he  has  said,  to  vote  for  the 
lady.  I  wondered,  if  the  probation  officer  was 
outside  the  councilor's  district,  if  he  would  have 
made  the  same  speech  of  eulogy. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  rule  was  suspended 
and  the  order  was  passed. 


CITY   PLANNING    BOARD. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,    at   this 
time  I  move   to    recall   from   the    committee   the 


message  and  ordinance  relative  to  City  Planning 
Board,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 

Coun.  Ballantyne's  motion  prevailed. 
The  papers  referred  to  were  a  message  from  the 
Mayor  under  date  of  September  8,  191.3,  transmit- 
ting for  information  certain  acts  relative  to  plan- 
ning board  of  cities  and  towns,  with  draft  of  an 
ordinance  relative  to  the  creation  of  a  planning 
board  for  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

An  Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Creation  of  a 
Planning  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  cf  Boston  as 
follows:  , 

Section  1.  The  planning  board  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  established  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1913  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  at  least  shall 
be  a  woman.  Said  members  shall  be  appointed 
bj'  the  mayor  in  the  manner  provided  by  sections 
9  and  10  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1909.  The  first  appointments  shall  be  made,  one 
for  a  term  ending  with  the  first  day  of  May,  1914, 
one  for  a  term  ending  with  the  first  day  of  May, 
1915,  one  for  a  term  ending  with  the  first  day  of 
May,  1916,  one  for  a  term  ending  with  the  first 
day  of  May,  1817,  and  one  for  a  term  ending  with 
the  first  day  of  May,  1918;  and  beginning  with  the 
year  1914  one  member  shall  be  appointed  annually 
for  a  terra  of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of  May. 
Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  appointments  of  the  members  have  be- 
come operative,  meet  and  organize  lay  the  sekction 
of  a  chairman,  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary  out- 
side of  its  own  membership  who  shall  receive  such 
compensation  for  his  services  as  said  board  may 
fix  and  determine. 

Sect.  3.  The  planning  board  shall  have  the 
powers  and  authority,  and  perform  the  duties,  set 
forth  in  chapter  494  relative  to  local  planning 
boards. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  shall  serve  without  pay, 
and  may  expend,  for  the  salary  of  its  secretary 
and  for  such  other  expenses  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance. 

Coun.  SMITH — Mr.  President,  it  gives  me  great 
plea.sure  to  vote  in  favor  of  this  ordinance,  one  of 
the  last  acts  I  .shall  be  privileged  to  perform, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  an  orcUnance 
similar  to  this  has  been  before  the  Council  for 
at  least  two  years,  and  I  think  it  is  more  nearly 
correct  to  say  three  years.  The  civic  planning 
ordinance,  of  which  this  is  the  final  outcome,  was 
originally  introduced  into  this  body  by  former 
Coun.  Hale,  and  I  believe  this  draft  is  the  outcome 
of  his  ordinance,  as  revised  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission and  also  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
We  have  all  been  in  favor  of  some  .such  plan  for 
a  number  of  years,  and  I  think  it  is  especially 
fitting  at  this  time,  in  \'iew  of  the  statements  made 
by  the  Mayor-elect  during  his  campaign,  that  we 
should  pass  this  ordinance.  If  it  does  not  meet 
with  his  approval  it  can  be  amended  in  the  future. 
But  certainl.y  other  cities  have  blazed  the  way  for 
Boston,  and  we  can  well  pass  this  ordinance  as 
a  beginning  in  the  line  of  city  planning. 
The  ordinance  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

SALARIES   OF   JAIL   OFFICERS. 

Couii.  BUCKLEY  offered  the  following: 
A  Regulation  Relative  to  Salaries  of  Jail  Officers. 
Be  it  ordered  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  one,  chapter  four,  of  the  Revised  Regu- 
lations of  1898  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  By 
striking  out  in  the  second  hne  the  word  "eighteen" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "twenty- 
five,"  and  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line  the 
word  "eighteen"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "fourteen,"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"officers"  in  the  fifth  line  the  words  "Assistant 
Cleik,"  and  by  striking  out  in  the  fifth  line  the 
word  "twelve"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "thirteen, "  and  by  striking  out  in  the  seventh 
line  the  word  "twelve"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "thirteen,"  so  said  section  will 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  chief  officer  connected  with 
the  County  Jail  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  the  steward  and  the 
first  inside  officer  and  the  clerk,  each  not  exceeding 
fourteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  the  second  and 
third  inside  officers,  and  the  assistant  clerk,  each 
not  exceeding  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars; 
the  other  regularly  employed  officers,  each  not 
exceeding  thirteen  hundred  dollars;  the  watchmen 
and  other  necessary  assistants,  each  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars." 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 


PRISONS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  submitted  the  following: 

The  committee  of  the  City  Council,  appointed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  1, 
chapter  224,  of  the  Re\'ised  Laws,  to  inspect  the 
prisons  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  has  attended  to 
that  duty  and  submits  the  following  report:  The 
institutions  are  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  the  Parental 
School  for  Truant  Boys  and  Girls  at  West  Roxbury, 
the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction,  and  the 
Suffolk  School  for  Boys  at  Rainsford  Island,  all  of 
which  were  inspected  by  the  committee. 

The  committee  visited  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
and  found  everything  as  far  as  the  care  of  the 
inmates  was  concerned  in  excellent  concUtion. 
The  committee  believes  that  the  officers  should  be 
uniformed  and,  furthermore,  that  the  inmates  of  the 
jail  should  be  allowed  more  exercise  and  air  in  the 
yard. 

At  Deer  Island  the  committee  reiterates  its 
recommendation  of  last  year  concerning  the  segre- 
gation of  drug  fiends  from  the  mass  of  prisoners. 
It  also  beheves  that  the  victims  of  alcohol  should 
be  placed  in  a  separate  building  from  prisoners 
who  have  been  sentenced  for  criminal  acts.  New 
laundry  machinery  is  required,  and  as  soon  as  the 
old  rnachinery  is  removed  from  the  laundry  the 
building  should  be  torn  down  and  a  coal  pocket 
erected  on  its  site.  This  will  be  a  great  improve- 
ment, and  is  a  matter  of  necessity. 

The  stone  yard  retaining  wall  is  weak  and  should 
be  immediately  replaced.  The  committee  recom- 
mends an  electrically  operated  cold  storage  system 
for  storehouse,  butcher  shop  and  morgue,  with  a 
separate  machine  capable  of  making  about  two 
tons  of  ice  a  day.  The  plant  will  cost  from  ten 
to  twelve  thousand  dollars,  but  in  the  end  would 
be  a  matter  of  economy  for  the  city. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  uecdcd  iinprovoiucnts  is 
as  follows:  Laundry  machinery,  $6,000;  retaining 
wall  at  stone  yard,  $10,000;  new  building,  .$30,000; 
barn,  $2,500;  total,  $48,500. 

The  committee  visited  the  Parental  School. 
Everything  was  found  in  good  condition.  It  is 
desirable,  however,  that  the  marsh  at  the  school 
adjoining  the  playground  be  filled  in.  Also  a 
gymnasium  should  be  erected,  as  there  is  no  suit- 
able place  for  indoor  recreation  during  the  winter 
months.  The  committee  beUeves  in  establishing 
a  trade  school  for  the  boys  at  the  school. 

The  committee  visited  Rainsford  Island,,  in 
accordance  with  the  law,  and  recommends  the 
following:  At  present  the  visitors,  who  are  the 
parents,  relatives  and  friends  of  the  boys,  meet 
them  on  the  wharf  and  have  a  visit  of  less  than 
one-half  hour.  They  have  no  opportunity  to 
see  the  institution  and  gain  any  knowledge  of  the 
treatment  and  education  of  the  boys.  During  the 
winter  months  weather  conditions  make  it  very 
unpleasant  to  stand  out  in  the  open,  as  they  are 
obliged  to  do  by  the  boat  schedule.  It  seems  to 
the  conunittee  that  a  reception  building  should  be 
erected  to  accommodate  visitors  or  that  the  boat- 
ing schedule  should  be  changed  so  as  to  allow 
enough  time  for  visitors  to  walk  from  the  wharf  to 
the  institution  and  remain  there  long  enough  to 
see  the  charges.  An  auxiliary  engine  and  dynamo 
of  smaller  unit  than  one  now  installed  should  be 
aUovved  for  use  in  case  of  emergency.  Where  the 
smaller  boys  are  housed  at  Point  Cottage,  repairs 
are  badly  needed.  The  cottage  system  should  be 
installed,  rather  than  the  congregate  system  which 
now  exists. 

Annexed  will  be  found  the  reports  from  the 
various  institutions,  as  required  by  law.

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  rise 
at  this  time  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  myself  talk. 
If  I  could  submit  what  I  have  in  writing  to  this 
body  and  have  it  printed  in  the  Record,  I  would  be 
as  well  satisfied.  It  was  my  intention  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council  not  to  have  another  word 
to  say  in  this  body  except  perhaps  a  word  of  com- 
mendation of  the  presiding  officer  at  the  closing 
exercises.  But  circumstances  are  such  that  I  must 
pubhcly  make  a  statement.  The  Committee  on 
Prisons — two  members — made  their  stereotyped 
visit  to  the  Charles  Street  Jail  day  before  yester- 
day, and  I  invited  myself  to  go  with  them.  I  took 
a  friend  with  me,  as  another  member  of  the  Council 
did,  to  see  what  was  going  on,  and  the  result  of 
my  inquiry  and  investigation,  made  independent  of 
the  members,  satisfied  me  that  the  Committee  on 
Prisons  of  the  present  Council  has  not  done  its 
duty.  They  gave  more  attention  to  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  in  their  reference  there  regarding  the 
uniforming  of  the  men  than  they  did  to  the  im- 
proving of  the  condition  of  the  men.  And  I  am 
surprised  that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  has 
not  made  something  more  elaborate  in  the  way  of 
a  report  on  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  I  expected  it. 
Day  before  yesterday  I  interviewed  a  number  of 
prisoners.  One  of  them  had  been  in  for  eight 
months,  one  for  five  months,  and  one  for  seven 
months,  and  had  not  been  outside  of  their  cells 
except  to  go  to  take  a  bath;  had  not  been  allowed 
to  breathe  a  breath  of  fresh  air  in  the  open — and 
you  tell  me  that  is  humane  treatment  of  the 
unfortunate.  Why,  Mr.  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, I  am  surprised  that  you  did  not  elaborate 
somewhat  on  it.  It  is  true  the  men  I  interviewed — 
.some  of  them— were  in  "dope  row,"  but  I  found 
in  one  cell  with  a  dope  fiend  a  man  who  was 
arrested  for  having  dope  in  his  possession  but  who 
was  not  a  dope  fiend.  Segregation!  Fine!  A  man 
who  was  not  a  dope  fiend  and  did  not  use  it  in  a 
cell  with  a  dope  fiend!  I  found  a  prisoner  there 
who  had  been  eight  months  in  his  cell,  only  allowed 
to  go  out  to  bathe  once  or  twice  a  week,  I  don't 
know  which.  I  said  to  him,  "Are  you  going  to 
quit  the  dope?"  He  said,  "How  is  a  man  going 
to  quit  it?  When  I  go  out  it  is  the  first  thing  I  am 
going  to  get  at,  because  I  haven't  been  given  an 
opportunity  to  build  myself  up  and  get  rid  of  the 
habit.  I  haven't  been  allowed  to  e.xercise.  When 
I  go  down  to  bathe  and  come  up  again  I  can  hardly 
walk.  That  is  a  fine  condition  to  send  me  out  in 
the  world  again  in  three  or  four  weeks'  time." 
They  have  a  yard  down  there  and  I  worked  there 
for  nine  months.     The  only  improvement  made  up 


to  date — ^and  I  am  not  criticising  .lohn  (^uinn,  the 
Sheriff,  who  is  a  corking  fine  fellow,  one  of  the 
smoothest  chaps  I  ever  met — he  has  put  in  the  cells 
down  there  electric  lights  which  cost  him  thousands 
of  dollars;  they  have  been  in  a  year  and  the  juice 
has  never  been  turned  on.  Fine!  This  yard 
down  there!  Mr.  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
you  can't  answer  it;  you  have  to  agree  with  me; 
you  know  it  is  so.  The  yardmen  down  there — 
twenty  men — ■  privileged  prisoners  of  the  jail  —  are 
allowed  to  go  out  in  the  yard  in  gangs  and  help  in 
the  yard,  the  same  gang  every  day  going  out  to 
exercise,  and  the  other  250  or  275  inmates  housed 
in  there  from  the  day  they  go  in  until  released, 
and  perhaps  they  go  out  and  come  back  again. 
I  suggested  to  the  Sheriff  in  your  presence,  Mr. 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  "Why  don't  you 
alternate  the  yard  gang — let  a  party  of  twenty  go 
out  this  week  and  next  week  another  twenty,  and 
divide  up  the  fresh  air?"  Why  haven't  you  recom- 
mended it?  It  is  a  stereotjijed  report.  You 
investigated  last  Friday  and  your  report  goes  in 
to-day.  Now,  I  am  opposed  to  it.  I  am  interested 
in  the  unfortunates  and  I  don't  care  to  blow  about 
it  all  the  time.  For  five  years  I  have  paid  a  good 
deal  of  attention  to  the  unfortunates  of  this 
Commonwealth.  True,  I  am  uneducated?  it  is 
true  I  am  not  a  psychologist  or  penologist,  but  I 
have  got  some  common  sense  and  know  that  the 
tendency  of  the  times  is  to  improve  the  unfor- 
tunate's condition,  and  I  thinlv  Suffolk  County 
should  do  it.  The  Sheriff  wanted  to  show  me  his 
hens  down  there  and  I  objected  to  looking  at 
them.  I  went  down  there  to  look  at  the  prisoners. 
We  spent  about  three  hours  in  the  jail,  two  hours 
and  a  quarter  eating  a  fine  feed.  It  is  the  same 
story  here  as  in  the  state.  The  committee  of  the 
Legislature  goes  down  to  Bridgewater  and  they 
are  met  by  the  superintendent  and  brought  and 
set  down  to  a  fine  feed  and  fine  hquors  and  cigars 
and  tell  stories,  and  a  half  hour  before  train  time 
they  say,  "Your  train  goes  in  half  an  hour;  come 
and  see  the  prisoners."  And  he  takes  them  to  a 
few  nice,  prepared  places.  We  only  saw  a  third 
of  the  place  there.  I  saw  only  a  third  of  it,  and 
that  was  more  than  the  committee  saw.  I  think 
what  you  ought  to  do  about  that  report  is  to 
refer  it  back  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  and  I 
will  help  you  make  a  report  that  means  some- 
thing. Now,  I  hate  to  criticise  your  committee, 
but  I  am  interested,  Mr.  President  and  Chairman. 
I  want  to  help  those  who  can't  help  themselves. 
I  know  that  you  intend  to,  but  you  are  all  very 
busj'  men.  I  am  telling  you  that  if  the  pubhc  knew 
the  facts  of  the  institutions  run  by  the  city  there 
would  be  a  change  mighty  quick.  Now,  I  would 
like  to  have  this  matter  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Prisons  and  between  now  and  tomorrow 
have  them  make  a  report  that  will  say  something. 
Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Prisons  I  desire  to  say 
that  the  committee  made  two  trips  to  the  Charles 
Street  Jail,  as  it  did  to  the  Parental  School,  to 
Rainsford  Island,  the  Suffolk  School  and  to  Deer 
Island.  The  visit  which  we  made  the  other  day 
to  the  Charles  Street  Jail  was  the  second  of  the 
visits.  I  personally  asked  many  of  the  prisoners 
as  to  their  treatment;  I  asked  them  as  to  the  food 
which  was  being  served  to  them.  I  said  to  them 
that  they  need  not  fear  any  of  the  jail  officials  no 
matter  what  they  might  say  to  us.  I  said  that  we 
were  members  of  the  City  Council,  acting  as 
County  Commissioners,  and  that  we  wanted  to 
know  as  to  their  treatment.  I  personally  asked 
the  men  as  to  the  food;  I  asked  them  as  to  the 
Ded  clothing;  I  asked  them  as  to  the  general  con- 
ditions, as  to  cleanliness  of  the  bed  clothing,  and 
in  no  case  did  any  man  who  was  there  find  any  fault 
whatever.  The  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Chamber  has  spoken  of  the  electric  lights  at 
the  jail  and  the  necessity  .of  the  juice  being  turned 
on.  The  Sheriff  told  us  that  the  lights  had  been 
installed  Put  that  the  current  had  not  been  turned 
on  because  he  had  not  the  money  in  his- appropria- 
tion this  year  to  do  it.  I  said  to  him,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee,  that  the  lights  should  be  turned 
on,  and  that  I  felt  that  he  would  not  be  prosecuted 
under  the  amendments  to  the  charter  if  he  should 
overstep  his  appropriation,  because  I  believed  that 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Auditor  would  make  a 
transfer  for  him  in  order  to  pay  the  bills  of  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company.  And  he 
assured  me  that  on  Monday,  when  the  new  admin- 
istration comes  in  at  the  oeginning  of  the  new 
fiscal  year,  that  the  electricity  would  be  turned  on 
in  the  jail.  There  is  no  question  about  that 
whatever.     The  councilman  on  the  other  side  of 
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the  Chamber  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  yard  privi- 
leges for  the  men,  and  I  agree  -ndth  him  that  the 
Sheriff  should  give  the  men  privileges  in  the  yard. 
That  is  proper  and  it  is  just.  The  Sheriff  said  that 
they  couldn't  send  some  of  the  men  into  the  yard 
because  ot  the  fact  that  they  were  bad  men,  and 
one  of  the  men  to  whom  be  had  extended  tlie 
privileges  had  abused  those  pri\ileges  when  the 
Sheriff  had  placed  him  and  others  in  a  large,  airy 
room,  doing  hght  work,  with  no  guard,  you  might 
say.  He  said  he  placed  them  upon  honor,  and 
those  men  that  he  had  treated  so  generously  and 
so  humanely  took  advantage  of  his  generosity 
and  his  humanity  and  one  of  the  men  made 
his  way  to  freedom.  And  that  man  was  after- 
wards recaptured,  and  that  man,  as  I  remember, 
was  one  of  the  men  who  complained  ot  the  yard 
privileges.  And  the  Sheriff  called  that  to  the 
attention  or  the  committee.  Of  course,  I  personally 
teel  that  the  men  should  have  yard  privileges,  that 
they  should  have  the  chance  to  get  into  the  open 
air,  and  I  believe  the  Sheriff  should  ask,  if  necessary, 
for  more  men  if  they  are  needed  for  that  purpose. 
Of  course,  men  did  have  complaints;  men  who  are 
addicted  tc  the  use  of  drugs  have  complaint.s,  and 
sometimes  just  complaints. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  Uke 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question. 

President  KENNY — Does  the  councilor  yield? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— I  >-ield. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  Mr. 
President,  why  he  has  not  mentioned  these  improve- 
ments, which  he  thinks  ought  to  be  brought  about, 
in  his  report. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — I  beheve  that  that  matter 
of  more  fresh  air  f o»  the  men  and  the  yard  pri\  ileges 
is  mentioned  in  the  report.  The  Sheriff  knows 
what  the  conditions  are;  he  knows  that  we  have 
asked  him.  We  did  ask  him  on  our  last  visit  to 
give  these  men  more  yard  pri'vileges,  and  be  knows 
what  that  means.  Now,  I  believe  that  the  com- 
mittee did  its  duty,  Mr.  Chairman.  The  committee 
made  its  two  visits  and  went  over  the  jail 

Coun.  WATSON — ^I  lise  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  the  gentleman  a  matter,  if  you  will  allow  me. 

President  KENNY^ — ^Will  the  councilor  yield  for 
a  question? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— I  jield. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  Uke  to  ask  the 
councilor  if  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prisons 
for  1912  did  not  contain  a  paragraph  wherein  the 
committee  reconmiended  that  prisoners  detained 
there  for  one  month  or  more  be  given  some  time  in 
the  open  air,  and  if  that  is  true  what  can  we  expect 
from  the  Sheriff  if  we  do  not  make  this  recommenda- 
tion more  drastic? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — In  regard  to  that,  all  I 
have  to  say  is  this:  That  this  committee  has  no 
"authority  to  compel  the  Sheriff  to  do  the  things 
which  it  recommends.  It  has  the  power  to 
reconmiend  and  then  it  is  the  Sheriff's  duty  and  the 
Sheriff's  responsibility,  and  his  alone,  to  carry  out 
the  recommendations  as  made  by  the  Committee 
on  Prisons.  Now,  I  went  through  the  prison  and  I 
looked  at  the  prison  on  the  men's  side  and  on  the 
women's  side,  saw  the  place  where  the  new  bars 
were  to  be  installed  and  noted  the  electric  light 
arrangements  that  were  there,  and  asked  a  number 
of  the  prisoners  as  to  their  care  and  as  to  their 
treatment.  And  they  have  no  fault  to  find  so 
far  as  I  could  hear;  they  said  that  the  Sheriff  had 
treated  them  well.  But  I  do  agree  w-ith  the  coun- 
cilor on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber,  and  I  said 
so  when  we  were  in  the  prison,  especially  that 
the  men  should  have  more  yard  exercise  and  more 
liberty  in  the  yard. 

Coun.  WA'TSON — I  am  opposed  to  the  accept- 
ance of  this  report;  it  doesn't  mean  anything. 
I  know  the  prisoner  he  reters  to — I  will  not  men- 
tion his  name.  He  is  not  in  the  dope  row  now; 
he  sawed  out  of  the  jail  through  the  bars  and  got 
out;  but  he  could  never  have  got  out  of  the  jail 
yard  if  there  had  been  a  fence  around  the  kitchen. 
Where  is  your  recommendation  regarding  a  fence 
around  the  kitchen?  I  suggested  it  five  years  ago 
to  Sheriff  Seavey  and  I  have  suggested  it  "to  Sheriff 
Quinn  two  oi  three  times  since.  It  would  only 
cost  about  S250.  Wheie  is  your  recommendation? 
Now,  there  is  just  one  cthei  thing,  and  it  is  not 
said  in  criticism  oi  the  Sheriff,  who  is  my  friend. 
But  I  would  not  care  if  he  was  my  brother;  he 
is  entitled  to  be  criticised  if  criticism  is  due  him, 
and  I  am  going  to  do  it  regardless  of  the  result. 
I  don't  ask  any  favors  of  him — -I  am  not  a  lawyer 
— I  don't  have  to  seek  favois  of  the  Sheriff  of 
Suffolk   County,    consequently   I    am   pretty   free 


in  my  position.  If  it  was  my  brother  that  was 
sheriff  it  would  be  just  the  same.  I  want  to 
see  the  unfortunates,  even  though  they  are  crim- 
inally inclined,  treated  better  than  the  dogs. 
Where  is  your  recommendation  for  a  fence  around 
the  kitchen?  Where  is  your  recommendation 
about  installing  a  plant  there  for  making  their 
own  lights?  It  could  be  made  for  less  money 
than  they  are  pajing  the  Edison  Company. 
Where  is  your  recommendation?  The  exhaust 
from  the  boilers  could  be  used  to  generate  elec- 
tucitj'.  You  sa5'  about  your  visit  to  Charles 
street.  If  your  other  %'isit  to  the  Charles  Street 
Jail  is  akin  to  the  visit  you  made  day  before  yes- 
terday you  must  have  gone  in  and  turned  around 
and  come  right  out  again.  It  is  a  joke.  Why 
don't  we  go  to  work  and  use  the  powei  we  have 
got?  We  are  all  the  time  being  told  what  we 
can't  do — we  can't  do  this,  and  we  can't  do  that. 
The  councilor  from  Charlestown  introduced  an 
order  here  to-day.  He  only  increases  the  officers 
and  the  men  generally  SlOO;  the  man  whom 
they  call  the  deputy  sheriff,  who  is  one  of  the  chief 
officers,  they  increase  from  81,800  to  82,500. 
Why  don't  you  put  in  an  order  for  8200  a  year 
increase  for  everj'body  from  little  to  big  and  make 
it  uniform?  The  trouble  is  you  are  going  along 
too  easy  here;  you  take  too  many  things  for  granted. 
Mr.  President,  he  told  us  about  talking  to  the 
people  down  there.  Let  me  tell  you,  they  talked 
freer  to  me  than  they  did  to  him.  I  have  got 
practically  a  verbatim  report  ot  the  statements 
made  to  me,  and  let  me  tell  you,  one  ot  the  men 
that  complained  to  me  was  not  one  of  the  men  who 
escaped;  he  was  not  in  the  escape  matter  at  all. 
The  man  who  escaped  was  down  in  the  row — 
a  murderer  and  highwayman.  We  both  know 
him.  But  he  couldn't  have  gotten  out  of  the 
groimds,  Mr.  President,  had  there  been  a  fence 
around  the  kitchen  that  would  have  cost  .8250 
or  8300.  The  trouble  is  that  the  old  Sheriff  and 
the  present  Sheriff  have  wanted  to  do  things  their 
way;  they  have  not  wanted  to  be  told  by  anyone. 
I  will  tell  you  frankly,  from  my  nine  months' 
experience  down  there  as  an  officer  I  think  I  am 
as  "nell  acquainted  with  the  jail  and  its  work  as 
is  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County,  because  I  saw 
it  at  first  sight  and  he  delegates  his  power  to 
another.  And  if  I  told  you  what  one  of  the  chief 
officers  said  to  me  about  the  suggestions  I  made, 
Mr.  Chairman  of  the  committee,  you  might  open 
your  eyes.  He  practically  agreed  with  me  that 
they  are  all  necessary.  Now,  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  the  acceptance  of  the  repot  t  unless  you 
refer  it  back  and  have  it  say  something.  And  if 
your  report  of  the  Parental  School  and  Deer  Island 
and  Rainsford  Island  is  as  good  and  strong  as  your 
report  about  the  jail,  then  I  must  saj^  it  is  a  pretty 
tough  report  and  I  am  going  to  vote  against  it 
unless  the  Council  refers  it  back  and  the  committee 
revamps  it.  - 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Regarding  the  matter  of 
the  fence  above  the  kitchen,  which  the  gentleman 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber  spoke  aoout,  I 
■believe  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  it  at  the  present 
time.  When  these  other  men  escaped  from  the 
jail  there  was  a  fence  on  the  north  side  of  the  jail 
yard  which  could  be  reached  by  the  men  climbing 
on  the  roof  of  the  kitchen  and  making  their  way 
northward,  and  then  climbing  this  wooden  fence, 
and  then  climbing  from  that  on  to  the  brick  wall 
of  the  jail,  and  then  dropping  to  the  street  on  the 
other  side.  But  that  wooden  fence  which  was 
adjoining  the  wall  and  which  made  it  so  easy  for 
the  prisoneis  to  reach  the  brick  wall  has  been  cut 
down  to  but  a  few  feet  from  the  ground,  and  it  is 
now  impossible,  Mr.  President,  for  any  man  who 
does  gain  the  roof  of  the  little  building  in  which 
the  kitchen  is  situated  to  get  at  the  top  of  the 
brick  wall  from  the  fence  as  it  is  to-day.  So  that 
the  fence  which  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Chamber  sa3's  is  necessary  on  the  top  or 
above  the  jail  kitchen  is  not  needed  and  is  not 
necessary.  As  to  generating  electricity,  that  was 
talked  over  with  the  Sheriff,  and  the  Sheriff  said 
that  there  were  certain  times  in  the  year,  especially 
during  the  summer  months,  when  he  would  not 
have  enough  steam  piessure  in  order  to  generate 
enough  power  to  light  the  lamps  in  the  jail.  And 
it  was  for  that  reason  that  he  was  going  to  have  the 
juice  supplied  by  the  Edison  Company.  The 
gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber  knows 
that;  he  has  heard  the  Sheriff  speak  ot  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  hate  to  make  this  an  endless 
chain  discussion.  I  want  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Prisons  this 
fact,  that  the  Sheriff  told  somebody  that  it  would 
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take  forty  pounds  of  steam  to  generate  sufficient 
electricity  to  furnish  light  for  the  cells,  and  some 
one  heard  that  and  the  chief  officer  said,  "Oh,  yes, 
Mr.  Sheriff,  we  have  seventy-five  pounds  all  the 
time."  I  suppose  you  heard  that,  Mr.  Chairman 
of  the  committee.  Now,  regarding  the  fence  over 
the  kitchen.  The  fence  as  removed  will  not 
interfere  at  all  with  getting  over  the  wall  provided 
they  get  on  top  of  the  kitchen.  The  point  I  make 
is,  the  fence  which  the  Sheriff  is  going  to  put  up 
over  the  kitchen,  which  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  says  is  not  necessary,  is  on  the  part 
where  they  get  up  first  and  then  walk  staii-like  up 
the  wall.  I  don't  know  how  far  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Prisons  looked  about  that  fence. 
I  would  like  to  ask  him  if  he  was  ever  on  top  of  the 
kitchen  to  view  it,  or  did  he  view  it  through  the 
Sheriff's  eyes.  I  have  been  on  top  of  the  kitchen; 
I  know  every  inch  of  the  yard,  I  know  every  inch 
of  the  jail,  I  know  where  every  single  cell  is  located, 
I  know  there  is  not  sufficient  light  there  for  an 
ordinary  prisoner  to  have  who  is  confined — I 
know  all  that.  I  wasn't  down  there  nine  or  ten 
months  working  alone  for  the  salary.  It  was  said 
at  the  time  I  was  down  there  looking  around  that 
I  was  down  there  spying.  Perhaps  I  was.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  it  is  unfortunate  that  we  have  to 
have  this  debate  about  this  matter,  because  I  am 
not  talking  to  hear  myself  talk.  As  truly  as  I  am 
standing  here,  I  am  sincerely  interested,  and  when 
I  make  this  criticism  of  Sheiiff  Quinn,  who  is 
my  personal  friend,  he  perhaps  will  object  to  it  and 
feel  sore.  I  must  be  sincere,  and  I  move  that  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Prisons  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  Prisons  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  back  to-morrow,  or  this  afternoon 
if  necessary. 

The  question  was  upon  the  acceptance  of  the 
report. 

Coun.  WATSON  moved  that  the  report  be 
recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons. 

The  motion  was  put  and  declared  lost. 

Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  roll  was  called,  and 
the  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  yeas  1,  navs  6, 
Coun.  WATSON  voting  yea. 

The  question  then  came  upon  the  acceptance 
of  the  report. 

The  report  was  accepted,  yeas  6,  nays  1,  Coun. 
WATSON  voting  nay.

City  of  Boston, 
Police  Department,  January  30,  1914. 
Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  a  copy  of  an  order, 
"That  the  Police  Commissioner,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish  the  City 
Council  with  any  information  it  is  possible  for  him 
to  obtain  relative  to  whether  or  not  the  members 
of  the  Police  Department  were  assessed,  directly 
or  indirectly,  for  campaign  funds  in  behalf  of  any 
candidate  for  office  at  the  municipal  election  held 
in  this  city  on  January  13,  1914." 

The  conduct  of  Boston  police  officers  with 
reference  to  matters  of  politics  is  governed  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  Rule  35,  as  follows: 

"The  police  shall  not  engage  in  any  religious  or 
political  discussions  in  the  station  houses.  They 
shall  not  engage  in  such  discussions  at  any  other 
places  while  on  duty  nor  when  off  duty,  if  in  uni- 
form. They  shall  take  no  part  in  politics  for  or 
against  any  candidate  or  party  at  any  time  or 
place,  whether  in  uniform  or  not,  e,xcept  to  deposit 
such  ballot  as  they  prefer  at  the  primaries  and 
elections.    They  shall  not  solicit  or  make  any  con- 


tribution in  money,  or  otherwise,  for  political 
purposes,  nor  be  present  at  any  rally,  convention 
or  other  political  gathering,  except  as  police  officers, 
there  detailed  for  duty." 

In  the  seven  and  a  half  years  of  my  service  as 
Police  Commissioner  I  have  never  heard  of  a  viola- 
tion of  the  foregoing  rule  or  of  a  charge  that  it  had 
been  violated.     Should  any  citizen  have  evidence 
of  its  violation  I  shall  be  glad  to  see  him.

Coun.  McDonald — Mr.  President,  in  intro- 
ducing this  resolution  I  wish  to  say  that  Mr.  Moore, 
who  is  the  only  secretary  of  the  Mayor  who  is 
lea\'ing  the  Hall  with  him,  in  my  judgment  is  one 
of  the  most  courteous  officials  that  was  ever  in  the 
Mayor's  office.  He  has  always  treated  all  the 
members  of  the  Council — at  least  they  tell  me  so, 
he  has  always  treated  me  anj^vay — in  a  courteous 
manner,  always  willing  to  do  anj'thing  he  could  for

WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  thor- 
oughly satisfied  that  there  will  be  a  unanimous 
vote  cast  in  favor  of  this  resolution,  because  it  is 
deserved.  I,  too,  can  reiterate  every  word  spoken 
by  the  councilor  from  Charlestown.  Mr.  Moore, 
the  Mayor's  secretary,  has  been  verj',  very  kind 
to  me,  very  courteous ;  this  was  true  of  his  prede- 
cessor, Mr.  Field,  and  I  only  wish  that  we  could 
ofier  something  more  substantial  as  a  token  of  our 
appreciation  of  his  manifold  acts  of  kindness. 
And  I  cannot  let  the  opportunity  pass  without 
thanking  the  City  Clerk,  Clerk  of  Committees  and 
the  City  Messenger,  and  their  assistants  also. 

The  resolution  was  passed  bj'  a  unanimous  vote. 


CLOSING   PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY  offered  the  foU owing: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Council  be 
extended  to  Thomas  J.  Kenny  for  the  able  manner 
in  which  he  has  presided  over  the  meetings  of  this 
body  for  the  municipal  year  1913. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

Coun.  BUCKLEY — Mr.  President,  it  is  with  a 
great  deal  of  regret  that  I  rise  at  tliis  time  to  say 
my  farewell  to  the  City  Council,  of  which  I  have 
been  a  member  for  the  past  four  years.  Coming 
here  four  years  ago,  after  a  most  bitter  political 
campaign  and  feeUng  antagonistic  to  most  of  the 
inembers  and  a  stranger  to  most  of  you,  I  can 
truthfully  say  at  this  time  that  four  years  of  my 
life  have  never  been  spent  among  better  men, 
men  for  whom  to-day  I  have  the  highest  respect. 
I  shall  always  consider  it  one  of  the  highest  honors 
to  have  had  the  privilege  to  serve  with  you,  gentle- 
men, and  also  to  have  served  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Coming  here  four  years 
ago  at  the  time  he  did,  I  feel  a  good  deal  of  pleasure 
in  closing  my  municipal  service  to-day  at  the  same 
time  that  he  does.  Now  I  do  not  propose  to 
talk  very  long  at  this  time,  but  I  do  think  that 
I  ought  to  pay  a  tribute  to  each  one  of  my  col- 
leagues during  the  past  four  years.     Mr.  Ballan- 
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tyne  I  have  the  liigliest  regard  for.  We  have 
served  together  on  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
He  was  lareful,  considerate  and  conscientious, 
and,  abo\'e  all,  humane,  in  the  consideration  of 
claims  presented  to  our  committee,  and  I  always 
found  him  more  than  helpful.  If  I  could  not  be 
there  he  was  always  willing  to  take  my  place  and 
do  everything  that  he  possibl.v  could.  I  hope  that 
he  will  serve  long  in  an  official  capacity  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  because  he  is  a  high  type  of  citizen 
and  deserves  well  from  the  people.  Then  my 
colleague,  Mr.  McDonald,  I  have  the  kindliest 
wishes  for.  You  know  it  is  always  said  that  people 
coming  from  the  same  district  are  jealous  of  each 
other,  afraid  that  one  will  get  more  credit  than  the 
other.  But  I  am  glad  to  say  that  not  only  here  but 
in  the  Legislature,  where  we  served  together,  there 
were  no  jealousies  between  Mr.  McDonald  and 
myself.  We  always  cooperated  and  I  think  to-day 
we  can  point  with  pride — ^and  .with  thanks  also — ■ 
to  the  City  Covmcil,  and  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
for  more  "improvements  for  Charlestown  in  the 
last  four  years  than  thf^t  section  had  received  in 
the  previous  twenty-five  years.  And  I  hope  you 
will  elect  him  president  of  the  next  Boston  City 
Council.  My  real  regret  is  that  I  cannot  give  him 
a  vote.  I  hope  his  election  will  be  unanimous,  and 
I  know  that  he  will  serve  with  credit,  not  alone 
to  himself  but  to  the  district  from  which  he  comes. 
Mr.  Smith  I  campaigned  with  three  years  ago  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  ticket.  He  was  an  aggressive 
campaigner,  and  we  learned  to  like  him.  He  took 
up  a  great  deal  of  our  time  but  we  did  not  be- 
grudge it  because  he  was  always  working  in  the 
interest  of  the  city.  I  hope  that  in  a  short  time 
he  will  be  one  of  the  greatest  bond  brokers  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  And  Johnnj'  Attridge — to  look 
at  him  is  to  see  his  sincerity.  He  is  sincere,  he  is 
able,  he  is  aggressive.  He  deserves  well  from  every 
one  of  us,  and  I  bespeak  for  him  higher  honors  in 
this  community,  which  1  know  he  will  get  and 
which  he  richly  deserves.  When  the  time  comes 
I  hope  that  I  shall  be  able  to  do  my  share  in  recog- 
nizing the  integrity  ancl  ability  of  a  most  sincere 
young  man.  It  is  rather  hard  to  talk  about 
Walter  Collins  because  I  have  always  felt  very 
close  to  him  from  the  very  first  day  I  came  to 
know  him.  He  brought  to  this  Council  his  great 
education  and  his  good  ability,  and  he  certainly 
has  helped  us  in  close  places  by  giving  us  of  the 
benefits  which  he  undoubtedly  had.  He  has 
always  been  careful,  conscientious  and  honest. 
The  citizenship  of  Boston  has  a  high  regard  for 
him  and  my  hope  and  prediction  for  him  is  that 
higher  honors  are  coming  to  him,  and  I  hope 
ultimately  to  see  him  the  chief  magistrate  of 
this  city.  Mr.  Coulthurst  we  have  been  sorry  we 
have  not  seen  more  often.  I  never  knew  him 
personally  until  he  came  to  the  City  Council,  but 
I  knew  him  bv  reputation.  We  have  all  felt  sorry 
that  he  has  not  been  able  to  be  with  us  legularly. 
I  hope  that  he  will  have  a  speedy  return  to  his  good 
health  and  to  his  former  activity,  and  that  he  will 
become  a  shining  light  in  the  annals  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Mr.  Watson  I  have  known  for  years,  but 
I  have  been  very  closely  associated  with  him  the 
past  year.  He  is  always  desiring  to  help  the 
unfortunates.  The  public  could  not  spa.re  him 
from  its  service  because  he  always  has  the  interest 
of  humanity  at  heart.  And  I  hope  that  he  will 
have  a  long  service  also  in  an  official  capacity  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  Now,  our  attaches.  Mr. 
Donovan  is  one  of  the  noblest,  ablest  and  most 
honorable  of  men.  I  never  knew  him  intimately 
until  he  became  City  Clerk,  and  one  of  my  chief 
regrets  is  that  I  did  not  vote  for  him  as  City  Clerk 
when  he  was  elected  here,  and  if  I  were  again  in  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  you  may  rest  assured  it 
would  be  a  greait  deal  of  pleasure  to  give  him  my 
vote.  And  Mr.  Doyle — quiet,  unassuming  and 
painstalcing,  with  his  good  ability  and  always 
willingness  to  help.  We  certainly  can't  spare  him, 
and  I  hope  that  the  City  Council  will  keep  him  as 
long  as  he  lives,  because  he  certainly  is  a  great  help 
to  them.  And  City  Messenger  Leary  of  course 
has  good  sense,  too.  He  showed  his  good  sense 
when  he  came  to  Charlestown  for  a  wife.  And  ho 
has  always  been  helpful  to  us,  as  have  also  Mr. 
SiUoway  and  Mr.  Glenn;  they  all  deserve  the  best 
we  can'give  them.  And  Mr.  Harnden,  the  official 
stenographer,  is  undoubtedly  the  best  in  Boston, 
and  always  ready  to  help  us  out  of  any  dilemma 
in  which  we  may  find  ourselves.  And  then  our 
Clerk  of  Committees,  Mr.  Dever — I  feel  a  peculiar 
regard  for  him  because  he  has  always  given  me  the 
kindliest  advice.  I  have  felt  as  though  he  was  an 
older  brother  and  I  never  hesitated  to  go  to  him 


when  I  needed  advice  and  assistance  and  he  always 
gave  it.  I  hope  that  he  will  soon  recover  his 
former  health,  and  may  his  shadow  never  grow  less, 
and  I  hope  that  he  will  continue  to  advise  City 
Councils  for  years  and  years  and  years  to  come. 
And  then  his  assistant,  Frank  Chisholm,  who  is 
also  a  painstaking,  careful  and  industrious  man, 
always  wilhng  to  put  himself  out  in  order  that  he 
might  help  us.  And  we  certainly  owe  him  a  great 
deal  because  he  is  always  vrilling  to  do  everything 
in  his  power.  I  always  thought  that  if  those  men 
who  have  given  their  lives  to  the  service  of  the 
public,  like  Mr.  Donovan  and  Mr.  Dever  and  Mr. 
Chisholm  and  Mr.  Doyle,  with  their  great  ability, 
if  they  had  gone  into  some  private  business  rather 
than  devoting  their  lives  to  the  public  service, 
what  a  tremendous  success  they  would  have  made, 
and  be  a  good  deal  better  off  in  this  world's  goods 
than  they  are  at  present.  The  newspaper  report-, 
ers  have  always  been  kind  and  considerate.  I 
know  I  will  be  pardoned  if  I  mention  the  few  whom 
I  have  always  felt  very  close  to  since  I  knew  them 
because  of  their  faithful  sincerity  and  carefulness 
not  to  print  anything  which  they  felt  would  hurt. 
And  if  I  mention  John  Kelley  of  the  Globe,  and  Dick 
Howard  of  the  Herald,  and  Eddie  Dunne  of  the 
Post,  and  Mr.  Hull  of  the  Transcript,  I  know  the 
people  will  agree  with  me  that  they  have  been  very 
fair.  Mr.  Kearns  has  always  been  fair  too,  as  has 
Mr.  Cunniff.  The  other  men  I  don't  know  very 
well  because  they  have  been  with  us  only  a  short 
time,  but  I  know  they  will  pardon  me  if  I  don't 
mention  their  names.  And  now,  sir,  last  but  not 
least — we  always  keep  the  best  for  the  last.  When 
I  came  to  the  Council  four  years  ago  I  did 
not  know  you  and  I  did  not  think  that 
I  would  like  you  particularly.  But  to  know 
you  is  to  like  you  and  one  can't  help 
liking  you.  The  opening  sentence  of  the  Globe 
about  you  on  the  Sunday  before  election  this  year 
fitly  describes  you.  It  says,  "  Tom  Kenny  is  a  man 
who  grows  upon  you."  And  that  is  absolutely  so. 
With  your  admirable  qualities,  your  great  abilities, 
your  generous  nature,  perhaps  you  are  one  of  the 
most  misundei  stood  men  in  public  life.  But 
those  who  know  you  certainly  can  testify  to  your 
worth.  Since  I  have  known  you  I  could  not  say 
a  word  against  you  and  be  honest  with  myself. 
When  men  have  asked  me  the  sort  of  a  man  you 
were  I  have  told  them  —  even  in  the  recent  cam- 
paign I  have  told  them  frankly  how  I  found  you. 
Defeat  at  times  shows  a  man  in  his  true  worth;  it 
even  means  more  than  victory,  and  certainly  your 
recent  defeat  cannot  be  called  a  defeat  because  it 
shows  the  manhood  in  you;  it  shows  the  courage 
mth  which  you  can  meet  a  little  adversity,  the 
fortitude,  courage  and  the  great  humanity  in  your 
makeup.  I  know,  sir,  that  even  though  you  were 
defeated  that  you  are  bound  to  stay  in  the  pubUc 
service  and  that  you  are  bound  to  reach  the  goal 
of  your  ambitions.  Now  I  do  not  propose  to 
weary  you  any  further  to-day,  but  in  behalf  of  the 
members  and  officials  of  the  City  Council,  with 
whom  I  have  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  and 
privilege  of  serving  for  the  last  four  years,  and  with 
you,  sir,  and  I  consider  it  a  privilege,  I  want  to 
present  you  with  this  watch  and  chain,  and  our 
wish  for  "you  is  that  it  may  wear  out  ere  the  sands 
of  your  life  run  out.  (Presentation  of  watch  and 
chain.)      (Applause.) 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
allow  the  opportunity  to  pass  without  paying  my 
humble  tribute  to  you,  sir.  Words  of  praise  are  not 
on  my  tongue  fit  to  pay  tribute  to  you  as  I  believe 
it  should  be  paid.  I  look  back  a  short  year  ago 
when  I  was  sworn  in  as  a  member  of  this  body. 
I  also  remember  one  year  ago  that  when  they  were 
voting  for  the  presiding  officer  of  this  body  that 
my  vote  was  not  cast  for  you,  sir.  I  remember 
that  I  changed  my  vote  in  your  favor  after  it  was 
shown  that  you  were  the  choice  of  the  majority, 
and  I  believ'e  if  I  have  only  cast  one  proper  and 
right  vote  in  this  body  this  year  it  was  when  I 
changed  my  vote  from  another  to  you  for  pre- 
siding officer.  How  little  I  realized  at  that  time 
how  much  I  would  grow  to  respect  and  honor  you, 
sir.  So  to-day  I  stand  here  in  this  body  and  say 
without  any  qualification  whatsoever  that^  you, 
as  the  presiding  officer  of  this  body,  in  my  opinion, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  all  who  know  you,  are  one 
of  the  most  able,  high-minded,  honest,  public- 
spirited  citizens  and  noble  friends,  that  ever 
breathed  God's  pure  air  or  basked  in  His  sunlight. 
While  you  are  not  leaving  us — ^and  I  pray  that  you 
will  be  with  us  for  many  years  to  come — I  cannot 
close  my  remarks  without  reading  a  line  that  thia 
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morning  I  saw  in  a  book.    It  applies,  in  my  opinion, 
to  you,  sir.    They  are  the  -n-ords  of  Seneca: 

"The  greatest  man  is  he  who  chooses  right  with 
the  most  invincible  resolution:  who  resists  the 
severest  temptations  from  within  and  without; 
who  bears  the  heaviest  burdens  cheerfulty;  who  is 
calmest  in  storms,  and  most  fearless  under  menaces 
and  frowns;  whose  rehance  on  truth,  on  virtue  and 
on  God  is  most  unfaltering." 

Speaking  on  manhood.  Pope  said: 

"Of  manners  gentle,  of  affection  mild, 
In  wit  a  man,  simplicity  a  child." 

Those  are  my  tributes,  Mr.  President,  to  you. 
The  resolution  was  passed  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

President  I^NNY  said: 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council, — I  beg  to  offer 
you  my  most  grateful  acknowledgments  for  this 
splendid  manifestation  of  your  regard.  I  have 
no  words  to  adequately  express  my  real  apprecia- 
tion of  this  gift.  I  can  only  say,  I  thank  you  all. 
During  the  year  of  my  presidency  I  have  been  the 
recipient  ot  the  full  measure  of  considerate  kind- 
ness, courtesy  and  attention  at  the  hands,  not 
only  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  but  at 
the  hands  of  the  various  officials  connected  with 
the  City  Council  as  well,  including  the  gentlemen 
who  hi»'e  been  in  attendance  at  our  meetings 
representing  the  Press  of  the  city.  To  each  and 
every  one  I  wish  to  say  again — I  thank  you. 
This  is  the  last  occasion  I  shall  have  of  addressing 
you  as  your  presiding  officer  of  the  City  Council 
of  191.3.  It  also  happens  to  be  a  turning  point  in 
the  history  of  the  city  government,  since  our  nest 
reunion  will  be  as  participants  in  the  ceremony  of 
inaugurating  a  new  mayor.  I  trust  you  will  not 
consider  me  irrelevant  or  untimely  if  on  such  an 
occasion  I  venture  a  few  remarks  bearing  on  cer- 
tain tendencies  and  problems  of  the  hour.  As 
we  are  to  continue  together,  with  our  ranks  al- 
most unbroken,  for  another  year,  it  may  be  profit- 
able to  pause  a  moment  before  we  make  a  fresh 
start  and  look  soberly  and  honestly  at  the  drift 
of  things.  There  is  one  conclusion  that  no  one 
can  escape,  since  it  is  a  matter  of  simple  arithmetic, 
and  that  is  that  modern  city  governments  are 
expensive.  They  do  a  great  deal  for  the  people, 
but  they  also  impose  heavj'  charges  upon  them. 
When  I  consider  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  government 
in  Boston  during  the  last  few  years,  I  cannot  help 
wondering  whether,  if  this  matter  were  put  fairly 
and  squarely  before  the  people,  they  would  give 
their  assent  to  the  present  policy.  I  have  very 
little  faith  in  the  ordinary  comparison  of  tax 
rates.  Tax  rates  mean  one  thing  in  one  city, 
another  thing  elsewhere,  according  to  the  basis 
of  valuation  adopted,  and,  moreover,  they  ignore 
the  general  income  which  consists  of  the  proceeds 
of  taxation,  more  or  less  disguised.  The  actual 
sums  expended  and  the  increase  by  periods  should, 
in  my  opinion,  be  placed  candidly  before  the 
citizens  from  time  to  time  and  before  those  of  us 
who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  directing 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  limiting  municipal  expendi- 
tures. Stated  in  the  simplest  terms,  the  cost  of 
maintaining  our  city  government  this  year  has 
been  827,000,000.  If  the  water  rates  and  the 
state  and  metropolitan  charges  are  added,  the 
figure  is  S34,000,000.  If  the  cost  of  the  state 
and  national  governments  could  be  computed 
(and  I  am  assured  that  this  can  be  done  by  expert 
statisticians  with  approximate  accuracy)  the  whole 
burden  would  approach  the  staggering  figure  of 
$50,000,000  a  year.  This  means  httle,  perhaps, 
until  we  bring  it  home  to  ourselves  by  translating 
it  into  terms  of  our  own  experience.  For  example, 
the  average  income  of  the  emploj'ees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railwaj'  has  been,  according  to  the  pub- 
lished reports,  about  S700  a  year.  It  would  take 
nearly  70,000  such  men,  giving  all  their  earnings, 
to  meet  the  total  cost  of  government  in  Boston ; 
and  to  pay  the  city  expenses  alone  would  take 
40,000.  Imagine  that  army  filing  before  us.  It 
would  comprise  a  very  large  percentage  of  the 
adult  men  of  the  city.  It  would  require  a  whole 
day  to'  pass.  And  every  man  in  the  ranks  would 
be  obliged  to  contribute  his  entire  income,  from 
January  1  to  December  31,  to  keep  the  govern- 
ment in  operation.  I  think  it  perfectly  fair  to 
picture  the  distribution  of  the  burden  in  this  way, 
because  we  are  all  inclined  to  assume  that  it  is 
the  comparatively  small  group  of  property  owners, 
the  so-called  taxpayers,  that  maintain  the  govern- 
ment. No  conception  could  be  more  misleading 
or  more  conducive  to  the  prevalent  laxity  which 
condones  and  even  applauds  public  extravagance. 
It  is  the  average  citizen  who  in  this  field,  as  in  so 
many  others,  plays  the  role  of  ultimate  consumer. 


The  realty,  personalty  and  corporation  taxes, 
besides  fees,  excises,  water  rates,  assessments  of 
every  kind,  are  all  passed  along  to  him.  Rents, 
commodity  prices,  and  the  cost  of  service  in  vari- 
ous forms  contain  these  invisible  elements.  The 
city  budget,  in  fact,  is  a  part  of  the  family  budget, 
yours  and  mine,  and  ought  to  be  scrutinized  as 
carefully.  It  imposes  an  income  tax  just  as  real 
as  any  that  is  so  called,  but  with  this  radical  dif- 
ference, that  there  are  no  exemptions.  Unfor- 
tunately, this  burden  is  growing  heavier  aU  the 
time.  I  have  made  a  comparison  by  two-year 
periods  and  find  that  the  appropriations  for  city 
and  county  purposes  alone  in  1912-13  were 
greater  by  about  .510,000,000*  than  in  1906-07. 
This  is  a  huge  increase  in  the  short  space  of  six 
years,  and  no  one  contends  that  the  city  govern- 
ment was  parsimonious  in  1906-07.  Some  of  this 
increase  can  be  explained  in  a  perfectly  natural 
manner,  by  the  growth  in  population,  the  rising 
cost  of  supphes,  the  high  cost  of  living  in  so  far 
as  it  properly  influences  wages  and  the  payments 
on  serial  bonds.  But  these  explanations  do  not 
cover  the  whole  ground.  They  ignore  the  many 
economies  that  have  been  made  possible  under 
the  new  charter  and  that  ought  to  show  in  reduc- 
tions somewhere.  Thej'  are  no  more  convincing 
than  the  attempts  to  minimize  the  seriousness  of 
the  condition  by  a  meaningless  comparison  of  tax 
rates  or  to  shift  the  responsibility  from  one  depart- 
ment of  the  city  to  another.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  our  municipal  outfit,  or  "plant"  if  I  may  use 
the  term,  has  been  expanding  rapidly  of  late  and 
that  each  new  addition  involves  a  continuous  and 
steadily  augmenting  expenditure  for  operation. 
The  playgrounds  have  to  be  supervised  and  main- 
tained, and  this  is  true  of  the  municipal  buildings, 
baths,  convenience  stations,  bandstands,  branch 
libraries,  and  the  Aquarium  and  Zoological  Garden. 
Even  the  City  Hall  Annex  which,  for  the  proper 
transaction  of  the  city's  business  we  all  agree  was 
necessary,  will  require,  according  to  the  estimate  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  S77,500 
for  maintenance  in  its  first  year  and,  probably, 
more  in  later  years,  when  the  effects  of  wear  and 
tear  begin  to  be  felt.  This  is  much  more  than  the 
amount  of  any  saving  in  rentals  that  can  possibly 
be  figured  out;  and  when  depreciation  and  capital 
charges  are  added  the  carrying  cost  of  this  one 
building  will  be  sufficient  to  effect  the  tax  rate 
perceptibly.  It  seems  to  me  there  is  a  real  danger 
in  letting  the  momentum  of  this  tendency  carry  us 
too  far.  We  are  not  poorly  equipped  at  the  present 
time.  We  have  more  than  the  generations  that 
went  before  us  and  more  than  most  American 
cities.  May  it  not  be  a  good  time  to  trj^  to  relate 
the  cost  of  these  improvements  to  their  actual 
value,  and  to  ask  ourselves  how  far  the  S30,000,000 
a  year  we  pay  in  Boston  for  supporting  our  govern- 
ment, city,  state  and  national,  enters  into  the 
increased  cost  of  living.  No  doubt,  we  get  back 
a  good  deal  of  it  in  services  which  the  government 
performs,  but  does  the  average  family  of  five, 
paying  as  it  does  some  S350,  get  back  that  amount 
of  service  everj^  year.  Nothing  is  easier  than  to 
spend  pubHc  money.  Of  late  years  there  has 
grown  up  in  some  quarters  a  spirit  not  merely  of 
indifference  to  lavish  expenditure  but  of  resentment 
against  those  who  endeavor  to  stem  the  flood.  I 
trust,  however,  that  the  City  Council  will  never 
be  infected  by  this  spirit,  or  be  deterred  from 
imposing  such  checks  on  extravagance  as  its  judg- 
ment may  determine  to  be  necessary.  There  is 
another  problem  to  which  I  should  Uke  to  advert 
briefly,  as  affording  material  for  constructive, 
rather  than  merely  negative,  effort.  No  one  who 
is  familiar  with  other  American  cities  can  doubt 
that  _  Boston  suffers  acutely  from  congestion. 
Housing  conditions  are  no  better  than  they  should 
be  in  several  of  the  residential  sections,  and  the 
narrow  streets  ot  the  business  district  have  long 
since  reached  the  Kraits  of  their  traffic  capacity. 
Tax  rates  and  debt  and  expenditures  respond  only 
too  elastically  to  the  pressure  of  increasing  popula- 
tion, but  the  "downtown"  district  moves  its 
boundaries  very  slowly.  We  are  still,  as  in  Mayor 
Colhns'  time,  trying  to  conduct  all  the  business  of 
a  city  larger  than  the  one  Mayor  Collins  knew  on 
less  than  a  square  mile  of  territory.     Fully  75,000

persona  come  into  Boston  every  day  from  the 
suburbs  to  work,  and  many  more  to  shop  or  visit 
or  for  amusement.  Our  business  section  is  a 
vortex  of  travel  and  exchange.  The  trade  of  a 
whole  state  converges  here  and  this  intense  con- 
centration is  reflected  in  the  realty  values.  Wards 
6  and  7,  with  only  a  little  over  2  per  cent  of  the  area 
of  the  city,  have  over  40  per  cent  of  the  real  estate 
valuation.  Since  1900,  the  increase  in  these  two 
wards  has  been  greater  than  in  all  the  rest  of  the 
city  combined.  This  is  due.  partly  of  course,  to 
the  erection  of  modern  office  buildings  and  depart- 
ment stores,  but  chiefly  to  the  appreciation  of  land 
values.  The  condition  calls  for  radical  measures 
of  rehef.  We  cannot  go  on  building  up  in  the  air, 
because  there  is  a  correlation  between  the  height 
of  buildings  and  the  width  of  streets  which  makes 
that  plan  impracticable  in  Boston.  We  cannot 
keep  cutting  up  the  district  by  new  streets  which 
are  enormously  expensive  and,  at  best,  merely 
palliative  in  their  effect.  The  business  district 
simply  must  expand  in  one  direction  or  another, 
and  the  government  will  fail  to  do  its  part  if  it  does 
not  take  measures  to  quicken  and  facilitate  the 
movement.     There  is  no  problem  that  affects  more 


vitally  the  welfare  of  this  community  or  demands 
more  earnest  consideration.  With  these  sugges- 
tions I  lay  down  the  office  which  your  generosity 
conferred  upon  me  a  twelve-month  since.  No 
words  can  quite  express  my  appreciation  of  this 
great  honor.  I  hke  to  think  that  the  harmony 
and  cooperation  that  have  prevailed  among  us  rest 
on  a  basis  deeper  and  more  solid  than  good  fellow- 
ship, precious  as  that  is.  I  believe  and  I  am  sure 
that  if,  in  the  main,  we  have  agreed  in  our  general 
poUcy,  it  has  been  because  of  our  common  loyalty 
to  the  true  interests  of  the  city,  as  we  have  under- 
stood them.  Differences  of  opinion  may  have 
arisen,  but  differences  of  purpose  and  underlying 
motive  have  never  been  apparent  to  me.  To  be 
associated  with  colleagues  so  devoted  to  the  public 
welfare  is  an  inspiration  to  any  man  who  is  in  the 
least  degree  sensitive  to  such  influences.  I  thank 
you  warmly  and  sincerely  for  your  courtesy  and 
cooperation  in  all  our  official  relations,  and,  best  of 
all,  for  your  personal  confidence  and  support, 
which  have  created  an  obUgation  I  never  can  repay.
